CHAP.  I. 

» i 

The  departure  of  the  Endeavour  from  Plymouth— Her 
pnfjage  to  the  ijland  of  Madeira — A defcription  of  its  . 
natural  curiojilies  and  trade — A particular  account  of 

Funchialc , the  capital  of  Madeira The  pajjagc  from 

Madeira  to  Rio  dc  Janeiro An  account  of  this  capital 

of  the  Porlugucfe  dominions  in  South  America,  and  of  the 
circumjacent  country — —Incidents  that  happened  while 
the  Endeavour  lay  in  the  harbour  of  Rio  dc  Janeiro. 

THE  Endeavour,  a bark  of  three  hundred  and 
twenty  tons,  was  appointed  for  Capt.  Cook's 
firft  voyage  round  the  world,  having  on  board  ten 
carriage,  and  twelve  fwivel  guns.  On  Auguft  the  26, 
1768,  we  therefore  got  under  fail,  and  took  our  de-* 
parturefrom  Plymouth.  On  the  2d  of  September  we 
faw  land  between  Cape  Finifterre  and  CapeOrtegal, 
on  thecoafl  ofGallicia  in  Spain  : and  on  the  12th  we 
difeovered  Puerto  Santo,  and  Madeira,  and  on  the 
day  following  moored  in  the  dream  anchor  in  the 
road  of  Funchialc.  In  heaving  up  the  anchor,  Mr. 
Weir,  the  mailer's  mate,  was  unfortunately  earned 
overboard  and  drowned. 

Upon  approaching  the  ifland  of  Madeira  from  the 
fea,  »t  appears  exceeding  beautiful,  the  fidesofthe 
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hills  being  covered  with  plantations  of  vines,  which 
are  green  when  all  kinds  of  herbage,  except  here  and 
there,  are  burnt  up  which  was  the  cafe  at  this  time. 

We  continued  on  this  ifland  only  five  days,  dur- 
ing whifch  time  the  feafon.was  the  worfl  in  the  year 
forfcarching  after  natural  curiofities : however,  the 
two  gentlemen,  Dr.  Solanderand  Mr.  Banks,  pufh- 
ed  their  excurfions  about  three  miles  from  the  town, 
and  cohered  a few  plants  in  flower,  by  the  obliging 
attention  of  Dr.  Hebcrden,  the  chief  phyfician  ol  the 
ifland,  and  brother  to  Dr.  Heberden  of  London. 

The  inhabitants  of  Madeira  have  no  other  articles 
of  trade  than  wine,  which  is  made  by  prefling  the 
juice  out  in  a fquare  wooden  veflel.  The  fizeof  this 
is  proportioned  to  the  quantity  of  wine;  and  the  fer- 
vants,  having  taken  off  their  flockings  and  jackets, 
get  into  it,  and  with  their  elbows  and  feet  prefs  out 
as  much  of  thejuiceas  they  can. 

Nature  has  been  very  liberal  in  her  gifts  to  Ma- 
deira. The  inhabitants  are  not  without  ingenuity, 
but  they  want  induflry.  The  foil  is  fo  very  ricii, 
and  there  is  fuch  a variety  in  the  climate,  that  there 
• is  fcarcely  any  article  either  of  the  neccflaries  or  lux- 
uries of  life,  which  cannot 'probably  becultivated 
here.  On  the  hills,  walnuts,  chefnuts,  and  apples 
flourifli,  almofl  without  culture,  Pine-apples,  man- 
goes, guanas,  and  bananas,  grow  almofl  fpontaneoufiy 
in  the  town.  They  have  beef,  mutton,  and  pork 
remakably  good,  and  the  captain  took  fome  of  the 
former  on  board  for  his  own  ufe. 

Funchiale  is  fituate  at  the  bottom  of  a bay,  and 
though  it  is  extenfive  in  proportion  to  the  refl  of  the 
ifland,  it  is  but  poorly  built,  ajid  the  ftreets  are  nar- 
row and  badly  paved.  The  churches  are  full  of  or- 
naments, with  pi<flures  and  images  of  faints.  There 
arc  many  high  hills  in  this  ifland  ; Porto  Ruivo  in 
particular  is  near  5100  feet  high.  To  a certain 
height  thefe  hills  arc  covered  with  vines,  above 
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which  are  numbers  of  chefnuts  and  pine  trees;  and 
above  thefe  again  whole  forefts  of  various  forts  of 
trees  The  number  of  inhabitants  in  Madeira  are 
computed  to  amount  to  about  10,000;  and  the  cuf- 
tom  houfe  duties  produce  to  the  king  of  Portugal,  a 
revenue  of  20, oool.  a year.  The  currency  of  the 
ifland  is  in  Spanifh. 

On  the  19th  of  September  we  failed  from  Madeira, 
and  on  the  21ft  we  faw  the  iQands  called  the  Salvages, 
nortbw’ard  of  the  Canaries.  The  principal  of  thefe 
was  about  five  leagues  to  the  fouth  half  wefi.  On  the 
23d  the  Peak  of  TenerifFe  bore  weft  by  fouth  half 
focth.  The  height  of  this  mountain-is  1 5,396  feet, 
which  is  but  148  yards  lefs  than  three  miles. 

On  the  7th  of  October  Mr.  Banks  went  out  in  a 
boat,  and  caught  what  our  Tailors  call  a Portaguefe 
man  of  war;  together  withfeveral  fhell  fifties,  which 
are  always  found  floating  upon  the  water. 

On  the  25th  we  crofted  the’line  with  the  ufual  ce- 
remonies ; and  as  prOvifions  by  this  time  began  to 
grow  Ihort,  we  refolved  to  put  into  the  harbour  of 
Rio  de  Janeiro;  and  on  the  8 th  of  November  we  faw 
thecoaft  of  Brafil.  We  flood  olF  along  ftiore  till  the 
12th,  having  in  view  fucceffively  Cape  Thomas,  and 
an  ifland  juft  without  Cape  Frio,  and  then  made  fail 
for  Rio  de  Janeiro  on  the  13th  in  the  morning. 

On  the  14th  Capt.  Cook  went  on  fhorc,  and  ob- 
tained leavfc  to  furnifti  the  (hip  with  provilions:  but 
this  permiftion  .was  clogged  with  the  conditions  of 
employing  an  inhabitant  as -a  factor,  and  of  fending 
a foldier  in  the  Endeavour’s  boat  every  time  fhe  came 
from  ftiore  to  the  veflel.  To  thefe  uncivil  terms  the 
Captain  made  many  objeiftions;  but  the  viceroy  was 
determined  to  inlift  on  them,  neither  would  he  per- 
mit Mr.  Banks  and  Dr.  Solander  to  remain  on  ftiore, 
nor  fuffer  the  former  to  go  up  the  country  to  c;  • i 
plants.  Captain  Cook  conceiving  from  thefe  ...  i 
other  marks  ofjealoufy,  that  the  viceroy  thought  .'  ey 
. . were 
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were  come  to  trade,  ufed  alibis  endeavours  to  con* 
vince  him  to  the  contrary  ; and  acquained  him,  that 
they  were  bound  to  the  South  Seas,  to  obferve  the 
tranfit  of  Venus  over  the  difk  of  the  fun,  an  objetfl  of 
of  great  confequence  to  the  improvement  of  naviga- 
tion ; but  the  viceroy  by  his  anfwer  feemed  ignorant 
of  the  phaenomenon.  An  officer  was  now  appointed 
to  attend  the  Captain,  which  order  he  was  defired  toi 
underftand  as  an  intended  compliment  ; however, 
when  he  would  have  declined  fuch  a ceremony,  the 
viceroy  very  politely  forced  it  upon  him. 

Dr.  Solander  and  Mr.  Banks  were  not  a little  chag- 
rined on  hearing  that  they  would  not  be  permitted 
to  refide  on  fhore,  and  flill  more  fo  when  they  under- 
liood  that  they  were  not  even  allowed  to  quit  the 
fhip ; for  the  viceroy  had  ordered,  that  the  captain 
only,  with  fuch  failors  as  were  required  by  their  duty, 
fhould  come  on  fhore.  However,  they  attempted  to 
go  on  fhore,  but  were  flopped  by  the  guard-boat ; yet 
leveralofthe  crew,  without  the  knowledge  of  the 
centinel,  let  themfelves  down  by  a rope  from  the  ca- 
bin window  into  the  boat  about  midnight,  and 
drove  away  with  the  tide,  till  they  were  out  of  hear- 
ing. They  afterwards  landed  on  an  unfrequented 
part  of  the  country,  and  were  treated  by  the  inha- 
bitants with  great  civility. 

Capt.  Cook,  uneafy  with  the  reftri&ions  of  the 
viceroy,  remonftrated  with  him;  but  the  latter  would 
return  no  other  anfwer  but  that  the  king  hismafler's 
orders  mull  be  obeyed.  The  captain  thus  repul  fed, 
and  much  difpleafed,  refolved  to  go  no  more  on  fhore, 
rather  than  whenever  he  did  fo,  to  be  treated  as  a 
prifoner  in  his  own  boat ; for  the  officer  who  was  fo 
polite  as  to  accompany  him,  conftantly  attended  him, 
both  to  and  from  fhore.  Two  memorials  were  now 
drawn  up  and  prefented  to  the  viceroy,  one  written 
by  the  captain,  and  the  other  by  Mr.  Banks;  but  the 
anfwcrs  returned  were  by  no  means  faiisfa&ory.  Se- 
veral 
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veral  papers  palled  between  them  and  the  viceroy  to 
no  good  purpofe;  from  whence  the  captain  thought  it 
necellary  in  order  to  vindicate  his  own  compliance, 
to  urge  the  viceroy  to  an  ad  of  force  in  the  execution 
of  hi*  orders.  For  this  purpofe  he  fent  Lieut.  Hicks 
with  a packet,  giving  him  his  orders  not  to  admit  of 
a guard  in  his  boat.  As  this  gentleman  was  rcfolved 
to  obey  his  captain’s  commands,  the  officer  of  the 
guard  boarddid  notoppofe  him  by  force,  but  acquainted 
the  viceroy  with  what  had  happened,  on  which  the 
lieutenant  was  fent  away  with  the  packet  unopened. 
When  returned,  he  found  a guard  offoldiers  placed 
in  the  boat,  and  in/itted  on  their  quitting  it.  Where- 
upon the  officer  feized  the  boat’serew,  and  conduced 
them  under  an  efcort  to  prifon , and  the  lieutenant 
was  fent  back  to  the  fhip  guarded.  When  the  captain 
was  informed  of  this  tranfa&ion,  he  wrote  to  the  vi- 
ceroy to  demand  his  boat  and  her  crew,  inclofing  the 
memorial  which  Mr.  Hicks  his  lieutenant  had  brought 
back.  Thefe  papers  he  fent  by  a petty  officer,  to  avoid 
continuing  the  difpute  concerning  the  guard,  which 
muff  have  been  kept  up  by  a commiffioned  officer. 
An  anfwer  was  now  propofed by  the  viceroy ; but  be- 
fore this  could  arrive,  the  long  boat,  which  had  four 
pipes  of  rum  on  board,  was  driven  to  the  windward, 
(the  rope  breaking  that  was  thrown  from  the  fhip)  to- 
gether with  afmatl  fkiff  that  was  fattened  to  the  boat. 
Immediate  orders  were  given  for  manning  the  yawl, 
which  being  difpatched  accordingly  with  proper  di- 
rections, returned  and  brought  the  people  on  boaid 
the  next  morning  ; from  whom  Capt.  Cook  learned 
that  the  long-boat  having  filled  with  water,  they  had 
brought  her  to  a grappling,  and  quitted  her,  and  fall- 
ing in  with  a reef  of  rocks  on  her  return,  they  were 
forced  to  cut  the  fattenings  of  Mr.  Banks’s  little  boar, 
and  fent  her  adrift.  The  captain  now  difpatched 
another  letter  to  his  excellency,  wherein  he  informed 
him  of  the  accident,  defired  he  would  affift  him  with 
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a boat  to  recover  his  own,  and,  at  the  fame  time,  re- 
newed his  demand  of  the  delivery  of  the  pinnace  and 
her  new.  The  viceroy  granted  the  requeft,  but  in 
his  anl  wer  to  the  captain’s  remonftrance,  fuggefted 
fome  doubts,  that  he  entertained,  whether  the  En- 
deavour was  really  a king’s  fhip,  and  accufed  the 
crew  of  fmuggling.  Captain  Cook,  in  his  reply, 
faid,  that  he  was  willing  to  (hew  his  commilfion,  ad- 
ding, if  any  attempt  Ihould  be  made  to  carry  on  a 
contraband  trade,  he  requeued  his  excellency  would 
order  the  offender  to  be  taken  into  cuftody.  The 
difpute  being  thus  terminated,  Mr.  Banks  attempted 
to  elude  the  vigilance  of  the  guard,  which  he  found 
means  to  do,  and  got  fafe  on  Ihore  on  the  36th  in  the 
morning.  He  took  care  to  avoid  the  town,  and  paf- 
fed  the  day  in  the  fields,  where  he  could  beft  gratify 
his  curiofity.  Mr.  Banks  found  the  country  people 
inclined  to  treat  with  him  civily,  and  was  invited  to 
their  habitations.  But  it  was  afterwards  heard,  that 
fearch  had  been  making  for  this  gentleman  when  ab- 
fent.  He  and  Dr.  Solander  therefore  refolved  to 
run  no  more  rifques  in  going  on  fliore,  while  they  re- 
mained at  this  place. 

On  the  ill  of  December,  having  taken  in  water  and 
provifions,  we  got,  with  leave  from  the  viceroy,  ajsi- 
lot  on  board;  but  the  wind  prevented  us  from  put- 
ting to  fea.  , A Spanilh  packet  from  Buenos  Ayres, 
bound  for  Spain,  arriving  the  next  day,  the  captain 
of  her  with  great  politeness  offered  to  take  our  letters 
to  Europe.  The  favour  of  which  was  accepted,  and 
captain  Cook  delivered  into  his  hands  a packet  for  the 
fecretary  of  the  Admiralty,  containing  copies  of  all 
the  papers  that  had  palfed  between  him  and  the  vice- 
roy, leaving  the  duplicates  with  his  excellency. 

On  the  5th  we  weighed  anchor,  and  towed  down 
the  bay,  but  were  flopped  at  Santa  Cruz,  the  princi- 
pal fortiheation,  the  order  from  the  viceroy,  to  let  us 
paf$,  by  an  unaccountable  negligence,  not  having 

been 
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been  fent;  fo  that  it  was  not  till  the  7th  that  we  got 
under  fail.  When  we  had  paffed  the  fort,  the  guard 
boat  left  us,  and  our  pilot  was  difcharged.  Of  the 
town  and  neighbouring  country  we  (hall  give  the  fol- 
lowing defcription. 

Rio  de  Janeiro  was  probably  fo  called  becaufe  dif- 
covered  on  the  fe/lival  of  St.  Januarius,  from  whence 
we  may  fuppofe  the  river  januarius  took  its  name, 
and  alfo  the  town,  which  is  the  capital  of  the  Portu- 
guefe  in  America.  This  town  is  fituated  on  the  weft 
fide  of  the  river,  from  which  it  is  extended  about  three 
quarters  of  a mile.  The  ground  whereon  it /lands 
is  a level  plain.  It  is  defended  on  the  north  fide  by 
a hill,  that  extends  from  the  river,  having  afmall  plain 
which  contains  the  fuburbs  and  theking's  dock.  The 
houfes  in  general  are  of  /lone,  and  two  /lories  high  ; 
its  circuit  is  about  three  miles;  and  appears  to  be 
equal  in  fize  to  the  large/l  country  towns  in  England. 
The  flreets  are  fliaight  and  of  a convenient  breadth  ; 
and  the  principal  ftreet  is  near  100  feet  in  width. 
The  churches  are  richly  ornamented,  and  there  Is 
more  religious  parade  in  this  place  than  any  of  the  po- 
pilh  countriesin  Europe.  But  the  inhabitants  may  pay 
their  devotion  at  the  Thrine  of  any  faint ; for  a fmall 
cupboard,  having  a glafs  window,  and  in  which  is 
one  of  the  tutelary  gods,  is  placed  almo/l  before  every 
houfe,  and  a lamp  is  kept  con/lantly  burning,  left  the 
•old  proverb  fhould  be  verified,  “ Out  of  fight,  out  of 
mind."  Before  thefe  faints  the  people  pray,  and  fing 
with  fuch  vehemence,  that  in  the  night  they  were 
diftin&ly  heard  by  our  failors  on  board  the  /hip. 

The  inhabitants  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  are  exceeding 
numerous,  and  confi/l  of  Portuguefe,  Negroes,  and 
Indians,  which  laft  were  the  original  natives  of  the 
country.  The  townlhip  of  Rio  is  but  a fmall  part  of 
the  Capitanea,  or  province  ; yet  it  is  faid  to  contain 
37,000  white  people,  and  629,000  blacks,  many  of 
whom  are  free,  making  together  966,000  in  the  pro- 
portion of  J 7 to  1 . B The 
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The  military  is  compofed  of  twelve  regiment  of 
regular  troops,  fix  being  Portuguefe,  and  fix  Creoles, 
and  twelve  regiments  of  provincial  militia.  The  in- 
habitants are  fervilely  fubmiflive  to  the  regulars,  and 
it  has  been  faid,  that  if  any  of  them  fhould  omit  the 
compliment  of  taking  off  his  hat,  when  he  meets  an 
officer,  he  would  be  immediately  knocked  down. 
But  the  fubordination  of  the  officers  to  the  viceroy  is 
equally  mortifying,  for  they  are  obliged  to  wait  three 
times  a day  to  know,  or  receive  his  commands ; the 
anfwer  fiequently  is,  “ there  is  nothing  new." 

In  Rio  de  Janeiro  the  gentry  keep  their  chaifes, 
which  are  drawn  by  mules,  the  ladies  however  ufe  a 
fedan  chair,  boarded  before  and  behind,  with  curtains 
on  each  fide,  which  is  carried  by  two  negroes  on  a pole, 
conne£led  with  a top  of  a chair,  by  two  rods  coming 
from  under  its  bottom,  one  on  each  fide,  and  reding 
to  the  top.  The  women  in  general,  are  more  ready 
‘to  grant  amorous  favours  than  thofe  of  any  other 
civilized  parts  of  the  world.  As  foon  as  the  evening 
began,  females  appeared  at  the  windows  on  every  fide, 
who  diftinguifhed  fuch  of  the  men  as  belt  pleafed 
their  fancies  by  throwing  down  nofegays : and  Dr. 
Solander  and  two  other  Gentlemen  received  fo  many 
of  thefe  love-tokens,  that  they  threw  them  away  by 
hat-fulls. 

This  place  is  very  ufcful  for  ffiips  that  are  in  want 
of  refrefhment.  The  harbour  is  fafe  and  commodi- 
ous, and  didinguiflied  by  a remarkable  hill,  in  the 
fhape  of  a cone,  at  the  wed  point  of  the  bay.  The 
entrance  is  not  wide,  but  it  is  eafy,  from  the  fea  breeze 
which  prevails  from  noon  to  fun-fet,  for  any  (hip  to 
enter  before  the  wind.  Provifions,  except  wheaten 
bread,  and  dour,  are  eafily  procured.  Beef,  both 
frefh  arid  jerked  may  be  bought  at  two- pence  farthing 
a pound,  but  it  is  very  lean.  Mutton  isfcarce  to  be 
produced.  Hogs  and  poultry  are  dear.  Garden  duff 
and  fruit  are  in  abundance.  Rum,  fugar,  and  molaffes 

arc 
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arc  all  excellent,  and  to  be  had  at  reafonable  prices. 

The  air  is  feldom  immoderately  hot.asthefea  breeze 
is  generally  fucceeded  by  a land  wind.  The  feafons 
are  divided  into  dry  and  rainy,  though  their  com- 
mencement of  late  has  been  irregular  and  uncertain  ; 
but  at  this  time  the  rain  had  juft  began,  and  fell  in 
heavy  fhowers  during  our  ftay. 


CHAP.  II.

rival among  them. 

ON  the  8th  of  December,  1768,  having  procured 
neceffary  fupplies,  we  took,  our  departure  from 
Rio  de  Janeiro  ; and  on  the  gth  an  amazing  number 
of  atoms  were  taken  out  of  the  fea.  They  are  of  a yel- 
lowifh  colour,  and  few  of  them  were  more  than  the 
5th  part  of  an  inch  long.  The  fea  was  tinged  in 
fuch  a manner  with  thefe  equivocal  fubftances,  as  to 
exhibit  broad  ftreaks  of  a fimilar  colour  for  near  a 
mile  in  length,  and  feveral  yards  in  breadth. 

On  the  r ith  we  hooked  a fhark.  It  proved  to  be 
a female.  When  opened  we  took  fix  young  ones 
out  of  it,  five  of  which  were  alive,  and  fwam  brilkly 
in  a tub  of  water.  On  the  30th  we  ran  fifty  leagues 
through  vaft  numbers  of  land  infe&s;  fome  in  the 
B 2 air, 
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air,  and  others  upon  the  water.  At  this  time  we 
judged  ourfelves  to  be  nearly  oppofite  to  the  bay  call- 
ed Sands  Fond  (with  bottom)  where  it  is  fuppofed 
that  the  continent  of  America  is  divided  by  a palfage. 

On  the  3d  of  January,  1769,  we  faw  the  appear- 
ance of  land,  in  lat.  47  deg  1 7 min.  fouth,  and  long. 
61  deg.  29  min.  45  fee.  weft,  which  we  miftook  for 
Pepy’s  ifland.  In  appearance  it  fo  much  refembled 
land,  that  we  bore  away  for  it;  and  it  was  three 
hours  before  we  were  convenced  that  it  was  one  of 
thofe  deceptions  which  failors  call  a fog-bank.  On 
the  1 ith, after  having  paffed  Falkland’s  Iftand,  we  faw 
the  coaft  of  Terra  del  Fuego,  at  the  diftance  of  about 
four  leagues  from  the  weft  to  fouth-eaft  by  fouth. 

On  the  14th  we  entered  the  Streight  ofLe  Mairc, 
but  were  afterwards  driven  out  again  with  fuch  vio- 
lence (the  tide  being  againft  us)  that  the  fhip’s  bow- 
fprit  was  frequently  under  water.  At  length  we 
got  anchorage  in  a fmall  cove,  on  the  eaft  of  Cape 
St.  Vincent,  the  entrance  to  which  our  Captain 
named  St.  Vincent’s  Bay. 

Dr.  Solander  and  Mr.  Banks  went  on  fhore, 
where,  having  continued  four  hours,  they  returned 
about  nine  in  the  evening,  with  above  a hundred  dif- 
ferent plants  and  flowers,  of  which  none  ol  the  Eu- 
ropean botanifts  had  taken  any  notice  of,  near  this  bay. 

On  the  1 8th  we  came  to  an  anchor  in  twelve  fa- 
thom water,  upon  coral  rocks,  at  the  diftance  of 
about  a mile  fiom  the  fhore.  At  this  time  twoofthe 
natives  came  down  upon  the  beach,  as  if  they  expell- 
ed that  the  ftrangers  intended  to  land  ; but  as  thcie 
was  no  fhelter  here,  the  fhip  got  under  fail  again,  and 
the  Indians  retired  difappointed.  The  fame  after- 
noon we  came  into  the  bay  of  Good  Succefs,  and  the 
veffel  coming  to  an  anchor,  the  Captain  went  on 
fhore,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Banks  and  Dr.  Solander, 
in  order  to  fearch  for  a watering  place,  and  difeourf? 
with  the  Indians.  Thefe  gentlemen  had  not  pro- 
ceeded above  one  hundred  yards  before  the  captain, 

when 
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when  two  of  the  Indians  that  had  feated  themfelves, 
irofe  up,  and  threw  away  the  fmall  flicks  they  held  in 
their  hands,  as  a token  of  amity.  They  afterwards 
returned  to  their  companions,  who  had  remained  at 
fome  diftance  behind  them,  and  made  figns  to  their 
guefts  to  advance,  whom  they  received  in  a friendly, 
though  uncouth  manner.  In  return  for  their  civility, 
fomeribbandsand beads  werediftributedamongthem. 
Thus  a fort  of  mutual  confidence  was  eftablifhed,  and 
the  reft  of  the  Englifh  joined  the  party,  the  Indians 
converfing  with  them  in  their  way,  in  an  amicable 
manner.  Captain  Cook  and  his  friends  took  three  of 
them  to  the  (hip,  drefted  them  in  jackets,  and  gave 
them  bread  and  other  provifions,  part  of  which  they 
carried  on  fhore  with  them;  but  they  refufed  to 
drink  rum  or  brandy,  making  figns  that  it  burned 
their  throats,  as  their  proper  drink  was  water.  One 
of  thefe  people  made  long  and  loud  fpecches,  but  no 
part  of  them  was  intelligible  to  any  of  us.  Another 
ftole  the  covering  of  a globe,  which  he  concealed  un- 
der his  garment  that  was  made  of  fkin.  After  hav- 
ing remained  on  board  about  two  hours,  they  re- 
turned on  fhore,  Mr.  Banks  accompanying  them.  He 
conducted  them  to  their  companions,  who  feemed  no 
ways  curious  to  know  what  their  friends  had  feen,  and 
the  latter  were  as  little  difpofed  t<5  relate,  as  the  for- 
mer were  to  enquire.  None  of  thefe  people  exceed- 
ed five  feet  ten  inches  in  height,  but  their  bodies  ap- 
peared large  and  robuft,  though  their  limbs  were 
fmall.  They  had  broad  flat  faces,  high  cheeks,  nofes 
inclined  to  flatnefs,  wide  noftrils,  fmall  black  eyes, 
large  mouths,  fmall  but  indifferent  teeth,  and  ftraight 
black  hair,  falling  down  over  their  ears  and  foreheads, 
the  latter  being  generally  befmeared  with  brown  and 
red  paints, and  like  all  theoriginalnativesof  America, 
they  were  beardlefs.  Their  garments  were  the  fkins  of 
peals  and  guanicoes,  which  they  wrapped  round  their 
fhoulders.  The  men  likewife  wore  on  their  heads  a 

bunch 
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hunch  of  yam,  which  fell  over  their  foreheads,  and 
was  lied  behind  with  the  finews  or  tendons  of  fome 
animals.  Many  of  both  fexes  were  painted  on  dilfe- 
rcnt  parts  of  thcirbodies  with  red,  white,  and  brown 
colours,  and  had  alfo  three  or  four  perpendicular  lines 
pricked  acrofs  their  cheeks  and  nofes.  The  women 
had  a fmall  firing  tied  round  each  ancle,  and  each 
wore  a flap  of  fkin  fattened  round  the  middle.  They 
carried  their  children  upon  their  backs,  and  were  ge- 
nerally employed  in  domeftic  labour  and  drudgery. 

Mr.  BanksandOr.  Solander,  attended  by  their  fer- 
vant,  fet  out  from  the  fhip  on  the  16th,  with  a defign 
of  going  into  the  country  as  far  as  they  could  that  day, 
and  return  in  the  evening.  Having  entered  a wood, 
they  afeended  a hill  through  a pathlefs  wilderncfs till 
the  afternoon.  After  they  had  reached  what  they 
took  for  a plain,  they  were  greatly  difappointed  to 
find  it  a fwamp,  covered  with  birch,  the  butties  in- 
terwoven and  fo  inflexible  that  they  could  not  be  di- 
vided : however,  they  ftepped  over  them,  but  were 
up  the  ancles  in  boggy  ground.  Before  they  had  got 
over  this  fwamp,  an  accident  happened  that  greatly 
difconcerted  them.  Mr.  Buchan,  one  of  the  draughtf- 
mcn  whom  Mr.  Banks  had  taken  with  him,  fell  into 
a fit.  It  was  abfolutely  neceflary  to  kindle  a fire,  and 
fuch  as  were  moil  fatigued  remained  to  aflift  him  ; but 
Mr.  Banks,  Dr.  Solander,  and  Mr.  Monkhoufe  pro- 
ceeded, and  attain  the  fpot  they  had  in  view,  where 
they  found  a great  variety  of  plants  that  gratified  their 
curiofity.  On  returning  to  their  company  amidtt 
the  fnnw  which  fell  in  great  abundance,  they  found 
Mr.  B uchan  much  recovered.  They  had  previoufly 
lent  Mr.  Monkhoufe  and  Mr.  Green  back  to  him, 
and  thofe  that  remained  with  him,  in  order  to  bring 
them  to  a hill  which  was  conjectured  to  lie  in  a bet- 
ter trattt  for  returning  to  the  wood,  and  which  was 
accordingly  fixed  on  as  a place  of  rendezvous.  , 

Dr.  Solander  having  often  pafled  over  mountains  in 

cold 
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cold  countries,  was  fenfible,  that  extreme  cold,  when 
joined  with  fatigue,  occafions  a drowfinefs  that  is  not 
eafily  refilled ; be  therefore  entreated  his  friends  to 
keep  in  motion,  however  difagreeable  it  might  be  to 
them.  His  words  were — Whoever  fits  down  will 
Deep, and  whoever  Deeps  will  wake  no  more. — Every 
one  feemed  accordingly  armed  with  refolution;  but 
en  a fudden,  the  cold  became  fo  very  intenfe  as  to 
threaten  the  mod  dreadful  efleids.  It  was  now  very 
remarkable,  that  the  Dodlor  himfelf,  who  had  fo  for- 
cibly admonilhed  and  alarmed  his  party,  was  the  fird 
that  infilled  to  be  fuffered  to  repole.  In  fpite  of  the 
mod  earned  entreaties  of  his  friends,  he  lay  down 
amidd  the  fnow,  and  it  was  with  difficulty  that  they 
kept  him  awake.  One  of  the  black  fervants  alfo  be- 
came weak  and  faint,  and  was  on  the  point  of  follow- 
ing this  bad  example.  Mr.  Buchan  was  therefore  de- 
tached with  a party  to  make  a fire  at  the  fird  commo- 
dious fpot  they  could  find.  Mr.  Banks  and  four 
more  remained  with  the  doiffor  and  Richmond  the 
black,  who1  with  the  utmod  difficulty  were  perfuaded 
to  come  on:  and  when  they  had  traverfed  the  greateft 
part  of  thefwamp,  they  expreflfed  their  inability  of 
going  any  farther.  When  the  black  was  told  if  he 
remained  there  he  would  foon  be  frozen  to  death, 
his  reply  was,  that  he  was  fo  much  exhauded  with 
fatigue,  that  death  would  be  a relief  to  him.  Dr.  So- 
under faid  he  was  not  unwilling  to  go,  but  that  he 
mud  fird  take  fome  deep,  did  perfidrng  in  aiding 
contrary  to  the  opinion  which  he  himfelf  had  deli- 
vered to  the  company.  Thus  refolved  they  both  fat 
down  fupported  by  fome  bufhes,  and  in  a fhort  time 
fell  afleep.  intelligence  came  from  the  advanced 
party,  that  a fire  was  kindled  about  a quarter  of  a 
mile  farther  on  the  way.  Mr.  Banks  then  awakened 
the  Doidor,  who  had  already  almod  lod  the  r.fe  of 
his  limbs,  though  it  was  but  a few  minutes  fiqce  he 
fat  down;  neverthelcfs  he  confentend  to  go  on,  fiut 

f.vei  v 
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every  meafure  taken  to  relieve  the  black  proved  in- 
effeflual.  He  remained  motionlefs,  and  they  were 
obliged  to  leave  him  to  the  care  of  a failor,  and  the 
other  black  fervant,  who  appeared  to  be  the  leaft 
hurt  by  the  cold,  and  they  were  to  be  relieved  asfoon 
as  two  others  were  fufficiently  warmed,  to  fill  their 
places.  The  Dotftor  with  much  difficulty,  was  got  to 
the  fire;  and  as  to  thofe  who  werefent  to  relieve  the 
companions  of  Richmond,  they  returned  without 
having  been  able  to  find  them.  What  rendered  the 
mortification  {till  greater  was,  that  a bottle  of  i um  (the 
whole  flock  of  the  party)  could  not  be  found,  and 
was  judged  to  have  been  left  with  one  of  the  three 
that  were  miffing. 

A fallof  fnow  continuingfor  near  two  hours,  there 
now  remained  no  hopes  of  feeing  the  three  abfent  per- 
fons  again.  At  one  o'clock  a great  fhout  was  heard  at 
a diftance,  which  gave  inexpreffible  fatisfarftion  to 
every  one  prefent.  Mr.  Banks  and  four  others  went 
forwards  and  met  the  failor,  who  had  juft  ftrength 
enough  to  walk.  He  was  immediately  fent  to  the 
fire,  and  they  proceeded  tofeek  theother  two.  They 
found  Richmond  upon  his  legs,  but  incapable  of 
moving  them  ; the  other  black  was  lying  fenfelefs 
upon  the  ground.  Our  endeavour  to  bring  them  to 
the  fire  were  fruitlefs;  nor  was  it  poffible  to  kindle 
one  upon  the  fpot,  on  account  of  the  fnow  ; fo  that 
their  remained  no  alternative,  but  to  leave  the  two 
unfortunate  negroes  to  their  fate.  Brifcoe,  another 
fervant  to  Mr.  Banks,  in  particular,  began  to  lofc 
his  fenfibility.  At  laft  they  reached  the  fire,  and 
palfed  the  night  in  a very  difagrecable  manner. 

The  party  that  fet  out  from  the  fhip,  confided  of 
twelve  ; two  of  thefe  were  already  judged  to  be  dead, 
it  was  doubtful  whether  the  third  would  be  able  to 
return  on  board,  and  Mr.  Buchan,  a fourth,  feemed 
to  be  threatened  with  a return  of  his  fits. 

At  day-break  on  the  17th,  nothing  prefented  it- 

felf 
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felf  to  the  view  all  round  but  fnow,  which  covered 
alike  the  trees  and  the  ground  ; and  the  blafts  of  wind 
were  fo  frequent  and  violent,  that  their  journey 
feemed  to  be  rendered  impracticable,  and  t$iey  had 
rcafon  to  dread  perifhing  with  cold  and  famine. 
About  fix  in  rhe  morning,  they  were  flattered  with 
hope  of  beingdelivered , by  difcoveringthe  fun  through 
the  clouds,  which  gradually  diminilhed.  Before 
their  fetting  out  meffengers  were  difpatched  to  the 
unhappy  negroes;  but  returned  with  the  news  of 
their  death. 

Hunger  prevailing  over  every  other  confideration, 
induced  our  travellers  to  divide  the  fmall  remain- 
der of  their  provifions,  and  to  fet  forward  on  their 
journey  about  ten  in  the  morning.  To  their  great 
aftonifhment  and  fatisfadion,  in  about  three  hours 
they  found  themfelvesafhore,  and  much  nearer  to  the 
fhip  than  their  mod  fanguine  expe&ations  could  have 
fuggefted.  When  they  looked  back  upon  their 
former  rout  from  the  fea,  they  found,  that  inflead  of 
afeending  the  hill,  in  a dire#  line,  they  had  made  a 
circle  altnoft  round  the  country.  On  their  return, 
thefe  wanderers  received  fuch  congratulations  from 
thofe  on  board,  as  can  more  eafily  be  imagined  than 
exprefied. 

Mr.  Banks  and  Dr.  Solander  went  on  fliore  again 
on  the  2othof  this  month,  landing  in  the  bottom  of 
the  bay,  where  they  cohered  a number  of  {hells  and 
plants  hitherto  unknown.  After  having  returned 
from  dinner,  they  went  to  vifitan  Indian  town,  about 
two  miles  up  the  country,  the  accefs  to  which  on  ac- 
count of  the  mud,  was  difficult.  When  they  ap- 
proached the  town,  two  of  the  natives  came  out  to 
meet  them,  who  began  to  fliout  in  their  ufual  man- 
ner- They  afterwards  conduced  Ml.  Banks  and  the 
do<flor  to  their  town.  This  town  was  inhabited  by 
a tribe  of  about  fifty  men,  women,  and  children. 
Their  bows  and  arrows  were  conftrufled  with  neat-

nefs  and  ingenuity,  being  made  of  wood  highly  prV 
lifljed  ; and  the  point  which  was  either  glafs  or  flint, 
veiy  fkilfully  fitted.  The  native*  here  did  not  (hew 
any  furprize  at  the  fight  of  firearms,  but  appeared  to 
be  well  acquainted  with  their  ufe.  It  is  likely  that 
the  fpot  on  which  the  Dotfior  and  Mr.  Banks  met 
them,  was  not  a fixed  habitation,  as  their  houfes  did 
not  feem  as  if  they  were  erected  to  (land  for  any  long 
time,  and  they  had  no  boats  or  canoes  about  them. 
They  did  not  appear  to  have  any  fqrm  of  government 
or  any  ideas  of  fubordination.  They  feemed  to  be 
the  very  outcafts  of  men,  and  a people  that  pafled 
their  lives  in  wandering  in  a forlorn  manner  over 
dreary  wafles,  their  dwelling  being  a thatched  hovel, 
and  their  clothing  fcarcely  fufficient  to  keep  them 
from  pcrifhing  with  /cold,  even  in  thefe  climates. 
Their  only  food  was  fliell-fifh,  which  on  anyone 
fpot  muft  foon  be  exhaufled  ; nor  had  they  the  rudeft 
implement  of  art,  not  even  fo  much  as  was  neceffary 
to  drefs  their  food.  Thofe  who  can  be  happy  in  fuch 
a fituation,  can  only  be  fo,  becaufe  they  have  not 
a due  feeling  of  their  mifery. 

We  obfervedin  this  place  fea-lions  and  dogs,  and 
no  other  quadrupeds ; neverthclefsit  is  probable  there 
are  other  kinds  of  animals  in  the  country.  A great 
variety  of  plants  were  found  by  the  Doctor  and  Mr. 
Banks. 

On  Sunday,  Jan.  st2»  having  got  in  our  wood  and 
water,  we  failed  out  of  the  bay,  and  continued  our 
courfe  through  the  Streight , and  in  paffing  this,  not- 
withflandiug  the  defeription  which  fome  voyagers 
have  given  of  Terra  del  JFuego,  we  did  not  fin’d  that 
it  had,  agreeable  to  their  reprefentations,  fuch  a for- 
bidding afpeCl.  Nine  miles  weftward  of  Cape  St. 
Diego,  the  low  point  that  forms  the  noilh entrance  of 
the  Streight  of  Le  Maire,  are  three  hills,  called  the 
Three  Brothers;  and  on  Terra  del  Fuego  is  another 
hill,  in  the  form  of  a fugai  loaf,  which  hands  on  the 
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weft  fide,  not  far  from  the  fea.  We  had  not  that  dif- 
ficulty mentioned  in  the  hiftory  of  Lord  Anfon’s 
voyage,  in  finding  where  the  Streight  of  Le  Maire 
lies. 

The  Streight  of  Le  Maire  is  bounded  on  the  weft 
by  Terra  del  Fuego,  and  on  the  eaft  by  the  weft  end 
of  Staten  illand,  and  is  nearly  five  leagues  in  length, 
nor  lefs  in  breadth  The  bay  of  Good  Succefs  is  feat- 
ed  about  the  middle  of  it,  on  the  fide  of  Terra  del 
Fuego,  which  prefents  itfelf  at  the  entrance  of  the 
Streight  from  the  northward  ; and  at  the  fouth  end  of 
it  may  be  diftinguilhed  by  a land  mark,  refcmbling  a 
road  from  the  fea  to  the  country.  It  affords  good  an- 
chorage, and  plenty  of  wood  and  water. 

January  the  26th  we  took  ourdeparture  from  Cape 
Horn,  and  the  fart  heft  fouthern  latitude  we  made 
was  60  deg.  t o min.  and  our  long,  was  then  -74  deg. 
30  min.  weft.  Cape  Horn  is  fituated  in  55  deg.  53 
min.  fouth  latitude,  and  68  deg.  13  min.  weft  long. 
The  weather  being  calm,  Mr.  Banks  failed  in  a l'mall 
boat  to  fhoot  birds,  when  he  killed  fome  fheer-waters 
and  albatrolfes.  At  this  time  we  found  ourfclves  to 
be  12  deg.  to  the  weft  ward,  and  three  and  a half  to 
the  northward  of  the.  Streight  of  Magellan,  having 
from  the  eaft  entrance  of  the  Streight,  being  33  days 
in  failing  round  Cape  Horn. 

March  1 ft , we  found  ourfelves  both  by  obfervation 
and  the  log,  in  lat  38  deg.  44  min.  fouth,  and  1 to 
deg.  33  min.  weft  longitude,  a concurrence  very 
fingular  in  a run  of  660  leagues  ; and  which  proved, 
that  no  current  had  affected  the  Ibip  in  her  courfe ; 
and  it  was  likewife  concluded,  that  we  had  not  come 
near  land  ofany  confiderable  extent;  for  currents  are 
always  found  at  no  great  diftance  from  the  (Lore.  On 
the  25th  a marine  about  twenty  threw  himfelf  over- 
board, on  account  of  a quarrel  about  a piece  of  feal 
ikin,  which  he  took  by  way  of  frolic ; but  being 
charged  with  it  as  a theft,  he  took  the  accufation  fo 
1 • C 2 much 
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much  to  heart,  that  in  tire  dufk  ofthe  evening  he 
threw  himfelf  into  the  fea  and  was  drowned. 

On  the  r 4th  of  April  about  ten  o’clock.  A.  M. 
Peter  Brifcoe,  fervant  to  Mr.  Banks,  difeovered  land 
tothefouth,  at  the  diftance  of  about  threeorfour 
leagues.  Captain  Cook  immediately  gave  orders  to 
haul  for  it,  when  we  found  an  ifland  of  an  oval  form, 
having  a lagoon  or  lake  in  the  center,  that  extended 
over  the  greater  part  of  it.  The  furrounding  border 
of  land  was  low- and  narrow  in  many  places,  efpeci- 
ally  towards  the  fouth,  where  the  beach  confifted  of 
a reef  of  rocks.  Several  ofthe  natives  were  difeover- 
ed on  fhore  ; they  appeared  to  be  tall,  with  heads  re- 
markable large,  which  probably  fome  bandage  might 
have  encreafed.  Some  of  thefe  people  were  feen 
a-breaft  of  the  fhip,  holding  poles  or  pikes  of  twice 
their  own  height.  They  appeared  alfo  naked  ; but 
when  they  retired,  on  the  fhips’s  palling  the  iflands. 
they  put  on  a light  coloured  covering.  Our  Captain 
called  this  place  Lagoon  ifland.  It  lay  in  18  deg. 
fouth  lat.  and  139  weft  longatude.

ON  the  1 1 til  we  made  Otaheitc,  or  as  Captain 
Wallis  had  named  it,  King  George  the  Third's 
ifland.  The  calms  prevented  our  approaching  it  till 

the 
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the  morning,  when  a breeze  fprung  up  and  feveral 
canoes  were  feen  making  towards  the  (hip.  Few  of 
them,  however,  would comenear,  and  thofc  who  did, 
could  not  be  perfuaded  to  come  on  board.  They  had 
brought  with  them  young  plantains  and  branches  of 
trees,  which  were  hauled  up  the  (hip's  fide,  and,  by 
their  defire,  were  ftuck  in  confpicuous  parts  of  the 
rigging,  as  tokens  of  peace  and  frendfhip.  We  then 
purchafed  their  commodities,  confiding  of  cocoa-nuts, 
bannas,  bread  fruit,  apples  and  figs,  which  were  very 
acceptable  to  the  crew.  On  the  evening  of  the  fame, 
we  opened  the  north-weft  point  of  the  ille,  to  which 
the  Dolphin’s  people  had  given  the  name  of  York- 
ifland.  We  lay  olF  and  on  all  night,  and  in  the 
morning  of  the  13th  we  entered  Port-Royal  haibour 
in  the  Itland  of  Otaheite,  and  anchored  within  half 
a mile  of  the  fhore.  Many  of  Hie  natives  came  olf 
immediately  in  their  canoes,  and  brought  with  them 
bread-fruit,  cocoa-nuts,  apples,  and  fome  hops,  which 
they  bartered  for  beads  and  other  trinkets,  with  the 
fhip’s  company. 

Among  thofe  who  came  on  board  the  Endeavour, 
was  an  elderly  man,  named  Owhaw,  known  to  Mr. 
Gore  and  others  who  hadvifited  this  i (land  with  Capt. 
Wallis.  Owhaw  being  confidered  by  our  gentlemen 
as  a very  ufeful  man,  they  ftudied  to  pleafe  him,  and 
to  gratify  all  his  wifhes.  As  our  continuance  in 
George’s  ifiand  was  not  likely  to  be  very  ftiort,  cer- 
tain rules  were  drawn  up  to  be  ebferved  by  every 
perfon  on  board,  for  the  better  eftablilliing  a regular 
trade  with  the  natives.  The  fubftance  of  thefe  rules 
were, 

“ That  in  order  to  prevent  quarrelsand  confufion, 
every  one  of  the  fhip’s  crew  fhould  endeavour  to  treat 
the  inhabitants  of  Otaheite  with  humanity,  and  by 
all  fair  means  to  cultivate  a friendship  with  them. 
That  no  officer,  feamen,  or  other  perfon  belonging  to 
the  fliip,  excepting  fuch  only  who  were  appointed  to 
• barter 
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Barter  with  the  natives,  fhould  trade,  or  offer  to  trade 
for  any  kinds  of  provifions,  fruit,  or  other  produce 
of  the  ifland,  without  having exprefs  leave  fo  to  do. 
That  no  perfon  fhould  embezzle,  trade,  or  offer  to 
trade  with  any  part  of  the  (hip’s  (lores  ; and  that  no 
fort  of  iron,  or  any  thing  made  ofiron,  nor  any  fort  of 
cloth,  or  other  ufeful  article  in  the  (hip  (hould  be  gi- 
ven in  exchange  for  any  thing  but  provifion.”  Thefe 
necelfary  rule*  were  figned  by  Captain  Cook,  and  be- 
ing his  orders,  to  the  non-obfervance  of  them  were 
annexed  certain  penalties,  befides  the  punifhment 
according  to  the  ufual  cudom  of  the  navy. 

When  the  bark  was  properly  fecured,  Capt.  Cook, 
Mr.  Banks,  and  Dr.  Solander,  went  on  ihore,  with, 
a party  uncfer  arms,  and  their  friend  the  old  Indian. 
They  were  received  by  foine  of  the  natives  with  awe 
and  reverence,  who  exchanged  the  tokens  of  peace, 
and  offered  to  con  duff:  them  to  a fpot  of  ground, 
which  would  be  more  convenient  for  themtooccupy 
than  where  they  had  landed.  On  their  way,  the 
Englilh  made  the  Indians  fome  prefents,  which  the 
latter  very  thankfully  received.  They  now  took  a 
circuit  of  about  four  miles  through  groves  of  bread- 
fruit, and  cocoa-trees.  Intermingled  with  thefe  were 
the  dwellings  of  the  natives,  which  confided  of  huts 
without  walls.  In  the  courfe  of  their  journey,  they 
found  but  few  fowls  or  hogs,  aud  underdood  that 
none  of  their  conduffors,  nor  any  of  the  people  they 
had  hitherto  feen,  were  perfons  of  rank  in  the  illand. 
Thofe  ol  our  crew  who  had  been  before  at  Giaheite, 
were  likewife  of  opinion,  that  the  Queen's  residence 
had  been  removed,  as  no  trace  of  it  were  now  to  be 
difcoYcred. 

Next  day,  in  the  morning,  before  they  could  leave 
the  (hip,  feveral  canoes  came  about  her  filled  with 
people,  whofe  drefsdenoted  them  to  be  of  the  fuperior 
dais.  Two  of  thefe  came  on  board,  aud  each  of 
them  fixed  upon  a friend:  one  of  them  chofe  Mr. 

Banks 
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Banks,  and  the  other  Capt.  Cook.  The  ceremonial# 
conlifled  of taking  off  their  clothes  in  great  part,  and 
putting  them  upon  their  adopted  friends.  This  com>- 
pliment  was  returned  by  our  gentlemen  prefenting 
them  with  fome  trinkets.  They  then  made  figns  for 
their  new  friends  to  go  with  them  to  the  place  of 
their  abode:  and  the  latter  being  defirous  of  being 
acquainted  with  the  people,  and  finding  out  a more 
convenient  harbour  accepted  the  invitation,  and  went 
with  them,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Banks  and  Dr. 
Sobnder,  Capt.  Cook,  and  others.  We  all  landed  in 
two  boats  at  the  difiance  of  three  miles,  among  a great 
number  of  the  natives,  who  conduced  us  to  a large 
habitation,  where  we  were  introduced  to  a middle- 
aged  man,  named  Tohtahah.  When  we  were  feat- 
ed,  he  prefented  to  Mr.  Banks,  a cock,  a hen,  and  a 
piece  of  perfumed  cloth,  which  compliment  waste- 
turned  by  a prefent  from  Mr.  Banks.  We  were  then 
conduced  to  feverai  other  large  dwellings,  wherein 
we  walked  about  with  great  freedom.  The  ladies, 
•fo  far  from  Ihunning,  invited,  and  even  prefled  us  to 
be  feated  ; by  frequently*  pointing  to  the  mats,  upon 
thfcjground.  S 

y \$q1  kin  grafter  wards  iflong  the  fhore,  we  met,  ac- 
companied Iw  a great  number  of  natives,  another 
chief  n^med  T^bourai  Tamaide,  with  whom  we  fet- 
tled zfUrhKy  of  peace,  inthe  manner  before  deferibed, 
This&fcorgkve  us  to  underftand,  that  he  had  provi- 
fiomS^Ph-  fervice,  if  we  chofe  to  eat,  which  he  pro- 
duceaTand  we  dined  heartily  upon  bread-fruit,  plan- 
tains, and  fifh.  During  this  vilit,  Tomio,  the  chief’s 
wife,  placed  herfelf  upon  the  fame  mat  with  Mr. 
Banks's  clofe  by  him  ; but  as  fhe  was  not  young,  nor 
appeared  ever  to  have  poffeffed  many  charms,  this 
gentleman  paid  little  attention  to  h$r?  and  Tomio  re- 
ceived an  additional  mortification,  when  Mr.  Banks 
beckoned  to  a pretty  girl,  who  came  and  placed  her- 
ielfbyhim.  The  princefs  was  fomewhat  chagrined 

at 
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at  this  preference  given  to  her  rival.  This  whim- 
fical  fcene  was  interrupted  by  an  event  of  a more  fe- 
rious  nature;  Dr.  Solander  having  miffed  his  opera 
glafs,  a complaint  was  made  to  the  chief,  which  in- 
terrupted the  convivial  party.  The  complaint  was 
inforced  by  Mr.  Banks's  flatting  up  and  ftriking  the 
buf-endofhis  mufquet  againft  the  ground,  which 
flruck  the  Indians  with  fucha  panic,  that  allof  them 
ran.  precipitately  out  of  the  houfe,  except  the  chief 
and  a few  others  of  the  fuperior  clafs.  That  no  dif- 
advantageous  notions  might  be  entertained  of  them 
on  account  of  this  circumftance,  the  chief  obferved, 
with  an  airofgteat  probity,  that  the  place  which  the 
Dotflor  had  mentioned  on  thisoccafion,  was  not  with- 
in hisdiftrift,  but  he  would  fend  to  the  chief  of  it, 
and  endeavour  to  recover  it,'  adding,  that  if  this  could 
not  be  done,  he  would  make  the  Doflor  compenfa- 
tion,  by  giving  him  as  much  new  cloth  as  fhould  be 
thought  equal  to  the.  value.  The  cafe  however  was 
brought  in  a little  time,  and  the  glafs  itfclf  foon  after. 
After  this  adventure  was  amicably  terminated,  we 
returned  to  the  Ihip  about  fix  in  the  evening. 

On  Saturday  the  15th,  in  the  morning,  feveral  of 
the  chiefs  came  on  board,  bringing  with  them  hogs, 
and  other  refrefhments,  in  exchange,  for  which  they 
received  linen,  beads,  and  other  trinkets ; but  fome 
of  them  took  the  liberty  of  ftealing  the  lightening 
chain.  This  day  the  captain,  attended  by  Mf.  Banks, 
and  fome  of  the  other  gentlemen  went  on  fhewe,  to 
fix  on  a proper  fpot  to  creel  a fort  for  their  defence,  . 
during  their  flay  on  the  ifland,  and  the  ground  was 
accordingly  marked  out  for  that  purpofe  ; a great  num- 
ber of  the  natives  looking  on  all  the  while,  and  beha- 
ving in  the  moft  peaceable  and  friendly  manner. 

Mr.  Banks  and  li  is  friends  having  feen  few  hogs  and 
poultry  in  their  walks,  they  fufpefled  that  they  had 
been  driven  up  the  country  ; for  which  reafon  they 
determined  to  penetrate  into  the  woods,  the  tent  be- 
ing 
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trig  guarded  by  a petty  officer,  and  a party  of  ma- 
rines. On  this  excurfion  feveral  of  the  the  natives 
accompanied  the  Englifh.  While  the  paity  were 
on  their  march,  they  were  alarmed  by  the  discharge 
of  two  pieces  fired  by  the  guard  of  the  tent.  Owhaw 
having  now  called  together  the  captain’s  party,  d if- 
perfed  all  the  Indians,  except  three,  who  in  token 
of  their  fidelity  broke  branches  of  trees,  according 
to  their  cuftom,  and  whom  it  was  thought  proper  to 
retain.  When  they  returned  to  the  tent,  they  found 
that  an  Indian  having  fnatched  away  one  of  the  cen- 
tinel’s  mufkets,  a young  midfhipman,  who  com- 
manded the  party,  was  fo  imprudent  as  to  give  the 
marines  order  to  fire,  which  were  obeyed,  and  many 
of  the  natives  were  wounded  ; but  this  did  not  fatis- 
fy  them,  as  the  offender  had  not  fallen,  they  there- 
fore purfued  him  and  revenged  the  theft  by  his 
death.  This  a&ion,  which  was  equally  inconfiftent 
with  policy  and  humanity,  tould  not  but  be  very 
difpleafing  to  Mr.  Banks;  but  as  what  had  patted, 
could  not  be  recalled,  nothing  remained  but  to  en- 
deavour to  accommodate  matters  with  the  Indians. 
Accordingly  he  crofled  the  river,  where  he  met  an 
old  man,  through  whofe  mediation  feveral  of  the 
natives  were  prevailed  to  come  over  to  them,  and 
to  give  the  ufual  tokens  of  friendfhip, 

Mr.  Banks  on  the  1 7th',  had  themisfortunc  to  Jofc 
Mr.  Buchan.  The  fame  day  they  received  a vifit 
from  Tubourai  Tamaide,  and  lootahah.  They  * 
brought  with  them  fome  plantain  branches,  and  till 
thefewerc  received,  they  would  not  venture  on  board. 

They  bartered  fome  bread-fruit  and  a hog,  which 
was  ready  drefled,  for  nails,  with  the  Englilh. 

Tuboutai  Tamaide  vifued  Mr.  Banks  at  his  tent 
on  Wednefday  the  rgth,  and  brought  with  him  his 
wife  and  family.  He  afterwards  alked  that  gentle- 
* man  to  accompany  him  to  the  woods.  On  their  ar- 
rival at  a place  where  he  fometime  refdcd,  he  pre- 

D fen  ted 
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fented  his  guefts  with  two  garments,  one  of  which 
was  of  red  cloth,  and  the  other  was  made  of  fine 
matting;  having  thus  clothed  Mr.  Banks,  he  con- 
duced him  to  the  fhip,  and  (laid  to  dinner  with 
his  wife  and  fon. 

On  the  2 2d  we  were  entertained  by  feme  of  the 
muficiansof  the  country,  who  performing  on  an  in- 
ftrument  fomewhat  refembling  a German  flute,  but 
the  performer  blew  through  his  noftrill  inffead  of 
his  mouth,  and  others  accompanied  ihisinflrument, 
finging  only  one  tune. 

On  the  24th  Mr.  Banks  and  Dr.  Solander  made 
an  excurfion  into  the  country,  and  found  it  level  and 
fertile  along  the  thorc,  for  about  two  miles  to  the 
eaft  ward ; after  which  the  hills  reached  quite  to  the 
' water’s  edge  ; and  farther  on  they  ran  out  into  the 
fca.  Having  palled  thefe  hills,  which  continued 
about  three  miles,  we  came  to  an  extenfive  plain, 
abounding  with  good  habitations,  and  the  people 
feemed  to  enjoy  a confiderable  Ihare  of  property. 
The  place  was  rendered  fl ill  more  agreeable  by  a 
wide  river  bluing  from  a valley,  and  which  watered 
it.  We  crofted  this  river,  when  perceiving  the  coun- 
try to  be  barren,  we  refolved  to  return. 

On  the  25th,  in  the  evening,  feveral  of  the  gen- 
tlemen’s knives  were  miffing,  Mr.  Banks  who  had 
loft  his  among  the  reft,  accufed  Tubourai  Tamaidc 
of  having  taken  it,  which  as  he  was  innocent,occaft- 
oned  him  a great  deal  of  unmerited  anxiety.  He 
made  figns,  while  the  tears  ftarted  from  his  eyes, 
that  if  ever  he  had  been' guilty  of  fuch  a theft  as  was 
imputed  to  him,  he  would  fuffcrhis  throat  to  becut. 
But  though  he  was  innocent,  it  was  plain  from  ma- 
ny inftances,  that  the  natives  of  this  ifiand  were 
very  much  addiCed  to  thieving;  though  Mr.  Bankb’s 
fervant  had  mifiaid  the  knive  in  quell  ion,  yet  the 
reft  were  produced  in  a rag  by  one  of  the  na- 
tives. 

When 
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When  the  guns  on  the  26th,  which  were  fix  fwi- 
vels,  had  been  mounted  on  the  fort,  the  Indians 
feemed  to  be  in  great  trouble,  and  feveral  of  the  fifh- 
ermen  jemoved,  fearing,  not withftanding  all  the 
marks  of  friendfhip,  which  had  been  {hewn  to  them 
by  our  people,  they  Ihould , ina  few  days,  be  fired  at 
from  the  fort:  yet  the  next  day,  being  the  27th, 
Tubourai  Tamaide  came  with  three  women,  and  a 
friend  of  his,  who  was  a remarkable  glutton,  and 
after  dinner  returned  to  his  own  houfe  in  the 
wood.  In  a fhort  time  after  he  came  back  to 
complain  to  Mr.  Banks,  of  a butcher,  who  had 
threatned  to  cut  his  wife’s  throat,  becaufc  flic  would 
not  barter  a (lone  hatchet  for  a nail.  It  appeal  ing 
clearly  that  the  offender  had  infringed  one  of  the 
rules  enjoined  by  the.  captain  for  trading  with  the 
natives,  he  was  flogged  on  board  in  their  fight. 

On  the  28th,  Terapo,  one  of  Tubourai  TamaiJc-'s 
female  attendants,  came  down  to  the  fort  in  the 
greateft  affli&ion,  the  tears  guilhing  from  her  eyes. 
Mr.  Banks  feeing  her  full  of  lamentation  and  forrow, 
infilled  upon  knowing  the  caufe,  but  inflcad  of  an- 
fwering,  (heftruckherfelffeveral  times  with  a fhark’s 
tooth,  upon  her  head,  till  an  effulion  of  blood  fol- 
lowed, while  her  diftrefs  was  difregarded , by  fevc- 
ral  other  Indians,  who  continued  laughing  and  talk- 
ing with  the  utmoft  unconcern-  After  this,  ihe  ga- 
thered up  fome  pieces  of  cloth,  which  (he  had  thrown 
down  to  catch  the  blood,  and  threw  them  into  the 
fea,  as  if  flic  wilhed  to  prevent  the  leaf!  t raceoj 
mark  of  her  abfurd  behaviour.  She  then  bathed  in 
the  river,  and  with  remarkable  cheerfulnefs,  re- 
turned to  the  tent,  as  if  nothing  extraordinary  had 
happened. 

Mr.  Molineux,  maftei  of  the  Endeavour,  feeing  a 
woman  whofe  name  was  Oberea,  he  declared  fhe 
was  the  fame  perfon,  whom  he  judged  to  be  the 
queen  of  the  illand  when  lie  was  there  with  Capt. 

D 2 Wallis. 
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Wallis.  The  eyes  of  every  one  were  now  fixed  . on 
her,  of  whom  fo  much  had  been  fa  id  by  the  crew  of 
the  Dolphin.  With  regard  toherperfon,  (he  was  tall 
and  rather  large  made  ; fhe  was  about  forty  years  of 
age,  her  fkin  white,  and  her  eyes  had  great  expref- 
lion  in  them  : fhe  had  been  handfome,  but  her  beau- 
ty was  now  upon  the  decline.  Many  prefentS  were 
made  her,  particularly^  child’sdoll,  which  fheview- 
ed  very  attentively.  Capt.  Cook  accom  panied  her 
on  fhore,  and  when  we  landed , fheprefented  him  with 
a hog  and  fome  plantains,  in  return  for  his  prefents, 
which  were  carried  to  the  fort  in  pioccflion,  Oberea 
and  the  Captain  bringing  up  the  rear.  In  the  way 
they  met  Tootahah,  who  no  fooncr  law  the  doll,  than 
hedifeovered  ftrong  fymptomsof  jeaioufy,  nor  could 
any  method  be  found  of  conciliating  bis  fiiendfhip, 
but  that  of  complimenting  with  a baby  alfo.  A doil 
was  now  preferable  to  a hatchet,  but  a very  fhort 
time  taught  the  Indians  the  fuperior  value  of  iron, 
which  on  account  of  its  ufefulncfs,  prevailed  over 
every  other  confidcration. 

On  the  29th,  near  noon , Mr.  Banks  paid  a vifit 
to  Oberea,  but  was  informed  that  fhe  was  afleep  un- 
der the  awning  of  her  canoe ; and,  going  to  call  her 
up,  was  furprifed  at  finding  her  in  bed  with  a young 
fcllowr,a  difeovery  which  caufcd  him  to  retire  rather 
difeoncerted  ; but  he  foon  underftood  that  a com- 
merce of  this  fort  was  by  no  means  confidered  as 
fcandaloys,  the  ladies  frequently  courting  t lie  men 
to  amorous  dalliance,  of  which  they  made  no  fe- 
rret; and  as  to  young  Obadee,  found  in  bed  with 
the  queen,  he  was  well  known  by  everyone  to  be 
the  objedt  of  her  lafeivious  hours.  The  queen  foon 
got  up,  and  dreffed  herfelf  to  wait  upon  Mr.  Banks, 
and,  after  having,  as  a token  of  her  particular  re- 
gard, put  on  him  a fuit  of  fine  doth,  they  proceed- 
ed together  to  the  tents.  In  the  evening,  Mr.  Banks 
vifited  Tubourai  Tamaide.  He  was  aftenifhed  to 
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find  this  chief  and  his  family  all  in  tears,  and  not 
being  able  to  difeover  the  caufe,  he  foon  took  leave 
of  them,  Upon  his  return  the  officers  told  him, 
that  Owhaw  had  foretold,  that  the  guns  would  be 
fired  within  four  days,  and  as  this  was  the  eve  of 
the  third  day,  they  were  alarmed  at  the  fituation 
they  judged  thcmfelves  to  be  in.  As  we  were  ap- 
prehenlive  of  ill  confequences  from  this  prepufl'eflion, 
the  centinels  were  doubled  at  the  fort,  and  we 
thought  it  neceffary  to  keep  underarms. 

On  the  30th  Tomio  came  in  great  hafte  to  our 
tents,  and  taking  Mr.  Banks  by  the  arm,  told  him  • 
that  Tubourai  Tamaide  was  dying,  owing  to  lome- 
what  that  had  been  given  him  by  our  people,  and 
in  treated  him  inftantiy  to  go  to  him.  Accordingly 
•Mr.  Banks  went,  and  found  the  Indian  very  fick. 
He  had  been  vomiting,  and  had  thrown  up  a leaf 
which  they  faid  contained  fomeof  the  poifon.  Mr. 
Banks  having  examined  the  leaf,  found  it  was  no- 
thing but  tobacco,  which  the  Indian  had  begged  of 
fome  of  the  (hip's  company. 

The  matter,  however,  appeared  in  a very  ferious 
light  to  Tubourai  Tamaide  who  really  concluded 
from  the  violent  ficknefs  he  fuffered,  that  he  had 
fwallowed  fome  deadly  drug,  the  terror  of  which  no 
doubt,  contributed  to  make  him  yet  more  fick. 
While  Mr.  Banks  was  examining  the  leaf,  he  look- 
ed up  to  him,  as  if  he  had  been  jufl  bn  the  point  of 
death;  but  when  the  haturc  of  this  dreadful  poifon 
was  found  out,  he  only  ordered  him  to  drink  of  co- 
coa-nut milk,  which  foon  reftored  him  to  health, 
and  he  was  as  chearful  as  before  the  accident  hap- 

ed  an  iron  adze,  which  was  made  in  imitation  of  the 
Hone  ones  ufed  by  the  natives,  lhewcd  it  to  Toota- 
hah,  as  a curiofity.  The  latter  fnatched  it  up  and 
jn  lifted  on  having  it ; and  though  he  was  offered  the 


pened. 

On  the  1 ft  of  May,  Captain  Cook  having  produc- 
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choice  of  any  of  the  articles  in  the  chefts  which  Were 
opened  before  him,  yet  he  would  not  accept  of  any 
thing  in  its  ftead. 

May  2d,  we  took  the  aftronomical  quadrant  and 
fome  of  the  inflruments  on  lhore  that  afternoon  ; 
and  to  our  great  furprife  when  we  wanted  to  make 
ufe  of  the  quadrant,  the  next  day,  it  was  not  to  be 
found  ; a matter  which  was  looked  upon  as  the  more 
extraordinary,  as  a centinel  had  been  placed  the 
whole  night  within  a few  yards  of  the  place  where 
it  was  depoftted.  A ftiitfl  fearch  was  made  in  and 
about  the  fort,  and  a reward  offered  in  order  toob* 
tain  it  again.  But  tills  proving fruitlefs,  Mr.  Banks, 
and  fome  other  gentlemen  fet  out  for  the  woods, 
where  they  thought  they  might  get  fome  tidings  of 
what  Was  flolen.  In  their  way  they  met  with  Tu- 
bourai  Tamaide,  and  fome  of  the  'natives.  This 
chief  was  made  to  underftand  by  ftgns,  that  theyliad 
ioft  the  quadrant,  and  that  as  fome  of  his  countrymen 
muft  have  taken  it,  they  infilled  upon  being  Ihewn 
the  place  where  it  was  concealed.  Having  proceed- 
ed a few  miles  together,  after  fome  enquiry,  Tubo- 
rai  Tamaide  was  informed  who  the  thief  was,  and 
it  was  found  that  he  was  then  at  a place  about  four 
miles  diftant.  As  they  had  no  arms  but  a brace  of 
piflols,  not  caring  to  trufl  themfelves  fo  far  from 
the  fort,  a meffage  was  difpatched  to  Capt.  Cook, 
requefiing  him  to  fend  out  a party  tofupport  them. 
The  Captain  accordingly  fet  out  with  a party  pro- 
perly armed , after  having  laid  an  embargo  upon  all 
the  canoes  in  the  bay. 

In  the  mean  time,  Mr.  Banks  and  Mr.  Green 
proceeded  on  their  way,  and  at  the  place  which  had 
been  mentioned,  \yere  met ‘by  one  of  Tubourai  Ta- 
maide’s  own  people,  bringing  with  him  part  of  the 
quadrant  ; the  cafe  and  the  other  part  of  the  inftru- 
ment  were  recovered  foon  afterwards,  when  it. was  * 
found  that  it  had  received  nc  real  injury,  though  it 
had  been  taken  to  pieces.  When 
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When  they  returned  in  the  evening,  they  were 
fcnueh  furpi  ifed  to  find  Tootah.ih under  confinement 
in  tire  fort,  while  a uoud  of  the  natives  furrounded 
the  gate,  difeovering  marks  of  thegieateft  anxiety 
for  the  fate  of  their  chief.  The  occafion  of  this  de- 
tention originated  from  the  conduft  of  the  Indians: 
alarmed  at  Capt.  Cook’s  having  gone  up  the  country 
with  an  armed  party,  molt  of  the  natives  left  the 
fort  that  evening,  and  one  of  the  canoes  attempted 
to  quit  the  bay.  The  lieutenant  who  commanded 
on  board  the  (hip,  having  it  in  charge  not  to  fuffer 
any  canoe  to  depart,  fent  a boat  to  detain  her,  but 
(he  no  fooner  approached,  than  the  Indians  jumped 
into  the  fea.  Tootahah  being  of  the  number,  was 
taken  up,  and  fent  by  the  lieutenant  to  the  officer 
that  commanded  at  the  fort,  who  concluded  he  fhould 
do  right  to  detain  him  prifoner,  while  the  poor  chief 
thought  ofnothing  but  being  put  todeath,  till  Capt. 
Cook  caufed  him  to  be  returned,  to  the  great  joy  of 
his  countrymen. 

On  the  3d  provifions  were  extremely  fcarce,  as 
the  markets  continued  to  be  ill  fupplied  on  the  ac- 
count already  mentioned;  and  it  was  not  without 
fotne  difficulty,  that  Mr.  Banks  got  a few  balkets  of 
bread-fruit.  However,  fome  time  afterwards,  hav- 
ing produced  fome  nails  to  barter  for  provifions,  we 
got  twenty  cocoa-nuts  and  fome  bread- ft uit,  for  one 
of  the  fmalleft  fize,  fo  that  we  foon  had  plenty  of 
ihefe  articles,  though  no  hogs. 

On  the  10th  in  the  fotenoon,  Oberca  paid  u«  a 
v ifit , accompanied  by  Ohadee.  prefenting  us  with  a 
bog  and  fome  bread-fruit.  This  was  the  firft  vifit 
we  had  received  fiom  this  lady,  fincc  the  Jofs  ofour 
quadrant,  and  the  confinement  of  Tootahah.  By 
this  time  our  forge  was  fet  up,  which  afforded  a new 
fubjedf  of  admiration  to  the  Indians,  and  to  Capt. 
Cook  an  additional  opportunity  of  confering obliga- 
tions or.  them,  by  permitting  the  frr-rh.  tc  convert 
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the  old  iron,  which  they  were  fuppofed  to  have  pro- 
cured from  the  Dolphin  into  different  kinds  of  tools. 
Oberea  produced  a.s  much  iron  as  would  have  made 
for  her  another  axe  ; this  fhe  requefled  tohavedone; 
but  the  lady  could  not  be  gratified  in  this  particular, 
upon  which  fhe  brought  a broken  axe,  defiring  it 
might  be  mended.  The  axe  was  mended,  and  to 
all  appearance  fhe  was  .content. 

On  the  i ith  we  fowed,  in  ground  properly  pre- 
pared, feeds  of  melons,  and  other  plants,  but  none 
rof  them  came  up  except  muflard.  Mr.  Banks 
thought  the  feeds  were,  fpoiled  by  a total  exclufion 
of  frelh  air,  they  havingall  been  put  into  fmall  bot- 
tkfS,  and  fealed  up  with  rofin. 


CHAP.  IV 

An  exirao  r dinary  vifil  — Divine  Jei  vice  attend ed  by  the  natives 
( f Olahciie-  - - An  uncommon  fight- --Tubourai  Tamaide found 
guilty  oj  theft — A relation  of  what  happened  at  the  fort 

when  objerving  the  Tranfit  oj  V erus A defer  iption  of  an 

Indian  funeral Preparations  made  for  leaving  the  ijland 

An  account  of  their  departure,  and  the  behaviour  of  the 

natives  on  this  occafion. 

ON  the  tathof  this  month  [May]  an  uncommon 
ceremony  was  performed  by  lome  of  the  na- 
tives. As  Mr.  Banks  was  fitting  in  his  boat,  trading 
with  them  as  ufual,  fomc  ladies,  who  where  ft rarrgers( 
advanced  in  proceffion  towards  him.  The  reft  of  the 
Indians  on  each  fide  gave  way,  and  formed  a lane  for 
the  vifitors  to  pafs,  who  coming  up  to  Mr.  Banks, 
prefented  him  with  fome  parrots  feathers,  and  various 
kinds  of  plants,  Tupid,  who  flood  by  Mr.  Banks, 
a<fled  as  his  matter  of  the  ceremonies,  and  receiving 
the  branches,  which  were  brought  at  fix  different 
times,  laid  do  * n in  the  boat.  After  this,  fome  large 
bundles  of  cloth  were  brought,  confitting  of  nine 
pieces,  divided  into  three  parcels,  one  of  the  women, 
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calledOor.ittooa,  who  appeared  to bethe  principal,  ftep- 
ping  upon  one  of  them,  pulled  up  her  clothes  as  high 
as  her  wailt,  and  then,  with  an  air  of  unaffeffed  fim- 
plicity,  turned  round  three  times.  This  ceremony  Ihe 
repeated,  with  flmilar  circumflances,  on  the  other  two 
parcels  of  cloth:  and  the  whole  being  then  prefemed 
to  Mr.  Banks,  the  ladies  went  and  faluted  him;  in 
return  for  which  extraordinary  favours,  he  made 
them  fuch  prefentsa's  he  thought  would  beft  pleafe  them. 

On  Sunday  the  14th,  divine  fervice  was  performed 
at  the  fort.  Tubourai  Tamaide  and  his  wife  were  pre- 
fent,  but  though  they  behaved  with  much  decency, 
they  made  no  enquiries  with  refpeft  to  the  ceremonies. 
The  day  thus  begun  with  aff*  of  devotion,  but^pn- 
duded  with  thofc  oflevvdnefs  exhibited  among  the  na- 
tives by  way  of  entertainment.  Among  the  reft,  a 
young  fellow  lay  publicly  with  a girl  about  1 2 years 
of  age,  without  the  leaft  fenfe  of  impropriety  or  inde- 
cency. Oberca,  and  fome  ladies  of  the  firft  rank  in 
the  country  were  fpeftators,  who  even  gave  inftruc- 
tions  to  the  girl  how  to  perform  her  part,  though, 
young  as  fhe  was,  feemed  unneceflary. 

On  Monday  the  15th,  Tubourai  Tamaide  was  de- 
te&ed  in  having  committed  a theft.  Mr.  Banks  had 
a good  opinion  of  this  chief,  but,  when  his  honefty 
was  put  to  the  left,  a balket  of  nails,  left  in  the  corner 
of  the  tent,  proved  irrefiftible.  He  confeffed  the  fa£t 
ofhaving  ftolen  four  nails,  but  when  reftitution  was 
demanded,  Tamaide  faid  the  nails  were  at  Eparre. 
High  words  palled  on  the  occalion,  and  in  the  end, 
the  Indian  produced  one  of  the  nails,  and  wasto  be  for- 
given on  refloring  the  reft  ; but  his  virtue  was  not 
equal  to  the  talk,  and  he  withdrew  himfelf,  as  ufual, 
when  he  had  committed  any  offence. 

On  the  25th,  Mr.  Banks  feeing  Tubourai  Tamaide 
and  his  wife  Tomio,  at  the  tent  for  the  firft  time  fince 
the  former  had  been  deteffed  in  Healing  the  nails,  he 
endeavoured  to perfuade  him  torefloie  them,  but  in 
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vain.  As  our  gentlemen  treated  him  with  a referve 
and  coolnefs  which  he  could  not  but  perceive,  his  flay. 

. was  ftiort,  and  he  departed  in  a very  abrupt  manner  ; 
nor  could  oar  furgeon  the  next  morning  perfuade  him 
to  affed  a reconciliation  by  bringing  down  the  nails. 

At  this  time  the  preparations  were  made  for  viewing 
theTranfit  of  Venus,  and  two  parties  were  fent  ant  to 
make  obfervations  from  different  fpots,  that  in  cafe  of 
failing  in  one  place  they  might  fucceed  in  another. 
They  employed  themfelves  for  fome  time  in  prepar- 
ing their  inftruments,  and  inftruding  thofe  gentlemen 
who  were  to  go  out,  in  the  ufeof  them  ; and  bn  Thurf- 
day  the  firft  of  June,  they  fent  the  long  boat  with  Mr. 
Gore,  Mr.  Monkhoufe  (the  two.  obfervers)  and  Mr. 
Sporing,  with  proper  inftruments  to  Emayo.  Others 
were  fent  to  And  out  a fpot  that  might  anfwer  thepur- 
pofe, at  a convenient  diftance  from  their  principal  flation. 

The  party  that  went  towards  Emayo,  after  rowing 
thegreater  part  of  the  night,  having  hailed  a canoe, 
were  informed  of  a place  by  the  Indians  on  board, 
which  was  judged  proper  for  their  obfervatory,  where 
they  accordingly  fixed  their  tents.  It  was  a rock  that 
rofe  out  of  the  water  about  1 40  yards  from  the  fhore. 

Saturday  the  3d  (the  day  of  the  tranfit)  Mr.  Banks, 
as  foon  as  it  was  light,  left  them,  in  order  to  , go  and 
get  frefh  provifions  ®n  the  iftand.  This  gentleman  had 
the  fatisfadion  to  fee  the  fun  rife  without  a cloud.  The 
king,  whofe  name  was  Tarrao,  came  to  pay  him  a vi- 
fit.ashewas  trading  with  the  natives,  and  brought 
with  him  Nunna  his  filter.  As  it  was  cuftomary  for 
the  people  in  thefeparts  to  be  featedat  their  conference, 

Mr.  Banks  fpread  his  turban  of  India  cloth,  which  he 
wore  as  a hat,  upon  the  ground,  on  which  they  all  fat 
down.  Then  a hog  and  dog,  fomc  cocoa-nuts,  and 
bread-fruit  were  brought,  being  the  king's  prcfcm,and 
Mr.  Banks  font  for  an  adze,  a Ihirt,  and  fome  beads, 
which  were  prefented  to  his  majefty,  who  received 
them  with  apparent  fatisfadion.  Afterwards  the 
king 
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Ling,  his  fitter,  and  three  beautiful  females,  their  atten- 
dants, returned  with  Mr.  Banks  to  the  obfervatory, 
where  he  fhewed  them  the  tranfit  of  Venus,  when  that 
planet  was  upon  the  fun,  and  acquainted  them,  that 
to  view  it  in  that  /ituation  was  the  caufe  of  his  under- 
taking a voyage  to  thofc  remoter  parts.  According 
to  thisgentleman's  account,  the  produce  of  this  ifland 
is  nearly  the  fame  with  that  of  Otaheite  ; the  people 
alfo  refembled  thofe  of  that  ifland  , he  had  feen  many 
of  them  upon  it  who  were  acquainted  with  the  na- 
ture of  trading  articles.  The  parties  that  were  fent 
out  to  make  theirobfervations  on  the  tranfit,  had  good 
fuccefs  in  the  undertaking ; though  they  differed  ra- 
ther more  than  might  have  been  expelled  in  their  ac- 
count of  the  contact. 


Mr.  Green’s  account  was  as  follows

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While  the  gentlemen  and  officers  were  bufied  in 
viewing  the  tranfit,  fome  of  the  (hip’s  company  having 
broke  into  the  ftore-room,  took  the  liberty  of  dealing 
a quantity  of  fpike  nails.  After  a ftritft  fearch  the  thief 
was  found  out;  he  had,  however,  but  few  of  thenails 
in  his  pofleflion;  but  he  was  ordered  to  receive  two 
dozen  of  ladies,  by  way  of  example. 

On  the  4th  an  old  female  of  fome  diflintflion  dying, 
gave  us  an  opportunity  of  obferving  the  ceremonies  ufed 
by  thefe  iflanders  in  difpofing  of  the  dead  bodies  of 
iheir  people.  In  the  front  of  the  fquare  fpace,  a fort  '•

of  ftile  was  placed  where  the  relations  of  the  deceafed 
flood  to  give  token  of  their  grief.  There  vvere  under 
the  awning  fome  pieces  of  cloth,  whereon  were  the 
tears  and  blood  of  the  mourners,  who  ufed  to  wound 
themfelves  with  a fhark's  tooth  upon  thefe  occafions. 
Four  temporary  houfes  were  erected  at  a fmall  di  fiance 
in  one  of  which  remained  fome  of  the  relations  of  the 
deceafed;  the  chief  mourner  refided  in  another  ; and 
was  drefied  in  a particular  manner,  in  order  to  per- 
form a certain  ceremony.  When  the  corpfc  is  rotten, 
thebonesare  buried  near  the  fpot.  Concerning  the  cere- 
mony we  are  about  to  fpeak  of,  the  following  is  the 
account  we  have  of  it  which  may  not  be  unentertain- 
ing to  the  reader.  It  was  performed  on  the  10th,  and 
Mr.  Banks  was  fo  defirous  of  being  prefent,  that  he  a- 
greed  to  take  a part  in  it,  when  he  was  informed  that 
he  could  not  be  afpe&ator  on  any  other  condition. 

He  went  accordingly  in  the  evening,  to  the  place 
where  the  body  was  tobedepofited  where  he  was  met  by 
the  relations  of  thedeceafed,  and  was  afterward* joined 
by  feveral  other  perfons.  Tubourai  Tamaide  was  the 
principal  rpourner,  whofe  drefs  was  whimfical,  though 
not  altogether  ungraceful.  Mr.  Banks  was  obliged  to 
quit  his  European  drefs,  and  had  no  other  covering 
thana  fmall  pieccof  cloth  that  was  tied  round  his  mid- 
dle ; his  body  was  blacked  over  with  charcoal  and  wa- 
ter, as  were  the  bodies  of  feveral  others,  and  among 
them  fome  females,  who  were  no  more  covered  ihaq 
himfelf.  The  proceflion  then  began,  and  the  chief 
mourner  uttered  fome  words  which  were  judged  to  be 
a prayer,  when  he  approached  the  body,  and  he  re- 
peated thefe  words  as  he  came  up  to  his  own  houfe. 
They  afterwards  went  on,  by  permiffion,  towards  the 
fort.  It  is  ufual  for  the  reft  of  the  Indians  to  Ihun  thefe 
proceflions  as  much  as  pofhble  ; they  accordingly  ran 
nto  the  woodsin great  hafteasfoon  as  they camein  view. 

From  the  fort  the  mourners  proceeded  along  the 
flipfe,  crolfed  the  river,  then  entered  the  woods,  pair- 
ing 
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ing  feveral  houfes,  which  became  immediately  uninha- 
bited, and  during  the  reft  of  the  proccftion,  which 
continued  for  half  an  hour,  not  an  Indian  was  vifible. 
Mr.  Banksfilled  an  office  that  theycalled  Niniveh,  and 
there  were  two  others  in  the  fame  charaffer.  When 
none  of  the  other  natives  were  to  be  feen,  they  ap- 
proached the  chief  mourner,  faying,  Imatata;  then 
thofe  who  had  affifted  at  the  ceremony  bathed  in  the 
river,  and  refumed  their  former  d ref's,  fuch  was  this 
uncommon  ceremony,  in  which  Mr.  Banks  performed 
a principal  part,  and  received  applaufe  from  Tubourai 
Tamaide,  the  chief  mourner.  What  can  have  intro- 
duced among  thefc  Indians  fo  ftrange  a cuftom  as  that 
of  expofing  their  dead  above  ground,  till  the  flefh  is 
confumed  by  putrefaction,  and  then  burying  the  bones, 
it  is  perhaps  impoflible  to  guefs;  nor  ii  it  lefs  difficult 
to  determine,  why  the  repofitories  of  their  dead  fhould 
bealfu  places  of  worfhip. 

On  the  rsth,  the  Indians  having  loft  fome  of  their 
bows  and  arrows,  and  firings  of  plaited  hair,  a com-  . 
plaint  was  made  to  the  captain.  The  affair  was  enquir- 
ed into,  and  the  faff  being  well  attefted,  the  offenders 
received  each  two  dozen  of  ladies. 

On  the  14th,  in  thenight,  an  iron  coal-rake  for  the 
oven  was  Hole;  and  many  other  things  having  at  dif- 
ferent times  being  conveyed  away,  Capt.  Cook  judged 
it  of  fome  confequence,  to  put  an  end,  if  poftible,  to 
fuch  praffices,  by  making  it  their  common  intereft  to 
prevent  it.  He  had  already  given  ftriff  orders,  that 
the  centinels  fhould  not  fire  upon  the  Indians,  even  if 
they  were  deteffed  in  the  faff;  but  many  repeated  de- 
predations determined  him  to  make  reprifals. 

A few  days  after,  twenty  feven  of  their  double  ca- 
noes with  fails  arrived,  containing  cargoes  of  fifti ; thefe 
the  Captain  feized,  and  then  gave  notice,  that  unlefs 
the  rake,  and  all  the  other  things  that  had  been  ftolen, 
were  returned,  the  veffels  fhould  be  burnt.  The  me- 
naces produced  no  other  effeff  than  the  reftitution  of 
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the  rake,  all  the  other  things  remaining  in  their  pofief- 
fion.  The  Captain,  however,  thought  fit  to  give  up 
the  cargoes,  as  the  innocent  natives  were  in  great  dif- 
trefs  for  want  of  them,  and  in  order  to  prevent  the 
confufion  arilingfrom  difputes  concerning  the  property 
of  the  different  lots  of  goods  which  they  had  on  board. 

On  the  i gth  in  the  evening,  while  the  canoes  were 
fliil  detained,  Oberea  and  feveral  of  her  attendants 
paid  us  a vifit.  She  came  from  Tootahah's  palace,  in 
a double  canoe,  and  brought  with  her  a hog,  bread- 
fruit, and  other  prefents,  but  not  a fingie  artical  of  the 
things  that  had  been  ftolen  ; thefe  fhe  faid  had  been 
taken  away  by  her  favouiite  Obadee,  whom  fhe  had 
beaten  and  difmilfed.  She  feemed  however  confcious 
that  her  ftory  did  not  deferve  credit,  and  appeared  at 
iirft  much  terrified  ; though  flic  furmounted  her  fears 
with  great  fortitude,  and  was  defirou*  of  lleeping  with 
her  attendents  in  Mr.  Banks’s  tent  ; but  this  being  re- 
fufed,  fhe  was  obliged  to  pafs  the  night  in  her  canoe. 
The  next  morning  Oberea  returned,  putting  herfelf 
wholly  in  our  power,  when  we  accepted  of  her  prefents 
which  fhe  doubtlefs  thought,  and  juftly  too,  the  moft 
effectual  means  to  bring  about  a reconciliation. 

On  June  the  26th  Capt.  Cook  fetting  out  in  the 
pinnace  with  Mr.  Banks,,  failed  to  the  eaft  ward,  with  a 
defign  of  circum-navigating  the  ifland.  They  went  on 
fborc  in  the  forenoon,  in  a diftrift  in  the  government 
of  Ahio,  a young  chief,  who  at  the  tents  had  fre- 
quently been  their  vifitant.  Afterwards  they  pro- 
ceeded to  the  harbour  were  M.  Bougainville’s  vellel 
lay,  and  the  fpc.t  where  he  pitched  his  tent. 

Coming  to  a large  bay,  when  the  Englilh  gentlemen 
mentioned  their  delirc  of  going  to  the  other  fide,  their 
Indian  guide,  faid  he  would  not  accompany  them,  and 
alfo  endeavoured  to  diffuade  the  captain  and  his  peo- 
ple from  going;  obferving,  “That  the  country  was 
“ inhabited  by  people  who  were  not  fubje^l  ro  Toota- 
" hah,  and  who  would  deftroy  them  all.”  Notwith- 
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Handing,  they  refolved  to  put  their  defign  into  execu- 
tion, loading  their  piftols  with  ball;  fo  at  laft  he  ven- 
tured to  go  with  them.  Having  rowed  till  it  was  dark, 
they  reached  a narrow  iflhmus  which  fevered  the  ifland 
in  two  parts,  and  thefe  formed  diftinCt  governments. 
However,  as  they  had  not  yet  got  into  the  hoHile  part 
of  the  country,  it  was  thought  proper  to  goon  fhorc  to 
fpend  the  night  where  Ooratova,  the  lady  who  had 
paid  her  compliments  in  fo  extraordinary  a manner  at 
the  fort,  provided  them  with  a fupper,  and  they  pro- 
ceeded for  the  other  government  in  the  morning. 

They  afterwards  landed  in  the  diftrict  of  a chief 
called  Maraitata.  Thefe  people  gave  the  Captain  a 
very  good  leception,  fold  them  a hog  for  a hatchet, 
and  furnifhed  them  with  provifiom.  Though  the 
country  was  apparently  fertile,  very  little  bread-fruit 
was  to  be  found  here,  a nut  called  ahee  furnithing  the 
principal  fubftance  of  the  inhabitants. 

Being  fatigued  with  their  journey,  they  went  on 
board  their  boat,  and  landed  in  the  evening  on  an 
ifland  which  was  called  Otooareite,  to  feek  for  refrefh- 
ment.  Mr.  Banks  going  into  the  woods  for  this  pur- 
pofe,  when  it  was  dark, could  difeover  only  one  houfe, 
wherein  he  found  fome  of  the  nuts  before  mentioned, 
and  a little  bread-fruit.  There  was  a good  harbour  in 
the  fouthern  part  of  this  illand,  and  the  furroundfng 
country  appeared  to  be  extremely  fruitful. 

When  they  left  the  place,  the  chief  piloted  them 
over  the  ihoals.  In  the  evening  they  opened  the  bay 
on  the  north-weft  tide  of  the  ifland,  which  anfwered  to 
that  on  the  fouth-eaft  in  fuch  a manner  as  to  interfeef 
it  at  the  iflhmus.  Several  canoes  came  off  here,  and 
fome  beautiful  women  giving  tokens  that  theyfhould 
be  glad  to  fee  them  afhore,  they  readily  accepted  the 
invitation. — They  met  with  a very  friendly  reception 
from  the  chief,  whofe  name  was  Wiverou,  who  gave 
directions  to  fome  of  his  people  to  affift  them  in  drefl- 
ing  their  victuals,  which  were  now  very  plentiful,  and 
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theyfuppcd  at  Wiverou’s  houfe,  in  company  with  Ma- 
thiabo.  Part  of  the  houfe  was  allotted  For  them  to  fleep 
in,  and  foon  after  fupper  they  retired  to  reft.  Mathi- 
abo,  having  borrowed  a cloak  of  Mr.  Banks,  under  the 
notion  of  ufing  it  as  a coverlet  when  he  lay  down, 
made  off  with  it  without  being  perceived,  either  by 
that  gentleman  or  his  companions.  However,  news 
of  the  robbery  being  prefently  brought  them  by  one  of 
the  natives,  they  fet  out  in  purfuit  of  Mathiabo,  but 
had  proceeded  only  a very  little  way,  before  they 
■were  met  by  a perfon  bringing  back  the  cloak  which 
this  chief  had  given  up  rather  through  fear  then  from 
any  principle  of  honelly.  On  their  return  they  found 
the  houfe  quite  deferted  ; and  about  four  in  the  morn- 
ing the  centinel  gave  the  alarm  that  the  boat  \gas  miff- 
ing. Capt.  Cook  and  Mr.  Banks  were  greatly  afto- 
difhed  at  this  account,  and  ran  to  the  water-fide  ; but 
though  it  was  a clear  ftar-light  morning,  no  boat  was 
to  be  feen.  There  lituation  was  now  extremely  difa- 
gieeable.  The  party  confifted  of  no  more  then  four, 
having  with  them  only  one  mufquet  and  two  pocket 
piftols,  without  a fpare  ball  or  a charge  of  powder. 

After  having  remained  fome  time  in  a ftate  of  anx- 
iety arifing  from  thefe  circumftances,  of  which  they  ^ 
feared  the  Indians  might  take  advantage,  the  boat  . 
which  had  been  driven  away  by  the  tide,  returned  ; - 

and  Mr.  Banks  and  his  companions  had  no  fooner  ^ 
breakfafted  than  they  departed.  This  place  is  fuuated  \ 
on  the  north  fide  of  Tiarrabou,  the  fouth  eaftpeninfula 
of  the  iftand,  about  five  miles  eaft  from  the  ifthmus, 
with  an  harbour  equel  to  any  in  thofe  parts.  It  was 
fertile  and  populous,  and  the  inhabitants  every  where 
behaved  with  great  civility. 

On  Friday  the  30th,  they  arrived  at  Otahorou, 
where  they  found  there  old  acquaintance  Tootahah, 
who  received  them  with  great  civility,  and  provided 
them  a good  fupper,  and  convenient  lodging  ; and 
though  they  had  been  fo  fhamefuliy  plundr&d  the  lad 
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time  theyilept  with  this  .chief,  they  fpent  the  night 
with  the  greateft  fecurity,  none  of  their  clothes  nor 
any  other  article  being  miffing  the  next  morning. 
They  returned  to  the  fort  at  Port-Royal  Harbour  on 
the  firft  of  July,  having  difcovered  the  ifland,  includ- 
ing both  peninfulas,  to  be  about  100  miles  in  circum- 
ference. 

1.  On  the  3d,  Mr.  Banks  made  an  excur/ion,  in  order 
to  trace  the  river  up  the  valley  to  its  fource,  and  to 
remark  how  far  the  country  was  inhabited  along  the 
banks  of  it.  He  took  fome  Indian  guides  with  him, 
and  after  having  feen  houfes  for  about  fix  miles,  they 
came  to  one  which  was  faid  to  be  the  laft  that  could  be 
met  with.  Themafter  prefented  them  with  cocoa-nuts 
and  other  fruits,  and  they  proceeded  on  their  walk, 
after  a fhdrt  flay.  They  often  palled  through  vaults 
formed  by  rockey  fragments  in  thecourfe  of  their  jour- 
ney, in  which,  as  they  were  told,  benighted  travellers 
fomtimes  took  fhelter.  Purfuing  the  courfe  of  the 
river  about  fix  miles  farther,  they  found  it  banked  on 
both  fides  by  rocks  almoft  100  feet  in  height,  and  nearly 
perpendicular  ; a way,  however,  might  be  traced  up 
thefe  precipices,  along  which  their  Indian  guides  would 
have  conducted  them,  but  they  declined  the  offer,  as 
there  did  not  appear  to  be  any  thing  at  the  fummit 
which  could  repay  them  for  the  toil  and  dangers  of 
afeending  it. 

Mr.  Banks  fought  in  vain  for  minerals  among  the 
rocks,  which  were  naked  almoft  on  all  fides,  but  no 
mineral  fubftances  were  found.  The  ftones  every  where 
exhibited  figns  of  having  been  burnt,  which  was  the 
cafe  of  all  the  ftones  that  were  found  while  we  ftaidat 
Otaheite,  and  both  there  and  in  the  neighbouring  iflands 
the  traces  of  fire  wereevident  in  theclay  upontbe hills. 

On  the  4th,  a great  quantity  of  the  feeds  of  water- 
melons, oranges,  limes,  and  other  plants,  brought  from 
Rio  de Janeiro  were  planted  on  each  fide  of  the  fort 
by  Mr.  Banks,  who  alfo  plentifully  fupplied  the  Indi- 
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ans  with  them,  and  planted  many  of  them  jn  the  wood 
By  this  time  they  began  to  think  of  making  prcpa  ra- 
tions to  depart  ; but  Oamo  and  Oberea,  and  their  fon 
and  daughter  vifited  them  before  they  were  ready  to 
fail.  The  fon  of  Waheatua,  chief  of  the  fouth-eaft 
pcninfula,  was  alfohereat  the  fame  time  ; arid  they 
were  favoured  with  the  company  ofthe  Indian  who  had 
- been  fo  dexterous  as  to  fteal  the  quadrant,  as  before 
related.  The  carpenters  being  ordered  to  take  down 
the  gates  and  pallifadoes  of  the  fort,  to  be  converted 
into  fire-wood  ; one  of  the  natives  hole  theflaple  and 
hook  of  the  gate;  he  waspurfued,  in  vain,  but  the  pro- 
perty was  afterwards  recovered,  and  returned  to  the 
owners  by  Tubourai  Tamaide. 

Before  theirdeparture,  two  circumftances  happened 
which  gave  Capt.  Cook  forne  uueafinefs.  The  ftrA  was, 
that  two  foreign  Tailors  having  been  abroad,  one  of 
them  was  robbed  of  his  knife,  which  as  he  was  endea- 
vouring to  recover,  he  was  dangeroufly  hurt  with  a 
floned  by  the  natives,  and  his  companion  alfo  received 
a flight  wound  in  the  head.  The  offenders  efcaped , 
and  the  captain  was  not  anxious  to  have  them  taken,  as 
he  did  not  want  to  have  any  difputes  with  the  Indians. 

Between  the  8th  and  9th,  two  young  mariners  one 
night,  withdrew  themfelves  from  the  fort,  and  in  the 
morning  werenotto  be  met  with.  Notice  having  been 
given  the  next  day  that  the  fhip  would  fail  that  or  the 
enfuing  day  : as  they  did  not  return,  Capt.  Cook  began 
to  be  apprehenfive  that  they  defigned  to  remain  on 
ihore  ; but  as  he  wasapprifed  in  fuch  a cafe  no  effe&ual 
means  could  be  taken  to  recover  them  without  running 
a rifque  of  deflroying  the  harmony  fubfifting  between 
the  tnglifh  and  the  natives,  he  refolved  to  wait  a day 
in  hopes  of  their  returning  of  their  own  accord.  But 
as  they  were  flill  miffing  on  the  tenth  in  the  morning, 
an  inquiry  was  made  after  them,  when  the  Indians  de- 
clared, that  they  did  not  purpofe  to  return,  having 
v taken  refuge  among  the  mountains,  where  it  was  im- 
partible; 
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poflible  for  them  to  be  difcoveref! ; and  added,  that 
each  of  them  had  taken  a wife.  In  confequence  of 
this,  it  was  intimated  to  feveral  of  the  chiefs  that  were 
in  thefort  with  the  women,  amongwhom  wereTubou- 
rai  Tamaide,  Tomio,  and  Oberea,  that  they  would  not 
be  fuffered  to  quit  it  till  the  deferters  were  produced. 
They  did  not  (hew  any  figns  of  fear  or  difeontent,  but 
allured  the  captain  the  marines  fhould  be  fent  back. 
In  the  mean  time  Mr.  Hicks  was  difpatched  in  the  pin- 
nance  to  bring  Tootahah  on  board  the  fhip,  and  he  exe- 
cuted his  commiflion  without  giving  any  alarm. 

Night  coming  on  Capt.  Cook  thought  itnotprudent 
to  let  the  people,  whom  he  had  detained  as  hoflages, 
remain  at  the  fort ; lie  therefore  gave  orders  to  remove 
them  on  board,  which  gi early  alarmed  them  all,  efpe- 
cially  the  females,  whoteflihed  themoft  gloomy  appre- 
hcnlions  by  floods  of  teais.  Capt.  Cook  efcortcd  O- 
berea  and  others  to  the  (hip;  but  Mr.  Banks  remained 
on  fhore  with  fome  Indians,  whom  he  thought  it  of 
left  importance  to  detain.  In  the  evening  one  of  the 
marines  was  brought  back  by  fome  of  the  natives,  who 
reported,  that  the  other  and  twoofourmen  who  went 
to  recover  them,  would  be  detained  while  Tootahah 
was  confined.  Upon  this  Mr.  Hicks  was  difpached  in 
the  long  boat  with  a ftrong  body  of  men  to  refeue  the 
prifoners ; at  the  fame  time  the  Captain  told  Too- 
tahah, that  it  was  incumbent  on  him  to  afift  them  with 
fome  of  his  people,  and  to  give  orders  in  his  name, 
that  the  men  fhould  be  fet  at  liberty  ; for  that  he  would 
be  expelled  to  anfwerfor  the  event.  Tootahah  imme- 
diately complied,  and  this  party  releafed  the  men  with- 
out oppofition. 

On  the  1 ith,  about  feven  in  the  Morning,  they  re- 
turned, but  without  their  arms,  which  had  been  taken 
from  them  when  they  were  made  prifoners;  thefe  how- 
ever, being  reftored  foon  after,  the  chiefs  on  board 
were  allowed  to  return,  and  thofe  who  had  been  de- 
tained on  fhore  were  alfo  fet  at  liberty.  On  examining 
^ * Fa  the 
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the  deferters  it  appeared,  that  the  Indians  had  told  the 
truth,  they  having  chofen  two  girls,  with  whom  they 
would  have  remained  in  the  ifland.  At  this  time  the 
power  ofOberea  was  not  fo  gicat,  as  it  was  when  the 
Dolphin  firft difcovered  theifland.  Tupia,  whole  name 
has  been  often  mentioned  in  this  voyage,  had  been  her 
prime  minifter.  He  had  a knowledge  of  navigation, 
and  was  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  number,  fitu- 
ation,  and  inhabitants  of  the  adjacent  iflands.  This 
chief  had  often  exprelTed  a defire  to  go  with  us  when 
we  continued  our  voyage. 

On  the  i 2th  in  the  morning  he  came  on  board, with 
a boy  about  twelve  years  of  age,  his  fervant,  named 
Taiyota,  and  requeued  the  gentlemen  on  board,  to  let 
him  go  with  him.  As  we  thought  he  might  be  ufeful 
to  us  in  many  particulars,  we  unanimoufly  agreed  to 
comply  with  his  requeft.  Tupia  then  went  on  fhore 
for  the  laft  time  to  bid  farewel  to  his  friends,  to  whom 
he  gave  feveral  baubles,  as  parting  tokens  of  remem, 
brance. 

Mr.  Banks,  after  dinner,  being  willing  to  obtain  a 
drawing  of  the  Morai,  which  Tootahah  had  in  his  pof- 
felTion  at  Eparrc,  Capt.  Cook  accompanied  him  thither 
in  the  pinnance,  together  with  Dr.  Solander.  They 
immediatelyupon  landingrepairedto  Tootahah’s  houfc 
where  they  were  met  by  Oberea  and  feveral  others.  A 
general  good  underftanding  prevailed.  Tupia  came 
back  with  them,  and  they  promifed  to  vifit  the  gentle- 
men early  the  next  day,  as  they  were  told  they  fhould 
then  fail. 

On  the  13th  thefe  friendly  people  came  very  early 
on  board,  andthefhip  wasfurrounded  with  a vaft  num- 
ber of  canoes,  filled  with  Indians  of  the  lower  fort. 
Between  eleven  and  twelve  we  weighed  anchor  ; and 
notwithflandingall  the  little  mifunderftandings  between 
the  Englilh  and  the  natives,  the  latter,  who  poffelTed  a 
great  fund  of  good  nature,  and  much  fenlibility,  took, 
their  leave,  weeping  in  an  affeftionate  manner.  As  to 
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Tupia  he  fuportediiimfelf  through  this  fcene  with  a 
becomiig  fortitude.  Tears  flowed  from  his  eyes,  it  is 
true,  but  the  effort  he  made  to  conceal  them,  did  him 
additional  honour.  He  went  with  Mr.  Banks  to  the- 
mart  head,  and  waving  his  hand,  took  a laft  farewel  of 
his  country.  Thus  we  departed  from  Otaheite,  after 
a flay  of  juft  three  months. 


CHAP.  Vt 

Anhijlorical  and  dijcriptivc  account  of  Otaheite Of  the 

i/tand  and  its  produtliuns Of  the  inhabitants their

PORT  Royal  bay  in  the  ifland  of  Otaheite,  we 
found  to  be  within  half  a degree  of  its  real  fitu- 
ation  ; and  point  Venus,  the  northern  extremity  of 
this  ifland,  and  the  eaftern  part  of  the  bay,  lies  in  1 49 
deg.  30  min.  long.  A reef  of  coral  rocks  furround 
the  ifland,  forming  fevcral  excellent  bays,  among 
which,  and  equcl  to  the  beft  of  them,  is  Port  Royal. 
The  mod  proper  ground  for  anchoring  is  on  theeafl- 
ern  fide  of  the  bay.  The  fhore  is  a fine  fandy  beach, 
behind  which  runs  a river  of  frefli  water,  vety  con- 
venient for  a fleet  of  fliips.  The  face  of  the  country' 
is  very  uneven.  It  lifes  in  ridges  that  run  up  into 
the  middle  of  the  ifland,  where  they  form  mountains 
which  may  be  feen  at  the  diftance  of  fixty  miles.  The 
only  parts  of  the  ifland  that  arc  inhabited,  are  the  low 
lands,  lying  between  the  foot  of  the  ridges  and  the  fea. 
The  houfes  do  not  form  villages,  but  are  ranged  along 
the  whole  border.  Before  them  are  little  groups  of 
plantain  trees,  which  furnilh  them  with  cloth.  Accor- 
ding to  Tupia's  account,  this  ifland  could  furnifh  above 
6000  fighting  men.  The  produce  is  bread-fruit,  cocoa- 
nuts,  bananas,  fweet  potatoes,  yams,  jumbu,  a delicious 
fruit, fugar-cane,  thepapermulberry.feveralfortsoffigs, 
W«h  many  other  plants  and  trees,  all  which  the  earth 
produces  fpontaneoufly.  The 
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The  people  in  general  are  of  a larger  make  than  the 
Europeans.  The  males  are  moftly  tail,  and  robuft,  and 
the  women  above  the  fize  of  our  Englifh  ladies.  Their 
natural  complexion  is  of  a fine  clear  olive,  their  Ikin 
delicately  fmooth  and  foft.  Their  faces  in  general  are 
handfome,  and  their  eyes  full  of  fenfibility.  Their 
teeth  are  remarkably  white  and  regular,  and  their 
breath  is  entirely  free  from  any  difagreeable  fmell. 

They  clothe  themfelves  in  cloth  and  matting  of  va- 
ljotis kinds  : the  firft  they  wear  in  fine,  the  latter  in 
-wet  weather.  The  women  of  a fuperiour  clafs  wear 
three  or  four  pieces.  One,  which  is  of  cenfiderable 
length,  they  wrap  feveral  times  round  their  waift,  and 
falls,  down  to  the  middle  of  the  leg.  Two  or  three 
other  fhort  pieces,  with  a hole  cut  in  the  middle  of 
each,  are  placed  on  one  another,  and  theii  heads  com- 
ing through  the  holes,  the  long  ends  hang  before  and 
behind,  both  fi'des  being  open,  by  which  means  they 
have  the  free  ufe  of  their  arms. 

The  mens  drefs  is  veryfimilar,  differing  only  in  this 
inllance,  that  one  part  of  the  garment  inftead  of  falling 
below  the  knees,  is  brought  between  the  legs.  This 
drefs  is  worn  by  all  ranks  of  people,  the  only  diftiniflion 
being  quantity  in  the  fuperiour  clafs.  The  boys  and 
girls  gp  quite  naked  ; the  firft  till  they  are  feven  or 
eight  years  old  i the  latter  till  they  are  about  five  or  fix. . 

The  natives  of  Otaheite  feldom  ufe  their  houfes  but 
to  fleep  in,  or  toavoid  the  rain,  as  they  eat  in  the  open 
air.  Their  clothes  ferve  them  for  a covering  in  the 
night.  We  faw  houfes  that  art  general  receptacles  for 
the  inhabitants  of  a diftritft,  many  of  them  being ‘more 
then  200  feet  in  length,  40  in  breadth,  and  70  6r-So 
feet  high. 

Their  cookery  confifts  chiefly  in  baking,  the  manner 
of  doing  which  has  been  noticed.  When  a chief  kills 
a hog,  he  divides  it  equally  among  his  vaftais.  When 
the  bread  fruit  is  not  in  feafon,  cocoa-nuts,  bananas, 
and  plantains,  are  fubflituted  in  its  flead.  They  bake 

their 
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tb'eir  bread-fruit  in  a manner  which  renders  it  fome- 
what  like  a mealy  potatoe.  Of  this  three  dilhes  are 
made,  by  beating  them  up  with  bananas,  plantain,  or 
four  pafte,  which  is  called  by  them,  mahie. 

The  chief  eats  generally  alone,  unlefs  when  vifited 
by  a flranger.  Not  having  known  the  ufe  of  a table, 
(bey  fit  on  the  ground,  and  leaves  of  trees  fpread  be- 
fore them  ferve  as  a table  cloth.  They  then  begin 
their  meals  with  the  ceremony  of  wafhingtheir  mouths 
and  hands;  after  which  they  eat  a handful  of  bread- 
fruit and  filh,  dipt  in  fait  water  alternately,  till  the 
■fthole  is  confirmed,  taking  a lip  of  fait  water  between 
almoft  every  morfel.  The  bread-fruit  and  fifii  is  fuc- 
ceeded  by  a fecond  courfe.  During  this  time  a foft 
fluid  of  pafte  is  prepared  from  the  bread-fruit,  which 
they  drink  out  of  cocoa-nut  Ihells : this  concludes  the 
meal;  and  their  hands  and  mouths  are  again  waflied 
as  at  the  beginning. 

One  of  the  worft  cuftoms  of  the  people  of  Otaheite 
is,  that  which  feveral  of  the  principal  people  of  the 
ifland  have  adopted  of  uniting  in  an  affociation, 
wherein  no  woman  coniines  herfelf  to  any  particular 
man,  by  which  means  they  obtain  a perpetual  focicty. 
The  members  have  meetings  where  the  men  amufe 
tliemfelves  with  wreftling,  and  the  women  dance  the 
timorodee,  in  fuch  a manner,  as  is  moft  likely  to 
excite  the  defires  of  the  other  fex,  and  which  were  fre- 
quently gratified  in  theaflembly.  A much  worfeprac- 
tice  is  the  confequence  of  this.  If  any  of  the  women 
prove  with  child,  the  infant  is  deftroyed,  unlefs  the 
mother’s  natural  affe<ftion  Ihould  prevail  with  her  to 
preferve  its  life,  which  however,  is  forfeited  unlefs  Ihe 
can  procure  a man  to  adopt  it.  And  where  Ihe  fuc- 
ceeds  in  this,  fhe  is  expelled  from  the  fociety,  being 
called  Whannownow,  which  fignifies,  a bearer  of  chil- 
dren, by  way  of  reproach. 

Soon  after  our  arrival  at  Otaheite,  we  were  apprifed 
of  the  natives  having  the  French  difeafe  amcmgft  them. 

The 
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The  i {landers  call  it  by  a name  expreffive  of  its  effe&a, 
obfeiving  tliat  the  hair  and  nails  of  thofe  who  were 
firft  infefted  by  it,  fell  off,  and  the  flefh  rotted  from 
their  bones,  while  their  countrymen,  and  even  neareft 
relations,  who  were  unaffeaed,  were  fo  much  terrified 
at  its  fymptoms,  that  the  unhappy  fufferer  was  often 
iorfaked  by  them,  and  left  toperith  in  the  moft  mife- 
rable  condition. 


CHAP.  VI.

0N  CM  ,.3th  of  JuIy>  1 769.  after  leaving  the  iftand 
W ol  Utaheitc,  we  continued  our  courfe,  with  clear 
weather  and  a gentle  breeze  ; and  were  informed  by 
rupia,  that  four  iftands  which  he  called  Huaheine 
Uiictea,  Otaha,  and  Bolabola,  where  at  the  diftance  of 
about  one  or  two  days  fail  ; and  that  hogs,  fowls,  and 
other  refrelhments,  very  fcarcc  onboard,  were  to  be 
got  there  in  great  abundance.  On  the  i «h  we  made 
.but  Utile  way,  on  account  of  the  calms  which  fuccced- 
ed  the  light  breezes.  Tupia  often  prayed  to  his  God 
jane  for  a wind,  and  boafted  of  his  fuccefs,  which  in- 
deed he  took  care  to  infure,  by  never  applying  to 

' Tane 
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Tane,  (ill  he  law  a breeze  fo  near,  that  he  knew  is 
muft  reach  the  fhip  before  his  prayer  was  concluded. 

On  the  16th  we  founded  near  the  north-weft  part  of 
the  ifland  of  Huaheine,  but  found  no  bottom  at  70  fa- 
thoms. Several  of  the  canoes  put  off ; but  the  Indians 
feemed  fearful  of  coming  near  the  bark  till  the  fight  of 
Tupia  removed  their  apprenfions.  They  then  came 
along  fide,  and  the  king  of  the  ifland,  with  his  queen 
came  on  board.  They  feemed  furprifed  at  every  thing 
that.was  Ihewrt  them,  but  made  no  enquiries  after  any 
thing  but  what  was  offered  to  their  notice.  After  fome 
time  they  became  more  familar;  and  the  king,  whofe 
name  was  Oree,  as-a  token  of  amity,  propofed  exchang- 
ing names  with  Captain  Cook,  which  Was  readily  ac- 
cepted . 

Having  anchored  in  a fmall  harbour,  we  went  on 
ihore  with  Mr.  Banks  and  fome  other  gentlemen,  ac- 
companied by  the  king  and  Tupia.  As  foon  as  we 
landed,  Tupiacovered  himfelfas  low  as  the  waiil,  and 
defired  Mr.  Monkhoufe  to  do  the  fame.  Being  feated, 
he  now  began  a fpeech,  or  prayer,  which  lafted  about 
twenty  minutes  ; the  king,  who  flood  oppofite  to  him 
snfwering  in  what  feemed,  fet  replies.  During  this 
harangue,  Tupia  delivered,  at  different  times,  a hand- 
kerchief, a black  filk  neckcloth,  fome  plantains,  and 
two  bunches  of  feathers,  all  which  we  carried  on 
board.  Thefe  ceremonies  were  confidered  as  a kind  of 
tatification  of  a peace  between  us  and  the  king  of 
Huaheine.  ' 

On  the  17th  we  went  again  on  fhore,  and  made  an 
excurtion  into  the  country,  the  productions  of  which 
greatly  refembles  thofe  of  Otaheite  ; the  rocks  and 
day  feemed,  indeed,  more  burnt:  the  boat-houfes  were 
curious  and  remarkably  large.  The  level  part  of  the 
country  affords  the  moft  beautiful  landfcapes  that  the 
imagination  can  poffibly  form  an  idea  of. 

OjMhe  19th  we  offered  the  natives  fome  hatchets, 
fo*  which  we  procured  three  very  large  hogs.  As  we 
* G intended 
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intended  to  fail  in  the  afternoon,  king  Oree,  and  other 
of  the  natives  came  on  board  to  take  their  leave.  Capt. 
Cook  prefentedto  Oree.  a pewter  plate,  flamped  with 
:this  infeription,  “ His  Britannic  Majefly’s  (hip  En- 
deavour, Capt.  Cook, commander,  ibthjuly,  1769." 
We  gave  him  alfo  fome  medals,  refembling  our  Eng- 
lilh  coin,  which  he  promifed  to  keep,  in  order  to  re- 
member us.  ' r 

On  the  20th,  by  the  direction  ofTupia,  weanchored 
in  a bay,  formed  by  a reef,  on  the  north  fide  of  the 
iQand.  Two  canoes  foon  came  off  from  the  fhore.  and 
the  natives  brought  with  them  two  fmall  hogs,  which 
they  exchanged  for  fome  nails  and  beads.  The  captain, 
Mr.  Banks,  and  other  gentlemen  now  went  on  fhore, 
accompanied  byTupia,  who  introduced  them  with  the 
fame  kind  of  ceremonies  that  had  taken  place  on  their 
landing  at  Huaheine ; after  which  Capt.  Cook  took 
poifeffion  of  this  and  the  three  neighbouring  ifiands  , 
Huaheine,  Otaha,  and  Bolabola,  in  the  name  of  hi* 
Britannic  Majefty. 

On  the  2 1 It  the  matter  was  fent  to  infpetfl  the  foulh- 
em  part  of  the  ittand,  and  n lieutenant  was  difpatched 
in  the  yawl  tafound  the  harbour  where  the  Endeavour 
lay.  While  the  Captain  went  in  the  pinnace,  to  take 
a view  of  that  part  of  the  iQand  which  lay  to  the  north- 
ward. Mr.  Banks  and  the  gentlemen  went  again  on 
ihore,  trading  with  the  natives,  and  fearching  after  the 
produtfl  ions  and  curiofities  of  the  country. 

The  hazy  weather  anji  brifk  gales  prevented  us  from 
getting  under  fail  till  the  24th,  when  we  put  to  fea, 
and  fleered  noilhward  within  the  reef,  towards  an 
opening,  at  the  diftance  of  about  fix  leagues,  in  effetfling 
which  we  were  in  danger  of  (hiking  on  a rock,  the 
man  who  founded,  crying  out  on  a fudden,  “ two  fa- 
thoms," which  could  not  but  alarm  us  greatly  ; but 
either  the  matter  was  mittaken,  or  the  Ihip  went  along 
the  edge  of  a cj>ral  rock,  many  of  which  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  thefe  iflandsare  as  fteep  as  a waif. 

The 
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The  bay  where  the  Endeavour  lay  at  anchor,  called 
Oopoa,  is  capacious  enough  to  hold  a great  number  of 
lliipping,  and  fecured  from  the  fea  by  a reef  of  rocks. 
Its  fituation  is  off  the  eafternmoft  part  of  the  ifland. 
The  provifions  confift  of  cocoa-nuts,  yams,  plantains, 
and  a few  hogs  and  fowls.  The  country  round  about 
the  place  were  we  landed,  was  not  fo  plentiful  as  at 
Otaheite  or  Huaheine.  The  fouthernmoft  opening  in 
the  reef,  or  channel  into  the  harbour,  by  which  we 
entered,  is  little  more  than  a cable’s  length  wide  ; it 
lies  off  the  eafternmoft  point  of  the  ifland,  and  may  be 
foynd  by  a fmall  woody  ifland,  which  lies  to  the  fouth- 
eaft  of  it,  called  Oatara  ; north-weft  from  which  are 
two  other  i Hands  cal  led  Opururu  and  Tamou.  Between 
thefe  is  the  channel  through  which  we  went  out  of  the 
harbour,  and  it  is  a full  quarter  of  a mile  wide. 

On  the  25th  we  were  within  a league  or  two  of  the 
ifland  of  Otoha  ; but  could  not  get  near  enough  to  the 
land,  tlie  wind  having  proved  contrary.  In  the  morn- 
ing Mr.  Banks  and  Dr.  Solander  went  in  the  long- 
boat with  the  mafter,  in  order  to  found  a harbour  on 
th^eaft -fide  of  the  ifland,  which  they  found  fa fe  and 
convenient.  We  then  went  on  fhore  and  purchafed 
a large  quantityof  plantains,  and  fome  hogs  and  fowls. 
The  produce  of  this  ifland  was  much  the  fame  with 
that  of  Ulieta,  but  feemed  to  be  more  barren. 

We  then  made  fail  to  the  northward,  and  at  eight 
o'clock  on  the  agth,  we  were  under  the  high  peaks  of 
Bolabola.  We  found  the  ifland  inaccelfible  in  this 
part.  On  the  30th  we  difcoveied  an  ifland  which 
Tupia  called  Maurua,  but  faid  it  was  fmall,  furrounded 
by  a reef,  and  without  commodious  harbour,  but  in- 
habited, and  nearly  yielded  the  fame  produce  as  the 
adjacent  iflands.  In  the  afternoon,  finding  ourfc Ives 
to  windward  of  fome  harbour  that  lay  on  the  weft  fide 
of  Ulieta,  we  intended  to  put  intooneofthem,  in  order 
to  flop  a leak  which  had  fprung  in  the  powder  room . 
The  wind  being  right  againft  us,  we  plied  on  and  o(F 
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till  the  afternoon  of  the  i ft  of  Auguft,  when  we  came 
to  an  anchor  in  the  entrance  of  the  channel,  which  led 
into  one  of  the  harbours. 

On  Wednefday  the  2d,  when  the  tide  returned,  .we 
came  into  a proper  place  for  mooring,  in  28  fathom. 
Many  of  the  natives  came  off,  and  brought  hogs,  fowls, 
and  plantains,  which  were  purchafed  upon  moderate 
terms.  Mr.  Banks  and  Dr.  Solander  went  on  fhore, 
and  fpent  the  day  very  agreeably  : the  natives  fhewed 
them  great  refpetft : being  conduced  to  the  houfes  of 
the  chief  people.  In  one  houfe  they  obferved  fome 
very  young  girls  drelled  in  the  neateft  manner,  who 
kept  their  places  waiting  for  the  ftrangers  to  accoft 
them  ; thefe  girls4  were  the  nv">ft  beautiful  the  gentle- 
men had  ever  feen. 

In  one  of  the  houfes  we  were  entertained  with  a 
datice.  The  performer  put  upon  his  head  a large  piece 
of  wicker-work,  about  four  feet  long,  of  a cylindrical 
form,  covered  with  feathers,  and  edged  round  with 
fhark’s  teeth.  With  this  head-drefs,  he  began  to  dance 
with  a flow  motion  ; frequently  moving  his  kead,4has 
to  deferibe  a circle  with  the  top  of  his  wicker- cap,  and 
fometimes  throwing  it  fo  near  the  faces  of  the  bye- 
ftanders  as  to  make  them  jump  back  ; this  they  consi- 
dered as  an  excellent  piece  of  humour,  and  it  always 
produced  a hearty  laugh,  when  pratftifed  upon  any  of 
the  Englifh  gentlemen. 

On  Saturday  the  5th,  fome  hogs  and  fowls,  and  fe- 
veral  large  pieces  of  cloth,  many  of  them  being  fifty  or 
lixty  yards  in  length,  together  with  a quantity  of  plan- 
tains and  cocoa-nuts,  were  fent  to  Capt.  Cook,  as  a 
prefent  from  the  Earee  Rahie  of  the  ifland  of  Bolabola, 
accompanied  with  a meffage,  importing,  that  he  was 
thenon  the  ifland,  and  intended  waiting  on  theCaptain. 

On  the  6th  the  king  of  Bolabola  did  not  vifil  us 
agreeable  to  his  promife  ; his  abfence,  however,  was 
not  in  the  leaft  regretted , as  he  fent  three  young  women 
to  demand  fomething  in  return  for  his  prefent.  After 
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dinner,  we  fet  out  to  pay  the  king  a vifit  on  (bore.  As 
this  man  was  the  Earee  Rahie  of  the  Bolabola  man  , 
who  had  conquered  this,  and  were  in  dread  of  all  the 
neighbouring  iflands,  we  were  greatly  difappointed , 
inftead  of  finding  a vigorous  enter  prifing  young  chief, 
to  fee  a poor  feeble  old  dotard,  half  blind,  and  fink- 
ing under  the  weight  of  age  and  infirmities.  He  re- 
ceived us  without  either  that  ftatc  or  ceremony  which 
we  had  hitherto  met  with  among  the  other  chiefs. 

On  W ednefday  the  gth,  having  flopped  a leak,  and 
taken  on  board  a frefh  flock  of  provilions,  we  failed 
out  of  the  harbour:  and  though  we  were  fcveral 
leagues  d iftant  from  the  ifland  of  Bolabola,  Tupia  ear- 
nestly intreated  Capt.  Cook,  that  a flrot  might  befired 
towards  it;  which,  togratify  him,  thecaptain  compli- 
ed with.  It  was  fuppofed  to  have  been  intended  by 
Tupia  as  a mark  of  his  iefentment  againft  the  inhabi- 
tants of  that  place,  as  they  had  formerly  taken  from 
him  large  pofleflions  which  he  held  in  the  ifland  of  Uli- 
etea,  of  which  ifland  Tupja  was  a native,  and  a fubor- 
dioate  chief,  but  was  driven  out  by  thefe  warriors.. 

Being  detained  longer  at  Ulietea  in  repairing  the 
(hip  than  we  expected,  yfe  did  not  go  on  fhoreat  Bo- 
labola ; but  after  giving  the  general  name  of  the  Soci- 
tty  Iflands,  to  the  iflands  Huaheine,  Ulietea,  Bolabo- 
la, Otaha,  and  Maurua,  which  lies  between  the  lati- 
tude of  16  deg.  10  min.  and  18  deg.  65  min.  fouth,  we 
purfued  our  courfe  Handing  fouthwardly  for  an  ifland, 
to  which  we  \yere  diretfled  by  Tupia,  at  about  too 
leagues  diflant.  This  we  difeovered  on  the  13,  and 
were  informed  by  him  it  was  called  Obiterea. 

On  the  4th  we  flood  in  for  land,  and  faw  feveral 
of  the  inhabitants  coming  along  the  fhore.  . One  of  the 
lieutenants  was  difpatchcd  in  the  pennace  to  found  for 
ancorage,  and  to  obtain  what  intelligence  could  be 
got  from  the  natives  concerning  any  land,  that  might 
be  farther  to  the  fouth.  Mr.  Banks,  Dr.  Solander  and 
Tupia  went  with  the  lieutenant  In  the  boat.  When 

they 
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they  approached  the  Ihore,  they  obferved,  that  the  In- 
dians were  aimed  with  long  lances.  A number  of 
them  were  foon  drawn  together  on  the  beach,  an i two 
jumped  into  the  water,  endeavouring  to  gain  the  boat  ; 
but  lhe  foon  left  them,  and  fome  others  that  had  made 
the  fame  attempt,,  far  enough  behind  her.  Having 
doubled  the  point  where  they  intended  to  land,  they 
opened  a large  bay,  and  faw  another  party  of  the  na- 
tives handing  at  the  end  of  it,  armed  like  thofe  whom 
they  had  feen  before.  Preparations  were  then  made 
for  landing,  on  which  a canoe  full  of  Indians  made  off 
towards  them.  Qbferving  this,  Tupia  received  or- 
ders to  acquaint  them,  that  the  Englilh  did  not  intend 
to  OiTer  them  violence,  but  meant  to  traffic  with  them 
for  nails,  which  were  produced.  Thus  informed,  they 
came  along-fide  the  boat,  and  took  fome  nails  that 
were  given  them,  being  feemingly  well  pleafed  with 
the  prefent.  Yet,  a few  minutes  after,  thefe  people 
boarded  the  boat,  deigning  to  drag  her  on  fhore  ; but 
fome  mufquets  being  difeharged  over  their  heads,  they 
leaped  into  thefea,  and  having  reached  the  canoe,  put 
back  with  all  poffible  expedition,  joining  their  coun- 
trymen who  flood  ready  to  receive  them.  The  boat 
immediately  purfued  the  fugitives,  but  the  crew  find- 
ing the  furf  extremely  violent,  did  not  venture  to 
land  thcie,  but  coafled  along  the  fhore  to  try  if  they 
could  not  find  a more  convenient  place. 

Soon  after  the  canoe  got  on  fhore,  a man  oppofite 
the  boat  flourifhed  his  weapon,  calling  out  at  the  fame 
time  with  a lhril  voice,  which  was  a mark  of  defiance, 
as  Tupia  explained  it  to  the  Englifh. — Not  being  aide 
to  find  a proper  landing  place,  they  returned,  with  an 
intention  to  attempt  it  where  the  canoe  went  on  fhore ; 
whereupon  another  warrior  repeated  the  defiance : hi* 
appearance  was  more  formidable  than  that  of  the  other. 
When  he  thought  fit  to  retire,  a grave  man  came  for- 
ward. 
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fvard,  who  alked  Tupia  feveral  queftions,  relating  to 
the  place  from  whence  the  veffel  came,  as  Who  were 
the  perfons  on  board?  Whither  they  were  bound?  8c c> 
After  this  it  was  propofed,  that  the  people  in  the  boat 
lhould  go  on  Ihore  and  trade  with  them  if  they  would 
lay  afide  their  weapons  ; but  the  latter  would  not  agree 
to  this,  unlefs  the  Englifh  would  do  the  like.  As  this 
propofal  was  by  no  means  an  equal  one,  when  it  was 
coniidered  that  the  hazard  mull,  for  many  reafons,  be 
greater  to  the  boat’s  crew  than  the  Indians,  and  as  per- 
fidy was  dreaded,  it  was  not  complied  with.  Befides, 
fince  neither  the  bay  which  the  Endeavour  entered, 
nor  any  other  part  of  the  ifland  furnifhed  good  harbour 
or  anchorage,  it  was  refolved  not  to  attempt  landing 
any  more,  but  to  fail  from  hence  to  the  fouthward. 

On  the  15th  we  failed  from  this  ifland  with  a fine 
breeze  ; but  on  the  1 6th  it  was  hazy,  and  we  bore  away 
for  what  refembled  very  high  peaks  of  land.  The 
weather  clearing  up,  we  were  convinced  of  ourmiflake, 
and  relumed  our  courfe  accordingly.  Land  was  dif- 
covered  at  Weft  by  North,  on  the  5th  of  G$ober,and 
in  the  morning  of  the  8th,  we  came  to  an  anchor  op- 
pofite  a fmall  river,  not  above  half  a league  from  the 
coaft. 

Captain  Cook,  Mr.  Banks,  Dr.  Solander,  and  foma 
other  gentlemen,  having  left  the  pinnace  at  the  mouth 
of  the  river,  proceeded  a little  farther  up,  when  we 
landed,  leaving  the  yawl  to  the  care  of  fomc  of  our 
boys,  and  went  up  to  a few  fmall  houfes  in  the  neigh* 
bourhood.  Some  of  the  natives  that  had  concealed 
thcmfelves  in  the  neighbourhood,  took  advantage  of 
our  abfence  from  the  boat,  and  ruihed  out,  advancing 
and  brandifhing  their  long  wooden  lances.  On  this 
our  boy  dropped  down  the  ftream.  The  cockfwain  of 
the  pinnace  then  fired  a mufquetoon  over  their  heads, 
but  it  did  not  prevent  them  from  following  the  boat, 
in  confequence  of  which  he  levelled  his  piece,  and  fhot 
one  of  them  dead  on  the  fpot.  Struck  with  aftonilh- 
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merit  at  the  death  of  their  companion,  the  others  re^ 
mained  motionlefs  for  fomc  time,  but  as  foon  as  th£  y 
recovered  from  their  fright,  retreated  to  the  woods 
•With  the  utmoft  precipitation.  The  report  of  the  gun 
brought  the  advanced  party  back  to  the  boat,  and  both 
the  pennace  and  yawl  returned  immediately  to  the  (hip. 

On  the  gth,  a great  number  of  natives  were  feen 
near  the  place  where  the  gentlemen  in  the  yawl  had 
landed  the  preceding  evening,  and  the  greateft  part  of 
them  appeared  to  be  unarmed.  The  long-boat,  pin- 
nace, and  yawl,  being  manned  with  marines  and  failors, 
Capt.  Cook  and  Tupia  went  onfhore,  and  landed  on 
the  oppofite  fide  of  the  river,  over  againfl  a fpot  where 
feveral  Indians  were  fitting  on  the  ground.  They  im- 
mediately darted  up,  and  began  to  handle  their  wea- 
pons, each  producing  either  a long  pike,  or  a kind  of 
truncheon  made  of  done,  with  a firing  through  tfie 
handle  of  it,  which  they  twided  round  their  wrifts. 
Tupia  was  directed  to  fpeak  to  them  in  his  language, 
and  we  were  greatly  furprifed  to  find  that  he  was  well 
underdood,  the  natives  fpeaking  in  his  language, 
though  in  a different  diaietd.  Their  intentions  at  fil'd 
appeared  to  be  very  hodile,  brandilhing  their  weapons 
in  the  ufual  threatening  manner  ; upon  which  a muf- 
quet  was  fired  at  fome  didance  : the  ball  happened' to 
fall  into  the  water,  at  which  they  appealed  rather  ter- 
rified, and  defided  from  their  menaces.  Having  now 
drawn  up  the  marines,  we  advanced  nearer  to  the  fide 
of  the  river^  Tupia,  again  fpeaking,  informed  them 
of  our  defire  to  traffic  with  them  for  provifions  ; to 
this  they  confented,  ptovided  we  would  go  over  to 
them  to  the  other  fide  of  the  river.  The  propofal  Was 
agreed  to,  upon  condition  that  the  natives  would  quit 
their  weapons  ; but  the  mod  folemn  affurances  of 
friendlhlp  could  nat  prevail  with  them  to  make  fucb  a 
conceffion.  Not  thinking  it  prudent  therefore,  to 
crofs  the  river,  we,  in  our  turn,  intreated  the  Indians 
to  come  oyer  to  us,  and  after  fome  time  prevailed  on 
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one  of  (hem  fo  to  do.  He  was  prefently  followed  by 
others.  They  did  not  appear  to  value  beads  and  iron 
which  was  offered  in  the.  way  of  barter,  but  propofed 
to  exchange  their  weapons  for  ours ; which  being  ob- 
jected to,  they  endeavoured  to  fflatch  our  arms  from 
us,  but  beingon  our  guard,  from  the  information  given, 
us  by  Tupia  that  they  were  Ail  1 our  enemies ; and  Tu- 
pia,  by  our  direction,  gave  them  to  underhand,  that 
any  further  offers  of  violence  would  be  punifhed  with 
inflant  death.  One  of  them,  neverthclefs,  had  the 
audacity  tofnatch  Mr.  Green's  dagger  when  his  back, 
was  turned  to  them,  and  retiring  a few  paces,  flourilh- 
ed  it  over  his  head  ; but  his  temerity  coli  him  his  life; 
for  Mr.  Monkhoufe  fired  a mufquet,  and  he  inftantly 
dropped.  Soon  after,  though  not  before  we  haddif- 
charged  our  pieces,  they  retreated  flowiy  up  the  coun- 
try, and  we  returned  to  our  boat. 

The  behaviour  of  the  Indians,  added  to  our  want  of 
freQi  water,  induced  Capt.  Cook  to  continue  his  voyage 
found  the  bay,  with  a hope  of  getting  fome  of  the  na- 
tives aboard,  that  by  civil  ufage  he.  might  convey 
through  them  a favourable  idea  of  us  to  their  country- 
men, and  thereby  fettle  a good  correfpondence  with 
them.  An  event  occurred,  which,  though  attended 
with  difagreeable  circumftances,  promifed  to  facilitate 
thisdefign.  Two  canoes  appeared,  making  towards 
land,  and  Capt.  Cook,  pro pofed  intercepting  them  with 
our  boats.  One  of  them  got  clear  off,  but  the  Indians 
in  the  other,  finding  it  impoffible  to  efcape,  began  to 
attack  our  people  in  the  boats  with  their  paddles.  This 
compelled  the  Endeavour’s  people  to  fire  upon  them, 
when  four  of  the  Indians  were  killed,  and  the  other 
three,  who  were  young  men,  jumped  into  the  water, 
and  endeavoured  to  fwim  aihore ; they  were,  however, 
taken  up,  and  conveyed  on  board.  At  fir  A they  dif- 
covered  all  the  figrisof  fear  and  terror,  thinking  they 
ihould  be  killed  ; but  Tupia,  by  repeated  aflurances  of 
friendffip,  removed  their  apprehenfions,  and  they  af- 
: ,9  II  ter  ward  5 
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ter  wards  cat  heartily  of  the  fhip's  proviGons.  Having 
retired  to  reft  in  the  evening,  they  flept  very  quietly 
for  forae  hours,  and  about  midnight,  their  fears  return- 
ing, they  appeared  in  great  agitation,  frequently  mak- 
ing loud  and  difmal  groans.  Again,  the  kind  careffes 
and  friendly  promifes  of  Tupia  operated  fo  effectually, 
that  they  became  calm,  and  fung  a fong,  which  at  the 
dead  of  night,  had  a pleafing  effeCl.  The  next  mor- 
ning, after  they  were  dreffed  according  to  the  mode  of 
their  country,  and  were  ornamented  with  necklaces 
and  bracelets,  preparations  were  made  for  fending  them 
to  their  countrymen,  at  which  they  expreHed  great 
fatisfa&ion  ; but  finding  the  boat  approaching  Capt. 
Cook’s  firft  landing-place,  they  intimated,  that  the  in- 
habitants were  foes,  and  that,  after  killing  their  ene- 
mies, they  always  eat  thenn 

The  Captain,  neverthelefs,  judged  it  expedient  to 
land  near  the  fame  fpot,  which  he  accordingly  did 
with  Mr.  Banks,  Dr.  Solander,  and  Tupia,  refolving, 
at  the  fame  time,  to  proteCt  the  youths  from  any  inju- 
ry that  might  he  offered  them.  Thefe  had  fcarcely 
departed  on  their  return  to  their  friends,  when  two 
large  partiesof  Indians  advanced  haflily  towards  them, 
upon  which  they  again  flew  to  us  for  protection. 
When  the  Indians  drew  near,  one  of  the  boys  difco- 
vered  his  uncle  among  them,  and  a converfation  en- 
fued  acrofs  the  river,  in  which  the  boy  gave  a juft  ac- 
count of  our  hofpitality,  and  took  great  pains  to  dif- 
play  his  finery. 

A Ihort  time  after  this  converfation, the  uncle  fwam 
acrofs  the  river,  bringing  with  him  a green  bough,  a 
token  of  fricndlhip,  which  we  received  as  fuch,  and 
leveral  prefents  were  made  them.  Notwithftanding 
the  prelents  of  this  relation,  all  three  of  the  boys,  by 
their  own  defire,  returned  to  the  (hip  ; but  as  the  cap- 
rain  intended  to  fail  the  next  morning,  he  fent  them 
afhore  in  the  evening,  though  much  againft  their  in-' 
clination.  They  informed  us  ofa  particular  kind  of  deer 
tipon  the  ifland.  • * . 'On, 
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• On  the  nth,  at  fix  o'clock  in  the  morning,  we 
weighed  and  fet  fail,  in  hopes  of  finding  a better  an- 
choring place,  Capt.  Cook  having  given  the  bay,  the 
name  of  Poverty  Bay.  In  the  afternoon  we  were  be- 
calmed : and  feveral  canoes  full  of  Indians  came  off 
from  the  fhore,  who  received  many  prefents,  and  af- 
terwards bartered  even  their  clothes,  and  feme  of  their 
paddles,  fo  eager  were  they  of  European  commodities. 
The  Indians  were  armed  with  bludgeons,  made  of 
wood,  and  of  the  bone  of  a large  animal ; they  were 
contrived  for  clofe  fighting. 

Having  finilhed  their  traffic,  they  fet  off  in  fuch  a 
hurry,  that  they  forgot  three  of  their  companions,  who 
remained  on  board  all  night.  Thefe  teflihed  their  fears 
and  apprehenfions,  notwithftanding  Tupia  took  great 
pains  to  convince  them  they  were  in  no  danger  ; and 
about  feven  o’clock  the  next  morning,  a canoe  came 
off,  with  four  Indians  on  board.  It  was  at  firft  with 
difficulty  the  Indians  in  the  fhip  could  prevail  on  thofe 
in  the  canoe  to  come  near  them,  and  not  till  after  the 
former  had  alfured  them,  that  the  Engliffi  did  not  cat 
men. 

On  the  lath  feveral  Indians  came  offin  a canoe,  and 
at  times  appeared  to  be  peaceably  inclined,  but  at 
others  to  menace  hoftililies,  brandifliing  tbeir  lances, 
and  other  hoftile  geftures.  A four-pounder  loaded 
with  grape  (hot,  was  therefore  ordered  to  be  hied,  but 
not  pointed  at  them.  This  had  the  delired  effect,  and 
made  them  drop  a-ftern. 

On  Friday  the  13th  in  the  morning,  we  made  for  an 
inlet,  but  finding  it  not  fhelteved,  flood  out  again,  and 
were  chaced  byh  canoe  filled  with  Indians,  but  the 
Endeavour  out-failed  them.  She  purfued  her  courfg 
round  the  bay,  but  could  not  find  an  opening.  Nine 
canoes  full  of  Indians  came  from  the  Ihore,  and  five  of 
them,  after  having  confulted  together,  purfued  the  En- 
deavour, apparently  with. a hoftile  delign.  Tupia  was 
defired  to  acquaint  them,  that  immediate  deftrutfiion 
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^ould  enfue,  if  they  perfevered  in  their  attempts  ; but 
words  had  no  influence,  and  a four-pounder  with  grape- 
ihot  was  fired.  They  were  terrified  at  this  kind  of 
reafoning,  and  paddled  away  fafterthan  they  came. 

On  the  stoth  we  anchored  in  a bay  two  leagues  to  the 
north  of  the  Foreland.  To  this  bay  we  were  invited 
by  the  natives  in  canoes,  who  behaved  very  amicably 
and  pointed  to  a place  where  they  faid  we  thou  Id  find 
plenty  of  frefh  water.  We  determined  here  to  get 
fome  knowledge  of  the  country,  though  the  harbour 
was  not  fo  good  a fhelter  from  the  weather  as  we  ex- 
pelled. Two  chiefs,  whom  wefaw#in  the  canoes,  came 
on  board,  they  were  dreffed  in  jackets,  the  one  orna- 
mented with  tufts  of  red  feathers,  the  other  with  dog- 
fkins.  We  prefented  to  them  linen  and  fome  fpike- 
nails,  but  they  did  not  value  the  laft  fo  much  as  the 
inhabitants  of  the  other  iflands. 

Towards  the  evening  we  went  on  fliore,  accompani- 
ed by  the  Captain  and  Dr.  Solander.  We  wcrecourte- 
oufly  received  by  the  inhabitants,  who  did  not  appear 
in  numerous  bodies,  and  in  other  inftances  were  feru- 
puloufly  attentive  not  to  give  offence.  We  made  them 
fcveral  fmall  prrfents,  and  in  this  agreeable  tour  tound 
the  bay,  we  had  the  pleafure  of  finding  two  ftreams  of 
frefh  water.  We  remained  on  fliore  all  night,  and  the 
next  day  Mr.  Banks  and  Dr.  Solander difeovered  feve- 
ral  large  birds,  among  which  were  quails  and  large 
pigeons.  Many  ftages  for  drying  fifh  were  obferved 
near  where  we  landed,  and  fome  houfes  with  fences. 
We  faw  dogs  with  pointed  ears,  and  very  ugly.  Sweet 
potatoes,  like  thofe  which  grow  in  America  were  found.' 
The  cloth  plant  grew  fpontaneous.  In  the  neighbour- 
ing vallies  the  lands  were  laid  out  in  regular  planta- 
tions; and  in  the  bay  we  bought  plentyof  crabs,  cray- 
fifh,  and  horfe  mackarel,  larger  than  thofe  on  the  Eng- 
lifh  coafts.  The  low  lands  wereplanted  with  cacoes ; 
the  hollows  with  gourds;  but  as  to  the  woods  they  were 
almofl  impaflible,  on  account  of  the  number  of  fupple? 
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jacks  which  grew  there.  We  went  into  feveral  houfes 
belonging  to  the  natives,  and  met  with  a very  civil  re- 
ception ; and,  without  the  leaft  referve,  theyfhcwed1 
us  whatever  we  difired  to  fee.  At  times  we  found’ 
them  at  their  meals,  which  our  prefence  never  inter- 
rupted. At  thi*  feafon  fifh  conftitutcd  their  chief  food  ; 
with  which  they  eat,  inftead  of  bread,  roots  of  a kind1 
offearn  ; thefe,  when  roafted  upon  a fire,  are  fwccc 
and  clammy  : in  tafte  not  difagreeable,  though  rather1 
unpleafant  from  the  number  of  their  fibres.  They' 
have,  doubtlefs,  in  other  fcafons  of  the  year,  an  abun-! 
dance  of  excel  lent  vegetables.  ^ • ■ 

The  women  pf  this  place  paint  their  faces  with  a: 
mixture  of  red  ocre  and  oil,  which  as  they  are  very 
plain,  renders  them  more  homely.  This  kind  of' 
daubing  being  generally  wet  upon  their  cheeks  and 
foreheads,  was  eafily  transferred  to  thofe  who  faluted 
them,  as  was  frequently  Vifible  upon  the  nofesofour 
people.  The  young  ones  who  were  complete  co- 
quets, wore  a petticoat,  under  which  was  a girdle, 
made  of  the  blades,  of  grafs  ftrongly  perfumed,  ’ to 
which  was  pendant  a fmall  bunch  cf  leaves  of  fome 
fragrant  plant.  The  faces  of  the  men  were  not  in 
general  painted;  but  they  were  ^aubed  with  dry  red 
ocre  from  head  to  foot,  their  apparel  not  excepted. 
Though  in  perfonal  cleanlinefs  they  were  not  equal  to 
our  friends  at  Otaheite,  yet  in  fome  particulars  they 
furpafled  them  ; for  their  dwellings  were  furnifhed 
with  privies,  and  they  had  dunghills  upon  which  their 
offals  and  filth  were  depofited.  Among  the  females 
chaflity  was  lightly  efteemed.  They  reforted  fre- 
quently to  the  watering  place,  where  they  freely  bellow- 
ed every  favour  that  was  requefted.  An  officer  meet- 
ing with  an  elderly  woman,  heaccompanied  her  to  her 
houfe,  and  having  prefented  her  with  fome  cloth  and 
beads,  a young  girl  was  fingled  out,  with  whom  he  was 
given  to  underftand  he  might  retire.  Soon  after  an 
elderly  man,  with  two  women  came  in  as  vifiters,  who 
• - ■ with 
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■with  much  formality  faluted  the  whole  company,  after 
the  cuftora  of  the  place,  which  is  by  gently  joining  the 
tips  of  their  nofes  together.  On  his  return,  which  was 
on  Saturday  the  2tft,  he  was  furntlhed  with  a guide, 
who  whenever  they  came  to  a brook  or  rivulet,  took 
him  on  his  back  to  prevent  his  being  wet.  Many  of 
the  natives  were  curioufly  tataowed,  an  old  man  in 
particular,  was  marked  on  the  bread  with  curioys 
figures.  Thefe  Indians  at  night  dance  in  a very  un- 
couth manner,  with  antic  geflures,  lolling  out  their 
tongues  and  making  ftrange  grimaces.  In  their  dances 
_ old  men,  as  well  as  the  young  ones  are  capital  per- 
formers. 

On  the  2 2d  in  the  evening,  we  weighed  anchor  and 
put  to  fea,  but  the  wind  being  contrary  we  flood  for 
another  bay  a little  to  the  fouth,  called  by  the  natives 
Tolaga,  in  order  to  complete  our  wood  and  water,  and 
to  extend  our  correfpondence  with  the  natives.  We 
found  a watering-place  in  a fmall  cove  a little  within 
the  fouth-point  of  the  bay,  which  bore  fouth  by  eafl, 
diftant  about  a mile.  Several  canoes  with  Indians  on 
board,  trafficked  with  us  very  fairly  for  glafs  bottles. 

On  Monday  the  23d  in  the  afternoon,  wc  went  on 
ffiore  accompanied  by  Mr.  Banks,  Dr.  Solander,  and 
the  captain.  We  examined  and  found  the  water  ex- 
tremly  good  ; alfo  plenty  of  wood  ; and  the  natives 
{hewed  us  as  much  civility  as  thofe  from  whom  we  had 
lately  departed.  At  this  watering-place  we  fet  up  an 
aftronomical  quadrant,  and  look  feveral  folar  and  lu- 
nary  obfervations.  In  our  walks  through  the  vales  we 
faw  many  houfes  uninhabited,  the  natives  refiding 
chiefly  in  fheds,  or  the  ridges  of  the  hills,  which  are 
very  fteep.  The  hills  are  clothed  with  beautiful  flower- 
ing ffirubs,  intermixed  with  a number  of  tall,  (lately 
palms,  which  perfume  the  air,  making  it  perfe&ly  odo- 
riferous. We  met  with  various  kinds  of  ecjible  her- 
bage in  great  abundance  and  many  trees  that  produced 
fruit  fit  to  eat.  Sweet  potatoes  and  plantains  are  cul- 
tivated near  the  houfes.  * On 
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On  our  Teturn  we  met  an  old  man  who  entertained 
u$  with  the  military  exercifes  of  the  natives,  which  are 
performed  with  Patoo-Patoo  and  the  lance.  The  for- 
mer has  been  already  mentioned,  and  is  ufed  as  a bat- 
tle axe  ; the  latter  is  1 8 or  20  feet  in  length,  and  made 
of  extreme  hard  wood,  and  fharpened  at  each  end.  A 
Sake  was  fubfiituted  for  a fuppofed  enemy.  The  old 
warrior  firft  attacked  him  with  his  lance,  advancing 
with  a mod  furious  afpeft.  Having  pierced  him,  the 
patoo-patoo  was  ufed  to  demolifh  his  head,  at  which  he 
ftruck  with  a force  which  would,  at  one  blow,  have 
fplit  any  man’s  (kull  ; from  whence  we  concluded  no 
quarter  was  given  by  thefe  people  to  their  foes  in  time 
ofatflion. 

The  natives  in  this  part  are  not  very  numerous. 

They  are  tolerably  well  fbaped,  but  lean  and  tall. 

Their  faces  refemble  thofe  of  the  Europeans.  Their 
nofes  are  aqualine,  their  eyes  dark-coloured,  their 
hair  black,  which  is  tied  upon  the  top  of  their  heads, 
and  the  men’s  beards  are  of  a moderate  length.  Their 
tataowing  is  done  very  curioufly,  in  various  figures, 
vfhich  makes  their  fkin  refemble  carving  ; it  is  con- 
hned  to  the  principal  men,  the  females  and  fervants 
tiling  only  red  paint,  with  which  they  daub  their  face, 
that  otherwife  would  not  be  difagreeable. 

On  the  a-5th  we  fet  up  the  armourer’s  forge  on  fhore 
for  neceffary  ufes,  and  got  our  wood  and  water  with- 
out the  lea  ft  molefiation  from  the  natives,  with  whom 
we  exchanged  glafs  bottles  and  beads  for  different  forts 
of  fifh.  • • 

On  the  27th,  Capt.  Cook  and  Dr.  Solander  went  to 
infped  the  bay,  when  the  Doctor  was  not  a little  fur- 
priied  to  find  the  natives  in  the  poffcffion  of  a boy’s 
'op,  which  they  knew  how  to  fpin  by  whipping  it,  and 
he  purchafed  it  out  ofeuriofity.  Mr.  Banks  was,  dur- 
ing this,  employed  in  attending  the  fummit  of  a fleep 
hill,  that  had  previoufly  engaged  their  attention,  and 
near  it  he  found  maDy  inhabited  houfes.  When  the 

gentlemen 
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gentlemen  met  at  the  watering  place,  the  inhabitants 
fang  their  war  fong,  which  was  a llrange  medley  of 
/houting  and  grimace,  at  which  the  women  affifted. 
The  next  day  Capt.  Cook,  and  other  gentlemen  went 
upon  the  ifiand  at  the  entrance  of  the  bay,  and  met 
with  a canoe  that  was  67  feet  in  length,  fix  in  breadth, 
and  four  in  height : her  bottom,  which  was  fharp, 
confided  of  three  trunks  of  trees,  and  the  fidesand  head 
were  curioully  carved. 

Their  huts  are  built  under  trees,  their  form  is  an 
oblong  fquare,  the  door  low  on  the  fide,  and  the  win- 
dows are  in  the  ends  ; reeds  covered  with  thatch  com- 
pofed  the  walls  ; the  beams  of  the  caves,  which  come  to 
the  ground,  are  covered  with  thatch  ; mod  of  the 
houfes  had  been  deferted,  through  fear  of  the  Englilh, 
upon  their  landing.  There  is  a great  variety  of  ftlh  in 
the  bay,  fhell  and  Cray  fifh  are  very  plentiful,  fome  of 
the  latter  weigh  1 2 pounds. 

Sunday,  O&oberthe  29th,  wefet  fail  from  this  bay. 
It  is  fituated  in  lat.  38  deg.  22  min.  fouth,  four  leagues 
to  the  north  of  Gable  End  Foreland:  there  are  two 
high  rocks  at  the  entrance  of  the  bay,  which  formed  a 
cove  very  good  for  procuring  wood  and  water.  This 
is  a very  hilly  country,  though  it  prefents  the  eye  with 
an  agreeable  verdure,  various  woods  and  many  fmall 
plantations.  Mr.  Banks  found  a great  number  of  trees 
in  the  woods,  quite  unknown  to  Europeans,  the  fire 
wood  refembles the  maple-tree,  and  produced  a gum 
of  whitilh  colour  ; other  trees  yielded  a gum  of  a deep 
yellow  green.  The  only  roots  were  yams  and  fweet 
potatoes,  though  the  foil  appears  very  proper  for  pro- 
ducing every  fpecies  of  vegetables. 

On  Monday  the  30th,  failing  to  the  northward,  we 
fell  in  with  a fmall  illand  about  a mile  difiant  from  the 
north-eafl  point  of  the  main,  and  this  being  the  moll 
eaftern  part  of  it,  the  captain  named  it  Eafl  Cape,  and 
the  illand  Eafi  Illand  ; it  was  but  fmall,  and  appeared 
barren,  The  cape  is  in  latitude  37  deg.  42 min.  30  fee. 
..  . fouth. 
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fcuth.  Having  doubled  the  cape,  many  villages  pre- 
ferred themfelves  to  view,  and  the  adjacent  land  ap- 
peared cultivated.  In  the  evening  of  the  30th,  Lieu- 
tenant Hicks  difeovered  a bay,  to  which  his  name  was 
given.  Next  morning  about  nine  feveral  canoes  came 
off  from  the  lhore  with  a number  of  armed  men,  who 
appeared  to  have  hoftile  intentions,  before  thefe  had 
reached  the  fhip,  another  canoe,  larger  than  any  that 
had  yet  been  feen,  full  of  armed  Indians,  came  off, 
and  made  towards  the  Endeavour,  with  great  expedi- 
tion The  captain  now  judging  it  expedient  to  prevent, 
ifpoffibie,  their  attacking  him,  ordered  a gun  to  be 
fired  over  their  heads.  This  not  producing  tire  defired 
effect,  another  gun  was  fired  with  ball,  which  threw 
them  into  fuch  confternation,  that  they  immediately 
returned  fafter  than  they  came. 

On  the  1 ft  of  November,  not  lefs  than  between  40 
and  50  canoes  were  feen,  feveral  of  which  came  off  as 
before,  threatening  to  attack  the  Lnglilh.  One  of  their 
chiefs  flourilhed  his  pike,  and  made  feveral  harangues, 
Teeming  to  bid  defiance  to  thofe  on  board  the  veffel. 
Atlaft,  after  repeated  invitations,  they  came  clofe  a- 
long  fide  ; but  inftead  of  (hewing  a difpoficion  to  trade, 
the  haranguing  chief  uttered  a fentence,  and  took  up 
a ftone  which  he  threw  againft  the  fhip,  and  immedi- 
ately after  feized  their  arms.  A piece  of  cloth,  how- 
ever, happened  to  attract  their  eyes,  they  began  to  be 
more  mild  and  reafonable.  A quantity  wf  cray  fifh, 
mufcles,  and  conger  eels  were  now  purchafed.  No 
fraud  was  attempted  by  this  company  of  Indians,  but 
fome  others  that  came  after  them,  took  goods  from  the 
veffel  without  making  proper  returns.  Yet  when  thefe 
lavages  began  to  traffic  with  the  failors,  they  renewed 
their  frauds  ; and  one  of  them  was  bold  enough  to  feize. 
fome  linen  that  was  hung  to  dry,  and  runaway  with  it. 
In  order  to  induce  him  to  return,  a mufket  was  fired 
over  his  head,  but  this  not  anfvvcring  the  end,  he  was 
3 1 (hot 
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Ihot  in  the  back  with  fmall  fhot,  yet  he  ftill  pcrfeveiei 
in  his  defign. 

In  confequence  of  their  behaviour,  though  they 
made  no  preparation  to  attack  the  veffel,  the  captain 
gave  orders  to  fire  a four  pounder,  which  pafled  over 
them  ; but  its  effe<ft  on  the  water  terrified  them  fo 
much,  that  they  retreated  with  precipitation  to  the 
ftiore. 

In  the  afternoon,  about  two  o’clock,  we  difcoveied 
a pretty  high  illand  to  the  weft.  Some  time  after  per- 
ceived’other  rocks  and  ifiands  in  the  /a me  quarter, 
but  not  being  able  to  weather  them  before  night  came 
on,  we  bore  up  between  them  and  the  main  land.  In 
the  evening  a double  canoe,  built  after  the  fame  fafhion 
as  thofe  of  Otahcite,  came  up,  when  Tupia  entered 
into  a friendly  convcrfation  with  the  Indians,  and  was 
told  that  the  illand,  clofe  to  which  wc  lay,  was  called 
Mowtohora. 

The  next  morning  being  the  sd,  a number  ofcanoes 
appeared,  and  one,  which  proved  to  be  the  fame  that 
pelted  us  the  night  before,  came  up.  After  converfing 
with  Tupia,  and  behaving  peaceable  about  an  hour, 
they  complimented  us  with  another  volley  of  ftones. 
We  returned  the  falute  by  firing  a mufket,  which  made 
them  inftantly  take  to  their  paddles.  Between  ten  and 
eleven  we  failed  between  a low  Hat  illand  and  the  main 
land. 

On  the  3d,  we  palfed  the  night  near  a fmall  iflard, 
which  Capt.  Cook  named  the  Mayor.  Wc  now  failed 
towards  an  inlet  that  had  been  difeovered,  and  having 
anchored  in  fe\en  fathom  water,  the  Ihip  was  foon  fur- 
rounded  by  a number  ofcanoes,  and  the  people  cm 
board  them  did  not  feem  difpofed  for  forae  time  to 
commit  any  ads  of  hoftility. 

On  the  41I1  at  day  break  no  left  than  twelve  canoes 
made  their  appearance,  containing  near  two  hundred 
men,  armed  with  fpears,  lances,  and  ftones,  who 
leaned  determined  to  attack  the  Ihip,  and  would  have 

boarded 
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beaded  her,  had  they  known  on  what  quarter  they 
could  bell  have  made  their  attack.  While  they  were 
paddling  round  her,  which  kept  the  crew  upon  the 
watch  in  the  rain,  Tupia  at  the  requell  of  the  captain 
ufed  a number  of  diffualive  arguments,  to  prevent  their 
carrying  there  apparent  deligns  into  execution  ; but  we 
could  not  pacify  them  by  the  fire  of  our  mufleets ; they 
then  laid  alide  their  hoftile  intentions,  and  began  to 
trade;  yet  they  could  not  lefrain  from  their  fraudulent 
pra&ices  ; for,  after  they  had  fairly  bartered  two  of 
their  weapons,  they  would  not  deliver  up  a third,  for 
which  they  had  received  cloth,  and  only  laughed  at 
thofe  who  demanded  an  equivalent.  The  offender  was 
wounded  with  fmall  fliot;  but  his  countrymen  took  not 
the  leaf!  notice  of  him,  and  continued  to  trade  w ith- 
out the  leaf!  difeompofure. 

On  the  5th,  in  the  morning,  the  Indians  came  off  to 
the  fhip  again,  who  behaved  much  better  than  they 
had  done  the  preceding  day.  An  old  man  in  particu- 
lar, namctl  Tojava,  tellifiecl  his  prudence  and  honefty, 
to  whom,  and  a friend  with  him,  the  captain  prefented 
fomenails,  and  two  pieces  of  Englilh  cloth.  Tojava 
informed  us,  that  they  were  often  viftted  by  free- 
booters from  the  north,  who  ft ri pped  them  of  all  they 
could  lay  their  hands  on,  and  at  times  made  captives 
of  their  wTives  and  children  ; and  that,  being  ignorant 
who  the  Englilh  were  upon  their  fir  It  arrival,  the  na- 
tives had  been  much  alarmed,  but  were  now  fatisticd 
of  their  good  intentions. 

On  the  8th,  we  were  vifited  by  fcveral  canoes,  in 
one  of  which  was  Tojava,  who,  deferying  two  canoes, 
haltened  back  to  the  lliore,  apprehending  they  were 
free-booters  ; but  finding  hismiftake,  he  foon  returned 
and  the  Indians  fupplied  us  with  as  much  excellent 
fifh  as  ferved  the  whole  fhip’s  company.  This  day  a va- 
riety of  plants  were  collected  by  Mr.  Banks  and  Dr. 
Solander. 

I 2 On 
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On  the  10th,  Mr.  Banks,  Dr.  Solander,  and  the  cap- 
tain went  in  boats  to  infpect  a large  river  that  runs  into 
the  bay.  They  found  it  broader  fome  miles  within 
1 than  at  the  mouth,  and  interfered  into  a number  of 
ftreams,  by  feveral  fmall  ilhnds,  which  were  covered 
with  trees.  At  the  mouth  of  the  rivef  there  was  good 
anchorage  in  five  fathom  water.  Great  plenty  of  oyllers 
were  procured  from  a bed  which  had  been  difcovered, 
and  they  proved  exceedingly  good. 

On  the  1 8th,  we  fleered  between  the  main,  and  an 
ifland  which  feemed  very  fertile.  Several  canoes  filled 
with  Indians,  came  along  fide,  and  the  Indians  fang 
their  war  fong,  but  the  Endeavour’s  people  paying 
them  no  attention,  they  threw  a volley  of  flones,  and 
then  paddled  away  ; however,  they  prefently  returned 
their  infults.  Tupia  fpokc  to  them,  making  ufe  of  his 
old  arguments,  that  inevitable  deftrudtion  would  enfue 
if  they  perlifted  ; they  anfwered,  by  brandifhing  their 
weapons,  imimafing,  that  if  the  Englifh  durft  come 
afhore,  they  would  deftroy  them  all.  Tupia  ftill  con- 
tinued in  expoftulating  with  them,  but  to  no  purpofe  ; 
and  they  foon  gave  another  volley  of  flones  ; but  upon 
a mufket  being  fired  atone  of  their  boats,  they  made 
a precipitate  retreat.  We  caft  anchor  in  23  fathom 
water  in  the  evening,  and  early  the  next  morning 
failed  up  an  inlet. 

On  the  22d,  early  in  the  morning,  we  made  fail,  and 
kept  plying  till  the  flood  obliged  us  once  more  to  come 
to  an  anchor.  The  captain  and  Dr.  Solander  went  on 
fhore  to  the  weft,  but  made  no  obfervations  worth  re- 
lating. After  the  gentlemen  departed,  the  fhip  was 
furrounded  with  canoes,  which  kept  Mr.  Banks  on 
board,  that  he  might  trade  with  the  Indians,  who  bar- 
tered their  arms  and  clothes  for  paper,  taking  no  un- 
fair advantages.  But  though  they  were,  in  general, 
honeft  in  their  dealings,  one  of  them  took  a fancy  to 
a half  minute  glafs,  and  being  detected  in  fecreting 
t.hefame,  it  was  rcfolvcd  to  give  him  a fmatch  of  the 

cat- 
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cat-o’-nine-tails.  The  Indians  interfered  to  flop  the 
current  of  juftice,  but  being  oppofed,  they  got  their 
arms  from  the  canoes,  and  fome  of  the  pe<>ple  in  them 
attempted  to  get  on  board.  Mr.  Banks  and  Tupia, 
now  coming  upon  deck,  the  Indians  applied  to  Tupia, 
who  informed  them  of  the  nature  of  the  offender's  in- 
tended puni:hment,  and  that  he  had  no  influence  over 
Mr.  Hicks,  the  commanding  officer.  They  appeared 
pacified,  and  the  criminal  received  not  only  a dozen, 
but  afterwards  a good  drubbing  from  an  old  man,  who 
was  thought  to  be  his  father.  The  canoes  immediately 
went  off,  the  Indians  faying,  they  thouid  be  afraid  to 
return  again  on  board. 

On  the  23d,  the  weather  flill  continuing  unfavour- 
able, and  the  wind  contrary,  we  kept  plying  down  the 
river,  anchoring  between  the  tides;  and  at  the  north 
weft  extremity  of  the  Thames.  Not  being  able  to 
approach  land,  we  had  but  a diflant  view  of  the  main 
for  a courfe  of  near  thirty  miles.  The  country  feemed 
to  be  thinly  inhabited;  the  natives  are  well  made, 
ftrong,  and  atflive  ; their  bodies  are  painted  with  red 
ocre,  and  their  canoes,  which  are  well  conftru&cd, 
y?cre  ornamented  with  carved  work. 

On  the  27th,  we  found  ourfelves  within  a mile  of 
many  fmall  illands,  laying  clofe  under  the  main,  at  the 
diftance  of  twenty-two  miles  from  Cape  Brett.  Here 
we  lay  about  two  hours,  during  which  time  feverat 
canoes  came  off  from  the  iflands,  which  we  called  Ca- 
valles,  the  name  of  fome  filh  which  wepurchafed  of 
the  Indians.  Thefe  people  were  very  infolent,  ufing 
many  frantic  geftures,  and  pelting  us  with  ftones.  Nor 
did  they  give  over  their  infults,  till  fome  fmall  (hot  hit 
one  who  had  a done  in  his  hand. 

On  the  29th,  having  weathered  Cape  Brett,  we  bore 
away  to  leeward,  and  got  into  a large  bay,  where  we 
anchored  on  the  fouth-weft  fide  of  feveral  iflands,  and 
fuddenly  came  into  four  fathoms  and  a half  water. 
Upon  founding,  we  found  we  had  got  upon  a bank, 
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and  accordingly  weighed  and  dropped  over  it,  and  an- 
chored again  in  ten  fathoms  and  a half,  after  which  we 
were  furrounded  by  33  large  canoes,  containing  near 
three  hundred  Indians,  armed.  Some  of  them  were 
admitted  on  board,  and  Capt.  Cook  gave  a piece  of 
broad  cloth  to  one  of  the  chiefs,  and  fome  fmall  pre- 
fents  to  the  other.  They  tiaded  peaceably  for  fome 
time,  being  terrified  at  the  firearms,  with  the  effetfls 
of  which  they  were  not  unacquainted  ; but  whilft  the 
captain  was  at  dinner,  on  a fignal  given  by  one  of  the 
chiefs,  all  the  Indians  quitted  the  fliip,  and  attempted 
to  tow  away  the  buoy  ; a mufket  was  now  fired  over 
them,  but  it  produced  no  good  effect;  a fmall  fhot  was 
then  fired  at  them,  but  it  did  not  reach  them.  A 
mufket  loaded  with  ball,  was  therefore  ordered  to  be 
fired,  and  Otegoowgoow  (fon  of  one  of  the  chiefs) 
was  wounded  in  the  thigh  by  it,  which  induced  them 
immediately  to  throw  the  buoy  overboard.  The  Cap- 
tain, Mr.  Banks,  and  Dr.  Solander,  landed  upon  the 
ifland.and  the  Indians  in  the  canoes  foon  after  came 
on  fhore.  The  gentlemen  were  in  a fmall  cove,  and 
were  prefently  furrounded  by  near  400  armed  Indians, 
but  the  captain  notfufpctfling  any  hoftile  defign  on  the 
part  of  the  natives,  remained  peaceably  difpofed.  The 
gentlemen  marching  toward  them,  drew  a line,  inti- 
mating that  they  were  not  to  pafs  it  ; they  did  not  in- 
fringe upon  the  boundary  for  fome  time  ; but  at  laft, 
they  fang  the  fong  of  defiance,  whilft  a party  attempt- 
ed to  draw  the  Endeavour’s  boat  on  fhore  ; thefe  fig- 
nals  for  an  attack  being  immediately  followed  by  the 
Indians  breaking  in  upon  the  line,  the  gentlemen  judged 
it  time  to  defend  themfclves,  and  accordingly  the  cap- 
tain fired  his  mufket,  loaded  with  fmall  fhot,  which 
■was  feconded  by  Mr.  Bank’s difeharging his'piece,  and 
two  of  the  men  followed  Iris  example.  Thus  threw 
the  Indians  into  confufion,  and  they  retreated,  but  were 
rallied  again  by  one  of  the  chiefs,  who  fhouted  and 
waved  his  patoo  patoo.  The  Do&or  now  pointed  his 
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mafkct  at  this  hero,  and  hit  him  ; this  flopped  Jus  ca- 
reer, and  he  took  flight  with  the  other  Indians.  They 
were  now  at  too  great  a diftance  for  a ball  to  reach 
them,  but  thefe  operations  being  obferved  from  the 
fhip,  lhe  brought  her  broad-fide  to  bear,  and  by  firing 
over  them,  foon  difperfed  them.  The  Indians  had  in 
this  fkirmilh  two  of  their  people  wounded,  but  none 
killed;  peace  being  thus  reftored,  the  gentlemen  be- 
gan to  gather  celery  and  other  herbs,  but  fufpeciinf 
fome  of  the  natives  were  lurking  about  with  evil  di- 
figns,  they  repaired  to  a cave  at  fome  fmall  diftance. 
Here  they  found  the  chief,  who  had  that  day  received 
a prefen  t from  the  captain ; he  came  forth  with  his 
wife  and  brother,  and  folicited  their  clemency. 

In  the  afternoon  the  Engliih  rowed  to  another  part 
of  rhe  ifland,  when  landing,  and  gaining  an  eminence,, 
they  had  a very  agreeable  and  romantic  view  of  a great 
nnmber  of  fmall  illands,  well  inhabited  and  cultivated, 

On  the  1 5th  of  December  in  the  morning,  we 
weighed  anchor,  but  were  foon  becalmed,  and  a ftrong 
current  fetting  towards  the  Ihore,  we  were  driven  in 
with  fuch  rapidity,  that  wc  expe&ed  every  moment  to 
be  run  upon  the  breakers,  which  appeared  above  wa- 
ter not  more  than  a cable's  length  diftance,  and  we 
were  fo  near  land,  that  Tupia,  who  was  totally  igno- 
rant of  the  danger,  held  a converfation  with  the  In- 
dians, who  were  Handing  on  the  beach.  We  were  hap- 
pHy  relieved  from  this  alarming  filtration  by  a fresh 
breeze  fuddenly  fpringingup  from  the  fhore. 

On  the  25th,  we  flood  to  the  fouth ward,  but  had 
no  land  in  light,  and  were  twenty  leagues  to  the  weft- 
ward  of  North  Cape.  At  midnight  it  blew  a florin 
from  theeaft,  accompanied  with  heavy  fhowers  of 
rain,  which  compelled  us  to  bring  the  lliip  to,  under 
her  main-fail.  The  gale  continued  till  Thurfday  the 
s8th,  when  it  fell  about  two  o'clock  in  the  morning  ; 
but  at  eight  encreafed  to  a hurricane,  with  a prodigious 
fea.  At  noon  the  gale  fomewhat  abated,  but  Lad  ftili 
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heavy  fqualli.  On  the  29th  we  wore,  and  Rood  to 
the  north  weft.  On  the  31ft  we  tacked,  and  flood  to 
the  weft  ward.  We  were  now  to  the  ncareft  land 
about  three  leagues,  and  had  fomewhat  more  than  forty 
fathom  water. 


CHAP.  VII. 

The  Endeavour  continues  her  voyage  tu  Queen  Charlotte’s  Sound 

- — -Tranfatlions  in  the  Sound A Jhocking  cujlom  oj the 

inhabitants — -The  coajl.  Admiralty  Bay  defer ibed The 

departure  of  the  Endeavour  from  New  Zealand  and  other 

particulars An  account  of  New  /fa  land,  the  inhabitants t 

and  cujloms. 

JANUARY  i,  1770,  we  tacked  and  flood  to  the 
eaflward  ; at  noon  we  flood  to  the  weft  ward  ; found 
our  lat.  to  be  34  deg.  37  min.  fouth  : our  diftance  from 
the  Three  Kings  ten  or  eleven  leagues.  On  the  3d  we 
law  land  ; it  was  high  and  flat,  beyond  the  reach  of  the 
naked  eye. 

On  the  morning  of  the  4th,  we  flood  along  fliore. 
The  coaft  appeared  fandy,  barren,  and  inhofpitable. 
Steering  northwaid  on  the  6th  we  law  land  again, 
which  we  fuppofed  to  be  Cape  Maria.  We  continued 
fleering  eafl  till  the  9th,  when  we  were  off  a point  of 
land  which  Capt.  Cook  named  Woody  Head. 

On  the  1 5th  wc  fleered  for  an  inlet,  it  being  alraoft 
calm,  the  fbip  was  carried  by  a current  within  a cable’s 
length  off  the  /hore  ; but,  by  the  afliftance  of  the  boats, 
Hie  got  clear.  At  three  we  anchored  in  a very  fafe 
cove  on  the  north-weft  fide  of  the  bay,  and  unmoored 
in  eleven  fathom  water.  In  palling  the  point  of  the 
bay,  we  obferved  an  armed  centinel  on  duty,  who 
was  twice  relieved  ; and  now  four  canoes  came  off, 
for  the  purpofe.as  we  imagined,  of  reconnoitring;  for 
none  of  the  Indians  would  venture  on  board,  except 
an  old  man  who  feemed  of  elevated  rank.  His  coun- 
trymen 
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trymen  expoftulated  with  him,  laid  hold  of  him,  and 
took  great  pains  to  prevent  his  coining  aboard,  but  they 
could  not  divert  him  from  his  purpofc.  We  re- 
ceived him  with  the  utmolt  civility.  Tupia  and  the 
old  man  joined  nofes,  according  to  the  cuftomoftlie 
country,  and  having  received  feveral  prefents,  he  retir- 
ed to  his  aflociates,  who  began  to  dance  and  laugh. 
Whether  their  expreffions  of  joy  were  tokens  of  enmity 
01  friendlhip,  we  could  not  determine.  Capt.  Cook 
and  other  gentlemen  went'  on  lliore,  where  they  met 
with  a fine  ftream  of  excellent  water. 

On  the  16th,  three  canoes  came  off  with  a number 
of  Indians,  who  brought  feveral  of  their  women  with 
them,  which  cireumftance  was  thought  to  be  a favour- 
able prefage  of  their  peaceable  difpofition;  but  they 
foon  convinced  us  of  our  miftake,  by  attempting  to 
. flop  our  long  boat;  upon  which  Capt.  Cook  had  re- 
courfe  to  !the  old  expedient  of  firing  fhot  over  their 
heads*  which  intimidated  them  for  the  prefent : they 
foon  gave  frefli  proofs  of  their  treacherous  defigns,  for 
one  of  them  fnatched  at  fome  paper  from  our  market 
man,  and  milling  it,  put  himfelf  in  a threatening  at- 
titude ; whereupon  fome  fhot  was  fired,  which 
wounded  him  in  the  knee;  but  Tupia  flill  continued 
converfing  with  his  companions,  and  making  enquiries 
concerning  their  traditions  refpefling  the  antiquities  of 
their  country.  He  alfo  aiked  them  if  they  had  ever 
feenafhipfo  large  as  the  Endeavour?  they  replied, 
they  had  not,  nor  never  heard  that  fuch  a velfel  had 
been  on  their  coaft. 

The  women  who  accompanied  the  men  in  their  ca- 
noes, wore  a head  drefs,  that  was  compoled  of  black 
feathers,  tied  in  a bunch  on  the  top  of  the  head,  which 
greatly  increafed  the  height.  The  Captain,  Mr.  Banks, 
and  the  Dodlor,  vifited  a cove  about  a mile  from  the 
(hip.  There  was  a family  of  Indians  who  were  greatly 
alarmed  at  the  approach  of  thefe  gentlemen,  all  run- 
ning away  except  one  : but,  upon  Tupia 's  converfing 
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with  him,  the  others,  returned.  They  found,  by  the 
provifions  of  this  family,  that  they  were  cannibals, 
here  being  feveral  human  bones  that  had  been  lately 
drefTed  and  picked  ; and  it  appeared  a fhort  time  be- 
fore, fix  of  theirenemies  having  fallen  into  their  hands, 
they  had  killed  four  and  eaten  them,  and  that  the 
other  two  were  drowned  in  endeavouring  to  make 
their  efcape. 

On  the  29th  we  werevifited  byTopoa,  in  company 
with  other  Indians,  who  behaved  very  civily.  Du- 
ring the  time  the  bark  was  preparing  for  fea,  Mr.  Banks 
and  Dr.  Solander  often  went  on  ihorc.  Capt.  Cook 
alfo  made  feveral  obfervations  on  the  coaft,  to  the 
north  well,  and  perceived  many  iflands,  forming  bays, 
in  which  there  appeared  good  anchorage  for  (hipping. 
Returning  to  the  Ihip  he  met  with  many  of  the  natives, 
of  whom  he  purchafed  a fmall  quantity  of  fifh. 

On  the  30th  fome  of  our  people,  who  were  fentout 
early  in  the  morning  to  gather  celery,  met  with  about 
twenty  Indians,  among  whom  were  five  or  fix  women 
whofe  hufbands  had  lately  been  made  captives.  They 
fat  down  upon  the  ground  together,  and  cut  many 
parts  of  their  bodies  in  a mod  (hocking  manner,  with 
lliells,  in  tetfimony  of  their  exce(five  grief.  But  what 
made  the  horrid  fpe$acle  more  terrible,  was,  that  the 
male  Indians  who  were  with  them,  paid  not  the  lead 
attention  to  it,  but  with  the  greatefl  unconcern  imagin- 
able, employed  themfelves  in  repairing  their  huts. 
This  day  the  carpenter  having  prepared  two  pofis, 
they  were  fet  up  as  memorials,  being  infciibed  with 
the  date  of  the  year,  the  month;  and  the  (flip’s  name. 
Capt.  Cook  then  gave  fomething  to  every  one  prefent, 
after  which,  he  honoured  this  inlet  with  Queen  Char- 
lotte's Sound.  After  taking  leave  of  the  natives,  To- 
poa  attended  us  in  his  canoe  to  the  (hip,  and  returned 
home  after  dinner. 

On  the  31ft,  having  taken  in  our  wood  and  water, 
we  difpatched  one  party  to  make  brooms,  and  another 
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to  catch  fiflv.  Towards  the  clofe  of  the  evening  we  had 
a ftrong  gale  from  the  north-weft,  with  fuch  heavy 
ftiowers,  that  our  fweet  little  warblers  on  Ihore  began 
to  fufpend  their  wild  notes,  with  which  till  now,  they 
had  conftantly  ferenaded  us  during  the  night,  affording 
us  a pleafure  not  to  be  exprefled. 

On  the  lft  of  February  the  gale  increafed  to  a ftorm, 
with  heavy  gufts  from  the  main  land,  which  obliged 
us  to  let  go  another  anchor.  Towards  night  they  be- 
came more  moderate,  but  the  rain  poured  down  with 
impetuolity,  that  the  brook  at  our  watering-place  over- 
flowed its  banks,  and  carried  away  to  our  lofs  ten  calls 
full  of  water. 

On  the  5th  we  got  under  fail,  but  the  wind  foon 
falling,  we  came  again  to  anchor  a little  above  Motu- 
ara.  This  day  Mr.  Banks  and  Dr.  Solander,  went  a- 
gain  on  fhore  in  fearch  of  natinal  curiofities,  and  by 
accident  met  with  a very  amiable  Indian  family,  among 
whom  was  a widow,  and  a pretty  youth  about  ten  years 
of  age.  The  woman  mourned  for  her  hufband  ac- 
cording to  the  cuftom  of  the  country,  with  tears  of 
blood.  The  mother  and  fon  were  fitting  upon  mats, 
the  reft  of  the  family  of  both  fexes,  about  feventcen 
in  number,  fat  round  them.  This  family  feemed  the 
moft  intelligent  of  any  Indians  we  had  hitherto  con- 
Verfed  with,  which  made  us  regret  our  late  acquaint- 
ance with  them ; for,  had  we  fallen  into  their  company 
before,  we  (hould  probably  have  gained  more  infoi- 
mation  from  them  in  one  day,  than  we  had  been  able 
tQ acquire  during  our  whole  flay  upon  the  coaft. 

Monday  the  6th,  the  Endeavour  failed  out  of  the 
bay,  which,  from  the  favage  cuftom  of  eating  human 
. flelh,  we  called  Cannibal  Bay.  We  bent  our  courfe  to 
an  opening  in  the  eaft:  and  when,  in  the  mouth  of  the 
ftreight,  were  becalmed inlatilude4io  fouth,  and  184 
deg.  45  min.  weft  longitude.  The  land  about  tkii 
found,  which  we  faw  at  the  diftance  of  so  leagues, 
sonfift*  entirely  of  high  hills  and  deep  vallics,  well 
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ftorcd  with  excellent  timber  fit  for  all  purpofcs.  The 
number  of  inhabitants  are  about  400.  They  are  poot, 
and  their  canoes  without  ornaments.  On  our  arrival, 
they  were  much  pleafed  with  our  paper;  but,  when 
they  knew  it  would  befpoiled  by  the  wet,  they  would 
not  have  it. 

On  the  17th  we  weighed  anchor,  and  a frefh  breeze 
with  a tide  of  ebb  hurried  us  through  theflreight  with 
great  fwiftjiefs.  In  palling  it,  we  thought  it  fafeft  to 
keep  to  the  north-eaft  (hore;  for,  on  this  fide,  we  faw 
nothing  to  fear.  In  the  afternoon,  three  canoes  came 
off,  having  feveral  Indians  on  board.  Thefe  made  a 
good  appearance,  and  there  was  no  dilficulty  in  per- 
fuading  them  to  come  on  board,  when  a mutual  ex- 
change of  prefents  took  place.  One  old  man  was  ta- 
taowed  in  a remarkable  manner ; he  had  likewife  a red 
ftreak  acrofs  his  nofe,  and  his  head  and  beard  were 
very  white.  His  garment  was  made  of  flax.  Teeth  and 
green  ftones  decorated  his  ears,  and  it  was  concluded 
from  his  deportment,  that  he  was  a perfon  of  diftiti- 
guifhed  rank,  and  thefe  people  withdrew  highly  fatis- 
fied  with  the  prefents  that  they  had  received. 

On  the  9th  we  difeovered  an  ifiand  called  Eahieno- 
niauwee.  About  fixty  Indians  in  double  canoes  came 
within  a ftones  throw  of  the  fiiip  on  the  14th.  As 
they  furveyedher  with  furprize,  Tupia  endeavoured  to 
perfuade  them  to  come  nearer,  but  this  they  could  not 
be  prevailed  on  to  do.  On  this  account  the  ifland  was 
denominated  the  ifland  of  Looker's-on 

On  the  4th  of  March,  feveral  whales  and  feals  were 
feen  ; and  on  the  gth  we  faw  a ledge  of  rocks,  and 
foon  after  another  ledge  at  three  leagues  diftance  from 
the  fliore,  which  we  paflcd  in  the  night  to  the  north- 
ward, ahd  at  day  break  obferved  the  others  under  our 
|)Ows,  which  was  a fortunate  cfcape;  and,  in  confider- 
ation  of  their  having  been  fo  nearly  caught  among 
thefe,  they  were  denominated  the  Traps. 
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On  the  1 6th  wc  patted  a point  which  confifled  of 
high  red  cliffs  and  received  the  name  of  Cafcade  Point, 
on  account  of  feveral  frnall  firearm  which  fell  down  it. 
In  the  morning  of  the  18th,  the  vallies  were  obferved 
covered  with  fnow,  as  well  as  the  mountains,  which 
feemed  to  have  fallen  the  night  before,  when  wre  had 
rain  at  fea.  Thus  we  patted  the  whole  north-weft  coalt 
ofTovy  Poenamoo,  which  had  nothing  worthy  our 
observation,  but  of  naked  and  barren  rocks  covered 
with  fnow,  fome  of  which  we  conjectured  might  have 
remained  there  fince  the  creation.  From  this  uncom- 
fortable country  we  determined  to  depart,  having  failed 
round  the  whole  country  by  the  27th  of  this  month. 
And  it  was  now  refolved  by  a council  of  war  to  fleer 
for  the  coa ft  of  New  Holland,  in  the  courfe  of  their 
return  by  the  way  of  the  Eaft  Indies. 

On  the  31ft  we  rook  our  departure  from  an  eaftern 
point  of  land,  to  which  we  gave  the  name  of  Cape 
Fare  we!,  calling  the  bay  out  of  which  we  failed,  Ad- 
miralty Bay.  We  called  a bay  between  theiftand  and 
Cape  Farewel,  Blind  Bay,  which  wasfuppofed  to  have 
been  the  fame  that  was  called  Murderer’s  Bay,  by  Taf- 
man,  the  firft  difeoverer  of  New  Zealand,  but  though 
he  named  it  Staten  Ifland,  thinking  to  take  poffeffion 
of  it,  yet,  being  attacked  by  the  Indians,  he  never 
went  on  fhore  to  effeff  his  porpofe.  This  coaft,  now 
more  accurately  examined,  is  difeovered  to  confift  of 
two  iilands. 

They  are  fituated  between  the  34th  and  33th  deg. 
offouth  latitude,  and  between  181  dig.  and  1 94.  dig. 
weft  longitude.  The  northern  ifland  is  called  Eahieno- 
mauwee,  and  the  fouthern  is  named  Tovy  Poenamoo 
by  the  natives.  The  former,  though  mountainous  in 
fome  places,  is  ftored  with  wood,  and  in  every  valley 
there  is  a rivulet.  The  foil  in  thofe  vallies  is  light, 
but  fertile  and  well  adapted  for  the  plentiful  produc- 
tions of  all  the  fruits,  plants,  and  corn  of  Europe. 
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Tovjr  Poenamoo  is  barren  and  mountainous,  and 
appeared  to  be  almoft  deftituieof  inhabitants. 

In  New  Zealand  is  only  one  fhrub  or  tree,  that 
produces  fruit,  which  is  a kind  of  berry  almoft  tafte- 
lefs  ; but  they  have  a plant  which  anfwers  all  the  ufes 
of  hemp  and  flax.  This  plant  is  found  both  in  high 
and  low  ground,  in  dry  mould  and  deep  bogs  ; but  as 
It  grows  largeft  in  the  latter,  that  feems  to  be  its  proper 
foil. 

Tire  natives  are  as  large  as  the  largeft  Europeans, 
their  complexion  is  brown,  but  little  more  fo  than  that 
of  a Spaniard.  The  women  poflefs  not  that  delicacy, 
which  diftinguifhes  the  European  ladies  ; but  their 
voice  diftinguilhes  them  from  the  men. 

The  inhabitants  of  New  Zealand  are  as  modeft  and 
referved  in  their  behaviour  and  converfation  as  th$ 
politeft  nations  of  Europe.  The  women,  indeed,  were 
not  dead  to  the  fofteft  impreffions ; but  their  mode  of 
confent  was  in  their  idea  as  harmlefs  as  the  confent  to 
marriage  with  us,  and  equally  binding  to  the  ftipulatcd 
lime.  If  any  of  the  Englifh  addrefled  one  of  their 
women,  he  wasinformed,  that  the  confent  of  her  friends 
mull  be  obtained,  which  ufually  followed  on  his  making 
a prefent.  This  done,  he  was  obliged  to  treat  his  tem- 
porary wife  as  delicately  as  we  do  in  England. 

: A gentleman  who  failed  in  the  Endeavour,  having 
addrefled  a family  of  rank,  received  an  anfwer,  of 
which  the  following  is  an  exatft  tranflation,  “ Any  of 
thefe  young  ladies  will  think  themfelves  honoured  by 
your  addrefles,  but  you  muft  firft  make  me  a prelent, 
and  you  muft  then  come  and  deep  with  us  on  lhore,  for 
day-light  muft  by  no  means  be  a witnefs  of  what  palfcs 
between  you.1' 

Their  drefs  is  formed  of  the  leaves  of  the  flag  fy'*1 

into  flips,  which  are  interwoven  and  made  into  a kind 

of  matting,  the  ends,  which  are  feven  or  eight  inches 

in  length,  hanging  out  on  the  upper  fide.  One 

of  this  matting  being  tied  over  the  ftioulders,  reaches 
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to  the  knees : the  other  piece  being  wrapped  round  the 
walft  falls  almoft  to  the  ground.  Thefe  two  pieces 
are  fattened  to  a ftring,  which,  by  means  of  a bodkin 
of  bone  is  patted  through,  and  tacks  them  together. 
The  men  wear  the  lower  garment  only  at  particular 
limes. 

The  ears  of  both  fexes  3re  bored , and  the  holes 
ftretched  fo  as  to  admit  a man's  finger.  The  ornament* 
of  their  ears  are  feathers,  cloth,  bones,  and  fbmetimes 
bits  of  wood  : a great  many  of  them  made  ufe  of  the 
nails  which  were  given  them  by  the  Englifh,  for  this 
purpofe.and  the  women  fometimes  adorned  their  cars 
with  white  down  of  the  albetrofs,  which  they  fpread 
before  and  behind  the  whole  in  a large  bunch.  They 
likewife  hung  to  their  ears  by  firings , chifiels,  bodkins, 
the  teeth  of  dogs,  and  the  teeth  and  nails  of  their  de- 
ceafed  friends.  The  arms  and  ancles  of  the  women  arc 
adorned  with  ihells  and  bones,  or  any  thing  elfe  through 
which  they  can  pafs  a firing.  We  faw  one  man  who 
bad  the  griftle  of  his  nofe  perforated,  and  a feather 
patted  through  it,  proje&ing  over  each  cheek. 

Thefe  people  fhew  lefs  ingenuity  in  the  ftrmfiureof 
their  houfes,  than  in  anything  elfe  belonging  to  them; 
they  are  16  to  24  feet  long,  10  or  12  wide,  and  6 or  8 
in  height.  The  frame  is  of  flight  fticks  of  wood,  and 
the  walls  and  roof  are  of  dry  grafs  pretty  firmly  com- 
pared. The  door  is  only  high  enough  to  admit  a per- 
fon  crawling  on  hands  and  knees.  There  is  a fquare 
hole  near  the  door,  ferving  both  for  window  and  chim- 
ney, near  which  is  the  fire  place. 

The  Indians  ufe  axes,  adzes,  and  chifiels,  with  the 
laft  they  likewife  bore  holes.  Their  chifiels  are  made 
ofjafper,  or  the  bone  of  a man’s  arm  ; their  axes  and 
adzes  of  hard  black  ftone.  They  ufe  their  fmall  jafper 
tools  till  they  are  blunted,  and  then  throw  them  away, 
having  noinftrument  to  fharpen  them  with. 

Their  tillage  is  excellent,  owing  to  the  neceflity  they 
are  under  of  cultivating  or  running  the  rifk  of  fiarving. 

* • • .i  At 
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At  Tegadoo  their  crops  were  juft  put  into  the  ground; 
and  the  furface  of  the  field  was  as  fmoorii  as  a garden, 
the  roots  were  ranged  in  regular  lines,  and  to  every  root 
there  remained  a hillock.  A long  narrow  ftake, 
(harpened  to  an  edge  at  bottom,  with  a piece  fixed 
acrofs  a little  above  it,  for  the  convenience  of  driving  it 
into  the  ground  with  the  foot,  fupplies  both  the  place 
of  plough  and  fpade.  The  foil  being  light,  their  work 
is  not  very  laborious,  and  with  this  inftrument  alone 
they  will  turn  up  ground  of  fix  orfeven  acres  in  extent. 

Their  warlike  weapons  are  fpears,  darts,  battle  axes, 
and  the  patoo-patoo.  Whether  they  fight  in  boats  or 
on  fhore,  the  battle  is  hand  to  hand,  fo  that  they  muft 
make  bloody  work  of  it.  They  truft  chiefly  in  the 
, .patoo-patoo,  which  is  faftened  to  their  wrifls,  by  means 
-ofa  ftrong  ftrap,  that  it  may  not  be  wrefted  out  of 
their  hands.  They  have  a kind  of  a ftalf  of  diftimftion, 
which  is  carried  by  the  principal  warriors.  It  is  formed 
of  a whale’s  rib,  quite  white,  and  adorned  with  carv- 
ing, feathers,  and  the  h^ir  of  dogs. 

As  to  the  religion  of  thefe  people,  they  acknowledge 
one  Supreme  Being,  and  fevcral  fubordinate  deities. 
Their  mode  of  worlhip  we  could  not  learn,  nor  was 
any  place  proper  for  that  purpofe  feen.  There  was, 
indeed,  a fmall  fquare  area  encompafl'ed  with  ftonei, 
in  the  middle  of  which  hung  a balket  of  fern  roots  on  . 
one  of  their  fpades.  This,  they  faid,  was  an  ofleiing 
to  their  gods,  to  obtain  from  them  a plentiful  crop  of 
provifions.  They'gave  the  fame  account  of  the  origin 
of  the  world,  and  the  production  of  mankind,  as  our 
friends  in  Otaheite-  Tupia,  however,  feemed  to  have 
much  more  deepand  extenfive  knowledge  ofthefe  fub- 
jetfts  than  any  of  the  people  of  this  ifland  ; and  when 
he  foinetimes  delivered  a long  dilcourfe,  he  was  fure 
of  a numerous  audience,  who  heard  with  remarkable 
reverence  and  attention. 

..  With  regard  to  the  manner  of  difpoflng  of  their 
dead,  we  could  form  no  certain  opinion-  Thefouthern 
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difirift  faid,  they  difpofed  of  their  dead  by  throwing 
them  into  the  fca.  We  faw,  however,  not  the  lead 
fign  of  any  grave  or  monument,  but  the  bod  y of  many 
among  the  living,  bore  the  marks  of  Wounds,  in  token 
of  grief  for  the  lofs  of  their  friends  and  relations. 

Before  we  clofe  the  account  of  New  Zealand,  we 
beg  leave  to  obferve,  that  hitherto  our  navigation  has 
being  very  unfavourable  to  the  fuppofitionofa  Southern 
Continent.  The  navigators  who  have  fupported  the 
pofitions  upon  which  this  is  founded,  are  Tafman, 
Juan,  Fernandes,  Hermite,  Qiiircs,  and  Rogewin  ; 
but  the  track  of  the  Endeavour  has  totally  fubverted  all 
their  theoretical  arguments.  Upon  a view  of  the  chart 
it  will  appear,  that  a large  fpace  extends  quite  to  the 
tropics,  which  has  not  been  explored  by  us  nor  any 
other  navigatofs  ; yet  we  believe  their  is  no  cape  of 
any  Southern  Continent,  and  no  Southern  Continent 
‘to  the  northward  of  40  deg.  fouth.  Of  what  may  lie 
farther  to  the  fouth  ward  of  40  deg.  we  can  give  no 
opinion;  yet  are  far  from  difeouraging  any  future  at- 
tempts after  new  difeoveries  ; for  a voyage  like  this 
may  be  of  public  utility.  Should  no  continent  be 
found,  new  illands  within  the  ttopics  may  be  difeover- 
4d.  Tapia,  in  a rough  chart  of  his  own  drawing,  laid 
down  no  lefs  than  feventy  four  ; and  he  gave  us  an  ac- 
count of  above  one  hundred  and  thirty,  which  no 
European'  veifel  has  ever  yet  viftted.

Rojfage  from  New  ^e  aland  to  Botany  Bay , in  New  Holland  — 

Various  incidents  related A defer iption  of  the  country 

and  its  inhabitants Sails  fiom  Botany  Bay  to  Trinity 

Bay Her  dangerous  Jituation  in  her  pajfage  from  Trinity 

. Bay  to  Endeavour  River. 

ON  the  31ft  of  March,  1 770,  we  failed  from  Cape 
Farcwel,  having  fine  weather  and  a fair  wind, 
This  cape  lies  in  lat.  40.  deg.  33  min.  S.  and  in  186 

‘ • . . L deg; 
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deg.  W.  long.  We  fleered  weft  with  a fiefh  galetilf 
the  2d  of  April,  when,  by  obfervation,  we  found  our 
latitude  to  be  40  deg.  and  our  longitude  from  Cape 
Farewel,  s deg.  31  min.  W.  On  the  ij  we  had  frelh 
gales,  with  fquallsand  dark,  weather  in  the  morning  ! 
and  in  the  afternoon,  a hard  gale  and  a great  fea,  which 
obliged  us  to  run  under  our  fore- fail  and  mizen  all 
night. 

On  the  1 8th  in  the  morning,  we  were  vifited  by  a 
pintado  bird,  an  infallible  ftgn  that  land  was  near, 
which  we  difeovered  at  fix  o’clock  in  the  morning  of 
the  19th,  four  or  five  leagues  diftant.  To  the  fouthern- 
moft  point  in  fight,  we  gave  the  name  of  Point  Hicks. 
On  the  following  day  we  had  a diftant  view  of  the 
country,  which  was  in  general  covered  with  wood, 
and  interfperfed  with  feveral  fmall  lawns.  It  appeared 
to  be  inhabited,  as  fmoke  was  feen  in  feveral  places. 
On  the  3 2d  we  were  fo  near  the  fhore,  as  to  fee  feve- 
ral of  the  inhabitants  on  the  coaft,  who  were  of  a dark 
complexion,  if  not  perfect  negroes.  The  trees  on  this 
ifland  were  both  tall  and  large,  but  we  faw  no  place 
fit  to  give  Ihelter,  even  for  a boat. 

On  the  27  th  we  faw  feveral  of  the  inhabitants  walk- 
ing along  the  fhore,  four  of  them  carrying  a canoe  on 
their  fhoulders  ; but,  as  they  did  not  attempt  to  come 
off  to  the  lhip,  the  captain  took  Mellrs  Banks  and  So* 
lander,  and  Tupia  in  the  yawl,  to  that  part  of  the  fhore 
where  they  faw  the  natives,  near  which  four  canoes 
lay  clofe  in  land.  The  Indians  fat  on1  the  rocks  till 
the  yawl  was  a quarter  of  a mile  from  the  Ihore,  and 
then  they  ran  away  into  the  woods.  The  furf  beating 
violently  on  the  beach,  prevented  the  boat  from  land- 
ing ; the  gentlemen  were,  therefore,  obliged  to  make 
what  obfci  vations  they  cpuld  at  a diftance.  They  law 
a great  number  of  cabbage  trees  on  Ihore. 

At  five  in  the  evening  they  returned  to  the  fhip,  and 
a light  breeze  fpringing  up,  we  failed  to  the  northward, 
where  we  difeovered  feveral  people  on  Ihore,  who  on 
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tmrapproach,  retired  to  an  eminence  ; foon  after  which 
two  canoes  arrived  on  the  fhore,  and  four  men,  who 
came  in  them,  joined  the  others.  The  pinnace  having 
been  fent  a-head  to  found,  arrived  near  the  fpot  where 
the  Indians  had  ftationed  themfelves,  on  which  one  of 
them  hid  himfelf  among  the  rocks,  near  the  landing 
place,  and  the  others  retreated  farther  up  the  hill. 
The  pinnace  keeping  along  fhore,  the  Indians  walked 
near  in  a line  with  her;  they  were  armed  with  long 
pikes,  and,  by  various  figns  and  words,  invited  the 
boat’s  crew  to  land.  The  (hip  having  come  to  an  an- 
chor, we  obferved  a few  huts,  in  which  were  fome  of 
the  natives.  We  anchoied  oppofitea  village  of  about 
eight  houfes,  and  obferved  an  old  woman  and  three 
children  come  out  of  a wood,  they  were  met  by  three 
fmaller  ones,  all  of  whom,  as  well  as  the  woman  were 
quite  naked. 

Having  formed  a defign  of  landing,  we  manned  the 
boats,  and  took  Tupia  with  us,  but  had  no  fooner 
come  near  the  fhore,  than  two  men  advanced,  as  if  to 
difpute  our  fetting  foot  on  land.  They  were  each  of 
them  armed  with  different  kinds  of  weapons.  They 
called  out  aloud,  warra  warra  wai ! the  meaning  of  it 
Tupia  did  not  underftand.  The  captain  threw  them 
beads,  nails,  and  other  trifles,  which  they  took  up, 
and  feemed  pleafed  with.  He  then  made  fignals  that 
he  wanted  water,  and  ufcd  every  poflible  means  to  con- 
vince them  that  no  injury  was  intended.  They  made 
ftgqs  to  the  boat’s  crew  to  land,  on  which  we  put  the 
boat  in,  but  had  no  fooner  done  fo,  than  the  two  In- 
dians came  again  to  oppofe  us.  A mufket  was  fired 
between  them,  on  the  report  of  which,  one  of  them 
dropped  a bundle  of  lances,  which  he  immediately 
fnatched  up  again  in  great  hafte.  One  of  them  threw 
a ftone  at  the  boat,  on  which  the  captain  ordered  a 
mufket  loaded  with  fmall  fhot  to  be  fired,  which 
wounded  the  eldefl  of  them  in  the  legs,  he  retired 
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haflily  to  one  of  the  huts  that  flood  at  fome  little  dif- 
tance. 

The  people  in  the  boats  now  landed,  imagining  that 
the  wound  which  this  man  had  received,  would  put  an 
end  to  the  Cornell.  In  this,  however,  we  were  mifla- 
ken.forhe  immediately  returned  with  a kind  of  fhield, 
with  two  holes  in  it  to  fee  through.  They  now  advan- 
ced with  great  intrepidity,  and  both  difeharged  their 
lances,  but  did  not  wound  any  of  us.  Another  muiket 
was  fired  at  them,  on  which  they  threw  another  lance, 
and  then  took  to  their  heels. 

We  now  went  up  to  the  huts,  in  one  of  which  we 
found  the  children,  who  had  fecreted  themfelVea  be- 
hind fomc  bark.  We  looked  at  them,  but  left  them 
without  its  being  known  we  had  feen  them,  and  hav- 
ing thrown  fevcral  pieces  of  cloth,  ribbands,  beads,  and 
other  things  into  the  hut,  we  took  feveral  of  their 
lances,  and  then  rcimbarked  in  the  boat. 

We  now  failed  to  the  north  point  of  the  bay,  and 
found  plenty  of  frelh  water.  On  taking  a view  of  the 
hut  where  we  had  feen  the  children,  we  had  the  mor- 
tification to  find  that  every  Indian  had  fled,  and  that 
they  had  left  all  their  prefents  behind  them  The  cap- 
tain now  went  in  the  pinnace  to  infpetfi  the  bay,  and 
faw  fevcral  of  the  natives,  who  all  fled  as  he  approached 
them.  Some  of  the  men  having  been  fent  to  get  wood 
and  water,  they  no  fooner  went  on  board  to  dinner, 
than  the  natives  came  down  tothc  place, and  examined 
the  cafks  with  great  attention,  but  did  not  offer  to  re- 
move them.  When  the  people  were  on  fhore  in  the 
afternoon,  about  twenty  of  the  natives,  all  armed,  ad- 
vanced within  a trifling  diflance  of  them,  and  then 
flopped,  while  two  of  their  number  approached  flili 
nearer. , Mr.  Hicks,  the  commanding  officer  on  lhore, 
went  towards  them,  with  prefents  in  his  hands,  and 
endeavoured,  by  every  poffible  means,  to  affure  them 
of  his  friendly  intentions,  but  to  no  purpofe,  for  they 
retired  before  he  came  up  to  them. 
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On  the  30th,  the  natives  came  down  to  the  hats  be- 
fore it  was  light,  and  were  repeatedly  heard  to  ihout 
yery  loud,  and  foon  after  day-break,  they  were  leen 
on  the  beach,  but  quickly  retired  about  a mile,  and 
kindled  feveral  fires  in  the  woods.  This  day  fome  of 
the  Ihip's  crew  being  employed  in  cutting  grafs  at  a 
diftance  from  the  main  body,  while  the  natives  purfued 
them  ; but  flopping  within  fifty  or  fixty  yards  of  them, 
they  ihouted  leveral  times,  and  retreated  to  the  woods. 
In  the  evening  they  behaved  exa$ly  in  the  fame  man- 
ner, when  the  captain  followed  them  alone,  and  un- 
armed for  fome  time,  but  they  flill  retired  as  he  ap- 
proached. 

On  May  the  firft,  the  fouth  point  of  the  bay  was 
named  Sutherland  Point,  one  of  the  feamen  of  the 
name  of  Sutherland,  having  died  that  day,  was  buried 
onfhore;  and  more  prefents  were  left  in  the  huts, 
fuch  as  lookiog-glaffes,  combs,  See.  but  the  former 
ones  had  not  been  taken  away.  Making  an  excurfion 
about  the  country,  we  found  it  agreeably  variegated 
■with  wood  and  lawn.  The  country  might  be  cultiva- 
ted without  cutting  down  one  of  them.  The  grafs 
grows  in  large  tufts,  almoft  clofe  to  each  other.  In  this 
excurfion,  we  met  with  many  places  where  the  inha- 
bitants had  ilept  without  fhelter,  and  one  man,  who 
ran  away  the  moment  he  beheld  us.  More  prefents  were 
left  in  their  huts,  and  at  their  fleeping  places,  in  hopes 
of  producing  a friendly  intercourfe.  We  faw  the  dung 
pf  an  animal  which  feeds  on  grafs,  and  traced  the  foot- 
fleps  of  another,  which  had  claws  like  a dog,  and  was 
about  the  fize  of  a wolf;  alfo  the  track  of  a fmall  ani- 
mal, whofe  foot  was  like  that  of  a pole. 

The  woods  abound  with  a vaft  variety  of  beautiful 
birds,  among  which  were  cockatoos,  and  paroquets, 
which  flew  in  large  flocks.  The  fecond  lieutenant, 
Mr.  Gore,  having  been  with  a boat  in  order  to  druge 
for  oyfters,  faw  fome  Indians,  who  made  figns  for  him 
xo  come  on  Ihore,  which  he  declined  ; having  finifhed 
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bis  bu fine fs,  he  fent  the  boat  away,  and  went  by  land 
with  a midfhipman,  to  join  the  party  that  was  getting 
water.  In  their  way  they  met  with  more  than  20  of 
thenatives,  who  followed  them  foclofe  as  to  coine  with- 
in a few  yards  of  them;  Mr.  Gore  flopped  and  faced 
them,  on  which  the  Indians  flopped  alfo,  and  when  he 
proceeded  again,  they  followed  him ; but  they  did  not 
attack  him,,  though  they  had  each  man  a lance.  The 
Indians  coming  in  fight  of  the  water-cafks,  flood  at 
the  diftance  of  a quarter  of  a mile,  while  Mr.  Gqre 
and  his  companions  reached  their  fhipmates  in  fafety. 
Three  of  the  waterers  now  advanced  towards  the  In- 
dians, but  obferving  they  did  not  retire,  they  very  im- 
prudently turned  about,  and  retreated  haftily ; this  ap- 
parent fign  of  cowardice  infpired  the  favages,  who  dif- 
charged  four  of  their  lances  at  the  fugitives,  which  fly- 
ing beyond  them,  they  efcaped  unhurt.  At  this  in- 
flant  the  Captain  came  up  with  Meff.  Banks  and  So- 
lander,  and  Tupia  advancing,  made  figns  of  of  friend- 
fbip;  but  the  natives  would  not  flay  their  coming  up 
to  them. 

On  the  following  day  they  went  again  on  Ihore, 
where  many  plants  were  collected  by  Dr.  Solander, 
and  Mr.  Banks.  They  fa w feveral  parties  of  the  In- 
dians, who  all  ran  away  on  their  approach.  Tupia 
having  learnt  to  ftioot,  frequently  flayed  alone  to  Ihoot 
parrots,  and  the  Indians  conftantly  fled  away  from  him 
with  as  much  precipitation  as  from  the  Englifh.  On 
the  3d,  fourteen  or  fifteen  Indians,  in  the  fame  num- 
ber of  canoes,  were  engaged  in  flriking  filh  within  half 
a mile  of  the  watering-place. 

The  Captain  landing  on  Ihore,  found  feveral  of  the 
Indians  walking  about,  who  immediately  retreated  to 
their  canoes,  and  rowed  off.  They  went  up  the  coun- 
try, where  they  found  the  foil  to  be  a black  mould, 
which  appeared  to  be  calculated  for  the  produtflion  of 
any  kind  of  grain.  They  faw  fomc  of  the  fineft  mea- 
dows that  were  ever  beheld,  and  met  with  a few  rocky 
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places,  the  ftone  of  which  is  Tandy,  and  feemed  to  be 
admirably  adapted  for  building.  In  the  woods  they 
Sound  a tree  bearing  cherries,  if  fl.ape  and  colour  may 
intitle  them  to  that  name,  the  juice  of  which  was  agree- 
ably tart.  They  now  returned  to  their  boat,  and  fee- 
ing a fire  at  a diftance,  rowed  towards  it  ; but  the  In- 
dians fled  at  their  coming  near  them. 

On  lire  6th  of  May,  we  failed  from  Botany  Bay, 
and  at  noon  were  off  a harbour,  which  was  called  Port 
Jackfon,  and  in  the  evening  near  a bay,  to  which  we 
gave  the  name  of  Broken  Bay.  The  next  day  at  noon, 
the  northermnoftland  in  fight,  projecting  to  astojuftify 
the  calling  it  Cape  Three  Points.  On  the  gth  we 
pafled  a rocky  point,  which  wasnamed  Point  Stephens. 
Next  day  faw  fmoke  in  feveral  places  on  Ihore,  and  in 
the  evening  difeovered  three  remarkable  high  hills, 
which  the  captain  named  the  Three  Brothers.  They 
lie  in  lat.  31  deg.  40  min.  and  may  be  feen  14  leagues 
from  the  Ihore. 

On  the  15th  in  the  morning,  by  the  affiftance  of  our 
glades,  we  difeerned  about  a fcore  of  Indians,  each 
loaded  with  a bundle,  which  we  imagined  to  be  palm 
leaves  for  covering  their  houfes.  We  traced  them  for 
more  than  an  hour,  during  which  time  they  took  not 
the  leaft  notice  of  the  Ihip  ; at  length  they  left  the 
beach,  and  were  loft  behind  a hill,  which  they  gained 
by  a gentle  afeent.  At  noon,  in  lat.  38  deg.  37  min. 
30  fee.  fouth,  and  in  206  deg.  30  min.  weft  longitude, 
the  captain  difeovered- a high  point  of  land,  and  named 
it  Cape  Byron. 

On  the  1 8th  in  the  morning,  we  diferied  a point  fa 
unequal,  that  it  looked  like  twofmall  iflands  under  the 
land,  and  was  therefore  called  Double  lfland  Point. 
At  noon,  by  help  of  glaffes,  difeovered  fome  £and», 
which  lay  in  patches  of  feveral  acres.  We  obferved 
they  were  mo'veable,  and  that  they  had  not  been  longiu 
their  prefent  fituation  ; for  we  faw  trees  half  buried, 
and  the  tops  of  others  ftill  green.  At  this  time  two 
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beatitiful  water-fnakes  fwam  by  the  (hip,  in  every  re- 
fpeft  refembling  land-fnakcs,  except  that  their  tails 
were  flat  and  broad,  probably  to  ferve  them  inftead  of 
fins  in  fwimming. 

On  the  2sd,  at  fix  in  the  morning,  by  the  help  of  ouf 
-glaffes,  when  a-breaft  of  the  fouth-point  of  a large  bay, 
in  which  the  captain  intended  to  anchor,  we  difeovered 
.that  the  land  was  covered  with  palm-nut  tiees,  none  of 
which  we  had  feen  fince  we  quitted  the  iflands  within 
the  tropic.  On  the  23d,  early  in  the  morning,  Capt. 
Cook  attended  by  feveral  gentlemen,  and  Tupia,  went 
on  fhore  to  examine  the  country.  The  wind  blew  fo 
frefh,  and  we  found  it  fo  cold,  that  being  at  fome  dif- 
tance  from  the  fhore,  we  took  with  us  our  cloaks.  We 
landed  a littlewithin  the  point  of  a bay,  which  led  into 
a large  lagoon,  by  the  Jides  of  which  grows  the  true 
mangrove,  fuch  as  is  found  in  the  Weft-Indiei,  as  i’c 
doesalfoon  fome  bogs,  and  fwamps  of  fait- water  which 
we  difeovered. 

On  the  24th,  we  made  fail  out  of  the  bay,  and  on  the 
day  following  were  a-breaft  of  a point,  which  being  im- 
mediately under  the  tropic,  the  captain  named  Cape 
Capricorn,  on  the  weft-fide  we  fa  wan  amazing  number 
of  large  birds,  refembling  the  pelican,  fome  of  which 
were  near  five  feet  high.  We  anchored  in  1 2 fathom 
water,  having  the  main  land  and  barren  iflands  all 
round  us. 

On  the  29th  we  Rood  between  the  range  of  almoft 
barren  iflands,  and  the  main  land,  which  appeared 
mountainous.  We  had  here  very  fhallow  water,  and 
anchored  infixteen  feet,  which  was  not  more  than  the 
(hip  drew.  Mr.  Banks  tried  to  fifh  from  the  cabift 
windows  but  the  water  was  too  fhallow.  The  ground 
indeed  was  covered  with  crabs,  which  greedily  feized 
the  bait,  and  held  it  till  they  were  above  water.  Thefe 
crabs  were  of  two  kinds,  one  of  a very  fine  blue,  with 
a white  belly,  and  the  other  marked  with  blue  on  the 
joints,  and  three  brown  fpots  on  the  back. 
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On  June  the  ifl  we  got  under  fail,  and  our  Iat.  by 
obfervntion  was  21  deg.  29  min.  fouth.  We  had  quite 
open  the  Weflern  inlet,  which  we  have  diflinguiihed 
by  the  name  of  Bread  Sound.  At  eight  in  the  evening 
we  anchored  in  eleven  fathom,  with  a fandy  bottom, 
about  rwo  leagues  from  the  main  'land. 

- On  the  2d  we  got  under  fail,  and  difcovered  a point 
of  land,  which  we  called  Cape  Conway.  The  land 
about  Cape  Conway  forms  a moft  beautiful  landfcapc, 
being  diverfified  with  hills  and  dales.  By  the  help  of 
cuv  glades  we  difcovered  two  men  and  a woman  on 
the  ifland,  and  a canoe,  with  an  outrigger  like  thofc 
of  Otaheite. 

Onthe8tb  we  flood  away  for  the  northernmofl  point 
in  fight,  to  which  we  gave  the  name  of  Point  Hillock. 
At  fix  in  the  evening  we  were  a-breafl  of  a point  of 
land,  which  we  named  Cape  Sandwich.  We  now 
ranged  northward  along  the  fhore,  towards  a duller  of 
iflands,  on  one  of  which  were  40  or  50  men,  women, 
and  children  {landing  together,  all  ftark  naked,  and 
looking  at  the  fhip  with  a curiofity  never  oblerved 
among  thefe  people  before.  At  noon  our  lat.  by  ob- 
servation, was  1 7 deg.  59  min.  and  we  were  a-breafl  of 
the  North  Point  of  Rockingham  Bay.  this  boundary 
of  the  bay  is  formed  by  an  ifland  of  confiderable 
height,  which  we  diflingufiied  by  the  name 'of  Dunk. 
Ifle. 

Sunday  the  10th,  was  remarkable  for  the  dangerous 
fituation  of  the  Endeavour.  As  no  accident  remark- 
ably unfortunate  had  befallen  us,  during  a navigation 
of  more  than  13000  miles,  upon  a coafl  every  where 
abounding  with  the  moft  dangerous  rocks  and  Ihoals, 
no  name  of  d i ft  refs  had  hitheito  been  given  to  any  cape 
or  point  of  land  which  we  had  fecn.  But  we  now 
gave  the  name  of  Cape  Tribulation,  to  a point  we  had 
jufl  feenfarthefl  to  the  northward,  becaufe  here  we  be- 
came acquainted  with  misfortune.  The  cape  lies  in 
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latitude  16  deg.  6 min.  S.  and  314  deg.  31  min.  W. 
longitude. 

At  fix  in  the  evening  we  fhortned  fail,  and  hauled 
offclofe  upon  a wind,  to  avoid  the  danger  of  fome 
rocks,  which  were  feen  a-head,  and  to  obferve  whether 
any  iflands  in  the  offing,  as  we  were  near  the  latitude 
of  thofe  iflands,  faid  to  have  been  difcovered  by  Qui- 
ros.  We  had  got  into  31  fathom  water,  when  fud- 
denly  we  fell  into  12,  10,  and  8 fathoms,  in  a few  mi- 
nutes. Every  man  was  inftamly  ordered  to  his  Ration, 
and  were  upon  the  point  of  anchoring,  when,  on  a fud- 
den,  we  had  again  deep  water,  fo  that  we  thought  all 
danger  at  an  end,  concluding  that  we  had  failed  over 
the  tail  of  fome  (hoals.  We  had  21  fathoms  and  up- 
wards before  ten  o’clock,  and  this  depth  continuing 
fometime,  the  gentlemen,  who  had  hitherto  beenupon 
duty,  retired  to  reft  : but  in  lefs  than  an  hour  the 
water  (hallowed  at  once  from  20  to  17  fathoms  ; and, 
before  foundings  could  be  taken,  the  (hip  ft  ruck  upon 
a rock,  and  remained  immoveable.  Every  one  was 
inftantly  on  deck,  with  countenances  fully  expreflive 
of  the  horrors  of  our  fituation.  Knowing  we  were  not 
near  the  fliore,  concluded  that  we  were  upon  a rock, 
of  coral,  the  points  of  which  arc  (harp,  and  the  fur- 
face  fo  rough,  as  to  grind  away  whatever  it  rubbed  a- 
gainft,  even  with  the  gentleft  motion.  All  the  fails 
being  immediately  taken  in,  and  our  boats  hoifted  out, 
we  found,  that  the  (hip  had  beed  lifted  over  the  ledge, 
of  a rock,  and  lay  in  a hollow  within  it.  Finding  the 
water  was  deepeft  a-ftern,  wecariiedout  the  anchor 
from  the  (larboard  quarter,  and  applied  our  whole 
force  to  the  capftan,  in  hopes  to  get  the  veirel  off,  but 
in  vain.  She  beat  fo  violently  againft  the  rock,  that 
the  crew  could  fcarcely  (land  on  their  legs.  Our  beft 
chance  of  efcaping  feemednow  to  be  by  lightening  her; 
but  having  ftruck  at  high  water,  we  (hould  have  been 
in  ourprefent  fituation  after  the  vefiel  (hould  draw 
as  much  left  water  as  the  water  had  funk  : our 
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anxiety  abated  a little,  on  finding  that  the  fhip  fettled 
on  the  rocks  as  the  tide  ebbed  ; and  we  flattered  our- 
felves,  that  if  the  fhip  fhouldkeep  together  till  the  next 
tide,  we  might  have  fome  chance  of  floating  her. 
We  therefore  inftantly  flarted  the  water  in  the  hold, 
and  pumped  it  up.  The  decayed  fiores,  oil  jars,  calks, 
ballaft,  fix  guns,  and  other  things,  were  thrown  over- 
board, in  order  to  get  at  the  heavier  articles ; and,  in 
this  bufinefs,  we  were  employed  till  day-break,  during 
which  time  not  an  oath  was  fworn,  fo  much  were  the 
minds  of  the  failors  imprelfed  with  a fenfe  of  their 
danger. 

On  the  nth  at  day-light,  we  faw  land  at  eight 
leagues  diftance,  but  not  a Angle  ifland  between  us  and 
the  main,  on  which  part  of  the  crew  might  have  been 
landed,  while  the  boat  went  on  Ihore  with  the  reft  : fo 
that  the  deftrufflion  of  the  greater  part  of  us  would 
have  been  inevitable,  had  the  fhip  gone  to  pieces.  As 
we  expe&ed  high  water  about  eleven  o'clock,  every 
thing  was  prepared  to  make  another  effort  to  free  the 
fhip,  but  the  tide  fell  fo  much  lhort  of  that  in  the 
night,  that  Ihe  did  not  float  by  t8  inches,  though  we 
had  thrown  overboard  50  tons  weight : we  therefore 
renewed  our  toil,  and  threw  overboaid  every  thing 
that  could  poflibly  be  fpared  : as  the  tide  fell,  the  wa- 
ter poured  in  fo  rapidly,  that  we  could  fcarce  keep  her 
free  by  the  conflant  working  of  two  pumps.  Our 
only  hope  depended  on  the  mid-night  tide,  and  pre- 
parations were  accordingly  made  for  another  effort  to 
get  the  fhip  off.  The  tide  began  to  rife  at  five  o’clock, 
when  the  leak  likewife  increafed  to  fuch  a degree,  that 
two  pumps  more  were  manned,  but  only  one  of  them 
would  work ; three,  therefore,  kept  going  till  nine 
o'clock,  at  which  time  the  fhip  righted  ; but  fo  much 
water  had  been  admitted  by  the  leak,  that  we  expetfled 
fhe  would  fink  as  foon  as  the  water  fhould  bear  her  off 
the  rock.  Our  fituation  was  deplorable,  beyond  de- 
feription,  almoft  all  hope  being  at  an  end.  We  knew 
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that  when  the  fatal  moment  fhould  arrive,  all  authority 
would  be  at  an  end.  The  boats  were  incapable  of 
conveying  all  on  ihore,  and  dreaded  a conteft  for  the 
preference,  as  more  fhocking  than  the  fhipwreck  itfelf ; 
yet  it  was  confidered,  that  thofe  who  might  be  left  on 
board,  would  eventually  meet  with  a wilder  fate  than 
thofe,  who,  by  gaining  the  fhore,  would  have  no 
chance  but  to  linger  out  the  remains  of  life  among  the 
xudeft  favages  in  the  univerfe,  and  in  a country  where 
fire-arms  would  barely  enable  them  to  fupport  them- 
felves  in  a moll  wretched  fituation. 

At  ten  minutes  after  ten  the  (hip  floated,  and  was 
heaved  into  deep  water,  when  we  were  happy  to  find, 
that  fhe  did  not  admit  more  water  than  fhe  had  done 
before  ; yet,  as  the  leak  had  for  a confiderable  time 
gained  on  the  pumps,  there  was  now  three  feet  nine 
inches  water  in  the  hold.  By  this  time  the  men  were 
ib  worn  by  fatigue  of  mind  and  body,  that  none  of 
them  could  pump  above  five  or  fix  minutes  at  a time, 
and  then  threw  themfelves,  quite  fpent,  pn  the  deck,  * 
amidft  a flream  of  water  which  came  from  the  pumps. 
Between  the  infide  lining  of  thefhip's  bottom,  and  the 
outfide  planking,  there  is  a fpace  of  about  17  inches. 
The  man  who  had  hitherto  taken  the  depth  of  water 
at  the  well,  had  taken  it  no  farther  than  the  ceiling, 
but  being  now  relieved  by  another  perfon,  who  took 
the  depth  of  the  outfide  plank,  it  appeared  by  this 
miftake,  that  the  leak  had  fuddenly  gained  upon  the 
pumps,  the  whole  difference  between  the  two  planks. 
This  circumftance  deprived  us  of  all  hopes,  and  fcarce 
any  one  thought  it  worth  while  to  labour;  but  the 
miftake  was  foon  difeovered  ; and  the  joy  arifing  from 
fiich  unexpe&cd  good  news,  infpired  the  men  with  fo 
much  vigour,  that  before  eight  in  the  morning,  they 
had  pumped  out  conliderably  more  water  than  they 
had  fhipped.  We  now  talked  of  nothing  but  getting 
the  fhip  into  fome  harbour,  and  fet  heartily  to  work 
jo  get  in  the  anchors;  one  of  'vbich,  and  the  cable  of 
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another  we  loft ; but  thefe  were  now  confidered  as 
trifles.  Having  a good  breeze  from  fea,  we  got  under  . 
fail  at  eleven  o’clock,  and  fleered  for  land.  As  we 
could  not  difeover  the  exa<ft  fituation  of  the  leak,  we 
had  no  profpeft  of  flopping  it  within  fide  of  the  veffel, 
but  on  the  12th,  the  following  expedient,  which  one 
cf  the  midthipmen  had  formerly  feen  tried  with  fuc- 
cefs,  was  adopted.  We  took  an  old  ftuddingfail,  and 
having  mixed  a large  quantity  of  oakham  and  wool, 
chopped  fmall,  it  was  ftitched  down  in  handfuls  on  the 
fail,  as  lightly  as  poflible,  the  dung  of  fheep  and  other 
filth  being  fpread  over  it.  Thus  prepared,  the  fail 
was  hauled  under  the  fhip,  by  ropes,  which  kept  it 
extended  till  it  came  under  the  leak,  when  the  fudion 
carried  in  the  oakham  and  wool  from  the  furface  of  the 
fail.  This  experiment  fucceedcd  fo  well,  that  inflead 
of  three  pumps,  the  water  was  eafily  kept  under  with 
one.  , ‘ 

We  had  hitherto  no  farther  view  than  to  run  the 
fhip  into  fome  harbour,  and  build  a vellel  from  her 
materials,  in  which  we  might  reach  the  Eaft  Indies ; 
but  we  now  began  to  think  of  finding  a proper  place 
to  repair  her  damage,  and  then  purfue  her  voyage  on 
its  original  plan.  At  fix  in  the  evening  we  anchored 
feven  leagues  from  the  fhore,  and  found  that  the  fhip 
made  15  inches  water  an  hour  during  the  night ; but 
as  the  pumps  could  clear  this  quantity,  we  were  not 
uneafy.  In  the  morning  we  palled  two  iflands,  and 
called  them  Hope  Ifland,  becaufe  the  reaching  of  them 
Rad  been  the  objeifl  of  our  wilhes.  In  the  afternoon 
the  mailer  was  fent  out  in  a boat,  to  found  and  fearch 
fora  harbour  where  the  fhip  might  be  repaired,  and 
%ve  anchored  at  fun-fet,  in  four  fathoms  water,  three 
nailer  from  the  fhore.  One  of  the  mates  being  fent 
out  in  the  pinnace,  returned  at  nine  o’clock,  report- 
ing, that  he  had  found  fuch  a harbour  as  was  wanted, 
at  the  diftance  of  two  leagues, 
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On  the  13th,  at  fix  o’clock.,  we  failed,  having  pre- 
vioufly  fcnt  the  boat  a-head  to  point  out  the  fhoals 
that  we  faw  in  our  way.  We  foon  anchored  about  a 
anile  from  the  fiiore,  when  the  captain  went  out,  and 
found  the  channel  very  narrow,  but  the  harbour  better 
adapted  to  our  prefentpurpofe,  than  any  place  we  had 
feen  in  the  courfe  of  the  voyage.  As  it  blew  very  frelh 
this  day,  wecould  notventure  to  run  into  the  harbour, 
but  remained  at  anchor  the  two  fucceedingdays,  in  the 
courfe  of  which  we  obfervcd  four  Indians  on  the  hills, 
who  flopped  and  made  three  fires. 

Our  men  by  this  time,  began  to  be  affli&ed  with  the 
fcurvy  ; and  our  Indian  friend,  Tupia,  was  fo  ill  with 
it,  that  he  had  livid  fpots  on  both  legs.  The  wind  con- 
tinued frelh  till  the  1 7th,  and  then  werefolved  to  pufii 
in  for  the  harbour,  and  twice  ran  the  fhip  aground  ; 
the  fecond  time  ihe  ftuck  faft,  on  which  we  took. down 
the  booms,  fore  yard,  and  fore-top  malls,  and  made  a 
araft  on  the  fide  of  the  fhip;  and  as  the  tide  happened 
to  be  riling,  Ihe  floated  at  one  o’clock.  We  foon  got 
her  into  the  harbour,  where  Ihe  was  moored  along  the 
fide  of  a beach,  and  the  anchors,  cables,  8c  c.  immedi- 
ately taken  out  of  her. 


CHAP.  IX. 

The  fhip  reJiUed Tranfaftions  during  that  time The 

country  and  its  inhabitants  dejeribed The  range  from 

Endeavour  River  to  the  extremity  of  the  country The 

Endeavour  departs  from  South  Wales That  country  and 

people  dejeribed 

ON  the  1 8 in  the  morning,  we  erected  a tent  for 
the  fick,  who  were  brought  on  Ihore  as  foon  as 
it  was  ready  for  their  reception.  We  likewife  built  a 
flage  from  the  fhip  to  the  fbore,  and  fet  up  a tent  to 
hold  the  provifions  and  flores,  that  were  landed  the 
fame  day.  The  boat  was  now  difpatched  in  fearch  of 

fifli 
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fifh  for  the  refrefhment  of  the  lick,  but  fhe  returned 
without  getting  any ; but  Tupia  employed  himfelf  in 
angling,  and  lived  entirely  upon  what  he  caught,  and 
recovered  his  health  very  faft. 

On  the  tgth,  the  fmith’s  forge  was  fet  up,  and  the 
armourer  prepared  the  neceflary  iron- work  for  the  re- 
pairs of  the  veffel.  The  officer’s  flores,  ballad,  water, 
ice.  were  likewife  ordered  out,  in  order  to  lighten  the 
fhip.  On  the  20th,  as  we  were  icmoving  the  coals, 
the  water  rufhecl  in,  near  the  foremaft,  about  three  feet 
f'om  the  keel,  fo  that  it  was  refolved  to  clear  the  hold 
entirely;  which  being  done  on  the  22d,  we  warped 
chc  fhip  higher  up  the  harbour,  to  a ftation  more  pro- 
per for  laying  her  afhore,  in  order  to  flop  the  leak. 

Early  in  the  morning,  the  tide  having  left  her,  we 
proceeded  to  examine  the  leak,  when  it  appeared  that 
the  rocks  had  cut  through  four  planks  into  the  timbers, 
and  that  three  other  planks  were  damaged.  In  thefe 
breaches  not  a fplinter  was  to  be  feen,  the  whole  being 
fmooth  as  if  cut  away  by  an  inftrument:  but  it  was 
the  will  of  an  Omnipotent  Being,  that  the  veffel  ihould 
be  preferved  by  a very  lingular  circumftance:  for 
though  one  of  the  holes  was  large  enough  to  have  funk 
her,  even  with  eight  pumps conftantly  at  work,  yet  this 
inlet  to  our  deftruefion  was  partly  flopped  up,  by  a 
fragment  of  the  rock  being  left  flicking  therein.  \Ve 
likewife  found  fome  pieces  of  the  oakham,  wood,  Sec. 
had  got  between  the  timbers  and  flopped  thofe  parts 
of  the  leak  that  the  ftone  had  left  open.  Exclufive  of 
the  leak,  great  damage  was  done  to  various  parts  of  the 
fhip's  bottom.  While  the  fmiths  were  employed  in 
making  nails  and  bolts,  the  carpenters  began  to  work 
on  the  veffel ; and  fome  of  the  people  were  fent  on 
the  other  fide  of  the  river  to  fhoot  birds  for  the  lick. 
They  found  a flveam  of  frefh  water,  and  feveral  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Indians. 

On  the  24th  Mr.  Gore  and  a party  of  men  fent  01ft 
with  him,  procured  a bunch  or  two  of  wild  plantains, 

and 
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and  a few  palm  cabbages,  for  the  refrefhment  of  thtf 
fick  : the  repairs  of  the  Qiip  on  the  ftarboard  fide  hav- 
ing beenfmilhed  the  preceding  day,  the  carpenters  now 
began  to  work  under  her  larboard  bow  ; and  being  ex- 
amined abaft,  it  appeared  lhe  had  received  very  little 
injury  in  that  quarter.  On  the  26th  the  carpenter  was 
engaged  in  caulking  the  fhip,  and  the  men  in  other 
necettaiy  buGnefs;  and  on  the  27th,  the  armourer  con- 
tinued to  work  at  the  forge,  and  the  carpenter  on  the 
fhip,  while  the  captain  made  feveral  hauls  with  the 
large  net,  and  caught  fuch  a quantity,  that  two  pounds 
and  a half  were  diftributed  to  each  man  ; and  plenty 
of  greens  had  been  gathered,  which,  when  boiled  with 
peas,  made  an  excellent  mefs. 

On  the  ill  ofjuly,  all  the  crew  had  permiffion  to 
go  on  (hore,  eJttept  one  from  each  mefs.  Some  of  our 
people  who  went -up  the  country,  gave  an  account  of 
their  having  feen  feveral  animals,  and  a fire  about  a 
mile  up  the  river.  On  the  3d,  the  matter,  who  had 
been  fent  in  the  pinnace,  returned,  and  reported,  that 
he  had  found  a parage  out  at  fea,  between  ttioals  which 
confifted  of  coral  rocks,  many  whereof  were  dry  at  low 
water. 

He  found  cockles  fo  large,  that  one  of  them  was 
more  than  fufficient  for  two  men  ; likewife  plenty  of 
other  fhell-fiih,  of  which  he  brought  a fupply  to  the 
fhip,  in  his  return  to  which  he  had  landed  in  a bay 
where  fume  Indians  were  at  fupper ; but  they  inftanily 
retired,  leaving  Fame  eggs  by  a fire  for  tirefling  them. 
Thisday  we  made  another  attempt  to  float  the  fhip, 
and  happily  fucceeded  at  high  water;  when  we  found, 
that  by  the  pofition  (he  had  lain  in,  one  of  her  planks 
was  fprung,  fo  that  it  was  again  neceffary  to  lay  her 
alhorc*  An  Alligator  fwam  by  her  feveral  times  at 
high  water. 

Wednefday  the  4th,  was  imployed  in  trimming  her 
upon  an  even  keel,  warping  her  over,  and  laying  her 
down  on  a fand-bank,  on  the  fouth  fide  of  the  river  ; 
; and 
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'nd  on  the  next  Die  was  again  floated,  and  moored  oIF 
(hebeach,  in  order  to  receive  the  flores  on  board. 

This  day,  the  6th,  Mr.  Banks  failed  up  the  river,  to, 
fluke  an  e.’icurfion  (ip  the  country,  returned  on  the 
3th.  Having  followed  the  courfe  of  the  river,  they 
found  it  at  length  contracted  into  a narrow  channel, 
bounded  by  Aeep  banks,  adorned  with  trees  of  a mod 
beautiful  appearance,  among  which  was  the  bark  tree. 

The  land  was  low  and  covered  with  grafs,  and  fcemed 
capable  of  being  cultivated  to  great  perfection. 

Going  in  purfuit  of  game,  we  faw  four  animals,  two 
ofwhich  were  chafed  by  Mr.  Banks’s  greyhound,  but 
they  greatly  outAripped  him  iti  fpeed,  by  leeping  over 
(he  long  thick  grafs,  which  incommoded  the  dog  in 
tunning.  It  was  obferved  qf  the  animals  that  they 
bounded  forward  on  two  legs,  inftead  of  running  on 
four.  Having  returned  to  the  boat,  they  proceeded 
up  the  river,  till  it  contracted  to  a brook  of  frefh  wa- 
ter, but  in  which  the  tide  rofe  confiderably.  Having 
flopped  to  pafs  the  night,  we  faw  at  fome  diAance  a 
fmoke,  on  which  three  of  us  approached  it,  but  the 
Indians  were  gone.  The  tide  favouring  us  in  the  morn- 
ing, wc  loA  no  time  in  getting  back  to  the  fliip. 

The  next  day  the  fecond  lieutenant  came  on  fhore, 
and  foon  after  faw  four  Indians,  in  a fmall  canoe.  The 
Captain  now  determined  to  take  notice  of  thefe  peo- 
ple, as  the  moA  likely  way  to  be  noticed  by  them. 

ThiSprojeCl  anfwered,  twoof  them  came  within  rauikec 
shot  of  the  velfcl , where  they  convetfed  very  loud  ; 
in  return,  the  people  on  board  Aiouted,  and  made  ligtis 
of  invitation.  The  Indians  gradually  approached,  with 
their  lances  held  up  ; not  in  a menacing  manner,  bur 
as  if  they  meant  to  intimate  that  they  were  capable  of 
defending  themfdves.  They  came  almoA  along  fide, 
when  the  captain  threw  them  doth,  nails,  paper,  Sec. 
which  did  not  l'eem  to  attraCl  their  notice  : at  length 
one  of  the  Tailors  threw  a fmall  fifh,  which  fo  pldafCrf 
them,  that  they  hinted  their  defigns  of  bringing  their 

4 N companions 
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companions,  and  immediately  rowed  for  iiiore.  In  the 
interim,  Tupia,  and  fome  of  the  crew  landed  on  the 
oppofite  (ho re. 

The  four  Indians  now  camequite  along  fide  the  Chip, 
and  having  received  farther  prefents,  landed  where 
Tupia  and  the  failors  had  gone.  They  had  each  two 
lances,  and  a flick  with  which  they  threw  them.  Ad- 
vancing towards  the  Englilh,  Tupia  perfuaded  them  to 
lay  down  their  arms,  and  fit  by  him,  which  they  readily 
did.  Others  of  the  trew  now  going  on  Ihore,  the  In- 
dians fcemed  jealous,  left  they  ;hould  get  between  them 
and  their  arms,  but  care  was  taken  to  convince  them 
that  no  fuch  things  was  intended,  and  moreti  ifles  were 
pieiented  them.  The  crew  ftaid  with  them  till  dinner 
time,  and  then  madefigns  of  invitations  for  them  to  go 
to  the  fhip  and  eat  : but  this  they  declined,  and  retired 
in  their  canoe. 

Thefe  men  were  of  the  common  ftature,  with  very 
fmall  limbs:  their  complexion  was  of  a deep  chocolate, 
their  hair  black,  either  lank  or  curled,  but  not  of  the 
woolly  kind  ; the  breafts  and  upper  lip  of  one  of  them 
were  painted  with  ftreaks  of  white,  which  he  called 
carbanda,  and  fome  of  their  bodies  painted  red.  Their 
teeth  were  white  and  even,  their  eyes  bright,  and 
their  features  rather  pleafing;  their  voices  mufical,  and 
they  repeated  fcveral  Englilh  words  with  great  rca- 
dinefs. 

The  next  morning  the  vifit  of  three  of  thefe  Indians 
was  renewed,  and  they  brought  with  them  a fourth, 
whom  they  called  Yaparico,  who*  appeared  to  be  a 
perfon  of  fome  confequence.  The  bone  ol  a bird,  about 
fix  inches  long,  was  thruft  through  his  nofe.  Thefe 
people  being  all  naked,  and  the  captain  gave  one  of  them 
an  old  fliirt . which  he  hound  lound  his  head  like  a 
turban.  They  brought  a hlh  to  the  fhip,  which  was 
fuppoled  to  be  in  payment  for  that  given  them  the  day 
before  : after  (laying  fome  lime  with  apparent  fatisfac- 
tion,  they  fuddenly  leaped  into  their  canoe  and  rowed 
~ ''  off. 
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off,  from  a jealoufy  of  fome  of  the  gentlemen,  who  - 
were  examining  it. 

On  the  12th,  three  Indians  vifited  Tupia*s  tent,  and 
after  remaining  fome  time,  went  for  two  others,  whom 
they  introduced  byname.  Some  hfh  was  offered  them 
but  they  feemed  not  much  to  regard  it ; after  eating  a 
little  they  gave  the  reft  to  Mr.  Banks  s dog.  On  the 
14th,  Mr.  Gore  (hot  one  of  the  animals  above-men- 
tioned. It  chanced  to  be  a young  one,  weighing  more 
than  38  pounds  ; but  when  they  are  full  grown,  they 
are  as  large  as  a (heep.  The  (kin  of  this  beaft,  which 
is  called  Kangaroo,  is  covered  with  fhort  fur,  and  is  of 
a dark  moufe-coloyr  ; the  head  and  ears  are  fomewhat 
like  thofe  ofa  hare;  this  animal  was drelled  for  dinner, 
and  proved  to  be  fine  eating.  The  (hip’s  crew  fed  on 
turtle  almoft  every  day,  finer  than  thofe  eaten  in  Eng- 
land, owing  to  their  being  killed  before  their  natural 
fat  was  wafted,  and  their  juices  changed. 

On  the  1 7th,  Mr.  BanksandDr.  Solander  went  with 
the  captain  into  the  woods,  and  faw  four  Indians  in  a 
canoe  who  went  on  (hore,and  walked  up  without  fign 
of  fear.  They  accepted  fome  beads,  and  departed, 
intimating,  that  they  did  not  chufe  to  be  followed. 
The  natives  being  now  become  familiar  with  the  (hip’s 
crew,  one  of  them  was  defired  to  throw  his  lance, 
which  he  did,  with  fuch  dexterity  and  force,  that 
though  it  was  not  above  four  feet  from  the  ground  at 
the  higheft,  it  penetrated  deeply  into  a tree  at  the  dif- 
tance  of  50  yards.  The  natives  now  ca/he  on  board 
the  (hip,  and  were  well  pleafed  with  their  entertain- 
ment. 

On  the  19th,  we  faw  feveral  of  the  women,  who, 
as  well  as  the  men,  were  quite  naked.  We  were  this 
day  vifited  by  ten  Indians,  who  feemed  refolved  to 
have  one  of  the  turtles  that  was  on  board,  which  they 
repeatedly  made  figns  for,  and  being  as  repeatedly  rc- 
fufed,  they  cxpreJied  the  utmoft  rage  and  refentment, 
one  of  them  in  particular  having  received  a denial 
from  Mr.  Banks,  he  ftamped  and  pufhed  him  avvayina 

N g.  moft 
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mod  violent  manner.  At  length  they  laid  hands  on 
f wo  of  the  turtles,  and  drew  them  to  the  fide  of  the 
fhip  where  the  canoe  lay,  but  the  failors  took  them 
away.  They  made  feveral  fimilar  attempts,  but  being 
equally  unfucccfsful,  they  leaped  fuddenly  into  theif 
canoe,  and  rowed  off.  At  this  inflant  the  captain, 
with  Mr.  Banks,  and  five  of  the  feamen,  went  on  Ihore, 
were  many  of  the  crew  were  employed.  One  of  the 
Ipdians  fnatchcd  a fire  brand  fromunder  a pitch  kettle, 
and  running  to  the  windward  of  what  efletfls  were  left 
on  fhore',  fet  fire  to  the  grafs,  which  burned  rapidly, 
fcorched  a pig  to  death,  burned  part  of  the  fmith’s forge, 
and  would  have  deftroyed  a tent  cf  Mr.  Banks’s,  but 
fome  people  came  from  the  Ihip  juft  time  enough  to 
get  it  out  of  the  way  of  the  flames.  In  the  mean  while 
the  Jndians  went  to  a place  where  the  filhing  nets  lay, 
and  a quantity  of  linen  was  laid  out  to  dry,  and  there 
again  fet  fire  to  the  grafs,  in  fpite  of  all  perfuafion,  and 
even  of  threats.  A mufket  loaded  with  fmall  lhotwas 
fired,  and  one  of  them  being  wounded,  they  ran  away, 
and  this  fecond  fire  was  extinguifhed  ; but  the  other 
burned  far  into  the  woods. 

The  Indians  ftill  continued  in  fight,  a mufket  was 
fired  with  ball,  the  report  only  of  which  fent  them  out 
of  fight : but  their  voices  being  heard  in  the  woods,  the 
captain  with  a few  people  went  to  meet  them.  Both 
parties  flopped  when  in  fight  of  each  other  ; at  which 
time  an  old  Indian  advanced,  and  fpoke  aloud  to  his 
companions,  who  placed  their  lances  againft  a tree, 
* and  came  forwaid  in  a frieudly  manner.  < When  they 
came  up  to  us,  we  returned  the  darts  we  had  taken, 
and  perceived  with  great  fatisfaeflion,  that  this  ren- 
dered the  reconciliation  complete.  Having  received 
from  us  fome  trinkets,  they  walked  amicably  towards 
the  coafl,  intimating  by  figns,  that  they  would  not  fire 
the  grafs  again. 

On  the  50th,  our  (hip  being  ready  for  ha,  the  maf- 
ipr  was  fent  in  fearch  of  a palfage  to  the  northward, 
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but  could  not  find  any  ; while  the  captain  founded  and 
buoyed  the  bar.  This  day  we  faw  not  any  Indians, 
but  the  hills  for  many  miles  were  on  fire,  which,  at 
night,  made  an  appearance  truly  fublime. 

On  the  24th,  one  of  the  failors,  who,  with  others, 
had  been  fent  to  gather  kale,  having  ftrayed  from  the 
rell,  fell  in  with  four  Indians  at  dinner.  He  was  at 
Jirft  much  alarmed,  but  had  prudence  enough  to  con- 
ceal his  apprehenfions : and  fitting  down  by  them,  gave 
them  his  knife,  which  havingexamined,  they  returned. 
He  would  have  left  them,  but  they  feemed  difpofedto 
detain  him,  till,  by  feeling  his  hands  and  face,  they 
were  convinced  he  was  made  of  fleih  and  blood  like 
themfelvei  They  treated  him  with  great  civility,  and 
having  kept  him  about  half  an  hour,  they  made  figns 
that  he  might  depart.  When  he  left  them,  not  taking 
the  dired  road  to  the  fhip,  they  came  from  the  fire  and 
lhewed  him  the  nearefi  way  ; from  whence  we  con- 


cluded, that  they  knew  from  whence  he  came. 

Mr.  Banks  having  gone  on  fhorein  fearch  of  plants, 
found  the  cloth  that  had  been  diftributed  among  the 
natives,  lying  in  a heap,  as  ufelefs  lumber.  Indeed 
they  feemed  to  fet  very  little  value  upon  any  thing  we 
had,  except  our  turtle,  a commodity  wc  were  lead 
inclined  and  able  to  fpare. 

On  the  29th  we  got  the  anchor  up,  and  made  all 
ready  to  put  to  fea.  A boat  was  fent  out  to  afcerlain 
what  water  was  upon  the  bar ; when  returned,  the  of- 
ficer reported,  that  there  was  only  13  feet,  which  was 
fix  inches  left  than  the  fhip  drew.  We  therefore  this 
day  gave  up  all  hopes  of  failing.  On  the  30th  we  had 
frefh  gales  and  hazy  weather,  till  Tuefday  the  31ft  at 
three  in  the  morning,  when  the  weather  became  more 
moderate.  During  all  the  time  the  pinnace  and  yawl 
continued  to  ply  the  net  and  hook  with  tolerable  good 


fuccefs,  bringing  in  at  different  times  a turtle,  and 


from  2 to  3o,^weight 


of  fifh. 
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On  the  4th  of  Augud,  we  once  more  got  under  fail, 
and  put  to  fea.  We  flood  off  E.  by  N.  with  the  pin- 
nace a -head  to  keep  founding.  About  noon  we  came 
to  an  anchor,  when  the  harbour  from  whence  we  had 
failed  bore  S.  70  W.  didant  about  five  leagues.  The 
captain  here  named  the  northernmod  point  of  land  in 
light  of  Cape  Bedford,  and  the  harbour  we  had  quitted, 
Endeavour  River.  Our  lat.  by  obfervation  was  15 
deg.  32  min.  S. 

Endeavour  River  is  only  a fmall  bar  harbour,  which 
runs  in  a winding  channel,  three  or  four  leagues  in 
land.  The  depth  of  water  for  (hipping  , is  not  more 
than  a mile  within  the  bar,  and  only  on  the  north  fide. 
The  provifions  we  procured  in  this  harbour  confided 
of  turtle,  oyftets  of  different  forts,  cavalhe,  flat'filh, 
fkate.orray  filh,  purllain,  wild  beans,  and  cabbage 
palms.  The  foil  of  the  hills,  though  dony,  produces 
coarfe  grafs,  befides  wood,  that  of  the  vallies  is,  in  ge- 
neral, well  clothed,  and  has  the  appearance  of  fertility. 
The  trees  are  of  various  for is,  of  which  the  gum  trees 
are  the  mod  common.  On  each  fide  of  the  river  are 
mangroves,  which,  in  fome  parts,  extend  a mile 
within  the  coaft. 

On  the  4th,  Capt.  Cook  went  up  to  the  mad-head 
to  look  at  fome  dangerous  fhoais,  fcveral  of  which  we 
law  above  water.  This  day  fuch  a quantity  of  filh  was 
caught,  as  allowed  a dividend  of  two  pounds  to  each 
man.  During  the  fix  following  days  we  attempted  to 
fail  between  the  fhoais  and  breakers,  by  which  we  were 
every  way  furrounded.  On  the  10th  we  were  be- 
tween a head  land  and  three  ifland,  which  had  been 
difeovered  the  preceeding  day. 

On  the  1 ith,  early  fn  the  morning,  Mr.  Banks  and 
Capt.  Cook  went  to  vifit  the  larged  of  thethree  iflands, 
and  having  gained  the  fummit  of  the  larged  hill,  they 
beheld  a reef  of  rocks,  whereon  the  fea  broke  in  a 
frightful  manner;  but  the  hazy  weather  preventing  a 
perfeft  view,  they  lodged  under  a bufh  during  the 
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night,  and  next  day  feeing  what  had  the  appearance  of 
a channel  between  the  reefs,  one  of  the  mates  was  fent 
out  in  the  pinnace  to  examine  it ; and  at  noon  returned, 
having  found  15  and  28  fathom  of  water  While  bufy 
in  his  furvey,  Mr.  Banks  was  attentive  to  his  favourite 
purfuit,  and  colle&ed  many  plants  he  had  not  feen  be- 
fore. This  ifland  vilible  at  i * leagues  difiance,  and  in 
general  barren,  we  found  to  be  about  8 leagues  in  cir- 
cumference. There  are  fome  fandy  bays  and  low-land 
on  the  N.  W.  fide,  which  is  covered  with  long  grate, 
and  trees  of  the  fame  kind  with  thofe  on  the  main  ; 
lizards  of  a very  large  fize  alfo  abounded,  fome  of 
which  we  look.  We  found  alfo  frefh  water  in  two 
places;  one  running  fiream,  clofe  to  the  fea,  was  a lit- 
tle brackilh ; the  other  was  a Handing  pool  perfc&ly 
Tweet. 

On  our  return  to  the  fhip,  the  captain  named  this 
place  the  Lizard  I Hands,  on  occount  of  our  having  feen 
no  other  animals  but  lizards.  When  returning,  we 
landed  on  a low  fandy  ifland,  upon  which  were  birdsof 
various  kinds.  We  took  a neft  of  young  eagles  and 
therefore  called  the  place  Eagle  Ifland. 

On  the  1 2,  the  officers  held  a confutation,  and  we 
were  unanimous  in  opinion,  that  it  would  be  befl  to 
quit  the  coaft  altogether,  till  we  could  approach  it 
with  lefs  danger  ; in  ccnlequence  of  which  concurrent 
opinion,  we  failed  on  the  13th,  and  got  through  one 
of  the  channels  in  the  reef,  happy  at  finding  ourfelves 
once  more  in  the  open  fea,  after  having  been  furround- 
ed  by  dreadful  fhoals  and  rocks  for  near  three  months. 
We  now  failed  above  1000  miles,  during  which 
run  we  had  been  obliged  to  keep  founding,  without  the 
intermiflion  of  a fingle  minute;  a circumftance  which, 
it  is  fuppofed,  never  happened  to  any  one  fhip  but  the 
Endeavour. 

On  the  4th  we  anchored,  and  by  obfervation,  our 
lat.  was  13  deg.  46  min.  S.  and  at  this  time  we  had 
no  land  in  fight.  On  the  13th  we  fleered  a weflcrly 
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courfe,  in  order  to  get  fight  of  land,  that  we  might  no? 
overfhoot  the  pafiTage,  if  a pa  I la  ge  there  was  between 
this  land  and  New  Guiney.  Early  in  the  afternoon 
We  had  fight  of  land,  which  had  the  appearance  of 
hilly  ifiands,  but  it  was  judged  to  be  part  of  the  main, 
and  we  faw  breakers  between  the  veifel  and  the  land, 
in  which  there  was  an  opening;  to  get  clear  we  fet  all 
our  fails,  and  flood  to  the  northward  till  midnight,  and 
then  went  on  a fouthward  tack  for  about  three  miles; 
when  the  breeze  died  away  to  a dead  calm. 

When  day-light  came  on  we  faw  a dreadful  furf 
break  at  a vaft  height,  within  a mile  of  the  fliip,  to 
wards  which  the  rolling  waves  carried  her  with  greac 
rapidity.  Thus  dift relied,  the  boats  were  fent  a head 
to  tow,  and  the  head  of  the  vefiel  was  brought  about, 
but  not  till  (lie  was  within  too  yards  of  the  rock,  be- 
tween which  and  her  was  nothing  left  but  the  chafm, 
and  which  had  rifen  and  broke  to  a wonderful  height 
on  the  rock;  but  in  the  moment  we  expeded  inftant 
deflrudion,  a breeze,  hardly  difcernable,  aided  the 
boats  in  getting  the  vefTel  in  an  oblique  diredion  from 
the  rock.  The  hopes,  however,  afiorded  by  this  pro- 
vidential circumftancc,- were  deflroyed  by  a perfect 
calm,  which  fucceeded  in  a few  minutes  : yet  the  breeze 
once  more  returned,  before  we  had  loft  the  little 
ground  which  had  been  gained.  At  this  time  a fmall 
opening  was  feen  in  the  reef,  and  a young  officer  being 
fent  to  examine  it,  found,  that  its  breadth  did  not  much 
exceed  the  length  of  the  Ihip,  but  that  there  was  fmooth 
water  on  the  other  fide  of  the  rocks.  Animated  by 
the  defire  of  preferving  life,  We  now  attempted  to  pafs 
the  opening,  but  this  was  impoflrble;  for  it  having  be- 
come high  water  in  the  interim,  the  ebb-tide  rulhed 
through  it  with  amazing  impetuofity,  carrying  the  (hip 
about  a mile  from  the  reef,  and  lhe  foon  reached  the 
diftance  of  near  two  miles  by  the  help  of  the  boats. 

When  the  ebb-tide  was  fpent,  the  tide  of  flood  again 
drove  the  veircl  very  near  the  rocks,  fo  that  our  prof- 
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pect  of  dedruftion  was  renewed,  when  we  difcoVeied 
another  opening,  and  a light  breeze  fpringing  up,  we 
entered  it,  and  were  driven  thiough  it,  with  a rapidity 
that  prevented  the  (hip  from  drilling  aguind  either  fide 
the  channel.  The  fhip  iiow  came  to  an  anchor,  and 
our  men  were  grateful  for  having  regained  a dation  ; 
which  they  had  been  very  lately  moft  anxious  to  quit. 
The  name  ofProvidenceChannel  was  given  to  the  open- 
ing through  which  the  lhip  had  thus  efcaped  the  moil 
imminent  dangets. 

On  the  1 7th  the  boats  went  out  to  fifh,  and  met  with 
great  fuccefs,  particalarly  in  catching  cockles,  fome  of 
which  were  of  fuch  an  amazing  fize,  as  to  require  the 
ftrength  of  two  men  to  move  them.  Mr.  Banks  like— 
wife  fucceeded  in  his  fearch  for  rare  fliells,  and  dif- 
ferent kinds  of  coral. 

On  the2ift  we  failed  through  a channel,  in  which 
%vas  a number  of  fhoals ; and  gave  it  the  name  of  York 
Cape  to  a point  of  the  main  land  which  forms  the  fide 
of  the  channel.  In  the  afternoon  we  anchored  between 
fome  iflands,  and  obferved,  that  the  channel  now  be- 
gan to  grow  wider  ; we  perceived  two  dilfant  points, 
between  which  no  land  could  be  feen,  fo  that  the  hope 
of  having  at  length  explored  a pailagc  into  the  Indian 
Sea,  began  to  animate  every  bread  ; but,  to  bring  the 
matter  to  a certainty,  the  captain  took  a party,  and  ac- 
companied by  the  gentlemen,  they  landed  on  anifland, 
on  which  they  had  feen  a number  of  Indians,  ten  of 
whom  were  on  a hill,  one  of  them  carrying  a how  and 
a bundle  of  arrowes,  the  red  armed  with  lances.  Three 
of  thefe  Indians  flood  on  fhore,  as  if  to  oppofe  the 
landing  of  the  boat,  but  they  retired  before  it  reached 
the  beach. 

The  captain  and  his  company  afeended  a hill,  fmrrt 
whence  they  had  a view  of  near  40  miles,  in  which 
fpace  there  was  nothing  that  threatened  to  oppofe  their 
paJTage,  fo  that  the  ccitainty  of  a channel  feemed  to  be- 
almofl  indubitable.  Previous  to  their  leasing  the 
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ifland,  Capt.  Cook. difplayed  the  Englifh  colours,  and 
took  poflelfion  of  all  the  country,  from  the  38th  deg. 
of  S.  latitude  to  the  prefent  fpot,  by  the  name  of  New 
South  Wales,  for  the  king  of  Great  Britain . 

The  next  morning  we  faw  three  naked  women  col- 
lecting lhell-filh  on  the  beach,  and  weighing  anchor, 
named  it  Cape  Cornwall  to  the  extreme  point  of  the 
largeft  ifland  on  the  north  weft  fide  of  the  pallage:  fome 
low  iflands  near  the  middle  of  the  channel  received 
the  name  of  Wallis’s  ifle  ; foon  after  which  the  Ihip 
came  to  an  anchor,  and  the  long-boat  was  fen t out  to 
found-  Towards  evening  we  failed  again,  and  the 
captain  landed  with  Mr.  Banks,  on  a fmall  illand,  fre- 
quented by  immenfe  numbers  of  birds,  the  majority  of 
which  being  boobies,  the  place  received  the  name  of 
Booby  Illand. 

We  were  now  advanced  tothe  northern  extremity  of 
New  Holland,  and  the  fatisfaClion  of  viewing  the  open 
fea  to  the  weftward.  The  N.  E.  entrance  of  the  paf- 
l'age  is  formed  by  the  main  land  of  New  Holland,  and 
by  a number  of  illands,  which  took  the  name  of  the 
Prince  of  Wales's  Illand,  and  which  Capt.  Cook  ima- 
gines may  reach  to  New  Guiney  ; thefe  iflands  abound 
with  trees  and  grafs,  and  were  known  to  be  inhabited, 
from  the  fmoke  that  was  feen  afeending  in  many 
places. 

New  South  Wales  is  a much  larger  country  than  any 
hitherto  known,  and  not  deemed  a continent,  being 
larger  then  all  Europe,  which  is  proved  by  the  Endea- 
vour’s having  coafted  more  than  2000  miles,  even  if 
her  tratft  was  reduced  to  a ftrait  line.  Northward  of 
the  lat.  of 33  deg.  the  country  is  hilly,  yet  not  moun- 
tainous ; but  to  the  S.  of  that  lat.  it  is  moftly  low  and 
even  ground.  The  hills  in  general  arc  diverfified  by 
lawns  and  woods,  and  many  of  the  vallies  abound  with 
herbage,  though,  on  the  whole,  it  cannot  be  deemed 
a fertile  country. 
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CHAP.  X. 

The  Endeercour  continues  her  voyage  from  South  Wales  to 

New  Guiney An  account  of  incidents  upon  landing 

there Proceeds  from  JVew  Guiney  to  the  ifland  Savau— 

Its  produtl  and  inhabitants Run  from  Savau  to  Batavia 

Tranfadions  while  the  Endeavour  was  refitting  at  this 

place. 

ON  the  23d  of  Augufl,  1770,  after  leaying  Booby 
I Hand,  we  had  light  airs  till  five  o’clock,  when 
it  fell  calm,  and  we  came  to  an  anchor  in  eight  fathom 
water,  with  a foft  fandy  bottom.  On  the  24th,  foon  af- 
ter the  anchor  was  weighed,  got  under  fail,  fleering 
N.  W.  and  in  a few  hours  one  of  the  boats  a-head 
made  the  fignal  for  (hoal-watcr.  We  inflantly  brought 
the  (hip  to,  with  all  her  fails  {landing,  and  a furvey 
being  taken  of  ;the  fea  around  her,  it  was  found  that 
{he  had  met  with  1 another  narrow  efcapc,  as  fhe  was 
almoft  encompalfed  with  fhoals,  that  {he  mud  have 
flrucl  before  the  boat's  crew  had  made  the  fignal,  if 
fbe  had  been  half  the  length  of  a cable  on  either  fide. 
In  the  afternoon  we  made  fail  with  the  ebb  tide,  and 
got  out  of  danger  before  fun-fet,  and  brought  to  for 
that  night. 

On  the  26th,  it  was  the  captain's  intention  to  fleer 
N.  W.  but  having  nyet  with  thofe  fhoals,  altered  out 
courfe,  and  foon  got  into  deep  water.  On  the  27th, 
purfuedour  voyage,  ihortening  fail  at  night,  and  tack- 
ing till  day-break  of  the  281I1,  when  we  fleered  due 
N.  in  fearch  of  New  Guiney.  At  this  time  our  lat. 
by  obfervation  W3S  8 deg.  52  min.  S.  We  here  ob- 
lerved  many  parts  of  the  fea  covered  with  a kind  of 
feufn,  to  which  our  failors  gave  the  name  offpawn. 

Land  having  been  this  day  difeovered  from  the  mafl- 
head,  we  flood  off  and  on  all  night,  and  at  day-break, 
failed  towards  it  with  a brifk  gale.  Between  fix  and 
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{even  in  the  morning  we  had  fight  ofa  fmall  low  idand 
at  about  a league  from  the  main,  in  lat.  8odeg.  13  min. 

S and  in'  long.  221  deg.  2 5 min.  W.  and  it  had  already 
been  diflinguillied  by  the  names  of  Bartholomew  and 
Whermoyfen.  It  appeared  a very  level  ifland,  clothed 
with  trees.  The  boats  were  fent  out  to  found,  the 
water  being  (hallow  ; but  as  the  Ihip,  in  failing  two 
leagues,  had  found  no  increafc  in  its  depth,  lignals 
were  made  for  the  boats  to  return  on  board.  We  then 
flood  out  to  fea  till  midnight,  tacked,  and  flood  in  for 
morning. 

On  the  30th,  when  about  four  leagues  diftant,  we 
had  light  of  it,  and  its  appearance  was  Hill  flat  and 
woody.  We  now  held  a northward  courfe,  fcarcely 
within  light  of  land,  and  as  the  water  was  juft  deep 
enough  to  navigate  the  veft'el,  many  unfuccefsful  at- 
tempts were  made  to  bring  her  near  enough  to  get  on 
fhore:  it  was  therefore  determined  to  land  in  one  of 
the  boats,  while  the  Ihip  kept  plying  off  and  on.  In 
confequence  of  this  refolution. 

On  Sept,  the  3d,  Capt.  Cook,  Mr-  Banks,  and  Dr. 
Solander,  attended  by  the  boat’s  crew,  and  Mr.  Banks’s 
fetvant,  let  off  from  the  Ihip  in  the  pinnace,  being  in 
all  1 2 perfons  well  armed.  We  rowed  d ire«£lly  to  the 
fhore,  but  when  come  within  200  yards  of  it,  found 
the  water  fo  lhallow,  that  we  were  obliged  to  leave  the 
boat  in  care  of  the  Tailors,  and  wade  to  land.  We 
bad  no  fooner  reached  the  Ihore,  than  we  faw  feveral 
prints  of  human  feet  Qn  the  land,  belqw  high  water 
mark,  from  whence  it  was  evident,  that  the  natives 
had  been  there.  We  walked  by  the  fide  of  a wood, 
and  came  to  a grove  of  cocoa-nut  trees,  not  far  from 
which  was  a Ihed  or  hut,  which  had  been  covered  with 
leaves,  and  near  it  lay  numbers  of  frelh  Ihelis  of  the 
fruit.  Having  now  advanced  a quarter  ofa  mile  Irom 
the  boat,  three  Indians  rulhed  out  of  the  wood  with 
a hideous  lhout,  at  about  the  dillance  of  100  yards  ; 
and  as  they  ran  towards  us,  the  forcmoll  threw  fnme- 
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thing  out  of  his  hand,  which  flew  on  one  fide  of  him, 
and  burnt  ex*<Hly  like  gun-powder,  but  made  no  re- 
port ; and  the  other  threw  their  lances  at  us.  No  time 
was  to  be  loft ; wedifcharged  our  pieces  loaded  with 
fmall  fhot  only,  which,  we  imagine  they  did  not  feel; 
for,  without  retreating,  they  call  a third  dart  : we 
therefore  loaded  with  ball,  and  fired  a fccond  time. 
It  is  probable  fome  of  them  were  wounded,  as  they  all 
took  to  their  heels  immediately. 

We  improved  this  interval,  in  which  the  deft ru<fl ion 
of  the  natives  was  no  longer  neceifary  to  our  defence, 
and  with  all  expedition  returned  to  our  boat.  In  the 
way  we  perceived  fignals  on  board,  that  more  Indians 
were  coming  down  in  a body  ; and  before  we  got  into 
the  water,  we  perceived  feveral  of  them  coming  round 
a point  at  the  diflance  of  about  500  yards.  When 
they  fa w us  they  halted,  and  feemed  to  wait  till  their 
main  body  (hould  join  them.  They  continued  in  this 
flation,  without  giving  us  any  interruption,  while  we 
entered  the  water,  and  waded  towards  the  boat.  We 
now  took  a view  of  them  at  our  leifure.  They  made 
much  the  fame  appearance  as  the  New  Hollanders, 
being  nearly  of  the  fame  flature,  and  having  their  hair 
Diort  cropped.  They  werealfo  like  them  Hark  naked. 
During  this  time  they  were  ihouting  at  a diflance,  and 
letting  off  their  fires,  which  feemed  to  be  difeharged 
by  a lhort  piece  of  flick,  probably  a hollow  canc,  this 
being  fwung  Tideways,  produced  fire  and  fmoke  like 
that  occafioned  by  a muiket.  The  crew  on  board  the 
fhip  faw  this  flrange  appearance,  and  thought  the  na- 
tives had  fire-arms.  Thofe  who  went  out  in  the  boat 
had  rowed  a-breafl  of  them,  fired  fome  mulkets  above 
their  heads,  the  balls  of  which  being  heard  by  the  na- 
tives rattling  among  the  trees,  they  retired  very  deli- 
berately, and  our  people  in  the  boat  returned  to  the 
fhip.  This  place  is  in  iat.  6 deg.  15  min.  S. 

Sept,  the  3d,  we  made  fail  to  the  weftward,  being 
j-efolved  to  fpend  no  more  time  upon  this  coaft  ; but 
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before  we  got  under  fail,  fome  of  the  officers  ftrongly 
nrged  the  captain  to  fend  a party  of  men  on  fhore,  to 
Cut  down  the  cocoa-nut  trees,  for  the  fake  of  the  fruit. 
This  Capt.  Cook,  with  equal  wifdom  and  humanity, 
peremptorily  refufed,  as  unjuft  and  cruel  ; fenfible  that 
the  poor  Indians,  who  could  not  brook  even  the  land- 
ing of  a fmall  party  on  their  coaft,  would  have  made  a 
vigorous  effort  to  defend  their  property,  had  it  been 
invaded  ; confequcntly  many  muft  have  fallen  a fact  ilice 
on  their  fide,  and  perhaps  fome  of  our  own  people. 
“ I (hould,  (fays  Capt.  Cook)  have  regretted  the  ne- 
ccffity  of  fuch  a meafure,  if  I had  been  in  want  of  the 
neceifaries  oflife;  and  certainly  it  would  have  been 
highly  criminal  when  nothing  was  to  be  obtained  but 
two  or  three  hundred  green  cocoa-nuts,  which  would 
at  moll  procured  us  mere  tranfient  gratification.  I 
might,  indeed,  have  proceeded  farther  along  the  coaft 
to  the  northward,  or  weft  ward,  in  fearch  of  a place 
where  the  fhip  might  have  lain  fo  near  the  lhore,  as  to 
cover  the  people  with  her  guns  when  they  landed  ; 
but  this  would  have  obviated  only  part  of  the  mifehief, 
and  though  it  might  have  fecured  us,  it  would  proba- 
bly in  the  very  aff  have  been  fatal  to  the  natives.  Be- 
lides,  we  had  reafon  to  think,  that  before  fuch  a place 
could  have  been  found,  we  Ihould  have  been  carried 
fo  far  to  tbe>  weftward  as  to  have  been  obliged  to  go  to 
Batavia,  which  was  another  reafon  for  making  the  beft 
of  our  way  to  that  place,  efpccially  as  no  difeoyeries 
could  be  expeefted  in  feas  which  had  already  been  na- 
vigated, and  where  every  coaft  had  been  laid  down  by 
the  Dutch  geographers.” 

On  the  8th,  we  pafted  two  fmall  i Hands,  on  one  of 
which  Capt.  Cook  would  have  landed,  but  havingonly 
ten  fathbin  water,  the  ground  being  alfo  rocky,  and  the 
wind  blowing  fiefh,  we  might  have  endangered  the 
fafety  of  the  Ihip.  We  now  failed  at  a moderate  rate 
till  the  next  morning  at  three  o’clock  ; after  which  we 
had  no  ground  with  i go  fathoms.  Before  noon  we 
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had  fight  of  land,  which  was  conjectured  to  be  either 
the  Arrou  Iflands,  or  Timor  Laoet.  We  were  now  in 
lar.  g deg.  37  min.  S.  and  in  long.  233 deg.  54  min. 
W.  We  flood  off  and  on,  during  the  night,  and  on  the 
12th,  we  fa  w a number  of  fires  and  fmoke  in  feveral 
places,  from  whence  it  was  conjeCtuted  that  the  places 
.was  well  peopled.  The  land  and  fea  breezes  being  very 
flight,  we  continued  in  fight  of  the  ifland  for  two  days, 
when  it  was  obferved  that  the  hills  reached  in  many 
places  quite  to  the  fea  coaft,  and  where  that  was  not  the 
cafe,  theFe  were  large  and  noble  groves  of  cocoa-nut 
trees,  which  ran  about  a mile  up  the  country,  at  which 
diftance,  great  numbers  of  houles  and  plantations  were 
feen  ; the  plantations  were  furrounded  with  fences, and 
extended  nearly  to  the  fummits  of  the  moft  lofty  hills,  yet 
neither  the  natives  nor  cattle  were  feen  on  any  of  them, 
which  was  thought  a very  extraordinary  circumttance. 

on  the  16th,  we  had  fight  of  a little  ifland  called 
Rotte  ; and  the  fame  day  faw  the  ifland  Sematt,  at  a 
diftance  to  the  fouthward  of  Timor.  The  ifland  of 
Rotte  is  chiefly  covered  with  bufhy  wood  without 
leaves,  but  there  are  numbers  of  fan  palm  trees  on  it, 
growing  near  the  fandy  beaches  ; and  the  whole  confift 
of  alternate  hills  and  vallies.  The  ifland  of  Seman 
is  not  fo  hilly  as  Timor,  but  refembles  it  greatly  in 
other  refpeCls.  At  ten  o’clock  this  night  a dull  reddilh 
light  was  feen  in  the  are,  many  parts  of  which  emitted 
rays  of  a brighter  colour  which  foon  vanilhed,  and 
weie  fucceeded  by  others  of  the  fame  kind.  This  phee- 
nomenon,  which  reached  about  ten  degrees  above  the 
horizon,  boar  a confideraule  refemblance  to  the  Auiora 
* Borealis,  only  that  the  rayes  of  light  which  it  emitted 
had  no  tremulous  motion  ; it  was  furveyed  for  two 
hours,  during  which  time  its  brightnefs  continued  undi- 
minilhed.  As  the  {hip  was  now  clear  of  all  the  iflands 
which  had  been  laid  down  in  fuch  maps  as  were  on 
board,  we  made  fail  during  the  night,  and  werefur- 
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praifed  the  next  morning  at  the  fight  of  an  ifland  to  th* 
W.  S.  W.  which  we  flattered  ourfelves  wasanewdif- 
covery.  Before  noon  we  had  fight  of  houfes,  groves 
of  cocoa-nut  trees,  and  large  flocks  of  fheep.  This 
was  a welcome  fight  to  people  whofe  health  was  de- 
clining for  want  of  refrefhment,  and  it  was  inflantly 
refolved  to  attempt  the  purchafe  of  what  we  flood  fo 
much  in  need  of.  The  fecond  lieutenant  was  imme- 
diately difpatched  in  the  pinnace,  in  fearch  of  a land- 
ing-place ; and  he  took,  with  him  fuch  things  as  it  was 
thought  might  be  acceptable  to  the  natives. — During 
Mr.  Gore’s  abfence  the  people  on  board  faw  two  men 
on  horfeback  upon  the  hills,  who  fiequently  flopped 
to  take  a view  of  the  veffel.  The  lieutenant  foon  re- 
turned with  an  account  that  he  had  entered  a little 
cove,  near  which  flood  a few  houfes  ; and  feveral  men 
advanced  and  invited  him  to  land  ; and  that  they  con- 
vened together  as  well  as  they  could  by  figns. 

The  lieutenant  not  being  able  to  find  any  place  in 
which  the  fhip  might  come  toanchor,  he  was  difpatch- 
ed again  with  money  and  goods  to  buy  fuch  neceffaries 
as  were  immediately  wanted  forthefick.  Dr.  Solander 
attended  the  lieutenant,  and  during  their  abfence,  the 
fhip  flood  off  and  on  the  fhore.  Soon  after  the  boat 
had  put  off,  two  other  horfemen  were  feen  from  the 
fhip,  one  of  whom  had  a laced  hat  on,  and  was  dielfed 
in  a coat  and  waflcoat,  of  the  fafhion  of  Europe. 
Thefe  men  rode  about  on  fhore  taking  little  notice  of 
the  boat,  but  regarding  the  Ihip  with  the  utmofl  atten- 
tioh.  As  foon  as  the  boat  reached  the  fhore,  fome 
other  perfons  on  horfeback,  and  many  on  foot  haflcned 
-to  the  fpot,  and  it  was  obferved  that  fome  cocoa-nuts 
were  put  into  the  boat,  from  whence  it  was  concluded, 
that  a traffic  had  commenced  with  the  natives.  A fig- 
nal  being  made  from  the  boat,  that  the  fhip  might  an- 
chor in  a bay  at  fome  dillance,  flie  immediately  bore 
away  for  it.  When  the  lieutenant  came  on  board,  he 
reported,  that  he  could  not  purchafe  any  cocoa-nuts, 
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as  the  owner  of  them  was  abfent  ; and  that,  what  he 
had  brought,  were  given  him,  in  return  for  which  he 
gave  the  natives  fome  linen.  The  method  by  which 
he  learned  that  there  was  a harbour  in  the  neighbour- 
hood, was  by  the  natives  drawing  a kind  of  rude  map 
on  thefand,  in  which  the  harbour,  and  a town  near  it, 
was  reprefented  ; it  was  likewife-  hinted  to  him,  that 
fruit,  fowl,  hogs,  and  fheep  might  be  there  obtainedin 
great  abundance.  Hefaw  feveral  of  the  principal  in- 
habitants of  the  ifland,  who  had  chains  of  gold  about 
their  necks,  and  wore  fine  linen.  The  word  Portu- 
guese being  frequently  repeated  by  the  Indians,  it  was 
conjectured  that  fome  natives  of  Portugaie  were  in  the 
ifland,  and  one  of  the  boat's  crew  being  of  that  king- 
dom, he  fpoke  to  the  iflanders  in  his  own  language, 
but  foon  found  that  they  had  only  learned  a few  words, 
of  which  they  did  not  know  the  meaning.  While  the 
natives  were  endeavouring  to  reprefent  the  fituation 
of  the  town  near  the  harbour,  one  of  them,  in  order  to 
be  more  particular  in  dire&ions,  informed  the  Englifh 
that  they  would  fee  fomething  which  he  endeavoured 
to  deferibe,  by  placing  his  fingers  acrofs  each  other  ; 
and  the  Portuguefe  failor  took  it  for  granted,  that  he 
could  mean  nothing  butaciofs.  When  the  boat’s 
crew  were  on  the  point  of  returning  to  the  fhip,  the 
gentleman  who  had  been  feen  on  horfebackin  the  drefs 
of  Europe,  came  down  to  the  beach;  but  the  lieutenant 
did  not  think  it  proper  to  hold  a conference,  with  him, 
becaufe  he  had  left  his  commiflion  on  board  the  fhip. 

When  the  (hip  had  enteied  the  bay  in  the  evening, 
according  to  the  direClions  received,  an  Indian  town 
was  feen  at  a diftance  ; upon  which  a jack  was  hoified*  ' } 
on  the  fore-top-maft  head,  prefentiy  afterwards  three 
guns  were  fired,  and  Dutch  colours  werehoifted  in  the 
•own;  the  (hip,  however,  held  on  her  way,  and  came. 

•o  an  anchor  at  feven  in  the  evening.  The  colours  be- 
ing feen  hoifted  on  the  beach  the  next  morning,  the  cap- 
lin concluded,  that  the  Dutch  had  a fettlemenc  on 
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the  iflatld , he  therefore  difpatched  the  fecond  lieuten- 
ant to  acquaint  the  governor,  or  other  principal  rclident , 
who  they  were,  and  that  the  fhip  had  put  in  for  necef- 
fary  refrefhments.  The  lieutenant  having  landed,  he 
was  received  by  a kind  of  guard  of  fomething  more 
than  twenty  Indians,  armed  with  mufkets,  who,  after 
they  had  taken  down  their  colours  from  the  beach, 
proceeded  without  the  leaft  military  order;  and  thus 
efcorted  him  to  the  town,  where  the  colours  had  been 
hoifted  the  preceeding  evening.  The  lieutenant  was 
now  conduced  to  the  Raja,  or  king  of  the  ifland,  to 
whom,  by  means  of  a Portuguefe  interpreter,  he  made 
known  his  bufinefs.  The  llaja  faid,  he  was  ready  to 
fupply  thefliip  with  the  ncceflary  refrefhments,  butthat 
he  could  not  trade  with  any  other  people  than  the 
Dutch,  with  whom  he  was  in  alliance,  without  having 
firft  obtained  their  confcnt ; he  added,  however,  that 
he  would  make  application  to  the  Dutch  agent,  who 
was  the  only  white  man  among  them.  To  this  agent, 
whofename  was  Lange,  and  who  proved  to  be  the  per- 
fon  that  was  feen  from  the  fhip  in  the  European  drefs, 
a letter  was  difpatched,  and  in  a few  houis  he  came  to 
the  town,  behaved  politely  to  the  lieutenant,  and  told 
him  he  might  buy  what  he  thought  proper  of  the  inha- 
bitants of  the  ifland.  This  offer  being  freely  made, 
and  readily  accepted,  the  Raja  and  Mr.  Lange  inti- 
mated their  wilhes  to  go  on  board  the  fhip,  and  that 
two  of  the  boat’s  crew  might  be  left  as  hoftages  for 
their  fafe  return.  The  lieutenant  gratified  them  in 
both  thefe  requefls,  and  took  them  on  board  juft  before 
dinner  was  ferved.  It  was  thought  that  they  would 
have  fat  down  without  ceremony:  but  now  the  Raja 
intimated  his  doubts,  weather  being  a black,  they 
would  permit  him  to  fit  down  with  them.  The  polite- 
nefs  of  the  officers  foon  removed  his  fcruplcs,  and  the 
greateft  good  humour  and  feftivity  prevailed  among 
them.  As  Dr.  Solander  and  another  gentleman  on 
board  were  tolerably  proficient  in  Dutch,  they  aflcd 
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as  interpreters  between  Mf.  Lange  and  the  officers, 
while  fome  of  the  Tailors,  who  underftood  Portuguefe, 
converfed  with  fuch  of  the  Raja’s  attendants  as  fpoke 
that  language.  Our  dinner  confided  chiefly  of  mutton, 
which,  when  the  Raja  had  tafted,  herequefled  of  us  an 
Englifli  Iheep,  and  the  only  one  we  had  left  was  pre- 
fented  to  him.  Our  complaifance,  in  this  particular, 
encouraged  the  king  to  afk  for  an  Englifli  dog,  and  Mr. 
Banks  politely  gave  him  his  greyhound.  A fpying- 
glafs  was  alfo  put  into  his  hand,  Mr.  Johan  Chriflo- 
pher  Lange  having  intimated,  that  fuch  a prefent 
would  be  very  acceptable.  Our  vifitors  now  informed 
us,  ihat  the  ifland  abounded  with  buffaloes,  fheep,  hogs, 
and  fowls,  plenty  of  which  fhouid  be  driven  down  to 
the  Ihore  the  next  day.  This  put  us  all  in  high  fpirits, 
and  the  liquor  circulated  rather  fafter,  than  either  the 
Indians  or  the  Saxon  could  bear  ; but  they  had  how- 
ever, the  refolution  toexprefsa  defire  to  depart,  before 
they  were  quite  intoxicated.  When  they  came  upon 
deck,  they  were  received  in  the  fame  manner  as  when 
they  came  aboard,  by  the  marines  under  arms ; and  the 
Raja  exprefling  a defire  to  fee  them  exercife,  his  curb- 
ofity  was  gratified.  They  fired  three  rounds.  The  king 
obferved  them  with  great  attention,  and  appeared  much 
furprifed  at  the  regularity  and  expedition  of  their  man- 
oeuvres. They  were  difmified  with  many  prefenis,  and, 
on  their  departure,  were  faluted  with  nine  guns. 

Our  gentlemen  on  their  arrival  at  the  town,  tafted 
their  palm  wine,  which  was  the  frefh  juice  of  the  trees, 
unfermented.  It  hadafweet,  but  not  dilagreeable 
tafte;  and  hopes  were  entertained,  that  it  might  contri- 
bute to  recover  our  lick  of  the  feurvy. 

On  the  igfh,  Capt.  Cook  attended  by  feveral  gen- 
tlemen, went  on  fhore  to  return  the  Raja’s  vifit ; but 
their  principal  intention  was  to  purchafe  the  cattle  and 
fowls,  which  they  had  been  alfured  the  preceding  day 
liiould  be  driven  down  to  the  beach.  We  were  greatly 
chagrined  at  finding  no  fteps  had  been  taken  to  fulfil 
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thispromife:  however,  we  proceeded  to  the  houfe  of 
afTembly,  which, .witha  few  other  houfes,  built  by  the 
Dutch  Eaft  India  Company,  are  diftinguilhed  frouithe 
reft,  by  having  two  pieces  of  wood,  refinbliug  a pair 
of  cows  horns,  fixed  at  eacli  end  of  the  roof ; and  ihefe 
were  concluded  to  be  what  the  Portuguefe  failoiscon- 
ftrutft  into  croffes,  from  the  Indian  having  crofted  his 
fingers  when  he  wasdeferibing  the  town.  At  the  houfe 
ofaflembly  we  faw  Mr.  Lange  and  the  Raja,  whofe 
name  was  A Madocho  Lomi  Djara,  furrounded  by 
many  of  the  principal  people : Capt.  Cook  having  in- 
formed them,  that  he  had  loaded  his  boat  with  goods, 
which  he  wifhed  to  exchange  for  neceifary  refrel!  nidus, 
permiflion  was  given  him  to  land  them.  We  now  en- 
deavoured to  make  an  agreement  for  the  hogs,  hut  p, 
and  buffaloes,  which  were  to  be  paid  for  in  cafhi  but 
this  bulinefs  was  no  fooner  hinted  than  Mr.  Lange  took 
his  leave,  having  lirft  told  the  captain  that  he  had  re- 
ceived a letter  from  the  governor  of  Concordia,  in 
Timor,  the  contents  of  which  fhould  be  difclofed  at 
his  return.  As  the  morning  was  now  far  advanced, 
and  we  had  no  provifrons  on  board,  we  requefted  the 
Raja’s  permiffion  to  buy  a fmall  hog  and  fume  rice, 
and  to  order  his  people  to  drefs  tire  dinner  for  us.  He 
very  obligingly  replied,  that  if  we  could  eat  vhftuals 
drelfed  byhisfubjefls,  which  hecould  fcarcely  fuppofe, 
he  would  do  himfelf  the  honour  of  enter  taining  us.  A 
dinner  being  thus  procured,  the  captain  fent  off  his 
boat  to  bring  liquors  from  the  fhip.  It  was  ready  about 
. five  o'clock,  and  after  we  were  feated  on  mats,  which 
were  fpread  on  the  floor,  it  was  ferved  in  fix  and  thirty 
bafkets.  We  were  then  conduced  by  turns  to  a hole 
in  the  floor,  near  which  flood  a man  with  water  in  a 
veffel,  made  of  the  leaves  of  the  fan-palm,  who  aftifted 
us  in  walking  our  hands.  This  done,  we  returned  to 
our  places,  and  expelled  the  king.  Having  waited 
fome  time,  we  enquired  the  reafon  of  his  abfencc,  and 
were  informed  that  the  perfon  who  gave  the  entertain- 
, mem, 
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ment,  never  partook  of  it  with  his  guefts,  but  that  the 
Raja  was  ready  to  come  and  tafte  of  what  was  provided, 
if  we  entertained  a thought  that  the  visuals  were 
poiforied.  We  declared,  that  we  did  not  harbour  any 
fuch  fufpicion,  and  defired  that  the  cuflom  of  the 
country  might  not  be  violated  on  our  account.  The 
pork  and  rice  were  excellent,  and  the  broth  not  to  be 
defpifed;  but  the  fpoons,  made  of  leaves,  were  fo  fmall, 
that  few  of  us  had  patience  to  ufe  them.  We  did  not 
drink  our  wine  at  the  place  where  we  had  dined  ; and 
the  remains  of  the  dinner  we  left  to  the  feamen  ancf 
fervants. 

When  we  thought  the  wine  had  fo  far  operated  as 
to  open  the  heart,  we  took  an  opportunity  to  enquire 
after  the  buffaloes  and  fheep,  of  which  we  had  not  in 
all  this  time  heard  a fy liable,  though  they  were  to  have 
been  at  the  beach  early  in  the  morning.  Mr.  Lange, 
the  Saxon  Dutchman,  now  began  to  communicate  to  us 
the'contents  ofthe  letter,  which  he  pretended  to  have 
received  from  the  governor  of  Concordia,  and  wherein 
hefaid,  inftru&ions  were  given,  that  if  the  lhip  Ihould 
touch  at  this  illand,  and  be  in  want  of  provifions,  (he 
Ihould  be  fupplied,  but  he  was  not  to  permit  her  to 
remain  longer  than  was  neceliary  ; nor  were  any  large 
prefents  to  be  made  to  the  natives  of  low  rank.  It  is 
probable  that  the  whole  of  the  ftory  was  a fiffion;  and 
that,  by  precluding  our  liberality  to  the  natives,  the 
Saxon  Dutchman  hoped  more  eafily  to  draw  all  the 
prefents  of  any  value  into  his  own  pocket.  In  the 
evening  we  were  informed,  that  only  a few  Iheep  had 
been  brought  to  the  beach,  which  had  been  driven 
away  before  our  people  could  procure  money  from  the 
{hip  to  pay  for  them. 

Vexed  at  being  thus  difappointed  in  purchafing  the 
chief  articles  molt  wanted,  we  remonH  rated  with  Mr. 
Lange,  who  now  found  another  fubterfuge.  He  faid,. 
had  we  gone  down  to  the  beach,  we  might  have  bought 
what  we  pleafed;  but  the  rthtives  were  afraid  of  being 
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impofed  on  by  our  feamcn  with  counterfeit  money. 
We  could  not  but  feci  fome  indignation  againft  a man 
who  had  concealed  this,  being  true  i or  alledged  it,  be- 
ing falfe;  Capt.  Cook,  repaired  immediately  to  the 
beach,  but  no  cattle  were  to  be  feen,  nor  any  near  at 
hand  to  be  bought.  The  Raja  indeed  had  given  a 
more  plaufible  reafon  for  our  dilappointment : he  faid, 
the  buffaloes  being  far  up  in  the  country,  there  had  not 
been  time  to  bring  them  down  to  the  beach. 

On  the  goth,  Dr.  Solander  went  a Chore  with  Capt. 
Cook,  and  while  the  former  went  up  to  the  town  to 
fpeak  to  Lange,  the  Captain  remained  on  the  beach 
with  a view  of  purchaftng  prbvifions.  Here  he  met 
with  an  old  Indian,  who  as  he  appeared  to  have  fome 
authority,  we  called  him  the  Prime  Minifler.  The 
captain  prefented  him  with  a fpying-glafs ; but  only  a 
imall  buffalo  was  offered,  to  be  fold.  The  price  was 
dive  guineas,  nearly  twice  its  real  value.  Three,  how- 
ever, were  offered,  which  the  dealer  thought  a good 
price;  but  faid,  he  muff  acquaint  the  king  with  what 
had  been  bid  before  he  could  flrike  the  bargain.  A 
melfenger  was  immediately  difpatched  to  the  Raja,  and 
V9  bis  return  brought  word,  that  not  lefs  than  five 
guineas  would  be  taken  for  the  buffalo.  The  captain 
abfolutely  refufed  to  give  the  fum  demanded,  which 
occafioned  the  fending  away  a fecond  melfenger,  and 
during  bis  abfence,  Dr.  Solander  was  feen  coming  from 
the  town,  followed  by  above  a hundred  men,  fome  of 
whom  were  armed  with  mufkets,  and  others  with 
lances.  Upon  enquiring  into  the  meaning  of  this  hof- 
tile  appearance,  the  doctor  informed  us,  that  the  peo- 
ple would  not  trade  with  us  Liecaufc  we  had  refufed  to 
give  them  more  than  half  the  value  for  their  commo- 
dities ; and  that  we  were  not  to  expc&  permiffion  to 
trade  upon  any  terms  longer  than  this  day. 

A njtivc  of  Timor,  whofe  parents  were  Portuguefe, 
came  down  with  ihjf  party,  and  delivered, to  the  cap- 
rain  what  w^s  pretendfd  t,o  be  the  order  of  the  Raja, 
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and  which  was  in  fubftance  the  fame  that  Lange  had 
told  Dr.  Slander  ; but  it  was  afterwards  dii'covered 
that  this  man  was  a confident  of  Lange's  in  the  fchcme 
of  extortion.  The  Englifh  gentlemen  had  at  the  fa  me 
time  no  doubt,  but  that  the  fuppofcd  order  of  the  Raja 
was  a contrivance  of  tbefe  men,  and  while  they  were 
debating  how  toad  in  this  critical  conjuncture,  anxi- 
ous to  bring  the  affair  to  fpeedy  iflfue,  the  portuguefb 
began  to  drive  away  fuch  of  the  natives  as  had  brought 
palm-fyrup  and  fowls  to  fell,  and  others  who  were  now 
bringing  Iheep  and  buffaloes  to  the  market-  At  this 
jundure  Capt.  Cook  happened  to  look  at  the  old  man 
who  had  been  didinguilhed  by  the  name  of  piime  mi- 
nifler,  imagining  that  he  fa  win  his  features  adifappro- 
balion  of  the  prefent  proceedings ; and,  willing  to  im- 
prove the  advantage,  he  grafped  the  Indian’s  hand> 
and  gave  him  an  old  broad  fword.  This  well-timed, 
prefent  produced  all  the  good  elfeds  that  could  be  wilh- 
ed  ; the  prime  minifler  was  enraptured  at  fo  honour- 
able a mark  of  difl in d ion,  and  brandifhing  his  fword 
over  the  head  of  the  impertinent  Portuguefe,  he  made 
both  him  and  a man  who  commanded  the  party,  ht 
down  behind  him  on  the  ground.  The  whole  bufinefs 
was  now  accomplifhed  ; the  natives,  eager  to  fupply 
whatever  was  wanted,  brought  their  cattle  in  for  fale, 
and  the  market  wasfoon  docked.  Capt.  Cook  purchaf- 
ed  of  the  natives  fome  hundred  gallons  of  palm-fyrup, 
a fmall  quantity  of  garlic,  a large  number  of  eggs,  fome 
limes  and  cocoa  nuts,  thirty  dozen  of  fowls,  three 
hogs,  fix  fheep,  and  nine  buffaloes.  Having  obtain- 
ed thefe  necedary  articales,  we  now  prepared  for  fail- 
ing from  this  place. 

The  ifland  of  Savu  is  fituated  in  10  deg.  35  min.  $ ‘ 
lat.  and  237  deg.  30  min.  W long.  The  harbour  in 
which  the  ihip  lay  was  called  Seba.  The  ifiand  pro- 
duces tobacco,  cotton,  betel,  tamarinds,  limes,  oranges, 
mangoes,  guiney  corn,  rice,  callevance,  and  melones. 
A fmall  quantity  of  cinnamon  was  feen,.  and  fome  Eu- 
ropean 
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ropean  herbs,  fuch  as  garlic,  fennel,  celery,  and  mar- 
joram. 

The  people  of  this  ifland  are  below  the  middle  fta- 
ture  ; their  hair  is  black  and  ftrait.  The  men  are  well 
formed  and  fprightly, ' and  their  features  differ  much 
from  each  other  ; the  women,  on  the  contrary,  have 
all  one  fet  of  features,  are  very  fhort,  and  broad  built. 
The  men  have  filver  pincers  hanging  by  firings  round 
their  necks,  with  which  they  pluck  out  the  hairs  of 
their  beards'  The  drefs  of  the  men  confifts  of  two 
pieces  of  cotton  cloth,  one  of  which  is  bound  round 
the  middle,  and  the  lower  edge  ofit  being  drown  pret- 
ty tight  between  the  legs,  the  upper  edge  is  left  loofe, 
fo  as  to  form  a kind  of  pocket,  in  which  they  carry 
knives  and  other  things:  the  other  piece  being  pafl  un- 
der the  former  on  the  back  of  the  wearer,  the  ends  of 
it  are  carried  over  the  Ihoulders,  and  tucked  into  the 
pocket  before.  The  women  drew  the  upper  edge  of 
the  piece  round  the  waift  tight,  while  the  lower  edge 
dropping  to  the  knees,  made  a kind  of  petticoat  : the 
other  piece  of  cloth  is  faftened  acrofs  the  bread,  and 
under  the  arms. 

As  to  the  food  of  thefe  people,  they  eat  all  the  tame 
animals  to  be  found  in  the  ifland ; but  they  prefer  the 
hog  to  all  others ; the  next  to  this  they  admire  horfe- 
flelh  ; to  which  fucceeds  the  buffalo,  then  poultry  ; 
they  perier  cats  and  dogs  to  goats  and  fheep.  Fill)  is 
not  eaten  but  by  the  poor,  nor  by  them,  except  when 
their  bufinefs  requires  them  to  be  upon  the  beach,  and 
then  each  man  has  a light  carting  net,  which  is  girt 
round  his  body,  and  with  this  he  takes  any  fmail  hlh 
that  come  in  his  way.  » 

On  the  2 i ft  of  Sept,  we  got  under  fail,  and  bent  our 
courfe  weftward.  At  four  in  the  afternoon,  in  lat. 
to  deg.  38  min.  S and  long.  238  deg.  28  min.  W wc 
difeovered  a fmail  low  ifland.  In  the  evening  of  the 
23d,  we  got  clear  of  the  iflands ; and  on  the  28th  wc 
fleered  all  day  N.  W.  with  a view  of  making  the  land 
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of  Java,  and  on  the  30th,  Capt.  Cook  took  into  his 
pollcflicm  the  log-book  and  journals,  at  lea  ft  all  he 
could  find  of  the  officers,  petty  officers,  and  feamen, 
whom  he  ftri&lyenjoined  fccrecy  with  refped  to  where 
they  had  been.  At  feven  in  the  evening  we  had  thun- 
der and  lightning,  and  about  eleven,  by  the  light  of 
the  daffies  we  faw  the  weft  end  of  Java. 

On  the  ad  ofO<ftober,  we  were  dole  in  with  the 
coaft  of  Java,  in  fifteen  fathom  water,  along  which  we 
Rood.  In  the  forenoon  a boat  was  fent  a-fhore  in  order 
to  procure  fome  fruit  for  Tupia,  who  was  at  this  time 
extremely  ill.  Our  people  returned  with  four  cocoa* 
nuts  and  fome  plantains,  for  which  they  had  paid  a 
fhilling  ; but  fome  herbage  for  the  cattle  the  Indians 
gave  our  feamen,  and  aflifted  them  to  cut  it. 

We  now  made  but  very  little  way  till  night*  when 
the  land  breeze  fpringing  up,  we  failed  to  the  E.  S.  £1 
and  on  the  following  day  came  to  an  anchor  in  the  road 
of  Batavia.  At  this  place  we  found  a number  of  large 
Dutch  veflels,  the  Harcourt  Eafi-Indiaman  from  Eng- 
land, which  had  loft  her  paffage  to  China,  and  two 
{hips  belonging  to  the  private  trade  of  our  India  Com- 
pany. The  Endeavour  had  no  fooner  anchored,  that* 
a fhipwas  obferved,  with  a broad  pendant  flying,  from 
which  a boat  wasdifpatchcd  to  demand  the  name  of  the 
veflfel,  with  that  of  the  commander,  Sec.  To  thefe 
enquiries  Capt.  Cook  gave  fuch  anfwers  as  he  thought 
properf  and  the  officer  who  commanded  the  boat  de- 
parted. 

The  captain  now  difpatched  an  officer  to  the  gover- 
nor of  the  town,  to  apologize  for  the  Endeavour's  not 
faiuting  : for  he  had  but  three  guns  proper  for  the 
pvtrpofe,  except  fwivels,  and  he  Wasapprehenfive  that 
iliey  would  not  be  heard.  The  ftiip  was  fo  leaky,  that 
{he  made  about  nine  incites  water  in  an  hour  ; part  of 
the  falfc  keel  was  gone  : one  of  her  pumps  was  totally 
ufefefs,  and  the  reft  fo  much  decayed,  that  they  could 
| not  laft  Jong.  The  officers  concurring  in  opinion,  tbac 
* the 
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the  (hip  could  notfafely  put  to  fea  again  in  this  condi'a 
tion,  the  captain  refolved  to  folicit  fiermiflion  to  heave 
her  down;  but  as  he  learned  that  thismuft  be  done  in 
writing,  he  drew  up  a petition,  and  had  it  tranllated 
into  Dutch. 

On  the  loth  the  Captain,  and  the  reft  of  the  gentle- 
men went  on  fhore,  and  applied  to  the  Engliih  relident 
at  Batavia  ; this  gentleman,  whofe  name  was  Leith, 
received  his  countrymen  in  the  politeft  manner,  and 
entertained  them  at  dinner  with  great  hofpitality.  Mr. 
Leith  informed  us,  that  a public  hotel  was  kept  in 
town,  by  order  of  the  Dutch  governor,  at  which  place 
merchants  and  other  ftrangers  were  obliged  to  lodge, 
and  that  the  landlord  of  the  hotel  was  bound  to  find 
them  warehoufes  for  their  goodi,  on  condition  of  re- 
ceiving ten  fhillings  on  every  hundred  pounds  of  their 
value  ; but  as  the  Endeavour  was  a kings’s  (hip,  her 
officers,  and  the  other  gentlemen,  might  refide  where 
they  thought  proper. 

In  the  afternoon  Capt.  Cook  attended  the  governor 
general,  who  received  him  politely,  and  told  him  tc* 
wait  on  the  council  the  next  morning,  when  his  peti- 
tion (hould  be  laid  before  him,  and  every  thing  he 
folicited  (hould  be  granted. 

On  the  1 1 tli,  Capt.  Cook  waited  on  the  gentlemen 
of  the  council,  who  informed  him,  that  all  his  requefls 
fljould  be  complied  with.  In  the  interim,  the  other 
gentlemen  madeacontraift  with  the  maftcr  of  the  hotel, 
to  furnilh  them  and  their  friends  with  as  much  tea, 
coffee,  punch  and  tobacco,  as  they  might  have  occafion 
for,  and  to  keep  them  a feparatc  table,  for  nine  (hil- 
lings a day  Englifh  money. 

Our  Indianfriend  Tupia  had  hitherto  continued  on 
board  on  account  of  his  diforder,  which  was  of  the 
bilious  kind  ; yet  he  perfifted  in  refufing  every  medicine 
that  was  offered  him.  Mr.  Banks  fent  for  him  on 
fhore,  in  hopes  that  he  might  recover  his  health. 
While  in  the  Ihip,  he  was  exceedingly  lift lefs  and  low 

fpirited  ; 
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limited  ; but  he  no  fooner  entered  the  town,  than  he 
feemed  as  if  reanimated.  The  houfes,  the  carriages, 
ftreets,  people,  and  a multiplicity  of  other  obje&s, 
wholly  new  to  him,  produced  an  effetft  like  the  fup- 
pofed  power  of  fafeination. 

About  this  time  we  had  procured  an  order  to  the 
fuperintendant  of  the  ifland  of  Ouruft,  where  the  fhip 
was  to  be  repaired,-  to  receive  her  there,  and  by  one 
of  the  (hips  that  failed  for  Holland,  an  account  was 
fen t to  Mr.  Stephens,  Secretary  to  the  Admiralty,  of 
our  arrival  at  this  place.  Here  the  Captain  found  an 
unexpected  difficulty  in  procuring  money  for  the  ex* 
pences  that  would  be  incurred  by  refitting  the  Endea- 
vour ; private  perfons  had  neither  the  ability  nor  in- 
clination to  advance  the  fum  required;  he  therefore 
fent  a written  application  to  the  governor  himfelf,  who 
ordered  the  fhebander  to  fupply  the  Captain  with 
.what  money  he  might  want  out  of  the  company's  irca- 
fury. 

On  the  1 8th,  we  ran  down  to  Ouruft,  and  laid  the 
fhip  along  fide  of  the  wharf  on  Cooper’s  I (land,  in 
. order  to  take  out  her  ftores.  A little  more  than  nine 
days,  we  began  to  experience  the  fatal  effects  of  the 
climate  and  fituation.  Tupia  funk  on  a fudden,  and 
grew  every  day  warfe  and  worfe.  Tayeto,  his  boy, 
was  feized  with  an  inflammation  on  his  lungs.  Mr. 
Banks  and  Dr.  Solander  were  attacked  by  feavers,  and 
the  two  fervants  of  the  former  became  very  ill  ; in 
fhort,  almoft  every  perfon  on  board  and  afliore  fell  fick 
in  a few  days,  owing,  as  we  imagined,  to  the  low 
fwampy  fituation  of  the  place. 

On  the  36th,  we  ereCted  a tent  for  the  fick.  Tupia, 
of  whofe  life  we  began  to  defpair,  defired  to  be  rc- 
nioved  to  the  fhip,  in  hopes  of  breathing  a freer  air  ; 
however,  this  could  not  be  done,  as  (lie  was  unrigged, 
xnd  preparing  to  be  laid  down  at  the  careening  place; 
hut  on  the  28th,  Mr.  Banksconvcyed  him  to  Cooper's 
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Ifland,  a.nd,  as  he  feemed  pleafed  with  the  fpot  near 
which  the  fhip  lay,  a tent  was  pitched  for  him. 

On  the  5th  of  Nov.  after  many  unavoidable  delays, 
the  Ihip  was  laid  down,  and  the  fame  day  Mr.  Monk* 
houfe,  our  furgeon,  fell  a facrvfice  to  this  fatal  country. 
Dr.  Solander  was  juft  able  to  attend  his  funeral,  but 
Mr.  Banks  in  his  turn  was  confined  to  his  bed.  The 
power  ofdifeafe,  from  the  peftiferous  air  of  the  coun- 
try, daily  gaining  ftrength,  feveral  Malay  fervants  were 
hired  to  attend  the  fick  ; but  they  had  fo  little  fenfe, 
either  of  duty  or  humanity,  that  the  patient  was  oblig- 
ed frequently  to  get  out  of  bed  to  feek  them. 

- On  the  gth  our  Indian  boy  Tayeto  paid  the  debt  of 
nature,  and  Tupia  was  fo  affe&ed  at  the  lofs,  that  it  was 
doubted  whether  he  would  furvivc  it  till  the  next  day. 

Dr.  Solander  and  Mr.  Banks  were  now  fo  worn 
down  by  their  diforders,  that  the  phyficians  declared 
they  had  no  chance  for  recovery,  but  by  removing  into 
the  country.  In  confequence  of  this  advice,  a houfe 
was  hired  for  them,  at  thediftance  of  about  two  miles 
from  the  town,  which  belonged  to  the  mafler  of  the 
hotel,  who  engaged  to  fupply  them  with  provifions 
and  the  ufe  of  Haves.  As  they  had  already  experi- 
enced the  unfeeling  inattention  of  thefe  fellows  to  the 
lick,  they  bought  each  of  them  a Malay  woman,  who 
from  the  tendernefs  of  their  fex,  made  them  good 
nurfes.  While  thefe  gentlemen  were  taking  mcafurcs 
for  the  recovery  of  their  health,  tliey  received  an  ac- 
count of  the  death  of  Tupia,  who  funk  at  once  after 
the  lofs  ofbis  boy,  Tayeto,  whom  he  loved  with  the 
tendernefs  of  a parent  : they  were  both  buried  in  the 
ifland  of  Edam.  ■ ' 

On  the  14th  the  bottom  of  the  fhip  was  thoroughly 
repaired,  and  much  to  Capt.  Cook’s  fatisfa£lion,  who 
befto  wed  great  encomiums  on  the  officers  and  work- 
men at  the  marine-yard;  in  his  opinion  there  is  not 
one  in  the  world,  where  a fhip  can  be  laid  down  with 
. * more 
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more  convenient  fpeed  and  fefety,  nor  repaired  with 
more  diligence  and  (kill. 

At  this  time  Capt.  Cook  was  taken  ill.  Mr.  Sport- 
ing alfo,  and  a failor  who  attended  Mr.  Banks,  were 
feized  with  the  deadly  intermittents,  and  only  ten  of 
the  (hip's  company  were  capable  of  doing  duty.  Yet, 
notwithftanding  thefe  perplexing  obftacles,  though  ha* 
* raffed  by  a contagious  drfeafe,  and  alarmed  byfrequent 
deaths,  vve  proceeded  in  rigging  tire  (hip,  and  getting 
water  and  neceffary  ftorcs  aboard ; the  (lores  were 
cafily  obtained  and  (hipped,  but  the  water  we  were 
obliged  to  procure  from  Batavia,  at  the  rate  of  fix  (hil- 
lings and  eight-pence  a leager,  or  one  hundred  and  fifty 
gallons. 

On  the  25th  in  the  night,  there  fell  fuch  a (bower 
of  rain,  as  even  all  of  us  had  caufe  to  remember.  The 
water  poured  through  every  part  of  Mr.  Banks’s  houfe, 
and  the  lower  apartments  admitted  a dream  fufficient 
to  turn  a mill.  As  this  gentleman  now  was  greatly  re- 
jflored  in  health,  he  went  to  Batavia  the  following  day, 
and  was  furprifed  to  fee  that  the  inhabitants  had  hung 
their  bedding  to  dry.  About  the  26th  of  this  month 
the  naonfoons  fet  in  ; it  blows  in  the  day-time  from  the 
N-  or  N.  W-  and  from  the  S.  W.  during  the  night; 
previous  to  this  there  had  been  violent  (howers  of  rain 
for  feveral  nights. 

The  (hip  being  repaired,  the  fick  people  received 
on  board  her,  and  the  greater  part  of  her  water  and 
flores  taken  in,  die  failed  from  Ouruft  on  the  8th  of 
Uccember,  and  anchored  in  the  road  of  Batavia : 
twelve  days  were  employed  in  receiving  the  remainder 
of  her  provifions,  water,  and  other  neceffaries,  though 
the  bufinefs  would  have  been  done  in  much  lefs  time; 
but  that  fome  of  the  crew  died,  and  the  majority  of 
the  furvirors  were  fo  ill,  as  to  be  unable  to  give  their 
affiftance. 

On  the  24th,  Gapt.  Cook  took  leave  of  the  governor, 
and  fome  other  gentlemen,  who  had  diftinguiihed 
• * themfelvcs 
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thcmfelvcs  by  the  civilities  they  fhewed  him;  but  at 
this  juncture  an  accident  occurred,  that  might  have 
produced  confequences  by  no  means  dclirable,  A 
Batavian,  defertcd  from  the  veflel,  and  entered  himfelf 
On  board  the  Endeavour.  The  captain  of  the  Dutch 
ibip  having  made  application  to  the  governor,  claiming 
the  delinquent  as  a fubjeft  of  the  States  General,  the 
governor  illiied  his  order  for  the  reftoration  of  the 
man ; when  this  order  was  given  to  him,  he  faid,  that 
man  Ihould  be  given  up  if  he  appeared  to  be  a Dutch- 
man. As  the  captain  was  at  this  time  on  fhore,  he 
gave  the  Dutch  officer  a note  to  the  lieutenant,  to  de- 
liver the  deferter  on  the  condition  above-mentioned. 

On  the  followingday  the  Dutchman  waited  on  Capt. 
Cook,  informing  him,  that  the  lieutenant  had  abfo- 
iutely  refufed  to  give  up  the  feaman,  faying  he  was  an 
Irilhman,  and  of  courfe  a fubjeft  of  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefly  ; Capt.  Cook,  applauded  the  conduct  of  his  officer, 
and  added,  that  it  could  not  be  expected  that  he  ihould 
deliver  up  ap  Englilh  fubjccl.  The  Dutch  officer  then 
faid,  lie  was  authorised,  by  the  governor,  to  demand 
the  fugitive  as  a Danifli  fubjeft,  adding  that  his  name 
was  entered  in  the  (hip’s  books  as  having  been  born  at 
Eliineur.  The  Dutchman  now  took  his  leave,  and  h* 
had  not  been  long  gone  before  the  captain  received  a 
letter  from  the  lieutenant  on  hoard,  containing  full 
proof  that  he  was  an  Englifb  fubjecl.  This  letter  the 
captain  carried  to  the  fhebander,  defiling  him  to  lay  it 
before  the  governor,  and  to  inform  him,  that  the  man 
ihould  not  be  delivered  up  on  any  terms  whatever. 
This  fpirited  conduct  on  thje  part  of  Capt.  Cook,  had 
the  dclircd  effect ; and  thus  the  matter  ended. 

This  day  the  captain,  attended  by  Mr.  Banks  and 
the  other  gentlemen  who  had  hitherto  lived  iu  the  town, 
repaired  on  board  the  (hip,  which  got  under  fail  the 
next  morning.  The  Endeavour  was  falutcd  by  the  fort, 
and  by  the  Elgin  Eafl-lndiaman,  which  then  lay  in. 
the  road.;  hutfoon  after  thefc  compliments  were  return- 
ed* 
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cd,  (he  fea-breeze  fetting  in,  they  were  obliged  to  come 
to  anchor.  1 Since  the  arrival  of  the  fhip  in  Batavii 
load,  every  perfon  belonging  to  her  had  been  ill,  ex- 
cept the  fail- maker,  who  was  more  than  70  ye'ars  old, 
yet  this  man  got  drunk  every  day  while  we  remained 
there.  We  buried  feven  of  our  people  at  Batavia, 
viz.  Tupia  and  his  boy,  three  of  the  failors,  the  fer- 
Vant  of  Mr.  Green  and  the  furgeon;  and  at  the  time 
of  the  veffel’s  failing,  40  of  the  crew  were  Hck,  and  the 
reft  fo  enfeebled  by  their  late  illnefs,  as  to  be  fcarcely 
able  to  do  their  duty.  ‘ ’ 


CHAP.  XII.

BAtavia,  fituated  in  6 deg.  10  min.  S.  lat.  and  106 
deg  50.  min.  E.  long,  from  the  meridian  of  Green 
wich,  is  built  on  the  bank  of  a large  bay,  about  20 
miles  from  the  /freight  of  Sunda,  on  the  north  fide  of 
the  ifland  of  Java,  on  a low  boggy  ground.-  Several 
final  1 rivers,  which  rife  40  miles  up  the  country.  There 
*re  wide  canals  of  nearly  ftagnated  water  in  almoft 
every  ftreet,  and  as  the  banks  of  the  canals  are  planted 
with  trees,  they  appear  at  hrfl  very  agreeable;  but 
thefe  trees  and  canals  combine  to  render  the  air  pefti- 
lential.  Some  of  the  rivers  are  navigable,  more  than 
miles  up  the  country ; and  the  Dutch  appear  to  have 
chofen  this  fpot  to  build  the  town  on,  for  the  fake  of 
water  carriage,  in  which  convenience  Batavia  exceeds 
«very  place  in  the  world,  except  the  towns  of  Holland. 

The 
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The  new  church  in  Batavia,  is  a fine  piece  of  build- 
ing, and  the  dome  of  it  may  be  feen  far  off  at  fea. 
This  church  is  illuminated  by  chandeliers  of  the  moft 
fuperb  workmanfhip,  and  has  a fine  organ  : molt  of 
the  other  public  buildings  are  ancient,  conftrudled  in 
an  ill  tafte,  and  gave  a very  complete  idea  of  Dutch 
clumfinefs. 

Batavia  is  encompaffed  by  a river  of  fhallow  water, 
the  ftreara  of  which  is  very  rapid;  within  this  river, 
which  is  of  different  widths  in  various  places,  is  an 
old  ftone-wall,  much  decayed  in  many  places,  and 
within  the  wall  is  a canal,  wider  in  fomc  places  than  in 
others,  fo  that  there  is  no  entering  the  gates  of  the 
town  but  by  eroding  two  draw  bridges ; there  are  but 
few  on  the  ramparts,  and  no  perfons  are  permitted  to 
walk  there.  There  is  a kind  of  citadel,  orcaftle,  in 
the  N.  E.  corner  of  the  town,  the  walls  of  which  are 
both  broader  and  higher  than  they  are  in  other  parts  ; 
it  is  furnifhed  with  a number  of  large  guns,  which 
command  the  landing-place. 

Apartments  are  provided  in  this  cafile  for  the  go- 
venor-general  and  all  the  council:  and,  in  cafe  of  a 
fiege,  they  have  orders  to  retire  thither.  In  the  cafile 
arc  likewife  a number  of  flore  houfes,  in  which  the 
effects  belonging  to  the  company  are  depolited.  The 
company  have  in  their  poltcffion  large  quantities  of 
gunpowder,  which  is  kept  in  different  places,  that  the 
lightning  may  not  deftroy  the  whole  flock  at  once  ; a 
great  number  of  cannons  are  likewife  laid  up  within 
the  caftle.  There  are  a great  many  forts  built  in  diffe- 
rent parts  of  the  country,  feveral  miles  diftance  from 
Batavia,  moll  probably  eretfted  to  keep  the  natives  in 
fubjeftion  ; and  befides  thefe  there  are  a number  of  for- 
tified houfes,  each  mounting  eight  guns,  which  are  fo 
ftationed  as  to  command  the  canals  and  the  roads  on 
the  borders.  There  are  houfes  of  this  kind  in  many 
parts  of  the  ifland  of  Java,  and  the  other  illands  in  its 
neighbourhood,  of  which  the  Dutch,  have  obtained 
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pbfleffion.  The  Chinefe  having  rebelled  againft  them 
ia  the  year  170.J,  all  their  principal  houfes  were  de- 
molilhed  by  the  cannon  of  one  of  thefe  fortified  houfes, 
which  is  in  the  town  of  Batavia,  where,  likewife,  there 
are  a few  more  of  them. 

The  fruits  of  this  country  are  near  forty  in  number, 
and  of  feme  of  thefe  thete  are  fevefal  kinds.  Pine-ap- 
ples grow  in  fuch  abundance,  that  they  may  be  pur- 
chafed  for  the  value  of  ad  Englifh  farthing.  The  fweet 
oranges  are  good  of  their  kind,  but  dear  at  particular 
times.  The  (haddocks  of  the  Weft  Indies,  called  here 
pamplemoofes,  have  an  agreeable  flavour.  Lemoijs 
are  very  l'carce,  but  limes  are  altogether  plentiful,  and 
fold  at  little  more  than  two-pence  a fcore.  There  arc 
many  kinds  of  oranges  and  lemons,  but  none  of  them 
excellent.  Of  mangoes  there  are  plenty.  Of  bananas, 
there  are  an  amazing  variety  of  forts,  fome  of  which 
being  boiled,  are  eaten  as  bread,  while  otheis  are  fried  , 
in  batter, 'and  are  a nouriftiing  food:  but  of  the  nu- 
merous forts  of  fruit,  three  only  are  fit  to  be  eaten  : 
one  indeed  is  remarkable,  becaufeit  is  filled  with  feeds 
which  are  not  common  to  the  reft.  Grapes  are  fold 
from  one  fhilling  to  eight-pence  a pound,  though  they 
are  far  from  being  good . Tamarinds  are  cheap  and  plen- 
tiful. The  cocoa-nut  is  plentiful  in  this  country,  and 
there  are  feveral  kinds  of  this  fruit,  the  beft  of  which 
is  very  red  between  the  flicll  and  the  fkin. 

In  this  country  fweet  feented  flowers  are  plentiful, 
many  fpecies  of  which  being  entirely  unknown,  are 
worth  remarking.  The  combang  tonquin,  and  corn- 
bang  carenaffi,  are  particularly  fragrant  flowers,  which 
bear  fcarcely  any  refemblance  to  any  of  thofe  flowers 
with  which  we  are  acquainted.  They  are  very  fmall, 
and  feem  to  be  of  the  dog’s-bane  fpecies.  This  ca- 
munga,  which  is.  more  like  a bunch  of  leaves  than  a 
flower,  is  of  a Angular  fmell,  but  very  grateful.  The 
bon  tanjong,  is  of  a pale  yellow  caft,  and  has  a very 
agreeable  fmell ; it  is  about  an  inch  and  an  half  in  cir- 
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cumference,  and  confifls  of  pointed  leaves,  which  gives 
it  the  appearance  of  a ftar.  There  is  alfo  ah  exjraordi-  . 
nary  kind  of  flower  called  fundal  malam,  which  fig-* 
nifies  the  intriguer  of  the  night.  This  flower  has  no 
fmell  in  the  day-time,  but  as  night  comes  on,  it  has  a 
very  fragrant  feent,  and  is.  very  much  tike  the  Englith 
tuberofe.  Thefe  flowers  being  made  into  nofegays  of 
different  fhapes,  or  ftrung  upon  thread,  are  canied 
through  the  flreet  for  fate  on  an  evening. 

A plant  catted  the  pandang  is  produced  here,  the 
leaves  of  which  being  Hired  fmaii,  and  mixed  with 
other  flowers,  . the.  natives  of  both  fexes  fill  their 
elothesand  hair  with  thismixture,  which  they  likewife 
fprinkle  on  their  beds,  and  fieep  under  this  heap  of 
tweets,  a thin  piece  of  chines  being  their  only  cover- 
ing. 

Formerly  the  only  fpice  that  grew  on  the  ifland  of 
Java  was  pepper.  A conliderable  quantity  is  brought 
from  thence  by  the  Dutch,  but  very  little  of  it  is  made 
ufe  of  in  the  country.  The  inhabitants  prefer  cayan 
pepper,  and  are  fond  of  cloves  and  nutmeg,  but  thefe 
firft  are  too  dear  to  be  commonly  ufed.  Near  the  ifland 
of  Amboyna  are  fome  little  ifles,  on  which  the  cloves 
grow,  and  the  Dutch  were  notcafy  till  they  all  became 
their  property.  Scarcely  any  other  nutmegs  are  fpund 
but  on  the  ifland  of  Banda,  which,  however,  furnifhes 
enough  for  all  the  nations  that  have  a demand  for  that 
commodity.  There  are  but  few  nutmeg-trees. on  the 
coaft  of  New  Guinea.  The  ifland  of  Java,  of  which 
we  have  already  fpoken,  produces  horfes,  buffaloes, 
fheep,  goats,  and  hogs.  The  fort  of  horfes  faid  to  have 
been  met  with  here  when  the  country  was  firft  dif- 
covered,  appeared  to  be  nimble  animals,  though  fmaU, 
being  generally  feldom  above  thirteen  hands  high. 
The  horned  cattle  of  this  country  are  different  from 
thofeof  Europe.  They  are  quite  lean,  but  of  a very- 
fine  grain.  The  Chiuefe  and  the  natives  of  Java* 
eat  the  buffaloe  flcfli,  which  the  Putch  conftantly  re— 
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fufc,  bgng  imprelfed  with  a ftrange  idea  that  it  is  fe- 
verifh.  The  fheep  are  hairy  like  goats,  and  have  long 
ears ; they  are  moftly  found  to  be  tough  and  ill-tafted. 
There  happening  to  be  a few  from  the  Cape  of  Good' 
Hope  at  Batavia,  fome  of  them  were  puichafed  at  the' 
rate  of  one  fhilling  a pound. 

In  this  country  palm-wine  and  arrack  arc  very  plen- 
tiful. Of  the  former  there  are  three  forts,  the  firft  of 
which  is  drank  in  a few  hours  after  it  is  drawn  from 
the  tree,  and  is  moderately Tweet ; the  fecond  and  third 
forts  are  made  by  fermentation,  and  by  putting  feveial 
forts  of  herbs  and  roots  into  the  liquor. 

In  Java,  the  religion  of  Mahomet  is  profefled,  for 
which  reafon  the  natives  do  not  make  ufeof.wine  pub- 
licly ; but  in  private  they  will  not  refufe  it.  They 
alfo  chew  opium,  whofe  intoxicating  qualities  prove 
its  recommendation  to  the  natives  of  India. 

Some  of  the  Indians  are  very  rich,  keep  a great 
number  of  haves,  and  live,  in  all  refpeds,  according 
to  the  cuftom  of  their  countries,  while  others  are  em- 
ployed to  carry  goods  by  water  ; and  others  again  fub- 
fift  by  fifhing.  The  oranflams,  or  bclievers’of  the 
faith,  feed  principally  on  boiled  rice,  mixed  with  a 
fmall  quantity  of  dried  fhrimps  and  other  fifh,  which 
are  imported  from  China,  and  a little  of  the  flefh  of 
buffaloes  and  chickens ; they  are  fond  of  fruit,  of  which 
they  eat  large  quantities,  and  with  the  flour  of  the  rice 
they  make  feveral  forts  of  paflry. 

When  a marriage  is  to  be  folemnized  among  them; 
all  the  gold  and  lilver  ornaments  that  can  be  procured', 
are  borrowed  to  deck  out  the  young  couple,  who,  on 
thefe  occalions,  never  fail  to  make  the  moft  fplendid 
appearance ; fumptuous  entertainments  arc  given  by 
thofe  who  can  afford  them,  which  continue  twelve  or 
fourteen  days,  and  frequently  more,  during  all  which 
time  the  women  take  care  that  the  bridegroom  Iball 
not  vi fit  his  wife  privately,  though  the  Wedding  takes 
place  previous  to  the  fefiival.

132  Captain  COOK’S  Firft  VOYAGE 

On  the  27th  of  December,  early  in  the  morning,  we 
■weighed,  left  the  harbour  of  Batavia,  and  flood  out  to 
fea.  On  the  29th,  after  much  delay  by  contrary  winds, 
we  weathered  Pulo  Pare,  and  flood  for  the  main.  On 
the  fame  day  paffed  a fmall  illand  between  Batavia  and 
Pantam,  called  'Maneatcr’s  illand.  On  Sunday  the 
30th,  weathered  Wapping  and  Pulo  Babi  iflands, 
and  the  next  day,  being  the  31ft,  we  flood  over  to  the 
Sumatra  fliore. 

On  the  ifl  of  Jan.  we  flepred  for  the  Java  fliore 
and  continued  our  courfe,  as  the  wind  permitted  us,  till 
three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  5th,  when  we  caft 
anchor  on  the  fquth-eaft  fide  of  Prince's  Illand,  in  eigh- 
teen fathoir}  water,  in  order  to  recruit  our  llorcs,  ancf 
procure  refrellimcnts  for  the  fick,  many  of  whom  were 
much  worfe  than  they  were  at  our  departure  from  Ba- 
tavia. Mr.  Banks  and  Dr.  Solander,  accompanied  by 
the  captain  and  other  gentlemen,  went  on  ihore.  We 
met  upon  the  beach,  fomc  Indians,  by  whom  we  were 
conduced  to  their  king.  Having  exchanged  a few 
compliments  with  this  perfon,  we  entered  upon  bufi- 
nefs,  but  in  fettling  the  price  of  turtle,  could  notagree. 
Upon  this  we  took  leave,  the  Indians  difperfed,  and 
-we  proceeded  along  fliore  in  fearcli  of  a watering- 
place.  We  happily  fucceeded  in  finding  a very  conve- 
nient one,  and  had  reafon  to  believe,  with  care  in  fill- 
ing, it  would  proye  agreeable  to  our  wifhes. 

On  our  return,  fome  Indians,  who  remained  with  a 
canoe  upon  the  beach,  fold  u$  three  turtles,  but  we 
were  obliged  to  promife,  that  we  would  not  tell  the 
king.  On  the  6th  we  renewed  with  better  fuccefsour 
traffiefor  turtle.  About  noon  the  Indians  lowered 
their  demands  flowly,  infomuch,  that,  before  the  even- 
ing, they  accepted  our  flipulated  price,  and-we  had 
turtle  in  plenty. 

Mr.  Banks,  in  the  evening,  paid  a vifit  to  the  king, 
whom  he  was  received  very  gracioufly  at  his  palac^ 
in  the’middie  of  a rice  field,  notwithflanding  his  Ma- 
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iefly  was  bufily  employed  in  dreffing  his  own  fupper. 
The  day  following  the  Indians  reforted  to  the  trading- 
place  with  fowls,  fi fh,  monkies,  fmall  dear,  and  fome 
vegetables  ; but  no  turtle  appeared  till  the  next  day, 
after  which  fome  were  brought  to  market  every  day 
while  we  tyaid  there;  but  the  whole  quantity  together 
was  not  equal  to  that  we  bought  the  day  after  our  ar- 
rival. 

On  the  iithi  Mr-  Banks  having  received  intelli- 
gence from  a fervant  he  had  hired  at  Batavia,  that  the 
Indians  of  this  illand  had  a town  fituated  near  the 
fhore,  to  the  weftward,  he  determined  to  go  in  fearch 
of  the  fame.  With  this  vie>y  he  fet  out  in  the  morn- 
ing, accompanied  by  the  fecond  lieutenant:  and  ap- 
prehending his  vifit  might  not  be  agreeable  to  the  na- 
tives, he  told  fuch  of  them  as  he  met,  that  he  was  in 
fearch  of  plants.  Havingromc  to  a place  where  there 
were  three  or  four  houfes,  they  met  with  an  old  man, 
of  whom  they  ventured  to  make  a few  enquiries  con- 
cerning the  town.  He  woqld  have  perfuaded  them, 
that  it  was  at  a great  diflancc  ; but  perceiving  that  they 
proceeded  forward,  he  joined  company,  and  went  on 
with  them.  The  old  naan  attempted  feveral  times  to 
lead  them  out  of  the  way,  though  without  fucccfs; 
but  when  at  length  they  came  within  light  of  thehoufes, 
he  entered  cordially  into  their  party,  and  conducted 
them  into  the  town,  the  name  of  which  is  Samapang. 
It  confifts  of  about  400  houfes,  and  is  divided  by  a 
brackilh  river  into  two  parts,  one  called  the  old,  and 
t}re  other  the  new  town.  When  they  had  entered 
the  former,  they  were  accofted  by  feveral  Indians 
whom  they  had  feen  at  the  trading-place,  and  one  of 
them  undertook  to  carry  them  over  to  the  new  town, 
at  two-pence  per  head.  The  bargain  being  made, 
they  embarked  in  two  fmall  canoes,  placed  along  fide 
pach  other,  and  lafhed  together,  to  prevent  their  overr 
fetting.  They  landed  fafely,  though  not  without  fome 
difficulty  ; and  when  they  came  to  the  new  town,  the 
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people  fhewed  them  every  mark  of  cordial  fricndftrp, 
lhewing  them  the  houfes  of  their  king  and  principal 
people  Few  of  the  houfes  were  open  at  this  time, 
the  inhabitants  having  taken  up  their  refidence  in  the 
rice-grounds,  to  defend  their  crops  again  ft  the  birds 
and  monkies,  who,  without  this  neceffary  caution, 
Would  deftroy  them. 

When  their  curiofity  was  fatisfied,  they  hired  a large 
failing-boat  for  two  rupees,  value  4s.  which  conveyed 
them  to  the  bark,  time  enough  to  dine  upon  one  of  the 
fmall  dear,  weighing  only  4olb.  which  proved  to  be 
exceeding  good  and  favory  food.  In  the  evening  we 
again  went  on  fhore,  to  fee  how  our  people  went  on, 
who  were  employed  in  wooding  and  watering,  when 
we  were  told  that  an  axe  had  been  ftolen.  Applica- 
tion was  immediately  made  to  the  king,  who,  after 
fome  altercation,  promifed,  that  the  axe  ftiould  be  re- 
ftored  in  the  morning  ; and  it  was  accordingly  brought 
us  by  a man,  who  pretended,  that  the  thief,  afraid  of  a 
difcovery,  had  left  it  at  his  houfe  in  the  night. 

On  the  13th,  having  compleated  our  wood  and  wa- 
ter, Mr.  Banks  took  leave  of  his  majefty,  to  whom  he 
had  made  feveral  trifling  prefents,  and  at  parting  gave 
him  two  quires  of  paper,  which  he  gracioufly  accep- 
ted. During  their  converfation,  the  king  enquired 
why  the  Englilh  did  not  touch  3t  the  ifland  as  they  had 
ufed  to  do.  Mr.  Banks  replied,  that  the  reafon  was, 
as  he  fuppofed,  becaufe  they  found  a deficiency  of  tur- 
tle, of  which  there  not  being  enough  to  fupply  one 
fhip,  many  could  not  be  expected;  and  to  fupply  this 
defecft,  Mr.  Banks  advifed  his  majefty  to  breed  cattle, 
buffaloes,  and  fheep ; but  he  did  not  ieem  difpofed  to 
adopt  this  prudent  meafure. 

On  the  14th,  we  had  got  on  board  a good  flock  of 
frefh  previfions,  confiding  of  turtle,  fowl,  fifti,  two 
fpecies  of  deer,  one  about  the  fize  of  a fheep,  the  other 
not  bigger  than  a rabbet;  alfo  cocoa-nuts,  plantains, 
Hrries,  and  other  vegetables.  The  deer,  however, 
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ierved  only  for  prefent  ufe,  for  we  could  feldom  keep, 
one  of  them  alive  more  then  twenty-four  hours. 

On  the  15th  we  weighed,  with  4 light  breeze  at  N- 
E.  and  flood  out  to  fea.  We  took  our  departure  from 
java  Head,  which  is  in  lat.  6 deg.  49  min.  S.  and  in 
long.  253  deg.  1 2 min.  W. 

In  the  month  of  February  we  held  on  our  courfe.- 
and  made  the  beft  of  our  way  for  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope  ; put  now  the  fatal  feeds  of  difeafe,  our  people 
had  imbibed  at  Batavia,  began  to  appear,  with  the  mofl 
alarming  fymptoms,  in  dyfenteries  and  flow  fevers. 
Our  fituation  inafhort  time  was  truly  deplorable,  and 
the  fliip  was  little  better  than  an  hofpital,  in  which 
thofe  who  did  duty,  were  too  few  to  attend  thofe  who 
were  confined  to  their  hammocks.  Many  of  thefe  were 
in  the  laft  ftage  of  the  deftru&ive  diforder  ; and  almoft 
every  night  we  committed  a body  to  the  fea.  Mr. 
Banks  was  among  the  number  of  the  lick,  and  for  fome 
time  we  defpaired  of  his  life.  In  the  courfe  of  fix 
weeks  we  buried  Mr.  Sporing,  a gentleman  of  Mr. 
Banks’s  retinue ; Mr.  Parker,  his  natural  hiftoty 
painter  ; Mr.  Green  the  aftronomer,  the  boatfwain, 
the  carpenter  and  his  mate ; Mr.  Monkhoufe  the  mid- 
Ihipman;  our  jolly  fail-maker  and  hisafliflant;  the  cook, 
the  corporal  of  the  marines,  two  of  the  carpenter's 
crew,  a midfhipman  and  nine  failors ; in  all  23  per-r 
fons,  befides  7 at  Batavia. 

On  the  15th  of  March,  we  brought  the  fliip  to  an 
anchor  off  the  Cape  of  Good  Elope.  Capt.  Cook  reT 
paired  immediately  to  the  governor,  who  cheerfully 
promifed  him  every  refrelhment  the  country  afforded, 
on  which  a houfe  was  hired  for  the  lick,  and  it  was  a*- 
greed  they  fhould  be  lodged  and  boarded  for  2s.  each 
man  per  day.  . , 

At  the  time  the  Endeavour  layat  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope,  the  Houghton  Indiman,  failed  for  England^ 
She  had  buried  near  40  of  her  crew, and  when  Ihelcft 
he  Cape,  had  many  of  her  hands  in  a helplefo  condi- 
tion, 
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tlon,  occalioned  by  the  fcurvy.  other  Ihips  likewife 
experienced  a proportionable  lofs  by  lickncfs  ; fo  that 
our  fufferings  wera,  comparatively  light,  confidering 
that  we  had  been  near  three  times  as  long. 

We  continued  at  the  Cape  till  the  13th  of  April  in 
order  to  recover  the  fick,  procure  ftores,  and  to  do 
fome  neccffary  work  upon  thefhip  and  rigging.  When 
this  wasfinilhed,  we  got  all  the  lick  on  board,  feveral 
of  whom  were  ftill  in  a dangerous  ftate  ; and  pn  the 
14th,  havingtaken  leave  Of  the  governor,  we  unmoor- 
ed and  got  ready  to  fail. 

The  hiftory  of  Caffraria  is  well  known  in  Europe,' 
and  a defeription  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  has  been 
given  by  mod  of  our  circum-navigators  ; yet  it  is  pre- 
fumed, that  an  account  of  this  country  will  be  accept- 
able to  mod  of  the  fubferibers  to  this  woik,  who  will 
meet  with  fome  particulars  that  have  either  been 
wholly  omitted,  or  mifreprefented  in  other  narratives. 

The  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  which  in  the  mod  fouth- 
ern  part  of  Africa,  was  at  hrft  difcoVered,  A.  D.  1 493, 
by  Bartholomew  Diaz,  admiral' of  a Portuguefs  fleet, 
who,  on  account  of  the  boirtefous  weather  he  met  With 
when  near  it,  diftinguilbed  it  by  the  name  of  Cabodos 
totos  Tormentos,  of  the  Cape  of  all  Plagues  ; fincc 
which,  no  place  in  the  univerfe  has  been  more  lpokcn 
of.  The  reafon  why  it  has  fo  ranch  attraflcd  the  at- 
tention of  mariners  of  all  nations,  is,  their  being  under 
the  neccffity  of  frequently  calling  there  for  water  and 
other  refrefhments,  and  alfo  of  doubling  it  in  their 
voyage  to  the  Eaft-Indies.  But  John  king  of  Portugal 
not  liking  the  name  which  his  admiral  had  bellowed 
upon  it,  changed  it  to  that  of  Cabode  Bona  Efperanca, 
the  “ Cape  of  Good  Hope,"  which  appellation  it  has 
ever  lince  retained.  -x 

Neither  Diaz,  nor  his  fucceflor  Vafco  dc  Gama, 
though  they  faw  the  Cape,  thought  proper  to  land : but 
in  1498  the  Portuguefe. admiral,  Rio  del  Infanta,  was 
the  hrft  who  ventured  on  Ihore  ; and  from  his  report, 
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lirnanuel,  king  of  Portugal,  determined  to  eftablifh  ? 
colony  ; but  the  Portuguefe  having  taken  it  into  their 
heads,  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  Cape  were  Canibals, 
were  too  much  afraid  of  being  devoured,  to  obey  their 
Sovereign  in  making  the  fettlement  he  intended:  how- 
ever, fotne  time  after,  another  body  of  thofe  timid 
adventurers  made  good  their  landing;  under  the  con- 
duit of  Francis  d’Almeyda,  a viceroy  of  Brafil,  when 
the  Portuguefe  were  Jhamefully  defeated  by  the  fcarce 
armed,  and  unwarlike  natives.  The  viceroy  and  50 
of  his  men  being  killed  in  the  engagement,  the  re- 
mainder retired  with  precipitation  to  their  fliips.  The 
Portuguefe  determined  to  be  revenged  ; but  not  having 
magnanity  enough  to  (hew  a becoming  refentment, 
they  contrived  a mofl  inhuman  and  cowardly  expe- 
dient. ....  : \ 

About  two  years  after,  touching  at  the  Cape,  they 
landed  with  all  the  appearance  of  amity,  accompanied 
with  ftrong  profeflions  of  friendfhip,  and  tinder  this 
mafk  brought  with  them  a large  cannon  loaded  with 
grape-fhot.  The  unfufpedling  natives,  overjoyed  by 
the  giftof  fo  great  a treafure,  began  to  drag  it  away 
by  the  means  of  two  long  ropes,  which  had  been  per- 
vioully  fattened  to  the  muzzle.  Great  numbers  laid 
hold  of  the  ropes,  and  many  others  went  before  by 
way  of  triumph,  when  the  treacherous  Portuguefe  br- 
ing olf  the  cannon,  a prodigious  Daughter  enfued,  as 
molt  of  the  people  flood  within  the  range  of  the  fliot. 
Many  were  killed,  fcveral  wounded  ; and  the  few  who 
escaped,  abandoned  with  the  titmofl  precipitation  the 
fatal  prefen t.. 

. About  the  year  1600,  the  dutch  began  to  touch  at 
the  Cape,  in  their  way  to  and  from  the  Eaft-lndies  ; 
and  becoming  annually  more  fenlible  of  the  importance 
of  the  place,  they  ettecled  a fettlement,  in  1650,  which 
fince  that  time  had  iifen  to  great  power  and  opulence, 
amd  been  of  effential  fervice  to  that  nation.  M.  Van- 
Jlicbeeck,  a furgon,  in  his  return  ftom  Indi3;  pbferv- 
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ing  the  conveniency  of  the  place  for  a fcttlcment,  and 
laying  before  the  Dutch  Eaft-India  Company  a plan  of 
its  advantages,  the  fchcme  was  approved,  and  the  pro- 
je&or  appointed  governor.  This  adventurer  failing 
with  four  fhips  to  the  Cape,  entered  into  a negociation 
with  the  people,  who,  inconfiderationoffifty  thoufand 
guilders,  or  four  thoufand  three  hundred  and  feventy- 
live  pounds  fterling,  agreed  to  yield  up  to  the  Dutch 
a confiderable  tract  of  the  country  round  the  Cape.  Van 
Ricbeeck,  in  order  tofecure  his  new  purchafe,  imme- 
diately erected  a ftrong  fquare  fort  ; laid  out  a large 
garden,  and  planted  it  with  a great  variety  of  the  pro- 
ductions from  Europe,  that  he  might  render  the  place 
as  commodious  and  agreeable  as  pofliblc. 

Having  thus  fuccefsfully  founded  a fettlement,  the 
Dutch  Company  propofed,  in  order  the  more  effec- 
tually toeftablifh  it,  that  every  man,  who  would  fettle 
three  years  at  the  Cape,  Ihould  have  an  inheritance  of 
fixty  acres  of  land,  provided,  that  during  that  fpace, 
he  would  fo  improve  hiseftate,  as  to  render  it  fufficient 
to  maintain  himfelf,  and  contribute  fomewhat  towards 
the  maintenance  of  the  garrifon  ; and,  at  the  expira- 
tion of  the  time,  he  might  either  keep  poffefhon  of  it, 
or  fell  it,  and  return  home.  Induced  by  thefe  propo- 
fals,  many  went  to  feek  their  fortunes  at  the  Cape,  and 
were  furnifhed  on  credit  with  cattle,  grain,  plants, 
utenfils,  Sec.  The  planters,  however,  at  length  grew 
weary  of  their  habitations  for  want  of  conjugal  fociety  : 
therefore  the  governor  of  the  company,  to  prevent 
their  leaving  the  place,  provided  them  with  wives  from 
the  orphan-houfes,  and  other  charitable  foundations, 
fnprocefsof  time  they  greatly  increafed,  and  fpread 
themfelves  farther  up  the  Gauntry,  andalong  the  coaft, 
till  they  occupied  all  the  lands  from  Sandanna  Bay, 
round  the  feuthera  point  of  Africa,  to  Noflel  Bay,  on 
the  Eaft,  and  afterwards  purchased  Tarra  d«  Natal,  in. 
order  to  extend  their  Jinuts  fUU  farther. 
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On  the  firft  fettlement  of  the  Dutch  at  the  Cape, 
ah  the  Hottentot  tribe  did  not  acquifce  in  the  fale  of 
the  country  to  foreigners ; for  the  Gunyemains  difTented 
from  the  agreement  of  the  others,  and,  in  1659,  dif- 
puted  the  pofleflion  of  the  purchafed  territories  with 
the  Dutch.  They  always  made  their  attack  in  boifter- 
ous  weather,  as  thinking  the  fire-arms  then  oflefs  ufe 
and  efficacy ; and  upon  thefeoccafions  they  would  mUr- 
derindifcriminately  all  the  Europeans  they  could  meet, 
burn  down  their  houfes,  and  drive  away  their  cattle. 
But  the  Hottentots  themfelves  at  length  growing  tired 
of  the  war,  too  of  them,  belonging  to  one  nation, 
came  unarmed  to  the  Dutch  fort,  with  a prefent  of  13 
head  of  fine  cattle,  in  order  to  fue  for  peace.  This, 
it  may  be  imagined,  was  readily  granted  by  the  Dutch, 
who  were  heartily fick  ofa  conteft,  in  which  themfelves 
were  fuch  great  lofers,  without  reaping  any  advantages 
fiomit. 

The  land  over  the  Cape,  which  conflitutes  the  pe- 
ninfula  formed  by  Tabel  Bay  on  the  N.  and  Falfe  Bay 
on  the  S.  conlifts  of  high  mountains,  altogether  naked 
and  defolate  : the  land  behind  thefe  to  the  E,  which 
may  beconfidered  as  the  ifthmus,  is  a plain  of  vaft  ex- 
tent, confiftingalmoft  wholly  of  a light  kind  of  feafand, 
which  produces  nothing  but  heath,  and  is  utterly  inca- 
pable of  cultivation. 

Cape  town  is  the  onlyone  the  Dutch  have  built  here, 
and  it  conlifts  of  about  1000  houfes,  neatly  built  of 
brick,  whited  in  general  on  the  outlidc.  They  are 
covered  only  with  thatch,  for  the  violenceof  the  S.  E. 
winds,  would  render  any  other  roof  inconvenient  and 
dangerous.  The  ftre?t$  are  broad  and  commodious, 
crofting  each  other  at  right  angles.  The  houfes  in  ge- 
neral have  pleafant  gardens  behind,  and  neat  court- 
yards before  them. 

- The  town  extends  from  the  fea  fhorc  to  the  Com- 
pany’s garden,  fpreading  along  Table  Bay.  The  fort 
i*  in  a valley  at  a fmall  diftance,  its  form  pentagonal, 
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it  commands  the' landing-place,  and  is  garrifoned  by 
200  foldiers.  The  governor's  ftorchoufcs  are  within 
It;  other  officers,  befideshimfelf,  have  apartments  here, 
as  well  as, 600  fervants.  The  hofpital  for  lick  fcamcn 
is  of  clf^ntial  ufe.to.the  Dutch  fleets  in  going  to  and 
returning  from  India. 

. .What  is  mod  tobeadmired  at  the  Cape,  is  the  Com- 
pany’s gardens,  where  they  have  introduced  almoft  all 
the  fruits  and  flowers  that  are  found  in  the  other  three 
quarters  of  the  globe,  moft  of  which  are  improved, 
and  flourifh  more  then  they  did  in  their  rcfpeTive  cli- 
mates; and  the  garden  is  watered  with  fprings  tliat  fall 
down  from  Table  Mountain  juft  above  them.  Apples 
and  pears  are  planted  here,  with  grapes  of  Afia,  as 
well  as  thofe  of  Europe.  Here  are  alfo  lemons,  oranges 
citrons,  figs,  Japan  apples,  and  a great  varity  of  ether 
fi  uits. 

Notwithftanding  the  natural  fterility  of  the  climate, 
induftry  hasfupplied  this  place  with  all  the  necelfaries, 
and  even  luxuries  of  life  in  the  greateft  profulion. 
The  beef  and  mutton  are  excellent,  though  the  oxen 
and  fbeep  are  natives  of  the  country.  Good  butter  is 
made  from  the  milk  of  cows,  but  the  cheefe  is  iuferior 
to  ours.  Here  are  hogs,  and  a great  variety  of  poul-, 
try;  alfo  goats,  but  thefe  laft  are  never  eaten.  Hares 
arc  to  be  found  cxacftly  like  thofe  in  Europe  ; likewife 
pinny  kinds  of  antelopes  ; quails  of  two  forts,  and  bul- 
fards,  all  well  flavoured. 

The  Helds  produce  European  wheat  and  barley  ; the 
gardens  European  vegetables  ; fruit  of. all  kinds,  be- 
fidcs  plantains,  gqavas,  jambu,  and  other  Indian  fruits. 
The  vineyards  alfo  produce  wine  of  various  forts,  but 
not  equal  to  thofe  of  Europe,  except  the  Conftantia, 
which  is  made  genuine  only  at  one  vineyard,  about  ten 
miles  diftant  from  the  town.  Tlieic  is  another  vine- 
yard  near  it,  where  wine  is  made,  and  called  by  the 
fame  name,  bpt  is  greatly  inferior. 
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There  are  great  numbers  of  domcftic  animals  in  the 
Various  colonies  and  fettlemcnts  at  the  Cape,  and  the 
woods  and  mountains  abound  with  wild  beafts.  The 
horfes,  which  were  brought  originally  from  Perfia,  are 
of  a bay  or  chefnut  Colour,  but  rather  fmall.  Among 
the  wild  beads  the  elephant  claims  the  firft  place.  The 
rhinoceros  is  of  a dark  afh  colour,  and  has  a fnout  like 
a hog.  At  the  Cape,  wolves  are  of  two  kinds;,  the 
orie  refembles  a fheep-dog,  and  is  fpotted  like  a tyger  ; 
the  other  is  like  an  European  wolf. 

Lions,  tygers,  leopards,  Sec.  alfo  abound  here,  and 
are  fo  troublefome,'  that  the  perfon  who  kills  one  of 
either-fort,  is  rewarded  with  35  florins,  or  fifty  {hillings. 
The  flelh  of  the  lion  is  efteemed  equal  to  venifon,  and 
the  fat  much  valued.  Here  are  much  larger  buffaloes 
than  in  Europe. 

We  faw  here  elks  five  feet  high,  with  horns  a foot 
long.  Another  lingular  animal,  is  that  called  flinkbox  . 
from  its  offenfive  fmell  both  living  and  dead.  Wild 
cats  are  of  feveral  forts.  Thefirft,  the  Dutch  called 
the  civic  cat,  not  that  it  is  really  the  animal  of  thkt 
name,  but  becaufe  of  the  fine  feent  of  the  fkin.  The 
next  the  tyger  cat,  from  its  being  fpotted  like  a tyger. 
The  third  the  mountain  cat,  which  refembles  thofe  of 
Europe.  The  fourth  is  the  blue  cat,  having  a fine 
tinge,  with  a beautiful  red  lift  down  its  back.  - 

Many  jackalls,  ermines,  baboons,  monkies,  Sec.  are 
found  about  the  Cape,  and’frequently  do  great  naifehief 
in  the  gardens.  The  porcupine  is  very  common,  and 
its  flelh  efteemed  delicious.  There  are  two  forts  of 
wild  affes,  one  of  which  is  a-  beautiful  creature,  called 
the  zebra,  and  is  liker  to  an  horfe  than  an  afs;  its  legs 
are  fine,  has  a twifted  taii  round  fiefhly  haunches,  and 
a fmooth  fkin.-  The  femals  are  white  and  black,  and 
the  males  white  and  brown.  The  colours  are  {freaked 
in  an  admirable  manner,  fo  as  to  appear  to  a diftant 
beholder,  as  if  covered  with  ribbons. 
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A great  Variety  of  birds  and  fowls  are  found  at  the 
Cape,  both  wild  and  tame.  Here'  are  three  forts  of 
eagles,  namely,  ».  The  bone-breaker,  who  feeds  on 
tortoifes,  to  obtain  the  flefh  of  which,  it  ufes  this  An- 
gular method.  Having  carried  the  tortoife  aloft  in  the 
air,  it  drops  ituponfomehaid  rock,  by  which  means  the 
(hell  is  broken,  and  the  eagle  can  come  eaftly  at  its 
prey.  2.  The  dung-eagle,  which  tears  out  the  entrails 
of  animals  to  fubfift  on,  and  though  no  bigger  than  a 
goofe,  is  Arong  and  voracious.  3.  The  duck-eagle,  fo 
called,  bec&ufe  it  feeds  principally  upon  ducks. 

But  of  all  the  numerous  birds  that  are  to  be  found 
here,  the  flamingo  is  one  of  the  moA  lingular.  It  has 
a long  neck,  and  is  larger  than  a fwan  : the  legs ‘are  re- 
markable long,  and  of  an  orange  tawney,  and  the  feet 
are  like  thofe  of  a goofe  : the  bill  contains  blue  teeth, 
with  black  points ; the  head  and  neck  are  entirely 
white ; the  upper  part  of  the  wings  are  of  a bright 
flame  colour,  and  the  lower  black- 

Now  we  come  to  fpeak  of  agriculture  ; for  the  Hot- 
tentots in  general  deteft  the  very  idea  of  cultivation, 
and  would  fooncr  llarve  than  till  the  ground,  fo  greatly 
are  theyaddi<Aed  to  (loth  and  indolence.  The  working 
of  the  plough  is  here  fo  laborious  from  the  Aiffnefs  of 
the  foil,  that  it  frequently  requires  20  oxen  to  one 
plough.  The  fowing  feafon  is  in  July,  and  the  harveA 
about  ChriAmas.  The  corn  is  not  thrafhed  with  a flail, 
but  trod  out  by  horfes  or  oxen,  on  an  artificial  floor 
made  of  cow-dung,  Araw,  and  water,  which,  when 
mixed  together,  cements,  and  foon  becomes  perfectly 
hard  ; it  is  laid  in  an  oval  .form.  The  cattle  are  con- 
fined by  haliers,  which  run  from  one  to  the  other,  and 
the  driver  Aands  in  the  middle,  where  he  exercifes  a 
long  ftick  to  keep  them  continually  to  a quick  pace. 
By  this  method  half  a dozen  horfes  will  do  more  in 
one  day,  then  a dozen  men  can  in  a week. 

The  women  in  general  are  very  handfome  they  have 
fine  clear  (kins,  and  a bloom  of  colour  that  indicates  a 
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purity  of  conftitution,  and  high  health.  They  make 
the  beft  wives  in  the  World,  both  as  miftreffes  oFa  fa- 
mily and  mothers,  and  there  is  fcarcely  a boufe  that 
does  notfwarm  with  children. 

There  are  fixteen  Hottentot  nations,  which  inhabit 
this  fouthern  promontory.  The  flatare  of  the  Hot- 
tentot men  is  from  5 to  6 feet  high  ; their  bodies  me 
proportionable,  and  well-made;  they  axe  fcldom  either 
too  fat  or  lean , and  fcaj-ce  ever  any  crooked  or  de- 
formed perfons  amongft  them,  any  farther  than  they 
disfigure  their  children  themfelvcs  by  Hatting  and 
breaking  the  griAles  of  their  nofes,  looking  on  a Hat 
nofe  as  a beauty.  Their  heads  as  well  as  their  eyes, 
are  rather  of  the  largeft  : their  lips  are  naturally  thick  ; 
their  hair  black  and  Hiort  like  the  negroes,  and  they 
have  exceeding  white  teeth. 

The  women  are  much  lefs  than  the  men ; and  what 
is  more  remakable  in  them,  is  a callous  flap  or  fkiri 
that  falls  over  the  pudenda,  and  in  a manner  conceals 
it.  The  report  of  which  ufually  excites  the  curiofity 
of  (be  European  failors,  to  vifit  the  Hottentot  villages 
near  the  Cape,  where  a great  many  of  thofc  ladies,  on 
feeing  a ft  ranger,  will  offer  to  falisfy  their  curiofity  for 
a halfpenny,  before  a crowd  of  people. 

When  a Hottentot  brings  a fon  into  the  world,  there 
isgreat  rejoicing;  but  the  fir  ft  thing  they  do  with  the 
child,  is  to  daub  it  all  over  with  cow-dung;  then  they 
Uyit  before  the  tire,  or  in  the  fun,  till  the  dung  is 
dried  rafter  which  they  rub  it  off,  and  wafh  the  child 
with  the  juice  of  certain  herbs,  laying  it  in  the  fun,  or 
before  the  fire  again,  till  the  liquor  is  dried  in-  ; after 
tyhich  they  anoint  the  child  from  head  to  foot  with1 
butter,  or  fheep’s  fat  meked,  which  is  dried  in  as  the 
juke  was;  and  this  cuftum  of  anointing  their  bodies 
with  fat,  they  retain  afterwards  as  long  as  they  live. 
After  the  child  has  been  thus  fmeared  and  greafed  , the 
ttotber  gives  it  what  name  fhe  thinks  proper,  which  is 
itfuaMy  the  name  of  fome  wild  beafl,  or  doaneflic  am- 
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mal.  When  the  woman  is  well  again,  and  able  to 
leave  her  hut,  (he  rubs  herfelf  with  cow-dung  ; and 
this  filthy  daubing  is  by  thefe  delicate  people  termed  a 
purification.  Being  thus  perfumed,  and  elegantly  de- 
corated with  (beep's  guts,  (lie  is  permitted  to  go  a- 
broad,  or  to  fee  company  at  home  ... 

If  the  woman  has  twins,  and  they  are  girls,  the  man 
propofes  it  to  the  kraal,  that  he  jnay  expofe  one  of 
them  either  upon  pretence  of  poverty,  or  that  his  wife 
has  not  milk  for  them  both ; and  in  this  they  indulge 
one  another;  they  do  the  fame  when  they  have  a 
boy  3nd  a girl,  but  always  preferve  the  boys,  though 
they  happen  to  have  two  at  a birth.  The  cxpofcd  child 
is  carried  to  a diftance  from  the  kraal ; and  if  they  can 
find  a cave  or  hole  in  the  earth,  that  fome  wild  bead 
has  made,  they  put  the  child  alive  into  it,  and  then 
having  (lopped  up  the  mouth  of  the  den  with  Hones  or 
earth,  leave  it  there  to  ftarve. 

They  do  not  deal  thus,  however,  as  has  been  ob- 
ferved  by  their  male  children  ; on  the  birth  day  of  a 
boy,  they  kill  a bullock,  and  if  they  have  twins,  two 
bullocks  ; and  make  an  entertainment  for  all  the  neigh- 
bourhood, who  congratulate  the  parents  on  their  good 
fortune  ; and,  as  with  us,  the  greateft  rejoicings  are  on 
the  birth  of  the  firft  fou. 

At  the  age  of  eighteen,  the  male  Hottentots,  being 
deemed  men,  are  admitted  into  male  focicty : the  men 
of  the  village  fquat  down,  and  form  a circle,  as  is  ufual 
upon  public  occafions,  the  youth  fquats  down  without* 
the  circle,  at  fome  diftance.  The  oldeft  man  of  the 
kraal  then  rifes  from  the  circle,  and  having,  obtained 
the  general  confent  for  the  admiffion  of  a new  member,* 
he  goes  to  the  youth,  acquaints  him  with  the  determi- 
nation of  the  men  of  the  kraal,  and  concludes*  his 
harangue  with  fome  verfes,  which  admoniQi  him  to 
behave  like  a man  for  the  future.  '•  >— k 

The  youth  being  then  daubed  with  foot  and  fat,  and; 
Xprinklcd  with  urin;  is  congratulated  by  the  company  in 
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general  in  a kind  of  chorus,  which  contains  the  follow- 
ing wilhes  : that  good  fortune  may  attend  him,  that 
he  may  live  long,  and  thrive  daily  ; that  he  may  food 
have  a beard  and  many  children  ; till  it  is  univerfally 
allowed  he  is  a ufeful  man  to  the  nation.  A feaft  con- 
cludes the  ceremony,  but  the  youth  himfelf  is  not  per- 
mitted to  participate  of  any  part  thereof  till  all  the  reft 
areferved. 

. Having  been  thus  admitted  into  the  male  fociety,  it 
it  txpetded  that  he  Ihould  behave  ill  to  women  in  ge- 
neral, and  to  his  mother  in  particular,  in  order  to 
evince  his  contempt  of  every  thing  feminine.  Indeed, 
it  is  ufual  for  a youth  as  foon  as  admitted,  to  go  to  hi$ 
mother’s  hut  and  cudgel  her  heartily,  for  which  he  is 
highly  applauded,  by  the  whole  kraal  ; and  even  the 
differing  parent  herfelf  admires  him  for  his  fpirit,  and 
protefts  that  the  blows  do  not  give  her  fo  much  pain 
asthe  thoughts  of  having  brought  fuch  a mettlefome 
fon  into  the  world  affords  her  pleafure.  The  more  ill 
treatment  he  gives  his  mother,  the  more  elleem  he  ob- 
tains ; and  every  time  he  (Hikes  her  die  is  in  the  higheft 
raptures,  and  thanks  providence  for  having  bleficd  her 
with  fuch  a fpirited  child. 

Tlie  Hottentots  are  exceeding  fuperfliticus,  and 
fund  of  divination.  In  order  to  know  the  fate  of  a fick 
perfon,  they  flay  a fheep  alive  ; after  having  its  ikin  in- 
tirely  taken  off,  if  the  poor  animal  is  able  to  get  up  and 
runaway,  it  is  deemed  a propitious  omen;  but,  on  the 
contrary,  ifthc  excruciating  pain  kills  it,  they  imagine 
that  the  patient  will  certainly  die,  and  accordingly  give 
him  up  entirely  to  nature,  without  taking  any  further- 
care  of  him. 

Whatever  they  believe  of  departed  fouls,  they  have 
no  notion  either  of  heaven  or  hell,  or  of  a date  of  re- 
wards or  punilhmcnc;  this  is  evident  from  the  beha- 
viour of  a dying  Hottentot,  and  thole  about  him  : nei- 
ther he  or  his  friends  offer  up  any  prayers  to  their  gods 
fer  the  falvation  cf  his  foul;  or  mention  the  date 
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of  departed  fouls,  or  their  apprehenfiOns  of  his  being' 
happy  or  mifcrable  after  death:  however,  they  fct  up 
terrible  bowlings  and  fhrickings,  when  the  fick  man  is 
in  his  laft  agonies:  and  yet  thefe  very  people  are  fre- 
quently guilty  of  murdering  their  ancient  parents,  as 
well  as  their  innodent  children;  for  when  the  father  of 
a family  is  become  perfectly  ufelefs  and  fuperannuated^ 
he  is  obliged  to  aflign  over  his  flock  of  cattle,  and 
every  thing  elfe  he  has  in  the  world,  to  his  cldeft  fon  ; 
and  in  default  of  his  foils,  to  his  next  heir  male:  after 
which,  the  heir  eretfts  a tent  or  hut  in  fome  unfre- 
quented place,  3 good  dillance  from  the  kraal  or  camp 
he  bclongsto;  and,  having  aflembled  the  men  of  the 
kraal,  acquaints  them  with  the  condition  of  his  fuper- 
annuated  relation,  and  defires  their  confent  to  expofe 
him  in  the  diftant  hut ; to  which  the  kraal  fcarce  ever 
refufe  their  confent.  Whereupon  a day  being  ap- 
pointed to  carry  the  old  man  to  the  folitary  tent  the 
heir  kills  an  ox,  and  two  or  three  flieep,  and  invites 
the  whole  village  to  feafl  and  be  merry  with  him ; and 
at  the  end  of  the  entertainment,  all  the  neighbourhood 
come  and  take  a formal  leave  of  the  old  wretch,  thus 
condemned  to  be  ftarved  or  devoured  by  wild  beafts  : 
then  the  unfortunate  creature  is  laid  upon  one  of  their 
carriage  oxen,  and  cariicd  to  his  laft  home,  attended' 
to  the  place,  where  he  is  to  be  buried  alive,  by  molt  of 
his  neighbours.  The  old  man  being  taken  down , and 
fct  in  the  middle  of  the  hut  provided  for  hhn,  the  com- 
pany return  to  their  kraal,  that  he  never  fees  the  face 
of  a human  creature  afterwards;  they  never  fo  much 
as  enquire  weather  he  was  ftarved  to  death,  or  devour- 
ed by  wild  beafts:  he  is  no  more  thought  of,  than  if  lie 
had  never  been.  In  the  fame  manner  they  deal  with 
a fuperannuated  mother : only  as  the  has  nothing  fhe 
can  call  her  own,  ftie  lias  not  the  trouble  of  affigning 
her  effects  to  her  fon.  Whenever  the  Hottentots  arc 
upbraided  with  this  unparalled  piece  of  barbarity, 
they  reply,  jt  would  be  a much  greater  cruelty  to  fufler 
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• n old  creature  to  languifli  out  a miferable  life,  and  to 
be  many  years  a dying,  than  to  make  this  quick  dif- 
patch  with  them  ; and  that  it  is  out  of  their  extreme  ten- 
dernefs  they  putanend  to  the  lives  ofthefe  old  wretches  ; 
all  the  argument  in  the  world  againft-the  inhumanity 
of  the  cuftom,  can  make  no  impreflion  on  them : and, 
indeed  as  long  as  the  Dutch  have  refided  at  the  Cape, 
they  have  not  been  able  to  break  them  of  one  fingle 
cuftom,  or  prevail  with  them  to  alter  any  part  of  their 
conduct,  how  barbarous  or  abfurd  foever : and,  it  feems, 
the  captain  of  a kraal  is  not  exempted  from  feeing  his 
funeral  foiemnized  in  this  manner,  while  he  is  alive, 
if  he  happens  to  become  ufelefs.  And  this  leads  us  to 
treat  of  fuch  funerals  as  arc  foiemnized  after  the  per- 
fon  is  really  dead. 

The  fick  man,  having  refigned  his  breath,  is  imme- 
diately bundled  up,  neck  and  heels  together,  in  his 
Iheep-fkin  mantle,  exceeding  clofe,  fo  that  no  part  of 
the  corpfe  appears : then  the  captain  of  the  kraal  with 
fomc  of  the  leniors,  fearch  the  neighbouring  country 
for  fome  cavity  in  a rock,  or  the  den  of  a wild  beaft, 
to  bury  it  in;  never  digging  a grave,  if  they  can  find 
one  of  thefe  within  a moderate  dillance.  After  which 
the  whole  kraal,  men  and  women  prepare  to  attend  the 
corpfe,  feldom  permitting  it  to  remain  above  ground 
more  than  fix  hours.  When  all  things  are  ready,  all 
the  neighbourhood  affemble  before  the  door  of  the  dc- 
ceafed,  the  men  fitting  down  on  their  heels  in  one 
circle,  and  refting  their  elbows  on  their  knees  (their 
ufual  pofture)  as  the  women  do  in  another  : here  they 
clap  their  hands,  and  howl,  crying,  Bo,  bo,  bo  ; (i.  e. 
father)  lamenting  their  lofs.  The  corpfe  being  then 
brought  out  on  that  fide  the  tent,  where  the  pcrfoti 
died,  and  not  at  the  door,  the  bearers  carry  him  in 
their  arms  to  the  grave,  the  men  and  women  follow  it 
indifferent  parties,  but  without  any  manner  of  order, 
crying  all  the  way,  Bo,  bo,  bo!  and  wringing  their 
hmds,  and  performing  a thoufand  ridiculous  geftqres 
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and  grimaces,  which  is  frequently  the  fubjc&  of  the 
Dutchman’s  mirth:  it  being  impoffjble,  it  is  faid,  tu 
forbear  laughing  at  the  antic  tricks  they  Ihew  on  fuch 
an  occafion.  Having  put  the  corpfe  into  the  cavity 
prepared  for  it,  they  flop  up  the  mouth  of  it  with  ant 
hills,  fiones,  and  pieces  of  wood,  believing  the  ants  will 
feed  on  the  corpfe,  and  foon  confume  it.  The  grave 
being  flopped  up,  the  men  and  women  rendezvous 
again  before  the  tent  of  the  deceafcd,  where  they  re- 
peat their  howling,  and  frequently  call  upon  the  name 
of  their  departed  friend  : after  which  two  of  the  oldeft 
men  get  up:  and  one  of  them  going  into  the  circle  of 
the  men,  and  the  other  into  the  circle  of  the  women, 
urine  upon  everyone  of  the  company : and,  where  the 
kraals  are  fo  very  large,  that  two  cannot  find  water 
enough  for  this  ceremony,  they  double  o.r  treble  the 
number.  Then  the  old  men  go  into  the  tent  cf  the 
deceafed  : and,  having  taken  up  fome  allies  from  the 
fire-place,  they  fprinkle  them  upon  the  bodies  of  the 
people,  blefling  them  as  they  go;  and,  if  the  deceafcd 
was  a perfon  of  diflimftion,  this  is  aeled  over  again  fc- 
veral  days.  But  we  fhould  have  remembered,  that  the 
ceremony  always  concludes  with  an  entertainment.  If 
the  deceafed  had  any  cattle,  a Ihecp  is  killed  on  the 
occafion:  and  thecanl  being  powdered  with  buchu,  is 
tied  about  the  heir’s  neck,  who  is  forced  to  wear  it 
while  it  rots  off,  which  is  no  great  penance,  all  flinks 
being  perfumes  to  a Hottentot.  All  the  relations  alfo 
wear  the  cauls,  of  lheep  about  their  necks;  which  it 
feems  is  their  mourning,  unlefs  the  childien  of  the  de- 
ceafed are  fo  poor,  that  they  cannot  kill  a lheep  ; and 
then  they  (have  their  head  in  furrows  of  about  an  inch 
broad,  leaving  the  hair  on  of  the  fame  breadth  between 
every  furrow. 

It  is  not  an  eafy  matter  to  come  at  a Hottentot's  re- 
ligious notions;  he  is  fparing  in  his  words,  and  laconic 
in  his  anfwers  upon  alhjpccafions ; but  when  religious 
topies  are  introduced,  he  generally  conceals  hisfenti- 
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menu  in  filence.  Some  on  this  account  have  doubted, 
whether  the  Hottentots  have  any  religion  at  all  : but  the 
jtioft  intelligent  among  the  Dutch  at  the  Cape  pofitivcly 
affirm,  that  they  believcin  a Supieme  Being,  whom  they 
flileGounya  Taquoa,  or  God  of  Gods,  and  fancy  that 
his  place  of  reftdence  is  beyond  the  moon.  They  allow 
that  Gounya  Taquoa  is  a human  benevolent  being,  yet 
they  have  no  mode  of  worlhipping  him  ; for  which  they 
give  this  reafon,  “ That  he  curfed  their  parents  for 
having  greatly  offended  him,  on  which  account  llieir 
pofterity  have  never  from  that  time  paid  him  adora- 
tion.”' They  believe  that  the  moon  is  an  infetior  vifible 
god,  and  the  reprefentative  of  the  high  and  invifible : 
that  fhe  has  the  diredion  of  the  weather  : and  therefore 
they  pray  to  her  when  it  is  unfealonable.  They  never 
fail  to  alienable  and  worftiip  this  planet  at  the  new  and 
full  moon,  let  the  weather  be  ever  fo  bad  ; and  though 
they  diftort  their  bodies,  grin  and  put  on  very  ftightful 
looks,  crying  and  howling  ina  terrible  manner,  yet  they 
have  fome  expreffions  that  fliew  their  veneration  and 
dependence  on  this  infeiior  deity;  as  “ Mutfchi  Atze, 

I falute  you  ; you  are  welcome:  Clieraqua  haka  chori 
Ounqua,  grant  us  paflure  for  our  cattle  and  plenty  of 
milk.”  Thefe  and  other  prayers  to  the  moon  they  re- 
peat, frequently  dancing  and  clapping  their  hands  all 
the  while  ; and,  at  the  end  of  every  dance,  ciying,  Ho,  , 
ho, ho,  ho!-  railing  and  falling  their  voices,  and  ufing 
abundance  of  odd  geflures,  that  appear  ridiculous  to 
European  fpecfatois ; and  which,  no  doubt,  made  them 
at  firil,  before  they  knew  any  thing  of  their  language, 
conclude,  that  this  could  not  be  the  efTctfl  of  devotion, 
efpetially  when  the  people  ihcmfelves  told  them,  it  was 
notan  a«51  of  religion,  but  only  intended  for  their  di- 
yerfion.  They  continue  thus  Ihouting,  linging  and 
dancing,  with  prof}  rations  on  the  earth,  the  whole  night, 
and  even  part  of  the  next  day,  with  fome  fhort  inter- 
vals, never  refling,  unlefs  they  are  quite  fpent  with  the 
Violence  of  the  atflion;  and  then  they  fquat  down  upon 
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their  heels,  holding  their  heads  betweeD  their  hands, 
and  reding  their  elbows  on  their  knees ; and,  after  a 
little  time  they  dart  up  again,  and  fall  to  finging  and 
dancing  in  a circle  as  before,  with  all  their  might. 

The  Hottentots  alfo  adore  a fly  about  the  bignefs  of 
a hornet,  called  by  fome  the  gold  beetle;  whenever 
they  fecthis  infect  approach  their  kraal,  they  allaflcmble 
about  it,  and  ling  and  dance  round  it  while  it  remains 
there,  llrcwing  over  it  the  powder  of  buchu,  by  bota- 
nifls  called  fpirxam ; which,  when  it  is  dried  and  pul- 
verized, they  always  powder  themfelves  with  itat  fefti- 
vals.  They  drew  the  fame  powder  alfo  over  the  tops 
of  their  tents,  and  over  the  whole  area  of  the  kraal,  as 
a tedimony  of  their  veneration  for  the  adored  fly, 
They  facrilice  alfo  two  (beep  as  a thankfgiving  for  the 
favour  fliewn  their  kraal,  believing  they  (ball  certainly 
profper  after  fuch  a vilit : and,  if  this  infect  happens 
.to  light  upon  a tent,  they  look  upon  the  owner  of  it 
for  the  future  as  a faint,  and  pay  him  more  than  ufual 
refpeft.  The  bed  ox  of  the  kraal  alfo  is  immediately 
facrideed,  to  tedify  their  gratitude  to  the  little  winged 
deity,  and  to  honour  the  faint  he  has  been  pleafed  thus 
to  diltinguilh  ; to  whom  the  entrails  of  the  beaft.  the 
. choice  d moifelin  their  opinion,  with  the  fat  and  the 
caul  is  prefemed  ; and  the  caul  being  twided  like  a 
rope,  the  faint  ever  after  wears  it  like  a collar  about 
his  neck  day  and  night,  till  it  putriues  and  rots  ofl  ; 
and  the  faint  only  feads  upon  the  entrails  of  the  bead, 
while  the  ted  of  the  kraal  feed  upon  the  joints,  tli3t 
are  not  in  fo  high  edeem  among  them  : with  the  fat  of 
the  facrilice  alio  the  faint  anoints  his  body  from  time  to 
time,  till  it  is  all  fpent  : and,  if  the  fly  lights  upon  a 
woman,  flie  isnolefs  reverenced  by  the  neighbourhood 
and  entitled  to  the  like  piivileges.  It  is  fcarcc  poflible 
to  exprefs  the  agonies  the  Hottentots  are  in,  if  any  Eu- 
ropean attempts  to  take  or  kill  one  of  (hefe  infers,  as 
the  Dutch  will  fometimes  feem  to  attempt,  to  put  them 
iu  a fright:  they  wiM  beg  and  pray,  and  fall  prodratc 
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en  the  ground,  to  procure  the  liberty  of  this  little  crea* 
hue,  if  it  falls  into  a Dutchman’s  hands ; they  arc,  o ft 
fuch  an  occalion,  in  no  lefs  confternation  than  the  In* 
dians  near  Fort  St.  George,  when  the  kite,  with  a white 
head,  which  they  worlhip,  is  in  danger.  If  a foldier 
takes  one  of  ihefe  alive,  and  threatens  to  wring  the 
neck,  of  it  off,  the  Indians  will  gather  rn  crouds  about 
him,  and  immediatly  colled  the  value  of  a lhillingor 
two,  to  purchafe  the  liberty  of  the  captive  bird  they 
adore.  But  to  return  to  the  Hottentots  ; they  imagine 
if  this  little  bird  lliould  be  killed,  all  the  cattle  would 
die  of  difcafes,  or  be  deftroyed  by  wild  bcafts  ; and' 
they  themfelvcs  Ihould  be  the  moil  mifcrable  of  men,' 
and  look  upon  that  kraal  to  be  doomed  to  fo me  i rumi- 
nant misfortune,  where  this  animal  fcldom  appears. 

The  Hollanders  have  font  fevcral  reverend  divines 
to  the  Gape  as  miffionarics,  who  have  fpared  no  pains 
to  bring  the  Hottentots  off  from  their  idolatry,  and  in- 
duce them  to  embrace  Chriitianity  ; cyerr  their  covet- 
cufnefs  and  ambition  have  been  applied  to,  and  tem- 
poral rewards  offered  them,  on  condition  of  their 
being  intruded  in  the  principles  of  Ghriftranity.  But 
no  motives  whatever,  whether  thofe  relating  to  this  ot 
another  Rate,  have  yet  been  able  to  make  the  Jeaft  im- 
preffion  on  any  one  of  them  : they  hold  fa  ft  and  htt$ 
their  ancient  fupcrftitions,  and  will  hear  of  no  other 
religion.  The  reafon  that  they  neither  imitate  the  Eik 
ropeans  in  their  building,  planting,  or  clothing,  is 
becaufe  they  imagin  themfelvcs  to  be  religioully  .ob- 
liged to  folio  w the  cuftoms  of  their  anceftors  ; and  that 
if  they  fhould  deviate  from  them  in  the  leaft  of  thrftr 
matters,  it  might  make  way  for  a total  change  of  their 
reli  gion  and  manners,  which  they  cannot  think  of  with- 
out abhorrance.  One  of  the  Dutch  governors  at  the 
Cape  bred  up  an  Hottentot  from  his  infancy,  obliging 
him  to  follow  the  fafhions  and  cuftoms  of  the  Euro- 
peans, to  be  taught  fevcral  languages,  and  to  be  fully 
mftru&ed  in  the  principles  of  the  Chriftian  religion, 
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clothing  him  handfomely,  and  treating  him,  in  all  re- 
fpecls,  as  a perfon  for  whom  he  had  a high  cfleem  ; and 
let  him  know,  that  he  deligned  him  for  fome  bcnefical 
and  honourable  employment.  ‘ The  governor  after- 
words fent  him  a voyage  to  Batavia,  where  he  was  em- 
ployed, under  the  commiftary  his  friend,  for  fome 
time  till  that  gentleman  died  ; and  then  he  returned 
to  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  : but  having  paid  a vific 
to  the  Hottentots  of  his  relations  and  acquintance,  he 
threw  off  all  his  fine  clothes,  bundled  them  up,  and 
laid  them  at  the  governor  s feet,  and  defired  ht  would 
give  him  leave  to  renounce  his  Chrifiianity,  and  live 
and  die  in  the  religion  and  cuftoms  of  his  anceftors  ; 
only  begged  the  governor  would  give  him  leave  trr 
keep  the  hanger  and  collar  he  wore,  for  his  fake; 
which,  while  the  governor  was  deliberating  within 
himfdf,  fcarce  believing  the  fellow  to  be  in  earneft, 
the  young  Hottentot  took  the  opportunity  of  running 
away,  and  never  came  to  the  Cape  afterwards,  think- 
ing himfelf  extremely  happy  that  he  had  exchanged 
his  European  clothes  for  a fheep  fkin,  and  the  1 eft  of 
the  Hottentots  drefsand  ornaments : the  Englifh  Eaft- 
India  Company,  wc  are  informed,  made  the  like  expe- 
riment, bringing  over  two  ofthat  nation  heither,  whom 
they  clothed  decently  after  the  European  manner,  and 
ufed  them,  in  all  rcfpe&s,  with  the  greateft  goodnefs 
and  gentlenefs,  hoping,  by  that  means,  to  be  better  in- 
formed of  the  condition  of  their  country,  and  whether 
it  might  be  worth  the  while  to  make  a fettlemcnt 
there  : but  the  two  Hottentots  only  learnt  Englilh 
enough  to  bewail  their  misfortune  in  being  brought 
from  their  country  and  their  friends  ; and,  after  two 
years  trial  of  them,  beingagain  fet  on  fhoreat  the  Cape, 
they  immediately  ftripped  off  their  Euiopean  clothes, 
and,  having  taken  up  the  fheep  Kin  mantle  again,  re- 
joiced beyond  meafure  for  their  happy  efcape  from  the 
Englifh. 
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the  poor  Hottentots  fometimcs  employ  thcitafelves 
in  making  arms,  viz.  bows  and  arrows,  lances  and 
darts,  bartering  them  with  the  rich  for  cattle,  to  begin 
the  world  with  ; others  get  elephents  teeth,  and  what 
they  do  not  ufe  in  making  rings  and  ornaments  for 
ihcmfelves,  are  generally  difpofcd  of,  it  is  thought,  to 
the  Portuguefe  and  other  Europeans  who  touch  at 
Terra  de  Natal,  and  other  parts  of  the  eaftern  or 
weftern  coaft. 

The  Hottentots  fell  very  few  teeth  to  the  Dutch  ; 
though  it  is  ntanifefl  they  kill  abundance  of  elephants  ; 
they  fupply  the  Hollanders  however  with  cattle,  and 
take  wine,  brandy  or  tobacco,  in  return  ; and  an  ox 
maybe  purchifed  of  them  for  a pound  of  tobacco,  and 
a large  fheep  for  half  a pound. 

As  to  coin,  the  reader  will  conclude  they  have  none, 
nor  do  they  ever  fee  any,  unlefs  fome  fmall  pieces  of 
money  the  Dutch  fometimes  give  them  for  their  wages 
at  the  Cape  j and  it  mull  not  be  for  got,  that  the  Hot- 
tentots find  abundance  of  oftrichs  eggs  in  the  fand, 
which  they  barter  with  the  fea-faring  men,  that  touch  at 
the  Cape,  for  brandy  and  tobacco  ; every  failor  almoft 
being  proud  of  bringing  home  one  of  thefe  egg  fhells 
to  his  friends,  after  he  hps  fried  and  eaten  the  yolk, 
which  makes  a large  pancake,  and  is  pretty  good  food, 
hut  rather  of  the  ftrongeft. 

Their  butchers  are  faid  to  be  great  artifls  in  their 
way,  and  to  handle  a knife  as  dexteroufly  as  an  anato- 
mift  ; having  tied  the  hind  and  fore  legs  of  a fheep, 
they  throw  the  creature  on  his  back,  and  with  cords, 
two  of  them  extend  it  to  its  full  ftretch;  while  a third 
tips  it  up,  fo  that  all  the  entrails  appear:  then,  .with 
one  han4,  he  tears  the  guts  from  the  carcafe,  and,  with 
the  other,  Airs  the  blood,  avoiding  as  much  as  he  can 
the  breaking  any  of  the  blood-veliels  about  the  heart, 
fo  that  the  iheep  is  a long  time  a-dying  : in  the  mean 
rime  he  gives  the  guts  toanothcr,  who  juft  rids  them 
of  the  filth,  and  rinoes  them,  in  water,  and  part  of  them 
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are  boiled  and  eaten  amongft  them,  before  the  fheepfi! 
well  dead  : having  fcooped  the  blood  out  of  the  body 
of  the  animal  with'  their  hands  or  fea  (hells,  they  cut 
the  reft  of  the  guts  in  fmall  pieces,  and  ftrew  them  in 
the  blood,  which  is  the  Hottentots  favourite  dilh.  An 
ox  alfo  is  killed  in  the  fame  barbarous  manner  ; being 
thrown  upon  his  back, and  his  legs  extended  with  cordst 
he  is  ripped  up,  and  his  guts  taken  out  ftrft  ; in  which 
cruel  operation  thd  beaft  is  half  an  hour  a-dying  : they 
feparate  the  parts  with  great  exatftnefs,  dividing  the 
flefh,  the  bones,  the  membranccs,  mufcles,  veins,  and 
arteries,  and  laying  them  in  feveral  parcels,  every  thing 
entire.  The  bones  alfo  are  taken  out  of  the  flelh,  and 
laid  together  in  fuch  order,  that  they  might  be  cafily 
formed  intoanexaift  fkelleton:  thefe  they  boil  by  them- 
feives  and  get  the  marrow  out  of  them,  with  which 
they  anoint  their  bodies.  Of  the  fheep-fkin,  as  has 
been  obferved  already,  they  make  a mantle,  if  it  be 
large  ; but,  if  it  is  fmall,  they  cut  it  into  thongs,  to 
adorn  their  women’s  legs  : and  the  hide  of  an  ox  ferves 
either  to  cover  their  tents,  or  to  make  girts  or  ftrapsof, 
with  which  they  bind  their  baggage  on  their  carriage 
oxen  when  they  decamp  : and,  if  they  have  no  other 
ufe  for  their  ox-hides,  they  lay  them  by,  and  eat  them 
when  they  want  other  food. 

They  have  another  artilicer,  who  is  both  felmonger 
and  taylor  ; that  is,  he  drelles  (kins  after  their  way, 
and  then  makes  them  into  mantles  : he  takes  a fheep- 
fkin  juft  flayed  off,  and,  rubbing  it  well  with  fat,  the 
bun  become  tough  and  fmooth  ; and,  if  it  be  for  one 
of  his  countrymen,  he  rubs  it  over  alfo  with  fiefh  cow- 
dung,  and  lays  it  in  the  fun  till  it  is  dry  ; then  he  rubs 
it  with  fat  and  cow-dung  again,  which  be  repeats  fe- 
veral times,  till  it  becomes  perfectly  black,  and  ftinks, 
lb  that  no  European  can  bear  it  : and  then,  with  a little 
ihaping  and  fewing,  it  is  a complete  mantle  for  a Hot- 
tentot : but,  if  it  be  drefled  for  a Dutchman,  be  only 
tubs  the  fkin  well  with  fat,  which  fecures  the  wool 
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from  coming  off.  If  he  be  to  drefs  an  ox’s  hide,  he 
rubs  the  bail  y fide  with  woodafhes  ; then  fprinklingit 
with  water,  rolls  it  up,  and  lays  it  a day  or  two  in  the 
fun,  which  expedient  effectually  brings  off  the  hair  : 
thiskin  is  then  wellgreafed,  breached  out,  and  dried 
again,  when  it  is  deemed  good  leather. 

Their  fmithsdo  not  only  fafhion  their  iron,  but  melt 
it  from  the  ore  ; they  find  plenty  of  iron  flones  in  fe- 
veral  parts  of  their  country:  and,  having  got  a heap  of 
thefe,  they  put  them  into  a hole  in  the  ground,  heated 
and  prepared  for  their  purpofe  : then  they  make  a fire 
over  the  flones,  which  they  fupply  with  fuel,  and  keep 
it  up  till  the  iron  melts,  and  then  it  runs  into  another 
hole,  which  they  make  for  a receiver,  a little  lower  than 
the  firfl  ; as  foonasthe  iron  in  the  receiver  is  cold  they 
break  it  to  pieces  with  flones  : and,  heating  the  pieces 
again  in  other  fires,  be3t  them  with  flones,  till  they 
lhape  them  into  the  heads  of  lances,  darts,  arrows,  and 
bows,  and  fuch  weapons  as  they  ufe  : for  they  fcarce 
ever  foa'ra  any  other  utenlils,  but  arms  of  this  metal  : 
they  get  the  hardefl  flat  ftonc,  according  to  Monficur 
Vogel,  and,  laying  the  iron  upon  it,  a*  upon  an  anvil, 
beat  it  with  another  round  Hone,  which  ferves  them 
fora  hammer  : then  they  grind  it  upon  the  flat  flone, 
and  polifh  it  as  nicely  as  any  European  artificer  could 
do  witb  all  his  tools  : they  have  fome  copper  ore  too, 
which  they  melt  in  like  manner  : but  they  make  only 
toyes  and  ornament  for  their  drefs  of  this  metal  : nor, 
indeed,  do  they  ever  work  in  iron,  but  when  they  want 
weapons.  They  would  never  labour,  if  their  neceffltics  , 
did  not  fometimes  compel  them  to  it  : but,  when  they 
do,  no  people  work  harder,  or  more  indefatigably  ; 
for  they  never  leave  a piece  of  wprk,  till  they  have 
finilhed  it. 

The  ivory-turner  makes  the  ivory  rings  that  arc  worn 
ornamentally  about  the  arms  : and,  confidering  that, 
his  only  tool  is  a common  clafp  knife,  which  he  pro- 
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cures  from  the  Dutch,  the  workmanfliip  has  great 
jftterit. 

The  potter,  or  maker  of  earthen  veflcls  is  another 
ait  : but  this,  it  feems,  they  are  ail  dexterous  at,  every 
family  making  the  pots  and  pans, they  want.  For  thefe 
they  ufe  only  the  earth  of  ant-hills,  clearing  them  of 
all  land  and  gravel;  after  which,  they  work  it  together 
with  thebruifed  ants  eggs,  that  are  faid  to  cunftitute  an 
extraordinary  cement.  When  they  have  moulded  thefe 
materials  into  a kind  of  paftc,  they  take  as  much  of 
them  as  will  make  one  of  their  pots,  and  fafhion  it  by 
hand  upon  a flat  Rone,  making  it  of  the  form  of  a Ro- 
man urn  ; then  they  fmooth  it  within  and  without  very 
carefully,  not  leaving  the  leaft  roughnefs  upon  the  fur- 
face  ; and,  having  dried  it  in  the  fun  two  or  three  days, 
they  put  the  pot  into  a hole  in  the  ground,  and  burn  it, 
by  making  a fire  over  it  : and  when  they  take  it  out, 
it  appears  peifc&ly  black : every  family  alfo  make  their 
own  mats,  with  which  they  cover  their  tents  or  huts: 
but  this  is  chiefly  the  bufinefs  of  the  women  ; they  ga- 
ther the  flags  and  rufhes  by  the  river  fide,  or  weave  or 
plat  them  into  mats  fo  clofely,  it  is  faid,  that  neither 
the  weather  or  light  can  penetrate  them. 

The  laft  artificer  we  {hali’mcniion  is  the  rope-maker 
who  has  no  better  materials,  thanfuch  flags  and  rufltes 
as  the  mats  are  made  of  : and  yet  they  appear  almoft  as 
ftrong  as  thofe  made  of  hemp  : the  Dutch,  at  the  Gape 
buy  and  ufe  them  in  plowing,  and  in  draught-car- 
riages. 

As  to  the  way  oftravelling  here,  thenationsall  travel 
on  foot,  except  the  aged  and  infirm  : and  thefe  are 
carried  on  their  baggage  oxen.  As  there  are  no  inns  or 
places  for  refiefliment,  the  travelling  Hottentot  calls  at 
kraals  in  his  way,  % where  he  meets  with  a hearty 
welcome  fromhiscountrymen,  who  endeavour  to  Hkw 
their  hofpitality  to  ftrangers,  whether  of  their  own 
country,  Or  of  Europe.  Such,  indeed,  is  the  general 
urbanity  of  thefe  people;  and  their  ft  rift  imegerity  when 
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any  confidence  is  placed  in  them,  that  when  the  HoH 
landers  travel  either  on  foot  or  horfeback,  if  they  can- 
not reach  an  European  fettlement,  they  alfo  call  at  the 
kraals  of  the  Hottentots,  where  they  are  complimented 
with  a hqt,  and  fuch  provifions  as  they  have,  or  they 
may  lie  in  the  area  of  the  kraal,  in  the  open  air,  if  they 
pleafe,  and  the  weather  be  good ; and  here  they  are 
fecure,  both  from  robber*  and  wild  beads,  for  the 
bulhes  bandittion  the  mountains  are  dangerous,  as  they 
give  no  quarter;  but  the  Hottentot  nations  in  general 
hold  him  in  abhorrence,  ahd  unanimouQy  concur  in 
feizing  and  punifhing  them  upon  all  occalions. 

• Their ‘language  is  very  inarticulate  and  defective  ; 
one  word  fignifies  feveral  things,  the  definitive  mean*, 
iug  being  determined  by  the  manner  of  pronouncing  ; 
and  the  pronunciation  is  fo  harfh  and  confuftd,  that 
they  feem  to  Hammer  in  all  they  fpeak.  Hence,  though 
they  are  eafily  taught  to  underftand  other  languages, 
they  can  feldom  be  brought  to  fpeak  them  with  any 
degree  of  intelligibility. 

A fmall  Hottentots  vocabulary  is  here  fubjoined  for 
the  fatisfa&ion  of  the  curious  : khauna,  fignifies  a 
lamb;  kgou,  a goofe  ; bunqvaa,  trees;  knomin,  to 
hear  ; quaqua,  a pheafant  i tkak,  a whale  ; horri, 
beads  in  general : knabou,  a fowling-piece  ; qua-araho, 
a wild  ox;  ounequa,  the  arms;  quienkha,  to  fall  > 
likhanee,  a dog:  konkequa,  a captain;  quas,  the  neck, 
quan.the  heart;  kgoyes,  a buck  or  doe  ; tikquoa,  a 
god  , komma,  a houfe;  khoaa,  a C2t  ; kowkuri,  iron  ; 
konkerey,  a hen ; thoukou,  a dark  night ; tkoume, 
rice;  ghoudie,  a flieep;  toya,  the  wind;  ttkaa,  a val- 
ley, tkaonok  la  u,  gunpowder;  kamkamma,  the  earth; 
quaouw,  thunder;  duckatcre,  a duck;  kamma,  water: 
qoayha,  an  afs-*  naew,  the  eais:  kini,  a flick  : 
nombha,  the  beaid  : ka-a,  to  drink  : duiiefa,  an  ox  : 
hek-kaa,  an  oxofburden  : ounvie,  butter:  houteo,  a 
fea-dog:  bikgua,  the  head;  kamma,  xftag:  kouquil, 
a pigeon ; anthuri,  to-morrow:  kou,  a tooth:  kha- 
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mouna,  the  devil:  •hakqua,  a horfe;  koo,  a fon  ; 
kammo,  a flream  : • tika,  grafs : toqua,  a wolf:  koan- 
qua,  the  month  : khou,  a peacock  : gona,  a boy  : gois, 
a girl  : khoakamma,  a baboon:  kerhanehou,  a liar: 
mu,  an  eye  : tquaffouw,  a tyger. 

The  Hottentots  have  only  ten  numerical  terms, 
which  they  repeat  twice  to  exprefs  the  multiplication 
of  the  firfl  term,  and  three  times  to  exprefs  the  re-mul- 
tiplication of  the  latter.  Their  terms  are : q'kui,  one: 
k’ham,  two  : kouna,  three:  kakka,  four:  koo,  five: 
tianni,  fix  : kounko,  feven  : khiffi,  eight:  khafli,  nine; 
ghiffi,  ten. 

Thus  have  we  given  a circumftantial  and  full  ac- 
count of  the  Capetiis  inhabitants,  productions,  and  ad- 
jacent country,  from  whence  the  French,  at  Mauritius 
are  fupplied  by  the  Dutch  with  failed  beef,  bifeuit, 
flour,  and  wine:  the  provifions  for  which  the  French 
contracted  this  year  were  five  hundred  thoufand  lb. 
weight  of  fait  beef,  four  hundred  thoufand  lb.  of  flour: 
four  hundred  thoufand  lb.  of  bifeuit,  and  one  thoufand 
two  hundred  leagers  of  wine.  We  have  only  to  add 
to  this  account  a few  obfervation*  on  the  bay,  and  gar- 
rifon.  The  former  is  large,  fafe,  and  exceeding  con- 
venient. It  is  indeed  open  to  the  N.  W.  winds,  bur 
they  feldom  blow  hard  : yet,  as  they  fometiraes  occa>- 
fion  a great  fea,  the  (hips  moor  N-  E.  and  S.  W.  The 
S.  L.  winds  blow  frequently  with  great  fury,  but  their 
direction  being  right  out  of  the  bay  prevents  them  from 
being  dangerous.  For  the  convenience  oflanding  and 
Shipping  goods,  a wharf  of  wood  is  run  out  near  the 
town,  to  a proper  diflance.  Water  is  conveyed  in 
pipes  to  this  wharf,  and  many  large  boats  and  hoys  are 
kept  by  the  Company  to  carry  fiores  and  provifions  to 
and  from  the  Hupping  in  the  harbour.  This  bay  is  co- 
vered by  a fmall  fort  on  the  E.  fide  of  the  town,  and 
vlofe  to  the  beach:  and  is  alfo  defended  by  feveral  out- 
works and  batteries  extending  along  the  ihorc,  as  well 
on  this  fide  the  town  as  the  other:  ncvcrthelefs  they 
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Ire,  by  their  fituation,  cxpofed  to  the  (hipping,  and  in 
a manner  defencelefs  againft  an  enemy  of  any  force  by 
land.  As  to  the  garrifon,  this  confifts  of  eight  hun- 
dred regular  troops,  befides  militia  of  the  country,  in 
which  laft  it  comprehended  every  man  able  to  bear 
arms.  By  Signals,  they  can  alarm  the  country  in  a very 
(hort  time  ; and  when  they  are  made,  the  militia  is  to 
repair  immediately  to  their  place  of  rendezvous  in  tha 
town. 

On  the  14th  of  April  in  the  morning,  we  weighed, 
ftood  out  of  the  bay,  and  anchored  at  hve  in  the  even- 
ing under  Penguin,  or  Robin  Ifland.  Here  wc  lay  all 
night,  and  being  prevented  from  failing  by  the  wind, 
the  captain  difpatched  a boat  to  the  ifland  for  a few 
trifling  articles,  which  we  had  omitted  to  take  in  at  the 
Cape : when  our  people  drew  near  the  lhorc,  they 
were  warned  by  the  Dutch  not  to  land  at  their  peril. 

At  the  fame  time  fix  men,  armed  with  mufkets,  parad- 
ed upon  the  beach.  The  commanding  olhcer  in  the 
boat  d id  not  think  it  prudent  to  rilk.  the  lives  of  the 
men,  on  account  of  a lew  cabbages,  and  therefore  re- 
turned without  them  to  the  (hip. 

To  this  ifland  the  Dutch  at  the  Cape  banifli  fuch 
criminals  as  are  not  thought  worthy  of  death,  fora 
certain  number  of  years,  according  to  the  nature  of 
their  crimes.  They  are  employed  as  haves  in  digging 
limeflones,  which  though  Scarce  upon  the  continent,  is 
here  in  great  abundance.  A Danilh  (hip  touched  at 
this  ifland,  having  been  refufed  afliftance  at  the  Cape, 
and  fending  her  boat  on  Ihore,  overpowered  the  guard, 
and  then  took  a?  many  of  the  criminals  as  were  nccef- 
(ary  to  navigate  her  home:  for  (he  had  loll  great  part 
of  her  crew  by  ficknefs.  To  this  incident  we  attri-  • 
buted  our  repuife,  concluding,  that  the  Dutch,  to  ptc- 
vent  a Similar  refeue  of  their  prifoners,  had  ordered 
t-heir  garrifon  at  this  place,  not  to  fuller  any  boat  of 
foreign  nations'  to  land  the  crew,  and  come  (bore. 
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On  the  35th  we  put  to  Tea,  and  about  four  o’clock 
in  the  afternoon  our  mafterdicd.  Mr.  Robert  Mali* 
neux,  a youth  of  good  parts,  but  unhappily  for  his  own 
felf  preservation  too  much  addi$ed  to  interaperences 
a habit  we  would  caution  all  thofe  who  undertake  long 
voyages  to  avoid,  if  they  have  any  regard  to  perfonal 
fafety.  We  now  continued  our  voyage  without  any 
other  remarkable  incident,  and  on  the  29th,  we  eroded 
our  firft  meridian,  having  circumnavigated  the  globe 
from  E.  to  W.  and  confcquently  loft  a day,  for  which, 
upon  correcting  our  reckoning  at  Batavia,  we  made  ah 
allowance.  On  the  1ft  of  May  we  came  to  anchor  at  ** 
break  of  day,  before  James’s  fort,  in  the  if  land  of  St. 
Helena,  and  as  we  propofed  torefrefh  here,  Mr.  Banks 
employed  his  time  in  vifiting  the  moft  remarkable 
places,  and  in  furveying  every  object  worthy  of  notice. 

St-  Helena  is  fituated  in  the  Atlantic  ocean,  in  fix 
degrees  W.  long,  and  x6  S.  lat.  a! moft  in  the  midway 
between  Africa  and  America,  being  1 300  miles  diftant 
from  the  former,  and  1 Soo  from  the  latter.  It  was  fo 
named  by  the  Portuguefe,  who  difeovered  it  on  St. 
Hclen’s-day.  This  ifland  is  36  miles  long,  x 8 broad, 
and  about  61  in  circumference.  It  is  the  fummit  of 
an  immenfe  mountain  rifingoutofthe  fea.and  of  a depth 
unfathomable  at  a fmall  diftance  round  it.  It  may  be 
difeerned  at  fea,  at  above  20  leagues  diftance,  and 
looks  like  a caftle  in  the  middle  of  the  ocean,  whofe 
natural  walls  are  of  that  height,  that  there  is  no  fealing 
them.  The  fmall  valley  called  Chapel-valley , in  a 
bay  on  the  caft-lide  of  it,  is  defended  by  a battery  of 
40  or  50  great  guns,  planted  even  with  the  water,  and 
the  waves  dalhing  perpetually  on  the  (bore,  make  it 
• difficult  landing  eveu  here. 

There  is  alfo  another  little  creek,  where  two  or 
three  may  land  at  a time,  but  this  is  defended  by  a bat.< 
tery  of  5 or  6 guns,  and  rendered  inaccelTible.  No 
anchorage  is  to  be  found  any  where  about  the  ifland , 
but  at  Chapel-valley  bay,  and  as  the  wind  always  fets 
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from  the  5-  E.  if  a (hip  overflioots  the  ifland  ever  fo 
little,  ihe  cannot  recover  it  again.  The  feat  of  vol- 
canoes has  been  found  to  be  the  highelt  part  of  the 
countries  in  which  they  are  found-  Hecla  is  the  higheft 
hill  in  Iceland,  and  the  Peak  ofTcneriffeis  known  to 
be  the  covering  of  the  fubterraneous  fire.  Thefe  are 
ftill  burinng  ; but  there  are  ocher  mountains  which  bear 
evident  marks  of  fire  that  is  now  extind  : among  thefe 
is  St.  Helena,  where  the  inequalities  of  the  ground,, 
and  its  external  furface.are  evidently  the  effe£ls  of  the 
linking  of  the  earth  , and  that  this  was  caufed  by  fub- 
" terraneous  fire,  is  equally  manifeft  from  the  ftones,  or 
fome  of  them,  efpecially  thofefrom  the  bottom  of  the 
vallies,  are  burnt  almofl  to  cinders. 

This  ifland,  as  the  Endeavour  approached  it  on  the 
windward  fide,  appeared  like  a rude  heap  of  rocks, 
bounded  by  precipices  of  an  amazing  height,  and  con- 
fiding of  a kind  of  ftone,  which  (hews  not  the  leaf!  fign 
of  vegetation.  Sailing  along  fljore,  we  came  near  the 
huge  cliffs,  that  feemed  to  overhang  the  fhip.  At 
length  we  opened  Chapel-vaJley,  which  fefembles  a 
trench,  and  in  this  valley  we  difcovered  the  town. 
The  fides  of  it  are  naked  as  the  cliffs  next  the  fea,  but 
the  body  is  flightly  clothed  with  herbage.  In  its  pre- 
fent  cultivated  ftate,  fuch  appeared  the  ifland  to  us, 
and  the  hrft  hills  mufl  be  paffed,  before  the  country 
difplays  its  verdure,  or  any  other  marks  of  fertility. 

In  Ch3pel  valley,  a little  beyond  the  landing-place, 
ij  a fort  where  the  governor  refides  with  the  garrifon, 
and  the  town  flands  juft  by  the  fea  fide.  The  greater 
part  of  the  houfes  are  ill  built.  The  church,  which  ; 
Was  originally  a mean  ftru>flure,  is  in  ruins,  and  the 
market-place  nearly  in  the  fame  condition.  The  town 
confifts  of  about  forty  or  fifty  buildings,  conftruded 
after  the  Englilh  fathlon,  where  the  people  of  the 
ifland  refort  when  any  fhipping  appears,  as  well  to  af- 
fift  in  the  defence  of  the  ifland,  as  to  entertain  the  fea- 
®en  if  they  are  friends  y for  the  governor  hai  always 
feiG  “ X fentinel# 
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fentinels,  on  the  higheft  part  of  the  ifland,  to  the  wind- 
ward, who  give  notice  of  the  approach  ofali  fhipping, 
and  guns  are  thereupon  fired,  that  every  man  may  re- 
fort to  the  poft.  It  is  impoffible  for  an  enemy  to  ap- 
proach by  fea  in  the  night-time,  and  if  difcovered  the 
day  before,  preparations  are  fpeedily  made  for  his 
reception. 

Notwithftanding  the  ifland  appears  a barren  rock  on 
every  fide,  yet  on  the  top  it  is  covered  with  a fine  layer 
of  earth,  producing  grain,  fruits,  and  herbs  of  various 
kinds  ; and  the  country  after  we  afcended  the  rocks,  is 
diverfified  with  rifing  hills  and  plains,  plantations  of 
fruit  trees  and  kitchen  gardens,  among  which  thehoufcs 
of  the  natives  are  imerfperfed,  and  in  the  open  fields 
are  herds  of  cattle  grazing,  fome  of  which  are  fatted  to 
fupply  the  fhipping,  and  the  reft  furnilh  the  dairies 
with  milk,  butter,  and  cheefe.  Hogs,  goats,  turkies.and 
all  manner  of  poultry  alfoabo(p^d,  and  the  feas  are  well 
ftorcd  with  fifii.  But  amidft  all  this  affluence,  the  peo- 
ple have  neither  bread  nor  wine  of  their  own  growth, 
for  though  the  foil  is  proper  for  wheat,  yet  the  rats  tha  t 
harbour  in  the  rocks,  and  cannot  be  deftroyed,  eat  up 
all  the  feed,  before  the  grain  is  well  out  of  the  ground: 
and  though  their  vines  flourilliand  produce  them  grapes 
enough,  yet  the  latitude  is  too  hot  for  making  wine. 
This  they  have,  therefore,  from  the  Canaries,  the  Ma- 
deiras,  or  the  Cape,  as  well  as  their  flour  and  malt. 
Their  very  houfes  are  fome  of  them  brought  from  Eu- 
rope ready  framed,  there  being  no  timber  on  the  ifland , 
trees  not  taking  deep  root  here,  on  account  of  the  rock 
that  lies  fo  near  the  furface:  however,  they  have 
underwood  enough  for  neccffary  ufes,  Befides  grapes 
they  have  plantains,  bananas,  figs,  lemons,  and  fuch 
other  fruits  as  hot  countries  ufually  produce. 

In  the  year  1701,  there  were  upon  the  ifland  about 
aoo  families,  mod  of  them  Englifh,  or  defeended  from 
Engllfh  parents.  Every  family  has  a houfe  and  plan- 
tation on  the  higher  part  of  the  ifland,  where  they  look 
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after  their  cattle,  fruits,  and  kitchen  garden.  They 
fcarceever  comedown  tothetown.unlefsitbetochurch, 
or  when  the  fhipping  arrives,  when  moll  of  the  houfes 
in  the  valley  are  converted  into  punch-houfes,  or  lodg- 
ings for  their  guefls,  to  whom  they  fell  their  poultry, 
and  other  commodities:  but  they  are  not  fuffered  to 
purchafe  any  merchandize  of  the  fhips  that  touch  here. 

Whatever  they  want  of  foreign  growth  or  manufac- 
tory, they  are  obliged  to  buy  in  the  company’s  ware- 
houfe,  where  twiceevery  month  they  may  furnilhthem- 
felves  with  brandy,  European  or  Cape  wines,  Batavia 
arracks,  malt,  beer,  fugar,  tea,  coffee,  china,  and  japan- 
ware,  linen,  calicoes,  chintz,  mullins,  ribbands,  wool- 
len cloth  and  fluffs,  and  all  manner  of  clothing,  for 
which  they  are  allowed  fix  months  credit.  Among 
the  very  few  native  produ&ions  of  this  ifland  mull  be 
reckoned  ebony,  though  the  trees  are  now  nearly  ex- 
tinct. Pieces  of  this  wood  are  frequently  found  in  the 
vallies  of  a fine  black  colour,  and  hardnefs  almoft  equal 
to  iron;  thefe  pieces,  however,  are  fo  fhort  and  crook- 
ed, that  no  ufe  can  be  made  of  them. 

There  are  few  infers  here,  but  upon  the  tops  of  the 
highclt  ridges  a fpccies  of  fnail  is  found,  which  has 
probably  been  there  fince  the  original  creation  of  their 
hind.  It  is,  indeed  very  difficult  to  conceive  how 
any  thing  not  formed  here,  or  brought  hither  by  the 
diligence  of  man,  could  find  its  way  to  a place  fo  fe- 
vered from  the  refl  of  the  world,  by  feas  of  immenfe 
extent. 

The  Portuguefe,  who  difeovered  this  ifland  in  1 502, 
flored  it  with  hogs,  goats,  and  poultry,  and  ufed  to 
touch  at  it  for  water  and  frelli  provilions  in  their  return 
from  India:  but  we  do  not  find  they  ever  planted  a co- 
lony here,  or  if  they  did,  having  deferted  it  afterwards, 
the  Englilh  Eaft-India  Company  took  pofleffion  of  the 
ifland  A.  D.  1600,  and  held  it  till  1673,  without  inter- 
ruption, when  the  Dutch  took  it  by  furprize.  How- 
ever, the  Englifh,  commanded  bjrCapt.  Munden,  re- 
covered it  again,  within  the  fpace  oT'a.year,  and  took 
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three  Dutch  Eaft-India  fhips  that  lay  in  the  road  at  the 
fame  time.  The  Hollanders  had  fortified  the  landing- 
place,  and  placed  batteries  of  great  guns  to  prevent  a 
defeent : but  the  Engliih  being  acquainted  with  a fmall 
creek,  where  only  two  men  could  go  a-breaft,  climbed 
up  to  the  top  of  the  rocks  in  the  night-time,  and  ap- 
pearing next  morning  at  the  backs  of  the  Dutch,  they 
threw  down  their  arms,  and  furrendered  the  ifland 
without  finking  a flroke  : but,  as  we  have  before  ob- 
ferved,  this  creek  has  been  fince  fortified,  fo  that  there 
is  now  no  place  where  an  enemy  can  make  a defeent 
with  any  probability  of  fuccefs. 

The  affairs  of  the  Eaft-India  Company  are  managed 
here  by  a governor,  deputy-governor,  and  ftorehoufe- 
keeper,  who  have  certain  fettled  falaries  allowed,  befidcs 
a public  table  .well  furnifhed,  to  which  all  commanders, 
matters  of  fhips,  and  eminent  paffengers  are  welcome. 

The  maflers  of  the  plantations  keep  a great  many 
blacks,  who,  upon  fevere  treatment,  hide  themfelves 
for  two  or  three  months  together,  keeping  among  the 
rocks  by  day,  and  roving  at  night  for  provilions  : but 
they  are  generally  difeovered  and  taken. 

The  children  and  dependents  of  white  people  have 
not  the  leaf!  red  in  their  cheeks,  jn  all  other  places  near 
thetropies;  but  the  natives  of  St.  Helena  areremarkable 
for  their  ruddy  complexions  and  robuft  conftitutions. 
.Their  healthfulnefs  may,  in  general,  be  aferibed  to  the 
following  caufes.  They  live  on  the  top  of  a mountain 
always  open  to  the  fea  breezes  that  conftantly  blow 
here;  they  are  ufually  employed  in  the  moft  healthful 
exercifes  of  gardening  and  hufbandry  : the  illand  is 
frequently  refrethed  with  moderate  cooling  (bowers, 
and  no  noxious  fens  nor  fait  marfhes  annoy  them. 

As  to  the  genius  and  temper  of  thefe  people,  they 
feemed  to  us  the  mofthoneft,  the  moft  inoffenfive,  and 
the  moft  hofpitable  people  we  ever  met  with  of  Englifh 
extraction,  having  fcarce*  any  tin&ure  of  avarice  and 
ambition.  We  afkcd  fome  of  them,  if  they  had  no 
curiofity  to  fee  the  reft  of  the  world,  and  how  they 
;ould  confine  themfelves  to  fo  fmall  a fpot  of  earth,  fc- 
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parated  at  fuch  a diftancc  from  the  reft  of  mankind  ? 
They  replied,  that  they  enjoyed  the  necellaries  of  life 
in  great  plenty  : they  were  neither  parched  with  exceffive 
heat,  or  pinched  with  cold  : they  liveci  in  perfect  fecu- 
rity,  in  no  danger  of  enemies,  of  robbers,  wild  beafts,, 
or  rigorous  feafons;  and  were  happy  in  the  enjoyment 
of  a continued  ftate  of  health  : that  as  there  were  no 
rich  men  among  them  (fcarce  any  planter  being  worth 
more  than  1000  dollars)  fo  there  was  no  poor  in  the 
ifland,  no  man  being  worth  left  then  400  dollars,  and 
confequently  not  obliged  to  undergo  more  labour  than 
was  necelfary  to  keep  them  in  health. 

Our  thoughts  were  now  employed  on  returning  to 
our  native  fhore  : and  having  fufficiently  recruited  our 
ftores,  on  Saturday  the  4th  of  May,  we  weighed,  and 
failed  out  ofthe  road  in  company  with  the  Portland  man 
of  war,  and  his  convoy,  confiding  of  twelve  fail  of  Eaft- 
lndimen.  With  this  fleet  we  continued  our  courfe 
for  England  until  Friday  the  10th,  when  perceiving 
they  outfailed  us,  and  confequently  might  make  their 
port  before  us,  Capt.  Cook,  for  this  reafon,  made  the 
fignal  to  fpeak  to  the  Portland,  upon  which  Capt.  Elliot 
came  on  board  the  Endeavour  ; to  whom  a letter  for 
the  Admirality  was  delivered,  with  a box,  containing 
the  common  log-books  of  the  fhip,  and  the  journals  of 
fume  of  the  officers.  We  did  not  lofe  fight  of  the  fleet 
till  the  23d,  when  they  parted  from  us;  and  about  one 
o’clockin  theafternoon,  we  loft  ourfirft  lieutenant  Mr. 
Hicks,  an  active,  fkilful,  judicious,  and  ufeful  officer. 
He  died  of  a confumption,  of  which  lingering  diforder 
he  difcovered  fome  fymptoms  when  he  left  England  ; 
fo  thatit  may  be  truly  faicf,  that  he  wasdyingthe  whole 
voyage.  The  whole  fhip’s  company  attended  the  fu- 
neral rites,  and  in  the  evening  we  committed  his  body 
to  the  fea  with  the  ufual  ceremonies.  The  next  day 
the  Captain  appointed  Mr.  Charles  Clark,  a young 
man,  to  aft  in  the  room  of  Mr.  Hicks. 

We  now  every  day  drew  nearei  our  dcfired  haven  ; 
but  what  muft  be  the  condition  of  our  once  good  fhip, 
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the  Endeavour,  may  eafily  be  imagined,  from  a fligh 
rccofletftion  of  the  hardfhips  fhe  had  furmournted,  and 
the  dangers  fhe  had  providentially  efcaped.  At  this 
time  our  rigging  and  fails  were  fo  weather-beaten,  that 
every  day  fomething  was  giving  way.  However,  we 
held  on  our  courfc  without  any  material  occurrence 
that  might  endanger  our  fafety,  till  Monday  the  10th 
of  June,  when,  to  our  great  joy,  Nicholas  Young,  the 
boy  who  difeovered  New  Zealand,  called  out  land 
from  the  maft-head,  which  proved  to  be  the  Lizard. 

The  next  day,  being  Tuefday  the  i ith,  we  proceed- 
ed up  the  channel.  On  Wcdnefday  the  rath,  with 
the  pleafmg  hopes  of  feeing  our  relatives  and  friends, 
exciting  fenfations  not  fo  be  deferibed  by  the  pen  of 
the  rood  able  writer,  wc  paffed  Beachy  Head.  At  noon 
to  our  inexprefftble  joy,  we  were  a-breaft  of  Dover  ; 
and  about  three  o'clock,  P.  M-  we  came  to  an  anchor 
in  the  Downs.  When  we  landed  at  Deal,  our  fhip’s 
company  indulged  freely  that  mirth,  and  fociable  jol- 
lity, common  to  all  Englilh  failors  upon  their  return 
from  a long  voyage,  who  as  rCadily  forget  hardlhips 
and  dangers,  as  with  alacrity  and  bravery  they  en- 
counter them. 

Wc  cannot  clofethis  book,  withoutduly  confidering 
the  wonderful  protection  of  the  Endeavour  in  cafes  of 
danger  the  mod  imminent,  particularly  whenencirculed 
in  the  wide  ocean,  with  rocks  of  courai,  her  fheathing 
beaten  off,  and  her  falfe  keel  floating  by  her  fide,  a 
hole  in  her  bottom,  and  the  men  by  turns  fainting  at 
the  pumps,  cannot  but  acknowledge  the  exigence  of 
particular  Piovidence.  This  our  countrymen  experi- 
enced, and  we  have  good  authority  to  affert,  that  our 
company  in  the  Endeavour  do  acknowledge,  that  the 
hand  of  fupeiior  power  was  particularly  concerned  in 
their  protection  and  deliverance.  This  omnifeient  and 
omnipotent  power  is  the  incumbent  duty  of  every 
Chriftijn  to  believe,  confide  in,  and  adore. 

End  of  the  Firft  VOYAGE. 
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THE  King's  expectations  Were  not  wholly  anfwered 
by  former  difcoveries,  which  were  fo  highly  bla- 
zoned both  at  home  and  abroad,  and  therefore  his  Ma- 
jefty  projected  this  fecond  voyage  of  papt.  Cook,  and 
the  navy-board  was  ordered  to  equip  two  fuch  fhips  as 
were  mod  iuitable  to  the  fervice.  Accordingly  two 
veflels  were  purchafed  ; the  target  of  the  two  named 
the  Refolution,  burthen  462  tons,  and  fern  to  Deptford 
to  be  htted  out;  and  the  Adventure,  336  tons,  equip- 
ped at  Woolwich. 

On  the  2 8 th  of  Nov.  1 77 1.  Capt.  Cook  was  appoint- 
ed to  thecommand  of  the  Refolution  : and  Tobias  Fur- 
neaux  who  had  been  fecond  lieutenant  with  Captain 
Wallis,  was  promoted  to  the  command  of  the  Adven- 
ture. The  Refolution  had  1 12  hands  on  board  othcers 


included:  and  the  Adventure  81.  In  the  former  James 
Cook  was  captain,  Robert  P.  Cooper,  Charles  Clerke, 
and  Richard  Pickerfgill,  were  appointed  lieutenants. 
Jofeph  Gilbert  was  mafter  ; James  Grey,  boatfwain  ? 
James  Wallis,  carpenter;  Robert  Anderfon,  gunner  ; 
and  James  Patten,  furgeon.  In  the  Adventure,  Tobias 

Furneaux  was  captain,  JofephShank, and  ArthurKemp, 

lieutenants;  Peter  Fannin  was  appointed  mafter,  Ed- 
ward Johns,  boatfwain,  William  Offerd,  carpenter, 
Andrew  Gloag,  gunner,  Thomas  Andrews,  furgeon. 

The  two  ftiips  were  got  in  readinefs  with  t Ire  utmoft 
expedition,  and  both  the  navy  and  victualling  boards 
paidanuncommon  attention  totheir equipment.  Indeed 
Capt.  Cook  failed  with  greater  advantages  in  this  ex- 
pedition, than  any  of  his  predeceffors  who  had  g£>nc 
out  before  on  difcoveries.  He  had  the  frame  of  a vef- 


fel  of  21  tons,  one  for  each  fhip,  to  ferve  occafionahy* 
or  upon  any  emergency,  to  ferve  as  tender* : he  had  on 
board  lifhing-nets,  lines  and  hooks  of  every  kind  • 
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fcasfupplied  with  innumerable  articles  of  fmall  value* 
adapted  to  the  commerce  of  the  tropical  iflands.  The 
two  ftiip/were  victualled  and  provided  with  all  manner 
of  neceffaries  fora  three  years  voyage. 

A propofed  voyage  attended  with  fitch  extraordinary 
preparations,  patronized  by  parliament,  as  wetlas  royal 
bounty,  and  the  execution  of  which  beingfuperintcnd- 
ed  by  the  fird  officers  of  the  admirality,  the  navy,  and 
by  Capt.  Cook  himfelf,  we  do  not  heGtate  to  pronounce 
one  of  the  mod  important  that  ever  was  performed  in 
any  age,  or  by  any  country  ; and  we  may  alfo  with 
truth  alfert,  that  the  able  navigator  made  choice  of  by 
his  majelly,  was  equal  lo  the  talk,  in  which  he  was  em- 
barked. Every  thinking  perfon  cannot  but  admire 
his  (kill,  his  fortitude,  his  care  of  hjs  men,  his  vigi- 
lance in  attending  to  the  minuted  intimations  of  former 
navigators,  his  perfeverance  amidd  the  dangers  and 
hardfhips  of  rigorous  feafons,  his  prowefs  in  leading  his 
company  jud  fo  far  as  they  were  capable  of  proceeding  ; 
infhort,  his  conduit  throughout,  which,  while  he  kept 
every  man  Gngly  in  dried  obedience  to  his  duty,  he 
conciliated  the  affections  of  ail,  and  fecured  their 
efteem. 

The  hidory  of  his  fccond  voyage,  we  are  perfuaded, 
will  confirm  the  truth  of  this  opinion.

BOO  K II. 

CHAP.  I. 

The  Rejolutien  and  Adventure  take  their  departure  from  Dept- 
ford  Touch  at  the  ifland  of  St.  J ago Purjue  their 

t/o^age  to  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope Departure  from  the 

Cape Continue  their  voyage  in  fearch  of  a Southern  Con * 

tinenl— — Sequel  of  this  fearch Separation  of  the  flips, 

and  the  arrival  of  the  Reflation  in  Dufky  Bay. 

THE  Refolutionand  Adventure  dropped  down  the 
river  as  far  as  Woolwich,  on  the  gth  of  April, 
at  which  place Ihe  was  detained  by  contrary  winds  ; but 
on  the  aad  failed  from  thence  to  Long  Reach,  where 
fhe  was  joined  by  her  companion  the  Adventure,  and 
both  Ihips  took  in  their  marines,  guns,  and  ammunition. 
May  the  loth  we  failed  for  Plymouth,  but  before  we 
got  out  of  the  river  the  Refolution  was  found  to  be  very 
crank,  on  which  accountweput  into  Sheernefs.  While 
fome  alterations  were  making  in  her  upper  works,  Lord 
Sandwich  and  Sir  Hugh  Pallifer  paid  us  a vilit,  in  order 
to  fee  they  were  executed  in  a proper  manner.  The 
Refolution  beins  again  ready  for  fea,  we  departed 

from 
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from  Sheernefs.  On'the  2d  of  July  we  met  Lord 
Sandwich, in  the  Augufta  yacht,  whomwefaluted  with 
feventeen  guns,  and  his  Lord  (hip,  accompanied  with 
Sir  Hugh  Pallifer,  honoured  us  with  their  prefence  on 
board,  which  was  the  laft  inftance  of  that  very  great 
attention  they  had  paid  to  a variety  of  particulars  that 
might  tend  to  promote  the  fuccefs  of  our  under- 
taking. 

Aboutthis  time  Capt.  Cook  received  from  the  board 
of  admirality  his  infttuflions,  dated  the  25th  of  June,> 
the  tenor  and  fubftance  of  which  were,  that  the  Adven- 
ture was  to  be  under  his  command  : that  the  two  Drips 
were  to  proceed  to  the  ifland  of  Medeira,  from  thence 
to  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  : that  having  at  this  place 
refrelhed  the  (hips  companies,  and  fupptied  them  \vith 
provifions  and  other  necellaries,  they  were  to  make  the 
beft  of  their  way  to  the  fouthward,  in  fearch  of  Cape 
Citcumcifion,  which,  by  M-  Bouvet,  is  faid  to  be  in 
lit.  54.  deg.  S.  and  in  about  1 1 deg.  20  min.  E.  long, 
from  the  royal  obfervatory  in  the  park  at  Greenwich, 
that  if  they  fell  in  with  this  Cape,  Capt.  Cook  was  to' 
endeavour,  by  all  means  in  is  power,  to  difeover,  whe- 
ther the  fame  was  part  of  thefuppofed  continent  which 
had  fo  much  employed  the  national  attention  of  dif- 
ferent European  powers,  or  only  the  promontory  of  an 
ifland  : that,  in  either  cafe,  the  gemlem'en  on  board 
the  two  (hips  were  deligently  to  explore  the  fame,  to 
the  utmoft  extent  poflible  ; and  to  make  fuch  obferva- 
tions  of  various  kinds,  as  might  correfpond  with  t he 
grand  obje&  in  view,  and  be  in  any  refpett  ufefui  to 
either  navigation  or  commerce  ; not  omitting  at  the 
fame  time  proper  remarks  on  the  genius  and  temper  of 
the  inhabitants,  whofefriendfliip  and  alliance  they  were 
directed  to  conciliate,  by  all  probable  motives,  and 
prudential  means  in  their  power  : that  they  were  to 
proceed  on  new  difeoveries  to  the  eaftward  or  weft- 
ward,  as  the  captains  might  judge  moft  eligible,  en- 

Y 2 ' deavouring 
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deavouring  only  to  run  into  as  high  a latitude,  and  a$ 
near  the  South  Pole  as  poflible  ; that  whatever  mi^ht 
betherefult  of  their  inveftigatious  with  refped  to  Cape 
Circumcifion,  they  were  to  continue  their  furveys  to 
the  fouthward,  and  then  to  the  enftward,  either  in 
feardh  of  the  faid  continent,  fhould  it  not  have  been 
afeertained,  or  to  make  difeoveries  of  fuch  iflands  as 
might  be  feated  in  the  hitherto  unexplored  and  un- 
known parts  of  the  fouthern  latitudes:  that,  having 
circumnavigated  the  globe,  they  were  to  return  to  Spit- 
head,  by  the  way  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  : and  that 
to  anfwer  the  intentions  of  government  in  this  voyage 
as  fully  as  poflible,  when  the  feafon  of  the  year  render- 
ed it  unfafe  to  continue  in  high  latitudes,  they  were  to 
repairtofome  known  port  to  the  northward ; and  after 
having  refitted,  See.  they  were  to  return  again,  at  the 
proper  feafon,  to  the  fouthward,  in  the  profecution  of 
new  difeoveries  there. 

It  may  not  be  amifs  here  to  obferve,  that  thefe  or- 
ders were  not  intended  in  any  refped  to  cramp  Gapt. 
Cook,  who  was  allowed,  in  cafe  the  Refolution  fhould 
be  loft,  to  continue  his  voyage  in  the  Adventure  : he 
had,  to  this  end.afliflants  out  of  number  ; his  ftay  was 
not  even  hinted  at  : he  was  not  obliged  to  return  at 
any  limited  time  ; in  fliort,  he  had  ample  power,  full 
authority,  and,  in  all  unforefeen  cafes,  he  was  to  pro- 
ceed according  to  his  own  diferetion,  and  ad  entirely 
as  he  pleafed. 

Acopyoftheahoveinftrudions  were  tranfmitted  to 
Capt- Furneaux,  inclofed  with  Capt- Cook's  orders,  in 
which  he  appointed,  fhould  the  two  fhips  be  fcparateJ, 
the  ifland  of  Madeiia  for  the  ftrfl  place  of  rendezvous, 
Port  Praya  for  the  fecond,  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  for 
the  third,  and  New  Zealand  for  the  fourth 

While  we  remained  at  Plymouth,  our  aftrenomers, 
Mr.  Wales,  and  Mr.  Eayley,  made  obfervations  *011 
prake’s  Ifland  ;,when  the  lat.  was  found  to  be  50  deg. 

* •*  - t A 
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f 1 min.  30  fee.  N.  and  the  long.  4 deg.  20  min.  \V.  of 
Greenwick  ; whereby  the  true  time  for  putting  the 
(ime-pieces  and  watches  in  motion  was  afeertained. 
This  was  done  011  the  13th  of  July,  and  they  were  fet 
a-going,  in  the  prefence  ofthe  two  aftronomers,  Capt. 
Furneux,  Capt.  Cook,  and  the  two  hrit  lieutenants  of 
the  fhips-  They  had  each  of  them  keys  of  the  boxes, 
which  contained  the  watches,  and  were  always  to  be 
prefent  at  the  winding  them  up,  and  comparing  the 
one  with  the  other,  unlefs  pievented  by  indifpofition. 

On  the  1 2th  of  July,  the  Refolution  broke  from  her 
mooring  in  the  found,  and  was  adrift  together  with 
chetranfportbuoyto  which  fhe  was  fafleried.  All  hands 
were  on  deck  inffantly,  the  cables  cleared,  and  the 
fails  fprdad.  We  palled  the  Adventure,  and  came 
to  an  anchor,  after  having  efcapcd  the  very  apparent 
danger  of  being  dalhed  againll  the  rocks  which  are  un- 
der the  fort.  This  favourable  event  was  looked  upon 
by  our  feamen  as  au  omen  to  the  good  fuccefs  of  the 
voyage. 

On  the  13th,  the  two  fhips  failed  from  Plymonth 
Sound,  in  company,  and  palled  the  Eddillone,  which 
is  a lofty,  well  contrived  tower,  ofthe  utmofl  advan- 
tage to  navigation  and  commerce.  As  wc  flood  off 
fhore,  the  wind  increafed,  and  the  billows  rolled  iiigher 
and  higher.  On  the  20th,  we  fell  in  with  Cape  Ortegal 
on  the  coafl  of  Colicia.  The  fea  now  grew  perfectly 
calm,  and  the  profpccl  which  furrounded  us  was  very 
delightful.  When  in  light  of  Cape  Finiflerrc,  bear- 
ing W.  S.  W.  feven  or  eight  leagues,  we  were  met  by 
a fmall  French  Tartan  from  Marfeilles,  freighed  with 
flout  from  Ferrol  and  Corunna.  We  obtained  from 
them  a fmall  fupplyof  frclh  water,  which  wc  much 
wanted,  having  been  obliged  to  fubfift  on  bread  and 
four  wine. 

On  the  C2d,  in  theafternoon,  we  palled  two  Spanifh 
men  of  war,  one  of'  which  fired  a fhot  at  the  Advert- 
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lure  to  bring  her  to  ; but  on  hailing  her,  and  being 
told  we  were  king’s  fliips,  made  a proper  apology,  and 
very  politely  took  leave,  wifliing  us  a good  voyage. 

On  the  39th,  about  nine  at  night,  we  anchored  in 
Funchiale  road,  in  the  ifland  of  Madeira.  After  hav- 
ing faluted  the  garrifon  with  eleven  guns,  and  they 
bad  returned  the  compliment,  we  went  on  fhore,  ac- 
companied by  Mr.  Sills,  a gentleman  from  the  Vice- 
conful,  to  the  houfe  of  Mr.  Loughnans,  a confiderablc 
Englilh  merchant,  who  aflifted  us  with  every  accom- 
modation the  ifland  and  houfe  afforded,  during  our 
flay.  Here  the  officers  and  private  men  furnifhed 
jhcmfelves  with  fuch  flocks  of  wine  as  they  could  con- 
veniently purchafe. 

On  the  i ft  of  Auguft,  having  flowed  on  board  a 
ftipply  of  water,  wine,  and  other  neceffaries,  wefetfail, 
loft  fight  of  Madeira,  and  flood  to  the  fouthward,  with 
a gentle  gale  at  N.  E.  On  the  4th,  we  faw  the  plea- 
fant  ifland  of  Palma,  bearing  S.  S.  W.  diftant  about 
three  or  four  leagues.  And  on  Wedncfday  the  5th, 
we  paffed  the  ifle  of  Ferro,  at  the  diftance  qf  fourteen 
leagues. 

Having  departed  from  Madeira  on  the  ift  of  Auguft, 
or»  the  9th  we  crofted  the  Tropic  of  Cancer,  and  at 
nine  in  the  morning  came  in  fight  of  Bonavifta,  bear- 
ing S-  W.  by  W.  about  ten  leagues. 

On  the  loth  we  paired  the  ifland  of  Mayo,  on  our 
flarbaard  fide,  and  at  two  P.  M.  came  to  an  anchor, 
1 8 fathom  water,  in  Port  Praya,  in  the  ifle  of  St. 
Jago,  one  of  the  Cape  de  Verds.  An  officer  was  fent 
on  ihore  for  leave  to  procure  what  refrefhments  we 
wanted,  which  was  readily  granted  ; and  on  his  return 
we  faluted  the  fort  with  eleven  guns.  Here  both  fhips 
were  fupplied  with  plenty  of  good  water.  We  alfo 
recruited  our  live  ftock,  fuch  as  hogs,  goats,  and  poul- 
try, feme  of  which  continued  alive  during  the  temain- 
der  of  the  voyage. 
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On  the  14th,  both  fhips  having  got  on  board  a fup- 
ply  of  refrelhments  and  provifions,  we  weighed  anchor, 
put  to  fea,-  and  continued  our  voyage  to  the  Cape,  of 
Good  Hope.  On  the  16th,  in  the  evening,  alumi- 
nous fiery  meteor  made  its  appearance ; it  was  of  a 
bluilh  colour,  an  oblong  lhape,  and  had  a quick  de- 
fending motion.  After  a momentary  duration,  it 
difappeared  in  the  horizon.  Its  courfe  was  N.  N.  W* 
On  the  t gth,  one  of  the  carpenter's  mates  fell  over- 
board, and  was  drowned.  He  was  fitting  on  one  of  the 
fcuttles,  from  whence  it  was  fuppofed  he  fell.  All  our 
endeavours  to  favc  him  were  in  vain,  for  he  was  not 
feen  till  the  inftant  he  funk,  under  thcfhip’s  ffern.  We 
felt  his  lofs  very  fcnfibly,  he  being  a fober  man,  as 
well  as  a good  workman ; and  was  much  regretted  even 
by  his  fhipmates. 

On  the  20th,  the  rain  defcendcd  not  in  drops,  but 
in  ftreams,and,  at  the  fame  time,  the  wind  was  fquah'7 
and  variable,  fo  that  the  people  were  obliged  to  keep 
deck,  and  of  courfe  had  all  wet  jackets,  an  inconve- 
nience very  common,  and  often  experienced  by  Tea- 
men, However,  this  difagreeablc  circumfiance  was 
attended  with  good,  as  it  gave  us  an  opportunity  of 
fpreading  our  awnings,  and  filling  feven  empty  pun- 
cheons with  frefh  water. 

On  the  27th,  one  of  Capt.  Furneaux’s  petty  officers 
died  on  board  the  Adventure  ; but  on  board  the  Re- 
fblution,  we  had  notone  man  fick,  although  a deai  of 
rain  fell,  which,  in  fetch  hot  climates,  is  a great  pro- 
moter of  ficknefs.  Capt.  Cook  took  eveiy  neceliary 
precaution  for  the  prefervation  of  our  health  { by  air- 
ing and  drying  the  fhip  with  fires  made  between  decks, 
and  by  making  the  crew  air  their  bedding,  and  wafh 
their  clothes,  at  every  opportunity.  Two  men  were' 
punifhed  on  board  the  Adventure  ; one  a private  ma- 
rine for  quarreling  with  the  quarter-mafter ; the  othen 
a common  failor  for  theft.  Each  of  them  receiving  ono 
*■  dozen,- 
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dozen.  This  we  mention  to  {hew  wli3t  ftri&  difcipllne 
it  was  nccelTary  to  prefer ve  on  board,  in  order  to  efta- 
blifh  a regular  and  peaceable  behaviour  in  fuch  hazard  - 
ous  voyages,  when  men,  unaccuftomed  tocontroul, 
are  apt  to  prove  mutinous.  v 

On  Tuefday,  September  the  8th,  weeroffed  the  line 
in  longitude  8 deg.  W.  Some  of  the  crew,  who  had 
never  pafled  the  line  before,  were  obliged  to  Undergo 
the  ufual  ceremony  of  d ucking,  but  fome  bought  them- 
felves  off,  by  paying  the  required  forfeit  of  brandy.. 
Thofe  who  fubmitted  to  an  immerfion,  found  it  very 
falutary,  as  it  cannot  well  be  done  too  often  in  warm 
weather,  and  a frequent  change  of  linen  and  clothes  is 
exceeding  refrefliing.  On  the  14th,  a flying  filh  fell 
on  our  deck;  we  caught  feveral  dolphins;  faw  fome 
aquatic  birds;  and/at  various  intervals,  obferved  the 
fea  covered  with  numberlefs  animals.  On  Sunday  the 
27th,  a fail  was  difeovered  to  W.  handing  after  us 
{he  appeared  to  he  a fnow,  and  {hewed  either  Portu- 
guefe  colours,  or  St.  George’s  enlign.  We  did  not 
chufe  to  wait  till  lhe  approached  nearer,  or  to  fpeak.  to 
her 

On  Monday  the  1 2th,  the  weather  being  calm,  we 
amufed  ourfelves  with  {hooting  flea-fowl.  We  were 
now  accompanied  by  fheerwaters,  pintadoes,  8cc.  and 
by  a fmall  grey  peterel.  This  laft  is  lefs  than  a pigeon , 
has  a grey  back,  whitifli  belly,  and  a black  flroke  acrolls 
from  the  tip  of  the  wing  to  that  of  the  other.  Thefe 
arc  fouthern  birds,  and,  wc  believe, .never  feen  within 
the  tropics,  or  north  of  the  line.’  They  vifited  us  in. 
great  flights;  and  about  the  fame  time  we  faw  feveral 
animals  of  the  moiufea  kind,  within  our  reach,  together 
with  a violet  coloured  {hell,  of  a remarkable  thin  tex- 
ture, and  therefore  fleems  calculated  to  keep  the  operr 
fea:  and  not  to  come  near  rocky  places,  it  being  eafiiy 
broken.  Saturday  the  17th,  we  difeovered  a fail  to 
lhe  N.  W.  which  hoiiled  JDutcb  colours.  She  kept

tis  company  two  days,  but  on  the  third  we  out  failed 
her.  From  the  12th  to  this  day,  we  had  the  wind  be- 
tween the  N.  and  E.  a gentle  gale.  On  Wedneiday  the 
21ft,  our  latitude  was35  deg.  20  min.  S.  and  our  lon- 
gitude 8 deg.  4 min.  30  fee.  E.  From  this  time  to  the 
23d  the  wind  continued  eaflerly,  when  it  veered  to  the 
N.  and  N.  W.  After  fome  hours  calm,  we  faw  a feal 
or,  as  fome  thought,  a fea  lion.  The  wind  now  fixed  at 
N.  W.  which  carried  us  to  our  intended  port.  As  we 
drew  near  to  the  land,  the  fea  fowl,  which  had  accom- 
panied us  hitherto,  began  to  leave  us,  at  leaft,  they  did 
not  appear  in  fuch  numbers;  nor  did  we  fee  gannets, 
or  the  black,  bird,  commonly  called  the  Cape  hen,  till 
we  were  nearly  within  fight  of  the  Cape.  On  Thurfday 
the  29th,  at  two  o’clock  P.  M.  we  made  the  land  of 
the  Cape  of  Good  Hope ; 3 particular  defeription  of 
which  is  given  in  his  firft  voyage.  The  Table  Moun- 
tain, over  the  Cape  town,  bore  E.  S.  E.  diftant  twelve 
or  fourteen  leagues:  had  it  not  beenobfeured  by  clouds, 
it  might,  from  its  height,  have  been  feen  at  a much 
greater  diftance. 

Friday  the  30th,  wc  flood  into  Table  Bay,  with  the 
Adventure  in  company,  and  anchored  in  five  fathom 
water.  We  were  now  vifit  by  the  mafter-attendant 
of  the  fort,  fome  other  officers  belonging  to  the  com- 
pany, and  Mr.  Brandt.  This  laft  gentleman  brought 
off  to  us  many  articles  that  were  very  acceptable  ; and 
the  mafter-attendant,  as  is  cuftomary,  took  an  account 
of  the  two  fhips,  enquiring  particularly  if  the  fmall-pox 
was  on  board,  a diforder  dreaded,  above  all  others, 
by  the  inhabitants  of  the  Cape  ; for  which  reafou,  a 
furgeon  always  attends  on  thefe  vilits. 

This  day  Capt.  Cook  fent  an  officer  to  wait  upon 
Baron  Pletteqburg  ,the  governor,  to  inform  him  of  our 
arrival,  to  which  he  returned  a polite  anfwcr,  and  on 
the  return  of  our  officer,,  we  faluted  the  fort  with  eleven 
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guns,  which  compliment  was  acknowledged  by  the 
fame  number.  y 

Having  vifited  the  governor  and  fome  of  the  princi- 
pal inhabitants,  we  took  up  our  abode  at  Mr.  Brandt's^ 
the  ufual  refidence  of  moft  officers  belonging  to  Eng- 
liffi  fhips . With  refpetft  to  accomodation,  this  gentle- 
man fpares  neither  pains  nor  expcnce,  in  order  to  fa- 
vour him  with  their  company.  We  concerted  mea- 
fures  with  Mr.  Brandt  for  Supplying  us  with  proviftons, 
&c.  all  which  he  procured  without  delay,  while  our 
men  on  board  were  employed  in  over  hauling  the  rig- 
ging, and  the  carpenters  in  caulking  the  fhips  fidcs,  8cc. 
At  the  fame  time  Mr.  Wales  and  Mr.  Bayley  made 
obfervations  for  regulating  the  watches,  and  other  pur- 
pofes.  The  refult  of  thefe  was,  that  Mr.  Kendal’s 
watch  had  anfwered  beyond  our  expectations,  by  de- 
termining the  longitude  of  this  place  to  within  one  mi- 
nute of  time  to  what  it  was  obfervedin  1 761 , by  Mefl. 
Mafon  and  Dickfon. 

During  our  ftay  here, -Mr.  Fofter,  who  employed 
his  time  wholly  in  the  purfuit  of  natural  hiftory  and 
botany,  met  with  one  Mr.  Sparman,  a Swedilh  gentle- 
man, who  had  ftudied  under  Linnaeus.  Mr.  Fofter 
importuned  ftrongly  Capt.  Cook  to  take  him  aboard  : 
and  Mr.  Sparman  being  willing  to  embark,  the  cap- 
tain confented  ; and  he  was  engagedunder  Mr.  Fofter 
who  bore  his  expences  on  board,  and  allowed  him  a 
yearly  ftipend  befides. 

On  the  1 8th,  we  had  got  every  thing  on  board  ; but 
it  was  the  2 2d  before  we  could  put  tofea.  In  this  in-  ’ 
terval  the  crews  of  both  fhips  were  ferved  every  day 
with  frefh  beef,  or  mutton,  new  baked  bread,  and 
what  quantity  of  greens  they  thought  fufficient  ; and 
the  two  fhips  in  every  refpeft,  were  putin  as  good  con- 
dition as  when  they  left  England.  At  this  tims  fome 
removes  took  place  in  the  Adventure.  The  firft  lieu- 
tenant 
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tenant,  Mr.  Shanks,  defired  leave  to  refign,  in  order 
■to  return  t»*  England  for  the  recovery  of  his  health, 
•which  was  granted.  Mr.  Kemp  was  appointed  firft 
lieutenant,  and  Mr.  Burney,  one  of  our  midlhipmen, 
was  made  fecond  lieutenant,  in  the  room  of  Mr. 
Kemp. 

On  the  2 ad  we  repaired  on  board  having  firft  taken 
leave  of  the  governor,  and  other  officers,  who,  in  a 
nioft  obliging  manner,  had  afforded  us  all  the  neceflary 
afliftance  we  required.  At  three  o’clock,  P.  M.  we 
weighed,  and  faluted  the  fort  with  fifteen  guns,  which 
compliment  was  inttantly  returned.  We  now  flood 
all  night  to  the  weft  ward,  to  get  clear  off  the  land,  du- 
ring which  time,  wediretfted  our  courfe,  asordered,  to 
Cape  Circumcifion.  We  had  a moderate  gale  from  the 
N.  VV.  point  until  the  24,  when  the  wind  Drifted  to 
eaftward. 

..This  day  by  obfervation,  at  noon,  we  found  our- 
felves  to  be  in  35  deg.  25  min.  S.  lat.  and  29  min.  W. 
-off  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope.  As  wc  were  now  diretft- 
ing  our  courfe  towards  the  antareftic  circle,  and  ex- 
pelled to  encounter  foon  with  cold  weather,  the  cap- 
tain ordered  a wafte  of  frefh  water  to  be  as  much  as 
polfible  prevented  ; at  the  fame  time  he  fupplied  each 
man  with  a fearnought  jacket,  and  trowfers,  allowed 
by  the  admirably,  and  alfo  flops  to  fuch  who  wanted 
them.  On  the  29th,  a heavy  ftorm  came  from  the  N. 
N.  W.  with  a few  intervals  of  moderate  weather,  for 
nearly  a week. 

On  Sunday,  December  the  6th,  we  were  in  lat.  48 
deg.  41  min.  S.  and  in  18  deg.  24  min.  E.  long.  The 
iiorm  continued,  and  the  roaring  of  the  waves,  toge- 
ther with  hail,  rain,  and  a great  agitation  of  thevef- 
-f el , were  circum fiances  that  rendered  our  fituation  dif. 
agreeable.  A boy  in  the  fore  part  of  the  (hip,  hearing 
anoife  of  water  running  among  the  chefts,  turned  out, 
and  found  himfelf  half  way  up  the  leg  in  water  ; upon 
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Which  all  hands  worked  at  the  pumps,  but  the  water 
increafed  upon  us.  This  was  at  laft  difcovered  to  come 
through  a fcuttlein  the  boatfwain’s  ftore-room.<  This 
gale  attended  with  hail  and  rain,  continued  till  the 
8th,  with  fuch  fury,  that  we  could  carry  no  fails : and 
being  driven  by  this  means  far  to  the  eafl  ward  of  our 
intended  courfe,  not  the  leaft  hope  remained  of  our 
reaching  Cape  Circumcilion.  Our  diftrcfs  was  aug- 
mented by  the  lofs  of  a great  part  of  otir  live  flock  we 
had  brought  from  the  Cape.  Every  man  felt  the  ef- 
fects ofthefudden  tran  fit  ion  from  warm  toextreme  cold 
weather  ; for  which  reafon  an  addition  was  made  to 
the  men's  allowance  of  brandy  in  both  Ihips. 

On  the  morning  of  the  7 th,  the  fun  gave  us  a flat- 
tering profpeft  of  fetene  weather:  but  our  expecta- 
tions foon  vaniihed  ; the  barometer  was  unufually  low, 
and  by  one  o’clock  P-  M-  the  wind,  which  was  at  N- 
W-  blew  with  fuch  violence  as  obliged  us  to  ftrikc.our 
top-gallant  marts.  On  the  8th,  the  gale  was  fomewhat 
abated;  but  the  fea  ran  too  high  for  us  to  carry  more 
than  the  fore-top-maft  flay-fail- 

On  the  9th,  at  three  A.  M*  we  wore  fliip  to  the 
fouthward,  (bowers of fnow  fell,  with  fqually  weather. 
At  eight  made  (igual  for  the  Adventure  to  make  fail. 
On  the  10th  made  another  fignal  for  her  to  lead,  and 
faw  an  iccland  to  the  weft  ward  of  us,  in  50  deg.  40 
min-  S*  |at.  and  2 deg.  E-  long,  of  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope-  The  weather  being  hazy,  Capt-  Cook  by  fig- 
nal  called  the  Adventure  under  our  ftern  ; a fortunate 
circumflance  this;  for  the  fog  increafed  fo  much,  that 
we  could  not  difeern  an  ifland  of  ice,  for  which  we 
Were  fleering,  till  we  Vvere  lefs  than  a mile  from  it- 
"The  fea  broke  very  high  againft  this  ifland  of  ice, 
which  Capt-  Furneaux  took  for  land,  and  therefore 
hauled  off  from  it,  till  he  was  called  back  by  fignal. 
We  cannoi  determine  with  precilion  on  the  height  or 
circumference  of  this  ice-ifland  ; but,  in  our  opinion, 
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fuch  large  bodies  mud  dtifc  very  (lowly  ; for,  as  the 
greateft  part  of  them  are  under  water,  they  can  be  lit- 
tle affe&ed  either  by  the  winds  or  waves-  It  being  ne- 
ceffary  to  proceed  with  great  circumfpetftion,  we  reefed 
our  top-fails,  and  upon  founding,  found  no  ground 
with  150  fathoms. 

On  the  1 ith,  in5i  deg-  50 min.  S-  lat.  and  si  deg. 
3 min  - E-  long-  faw  fome  white  birds,  and  pafled  ano- 
ther large  ifland  of  ice.  The  birds,  were  about  the  fize 
of  pigeons,  with  blackjfh  bills  and  feet.  Capt.  Cook 
thought  them  of  the  petrel  kind,  and  natives  of  thefe 
frozen  fcas.  The  difmal  fccnc  in  view,  to  which  we 
were  unaccuftomed,  was  varied,  as  well  by  thefe  birds, 
asfcveral  whales,  which  made  their  appearance  among 
the  icf,  and  afforded  us  fome  ideaofa  fouthern  Green- 
land. But  though  the  appearance  of  the  ice,  with  the 
waves  breaking  over  it,  might  afford  a few  mo- 
ments pleafure  to  the  eye,  yet  could  not  fail  filling 
us  with  horror,  when  we  reflected  on  our  danger;  for 
the  fhip  would  be  dafhed  to  pieces  in  a moment,  were 
Ihe  to  getagainft  the  weather-fideofor.eofthefe  illands, 
when  the  fea  runs  high. 

On  the  14th,  a boat  was  hoifted  out  for  two  gentle- 
men to  make  fome  obfervations  and  experiments. 
While  they  were  thus  engaged,  the  fog  increafed  fo 
much,  that  they  entirely  loft  fight  of  both  the  {hips. 
Their  fituation  was  truly  terrific  and  alarming,  as  they 
were  only  in  a fmall  four-oared  boat,  in  an  immenfe 
ocean,  furrounded  with  ice,  utterly  deftitute  of  provi- 
sions, and  far  from  any  habitable  lhorc.  They  made 
various  efforts  to  be  heard,  and  rowed  about  for  fome 
time,  without  effeft ; they  could  not  fee  the  length  of 
their  boat,  nor  hear  any  found.  They  had  neither 
maft,  nor  fail,  only  two  oars.  They  determined  to  He 
if i 11 , as  the  weather  was  calm,  and  hoped  that  the  fhips 
would  not  fwim  out  of  fight.  A bell  founded  at  a dif- 
iance, which  was  heavenly  mufic  10  their  cars.  They 
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were  at  laft  taken  up  by  the  Adventure,  and  thus  nar- 
rowly efcaped  thofe  extreme  dangers. 

We  Hood  to  the  South  on  the  t 7th,  when  the  wea- 
ther wasclear  and  ferene,  and  faw  feveral  forts  of  birds, 
which  we  were  unacquainted  with.  The  fkirts  of  the 
ice  feemed  to  be  more  broke  than  ufual,  and  we  failed 
among  it  moll  part  of  the  day  ; but  were  obliged  to 
Hand  to  the  northward,  in  order  to  avoid  it. 

On  the  1 8th  we  got  clear  of  the  ice,  but  was  carried 
among  the  ice  iflands,  which  it  was  difficult  to  keep 
clear.of.  In  the  Greenland  feas,  fuch  ice  is  found  all 
the  fummer  long,  and  it  cannot  be  colder  there  in 
fummei  time  than  it  is  here.  Upon  the  fuppofitiou 
that  this  ice  which  we  have  been  fpeaking  of  is  gene- 
rally formed  in  bays  and  rivers,  we  imagined  that  land 
}vas  not  far  from  us,  and  the  ice  alone  hindred  our  ap- 
proaching it. 

At  laft  we  determined  to  fail  to  the  eaftward,  and 
afterwards  to  the  fouth,  and,  if  we  meet  with  no  land 
or  impediment,  thereto  get  behind  the  ice,  that  this 
matter  might  be  put  out  of  doubt.  We  found  the 
weather  much  colder,  and  all  the  crew  complained  of 
it.  Thole  jackets  which  were  too  fhort  were  length- 
ened with  baize,  and  each  of  them  had  a cap  made  of 
the  fame  fluff,  which  kept  them  as  warm  as  the  climate 
would  admit.  Scorbutic  fymptoms  appearing  on  fome 
■pf  the  people,  the  furgeons  gave  them  frefh  wort  every 
day,  made  from  the  malt  we  took  with  us  for  that 
^purpofe. 

We  flood  once  more  to  the  fouth  ward  on  the  twenty 
■fecond  inflant.  On  the  twenty-third  we  hoilled  out 
a boat  to  make  fuch  experiments  as  were  thought  ne- 
ceffary.  We  examined  feveral  fpccies  of  birds,  which 
we  had  Ihot  as  they  hovered  round  us  with  feeming 
curiofity. 

The  25th, being  Ghrifl mas-day,  we  werevery  cheer- 
ful, 3nd  /lotwitbftand.ing  the  furrounding  rocks  of  ice,. 
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the  Tailors  fpent  it  in  favage  noife  and  drunkennefr. 
On  tha  26th,  we  failed  through  large  quantities  of 
broken  ice.  We  were  llill  furrounded  with  iilands, 
which  in  the  evening  appealed  very  beautiful,  the 
edges  being  tinged  by  the  fetting  fun.  We  were  now 
in  lat.  58  deg.  31  min-S. 

On  the  29th,  the  commanders  came  to  a refolulion* 
provided  they  met  with  no  impediment,  to  run  as  far 
weft  as  Cape  Circumcifion,  fince  the  fea  Teemed  to  be 
pretty  clear  of  ice,  and  the  diflance  not  more  than 
eighty  leagues-  On  this  illand  we  faw  a great  number 
of  penguins.  The  fight  of  thefe  birds  is  faid  to  be  an 
indication  of  the  vicinity  of  land.  This  may  hold 
good  where  there  are  no  ice  iflands,  but  not  fo  when 
there  are  any,  for  there  they  find  a refting- place.  We 
will  not  determine  whether  there  are  any  females 
among  them  at  fo  great  a diftancc  from  land,  or  whe- 
ther they  go  on-  fihore  to  breed . 

On  the  31ft,  we  flood  for  thitifland  again,  but  could 
not  take  up  any  of  the  loofe  ice,  for  the  wind  increafed 
foconfiderably,  as  to  make  it  dangerous  for  the  (hips 
to  remain  among  the  ice ; befides  which,  we  difeovered 
an  immenfe  field  of  ice  to  the  north,  extending  further 
than  the  eye  could  reach.  We  had  no  time  to  deli- 
berate, as  we  werenot  above  two  or  three  miles  from  it. 

On  the  lft  of  Jan.  1773,  the  gale  abated,  but  there 
fell  a good  deal  of  fnow  and  fleet,  which  froze  on  the 
rigging  of  the  fliips.  The  wind  continued  moderate 
the  next  day,  and  we  were  favoured  with  a fight  of  the 
moon,  whofe  face  we  had  not  feen  fince  we  left  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope.  We  were  now  in  59  deg.  1 2 
min.  S.  lat.  and  in  9 deg.  45  min.  E.  long. 

On  the  8th  wepalfedmore  ice-iilands,  which  became 
very  familiar  to  us.  In  the  evening  we  came  to  one 
which  had  a vaft  quantity  of  loofe  ice  about  it  ; and 
as  the  weather  was  moderate,  we  brought  to,  and  fenc 
the  boats  out  to  take  up  as  much  as  they  could.  large 
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piles  of  it  were  packed  upon  the  quarter  deck,  and 
put  into  calks,  from  which,  after  it  was  melted,  got 
water  enough  for  thirty  days.  A very  little  fait  water 
adhered  to  the  ice,  and  the  water  which  it  produced 
was  very  frelh  and  good.  Excepting  the  melting  and 
taking  away  the  ice,  this  is  a mod  expeditious  method 
of  fupplying  the  lhips  with  water.  We  obferved  here 
feveral  white  whales,  of  an  immenfe  fize. 

On  the  t 7th,  we  eroded  the  antardic  circle,  and 
advanced  into  the  fouthern  frigid  zone,  which,  to  all 
former  navigators,  had  remained  impenetrable.  We 
could  fee  feveral  leagues  around  us,  as  the  weather 
was  tolerable  clear.  In  the  afternoon  we  faw  the 
whole  fea  covered  with  ice,  from  S.  E.  to  S.  W.  We 
faw  a new  fpecies  of  the  petrel,  of  a brown  colour, 
with  a white  belly  and  rump,'  and  a large  white  fpot 
on  the  wings  ; we  faw  great  flights  of  them,  but  never 
any  of  them  fell  into  the  lhips.  We  called  it  antardic 
petrel,  as  fuch  numbers  of  them,  were  ieen  there- 
abouts. 

In  the  afternoon  we  faw  thirty-eight  ice-iflands,  large 
and  fmall.  This  immenfe  field  was  compofed  of  dif- 
ferent kind* : fuch  as  held-ice,  as  fo  called  by  the 
Greenlandmen,  and  packed  ice.  Here  we  faw  feveral 
whales  playing  about  the  ice;  and  ftill  large  flocks  of 
petrels.  Our  latitude  was  now  67  deg.  1 5 miru  S'. 

We  did  not  think  it  prudent  to  perfevere  in  a fouth- 
ern diredion,  as  that  kind  offummer  which  this  part 
of  the  world  produces  was  now  half  fpent  ; and  it 
would  have  taken  much  time  to  have  gone  round  the 
ice,  fuppofing  it  pradicable  , we  therefore  refolved  to 
go  dirediy  in  fearch  of  the  land  lately  difeovered  by 
the  French. 

On  the  29th,  feveral  porpoifes  pafled  up  with  ama- 
zing fwiftnefs : they  had  a large  white  fpot  on  their 
fidcs,  which  came  almoft  up  to  their  backs.  They  * 
went  at  Icafl  three  times  as  faft  as  our  veflcls,  and  we 
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Went  at  the  rate  of  feven  knots  and  a half  in  an  hour. 
On  the  31  A,  wepalfed  a large  ice-ifland,  which,  at  the 
time  of  our  failing  by,  was  tumbling  to  pieces.  The 
explolion  equalled  that  of  a cannon. 

On  the  1A  of  Feb-  we  fawr  large  quantities  of  fea- 
weed  floating  by  the  fhips.  Capt.  Fuj  neaux  acquainted 
Capt.  Cook,  that  he  had  feen  a number  oF  divers, 
which  very  much  rcfembled  thofe  in  the  Englifh  feas, 
and  likewife  a large  bed  of  floating  rock-weed.  Thefe 
were  certain  figns  of  the  vicinity  of  land  ; but  could 
not  tell  whether  it  was  to  the  h.  or  W.  We  imagined 
that  no  land  of  any  extent  lay  to  the  W.  bccaufc  the 
lea  ran  fo  high  from  the  N.  E.  N.  N.  W.  and  W.  we 
therefore  fleeted  to  the  E.  lay  to  in  the  night,  and  re- 
lumed our  courfe  in  the  morning.  We  fleered  north- 
ward, and  made  fignal  for  the  Adventure  to  follow,  as 
lhe  was  rather  thrown  aftern  by  her  movement  to  the 
eaftward.  Wt  could  not  find  land  in  t hut'  direction, 
and  we  again  fleered  fouthward . There  was  an  ex- 
ceeding thick  fog  on  the  4th,  on  which  wcloft  fight  of 
the  Adventure,  \Vc  fired  feveial  fignals,  but  were 
notanfwered  : on  which  account  we  had  too  much  rca- 
ftn  to  think  that  a feparation  had  taken  place,  though 
we  could  not  well  tell  what  had  been  the  caufe  of  it- 
Capt-  Cook  had  direclcd  Capt.  Furneaux,  in  cafe  of  a 
feparation,  to  cruize  three  days  in  that  place  he  lafl: 
f3w  the  Refolution.  Capt.  Cook  accordingly  made 
fhort  boards,  and  fired  halfhour  guns  till  the  afternoon 
of  the  7 th,  when  the  weather  cleared  up,  and  the  Ad- 
venture was  not-to  be  feen  in  the  limits  of  that  horizon . 
We  were  obliged  to  lie  to  till  the  toth,  and  notwith-' 
landing  we  kept  firing  guns,  and  burning  falfc  fires 
all  night,  we  neither  few  nor  heard  any  thing  of  the 
Adventure,  and  were  obliged  to  make  fail  without  her, 
vhich  was  but  a difmal  profpcci.for  we  were  now  cx-*» 
p^ed  to  the  danger  of  the  frozen  climate,  without  the 
company  of  opr  fellew.,  voyagers,  which  before  had 
* A a ‘ relieve^ 
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relieved  our  fpirits,  when  we  confidercd  that  we  were 
not  entirely  alone  in  cafe  we  loft  our  own  vclfel.  The 
crew  univerfally  regretted  the  lofs  of  the  Adventure; 
and  they  feldom  looked  around  the  oceani  without  ex- 
preffing  fome  concern  that  we  were  alone  on  this  unex- 
plored expanfe. 

Nothing  material  happened  to  us,  but  various  changes 
of  the  weather  and  climate,  till  the  25th  of  March, 
when  land  was  feen  from  the  mafl-hcad,  which  greatly 
exhilerated  the  fpirits  of  our  failors.  We  fleered  in 
for  the  land  with  all  the  fails  we  could  carry,  and  had 
the  advantage  of  good  weather  and  a frclh  gale.  The 
captain  miftook  the  bay  before  us  for  Bulky  B-ay,  the 
ifland  that  lay  at  the  mouth  of  it  having  deceived  him. 

We  now  proceeded  for  Dufty  Bay,  in  New  Zealand, 
but  with  much  caution  as  we  advanced  nearer  the  land. 
We  parted  fcveral  illands,  Sec.  and  two  leagues  up  the 
bay,  an  officer  was  fent  out  to  look  for  anchorage, 
which  lie  found,  and  lignilied  it  by  iignal.  Here  wc 
anchored  in  50  fathom  water,,  and  very  near  the  fliore. 
This  joyful  circumflance  happened  on  the  26th  of 
March,  after  we  had  been  j 1 7 daysatfea.and  failed  3660 
leagues,  without  fo  much  as  once  feeing  land.  We 
had  much  reafon  to  be  thankful  to  the  Divine  Provi- 
dence, that  no  untoward  accident  had  befallen  us,  and 
that  our  crew  were  in  good  health. 

CHAP.  JI. 

A narrative  of  u kal  happened  in  Dujky  Bay Interviews 

with  the  natives Sails  to  Charlotte's  Sound Is  there 

joined  by  the  Adventure Tranjafliens  in  this  place — — 

Capt.  Vurneaux's  narrative <The  Jhips  proceed  to  the  ijlani 

oj Otaheite , and  their  arrival  there Are  in  a critical 

Jitualion. 

TH  E country  appeared  beautiful  and  pleafant. 

The  illands  we  palled,  before  our  entrance  into 
Dufky  Bay,  were  lhaded  with  evergreen*,  and  covered 
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with  woods ; thevarious  (hades  of  the  autumnal  yellow, 
intermixed  with  evergreens,  exhibited  a delightful 
contrail.  As  foon  as  wc  anchored,  we  caught  great 
numbers  of  fi(h,  which  eagerly  took  the  bait  laid  for 
them.  Our  firfl  meal  upon  filh  here  was  looked  upon 
as  the  mod  delightful  we  had  ever  made.  Gapt.  Cook 
did  not  like  the  place  in  which  we  anchored,  andfent 
Lieut.  Pickerfgill  in  fearch  of  a better,  which  he  foon 
found.  The  captain  liked  it,  and  called  it  Pickerfgill 
harbour.  -This  we  entered  on  the  27th  of  March,  by 
a channel  which  was  fcarcely  twice  the  width  of  the 
(hip. 

In  this  place  we  determined  to  day  fomc  time,  and 
examined  it  thoroughly,  as  no  one  had  ever  entered  it 
before,  or  landed  on  any  of  the  fouthern  parts  of  this 
country.  Our  fituation  was  admirable  for  wood  and 
water.  Our  yards  were  locked  in  the  branches  of  trees, 
and  near  our  dern  ran  a delightful  dreem  of  fred  wa> 
ter.  We  made  preparations  on  (bore  for  making  all 
neceffary  obfervations  and  perform  needfary  repairs, 
8cc.  &c. 

We  had  not  hitherto  feen  any  appearance  of  inhabi- 
tants ; but  on  the  28th,  fome  of  the  officers  went  on  a 
(hooting  party  in  a fmall  boat,  and  difeovered  them, 
and  returned  to  acquaint  Capt-  Cook  therewith.  Very 
fhortly  a canoe  came  filled  with  them,  within  mulkec 
(hot  of  the  lhip.  They  dood  looking  at  us  for  fomc 
time,  and  then  returned  ; we  could  not  prevail  upon 
them  to  come  any  nearer,  notwithfianding  we  (hewed 
them  every  token  of  peace  and  friendihip  Capt.  Cook, 
with  feveral  officers  and  gentlemen,  went  in  fcarch  of 
them  the  fame  day.  We  found  the  canoe  hauled  upon 
tile  ihore,  where  were  feveral  huts,  with  fire-places  and 
hfhing-nets,  but  the  people  had  probably  retired  into 
the  woods.  We  made  buta  (horc  day,  and  left  in  the 
canoe  fome  medals,  looking  glades,  &:c.  not  chufing  to 
fearch  any  further.  Two  parties  went  out  the  next 
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day,  but  returned  without  finding  any  thing  worth 
noticing. 

On  the  6th  of  April  we  made  a (hooting  party,  and 
found  a capacious  cove,  where  wc  fliot  feveral  ducks  ; 
on  which  account  wc  called  it  duck  Cove.  We  had 
an  interview  with  one  man  and  two  woman,  as  we  re- 
turned in  the  evening,  who  were  natives,  and  the  firft 
that  difeovered  thcmfelves  ; and  had  not  the  man  hal- 
looed to  us,  we  fhould  have  palled  without  feeing  them* 
The  man  flood  upon  the  point  of  a rock,  with  a club 
in  his  hand,  and  the  women  were  behind  him  with 
fpears.  As  we  approached,  the  man  difeovered  great 
figns  of  fear,  but  flood  firm  ; nor  ivould  he  move  to 
take  up  fome  things  that  were  thrown  to  him.  His 
fears  were  all  diffipated  by  Capt.  Cook’s  going  up  to 
embrace  him  ; the  captain  gave  himfuch  things  as  he 
liad  about  him.  The  officers  arid  feamen  followed  the 
captain,  and  talked  fome  time  to  them,  though  they 
could  not  undcrfland  them.  In  this  converfation,  the 
y.oungcft  of  the  women  bore  thegrcatcfl  (hare.  A droll 
failor  remarked,  that  the  women  did  not  want  tongue 
in  any  part  of  the  world.  We  were  obliged  to  leave 
them  on  the  approach  of  night  ; but  before  we  parted, 
Mrs.  Talkative  gave  us  a dance. 

On  the  7th  wc  madethemanothervifit,  and  prefent- 
pd  them  with  feveral  things  ; but  they  beheld  every 
thing  with  indifference,  except  hatchets  and  fpike  nails. 
We  now  fa w all  the  man's  family,  as  we  fuppofed, 
which  confided  of  two  wives,  the  y^ung  women  we 
mentioned  before,  a boy  about  fourteen  years  old,  and 
three  fmall  children.  Exceptingone  woman,  (who  had 
a large  wen  upon  her  upper  lip)  they  were  well  favour* 
cd  ; oil  account  of  her  difagrecable  appearance,  ffie 
feemed  to  be  neglected  by  the  man.  Wc  were  con- 
duced to  their  habitation,  which  confided  of  two  mean 
huts,  fituated  near  the  Ikirts  of  a wood.  Their  ca  no# 
lay  in  a fmall  creek,  near  the  huts,  and  was  juft  large 
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iBough  to  tranfport  the  whole  family  from  place  to 
place.  A gentleman  of  our  party  made  lketches  of 
them,  which  occalioned  their  calling  him  Toe  Toe ; 
which,  it  feems,  is  a word  which  fignifies  marking  or 
painting.  On  taking  leave  they  prefented  Captaiti 
Cook  with  forac  trifles,  and  a piece  of  cloth  of  their 
own  manufatfture  ; and  pointed  to  a boat-cloak  which 
he  wifhed  to  have.  The  hint  was  taken,  and  one  was 
ordered  to  be  made  for  him  of  red  baize. 

On  the  gth  we  paid  the  natives  another  vifit,  and 
iignitied  our  approach  by  hallooing  to  them;  but  they 
neither  met  us  on  lliore,  nor  anfwered  us  as  ufually  : 
the  reafon  of  which  was,  that  their  time  was  fully  oc- 
cupied in  di  efling  theipfclvcs  to  receive  us.  They  had 
their  hair  combed  and  oiled,  ftuck  with  white  feathers 
and  tied  upon  the  crowns  of  their  heads,  and  had 
bunches  of  feathers  ftuck  in  their  cars.  We  were  re- 
ceived by  them  with  great  curiofity  in  their  drcfs. 
The  man  was  fo  well  pleafed  with  the  prefent  of  the 
doak,  that  he  took  his  patta-patoc  from  his  fide,  and 
gave  it  to  Capt.  Cook.  We  continued  here  a little 
time,  and  took  leave,  lpending  the  reft  yf  the  day  in 
furveying  the  bay. 

On  Monday  the  12th,  this  family  paid  us  a vilit 
in  their  canoe,  but  proceeded  with  caution  as  they 
approached  the  fhip.  We  could  not  by  any  means 
perfuade  them  to  come  on  board,  but  put  a Ihore  in  a 
little  creek  near  us,  and  fit  themfelvcs  down  near 
enough  to  fpeak  to  us.  Capt.  Cook  ordered  the  bag- 
pipes to  play,  and  the  drum  to  beat,  the  latter  only 
they  regarded.  They  converfed  very  familiarly  (though 
not  well  underftood)  with  fuch  olheers  and  fcamen  as 
went  to  them,  and  paid  a much  greater  regard  to  feme 
than  to  others,  we  fuppofed  tlyit  they  took  fuch  for 
women.  One  of  the  femals  (hewed  a remaikable  fond- 
nefs  for  one  man  in  particular,  until  flie  found  out  his 
fex;  after  which  fhc  would  not  let  him  approach  her. 

We 
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We  cannot  tell  whether  flic  had  before  taken  him  for 
a female,  or  whether,  in  difeovering  himfelf,  he  had 
taken  fome  liberties  with  her. 

In  the  evening,  the  natives  of  -Bulky  Bay  took  up 
their  quarters  very  near  our  watering-place,  which 
was  a clear  proof  that  -they  placed  a great  deal  of  con- 
fidence in  us.  We  palled  two  or  three  days  in  axamiu- 
ing  the  bay,  in  making  ncceflTary  experiments  and  ob- 
fervations.  We  likewife  (hot  great  quantities  of  fowl. 

On  the  19th,  the  man  and  his  daughter  before  men- 
tioned ventured  on  board  our  Ihip,  while  the  reft  of 
the  family  were  lifhing  in  the  canoe.  Before  the  man 
would  come  into  the  (hip,  he  ftruck  the  fide  of  it  with 
a green  branch,  and  muttered  fome  words,  which  we 
took  fora  prayer;  after  which  he  threw  away  the 
branch  and  came. on  board.  They  viewed  every  part 
of  the  cabin  with  apparent  curiofity  and  fvtrprife;  but 
we  could  not  fix  the  man's  attention  to  any  one  thing 
for  a moment'.  All  we  (hewed  him  feemed  beyond 
his  comprehenfion,  and  the  works  of  nature  and  art 
were  alike  regarded.  The  ftrength  and  number  of 
our  decks  and  other  parts  of  the  fhip,  feemed  to  llrike 
him  with  furprife-  The  man  was  (fill  better  pleafed 
with  hatchets  and  fpike  nails,  than  any  thing  our  (hip 
produced  ; when  he  had  once  got  po Hellion  of  thefe,  he 
would  not  quit  them- 

Capt-  Cook,  and  three  other  gentlemen,  left  thcfhip 
as  foon  as  they  could  difengage  themfelves  from  the 
vifitors,  whom  they  had  left  in  the  gun-room,  and  went 
jn  two  boats  to  examine  the  head  of  the  bay  ; at  which 
place  they  took  up  their  night's  lodging;  the  next  day 
they  continued  their  observations;  and  fired  at  fome 
ducks.  Upon  the  report  of  the  gun,  the  natives,  who 
had  not  dil'covered  themfelves  before,  fet  up  a moft  hi- 
deous roar  in  different  places.  The  gentlemen  hal- 
looed in  their  turn,  and  retreated  to  their  boats.  The 
natives  did  not  follow  them,  neither  indeed  could  they 
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becaufe  a branch  of  ihe  river  feparated  them,  but  ftiii 
made  a great  noife.  As  they  continued  /hooting  and 
making  their  obfervations,  they  frequently  heard  the 
natives  in  the  woods.  A man  and  woman  appealed, 
at  laft  on  the  banks  of  the  river,  waving  fomething  iu 
their  hands  as  a token  of  friendlhip.  The  gentlemen 
could  not  get  near  them,  and  the  natives  retreated  into 
the  woods.  Two  others  appeared  ; but  as  the  gentle- 
men advanced,  they  retreated  likewife,  and  the  woods 
afforded  them  thick  cover.  The  captain  and  his  patty 
palled  the  next  night  in  the  fame  place,  and  after 
bicakfalt  embarked  to  return  on  board  ; but  law  two 
men  on  the  oppohte  lhore,  who  hallooed  to  them,  and 
they  were  induced  to  row  over  to  them.  ■ • 

Capt.  Cook  with  two  other  gentlemen  landed  un- 
armed, and  advanced  all  together,  but  the  natives  re- 
teated,  nor  would  they  Hand  hill  till  Capt.  Cook  went 
up  alone.  It  was  with  fome  difficulty  that  he  prevailed, 
with  one  of  them  to  lay  dotvn  his  fpear  ; at  lafl  he  did, 
it,  and  met  the  captain  with  a grals  plant  in  his  hand  , 
giving  Capt.  Cook  one  end  to  hold,  while  he  himfclf 
held  the  other.  In  this  pofition  they  Hood  while  the 
natives  made  a fpcech,  which  the  captain  did  not  un- 
derftand,  but  returned  fome  fort  of  anfwer  ; they  then 
faluted  each  other,  and  the  native  took  his  coat  from 
his  back,  and  put  it  on  the  captain.  Tie  then  prefent- 
cd  each  of  them  with  a hatchet  and  a knife,  having' 
nothing  elfe  with  them.  They  invited  the  gentlemen 
to  their  habitation,  and  wanted  them  to  eat,  but  the 
tide  prevented  their  accepting  of  this  invitation.  t . 

The  two  natives  accompanied  the  gentlemen  to 
their  boats,  but  feemed  very  much  agitated  at  the  ap*- 
pearances  of  the  mulkets,  which  they  looked  upon  as 
innrumems  of  death,  on  account  of  the  daughter  they 
had  obferved  among  the  fowls.  It  was  neceHary  to 
watch  them,  for  they  laid  their  hands  on  every  thing 
except  the  mulkets. 

Or. 
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On  tire  24th,  Capt.  Cook  took  five  geefe  and  a gana 
der,  which  were  all  that  remained  of  thofe  brought 
from  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  and  carried  them  to  a 
cove,  which,  on  this  account,  he  called  Goofc-cove  j 
this  was  a convenient  place,  for  they  were  not  likely 
to  be  difturbed  by  the  inhabitants,  there  was  plenty  of 
food  for  them,  and  they  were  likely  here  to  breed  and 
fpread  their  country  with  their  fpecies.  We  had  now 
feveral  days  fair  weather,  which  gave  us  a fine  oppor- 
tunity of  maJking  neceifary  preparations  for  departure. 

On  the  27th  we  found  an  arm  of  the  fca  more  con-1 
venient  than  that  by  which  we  entered  the  bay.  All 
we  now  waited  for  was  wind  to  carry  us  out  of  the 
harbour  by  the  new  paffage  we  had  difeovered.  The 
rubbiih  we  had  made  on  (bore,  which  chiefly  confiffed 
of  pieces  of  wood,  ^c.  W3S  fet  fire,  in  order  to  dry  the 
ground,  which  being  done,  Capt.  Cook  fowed  the  fpot 
with  various  forts  of  garden  feeds.  We  made  feveral 
efforts  to  fail,  but  the  wind  proving  contrary  we  made 
but  little  way,  and  were  obliged  to  anchor  on  the  firll 
of  May  on  the  north  fide  of  Long  Ifland.  Before  we 
leave  Dufky  Bay,  we  think  it  neceifary  to  give  our 
readers,  fome  description  of  it. 

There  are  two  entrances  to  this  bay,  which  ?rc  by 
no  means  dangerous  : and  there  arc  numerous  anchor- 
ing places,  which  are  at  once  fafe  and  commodious. 
The  country  is  very  mountainous,  and  the  profpec‘1  is 
rude  and  craggy.  The  land  bordering  on  the  fca-eoaft 
and  all  its  lands,  are  covered  with  wood.  There  are 
trees  of  various  kinds,  which  arc  common  in  ether 
cobntries,  the  timber  of  which  is  remarkably  fine. 
Here  arc  likewife  a great  number  of  aromatic  plants, 
and  the  woods  arc  fo  over-run  with  fupple  jacks,  that 
it  is  difficult  to  make  way  through  them.  The  foil  is 
undoubtedly  compofed  of  decayed  vegetables,  which 
ihake  a .deep  black  mould  : it  is  very  loofe,  and  finks  2f 
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every  ftep.  Except  flax  and  hemp,  there  is  little  her- 
bage. 

The  inhabitant*  of  Dufky  Bay  are  the  fame  with 
thofe  in  other  parts  of  New  Zealand  : they  fpeak  the 
fame  language,  and  adopt  the  fame  cufloms.  It  is  not 
eafy  to  divine  what  could  induce  thefe  few  families  to 
feparate  themfelves  from  the  fociety  of  the  reft  of  their 
fellow-creatures.  It  feems  probable,  that  there  are 
people  fcattered  all  over  this  fouthern  ifland,  by  our 
meeting  with  inhabitants  in  this  place.  They  appear- 
ed to  lead  a wandering  life,  and  do  not  feem  to  be  in 
perfeft  amity  with  each  other. 

On  the  i ith  of  May,  we  again  made  fail,  but  met 
with  more  obflruiftions.  We  obferved  on  a fudden  a 
whitifh  fpot  on  the  fea,  out  of  which  a column  arofe, 
which  looked  like  a glafs  tube.  It  appeared  that 
another  of  the  fame  fort  came  down  from  the  clouds 
to  meet  this,  and  they  made  a coalition,  and  formed 
what  is  called  a water-fpout;  feveral  others  were  form- 
ed in  the  fame  manner  foon  after. 

As  we  were  not  very  well  acquainted  with  the  na- 
ture and  caufes  of  thefe  fpouts,  we  were  very  curious 
in  examining  them.  Their  bafe  was  a broad  fpot, 
which  looked  bright  and  yeljowiih  when  the  fun  flione 
upon  it,  this  appeared  when  the  fea  was  violently 
agitated,  and  vapours  rofe  in  a fpiral  form.  • The  co- 
lumns were  like  a cylinder,  and  moved  forward  on 
the  furface  of  the  fea,  and  frequently  appeared  crofting 
each  other,  they  at  laft  broke  one  after  another,  this 
was  owing  to  the  clouds  not  following  them  with  equal 
rapidity.  The  fea  appeared  more  and  more  covered 
with  fhort  broken  waves  as  the  clouds  came  nearer  to 
us;  the  wind  veered  about,  and  did  not  fix  in  any 
one  point.  Within  200  yards  of  us,  we  faw  a fpot  in 
the  fea  in  violent  agitation;  the  water  afeended  in  a 
fpiral  form  towards  the  clouds ; the  clouds-looked  black, 
and  louring,  and  feme  hailftoncs  fell  on  board.  A 
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cloud  gradually  tapered  into  a long  flender  tube  di- 
rectly over  the  agitated  fpot,  and  fcemed  defcending  to 
meet  the  riling  fpiral,  and  foon  united  with  it-  The 
laft  water-fpout  broke  like  the  others,  no  explofion 
was  heard,  but  a flafh  of  lightning  attended  this  dis- 
junction. 

On  the  i 8th  of  May,  at  five  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing, we  opened  Queen  Charlotte’s  Sound,  and  faw 
three  flafhes  arifing  from  a ftrong  hold  of  the  natives. 
We  imagined  them  to  be  fignals  of  the  Europeans, 
and  probably  of  our  old  friends  in  the  Adventure; 
when  we  fired  fome  guns,  we  were  anfwered, 
and  in  a fbort  time  faw  the  Adventure  at  an- 
chor. We  were  fluted  by  Capt.  Furneaux  with 
j 3 guns,  which  we  very  cheerfully  returned;  none 
can  deferibe  the  joy  we  felt  at  this  moft  happy 
meeting. 

1 he  following  is  a narrative  of  Capt.  Furneaux’ s proceedings, 
and  of  the  various  incidents  that  happened  during  the  [opera- 
tion of  the  two  fhips,  to  their  joining  again  in  Queen  Char- 
lotte’s Sound. 

THE  Adventure,  on  the  4th  of  February,  1775. 

after  having  loft  fight  of  the  Refolution,  in  a 
very  thick  fog,  had  no  other  means  of  again  meeting 
with  her,  but  by  cruizing  in  the  place  where  they 
parted  company,  or  by  repairing  to  Charlotte-Bay, 
the  firft  appointed  place  of  rendezvous,  in  cafe  fuch  a 
misfortune  Ihould  happen.  Soon  after  their  repara- 
tion, the  people  of  the  Adventure  heard  a gun, 
the  report  of  which  they  judged  to  be  on  the  lar-board 
beam  ; upon  which  they  hauled  up  S.  E.  and  fired 
a four-pounder  every  half-hourt  but  receiving  no 
return,  nor  light  of  their  companions,  they  kept 
the  courfe  they  had  fieered  before  the  fog  came  on. 
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-In  the  evening  it  began  to  blow  hard.  The  ftorm 
was  attended  with  a prodigious  fall  of  rain,  every 
drop  the  fize  of  a common  pea  ; and  the  fea  broke  over 
the  (hip’s  bows  to  the  height  of  the  yard  arms;  yet, 
at  intervals,  the  weather  was  more  clear.  They  then 
flood  to  theweftward,  to  cruize  in  the  latitude  they 
laft  faw  her  in,  according  to  agreement,  in  cafe  of 
feparation ; but  the  ftorm  returned  with  renewed 
fury,  and  the  weather  being  again  exceeding  hazy, 
they  were  again  compelled  to  bring  to,  which  unto- 
ward circumftance  prevented  them  from  reaching 
the  intended  place  ; however,  they  cruized  as  near  the 
fame  as  they  could  for  three  days,  when,  after  having 
kept  beating  about  the  feas,  in  the  mod  terrible 
weather  that  any  fhip  could  poftible  endure,  and 
giving  all  hopes  over  of  joining  their  loft  companion, 
they  bore  away  for  winter-quarters  1400  leagues 
diftant  from  them  ; and,  having  to  traverfe  a fea 
entirely  unknown,  they  took  every  precaution  for 
their  fafety,  and  reduced  the  allowance  of  water  to  one 
quart  per  day  for  each  feaman. 

On  the  8th,  they  kept  between  the  lat.  52  and  53 
deg.  S.  and  reached  to  95  deg.  E.  long.  They  had 
here  hard  gales  from  the  W.  attended  with  fnow, 
fleet,  and  a long  hollow  fea  from  the  S.  W.  And 
what  is  more  remarkable,  after  our  feparation  from 
the-Refolution  to  our  making  land,  wc  faw  but  one 
of  the  ice-iflands,  though  in  the  moft  part  of  our 
long-run,  we  were  two  or  three  deg.  S.  of  the  lat. 
in  which  we  firft  met  with  them. 

On  the  24th  of  March,  we  (hipped  many  waves, 
one  of  which  ftove  the  large  cutter,  and  with  diffi- 
culty we  prevented  the  fmall  one  from  being  wafhed 
over-board.  ' After  this  heavy  gale,  we  had  more 
temperate  weather,  accompanied  with  calms.  At 
length  wc  made  the  coaft  of  New  Zealand,  in  40 
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deg.  30  min.  S.  lat-  having  24  deg.  of  long  from 
Adventure  Bay,  in  a pafTage  of  15  days. 

On  the  5th  of  April,  we  worked  up  to  windward 
under  Point  Jackfon.  We  fired  feveral  gum  while 
handing  off  and  on,  but  faw  not  any  inhabitants. 
At  half  paft  two  we  anchored  in  thirty-nine  fathoms 
water-  At  eight,  weighed  and  made  fail.  On  the 
6th,  at  eight  o’clock,  had  the  Sound  open,  and 
worked  up  under  the  weftern  fhore,  and  anchored 
in  Ship  Cove,  in  ten  fathoms  water,  and  moored  the 
befl  bower  to  the  N.  N.  E.  In  the  night  heard  the 
howling  of  dogs,  and  people  hallooing  on  the  eaft 
ihore. 

Capt.  Furneaux  ordered  the  large  cutter  to  be 
manned,  and  lent  her  with  a proper  guard,  to  ex- 
amine, whether  there  were  any  figns  of  the  Kefolu- 
tion  having  arrived  at  that  harbour.  The  boat  re- 
turned, without  the  leaf!  difeovery.  Upon  this,  we 
inftjntly  prepared  to  fend  the  tents  alhore,  for  the 
accommodation  ofthofe  who  were  fick  of  the  feurvy  ; 
while  fuch  who  enjoyed  health  were  very  alert 
in  catching  fifh,  which  proved  of  great  fervice  in  re- 
covering our  lick,  to  whom  f refit  provifions  were  both 
food  and  phyfic. 

On  the  gth,  three  canoes  came  along  fide  the  Ad- 
venture, having  1 5 Indian*  of  both  fexes,  armed 
with  battle  axes,  and  with  other  ofFcnfive  weapons 
made  of  hard  wood,  in  the  form  of  our  ofhoeis 
fpontoons,  and  about  four  feet  in  length  ; but  they 
had  neither  bows  nor  arrows.  A kind  of  mat  was 
wrapt  round  their  fhoulders,  and  tied  about  their 
waifts  with  a girdle  made  of  grafs.  Both  men  and 
women  exhibited  a mofl,  favage  appearance,  3nd 
were  very  unwilling  to  come  on  boaid.  The  captain 
made  them  prefems,  and  by  figns  invited  them  to 
t^de.  They  accepted'  .the  prefents,  and  fome  of 

them 
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them  affumed  courage  enough  to  tiuft  thcmfclves  on 
deck. 

One  of  our  gentlemen,  feeing  fomething  wrapt 
up,  had  the  curiofity  to  examine  what  it  was,  when, 
to  his  great  furprife,  he  found  it  to  be  the  head  of  a 
man,  which,  by  its  bleeding,  feemed  to  be  fiefh 
cut  off.  As  Capt.  Cook  had  expreffed  his  abhor- 
rence of  fuch  unnatural  a&s,  the  Indians  weie  very 
apprehenfive  of  its  being  forced  from  them,  and  the 
man,  to  whom  it  belonged,  trembled  for  fear  of  being 
punifhed.  They  therefore,  with  furprifing  dex- 
terity, in  order  to  conceal  the  head,  (liifted  it  from 
one  to  another,  till  it  was  conveyed  out  of  fight  ; 
endeavouring,  at  the  fame  time  to  convince  us  by 
figns,  that  no  fuch  thing  was  in  their  polfefiion. 

Soon  after  they  left  the  fhip,  and  went  on  fhore,  not 
without  fome  vifible  figns  of  difpleafure.  In  this 
vifit  they  often  mentioned  the  name  of  Tupia,  and 
upon  being  informed  that  he  died  at  Batavia,  fome  of 
them  with  much  concern  enquired  whether  we  kill- 
ed him,  or  he  died  a natural  death  ; By  tlicfe  quef- 
tions,  we  concluded  thefe  Indians  were  fome  of  the 
fame  tiibe  who  had  vifited  the  Endeavour.  They 
returned  in  the  afternoon  with  fifh,  and  fern  roots, 
which  they  bartered  for  nails,  to  them  the  mod  va- 
luable articles  ; but  the  men  and  woman  who  had 
the  head,  were  not  among  them-  Having  a cata- 
logue of  words  in  their  language,  we  called  feveral 
things  by  name,  at  which  they  feemed  much  fur- 

f>rifed,  and  offered  a quantity  of  fifh  for  the  cata- 
ogue- 

On  the  toth,  about  eight  in  the  morning,  five 
double  canoes  came  along-fide  the  Adventure,  %vith 
about  fifty  Indians,  at  the  head  of  whom  was  their 
chief.  We  purchafcd  of  them,  for  nails  and  bot- 
tles, their  implements  of  war,  fione  hatchets,  cloth, 
&c.  upon  svhich  they  fet  a high  price.  Several  of 
' their 
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their  head  men  came  on  board,  nor  would  they  quit 
the  fhip  by  fair  means  ; but,  upon  prefenting  a 
mufket  with  a bayonet  fixed,  they  quickly  took  leave 
of  us,  fecmingly  in  great  and  good  humour;  and  after 
tyards  they  viftted  us  daily,  bringing  with  them  fifh 
in  abundance,  which  they  exchanged  for  nails,  beads, 
and  other  trifles.  They  behaved  peaceably,  and, 
having  difpofed  of  their  cargoes,  departed  at  all 
times  feemingly  well  pleafed. 

We  now  placed  a guard  on  a little  ifland,  which 
at  low  water,  is  joining  to  Mortuara,  called  the 
Hippah,  at  which  place  was  an  old  fortified  town, 
that  had  been  abandoned  by  the  natives.  We  took 
pofleffion  of  their  houfes,  and  by  finking  a fort 
within  fide,  made,  them  very  comfortable.  Here 
our  aftronomcr  ere&ed  his  obfervatory  ; at  the  fame 
time  we  flruck  our  tents  on  Mortuara  ; and,  having 
run  further  into  the  cove  with  the  fliip,  we  moored 
her  for  the  winter,  on  the  weft  fhorc,  and  gave  her 
a winter  coat  to  preferve  her  hull  ; then,  after  fending 
afhore  the  fpars  and  lumber  of  the  decks  to  be  caulked, 
wc  pitched  our  tents  near  the  river,  at  the  watering- 
place. 

On  the  1 cth,  the  weather  continuing  fair,  and  the 
Indians  friendly,  the  captain  and  officers  were  pre- 
paring to  go  on  aihore,  when  about  nine  A.  M.  no  lefs 
than  ten  canoes  came  paddling  down  the  found. 
Wc  counted  ijto  natives  all  armed.  When  along 
fide  of  the  fhip,  they  exprelfcd  a defire  to  be  admitted 
on  board;  but  Capt.  Furntaux,  not  liking  their 
looks  and  geftures,  gave  oiders  that  a few  only  fhould 
be  admitted  at  a time.  Thefe  behaved  fo  disor- 
derly, that  the  failow  were  obliged  to  turn  them 
out,  and  it  now  appeared  plainly  that  the  intentions 
of  our  new  vifitors,  were  tn  make  thcmfelves  mafters 
of  the  fhip;  however,  finding  the  crew  to  be  upon 
their  guard,  they  became  more  civil,  but  not  before 
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l great  gun  was  difcharged  over  their  heads,  which 
alone  intimidated  them.  Being  thus  reduced  to  oraci , 
the  people  on  board  produced  ftveral  articals,  fuch 
as  beads,  dafp  knives,  fcairars,  cloth,  paper,  and 
other  trifles,  which  they  bartered  for  battle-axes,  fpears, 
weapons  of  various  forts,  fiih-hooks,  and  other  cuj>- 
ofities,  the  manufa&ure  of  the  country. 

Three  months  were  now  elapfed  frnce  the  Adven- 
ture loft  fight  of  tire  Refolution  ; but  on  the  i 7th 
lhe  was  feen  at  Point  Jackfon.  We  immediately  font 
out  boats  to  her  affiftance,  it  being  calm,  to  tow  her 
into  the  found.  In  the  evening  flic  anchored  about 
a mile  without  us,  and  the  next  morning  weighed  and 
warped  within  us. 

Having  thus  related  the  progrefs  of  the  Adven- 
ture, we  now  come  to  record  the  franfadions  of 
both  fliips  after  their  jundion.  It  were  little  more 
than  a repetition  of  the  adventure’s  diflrefles  to  re- 
capitulate the  eflfed9  of  the  boifterous  weather  that 
were  felt  by  the  crew  of  the  Refolution  ; being 
fometimes  furrounded  with  illands  of  ice,  out  of 
which  they  could  not  extiicate  ihemfelves,  by  the 
utmoft  exertion  of  their  lkill  in  feamanlhip,  fome- 
times  involved  in  fheets  of  fleet  and  fnow,  and  in 
mitts  fo  daik,  that  a man  on  the  forecaftle  could  not 
be  feen  from  the  quarter  deck  ; fometimes  the  feas 
rolling  mountains  high,  while  the  running  tackle, 
made  brittle  by  the  feverity  of  the  froft,  was  frequently 
fnapping,  and  fometimes  rendered  immoveable. 
Amideft  the  hardlhips  of  fuch  a travel fe,  there 
is  nothing  more  aflonifhing,  than  that  the  crew 
lhould  continue  in  perfect;  health,  fcaice  a man  be- 
ing fo  ill  as  to  be  incapable  of  duty.  Nothing  can 
redound  more  to  the  honour  of  Capt.  Cook,  than 
his  paying  particular  attention  to  the  prefervation  06 
health  among  his  company.  By  observing  the  fliideft 
difeipline  from  the  higheft  to  the  Jo  well,  his  com- 
mands

mands  were  duly  obferved,  and  punctually  executed. 
When  the  fervke  was  hard,  he  tempered  the  feverity 
thereof,  by  frequently  relieving  thofe  employed  in 
the  performance,  having  all  hands  at  command, 
he  was  never  under  the  neceffity  of  continuing  the 
labour  of  any  fet  of  men,  beyond  what  their  ftrength 
and  their  fpirits  could  bear. 

Having  by  this  means  left  no  fpare  time  for  gam- 
ing, quarrelling,  or  rioting,  he  kept  them  in  action, 
and  punifhed  drunkennefs  with  the  utmoft  feverity  ; 
and  thus  by  perfevering  in  a fteady  line  of  conduct, 
he  was  enabled  to  keep  the  fea  till  reduced  to  a very 
fcanty  portion  of  water  ; and  when  he  defpaired  of 
finding  any  new  land,  and  had  fully  fatisfied  himfelf 
of  the  non-exiltence  of  any  continent  in  the  quarters 
he  lafl  travetffed,  he  directed  his  courfe  to  Char* 
lott's  Sound,  the  place  appointed  for  both  (hips  to 
rendezvous  in  cafe  of  feperation,  and  appeared  off 
the  fame,  (as  has  been  already  related)  on  Tuefday, 
the  i8thofMay,  1773,  and  here  we  difcovered  our 
confort  the  Adventure,  by  the  fignals  the  made  to  us, 
an  event  every  one  in  both  fhips  felt  with  inexprcf- 
fible  fatisfaCtion. 

The  next  morning  after  our  arrival,  being ' Wed* 
nefday  the  19th,  Capt.  Cook  went  off  in  the  boat, 
at  day-break,  to  gather  fcurvy-grafs,  celery,  and 
other  vegetables.  At  breakfaft  time  he  returned 
with  a boat  load,  enough  for  the  crew  of  both  fhips  i 
and  knowing  their  falutary  ethcay  in  removing 
fcorbutic  complaints,  he  oVdered,  that  they  fhould 
be  boiled  with  wheat  and  portable  broth,  every 
morning  for  breakfaft,  and  with  peafe  and  broth  for 
dinner,  and  thus  drelled,  they  are  extremely  bene* 
facial . 

On  the  soth,  wc  vifited  the  fortifications  of  the 
natives  were  the  obfervatory  was  fixed.  It  is  only 
acceflible  in  one  place,  and  there  by  a narrow,  dif 
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ncultpath,  being  fituated  on  a fteeprock.  The  hues 
Of  the  natives  flood  proroifcuoufly  within  an  in- 
clofure  of  palifadoes  ; they  confifted  only  of  a roof, 
and  had  no  walls.  About  noon  we  were  vifited  by* 
two  fmall. canoes,  in  which  were  five  men.  They 
dined  with  us,  and  it  was  not  a little  they  devoured; 

In  the  evening  they  were  difmiffed  with  prefemi. 

On  the  24th,  the  Refohuion  received  another  vilit 
from  a family,  who  came  with  no  other  intern  than  ' 
to  partake  of  our  food,  and  to  get  fome  of  our  iron 
work.  We  wanted  to  know  their  names,  but  it  was 
a long  time  before  we  could  make  them  underftand 
us.  At  lafl  we  found  that  the  oldeft  was  Called 
Towahanga,  and  the  other  Kotugha-a,  Koghoaa, 
Khoaa,  KoLlakh,  and  Taupuaperua.  This  lafl  was 
a boy  about  12  years  of  age,  very  lively  and  intel- 
ligent. Me  dined  with  us,  eat  voracioufly,  and  was 
very  fond  of  the  cruft  of  a pie  made  of  wild  fowl. 

He  did  not  much  relifh  Madeira  wine  which  the 
captain  gave  him,  but  was  very  fond  of  fome  fweet 
Cape  wine,  which  elevated  his  fpirits,  and  his  tongue 
was  perpetually  going. 

On  the  29th,  a great  number  of  natives  furround- 
ed  us  with  canoes,  who  brought  goods  to  exchange, 
for  which  they  got  good  returns,  owing  to  the  eag'er- 
nefs  with  which  our  failors  outbid  each  other,  all  of 
them,  being  deftrious  of  having  fome  of  the  produc- 
tions of  this  country.  Among  thefe  Indians  we  law- 
many  women  whofe  lips  were  of  a blackifh  hue,  and 
their  cheeks  were  painted  With  a lively  ted.  They 
had  large  knees,  and  (lender  bandy  legs,  owing  to 
want  of  exercife,  and  fitting  in  their  canoes  crofs 


legged.  The  ladies  were  very  agreeable  to  our  crews, 
who  had  no  opportunity  of  indulging  an  imercourftf 
with  other  women  fince  our  departure  from  England  ; 
and  they  fooa  found  out  that  chaftity  was  not  a dif* 


tinguiihing 
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tinguifhing  part  of  their  character.  Their  confenr, 
was  eafily  purchafed,  a fpike  nail,  or  an  old  fhirt, 
was  a fufficient  bribe.  The  New  Zealanders,  en- 
couraged by  the  gain  of  this  difgraceful  commerce,, 
went  through  both  fhips,  offering  their  daughters, 
and  lifters  to  the  promiscuous  embraces  of  every  one, 
for  iron  tools,  &c. 

On  the  30th  inftant,  we  went  over  to  Long  Ifland, 
to  colletft  fome  hay  which  the  crews  had  made,  and 
lo  bring  fome  vegetables  on  board.  In  this  tripe  we 
found  feveral  new  plants,  and  Ihot  fome  fmall  birds  ; 
which  we  had  not  feen  before.  In  the  afternoon, 
leave,  was  given  to  fome  of  our  Tailors  to  go  on  fhore, 
where  theyagain  purchafed  the  embraces  of  the  wo- 
men. Thefe  fellows  muft  have  been  very  keen  in- 
deed, or  they  would  have  been  difgufted  with  the 
uncleannefs  of  their  doxies,  all  of  whom  had  a dif- 
agreeable  fmell,  which  might  be  Tented  at  a con- 
ftderable  diftance  ; and  their  clothes,  as  well  as  hair, 
fwarmed  with  vermin  to  a very  great  degree,  which 
they  occafionally  cracked  between  their  teeth,  it  is 
furpriling  how  men,  who  had  received  a civilized 
education,  could  gratify  the  animal  appetite  with 
fuch  loathfome  creatures.  While  this  party  were 
on  fhore,  a young  woman  on  board  ftoleoneofthe 
feamen’s  jacket,  and  gave  it  a young  man  of  her 
own  tribe  ; upon  the  failor’s  taking  it  from  the  In- 
dian, he  received  feveral  blows  on  the  face  by  the 
young  fellow’s  fift.  At  firft  the  Tailor  took  this  as  in 
joke,  but  upon  perceiving  the  alfailant  to  be  in  ear- 
ned, he  gave  him  a hearty  Englilh  drubbing,  and 
made  him  cry  out  for  quarters.  At  this  time  Capt. 
Cook  continued  his  employment  of  foing,  in  dif- 
ferent fpots  cleared  for  the  purpofe,  all  forts  of  ve- 
getables that  he  thoughi  would  grow  in  this  country, 
fuch  as  potatoes,  beans,  pras,  corn,  Sec. 

On 
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On  Tuefday  the  ift  of  June,  we  were  vifited  by 
'feveral  natives  whom  we  had  not  feen  before,  and 
who  brought  with  them  fundry  new  articles  of  com- 
merce : among  thefe  were  dogs,  fome  of  which  we 
-purchafed.  Of  thefe  people  we  faw  a few  oddly 
marked  in  their  faces,  by  fpiral  lines  deeply  cut  in 
them.  Such  kind  of  marks  were  very  regular  in  the 
face  of  a middle-aged  man,  named  Tringho  Waya, 
who  appeared  to  be  a perfon  of  note,  and  to  have  au- 
thority over  his  brethren.  This  company  feemed  to 
underftand  perfedly  well  how  to  traffic,  and  did  not 
like  we  (hall  make  hard  bargains.  Some  of  them 
entertained  us  with  a dance  on  the  quarter  deck, 
previous  to  which  they  parted  with  their  upper  gar- 
ments, and  flood  in  a row.  They  fang  a long  and 
its  chorus  all  together,  making,  during  the  perform- 
ance many  frantic  geftures.  Mulic  accompanied  this 
long  and  dance,  but  it  was  not  very  harmonious. 

Early  in  the  morning  of  the  7th,  we  failed  from 
this  place,  in  company  with  the  Adventure,  but  had 
frequent  hindrances  from  contrary  winds.  On  the 
2 2d  we  were  in  lat.  32  deg.  30  min.  long.  133  deg 
40  min.  W.  Now  the  weather  was  fo  warm,  that 
we  were  obliged  to  put  on  lighter  clothes.  Capt. 
Cook  having  heard  that  the  crew  of  the  Adventure 
were  fickly,  went  on  board  the  29th  of  July,  when 
he  found  the  cook  dead,  and  20  men  ill  of  the  feurvy 
and  flux.  Only  three  men  were  on  the  lick  lift  on 
board  the  Refolution,  which  was  certainly  owning 
to  the  Captain's  abfolutely  enforcing  the  eating  celery 
and  feurvy-grafs  with  the  food,  though  at  firft  the 
crew  did  not  like  it. 

On  the  6th  of  Auguft,  Capt.  Furneaux  came  on 
board  the  Refolution  to  dinner,  and  reported,  that 
his  people  were  much  better,  that  the  flux  had  quite 
left  them,  and  that  the  feervy  was  at  a ftand.  The 
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fcorbutic  people  had  been  well  fupplied  with  cyder, 
which,  in  a great  meafiire,  contributed  to  this  happy 
change.  On  the  14th,  we  faw  Ofpaburg  ifland,  and 
on  the  1 5th,  at  five  in  the  morning,  acquainted  Capt. 
Furneaux,  that  it  was  our  intention  to  put  into  Oati- 
piha  Bay,  near  the  fouth  end  of  Otaheite,  and  get 
what  refreihmems  we  could  in  that  pan  of  the  illaud, 
before  we  went  to  Matavai . 

On  the  1 8th,  we  were,  within  a league  of  the  reef. 
On  account  of  the  breeze  failing  us,  we  hoiked  out 
our  boats'to  tow  the  fhips  off,  but  they  could  not 
keep  us  from  being  carried  too  near  the  .reef.  Many 
inhabitants  came  on  board  from  different  parts,  who 
brought  fruits,  &c.  to  exchange ; the  moft  of  them 
knew  Capt.  Cook,  again,  and  enquired  for  Mr.  Banks 
and  others,  but  none  of  them  aiked  for  Tupia.  Our 
fituation  became  ftill  more  dangerous  as  the  calm 
continued.  On  fending  to  examine  the  weftern 
point  of  the  reef,  in  order  to  get  round  that  way 
into  the  bay,  we  found  that  there  was  not  fufficient 
depth  of  water.  Both  fhips  were  carried  with  great 
impetuofity  towards  the  reef,  and  all  the  horrors  of 
fhip  wreck  now  flared  us  in  the  face.  The  breakers 
were  not  two  cables  length  from  us,  and  we  could  find 
no  bottom  to  anchor.  The  Resolution  came  at  three 
fathoms  water,  and  ftruck  at  every  fall  of  the  fea,  the 
Adventure  brought  up  under  our  bow  without 
ffriking.  The  dreadful  furf  which  broke  under 
our  ftern,  threatned  our  fliipwreck  every  moment. 
At  length  we  fbund  ground  a little  without  the  ba- 
fon,  and  got  the  fhip  afloat  by  cutting  away  the  bower 
anchor,  and  the  tide  cea fed  to  aft  in  the  fame  direc- 
tion. We  happily  towed  off  the  Refolution,  and  all 
the  boats,  were  ordered  to  aflift  the  Adventure.  We 
happily  got  once  more  fafe  at  fea,  after  narrowly 
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•We  anchored  in  Oati-piha  Bay,  vefy  near  the 
ihore,  and  were  vilited  by  a great  number  of  the 
natives,  who  brought  roots,  fruit,  8cc.  Several  of 
thefe  people  aiked  for  Mr.  Banks,  and  other  people 
who  were  at  Otaheite  with  Capt.  Cook  before.  We 
were  informed  by  thefe  people,  that  there  had  been 
a battle  fought  between  the  two  kingdoms,  and 
Toutaha,  the  regent  of  the  greater  peninfula,  was 
liain,  and  that  Otoo  reigned  in  his  ftead.  In  this 
battle  Tubourai  Tamaide,  and  feyeral  of  our  old 
friends  fell.'  A peace  was  now  fully  eftablilhed. 

On  the  19th,  the  two  commanders  made  an  ex- 
curfion  along  the  coaft,  and  were  entertained  by  a 
chief  (whom  they  met)  with  fome  excellent  hfh,  8cc. 
to  whom  in  return  they  made  feveral  prefents.  On 
the  20th>  one  of  the  natives  ftole  a gun  from  the  peo- 
ple on  Ihore.  Some  of  the  natives  purfued  him  of 
their  own  accord,  who  knocked  him  down  and 
brought  back  the  mulkct.  We  imagine  that  fear 
operated  more  with  them  in  this  bufinefs  than  any 
other  motive.  On  the  sift,  a chief  came  to  vifit 
us,  who  brought  in  a prefent  of  fruit,  which  proved 
to  be  fome  cocoa-nuts  that  we  had  drawn  the  water 
from  and  thrown  overboard.  He  had  fo  artfully 
tied  them  up,  that  we  did  not  foon  difeover  the  de- 
ceit. He  did  not  betray  the  lea  ft  emotion  when  we 
jtold  him  of  it,  and  opened  two  or  three  of  them 
himfelf,  as  if  he  know  nothing  of  the  matter;  he 
then  pretend  to  be  fatisfied  that  it  was  really  fo, 
and  went  on  Ihore,  from  whence  he  fent  fome  ba- 
nanoes  and  plantains-  We  were  informed  that 
Waheatow  was  come  into  the  neighbourhood,  and 
wifhed  to  fee  Capt.  Cook,  who  accordingly  went  in 
company  with  Capt-  Furneauxand  fome  gentlemen  ; 
they  were  likewife  attended  by  fome  natives.  About 
a mile  from  the  landing-place  they  met  the  chief, 
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. advancing  to  meet  them  with  a numerous  train. 
When 'the  prince  perceived  the  company,  he  halted* 
He  knew  Capt*  Cook  very  well  as  they  had  feen 
each  other  feveral  times  1111769-  He  went  at  that 
time  by  the  name  of  Terace,  and  took  his  father’s 
name  at  bis  death.  Wf  found  him  fitting  on  a ftool ; 
and  as  foon  as  the  ufual  falutation  was  over,  he  feated 
Capt.  Cook  on  the  fame  ftool  with  himfelf ; the  reft 
fat  on  the  ground.  He  enquired  after  feveral  who 
had  been  on  the  former  voyage,  and  feemed  forry 
when  we  told  him  we  muft  fail  the  next  day,  offer- 
ing the  captain,  that  if  he  would  ftay,  he  Ihould  have 
hogs  in  plenty.  Capt.  Cook  made  him  many  pre- 
fents,  and  ftaid  with  him  the  whole  morning.  This 
party  returned  on  board  of  fhip  to  dinner,  and  made 
this  chief  another  vifit  in  the  afternoon,  made  him 
more  prefents,  and  he  gave  us  two  hogs.  At  the 
different  trading-places  fome  others  were  got,  fo 
that  a meal’s  frelh  pork  ferved  for  the  crews  of  both 
ihips. 

Early  in  the  morning  of  the  24th,  we  put  to  fea, 
and  were  accompanied  by  feveral  canoes,  who 
brought  cargoes  of  fruit  fur  fale;  neither  did  they 
return  till  they  had  difpofed  of  them.  The  fick 
people  on  board  the  Adventure  got  much  relief 
from  tbefe  fruits.  VVe  left  a lieutenant  on  Ihore, 
in  order  to  bring  fome  iiogs,  which  they  promifed 
to  fend  by  him.  He  returned  on  the  25th,  and 
btought  eight  pigs  with  him.  We  arrived  at  Mata- 
vji  Bay  in  the  evening,  and  our  decks  were  crowded 
with  natives  before  we  could  get  to  anchor,  aimoft 
all  of  them  were  acquainted  with  Captain  Cook. 
Otoo  their  king,  and  a great  crowd  were  got  together 
on  the  Ihore.  Capt.  Cook  was  going  on  Ihore  to 
pay  him  a vifit,  but  was  told  that  he  was  gone  to 
Oparee  in  a fright,  which  feemed  very  extraordinary 
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tothe  captain,  as  all  other*  were  much  pleafed  to  fee 
him.  Maritata,  a chief,  was  on  board,  and  advifed 
the  captain  to  defer  his  vifit  till  next  morning. 

Next  morning  the  captain  fct  out  for  Oparee,  after 
having  given  dire<5licns  to  fetch  tents  for  the  reception* 
of  the  Tick.  . Capt.  Furneaux,  Maritata  and  his  wife, 
and  fomc  others  went  with  the  captain.  They  were 
conduced  to  Otoo  as  foon  as  they  landed,  who  fat  dn 
the  ground  under  a fhady  tree,  with  a great  number 
of  people  around  him.  Capt.  Cook  made  him  feveral 
prefents,  after  the  ufual  compliments  had  palled,  be- 
ing very  well  purfuaded  that  it  was  much  to  his  intc- 
reli  to  eftabiilh  a friendlhip  with  this  man.  Otoo  en- 
quired for  all  the  gentlemen  who  had  been  there  be- 
fore, as  well  as  for  Tupia,  and  promifed  to  fend 
fomc  hogs  on  board,  but  was  very  backward  in  faying.  ' 
he  would  come  on  board  hirnfeif,  being,  ashefaid, 
much  afraid  of  the  great  guns.  Fie  was  certainly  a 
molt  timid  prince,  as  all  his  aittiems  demonftrated.  He 
was  a perfonable  well-made  man,  fix  feet  bight,  and 
about  thirty  years  of  age.  His  father  and  all  his  fubje<5U 
were  uncovered  before  him,  that  is,  their  heads  and 
Ihoulders  were  made  bare. 

On  the  27th,  the  king  Otoo  came  to  pay  us  a vifit, 
attended  by  a numerous  train;  he  fent  before  him, 
two  large  filh,  a hog,  fome  fruits,  and  a large  quan- 
tity of  cloth.  After  much  perfuafion  he  came  on 
board  himfelf,  accompanied  by  his  fitters,  a younger 
brother,  8cc.  with  many  attendants,  who  all  received 
prefents;  and  when  they  had  breakfafled,  carried 
them  home  to  Oparee.  Upon  landing,  an  old  lady, 
the  mother  of  Toutaha,  met  Capt.  Cook,  feized  him 
by  both  hands,  and,  weeping  bitterly,  told  him 
that  her  foil  and  his  friend  Toutaha  wcie  dead. 
Had  not  the  king  taken  her  from  Capt.  Cook,  lie 
uiuft  have  joined  her  lamentations.  The  nexi 
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day  the  king  promifed  to  vifit  us  again,  butfaid,  Wfc 
mul)  iirft  wait  upon  him. 

On  the  29th,  the  commanders  took  a trip  to  Opa- 
Tee,  attended  by  iome  officers  and  gentlemen,' and 
made  the  king  fuch  prefents  as  he  had  not  before 
feen.  One  of  them  was  a broad  fword,  at  the  light  of 
which  he  was  very  much  intimidated,  and  defired  it 
might  be  taken  out  of  his  fight.  With  a vaft  deal 
of  argument,  he  was  prevailed  upon  to  fufler  it  to 
be  put  on  his  fide,  where  it  remained  a very  fhort 
time.  We  received  an  invitation  to  the  theatre, 
where  they  entertained  us  with  a dramatic  piece, 
confiftingofa  comedy  and  dance.  The  performers 
were  one  women,  which  was  no  lefs  a perlonage  than 
the  king’s  filler,  and  five  men,  and  their  mufic 
confided  of  6nly  three  drums.  The  whole  enter- 
tainment was  well  conduced,  and  laded  about  two 
hours.  When  this  diverfion  was  over,  the  king  defir- 
ed us  to  depart,  and  loaded  us  with  fruit  and  fifb. 
The  kingfent  more  fruit  and  fith  the  next  morning. 

On  the  id  of  Sept-  we  determined  to  depart,  as  the 
fick.  were  nearly  recovered,  the  necedary  repairs  of 
the  fhip  were  compleated,  and  plenty  of  water  prtv 
vided-  Mod  of  the  day  was  employed  in  unmooring 
the  fhip* ; and  in  the  afternoon  the  lieutenant  re- 
turned, who  had  been  fent  for  the  hogs  promifed. 
With  him  came  Pottatou  (the  chief  of  the  didri& 
of  Attahounou),  with  his  wife,  to  pay  Capt.  Cook 
a vifit,  and  made  him  a prefent  of  two  hogs  and  fome 
fi(h.  The  lieutenant  got  likewifetwo  more  hogs.  As 
the  wind  was  wederly,  we  were  obliged  to  difmifs  our 
friends  fooner  than  they  wilhed ; but  they  weye  very 
well  fatisfied  with  the  recepiion  they  met  with. 

A young  man,  named  Peoro,  came  on  board 
Iome  hours  before  we  got  under  fail,  and  defired  to 
go  with  us,  to  which  we  contented  : and  at  the  fame 
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lime  he  afked  for  an  axe  and  a fpikc-nail  for  his  fa* 
ther,  who  came  with  him  onboard.  They  were  a c*1 
cordingly  given  him,  and  they  parted  with  great  in- 
difference, which  feemcd  to  indicate  that  they  had 
deceived  us,  and  no  other  confanguinity  fublifted. 
Prefently  a canoe,  conducted  by  two  men,  came  a- 
long-fide,  and  demanded  Poruo  in  the  name  of 
Otoo.  We  informed  them,  that  we  would  part 
with  him,  if  they  would  return  the  hatchet  and 
fpikc-nail,  but  they  faid  they  were  all.Qie  ; fo  the 
young  gentleman  failed  along  with  us,  though  he  wept 
when  he  faw  the  land  at  our  Hern. 

On  the  2d,  we  fleered  our  courfe  for  the  ifland 
of  Huaheine,  and  the  Rcfolution  anchored  in  24  fa- 
thoms water  on  the  3d  inftant,  but  the  Adventure  got 
afliore  on  the  north  fide  of  the  channel,  but  fhe  was 
happily  got  off  again  without  receiving  any  damage. 
The  natives  received  us  with  the  utmoft  cordiality, 
feveral  of  whom  came  on  board  before  our  com- 
mandets  went  on  fliore.  Some  prefents  were  dif- 
tributed  amongft  them,  which  were  gratefully  return- 
ed by  a plentiful  fupply  of  hogs,  fruit.  Sec.  Here 
we  had  a fine  profpeet  of  being  plentifully  fupplied 
with  freflr  pork  and  fowls,  which  was  to  its  very 
pleafmg. 

On  the  4th,  two  trading  parties  went  on  fliore, 
which  were  well  conduced.  Capt.  Cook  was  in- 
formed that  Oree  was  fliil  alive,  and  waited  to  fee 
him.  The  commanders,-  with  Mr.  Fofter,  went  to 
the  place  appointed  for  the  interview,  accompanied 
by  one  of  the  natives.  The  boat  was  landed  before 
the  chief’s  houfc,  and  were  dclired  to  remain  in  it 
till  the  neceffary  ceremony  was  gone  through.  There 
flood  clofe  to  the  fliore  five  young  plantain  trees, 
which  are  their  cmblemy  of  peace:  thefe  were,  with 
foine  ceremony,  bi ought  oti  feparatelv.  The  firfl 
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three,  were  each  accompanied  by  a young  pig, 
whofe  ears  were  ornamented  with  cocoa-nut  fibres ; 
the  fourth  plantain  tree  was  accompanied  by  a clog. 
All  thefe  had  particular  names  and  meanings,  which 
we  could  not  underhand.  This  part  of  the  cere- 
mony being  over,  we  were  defired  by  our  guide  to 
decorate  three  young  plantain  trees  with  nails,  look- 
ing-glaffes,  beads,  8cc.  &c.  With  thefe  in  our 
hands  we  landed,  and  were  conduced  through  the 
multitude.-  We  were  diredled  to  fit  down  a few 
paces  before  the  chief,  and  the  plantains  were  laid 
one  by  one  before  him.  This  being  done,  the  king 
came  to  Captain  Cook,  fell  on  his  neck,  and  killed 
him.  A great  effufion  of  tears  fell  down  the  cheeks 
of  this  venerable  old  man  ; and  if  ever  tears  fpoke 
the  language  of  the  heart,  furely  thefe  did.  Capt. 
Cook  regarded  him  as  a father,  and  therefore  pre- 
fented  him  with  the  mod  valuable  articles  he  had. 
Soon  after  we  returned  on  board,  fourteen  hogs  were 
lent  us,  with  fowls  and  fruit  in  abundance. 

In  the  morning  of  the  5th  inftant,  we  were  again 
vifited  by  this  good  old  man,  who  brought  a hog 
and  fome  fruit  ; indeed,  he  fern  the  captain  every 
day  ready  dreffed,  fruit  and  roots  in  great  plenty. 
This  morning  the  lieutenant  went  on  fhore  in  fearch 
of  more  hogs,  and  returned  in  the  evening  with  28. 
and  about  70  more  were  purchaled  on  fhore. 

When  we  went  to  take  leave  of  Oree,  while  the 
fhips  were  unmooring,  and  prefented  him  with  things 
more  valuable  and  ufeful.  We  left  him  a copper- 
plate, with  this  infciiption,  “ Anchored  here,  his 
Britannic  Majefly's  (hips  Refolution  and  Adventure, 
September  1773.” 

After  we  had  traded  for  fuch  things  as  we  wanted, 
we  took  our  leave,  which  was  a very  affectionate 
one.  On  returning  to  the  fhips,  they  were  crowded, 
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as  on  our  arrival,  with  canoes  filled  with  hogs, 
fowls,  fee.  Soon  after  we  were  on  board,  the  king 
came,  and  ftaid  with  us  till  we  were  near  two  miles 
outatfea,  and  then  after  taking  another  affe&ionate 
leave,  parted.  During  our  ftay  here,  we  procured 
upwards  of  300  hogs,  befides-  fowls  and  fruit  in  great 
abundance. 

While  at  this  ifland,  Capt.  Furneaux  engaged  a 
young  man,  named  Omai,  a native  of  Ulitea,  who 
had  been  difpoffeffed  of  his  property  by  the  people 
oPBolobola,  to  accompany  him  on  his  voyage.  This 
young  man  had  a good  underftanding,  honeil  princi- 
ples, and  a natural  good  behaviour. 

On  the  8th  we  entered  the  harbour  of  Ohamaneno ; 
the  natives  crowded  about  us  with  hogs  and  fruit  as 
foon  as  we  anchored.  We  refufed  the  hogs,  as  we 
had  already  more  than  we  could  manage  ■ but  feveral 
of  the  principal  people  obliged  us  to  take  them 
whether  or  no.  We  made  a vilit  on  the  gth  to 
Oreo,  who  is  the  chief  of  this  part  of  the  illand 
of  Ulitea.  He  expreffed  great  fatisfa&ion  on  feeing 
Capt.  Cook  again,  and  defired  him  to  exchange 
names  with  him,  which  the  latter  agreed  to:  this  is 
a diflinguilhing  mark  of  friendfhip.  Here  we  traded 
asufual,  but  the  balance  of  trade  was  much  in  our 
favour. 

On  the  10th,  the  chief  entertained  us  with  a co- 
medy; a very  entertaining  part  of  which  was  a theft, 
committed,  with  amazing  dexterity,  by  a man  and 
his  accomplice.  Before  the  thief  has  time  to  carry 
a(f  the  prize,  he  is  difeovered,  and  3 feuffle  enfues; 
the  difeoverers  are  vanquilhed,  and  the  thieves  go 
off  in  triumph.  We  returned  to  dinner  after  the 
play  was  over;  and  as  we  were  walking  on  lliore  in 
the  evening,  one  of  the  natives  informed  us,  that 
there  werenine  uninhabited  iflan*’5  to  the  weftward. 
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Oreo  and  his  fon  paid  us  a vifit  early  in  the  morn- 
ing of  the  i ith  of  September,  and  brought,  as  ufual, 
hogs  and  fruit  ^vit h them-  We  d relied  the  youth  in 
a Ihirt,  and  fomc  other  articles,  of  which  he  was 
not  a little  proud . After  ftjying  fomc  hours,  they 
went  on  Ihore,  and  fo  did  Capt-  Cook  foon  after,  but 
to  another  part  of  the  ihore-  When  the  chief  heard 
he  was  landed,  he  went  of  his  own  accord,  and  put 
a hog  and  fome  fruit  in  the  boat,  and  returned  with- 
out faying  any  thing  of  it  to  any  other  perfon-  He 
afterwards  came  with  fome  fr iends  to  dinner.  After 
dinner,  Po-oorau,  who  is  the  moil  eminent  chief  of 
the  iiland,  paid  us  a viiit-  He  was  introduced  by 
Ereo,  and  brought  a prefent  with  him  ; for  which  he 
received  a handfome  return-  We  promifed  to  vifit 
thefe  two  chiefs  the  next  morning:  which  we  ac- 
cordingly did,  in  company  with  feveral  gentlemen- 
Another  play  was  atfled,  and  two  very  pretty  young 
women  performed,  otherwife  this  piece  was  not  f<> 
entertaining  as  the  one  we  faw  before- 

On  the  14th,  Oreo  and  fome  friends  paid  us  a 
pretty  early  vifit,  when  wc  informed  him,  that  we 
ihould  dine  with  him  on  Ihore,  and  defired  he  would 
let  us  have  two  pigs  for  dinner,  drefled  in  their 
falhion-  Wc  found  the  floor  of  the  chief’s  houfe 
flrewed  with  leaves,  and  we  were  foon  feated  round 
them-  Soon  after  the  pigs  came  tumbling  over  cur 
heads  upon  the  leaves;  and  they  were  both  fo  hot 
asfcarcely  to  be  touched.  The  table  was  ornamented 
With  hot  bread  and  plantains  ; we  had  likewife  a 
quantity  of  cocoa-nuts  to  drink.  We  never  faw  vic- 
tuals drefled  cleaner  nor  better  in  our  lives,  and  if  had 
a molt  exquifite  flavour,  much  fuperior  to  victuals 
drefled  in  our  mode;  how  they  connived  it,  we 
cannot  tell  ; but  though  one  of  them  weighed  fifty 
pounds  at  leaf!,  h was  >vcll  done  in  every  part. 
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and  not  too  much  in  3ny.  We  had  a great  number 
of  attendants,  and  people  came  to  lee  us  dine  in 
public,  to  whom  pieces  of  pork  were  handed.  The 
chief  had  not  refufe  his  glafs  of  Madeira  whenever 
it  came  to  his  turn  ; and  we  never  at  tins,  or  any 
other  time,  faw  him  affe$ed  by  it.  The  boat’s  crew 
took  the  remainder  when  we  had  dined.  In  the  af- 
ternoon, we  were  again  entertained  with  a play. 

On  the  5th,  wc  had  a fufficient  proof  of  the  ti- 
morous difpofition  of  thefe  people.  We  rather 
wondered  that  none  of  them  came  to  the  fhips  as 
ufual.  We  were  afraid,  that  as  two  men  of  the 
Adventure’s  crew  Raid  out  all  night,  that  the  natives 
had  ftriped  them,  ordone  them  fome  other  injury, 
and  were  afraid  we  Ihould  revenge  their  conduct. 
We  went  alhore,  and  found  the  neighbourhood 
nearly  deferted.  Prefently  the  two  men  made  their 
appearance,  and  reported  they  had  been  very  civilly 
treated.  We  could  get  no  account  of  the  cdufe  of 
their  flight,  and  could  only  learn  from  a few  perfons 
who  ventured  near  us,  that  feveral  were  killed  and 
wounded,  and  pointed  to  their  bodies  were  the 
bails  of  the  guns  went  in  and  out.  Capt.  Cook  was 
very  uneafy  at  this  relation,  fearing  for  the  fafety  of 
the  people  gone  to  Otaha.  In  order  to  get  the  befl 
information,  the  captain  determined  to  go  to  the 
chief  himfelf,  whom,  after  much  feraching  for,  he 
found  feated  under  the  (hade  of  a houfe,  with  a 
great  many  people  round  him.  There  was  a great 
lamentation  as  foon  as  Capt.  Cook  approached,  the 
chief  and  all  his  company  burft  into  tears.  After 
all  this  piece  of  work,  it  was  found,  that  the  caufe 
of  their  alarm  was,  on  account  of  our  boats  being 
abfent,  fuppofing  that  the  people  in  them  had  de- 
ferted us,  and  that  we  (hould  adopt  violent  methods, 
|o  recover  therq.  They  were  fatisfied,  when  Capt. 
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Cook,  allured  them  that  there  was  no  caufe  for  alarm, 
and  that  the  boats  would  certainly  return.  On  the 
morning  of  the  igth,  we  paid  the  chief  a vilit,  who 
was  in  his  own  houfe  in  perfeft  tranquillity.  At  this 
time  Porco  left  us. 


CHAP.  III. 

Stale  of  the  ijland Cujlams  of  the  natives FajJage  Jrom 

Vlitea  to  the  Friendly  jles Harvey’s  Ijland  dijewer- 

ed Incidents  at  Middleburgh The  two  Jhips  arriv- 
ed at  Amjlerdam Incidents  thal  happened  during  their 

Jlay  at  that  ijland. 

ON  the  17th  of  Sept,  we  determined  to  put  to 
fea,  having  a good  fupply  of  all  kinds  of  re- 
freshments. Before  we  failed,  Oreo  and  his  fon 
paidusavifit.  ’Several  canoes  filled  with  fruit  and 
hogs  furrounded  us  ; of  the  latter  we  could  receive 
no  more,  our  decks  being  fo  crouded  with  them  that 
we  could  fcarcely  move.  In  both  fbips  were  about 
three  hundred  and  fifty.  Oreo  and  his  friends  did 
not  leave  us  till  we  were  under  fail,  and  earnellly 
importuned  us  to  tell  them  when  we  piould  return. 
As  many  young  men  offered  to  come  away  with  us, 
Capt.  Cook  took  one  on  hoard,  about  18  years  of 
age,  named  Ocdidce,  a native  of  Bolobola.  When 
we  were  out  of  the  harbour  .and  had  made  fail,  a 
canoe  was  obferved  followiug  us,  conduced  by  two 
men  ; whereupon  we  brought  to,  and  went  along- 
fide,  they  delivered  to  Capt.  Cook,  a prefent  of 
mailed  fruit  and  roots,  from  Oreo.  The  captains, 
after  having  made  them  a proper  return,  fat  fail  to 
the  weft,  with  the  Adventure  in  Company.  We 
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fhall  here  give  fome  further  account  of  thefe  iflands, 
feme  things  which  are  rather  intereftirtg,  having 
been  omitted  in  the  relation  of  daily  tranfaftiorls  and 
incidents.  / 

In  theyear  1767,  1768,  the  ifland  of  Otaheire, 
as  it  were,  fwarmed  with  hogs  and  fowls  ; but  at  this 
time  it  was  ill  fupplied  with  thefe  animals,  that  hardly 
anything  could  tempt  the  owners  to  part  with  litem  1. 
■and  the  little  flock  they  had  feemed  to  be  at  the  dif- 
pofal  of  their  kings. 

When  we  lay  at  Oaiti-piha  Bay,  in  the  kingdom 
ofTirrabou,  or  Idler  Peninfula,  we  were  given  to 
underftand,  that?  eveiy  hog  and  fowl  belonged  tb 
Waheatoua  ; and  that  all  in  the  kingdbm  of  Opou- 
reonu  or  the  greater  Peninfula,  belonged  to  Otoo. 
While  at  this  ifland  we  only  got  24  hogs  in  1*7  days  ; 
half  of  which  came  from  the  kings  themfelves,  and 
the  other  half  we  were  inclined  to  think  were  fold 
us  by  their  permiflion.  But  with  refped  to  all  the 
fruits  produced  in  the  ifland,  with  thefe  we  were  adan- 
dantly  fupplied,  except  bread-fruit,  which  Wras  not 
in  feafon.  Cocoa-nuts  and  plantains  we  got  the  moft 
of;  the  latter  with  a few  yams  and  other  roots,  fup- 
plied the  place  of  bread. 

We  attributed  the  fcarcity  of  hogs  to  two  cafes  : 
firft  to  the  great  number  of  thefe  animals  which  have 
been  confumed,  and  carried  away  for  flock,  by  the 
Ibips  that  have  touched  here  of  late  years:  fecondly, 
to  the  frequent  wars  between  the  two  kingdoms. 
Two  we  have  known  have  commenced  iince  the  year 
1 767  ; but  at  prelcnt  peace  reigns  among  them,  though 
they  do  not  feem  to  entertain  a cordial  friend- 
fhip  for  each  other 

After  our  departure,  it  war  our  intention -to  get 
into  the  latitude  of  the  iflands  of  Middlcburgh  and 
Amflerd3m,  to  which  end,  on  the  17th  of  September, 
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we  fleered  to  the  weft,  inclining  to  the  Couth,  with 
a view  of  getting  clear  of  the  tratfls  ■of  former  navi- 
gators. We  proceeded  at  night  with  great  circum- 
fpe&ion,  frequently  laying  to,  leaft  we  fbouid  pah 
any  land  unobferved.  On  the  21ft,  and  the  whole 
of  the  2 2d,  we  had  rain,  thunder  and  lightning,  a 
large  (well  from  the  S.  and  the  wind  blew  from  the 
N.  W.  for  fevcral  days  ; a fign  to  us,  that  in  that 
direction,  no  land  was  near  us.  This  was  difeovered 
from  the  mafl-head,  on  Thurfday  the  23d;  ftretching 
from  S.  by  W.  to  S.  W.  by  S.  We  hauled  up  with 
the  wind  at  S.  E.  and  found  it  to  confift  of  two  or 
three  fmall  iflots,  united  by  breakers,  asa:c  moft  of 
the  low  ifles  in  the  lea  ; the  whole  being  in  a trian- 
gular from,  and  about  fix  leagues  in  circuit  This 
ifland  is  in  lat.  »g.  deg.  18  min.  S.  and  in  158  deg. 
54  min-  W.  long. 

Each  of  the  fmall  connetfled  ifles  are  clothed  with 
wood,  particularly  of  the  cocoa-nut  kind  ; but  we 
law  no  traces  of  inhabitants,  and  had  reafon  to  be- 
lieve there  were  none.  To  thefe  iflots  we  gave  the 
name  of  Harvey's  Illand.in  honour  of  Capt.  Harvey 
of  the  navy,  one  of  the  loids  of  the  admiralty,  and 
now  Earl  of  Briflol.  As  the  landing  on  the  iflc  would 
have  occafioned  a delay,  we  refumed  our  courfes  to 
the  weft,  in  which  we  faw  fome  men  of  war,  tropic 
birds,  and  flying  filh.  On  the  23th,  we  again  began 
to  ufe  our  fea  bifeuit,  the  fruit  being  all  confunud  ; 
but  of  freih  pork  each  man  had  every  day  a nccef- 
fary  allowance.  O11  the  29th,  in  latitude  2i  deg. 
26  min.  S.  we  altered  our  courfe  at  noon  W. 
halfS. 

On  the  iftofOclobcr,  at  two  o’clock  P.  M-  we 
made  the  ifland  of  Middleburg,  and  the  next  morn- 
ing bore  up  for  the  weft  fide  thereof,  palling  between 
the  fame,  and  a fmall  ifland  that  lay  off  it,  where  we 

found 
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found  a clear  channel  two  miles  broad.  After  run- 
ning above  two  thirds  of  its  length,  half  a mile  from 
the  ihorc,  we  obferved  it  alfumed  another  afpect,  and 
offered  a profped,  both  of  anchorage  and  landing. 
Upon  this  we  plied  in  under  the  ifland.  We  were 
now  vilited  by  two  canoes,  which  came  boldly  along- 
fidc  of  us,  and  feveral  of  the  Indians  entered  the  Re- 
folution*  without  hefitation  ; which  mark  of  confi- 
dence determined  us  to  viftt  them  if  poflible.  After 
making  a few  trips,  we  found  good  anchorage,  and 
came  to  in  25  fathoms  water,  at  three  cables  length 
from  the  fhore.  We  had  fcarcely  anchored,  when 
we  were  furrounded  with  Indians,  fome  in  canoes, 
and  fome  fwimraing,  feveral  came  on  board,  and 
among  them  a chief,  named  Tioony,  to  whom  Capt. 
Cook  prefented  a hatchet,  fpike-nails,  and  other  ar- 
ticles, with  which  he  was  highly  pleafed. 

A party  of  our  people,  in  company  with  Tioony, 
went  on  fhore,  who  were  conduced  to  a little  creek, 
formed  by  the  rocks,  right  a-breafl  of  the  (hips, 
where  landing  was  very  eafy,  and  the  boats  fecured 
againft  the  furf.  Here  we  were  faluted  with  loud 
acclamations,  by  an  immenfe  croud  of  people,  who 
(hewed  the  moft  evident  figns  of  pacific  intentions, 
notone  of  them  having  fo  much  as  a flick,  or  any 
weapon  in  their  hands.  They  thronged  fo  thick 
round  the  boats  with  doth,  matting,  &c.  that  it  was 
fome  time  before  we  could  make  good  our  landing. 
Many  of  them,  who  could  not  get  near  the  boats^ 
threw  over  the  others  heads  whole  bales  of  cloth  ; 
and  retired  immediately,  with  out  either  afking  or 
waiting  to  get  any  thing  in  return.  At  length  the 
chief  caufed  them  to  open  to  the  right  and  left,  and 
make  room  for  us  to  land.  We  were  then  conduced 
up  to  his  houfe,  which  was  fhuated  about  300  yards 
from  the  fea,  at  the  end  of  a fine  lawn,  and  under 
7 ¥■  e fome 
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fome  fhaddock  trees.  In  the  front  was  the  profpetft' 
of  the  fea*  and  the  fhips  at  anchor.  Plantations- 
abounding  with  the  richeft  productions  of  nature 
were  placed  behind,  and  on  each  fide.  We  were 
feated  on  mats,  laid  on  the  floor,  and  the  natives 
placed  themfelvcs  in  a circle  round  on  the  butfides. 
Having  with  us  bag  pipes,  Capt.  Cook  ordered  them 
to  be  played,  and,  in  return,  the  chief  directed  three 
young  women  to  fing  a fong,  which  they  did  with 
exceeding  good  grace  : and  a few  prefents  being, 
diftributed  among  thefe  young  women,  fet  all  the 
reft  in  the  circle  a-finging,  who  did  not  fit  down  un- 
rewarded. Their  fongs  were  in  no  wife  harlh,  but  on 
the  contrary,  mufical  and  harmonious. 

Having  continued  here  fome  time,  at  our  own  re- 
queft,  we  wertcondubled  to  another  plantation,  where 
the  chief  had  a houfe,  into  which  we  were  intro- 
duced. Bananoes  and  cocoa-nuts  were  fet  before 
us,  and  a bowl  of  liquor,  prepared  in  our  prefence, 
of  the  juice  of  ava,  in  the  manner  already  related  ; 
the  latter  of  which  was  prefented  to  each  of  us  in 
cups  made  by  the  folding  of  green  leaves,  contain- 
ing near  half  a pint  each  cup  ; but  Capt.  Cook  was 
the  only  perfon  who  tafted  the  liquor  : however,  the 
bowl  was  foon  emptied  by  the  natives,  of  which  both 
men  and  women  partook  ; buc  we  obferved  that  the 
fame  cup  was  never  filled  twice,  nor  did  two  perfons 
drink  out  of  it  ; each  had  a frefh  cup  and  frefh  li- 
quor. 

The  houfe  we  were  now  entertained  in  was  fitu- 
ated  at  one  angle  of  the  plantation,  abounding  with 
fruit  and  trees,  whofe  fragrance  ditfufed  a pleafant 
odour,  and  the  fpreading  branches  made  an  agree- 
able fhade.  before  the  houfe  was  an  area,  on  which 
we  were  feated.  It  being  now  noon,,  we  returned 
on  board  to  dinner,  with  the  chief  Tioony  in  our 

company  • 
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company.  We  had  on  the  table  frcfh  pork,  but  lie 
tat  nothing,  which  we  thought  fomewhat  extraordi- 
nary. After  dinner  we  again  went  on  fhore,  and 
were  received  as  before. 

Mr.  porfter,  with  his  botanical  party,  and  fomc 
other  gentlemen,  took  a walk  into  the  country. 
Our  two  captains  were  conduced  to  the  chief’s 
houfe,  where  fruit,  and  fome  greens  were  fet  before 
us.  Having  juft  dined  we  could  not  eat  much,  but 
Oedidee  and  Omai  did  honour  to  the  defert.  We 
now  intimated  a defire  of  feeing  the  country,  and 
Tioony  very  readily  gratified  our  wilhes.  He  led 
us  through  feverai  plantations,  laid  out  with  great 
judgment,  and  inclofed  with  fences  made  of  reeds. 
Moft  of  them  belonged  to  our  hofpitable  chief,  and 
were  all  in  very  good  order,  and  planted  with  fruit 
trees.  Hogs  and  very  large  fowls,  the  only  domcf- 
ticanimais  we  faw,  were  running  near  the  houfes, 
and  in  the  lanes  that  feparated  the  plantations.  Every 
perfon  was  very  much  pleafed  with  this  delightful 
country,  and  the  friendly  reception  we  met  with: 
and  we  much  regretted,  that  the  feafon  of  the  year, 
and  other  circumftances,  would  not  permit  our  longer 
flay.  In  the  evening  we  returned  on  board,  and 
on  Saturday  the  2d  of  Otftober,  the  {hips  were 
crouded  with  people  the  whole  day,  trafficking  in 
perfetft  good  order. 

On  the  third,  early  in  the  morning  while  the  (hip? 
were  preparing  to  get  under  fail,  Capt.  Cook  and 
Furneaux, accompanied  by  Mr-  Forfter,  went  off  in 
the  boat,  to  take  leave  of  our  hofpitable  chief.  He 
met  us  at  the  landing-place,  and  had  we  not  excufed 
ourfelves,  he  would  have  entertained  us  at  his  houfe. 
We  therefore  fpent  half  an  hour  with  him,  feated  on 
•thegrafs,  in  the  midft  of  a vaft  croud  of  the  natives, 
,who  feemed  to  vie  with  each  other  in  doing  what  they 
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thought  would  give  us  pleafure.  Havtbg  made  the 
chief  a prefent,  confining  of  various  articles,  he  \va$ 
given  to  underhand  that  we  were  going  away,  at 
which  he  feemed  not  at  all  afFefted.  He  went  with 
us  into  our  boat,  with  two  of  his  friends,  intending 
to  accompany  us  abroad;  but  when  he  faw  the  Re- 
folution  under  fail,  he  and  his  companions  went  in- 
to a canoe,  and  returned  on  fhore.  It  is  remarkable, 
that  on  Ihore  this  friendly  Indian  never  made  the 
leaf!  exchange  ; but  now,  during  his  ftay  in  the  boat, 
he  bartered  fifh-hooks  for  nails  and  engrofled  the 
trade  in  a manner  wholly  to  himfelf. 

On  the  3d,  as  foon  as  Captain  Cook  came  on 
board,  we  departed  from  Middlcburg,  and  made  fail 
down  to  Amfteidam.  When  we  were  about  half  way 
between  the  two  iiles,  we  were  met  by  three  canoes, 
and  the  people  made  feveral  attempts  to  come  on 
board,  but  without  effeth,  as  the  rope  we  threw  out 
to  them  broke,  and  we  did  not  fhorten  fail.  They 
were  likewife  unfuccefsful  in  boarding  the  Adven- 
ture. 

We  ran  along  the  fouth-wefl  coaft  of  Amfterdam, 
at  the  diflancc  of  half  a mile  from  the  fhore,  where- 
on the  lea  broke  in  a great  furf.  By  the  help  of 
glalies,  we  faw  the  face  of  the  whole  ifiand,  which, 
in  every  part  that  came  under  our  obfervation,  ap- 
peared covered  with  plantations.  Along  the  Ihore 
we  perceived  the  natives  running  in  great  numbers, 
and  difplaying  fmall  white  flags,  the  emblems  of 
peace,  which  fignals  we  anfwered  by  hoilling  a St. 
George’s  enfign.  At  this  time  three  of  the  natives  of 
Middlcburg,  who  had  continued  too  long  on  board 
the  Adventure  wilhing  to  return,  quitted  her,  and 
fwarn  to  the  fhore,  from  whence  we  concluded  they 
had  no  ftrong  inclination  to  accompany  us  in  our 
voyage. 
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We  had  rio  fooner  opened  the  weft  fide  of  the 
ifle,  than  feveral  canoes,  having  four  men  in  each, 
came  boldly  along-fide,  and,  when  they  had  pre- 
fented  us  with  fome  ava  root,  came  on  board  with- 
out the  leaft  ceremony.  Having  got  into  Van  Die- 
mon’s  Road,  we  anchored  in  18  fathoms  water 
little  more  than  a cable’s  length  from  the  breakers  ; 
and  our  coafting  anchor,  to  keep  the  fhip  from  tail- 
ing on  the  rocks,  lay  in  47  fathom  water.  By  this 
time  we  were  furrounded  with  people,  and  our  Tea- 
men were  fo  eager  in  purchafing  their  curiofities, 
even  at  the  expence  of  clothes,  that  Captain  Cook 
found  it  abfolutcly  neceflary  to  prohibit  any  farther 
commerce  of  this  fort.  The  good  eft'ecf  of  this  or- 
der, was,  that  on  the  4th,  the  natives  brought  u* 
fowls,  pigs,  bananoes,  and  cocoa-nuts  in  abundance, 
for  which  we  exchanged  fmall  nails  and  pieces  of 
cloth,  even  old  rags  would  purchafe  pigs  and  fowls. 

A.  trading  party  was  now  fettled,  and  our  com- 
manders went  on  Ihore,  attended  by  Mr.  Forfter  and 
other  officers,  in  company  with  a chief  named  Atta- 
go,  who  had  attached  himfelf  to  Capt.  Cook,  the 
firft  moment  of  his  coming  aboard,  which  was  before 
the  (hips  came  to  anchor.  This  perfon  of  fome  note 
prefented  the  captain  with  feveral  articles,  and  as  a 
greater  teftimony  of  friend  (hip  exchanged  names 
■with  him;  a cuftom,  which,  as  we  have  obferved, 
is  pra&ifed  at  Otaheite,  and  the  Socinian  Ifles.  We 
were  received  on  fhore  with  the  fame  demonftrations 
of  joy  as  at  Middleburg,  and  the  gentlemen  fet  out 
into  the  country,  except  the  two  commanders,  who 
diftributed  prefents  to  fuch  of  the  natives  as  Attago 
pointed  out,  who  were  afterwards  difeovered  to  be 
of  fuperior  rank  to  himfelf;  though,  at  this  time, 
t>y  the  attention  paid  to  him,  he  appeared  to  be  the 
principal  perfon.  Having  complained  of  the  heat, 
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Attago  fhewed  and  feated  us  under  the  fliade  of  a 
large  tree ; and  the  people,  who  were  ordered  to 
form  a circle,  never  attempted  to  pafs  the  preferibed 
bounds,  and  croud  upon  us,  as  did  thofc  of  Ota- 
heitc. 

After  having  been  here  fomc  time,  we  hinted  our 
■defire  to  fee  the  country ; whereupon  Attago  imme- 
diately conduced  us  along  a lane  that  terminated  in 
an  open  green,  on  one  lide  of  which  wc  faw  a place 
of  wurihip,  built  on  a mount  about  eighteen  feet 
high.  It  was  an  oblong  fquare,  inclofed  by  a flone 
parapet  wall,  about  three  feet  in  height  ; from  which 
the  mount,  covered  with  green  turf,  rofe  to  the 
building  with  a gradual  Hope.  The  building  was 
twenty  by  fourteen  feet.  When  we  had  advanced 
within  fifty  yaids  of  its  front,  every  one  fat  down 
on  the  green.  Three  elderly  men,  whom  we  took 
forpriehs,  begun  a prayer,  having  their  laces  to  the 
houfe,  which  lafled  about  ten  minutes;  and  this  be- 
ing ended,  they  came  and  feated  themfelves  by  us. 
We  made  them  prefents  of  what  we  had  about  us, 
and  then  proceeded  to  view  the  premifes  to  which 
they  did  not  fhew  the  lead  reluctance.  The  houfe 
was  built  in  every  refped  like  their  common  dwell- 
ings, with  polls  and  rafters,  covered  with  palm  thatch. 
The  caves  came  within  three  feet  of  the  ground, 
and  the  open  fpacc  was  filled  up  with  drong  matting 
made  up  of  palm-leaves  as  a wall.  In  the  front, 
leading  to  the  top  of  this,  were  two  done  deps  ; and 
round  the  houfe  was  a gravel  walk;  the  floor  was 
alfo  laid  with  line  gravel,  in  the  centre  whereof  was 
an  oblong  fquare  of  blue  pebbles,  raifed  fix  inches 
higher.  In  one  angle  of  the  building  dood  an  image 
roughly  carved  in  wood,  and  another  lay  on  one 
fide.  This  image  was  turned  over  and  over  by  At- 
tago, as  he  would  have  done  any  oilier  log  of  wood, 
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\;hich  convinced  us,  that  they  were  not  confidered 
by  the  natives  as  obje$s  of  worlhip.  We  put  feve- 
ral  quell  ions  to  Attago  concerning  this  matter,  but 
did  not  underftand  his  anfwers  ; for  our  readers  are 
to  be  informed,  that,  at  our  laft  arrival,  we  hardly 
could  underftand  a word  the  people  faid.  We 
thought  proper  to  leave  an  offering,  and  therefore 
laid  down  upon  the  platform  fome  medals,  nails,  and 
other  things,  which  our  friend  immediately  took  up 
and  put  in  his  pocket.  We  could  not  conceive  how 
they  could  cut  fuch  large  ftoncs  out  of  the  coral 
rocks,  with  which  the  walls  were  made  that  inclofed 
the  mount,  fome  of  them  being  ten  feet  by  four,  and 
near  fix  inches  thick.  The  mount,  which  flood  in 
a kind  of  grove,  was  open  only  to  view  on  that  lide 
which  fronted  the  green,  and  here  five  rooks  met, 
moft  of  which  appeared  to  the  public.  Among  the 
various  trees  that  compofcd  the  groves,  we  found  the 
Etoa  tree,  of  which  are  made  clubs,  and  a lort  of 
low  palm,  very  common  in  the  northern  parts  of  Hol- 
land. This  place  of  worfhip,  in  the  language  of  Am* 
fterdam,  is  called  A-fia-tou-ca. 

On  our  return  to  the  water  fide,  we  turned  ofT to 
a road  leading  into  the  country,  about  Jixtecn  feet 
broad,  3nd  as  level  as  a bowling-green,  feveral  other 
roads  interfered  it,  all  inclofed  on  each  fide  with 
neat  reed-fences,  and  fhaded  by  fruit  trees.  The 
country  hereabouts  is  furprifingly  fertile,  inl'omuch, 
that  we  might  cafily  have  imrnagined  ourfclves  in  the 
moft  pleafeni  fituation  that  Europe  could  afford. 
Here  arc  various  delightful  walks,  and  not  an  inch 
of  uncultivated  ground.  Nature,  alfiffed  by  ait,  no 
whcTe  appears  to  more  advantge  than  in  this  fertile 
fpot.  The  loads,  even  the  high  public  one,  which 
was  about  fixteen  feet  broad,  occupied  no  more 
fpace  than  was  abfolutely  neceffary,  nor  did  the 
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boundries  and  fences  take  up  above  four  indies  each, 
and  in  many  places  of  thefe  were  planted  ufeful  trees 
and  plants. 

On  the  5th,  early  in  the  morning,  the  captain’s 
friend  Attago,  brought  him  a hog  and  fome  fruit,  for 
which,  in  return,  he  received  a hatchet.  The  pin- 
nance  having  been  fent  on  Ihore  to  trade  as  ufuaLfoun 
returned,  and  we  were  informed  that  the  natives  in 
many  refpe<3s,  were  exceeding  troubiefome.  Theday 
before  they  had  ftole  the  boat’s  grappling,  and  at  this 
time  they  were  for  taking  every  tiling  out  of  the  pen- 
nace.  It  was" therefore  judged  neceflary  to  have  on 
fhore  a guard,  and  accordingly  the  marines  were  fent 
under  the  command  of  Lieut.  Edgcumbe. 

On  the  6th,  our  friend  Attago  vifited  us  again  as 
ufual,  brought  with  him  a hog,  and  affiftcd  us  in  pur- 
chafing  many  more.  We  went  afterwards  on  fhore, 
vifited  the  hold  chief, "with  whom  we  flayed  till  noon, 
and  returned  on  board  to  dinner,  accompanied  by 
Attago,  who  never  one  day  left  Capt.  Cook.  Being 
.about  to  depart  from  this  ifiand,  a prefent  was  made 
for  the  old  king,  and  carried  on  fhore  in  the  evening. 
Attago  very  ftrongly  importuned  us  to  call  again  at  this 
ifle  on  our  return,  and  requcfted  of  the  captain  more 
than  once,  to  bring  him  a fuit  of  clothes  like  thofe 
he  had  on,  which  was  his  uniform. 

The  fupplies  which  we  procured  from  this  ifland 
were  about  150  pigs,  double  that  number  of  fowls, 
as  many  bananas,  &c.  as  we  could  find  room  for, 
and,  had  we  continued  longer,  we  might  have  had 
more  than  our  wants  required.  We  were  now  about 
to  depart,  when,  inheaving  the  coafling  cable,  it 
broke,  by  being  chaffed  by  the  rocks  ; by  which  ac- 
cident we  loft  nearly  hatf  the  cable,  togeUier  with 
the  anchor,  which  lay  in  40  fathoms  water,  without 
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shy  buoy  to  it ; from  whence  a judgment  may  be 
formed  of  this  anchorage. 

About  ten  o’clock  P.  M.  we  got  under  fail,  but 
our  decks  being  encumbered  with  fruit,  fowls,  &c. 
we  kept  plying  under  the  land  tiil  they  were  cleared. 
As  to  the  natives  of  thefe  iflands,  both  fexes  arc  of 
a common  (fze  with  Europeans;  but  with  rcfpeft  to 
complexion,  their  colour  is  that  of  a lightifh  copper, 
and  more  uniformly  fo  than  among  thole  of  Otaheitc 
and  the  Society  Ifles.  Of  our  gentlemen,  fome 
thought  thefe  people  were  a much  handfomer  race; 
others  were  of  a contrary  opinion.  It  is  certain 
that  they  have  in  general  regular  features,  with  2 
good  lhape  : they  are  alfo  a$ive,  brifk,  and  lively. 
The  women,  efpecially,  are  very  merry  and  fociable, 
and  would  chat  with  us,  without  being  invited,  or  if 
we  feemed  attentive,  without  conftdering  whether 
we  underftood  them  or  not.  They  appeared  in  ge- 
neral to  be  model!  : yet  inftances  of  thofe  of  a differ- 
ent character  were  not  wanting  ; and  having  fome 
venereal  complaints,  Capt.  Cook  took  all  poffible 
care,  that  the  diforder  fhould  not  be  communicated 
to  them.  Whenever  oppoiiunity  ferved,  they  d if- 
covered  a ftrong  propenfity  to  pilfering,  and  in  the 
art  of  thieving  are  full  as  knowing  and  dexterous  as 
the  Otaheiteans.  Their  hair,  particularly  of  the 
females,  is  black,  but  fome  of  the  men  have  a me- 
thod of  flaming  their  hair  with  various  colours,  as 
white,  red,  and  blue,  which  wc  faw  upon  the  fame 
head.  It  is  worn  cut  Ihort,  and  wc  met  with  only 
two  exceptions  to  this  cuflom-  The  boys  have  only 
a Angle  lock  on  the  top  of  the  head,  combed  up- 
wards, and  a fmall  quantity  on  each  fide.  The 
beards  of  the  men  are  fhaved  quite  clofe  with  two 
i.tells  ; and  even  thofe  of  an  advanced  age  have  fine 
eyes,  and  in  genera!  good  teeth. 
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The  drefs  of  the  natives  confifts  of  a piece  of  cloth 
or  matting,  hanging  below  the  knees,  but  ftom  the 
waift  upwards  they  are  generally  naked.  We  were 
entertained  frequently  with  fongs  from  the  women, 
in  an  agreeable  ftile,  and  the  mufic  they  accom- 
panied by  fnapping  their  lingers,  fo  as  to  keep  time 
to  it.  Both  this  and  their  voices  are  very  harmo- 
nious ; and  they  have  a confiderable  compafs  in  their 
notes. 

The  government  of  this  country  is  much  like  that 
ofOtaheite,  that  is,  in  a king  or  prime  chief  (called 
Areekej  with  other  fubordinate  chiefs,  who  are  lords 
of  certain  diftrids,  perhaps  foie  proprietors,  to 
whom  the  people  feem  to  pay  great  obedience.  We 
alfo  perceived  a third  rank,  one  of  whom  was  our 
friend  Attago,  who  feemed  to  have  not  a little  influ- 
ence over  the  common  people-  It  was  the  opinion 
of  Capt.  Cook,  that  all  the  land  is  private  property, 
and  that  here,  as  at  Otaheite,  are  a fet  of  fervants 
or  (laves,  who  have  no  property  in  land.  Indeed, 
we  cannot  fuppofe  every  thing  to  be  in  common,  in 
a country  fo  richly  cultivated.  Few  would  toil  if 
they  did  not  exped  to  reap,  and  enjoy  the  fruits  of 
their  labour  as  their  own.  Parties  of  fix,  eight,  or 
ten  people,  would  frequently  bring  fruit  down  to 
the  landing-place  ; but  we  always  faw  one  man  or 
woman,  fuperintend  the  fale  of  the  whole,  without 
vvhofe  confent  no  exchanges  could  be  made  ; and 
the  things  they  bartered  for  were  always  given  them, 
all  which  plainly  fliews  they  were  the  owners,  and 
the  others  only  their  fervants. 
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CHAP.  IV. 

The  Rejolulion  and  Adventure  continue  their  voyage  from

ON  the  7th  of  O&ober,  we  made  fail  to  the 
fouth ward,  and  our  route  determined  was,  to 
make  for  Queen  Charlotte’s  Sound,  thereto  take  in 
a fupply  of  wood  and  water,  and  then  to  proceed 
on  farther  difeoveries  , to  the  S.  and  E.  • We  now 
after  a few  hours  calm,  ftretched  with  a S.  W.  wind 
to  the  S.  E.  but  on  Sunday  the  10th,  it  veered  round 
to  the  S.  E.  and  E.  S.  E.  upon  which  we  refumed 
our  courfe  to  the  S.  S.  W. 

. On  the  sift,  at  five  o'clock  A.  M.  we  made  the 
land  of  New  Zealand,  extending  from  N.  W.  by 
N.  to  W.  S.  VV.  We  now  flood  in  Ihore  till  we 
were  a-breaft  of  Table  Cape  and  Portland  I (land, 
which  is  joined  to  it  by  a ledge  of  rock.  We  ad- 
vanced to  the  Black  Cape  on  the  2*d,  and  feveral 
inhabitants  took  courage  and  boarded  us,  amongft 
whom  was  a chief;  he  was  clothed  elegantly,  and 
his  hair  was  drelled  in  the  high  fafhion  of  the  coun- 
try. We  entertained  him  in  the  cabin,  and  his  com- 
panions fold  us  fome  fifh.  Thefe  people  were  very 
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fond  of  nails,  and  the  chief  received  them  with  much 
greater  eagernefs  than  when  the  captain  gave  him 
hogs,  fowls,  feeds  and  roots.  We  obtained  a pro- 
mi  fe  from  him  not  to  kill  any,  and  if  he  keeps  his 
word,  there  are  enough  to  flock  the  whole  illand  i 
the  prefent  conlifted  of  two  fows,  two  boars,  four 
hens,  and  two  cocks  ; wc  likewife  gave  him  fcveral 
ufeful  feeds,  and  inftrutfled  him  in  the  manner  of 
fetting  them.  The  Adventure  was  now  a good  way 
to  leeward,  and  we  were  obliged  to  tack,  (he  was 
confequently  feparated  fiom  us;  but  we  were  joined 
by  her  on  the  24th. 

The  wind  was  now  very  high,  fo  that  w*’  could 
C?rry  hardly  any  fail  ; we  endeavoured  to  make  Cape 
Pallifcr,  but  we  had  fuch  a hard  gale  for  two  days, 
that  drove  us  olf  the  land  jlufl  as  we  were  in  fight  of 
port-  This  was  very  mortifying;  but  two  favour- 
able circum fiances  attended  it,  for  we  were  in  no 
danger  of  a lee-lhorc,  and  it  was  fair  over  head.  In 
the  evening  of  the  25th,  we  endeavoured  to  find  tiic 
Adventure,  which  the  florm  had  feparated,  but 
without  efletfl,  the  weather  being  fo  hazy,  that  wf 
could  not  fee  a mile  round  us. 

On  the  28th,  wc  faw  the  Adventure  about  five 
miles  to  leeward,  and  we  kept  company  with  her  till 
the  night  of  t lie  29th,  when  Jhe  difappeared,  nor 
did  wc  fee  her  at  day-light*  Charlotte  Sound  was 
the  appointed  place  of  rendezvous;  and  as  we  had 
feparated  from  the  Adventure,  we  were  obliged  to 
make  for  it,  otherwife  Capt  Cook  would  have  fought 
a fupply  of  wood  and  water  further  fouth.  Wc 
flood  to  the  eaftward,  in  hopes  of  mc/ttyg  with  the 
Adventure. 

On  th^  2d  of  November  the  morning  was  clear, 
and  we  kept  a (harp  look-out  for  die  Adventure  ; 
bi}ta{  could  not  fee  her,  we  judged  flic  was  got 
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into  the  Sound.  We  accordingly  made  for  the 
ihore,  and  anchored  in  12  fathoms  water,  when  fe- 
vcralofthe  inhabitants  caine  on  board,  who  were 
cxtravigantly  fond  of  nails.  We  ran  up  into  Ship 
Cove  on  the  3d,  where  we  expelled  to  find  the  Ad- 
venture, but  were  difappointed . Here  we  were  oblig- 
ed to  unbend  the  fails,  which  had  been  very  much 
damaged  in  the  late  ftorms.  Several  people  came 
on  board,  who  remembered  the  Endeavour  when 
on  thiscoafi.  The  empty  calks  were  ordered  onfhore, 
and  the  neceffary  repairs  both  to  them  and  the  Ihtp 
were  ordered  to  be  made. 

On  the  5th,  one  of  the  natives  took,  an  opportu- 
nity of  Healing  one  of  the  Teamen’s  bag  of  clothes, 
which,  with  fome  difficulty,  we  recovered.  This 
made  our  people  more  cautious  in  future.  Several 
liraingers  came  to  vifit  us  in  five  canoes,  they  took 
up  their  quarters  in  a cave  near  us,  and  decamped 
the  next  morning  with  fix  of  our  fmall  water  cafkes. 
All  the  people  whom  we  found  on  our  arrival  iike- 
,wife  went  with  them. 

On  the  2 2d,  our  officers  vifiting  the  dwelling- 
places  of  feyeral  of  the  natives,  found  fome  human 
bones,  from  which  the  flefh  appeared  to  be  lately 
taken  ; and  on  the  23d,  they  being  on  fhore,  faw  the 
head  and  bowels  of  a youth,  lately  killed,  lying  on 
the  beach  ; his  heart  was  ftuck  on  a fork,  and  fixed 
at  the  fore-part  of  one  of  the  largcft  canoes.  It  is 
certain  that  the'New  Zealanders  arc  cannibals,  which 
this  circumftartte  fully  proves  ; but  from  ail  we 
could  learn,  they  only  eat  the  flefh  of  thofe  (lain  in 
battle. 

Before  wi-<fhittcd  the  Sound,  we  left  a memoran- 
dum, fetting  forth  the  day  of  our  departure,  what 
courfe  \yc  intended  fleering,  8cc.  and  buried  it  in  a 
pottle,  where  it  mufl  be  difeovered,  fhouid  Captain 
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Furneaux  touch  here,  though  we  did  not  place  any 
great  expectation  in  fuch  an  event.  We  failed  from 
hence  on  the  25th  of  November,  and  fought  the  Ad- 
venture in  feveral  harbours,  but  without  effeCt.  AH 
hopes  of  feeing  her  again  were  now  vannillied,  and  we 
fet  about  our  intended  difcoveries  by  ourfelvcs. 

On  the  21ft,  we  came  the  fecond  time  within  the 
antarCf  ic  circle ; and  on  a fudden  got  among  a great 
quantity  of  loofe  icc,  and  a clufter  of  ice  illands,  which 
it  was  very  difficult  to  fleer  clear  of,  as  the  fog 
was  very  thick.  On  the  94th,  they  increafed  fo  fall 
upon  us,  that  we  could  fee  near  one  hundred  round 
us,  beiides  an  aftonifliing  quantity  of  fmail  pieces. 
Here  we  fpeut  the  25th,  being  Chriftmas-day,  in 
much  the  fame  manner  as  we  did  the  preceeding 
one. 

On  the  2d  of  January,  1774.  we  fleered  N.  W. 
in  order  to  explore  great  part  of  the  fea  between  us 
and  our  track  to  the  fouth  ; but  were  obliged  to  fleer 
norch-eafterly  the  next  day,  and  could  not  accom- 
plilh  our  delign.  On  the  25th,  we  found  ourfelvcs 
in  a plcafent  climate:  and  no  ice  in  view  ; and  on 
the  s6th,  came  a third  time  within  the  antar&ic 
circle. 

On  the  30th,  we  faw  a very  extenfive  field  of  icc, 
and  within  the  field,  we  diltinCtly  enumerated  97 
ice  hills,  of  various  lizes  ; it  is  probable  that  fuch 
mountains  of  ice  were  never  feen  in  the  Greenland 
feas.  On  this  account,  the  attempt  to  get  farther  to 
the  fouth,  though  not  abfoluteiy  impoflible,  was  yet 
both  rafh  and  dangerous.  The  majority  of  us  were 
of  opinion  that  ice  extended  to  the  pole,  as  it  might 
polfiblyjoin  fome  land  to  which  it  has  been  c«nti- 
guous  lincc  the  earliefl  times,  Should  there  be  land 
to  the  fouth  behind  this  ice,  it  certainly  can  afford 
no  better  retreat  for  man,  beaft,  or  birds,  than  the

ice  itfelf,  with  which  it  raufl  certainly  be  covered. 
As  we  could  not  go  any  farther  to  the  fouih,  w« 
thought  it  advifeable  to  tack,  and  hand  back  to  the 
north,  being  at  this  time  in  iat.  7 1 deg.  10  rain-  5. 
and  106  deg.  54  min.  W-  Happily  for  us  we  tacked 
in  good  time  ; for  we  had  no  fooner  done  it,  than  s 
thifk  fog  came  on,  which  would  have  been  highly 
dangerous  when  we  fell  in  with  the  ice. 

On  the  tfl  of  February,  we  were  able  to  take  it* 
fome  more  ice,  which,  though  it  was  cold  work  to 
tolled,  ferved  us  for  prefent  confumption,  when 
melted.  Capt.  Cook  was  now  well  fatisfied  that  no 
continent  was  to  be  found  in  this  ocean,  but  that 
which  is  totally  inacceffibic ; he  therefore  deter- 
mined to  pafs  the  enfuing  winter  within  the  tropic, 
if  he  met  with  no  other  objcdt  worth  purfuing.  It 
was  determined  to  fleer  for  Eafler  Ifland,  or  Davis’s 
Land,  which  we  knew  very  little  about;  and  we 
were  happy  at  the  thoughts  of  getting  into  a warmer 
climate.  We  had  continual  gales  from  the  8th  to 
the  tsth  inft.  when  it  fella  dead  calm.  The  wea- 
ther varied  every  day  confiderably  till  the  35th* 
The  fame  day  Capt.  Cook  was  taken  fo  ill  as  to  be 
obliged  to  keep  his  bed,  and  recovered  very  Gowly. 
It  is  fomething  very  extraordinary,  that  when  he 
Could  eat  nothing  elfe,  he  had  a mind  to  a dog  of 
Mr.  Forfler’s  which  was  killed,  and  he  relilhed  both 
the  flefli  and  the  broth  made  of  it.  This  feems  very 
odd  kind  of  food  for  a.  lick  man ; and  in  the  opi- 
nion of  many  people,  would  create  much  greater 
ficknefs  than  it  was  likely  to  be  of  any  means  of  re- 
moving- 

On  the  11th  of  March,  land  was  feen  from  the 
mafl-hcad,  which  proved  to  be  Eafler  Ifland  ; and 
on  the  13th,  we  came  to  an  anchor  in  36  fathoms 
water,  before  the  fandy  beach.  One  of  the  natives 

came

came.on  board  the  fhip,  where  he  ftaid  two  night#. 
A party  of  us  went  afhore  on  the  14th,  anti  found  a* 
great  number  of  the  natives  allembled,  who  were  pa- 
cifically inclined,  and  feemed  delirous  to  fee  us. 
We  very  foon  found  out  that  thefe  gentlemen  were 
as  expert  thieves  as  any  before  met  with  ; we  could 
fcarce  keep  any  thing  in  our  pockets,  and  it  was 
with  difficulty  we  could  keep  our  hats  upon  our 
heads.  Thefe  people  feemed  to  underftand  the  ufe 
of  a mufket,  and  to  be  very  much  afraid  of  it.  Here 
were  feveral  plantations  of  potatoes,  fuger-canes, 
and  plantains  ; but  otherwife  the  country  appeared 
barren  and  without  food.  As  the  natives  did  not 
feem  willing  to  part  with  thefe  articles,  and  as  we 
were  in  want  of  them,  we  determined  today  only  a 
few  days. 

A narty  ofofficen  and  men  were  fent  up  the 
country  in  order  to  examine  it  ; and  Capt.  Cook  re- 
maintd  on  (hore  among  the  natives.  An  advanta- 
geous trade  for  potatoes  was  opened,  but  foon  put 
a flop  to  by  the  owners  of  the  ipot  from  whence  they 
were  dug  It  feems  that  they  had  llolen  thefe  po- 
tatoes ; for  they  all  ran  away  at  his  approach.  From 
this  circumftance  it  is  pretty  evident,  that  they  are 
not  more  ftri&ly  honelt  among  themfelves  than  to 
flrangers.  They  found  the  greateft  part  of  rhe  ifland 
barren  ; though  in  many  places  there  were  plantations 
of  the  roots  before-mentioned. 

Travelling  on,  they  found  in  fome  places  a poor 
fort  of  iron  ore,  and  afterwards  came  to  a fruitful 
part  of  the  ifland  on  which  were  feveral  plantations. 
They  could  get  no  good  water  in  their  journey, 
but  were  obliged  to  drink  what  they  could  get,  on 
occount  of  the  extremity  of  their  third.  They 
found  the  natives  fo  addicted  to  theft,  that  they  were 
obliged  to  hre  fome  fmall  fbot  at  a man,  who  took 
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from  them  their  bag  of  provifions  and  implements. 
The  fhot  hit  this  fellow  in  the  back,  on  which  he 
droppecl  the  bag  and  fell  ; but  he  foon  afterwards 
got  up  and  walked  o(T.  The  man  ran  round  them 
and  repeated  feveral  words,  which  they  could  110c 
underftand  ; and  afterwards  they  were  good  friends 
together,  no  one  ever  attempting  to  ftcal  any  more. 

Many  of  our  people  gained  the  fumniit  of  an  hill, 
hut  could  not  fee  any  bay  or  creek,  nor  difeoverany 
ligns  of  frelh  water.  They  returned  to  the  fhip  in 
the  evening.  No  fhrubs  worth  mentioning  were 
found  in  this  excurfion,  neither  did  they  fee  an  ani- 
mal of  any  fort,  and  but  very  few  birds.  They 
could  not  difeover  any  thing  in  the  whole  ifland  to 
induce  fliips,  in  the  utmoft  diftrefs  to  touch  at. 


CHAP.  V* 

7 he  Refolulion  / ails  from  Eajler  Ifland  to  the  Marque- 
fas — — Departs  from  the  Marquejas , with  an  account 

of  the  inhabitants , &c. The  Refolution  leaves  Ota- 

heite Her  arrival  at  the  ifland  Hnaheinc Vari- 
ous incidents  related 7 he  fhip  proceeds  to  Uli- 

etea Incidents  during  her  flay , and  the  character  of 

Oedidee. 

ON  the  26th  of  March,  we  took  qur  departure 
from  Eafter  I lie,  and  fleered  for  the  Marquefas 
iilands,  intending  to  make  fame  flay  there,  if  nothing 
material  intervened.  On  the  6th  of  April,  we  dil- 
covered  an  ifland,  when  in  lat,  g deg.  20  min,  and 
long,  138  deg.  14  min,  we  were  about  nine  leagues 
diftance  from  it.  We  foon  difeovered  another,  af- 
terwards a third  and  forth,  thefe  were  the  Mar- 
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quefas,  difcovercd  in  1595.  After  various  unfuc- 
cefsful  trials  to  come  to  an  anchor,  wc  came  at  laft 
before  Mendana’s  Port,  and  anchored  in  34  fathom* 
water,  at  the  entrance  of  the  bay. 

Several  canoes  appeared,  filled  with  natives,  buc 
it  was  with  fomc  difficulty  they  were  perfuaded  to 
come  along-fide  ; they  were  at  laft  induced  by  fome 
fpike-nails  and  a hatchet.  From  thefe  people  wc 
got  fome  fifli  and  fruit-  Great  numbers  of  them 
came  along  fide  next  morning,  and  brought  with 
them  one  pig,  fome  bread-fruit  and  plantains,  for 
which  they  received  nails.  We  often  deteded  them 
in  keeping  our  goods,  and  making  no  return  ; which 
practice  was  not  put  a flop  to,  till  Capt,  Cook  fired 
a mulket-ball  over  the  head  of  one  man,  who  had 
repeatedly  ferved  us  fo. 

When  Captain  Cook  faw  they  were  too  many  na- 
tives onboard,  hedefired  that  they  might  be  well 
looked  after,  or  they  would  certainly  commit  many 
thefts.  Befote  the  captain  was  well  got  into  the 
boat,  he  was  told  that  a canoe,  with  fome  men  in 
her,  were  making  off  with  one  of  the  iron  ftanchi- 
ons  from  the  oppofite  gangway.  The  captain  imme- 
diately ordered  them  to  hie  over  the  canoe,  but  not 
to  kill  anybody.  There  was  fuch  a noife  onboard, 
that  his  orders  were  not  diflindly  heard,  and  the 
poor  thief  was  killed  at  the  tfyird  ftiot.  The  red 
that  were  in  the  canoe  leaped  overboard,  but  got  in 
again  juft  as  Cap.  Cook  came  up  to  them,  and  threw 
overboard  the  ftanchion. 

One  of  the  men  fat  laughing  as  he  laded  the 
blood  and  water  out  of  the  boat,  but  the  other  look- 
ed very  ferious  and  dejeffed.  We  afterwards  had 
reafon  to  think  that  the  father  of  the  latter  had  been 
fhot.  The  natives  retired  with  great  precipitation, 
at  this  unhappy  accident  ; but  their  fears  were  in 

fome

feme  meafure  allayed  by  the  captain’s  following  them 
into  the  bay,  and  making  them  prefents. 

A man  who  had  the  appearance  of  a chief,  came 
off  to  us  with  a pig  upon  his  fhoulder  ; he  was  pre- 
fented  with  a hatchet  in  return,  and  afterwards  great 
numbers  of  the  natives  came  along-fide,  and  carried 
on  fome  traffic.  Peace  being  now  eflablifhed,  ano- 
ther party  of  men  were  fent  afhore.  The  natives 
received  us  civilly,  and  we  got  a fupply  of  water,  as 
well  as  fome  hogs  and  fruit-  On  the  gth,  we  col- 
lected a good  many  pigs  and  other  refrelhments,  and 
returned  on  board  in  the  evening-  We  alfo  obtain- 
ed fevcral  pigs  from  the  diiTcrent  canoes  that  came 
along-fide  of  us  on  the  10th,  and  by  this  time  we 
had  a fufficient  number  to  afford  the  crews  a frefh 
meal. 

We  was  now  determined  to  remove  our  quarters, 
and  make  fail  for  Otaheite,  hoping  to  fall  in  with 
fome  of  thofe  iflands,  where  our  wants  might  effec- 
tually be  relieved.  We  had  been  nineteen  weeks 
atfea,  living  the  whole  time  upon  fait  provifions, 
and  therefore  could  not  but  want  fome  refrefhments  ; 
yet  we  muff  own,  with  grateful  acknowledgment  to 
goodnefs  fupreme,  that  on  our  arrival  here,  it  could 
fcarcely  be  faid  we  had  one  fick  man,  and  but  few 
who  had  the  leaf!  complaint. 

On  the  14th,  we  weighed  from  St.  Chriflma,  and 
flood  over  for  La  Dominica,  and  the  night  was  (pent 
in  plying  between  the  two  ifles.  On  the  nth,  we 
fleered  to  the  S.  and  at  five  P.  M Refolution  Bay 
bore  E.  N.  E.  halfE.  diflance  five  leagues,  and  the 
illand  of  Magdalena  about  nine  leagues,  which  was 
the  only  view  we  had  of  it. 

On  the  20th,  hauling  round  the  weft  end  of  the 
ifland  we  found  a great  fwell,  rolling  in  from  the 
S.  by  which  we  knew  we  were  clear  of  thefe  low 
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ifiands  ; and  being  nor  within  fight  of  land,  made 
the  bed  of  our  way  to  Otaheite,  having  a ftrong  gale 
at  E,.  attended  with  fhowers  of  rain.  On  the  21ft, 
we  made  the  high  land  of  Otaheite  ; by  fun-fet  was 
in  with  Poipt  \'enus,  and  the  next  morning,  anchor- 
ed in  Matavai  Bay,  in  feven  fathoms  water.  Our 
arrival  was  no  fooner  known  to  the  natives,  than 
they  paid,  us  a vifit,  exprefied  the  moll  lively  con- 
gratulations, and  fupplied  us  with  filh  and  fruit  fuf- 
licient  for  all  the  crew- 

On  the  24th,  Otoo  and  other  chiefs,  with  a train 
of  attendants,  brought  us  ten  large  hogs,  befides 
fruit,  which  made  their  vifit  exceedingly  agreeable. 
s\s  the  king's  coming  had  been  announced  to  us, 
and  knowing  how  much  it  was  our  intereft  to  keep 
this  chief  our  friend,  Capt.  Cook  met  him  at  the 
tents,  and  conduced  his  retinue,  with  himfclf,  on 
board  where  they  ftaid  dinner,  and  appeared  highly 

S leafed  with  their  reception.  Next  day,  notwith- 
anding we  had  much  thunder,  lightning  and  rain, 
the  king  came  again  to  fee  us,  and  brought  with  him 
another  prefent-  When  at  Amflerdam,  we  had  col- 
lected, among  other  curiofuics,  fomc  red  parrot 
feathers.  Thefe  precious  valuables  procured  us 
hogs,  fruit,  and  every  other  thing  the  illand  af- 
forded. 

On  t{je  26th,  Capt.  Cook,  accompanied  by  fome 
of  the  officers  and  gentlemen,  went  down  to  Opar- 
rce,  to  viht  Otoo  by  appointment.  When  arrived, 
we  faw  a large  number  of  canoes  in  motion,  but 
were  much  furprifed  at  pcrceiv.ing  more  than  300 
ranged  along  Ihore,  all  completely  equipped  and 
manned ; befides  a vaft  number  of  armed  men 
on  the  ftiore.  Wc  landed  in  the  midft  of  them,  and 
were  received  by  a vaft  multitude,  fome  under  arms, 
and  fomc  not.  The  cry  of  the  fojmer  was  Tiyono, 
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and  Towha,  and  the  latter  Tiyo  no  Otoo.  Towha; 
was  admiral,  or  commander  of  the  fleet.  Upon  our 
landing,  we  were  met  by  a chief,  named  Tee,  uncle 
to  the  king  of  whom  we  enquired  for  Otoo.  Soon 
after  we  were  met  by  Towha,  who  received  us  in  a 
friendly  manner.  He  took  Capt.  Cook  by  the  one 
hand,  and  Tee  by  the  other,  and  dragged  them,  as 
it  were,  through  the  crowd  that  was  divided  into 
two  parties,  both  of  which  proclaimed  themfelves  his 
friends..  One  party  wanted  him  to.  go  to  Otoo,  and 
the  other  to  remain  with  Towha.  When  come  to 
the  ufual  place  of  audience,  Tee  left  us  to  go  and 
bring  the  king.  Towha  infilled  on  the  captain’s 
going  with  him,  but  would  not  confent.  Tee  being 
delirous  of  conducing  the  captain  to  the  king ; 
Towha  oppofed,  and  he  was  obliged  to  defire  Tec 
to  defift,  and  to  leave  him  to  the  admiral  and  his  party, 
who  conduced  him  to  the  fleet. 

When  we  came  to  the  fleet,  we  told  160  laigc 
double  canoes,  equipped,  manned,  and  armed. 
The  chiefs,  and  all  thole  on  the  fighting  ftages. 
were  habited  in  cloth,  turbans,  breaft-plates  and 
helmets.  Their  veffels  were  full  drelfed  with 
flags,  ftreamers,  8cc.  fo  that  the  fleet  made  fuch  a 
noble  appearance,  as  we  had  never  before  feen  in 
this  fea,  and  what  no  one  could  have  expecled. 
Their  inftruments  of  war  were  clubs,  fpears,  and 
flones.  We  counted  exclulive  of  the  vcllels  of  war, 
170  fail  of  fmaller  double  canoes,  • all  rigged  with 
mall  and  fail,  which  the  war  canoes,  had  not.  Thefe 
we  judged  were  defigned  for  tranfports,  viftuallers. - 
&c.  for  in  the  war  canoes  were  no  forts  of  provifions 
* whatever. 

We  conje&ured  that  in  thefe  330  veffels,  there 
were  no  lefs  than  7760  men,  a number  incredible, 
cfpccially  as  we  are  told  they  all  belonged  to  the 
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diftri&s  of  Attahourou  and  Ahopatea.  Having 
viewed  this  fleet,  it  was  our  intention  to  have  gone 
on  board,  could  we  have  feen  the  admiral.  At  laft 
Tee  came,  by  whom  we  was  informed,  that  he  was 
gone  to  Matavia.  When  we  got  to  Matavia,  our 
friends  told  us,  that  this  fleet  was  part  of  the  arma- 
ment intended  to  go  againft  Eimeo,  whofe  chief  had 
thrown  off  the  yoke  of  Otaheite. 

On  the  27th,  in  the  morning,  Towha  fent  us  by 
his  fervants,  twp  large  hogs  and  fome  fruit-  The 
bearers  of  this  prefent  had  orders  not  to  receive  any 
thing  in  return,  nor  would  they  when  offered  them. 
Some  of  our  gentlemen  went  with  the  captain  in 
his  boat  to  Oparre,  where  we  found  Towha  and  the 
king  / after  a Ihort  vilit,  he  brought  them  both  on 
board,  together  with  Tarevatoo,  the  king’s  younger 
brother.  When  they  drew  near  the  Ihip,  the  admi- 
ral, who  had  never  fecn  one  before,  exprelfed  ftrong 
figns  of  furprife,  and  when  on  board,  he  was  fliewed, 
and  beheld  every  part  of  it  with  great  attention. 
When  Towha  retired  after  dinner,  he  put  a hog  on 
board  without  our  knowledge,  or  waiting  for  a re^ 
turn ; and  foon  after  Otoo  and  his  attendants  de- 
parted aifo. 

On  the  ifl  of  May,  feveral  chiefs  fupplied  us  with 
a large  quantity  of  provilions  ; and  the  day  follow- 
ing, our  friend  Towha  font  us  a prefent  of  a hog, 
and  a boat  loaded  with  various  forts  of  fruits  and 
roots.  On  the  7th,  in  the  morning,  we  found  Otoo 
at  the  tents,  of  whom  the  captain  afkcd  leave  to  cut 
down  fome  trees  for  fuel.  He  took  him  to  a grow- 
ing near  the  fea  fliorc,  the  better  to  make  him  un- 
derfland  what  fort  he  wanted  ; and  he  feemed  much 
pleafed  when  he  told  him  no  trees  lhould  be  cut 
down  that  bore  any  kind  of  fruit.  This  aflurance. 
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from  us  he  repeated  feveral  times  aloud  to  the  people 
about  uj.  ^ ’ ■ - - 

In  the  afternoon,  when  on  board,  we  were  ho- 
noured with  a vifit  from  the  royal  family,  confining 
of  Ofcno,  his  father,  brother,  and  two  lifters  ; but 
this  was  properly  the  father’s  vilit,  who  brought  the 
captain  a complete  mourning  drefs,  a prefent  he 
much  valued  ; for  which  he  had  in  return  whatever 
hedeftred,  which  was  not  a little  ; and  to  the  reft  of 
the  company  were  piefented  red  feathers.  They 
were  then  conduced  afliore  in  the  captain's  boat. 
Otoo  and  his  friends  were  fo  well  plea  fed  with  the 
reception  they  met  with,  that,  at  parting,  we  were 
granted  the  liberty  to  cut  down  as  many  trees  as  we 
wanted,  and  what  fort  we  plcafed. 

On  the  8th,  our  friendly  connexions  with  the  na- 
tives were  interrupted  by  the  negligence  of  one  of 
our  centinel  at  the  tents,  who  had  his  mulket  carried 
away,  he  having  flept  or  quitted  his  poft.  We 
received  an  imperfect  account  of  this  alfair  from 
Tee,  but  underftood  enough  to  know  that  fomc- 
thing  had  happened,  which  alarmed  the  king,  who 
Tee  faid,  was  under  great  apprehenfions  of  being 
killed.  We  therefore  loft  no  time  in  going  afhore; 
and  when  landed,  were  informed  of  the  tranfaXion 
by  the  ferjeant  who  commanded  the  party.  Moft  of 
the  natives  had  fled  at  cur  approaching  the  tents. 
Tarevatoo  dipt  from  us  in  a moment,  and  a very  few 
befides  Tec  had  courage  10  remain. 

We  went  immediately  in  featch  of  Otoo,  and  in 
the  Way  endeavoured  to  allay  the  fears  of  the  peo- 
ple. Having  advanced  fome  diftance  from  the 
lhore  in  the  country.’  Tee  on  a fudden  flopped,  and' 
advifed  our  returning,  faying,  he  would  proceed  to 
the  mountains,  whither  Otoo  had  retired,  and  inform-  ' 
him  that  we  were  ftill  his  friends-  The  captain 
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thought  it  was  to  no  purpofe  to  go  farther,  we  there- 
fore took  Tee’s  advice,  and  returned  on  board. 

After  this,  Oedidee  was  difpatched  to  the  king 
to  let  "him  know  his  fears  were  groundlefs,  feeing 
the  captain  required  of  him  only  what  was  in  his 
power,  the  return  of  the  mtifket.  A ftiort  time  after, 
we  faw  fix  large  canoes  coming  round  Point 
Venus.  Sufpefiing  that  one  belonging  to  thefe  had 
committed  the  theft,  it  was  refolved  to  intercept 
them,  for  which  purpofe  a boat  was  put.off,  and  ano- 
ther ordered  to  follow.  One  of  the  canoes  was  a- 
head  of  the  refi,  and  feemingly  making  for  the  fiiip. 
We  put  along  fide  of  her,  and  found  three  women 
that  we  knew.  They  faid  they  were  going  a-board 
the  fhip  with  a prefent  to  the  captain,  and  that  the 
other  canoes  were  laden  with  fruit,  hogs,  8ec.  Satis- 
lied  with  this  intelligence,  the  captain  recalled  his 
orders  for  intercepting  them,  thinking  they  alfo,  a» 
well  as  this  one,  were  bound  for  the  fhip. 

We  therefore  left  the  fingle  canoe,  and  proceeded 
to  Ihore,  to  fpeak  with  Otoo  ; but  upon  landing, 
found  he  had  not  been  there.  Looking  behind  us 
we  faw  all  the  canoes,  the  one  we  had  left  near  the 
fhip  not  excepted,  making  off  in  the  greatefi  hafle. 
Vexed  at  being  thus  deceived,  we  refolved  to  pur- 
fue  them,  and  as  we  palled  the  fhip,  Capt.  Cook  gave 
orders  to  fend  out  another  boat  for  the  fame  pur- 
pofe. We  overtook  and  brought  live  out  of  the  fix 
along-fide,  but  the  one  by  which  wc  were  outwitted 
got  clear  off. 

In  one  of  the  prizes  was  a friend  of  Mr.  Forfter’s, 
who  had  hitherto  called  himlelfan  Earee,  alfo  three 
women,  his  wife,  daughter,  and  the  mother  of  the  late 
Toutaha.  At  this  time  Tee  and  Oedidee,  came  on 
board,  and  affured  us,  that  the  man  who  had  Aole 
the  mufket  tvas  from  Tiarabou ; and  that  we  might 

credit 
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Credit  their  declaration,  they  defired  us  to  fend  a 
boat  to  Waheatoua,  the  king  of  Tiarabou,  offering 
to  go  themfelves  in  her,  and  recover  the  mufket. 
This  ftory,  though  not  altogether  fatisfa&ory,  car- 
ried with  it  *tn  air  of  probability  ; and  thinking  it 
better  to  drop  the  affair  altogether,  the  captain  fuffered 
Mr.  Forfter’s  friend  to  depart  with  his  canoes. 

The  captain  then  defired  Tee  to  tell  Otoo,  that 
he  fhould  give  frhimfelf  no  farther  concern  abofn  the 
mufket,  being  fatisfied  none  of  his  people  had  com- 
ihitted  the  theft.  We  had  now  given  it  up,  con- 
cluding it  to  be  irrecoverably  loft  , but  in  the  dufk 
of  the  evening,  it  was  brought  to  the  tents,  together 
-With  other  things  we  had  not  miffed,  by  three  min,' 
who,  as  well  as  fome  other  people  prefent,  affirmed* 
that  it  was  by  one  belonging  to  Mafitata,  by  whom 
the  things  had  been  ftolen;  but  we  concluded  botht 
Tee  and  Oedidee  had  intentionally  deceived  us. 

Onthegth,  Tee  came  again  aboard,  to  inform  hs,' 
that  Otoo  was  at  Oparree,  and  requefted  of  the  cap- 
tain to  fend  a perfon,  to  let  him  underftand  if  he 
Was  ftill  his  friend.  He  was  afked,  why  he  did  not 
do  this  himfelf,  as  he  was  defired;  he  made  a trifling 
cxcufe,  but  we  thought  he  had  not  feen  Otoo.  As 
the  natives  brought  not  any  thing  to  market,  and  a: 
flop  was  confequently  put  to  our  trade  with  them^ 
it  was  judged  time  ill  fpent  to  fend  any  moje  fruit- 
lefs  meifages ; a party  therefore  fet  out,  with  Tee  in 
our  company,  and  having  reached  the  utmoft  boun- 
daries of  Oparree,  the  king  at  laft  made  hi*  appear- 
ance. 

Thefirft  falutations  being  over,  and  having  taken 
ouir  feats  under  the  fhade  of  fome  trees,  Otoo  defiretl 
the  captain  to  fpeak.  He  began  with  blaming 
the  king  for  giving  way  to  groundlefs  alarms,  he 
having  always  profeffed  himfelf  his  friend,  and  was 
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difpleafed  only  wkh  thofe  of  Tiarabou,  who  were' 
the  thieves.  The  captain  was  then  alked,  how  he 
came  to  fire  at  the  canoes  ? By  way  of  excufe,  he 
told  him  ^hey  belonged  to  Maritata,  one  of  thofe 
people  had  ftolen  the  mulket,  added  the  captain, 
“ If  I had  them  in  my  power,  I would  deftroy  them, 
or  any  other  belonging  to  the  diltri£  of  Tiarabou." 
We  knew  this  declaration  would  pleafe  them,  from 
the  natural  averfion  the  one  kingdom  has  to  the 
other  ; and  it  was  enforced  by  prcfents,  which  we 
believe  were  the  ftrongeft  arguments  in  favour  of  a 
reconciliation:  for,  after  thefe  weighty  reafons, 
things  were  foon  reftored  to  their  former  {late,  by 
Otoo’s  promifing,  on  the  word  of  a king,  that  we 
fhould  be  fupplied  next  day  with  provifions  and  fruit 
as  ufual. 

Peace  and  amity  being  now  once  more  eftablilhed, 
we  accompanied  him  to  his  proper  refidence  at 
Oparree,  where  he  obliged  us  with  a view  of  fome  of 
his  dock-yards*,  where  we  faw  feveral  large  canoes, 
fome  building,  and  others  lately  built,  fome  of  which 
were  the  largefi  we  had  ever  feen.  Having  gratified 
our  curiofity,  we  repaired  on  board  with  1 ee  in  our 
company,  who,  after  he  had  dined  with  us,  went  to 
acquaint  Happi,  the  king’s  father,  that  all  differences 
were  brought  to  a happy  conclusion. 

. ; In  the  afternoon,  Otoo  himfelf  brought  us  a large 
fupply  of  provifions,  and  prefently  after,  more  fruit 
was  brought  us  than  we  knew  what  to  do  with  : for 
the  natives,  we  believe,  thought  themfelves  injured 
equally  with  ourfelves  ; and  we  knew  they  had  every 
thing  ready  for  our  market,  when  they  were  per- 
mitted to  bring  them,  Otoo  defiring  to  fee  fome  of 
our  great  guns  fired,  his  with  was  complied  with, 
but  the  fight,  being  entirely  new,  gave  him  as  much 
pain  as  pleafure  ; but  in  the.  evening,  when  we  en- 
tertained 
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rtertained  him  with  a fhew  of  fire-works,  he  cxprefled 
much  greater  fatisfa<9ion. 

On  the  nth,  a large  fupply  of  fruit  came  to  mar- 
ket, among  the  reft  a prefent  from  Towha,  the 
admiral ; for  which  the  captain  made  a fuitable  re- 
turn. At  this  time  all  the  neceffary  repairs  of  the 
fhip  being  nearly  finifhed,  it  was  refolved  to  leave 
Otaheite  in  a few  day*;  to  this  end  every  thing 
was  ordered  off  from  the  fliore,  that  the  natives  might 
not  fee  we  were  about  to  leave.  And  next  day 
Oberea,  whom  we  had  not  feen  fince  1 769,  paid  us  a 
•vifit,  bringing  with  her  hogs  and  fruit.  Otoo  alfo 
came  foon  after,  with  a number  of  attendants,  and 
a large  quantity  ofprovifions.  Capt.  Cook  was  very 
generous  in  his  returns  of  prefents,  and  in  the  even- 
ing entertained  them  with  fire-works,  thinking  it 
might  be  the  laft  time  we  might  fee  thefe  friendly 
people,  who  had  fo  liberally  relieved  our  wants. 

On  the  13th,  we  were  not  ready  to  fail,  buj  the 
wind  was  favourable,  and  the  weather  fair.  Oedidee 
was  not  yet  returned  from  Attahourou,  and  various 
reports  were  circulated  concerning  him.  Some  faid 
he  was  at  Matavai,  others  that  he  intended  not  to 
return  ; and  there  were  thofe  who  affirmed  he  was 
at  Oparrce.  With  a view  of  difeovering  the  truth, 
a party  of  us  repaired  to  Oparrce  where  we  found, 
him.  Towha  was  alfo  here,  who,  notwithftanding 
he  was  afflj&ed  with  a fwelling  in  his  feet  and  legs, 
neverthelefs,  refolved  to  fee  the  captain  before  he 
failed,  and  advanced  with  this  intent  thus  far  on 
his  journey-  The  day  being  far  fpent,  we  were 
obliged  to  fhorten  our  ftay,  and  after  having  feen 
Otoo,  we  returned  on  board  with  Obedidee. 

This  youth,  we  found,  was  defirous  of  remaining 
at  Otaheite;  the  captain  therefore  told  him  he  was 
at  liberty  to  remain  there,  or  to  quit  us  at  Ulietea, 
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pr  go  with  us  to  England.  That  if  the  latter  was 
his  choice,  he  mull  look  upon  him  as  his  father,  as 
it  was  very  probable  he  would  never  return  to  his 
pwn  country.  The  youth  threw  his  arms  about  his 
neck,  wept  much,  and  faid,  many  of  his  friends  per- 
fuaded  him  to  remain  at  Otaheite.  Oedidee  was 
well  beloved  in  the  (hip,  on  which  account  every 
one  was  perfuading  him  to  go  with  us. 

On  the  1 5th,  early  in  the  morning,  Oedidee  came 
on  board,  and  Mr.  Forfter  prevailed  upon  him  to  go 
with  us  to  Ulietea.  Towha,  Potatou,  Oamo,  Happi, 
Oberea,  and  many  more  of  our  friends  paid  us  a 
vifit.  The  wife  of  Towha  was  with  him,  this  chief 
was  hoifted  in,  and  placed  on  a chair  on  the  quarter 
deck.  Among  other  prefents,  we  gave  the  admiral 
an  Englifh  pendant,  which,  after  he  had  been  in- 
flruded  In  the  ufe  of  it,  pleafed  him  more  than  all 
the  refl-  The  fame  day  the  king,  and  Tee,  his 
prime  minifler,  came  on  board,  and  brought  with 
them  a hog,  and  a turtle  of  about  fixty  pounds  weight, 
who,  after  remaining  on  board  fome  time,  took  an 
affectionate  farewel. 

On  Sunday  the  15th,  we  puttofea,  with  a fine 
breeze  in  our  favour,  and  puifued  our  voyage  to  the 
N.  W.  and  N.  W.  by  W.  The  fame  night  we  made 
the  ifland  of  Huaheine,  and  anchored  in  the  north 
entrance  of  O’Wharre  harbour.  Oree,  the  chief, 
and  feveral  of  the  natives  paid  us  a vifit.  Oree,  a- 
mong  other  articles,  brought  with  him  a hog;  and 
the  next  day  Capt.  Cook  returned  Oree’s  vifit,  pre- 
fented  to  him  fome  red  feathers  which  he  held  in 
his  hand,  and  muttered  over  them  a prayer.  This 
morning  the  people  began  to  bring  us  fruit.  The 
chief  fent  us  two  hogs,  which  were  followed  by  him- 
fclfand  friends,  who  came  to  dine  with  us.  Oree 
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afked  for  axes  and  nails,  which  readily  were  given 
him. 

After  dinner,  Mr.  Forfter,  and  a party  with  him, 
went  up  the  country  to  examine  its  produ&ions  ; 
which  he  continued  as  a daily  talk  during  the  {hip's 
continuance  in  this  harbour.  As  a fervant  of  Mr. 
Forfler’s  was  walking  along  the  fhore,  without  a 
companion,  he  was  befet  by  feveral  flout  fellows, 
who  would  have  flripped  him,  had  not  fome  of  our 
people  arrived  to  his  afliftance.  One  of  the  men 
made  off  with  a hatchet.  This  day  the  number  of 
natives  that  came  about  the  ihip  was  fo  great,  that 
it  was  found  neceffary  to  place  fentinels  in  the  gang- 
ways, to  prevent  the  men  from  coming  on  board  ; 
but  no  oppofition  was  made  to  the  woman,  fo  that  the 
fliip  was  crouded  with  them. 

On  the  1 7th,  we  found  Oree,  and  a great  number 
of  the  principal  people  aflembled  in  a houfe  con- 
fulting  together.  We  heard  the  late  robbery  men- 
tioned by  them  feypral  tjines  : but  the  chief  affured 
us,  neither  himfelf  nor  his  friends  had  any  hand  in 
the  fame,  and  defired  Capt.  Cook  to  kill  with  his 
gun  thofe  that  had.  We  could  not  learn  where 
the  robbers  were  gone,  and  therefore,  at  prefent, 
took  no  more  notice  of  the  affair-  In  the  evening  , 
a dramatic  entertainment  was  exhibited.  The  fub- 
jeft  of  the  piece  was  that  of  a girl  running  away 
with  us  from  Otaheite-  This  was  not  wholly  a fic- 
tion, fora  girl  had  taken  her  paffage  with  us  from 
Ulietea,  and  was  at  this  time  prefent  when  her  own 
adventures  were  reprefented  : {he  could  hardly  re- 

train from  tears  while  the  play  was  acting  ; and  it  was 
•with  much  difficulty  we  perfuaded  her  to  flay  out 
the  entertainment.  At  the  conclufion  of  the  piece, 
the  girl’s  return  to  her  fiiends  was  reprefented  ; and 
$e  reception  fhe  met  with  was  not  a favourable  one. 

It 
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It  is  very  probable  that  this  part  of  the  comedy  was 
aefigned  to  deter  others  from  going  away  with  us. 

On  the  i 8th,  king  Orec  came  and  dined  on  board, 
and  the  captain,  at  his  defire,  ordered  the  great  guns 
to  be  filled  with  fhof,  and  fired  into  the  water,  by 
way  of  a falute  at  his  arrival  and  departure  : indeed, 
he  had  by  Oedidee  given  us  to  underftand,  that  he 
expe&ed  the  fame  honours  to  be  paid  to  him  as  had 
been  (hewn  to  the  chiefs  of  Otaheite. 

A party  of  petty  officers  having  obtained  leave  to 
amufe  themfelves  inthe  country,  they  took  with  them 
forpe  hatchets,  nails,  &c-  in  bags,  which  were  carried 
by  two  natives,  who  went  with  them  as  their  guides. 
Thefe  fellows  made  off  with  the  truft  repofed  in  them 
and  artfully  enough  effiefted  their  efcape.  ' The 
party  had  with  them  t>vo  mufkets  ; and  after  it  had 
rained  fome  time,  the  natives  pointed  out  fome  birds 
for  them  to  flioot.  One  of  the  guns  went  off,  and 
the  other  miffed  fire  feveral  times.  At  this  infiant, 
when  the  fellows  faw  themfelves  fecure  from  both, 
they  took  the  opportunity  to  run  away;  and  not 
one  of  the  party,  being  all  very  much  furprifed,  had 
the  leaf!  prefence  of  mind  to  purfue  them- 

On  the  1 9th  a report  was  current,  that  the  natives 
intended  to  rife  and  attack  the  fliip.  . The  captain, 
thoitgh  he  did  not  think  them  ferious  in  fuch  an  at- 
tempt, yet  was  unwilling  totally  to  difregard  the  in- 
timation : he  therefore  ordered  twenty  (land  of  arms 
to  be  in  readinefs,  in  cafe  any  commotion  fhould  be 
obferved  among  them  ; but  though  the  rumour  in- 
creafed  throughout  the  day,  yet  no  preparations  could 
be  perceived  to  countenance  fuch  a report  ; and  the 
king  continued  his  vifus  as  ufual,  never  coming 
empty  handed. 

On  the  20th,  the  firfi  and  fccond  lieutenants  with 
one  of  the  mates,  being  out  on  a (hooting  party, 
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they  were  befet  by  moor  than  fifty  of  the  nativesi 
•who  firft  took  from  them  theiT  arms,  and  then  robbed 
them  of  what  articles  they  had  carried  with  them  to 
trade.  In  the  feuffle  the  firft  lieutenant  loft  the  Hurt 
of  his  coat,  and  one  of  the  other  gentlemen  received 
a fevere  blow-  When  the  robbers  had  ftripped  them 
of  their  marchendizes,  they  reftored  to  them  their  fowl- 
ing pieces.  When  this  tranfa&ion  came  to  the  know- 
ledg  of  Gapt.  Cook,  he  went  immediately  with  a 
boat’s  crew  on  fhore,  and  entered  a large  houfe 
wherein  were  two  chiefs.  This,  with  all  their  ef- 
fetfts  he  took  pofteffion  of,  and  remained  there  till 
he  heard  that  the  gentlemen  had  got  fafe  on  board, 
and  had  all  their  things  reftored  to  them.  Ocdidee 
informed  us,  Orec  was  fo  much  affejled  with  the 
relation  of  this,  that  he  wept  much.  When  on  board,, 
we  learnt  from  the  officers  thcmfelvcs,  that  a fmall 
infult  on  their  part  was  the  occafion  of  the  affray  ; 
but  fome  chiefs  interfering,  took  the  officers  out  of 
the  croud,  and  caufed  every  thing  which  had  been 
taken  from  them  to  be  reftored. 

On  the  21ft  we Taw  upwards  of  fixty  canoes,  moft 
of  the  people  in  them  being  Earceoies,  fleering  for 
Ulietca  and  we  heard  they  were  going  to  vilit  their 
brethren  in  the  neighbouring  iftands-  It  feems  thefe 
people  have  cuftoms  among  them  peculiar  to  them- 
felves  ; and  alfift  each.other  when  neceffity  requires: 
we  may  therefore  call  them  the  Free  Mafons  of 
Huahema.  This  day  Oree  fent  a mciTagc  to  Gapt. 
Gook,  defiring  he  would  come  on  fhore,  and  bring 
twenty-two  men  with  him,  in  order  to  chaftife  the 
robbers.  Oedidee  brought  with  him  twenty-two 
pieces  of  leaves  to  aftift  his  memory,  a cuftom  very 
common  among  thefe  people.  This  meffage  feemed 
to  be  an  extraordinary  one,  and  therefore  the  cap- 
tain went  to  the  chief  for  better  information.  Oree 
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informed  him  that  thefe  fellows  were  a fet  of  banditti, 
who  had  formed  themfelves  into  a body,  and  had  re- 
folved  to  rob  all  they  met,  for  which  purpofe  they 
were  now  affembled  and  armed.  Thefe  robbers 
Oree  wanted  us  to  attack.,  the  captain  faid  they 
would  fly  to  the  mountains  ; but  heaflured  us  to  the 
contrary,  and  defired  we  would  deftroy  both  them 
and  their  habitations,  only  fparing  their  canoes. 
This  requeft  feemed  extraordinary,  but  the  captain 
Was  refolved  to  comply  with  it  in  part,  leafl  thefe 
fellows  fhould  make  more  head,  and  become  formi- 
dable ; and  alfo  with  a view  of  preventing  the  report 
from  gaining  ground  in  Ulietea,  where  we  intended 
going;  and  we  were  apprehenfivc  aflociations  might 
be  formed  in  like  manner,  and  the  people  might 
treat  us  in  the  fame  way,  or  worfe,  they  being  more 
numerous. 

Capt.  Cook  and  his  officers  made  ready  to  accom- 
pany king  Oree  in  the  expedition  againft  the  rob- 
bers ; and  having  ordered  fifty  mariners,  with  lome 
failors  to  be  well  armed,  they  landed  near  the  place 
of  the  king,  and  having  required  him  to  conduft  them 
according  to  his  promil'e,  he  very  readily  confented, 
and  they  all  fet  out  together  in  very  good  order. 
The  party  increafed  as  we  proceeded  ; and  Oedidee 
told  us,  that  feveral  of  the  banditti  had  joined  us. 
With  a view  of  decoying  us  into  a place,  where 
they  might  attack  us  to  advantage.  As  we  could 
place  no  confidence  in  any  other  perfon,  we  took  his 
advice,  and  proceeded  with  caution. 

We  marched  feveral  miles,  when  Capt.  Cook  de- 
clared he  would  proceed  no  farther  ; befides,  we 
were  informed  that  the  men  had  fled  to  the  moun- 
tains. At  this  time  we  were  about  to  crofs  a deep 
valley,  with  ftcep  rocks  on  each  fide,  where  our  re- 
treat might  have  been  rendered  difficult,  by  a few 
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incn  affaiilting  us  with  (tones,  Oedidee  perfifted  in  his 
opinion  ; and  we  marched  back,  in  the  fame  order  as 
Me  came. 

As  we  went  along,  we  obferved  feveral  people 
coming  down  the  (ides  of  the  hill*  with  clubs,  which 
tliev  immediately  hid  when  they  found  we  faw  them. 
This  was  fome  confirmation  of  Ocdidee’s  fufpicions  ; 
but  we  could  not  perfuacle  ourfelves  that  the  chief  had 
any  fuch  intentions,  whatever  might  be  the  defigns  of 
the  people.  In  our  return  we  halted  in  a convenient 
place,  and  wanting  fome  refrefhment,  it  was  imme- 
diately brought  us. 

When  we  arrived  at  the  landing-placfe,  we  dif- 
charged  feveral  vollies,  to  convince  the  natives,  that 
we  could  fupport  a continual  fire  : after  which  we 
returned  on  board,  and  the  chief  dined  with  us, 
having  brought  with  him  a hog  ready  dreifed.  After 
dinner  we  received  a great  number  of  prefents  as 
peace-offerings-  Two  chiefs  brought  each  of  them 
a pig,  a dog,  and  fome  young  plantain  trees,  and. 
with  due  ceremony  presented  them  fingly  to  the 
captain.  Another  brought  a very  large  hog,  with 
which  he  had  followed  us  to  the  (hip.  A quantity 
of  fruit  was  brought  us  by  others,  fo  that  we  were 
likely  to  make  more  by  this  little  excurfion,  than 
by  all  the  prefents  we  had  made  them  ; and  the 
expedition  had  one  good  effeft  at  lead,  for  the 
people  were  convinced,  that  mulkets  were  more 
terrible  things  than  they  at  firft  imagined. 

We  were  promifed  a larger  fupply  of  hogs  and 
fruit  the  next  day  ; but  the  chief  was  not  fo  good  a s 
his  word.  We  went  afhore  in  the  afternoon,  and 
'found  him  fitting  down  to  dinner.  The  people 
about  him  immediately  began  chewing  the  pepper 
root;  a cup  of  the  juice  was  prefented  to  Captairi 
Cook,  blit  he  did  not  like  the  method  of  brewing  it; 
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Oedidee  was  not  fo  nice,  and  immediately  fwallowed 
what  the  captain  refufed.  The  chief  wafbed  his 
mouth  with  cocoa-nut  water  after  he  had  taken  the 
juice  of  the  pepper-root,  and  eat  a large  quantity  of 
plantain,  repe,  and  mahee,  and  finifhed  his  dinner 
by  eating  and  drinking  a compofition  of  plantains, 
bread-fruit,  mahee,  8cc.  of  the  confiftance  of  a 
cuftard  ; of  this  he  took  about  three  pints.  He  dined 
in  the  open  air,  at  the  outfide  of  his  houfe,  and, 
during  dinner  time,  a play  was  performing  within 
the  houfe. 

On  the  03d  we  put  to  fea.  The  chief  and  Capt. 
Cook  took  an  afFe&ionate  leave  of  each  other. 
When  Oree  heard  that  we  never  intended  coining 
there  any  more,  he  faid,  Let  your  fons  come,  we 
will  treat  them  well.  We  did  not  get  a fufficient 
fupply  of  hogs  at  this  ifland,  though  they  did  not  ap- 
pear to  be  fcarce  ; but  we  obtained  more  fruit  than 
we  well  knew  what  to  do  with.  Our  flock  in  trade 
being  nearly  exaufted,  we  found  it  neceflary  to  fet 
the  fmiths  to  work,  in  making  different  forts  of  iron 
tools,  that  an  influence  might  be  kept  up  at  the  other 
iflands,  and  to  inable  us  to  procure  refrefhments. 

On  the  24th,  we  anchored  in  Ulietea,  and  was 
vilited  by  Oreo  the  chief,  who  brought  with  him  a 
handfome  prefent.  A party  of  us  went  alhore  to 
make  the  chief  a prefent,  and  as  we  entered  his 
houfe  we  were  met  by  five  old  women,  who  lamented 
very  bitterly,  and  cut  their  faces  in  a fhocking  man- 
ner- This  was  not  the  worft  part  of  the  ftory,  for  we 
were  obliged  to  fubmit  to  their  amiable  embraces, 
and  get  ourfelves  covered  with  blood.  After  this  ce^ 
remony  was  over,  they  walhed  themfelves,  and  ap- 
peared as  cheerful  as  any  other  perfon. 

On  the  27th,  Oreo  paid  us  a vifit,  in  company 
with  his  wife,  fon  and  daughter,  and  brought  with 
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them  a very  handfome  prefent  of  all  kinds  of  refrefh- 
jnents.  We  accompanied  them  on  fhore  after  dinner, 
and,  were  entertained  with  a play,  which  concluded 
with  the  reprefentation  of  a woman  in  labour,  per- 
formed by  a fet  of  brawny  fellows  ; the  child  that 
was  brought  forth  was  at  leaft  fix  feet  high.  As  foon 
as  the  child  was  delivered,  they  preffed  his  nofe, 
which  feemed  to  indicate  that  they  really  take  this 
method  with  all  their  children,  which  occafions  that 
flatnefs  which  their  nofes  generally  have. 

On  the  29th,  feveral  things  were  ftolcn  out  of  our 
boats,  which  lay  at  the  buoy  ; but  on  application  to 
the  chief,  we  had  them  all  returned,  except  an  iron 
. tiller,  and  in  lieu  of  that  they  brought  us  two  large 
hogs.  On  the  30th,  a party  of  us  fet  out  for  Oedi- 
dee’s  eftate,  accompanied  by  the  chief  and  his  family. 
When  we  arrived  there,  we  found  that  Oedidee  could 
not  command  any  thing,  though  he  had  promifed  us 
hogs  and  fruit  in  abundance  ; they  were  now  in  pofi- 
feflion  of  his  brother.  We  had  here  an  opportunity 
of  feeing  them  kill  and  drefs  a pig,  which  was  done 
in  the  following  manner  ; three  men  firft  ftrangled 
jhe  hog  ; the  hog  was  laid  on  his  back,  two  men  laid 
3 flick  acrofs  his  throat,  prefling  at  each  end,  the 
third  man  fluffed  up  his  fundament  with  grafs,  and 
held  his  hind  legs-  The  hog  was  kept  in  this  pofi- 
tion  for  ten  minutes,  before  he  was  dead.  An  ovan, 
which  was  cldfe  by,  was  heated.  They  laid  the  hog 
on  the  fire  as  foon  as  he  was  dead,  and  finged  off 
bis  hair  ; he  was  then  carried  to  the  fea-fide  and 
wafhed.  The  carcafe  was  then  laid  on  clean  green 
leaves,  that  it  might  be  opened.  Th*y  firft  took 
out  the  lard,  and  laid  in  on  a green  leaf,  the  entrails 
»vere  then  taken  out  and  carried  away  in  a bafket ; 
the  blood  was  put  into  a large  leaf.  The  hog  was 
£lien  walhed  quite  clean,  and  feveral  hot  ftopcs  were 
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put  into  his  body  ; it  was  then  placed  in  the  oven 
on  his  belly,  and  lard  and  fat  were  put  into  a veflel, 
■with  two  or  three  hot  (tones,  and  placed  along-fidc 
the  hog  ; the  blood  was  tied  up  in  a leaf,  with  a hot 
(tone,  and  put  into  the  oven ; they  coveted  the 
whole  with  leaves  on  which  they  placed  the  re- 
mainder of  the  hot  (tones ; they  afterwards  threw  a 
great  deal  of  rubbifh  in,  and  covered  the  whole  with 
earth-  A table  was  fpread  with  green  leaves,  while 
the  hog  was  baking,  which  took  up  little  more  than 
two  houis-  We  fat  down  at  one  end  of  the  table, 
and  the  natives,  who  dined  with  us,  at  the  other  ; 
the  fat  and  blood  were  placed  before  them,  and  the 
hog  before  us.  We  thought  the  pork  exceeding 
good  indeed,  and  every  part  of  it  was  well  done. 
The  native*  chiefly  dined  of  the  fat  and  blood,  and 
faid  it  was  very  good  victuals.  The  whole  of  this 
cookery  was  conducted  with  remarkable  cleanlinefs* 
This  eftate  of  Oedidee  was  fmall,  but  very  pleafant  ; 
and  the  houfes  formed  a pretty  village.  After  we 
had  dined,  we  returned  to  the  (hip.  In  our  way 
we  faw  four  wooden  images,  each  two  feet  long. 
They  flood  on  a fhelf,  had  a large  piece  of  cloth 
round  the  middle,  a tuiban  on  their  heads,  (luck  with 
cocks  fealheis.  They  told  usthefe  were  their  fervanls 
gods. 

On  the  4th  of  June,  the  chief  and  his  family  came 
on  board  to  take  leave,  bringing  a handfome  prefent 
with  them.  We  were  very  much  importuned  to  re- 
turn to  this  place  ; when  we  told  them  we  could  not, 
their  grief  was  bitter,  and  we  believed  it  to  be  real. 
They  defired  Capt.  Cook  to  acquaint  them  with  his 
burial-place,  and  faid  they  would  be  buried  with 
him.  A (Irong  proof  of  affe&ion  and  attachment. 
We  left  Oedidee  here,  as  we  could  not  promife  that 
more  (hips  would  be  fent  from  England  to  thofe 
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iflands : he  left  ut  with  infinite  regret.  Oedidee  did 
not  leave  us  till  we  were  out  of  the  harbour,  and 
Raid  to  fire  fome  guns,  it  being  his  Majefty’s  birth- 
day. This  youth  was  of  a gentle,  docile,  humane 
difpofition,  and  would  have  been  a better  fpecimen 
of  the  natives  than  Omiah.

CHAP.  VI. 

Depafture  of  the  Refolution  from  Ulietea Incidents  at 

Savage  ijland ^affagc  from  Savage  IJland  to  Rot * 

Ur  dam -Tranjaflions  at  this  place , and  the  infolance 

of  the  natives An  account  of  the  people  in  Turtle 

Ijland Tranfaflions  while  here,  and  ferocious  beha- 
viour of  the  inhabitants The  Refolulion  continues 

her  courje  from  Port  Sandwich Steers  in  a direc- 

tion for  Sandwich  ijland,  in  order  to  di [caver  the 
Southern  extremity  of  the  Archipelago — : — Hojlile  behaviour 

of  the  natives  of  Sandwich  IJle- More  new  iflands 

difeovertd. 

ON  the  20th  we  difeovered  land,  and  the  inha- 
bitants appearing  upon  the  fiiore  ; we  equipped 
two  boats,  and  as  we  approached,  the  inhabitants 
retired  into  the  woods.  When  we  landed,  we  took 
poft  on  a high  rock  to  prevent  a furprife,  and  the 
botanifing  party  began  collecting  plants,  with  which 
the  country  feemed  covered.  Capt.  Cook  took  two 
men  with  him  and  entered  the  woods,  but  on  hearing 
the  inhabitants  approach,  they  returned.  We  made 
eyery  friendly  fign  in  our  power,  but  were  anfwered 
By  menaces;  and  one  of  the  natives  threw  a ftone, 
which  ft  ruck  one  of  our  party.  Two  mufkets  were 
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fired  indiscriminately,  and  they  all  retreated  into  the 
woods. 

Having  embarked,  we  proceeded  along  the  coaft 
till  wc  came  to  a place  where  four  canoes  lay.  Capt. 
Cook  and  only  four  gentlemen  with  him  went  to 
look  at  the  canoes.  Very  foon  after, the  natives 
rufhed  out  of  the  wood  upon  us,  and  we  endea- 
voured to  no  purpofe  to  bring  them  to  a parley  ; 
they  threw  their  darts,  and  appeared  very  ferocious. 
We  difchargcd  fome  mufkets  in  the  air,  but  this  did 
not  intimidate  .them,  for  they  £1  ill  threw  darts  and 
Hones.  Capt.  Cook’s  mufkec  miffed  fire,  otherwife 
he  would  certainly  have  killed  the  ring-leader  of 
them.  The  men  drawn  upon  the  rock  fired  at  fome 
who  appeared  on  the  heights,  which  allayed  the  ar- 
dour of  our  antagonifls,  and  we  had  an  opportunity 
to  join  the  marines.  We  do  not  think  any  of  the 
natives  were  hurt,  but  they  all  retreated  into  the 
woods ; and  feeing  we  could  make  nothing  of  them, 
returned  to  the  fliip. 

Capt.  Cook  named  this  place  Savage  Ifland,  from 
the  condiuft  and  afpetft  of  the  iflanders;  jts  fituation 
is  fouth  latitude  19  deg.  1.  min.  weft  longitude,  169 
deg.  37  min.  its  form  is  circular,  and  is  about  1 1 
leagues  in  circumference.  The  country  appeals  en- 
tirely covered  with  trees  and  fhrubs.  Nothing  but 
coral  rocks  were  to  be  feen  along  the  fhore. 

We  fleered  for  Rotterdam,  and  as  we  drew  near 
it,  feveral  canoes  laden  with  fruit  came  along  fide  of 
us,  but  we  did  not  lhortcn  fail.  The  people  on 
board  them  waited  us  much  to  go  towards  their 
coaft,  telling  us,  as  well  as  they  were  able,  we  might 
fafely  anchor  there.  We  came  to  anchor  on  the 
north-fidc  of  the  ifland  on  the  20th.  The  inhabitants 
brought  us  great  quantities  of  yams  and  haddocks, 
for  which  wc  gave  them  old  rags  and  nails.  We  got 
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3 plentiful  fupplyof  fruit  and  water,  but  it  wa*  ra- 
ther brackilh-  Happening  to  leave  the  furgeon  on 
fhore,  he  got  a canoe  to  bring  him  off;  but  juft  as 
he  W3S  getting  into  it,  one  of  the  natives  fnatched 
away  his  mufket  and  ran  off  with  it,  after  which  no 
perfon  would  bring  him  on  board.  He  certainly 
would  have  been  ftripped,  had  he  not  prefented  a 
tooth-pick  cafe  to  them,  which  they  took  for  a little 
gun.  Capt.  Cook  hearing  of  this  tranfadion,  went 
on  fhore,  but  the  natives  fled  at  his  approach.  '.A 
boat  was  fent  afhore  on  the  s8th  for  fome  water, 
. when  the  people  behaved  in  a rude  and  daring  man- 
ner : it  was  with  difficulty  they  got  their  water-calks 
filled,  and  into  the  boats  again.  The  lieutenant  who 
commanded  this  party  had  his  gun  fnatched  from 
him,  and  moft  of  the  people  had  fomething  or  olher 
taken  away  from  them.  This  was  the  effetft  of  ill 
timed  lenity.  Capt.  Cook  landed  foon  after,  and  rc- 
folved  to  have  the  gun  reftored.  All  the  marines 
were  ordered  afhore  armed.  As  the  botanifing 
party,  were  in  the  country,  three  guns  were  fired 
from  the  Ihip  to  alarm  them,  as  we  did  not  know 
how  the  natives  might  behave  to  them.  The  natives 
knew  well  enough  what  we  intended,  and  brought 
the  mufket  long  before  the  marines  got  afhore. 

An  old  woman  prefented  a young  girl  to  Capt. 
Cook,  giving  him  to  underftand  that  fhe  was  at  his 
fervice.  The  girl  was  artful  enough,  and  wanted 
to  bargain  for  a fhiit  and  a fpike  nail,  neither  of 
which  the  captain  had  with  him.  He  was  then  told 
that  he  might  retire  with  her  upon  credit,  which  he 
refufed.  The  old  procurefs  then  abufed  him,  fay- 
ing he  was  infenfible  to  her  charms ; the  girl  was 
very  pretty,  and  wanted  to  go  aboard  the  fhip  with 
the  captain  ; but  he  would  not  take  her,  as  he  had 
given  orders  no  woman  fhould  be  admitted  theie. 

On 
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On  the  29th  we  failed,  and  a great  many  canoe$ 
came  up  with  us,  laden  with  fruit,  See.  which  were 
exchanged  for  the  ufual  commodities.  The  paffion 
of  our  people  for  curiofities  was  as  great  as  ever, 
and  they  were  dripped  of  moll  of  the  clothes  the 
ladies  of  Otaheite  had  left  them.  We  flretched  out 
for  Amattafoa  on  the  30th,  and  feveral  canoes  came 
to  us  from  all  parts  with  the  common  articles;  out 
of  one  of  them  we  got  two  pigs,  which  in  this  part  of 
the  world  are  a fcarce  commodity. 

On  the  id  of  July  we  difeovered  land,  the  mader 
and  the  boat  wetefent  into  the  Sound  to  find  an- 
chorage; four  or  five  people  were  difeovered  on  the 
fhore,  who  retreated  as  the  boat  advanced,  and  they 
all  fled  <0  the  woods  when  the  boat  landed.  The 
mailer  returned,  and  brought  word  there  was  no 
foundings  without  the  reef.  This  ifland  is  fmiated 
S.  latitude,  19  deg.  48  min-  W.  longitude,  178  deg. 
a min.  We  called  it  Turtle  Ifland. 

After  a good  deal  of  ftormy  weather,  we  faw  an 
ifland,  called  by  the  natives  Ambrym,  on  the  sift  of 
July.  We  difeovered  a creek  as  we  drew  nearer  the 
ihore,  which  had  the  appearance  of  a good  harbour ; 
many  people  were  afiembled,  who  invited  us  on 
fliore,  but  we  did  not  chufc  to  go,  as  they  were 
armed  with  bows  and  arrows.  We  fent  out  two 
armed  boats  to  difeover  a port  about  a league  more 
to  the  fouth,  where  we  anchored  in  1 1 fathoms 
water.  Several  of  the  natives  came  off  to  us,  but 
atfted  with  great  caution;  at  laft  they  trufted  them- 
felves  along-ftde,  and  exchanged  arrows  for  pieces 
of  cloth.  Prefents  were  made  to  two  men  who 
ventured  on  board,  and  others  came  at  night  for  the 
feme  purpofe,  but  they  were  not  admitted. 

On  the  2 2d  in  the  morning  we  landed,  in  the  face 
©f  500  men,  armed  with  bows,  arrow's,  fpears,  and 
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clubs,  but  they  made  no  oppofition.  Capt.  Cook 
advanced  alone,  with  nothing  but  a green  branch  in 
his  hand  ; on  feeing  this,  a perfon  who  Teemed  to  be 
a chief,  gave  his  bow  and  arrows  to  another,  and 
came  to  meet  him  on  the  water,  took  the  captain  by 
the  hand,  and  led  him  up  to  the  crowd.  The  ma- 
rines were  at  this  time  drawn  up  on  the  beach. 
Capt.  Cook  diftributed  feveral  prefent  among  them. 
We  made  figns  that  we  wanted  wood,  and  in  return 
they  made  figns  for  us  to  cut  down  the  trees.  They 
brought  a pig  for  a peace-offering,  and  we  flattered 
ourfelves  with  the  hopes  of  procuring  more,  but 
thefe  were  vain  and  delufive  ; for  we  only  got  a fmall 
quantity  of  water,  and  about  half  a dozen  cocoa- 
nuts.  They  parted  freely  with  their  arrows,  but  we 
could  not  purchafe  of  them  any  bows  without  a great 
deal  of  difficulty.  They  called  this  illand  Mallicolae, 
another  near  it  Apee,  and  a third  Paoon. 

Continuing  our  courfe  from  hence  on  the  24th,  we 
difeovered  feveral  fmall  iflands,  one  of  which  we 
came  very  near.  It  is  about  1 2 miles  in  circumfe- 
rence, and  has  three  high  peaked  hills  upon  it.  We 
then  paffed  a group  of  fmall  iflands,  which  we  called 
the  Shepherd’s  I lies , and  difeerned  people  in  every 
one  of  thefe  iflands  ; but  there  were  no  foundings 
near  them  at  r8o  fathoms.  We  found  the  fouthem 
lafids  to  confift  of  one  large  Ifland,  the  extremities 
of  which  we  could  not  fee.  On  the  north-fide  of 
thisextenfive  ifland  wc  faw  three  or  four  fmaller 
ones.  One  of  thefe  we  called  Montague,  another 
Hinchinbrook,  and  the  largeft  Sandwich  ifland.  Se- 
veral people  came  down  as  we  paffed  Montague 
ifland,  and  feemed  to  invite  us  in  a friendly  manner 
On  fhofe-  As  we  could  not  approach  it  at  this  time, 
we  fleered  more  to  the  weft,  as  there  appeared  a bay 
to  run  up  in  that  quarter,  and  a good  lhelter  from 
q Kk  ...  the

the  winds.  But  as  this  was  not  fo  much  our  objc& 
to  difeover  the  fouthern  extremity  of  the  Archipelago, 
we  fleered  E-  S.  E.  which  was  the  direction  of 
Sandwich  ifland. 

On  the  lft  of  Auguft,  we  gained  the  N.  W.  fide  of 
the  ifland,  and  faw  feveral  inhabitants,  who  invited 
us  alhore  by  various  figns.  Here  we  fhould  have  an- 
chored, but  the  wind  obliged  us  to  alter  our  defign. 
Befides,  we  wanted  to  explore  the  land  to  the  S.  £. 
therefore  ranged  along  the  coaff.  As  we  continued 
our  courfe,  we  faw  a light  a-hcad,  and  it  being  near 
evening,  did  not  chufe  to  proceed  any  farther,  but 
flood  offand  on  all  night. 

On  the  3d,  we  fent  a boat  on  Ihore  to  get  fome 
wood  if  poifible,  being  much  in  want  of  that  article; 
but  our  people  could  not  land  on  account  of  a high 
furf  of  the  fea  ; and  they  faw  not  any  natives  on  that 
part  of  the  ifle.  Having  anchored  in  1 7 fathoms 
water,  under  the  N.  W-  fide  of  the  head  of  the  land, 
we  faw  feveral  people  op,  the  Ihore,  fome  endeavour- 
ing to  fwim  off  to  us ; but  they  all  retired  when  they 
perceived  our  boat  approach  towards  them. 

On  the  14th,  a party  went  out  armed  to  find  a 
proper  landing-place,  and  where  we  might  gain  a fup- 
ply  of  wood  and  water.  We  gave  the  inhabitants 
fome  medals,  &c.  with  which  they,  appeared  much 
pleafed,  and  directed  us  to  a bay  fit  for  our  purpole. 
As  we  went  along  the  Ihore,  their  numbers  increafed 
prodigioufly.  We  tried  feveral  places  to  land,  but 
did  not  approve  of  their  fituation.  At  length  we 
came  to  a fine  fandy  beach,  where  Capt.  Cook  ftep- 
ped  out  without  wetting  his  foot.  The  inhabitants 
received  him  with  great  politenefs.  One  of  them,  who 
appeared  to  be  a chief,  made  the  natives  form  a femi- 
circle  round  the  head  of  the  boat,  and  chafiifed  fuch 
as  attempted  to  prevent  it.  Their  behaviour  was  in 
every  refpeft  agreeable,  yet  we  did  not  much  like 
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-their  appearance,  as  they  were  all  armed  with  bow*, 
arrows,  fpears,  and  darts.  On  this  account  we  p 
a good  look  out,  and  watched  particularly  the  mo- 
tions of  the  chief,  who  wanted  us  to  haul  the : boat  on 
fhore.  He  renewed  his  figns  for  this  to  be  done, 
and  then  held  a conference  with  fome  of  the  natives. 
One  circumftance  appeared  rather  fufpicious,  e re- 
fufed  fome  fpike  nails  that  we  offered  him.  <-apt. 
Cook  immediately  returned  to  the  boat,  upon  w ic  l 
they  attempted  by  force  to  detain  us.  Very  iortu- 
Xiately  the  gang-board  happened  to  bebn  out  ?* 
the  captain  to  return  into  the  boat;  this  fome  o . 
natives  unhooked  from  the-ftem  as  we  were  putting 
off;  they  hooked  it  to  the  head  of  the  boat,  and  at- 
tempted to  haul  her  on  lhore.  Some  of  them  were 
daring  enough -to  take  the  oars  out  of  the ■ anCj  ° 
our  people.  They  in  fome  meafure  defilted,  on 
Capt.  Cook’s  prefenting  a mufket,  but  went  on  again 
in  an  inftant,  feemingly  determined  to  haul  <he ■■  boat 
on  fhore,  and  to  detain  us.  The  chief  w»  ; at  the 
head  of  this  party,  and  others  flood  at  a fmall'dittance 
behind,  with  ftones,  darts,  and  other  weapons,  ready 
to  fupport  them.  Our  fafety  was  now  become 
our  only  confideratibn,  for  figns  and  threats  had  not 
the  effeA  we  expe&ed.  The  captain,  there  ore,  rc- 
folved  to  make  the  chief  fuffer  alone,  a vtftim  to  his 
own  treachery  ; but  at  this  critical  moment  his  piece 
did  not  go  off.  This  increafed  their  mfolence,  and 
they  began  to  aflault  us  with  ftones  .darts  and  arrows. 
We  were  now  ordered  to  fire.  The  firft  dife  a g 
threw  them  into  confufion,  but  they  were  very  re- 
luaantly  driven  off  the  beach  with  the : fecond.  Aftci 
this  they  continued  a kind  of  bufh-fighting,  y 
throwing  ftones  from  behind  trees,  and  fometimes  a 
dart  or  two.  Four  of  them  lay  to  all  appearance 
,dead  on  the  fhore,  but  two  of  them  afterwards 
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crawled  in  among  the  bufhes.  That  they  might  un- 
derftand  the  effetft  of  our  great  guns,  we  fired  a four- 
pound  ihot  at  them,  which,  though,  it  fell  fhort,  ter- 
rified them  fo  much,  that  we  faw  no  more  of  them. 

On  the  5th  of  Augufl  we  weighed  anchor,  and 
got  clear  off  the  bay,  and  fleered  for  the  fouth  end 
of  the  ifland-  We  difeoyered  on  the  S.  W.  fide  of 
the  head,  a pretty  deep  bay  ; its  fhores  low,  and  the 
'land  appeared  to  be  fertile,  but  being  expofed  to  the 
S.  E.  winds,  until  better  known,  we  thought  the 
N-W.  fide  preferable. 

At  fun-fet  we  came  in  fight  of  an  ifland,  being 
high  table  land,  being  E.  by  S.  and  alfo  difeoyered 
another  little  ifle,  which  we  had  palfed  in  the  night. 
We  now  fleered  for  the  ifland,  and  difeovered  a :mall 
inlet  which  had  the  appearance  of  a good  harbour. 
Two  armed  boats,  under  the  command  of  Lieut. 
Cooper,  were  feut  off  in  order  to  found,  while  the 
Ihip  flood  ouandoff,  to  be  ready  to  follow,  or  toafford 
any  afliftance  that  might  be  required.  We  obferved 
a number  of  natives  on  the  fhore,  alfo  feveral  canoes; 
and  when  our  boats  entered  the  harbour  they  launch- 
ed fomc,  but  came  not  near.  At  this  time  the 
Lieutenant  made  fignal  for  anchorage,  and  we  flood 
in  with  the  lhip.  The  wind  having  left  us  when  we 
were  within  the  entrance. 

The  boats  were  now  fent  out  to  find  a better  an- 
chorage: and  while  we  were  thus  employed,  many 
of  the  natives  came  in  parties  to  the  fea-fide  all 
armed,  fome  fwam  off  to  us,  others  came  in  canoes. 
At  firft  they  feemed  afraid  of  us,  and  kept  at  a dis- 
tance, but  by  degrees  waxed  bolder,  and  at  length 
came  under  our  ftern,  and  made  fomc  exchanges. 
Thofe  in  one  of  the  firft  canoes  threw  toward*  us 
fome  cocoa-nuts.  The  captain  went  out  in  a boat, 
picked  them  up,  and  in  return  ga\ethem  feveral 
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articles.  Others  were  induced  by  this  to  come  along- 
fide  who  behaved  in  a moft  infolcnt  manner.  They 
attempted  to  tear  our  flag  from  the  liafF,  would  have 
knocked  the  rings  from  the  rudder,  and  we  had  no 
fooner  thrown  out  the  buoys  of  the  boats  than  they 
got  hold  of  them.  We  fired  a few  mufkets  in  the  air 
of  which  they  took  no  notice,  but  a four  pounder 
alarmed  them  fo  much,  that  they  quitted  their  ca- 
noes, and  took  to  the  water.  But  finding  themfelvcs 
unhurt,  they  got  again  into  their  canoes,  flourifhed 
their  weapons,  hallooed  in  defiance,  and  went  again 
to  the  buoys,  but  a few  mufketoon  ihot  foon  difperfed 
them.  They  all  retired  in  hafte  to  the  fhore,  and 
we  fat  down  to  dinner  unmolefled.  In  the  interval 
of  thofe  tranfa&ions,  an  old  man,  who  feemed  to 
be  amicably  difpofed,  came  feveral  times,  in  a fmall 
canoe  between  us  and  the  fhore,  bringing  off  each 
time  cocoa-nuts  and  yams,  for  which  he  took  in  ex- 
change whatever  we  offered  him.  Another  was  in 
the  gangway  when  the  great  gun  was  fired,  after 
which  we  could  not  prevail  with  him  to  ftay.  In  the 
evening  we  landed  at  the  head  of  the  harbour,  with 
a party  of  men  well  armed.  The  natives  made  not 
the  leaft  oppolition,  though  we  had  one  body  on  our 
right,  and  another  on  our  left,  all  armed;'  Wc  dif- 
tributed  among  the  old  people  fome  prefents  of  cloth 
and  medals,  and  filled  two  calks  with  frelh  water. 
We  got  in  return  plenty  of  cocoa-nuts,  but  could  not 
prevail  on  them  to  part  with  their  weapons,  which 
they  held  conftantly  in  a pofture  of  defence.  The 
old  man  was  one  of  thefe  parties,  but  by  his  beha- 
viour we  judged  him  to  be  pacific.  We  thought  by 
their  prefling  fo  much,  in  fpite  of  all  the  endea- 
vours to  keep  them  at  a diflance,  that  little  would  be 
wanting  to  induce  them  to  attack  us ; but  we  re-em- 
barked very  foon,  and  thus  probably,  their  feheme 
W3S  d'/'-onrf.rrpd. 
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On  the  6th  we  brought  the  fliip  as  near  the  land* 
ing-place  as  poflible,  that  we  might  overawe  the  na- 
tives, and  cover  the  party  on  fhore,  who  were  to  get 
a fupply  of  wood  and  water,  which  we  much 
wanted.  While  we  were  upon  this  buGnefs,  we  ob- 
fcrved  the  natives  aflembling  from  all  parts,  all- 
armed,  to  the  amount  of  forne  thoufands,  who  form- 
ed themfelves  into  two  divifions,  as  they  did  the 
_preceeding  evening,  on  each  fide  the  landing-place. 
At  intervals  a canoe  came  off,  at  times  conduced  by 
one,  two,  or  three  men,  bringing  us  cocoa-nuts,  8cc. 
for  which  they  did  ,not  require  any  thing  in  return, 
though  we  took  car  they  fhould  always  have  fome- 
thing;  but  their  principal  intention  leemed  to  be, 
to  invite  us  afhorc.  The  old  plan  before  mentioned, 
came  off  to  us  feveral  times,  and  the  captain  with  a 
view  of  making  him  underfiand,  that  he  wanted  to 
■eftablifh  a friendly  intercourfe,  took  his  weapons 
that  were  in  the  canoes,  and  threw  them  overboard, 
and  made  him  a prefent  of  a piece  of  cloth.  He  un- 
derftood  the  meaning  of  this,  for  we  faw  him  fre- 
quently in  converfation  with  his  countrymen,  to 
whom  he  made  our  requeft  known,  going  .firfl  to  one 
party,  then  to  another,  nor  did  we  afterwards  fee  him 
with  his  weapons,  or  in  a warlike  manner.  Soon 
after  a canoe,  in  which  were  three  men,  came  under 
our  fiern,  one  of  whom  behaved  very  outrageoufl.y, 
brandilhing  his  club,  and  ftriking  with  it  the  fhip’* 
fide  ; at  laft  he  offering  to  exchange  his  weapon  for 
a firing  of  beads,  and  other  trifles  ; thefe  we  Pent 
down  to  him  by  a line;  of  which  he  had  no  fooner 
got  poffeffion,  than  he  made  off,  without  delivering 
his  club.  We  were  not  forry  for  this,  as  it  afforded 
us  an  opportunity  of  fhewing  the  people  on  fhore 
the  effects  of  our  firearms.  We  therefore  without 
Jactitation,  complimented  this  fellow  with  the  con- 
tents 
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tents  of  a fowling-piece,  loaded  with  fmall  fhot,  and 
when  the  others  were  out  of  the  reach  of  mulket 
lhot,  wc  fired  fome  mulketoons,  or  wall  pieces  at 
them,  which  made  them  take  to  the  water.  But  alt 
this  feemed  to  make  very  little  impreffion  on  the 
people  alhore,  who  began  to  halloo,  and  feemingly 
made  a joke  of  it.  Having  moored  thefhip,  with  her 
bToad-fide  to  the  landing-place,  and  fcarcely  mufket- 
fhot  off,  we  planted  our  artillery  in  fuch  a manner  * 
as  to  command  the  whole  harbour,  and  then  em- 
barked with  a party  of  fcamcn,  fupported  by  the 
marines,  and  rowed  to  the  landing-place,  where  the 
Motives  were  drawn  up  in  two divHions.  Tire  inter- 
mediate fpace  between  them  was  about  40  yards,  in 
which  we  laid  a few  plantains,  three  roots  and  a yam-. 
We  made  (igns  for  the  divifions  to  retire  back,  but 
to  thefe  they  paid  not  the  leaft  regard,  their  number 
every  moment  was  augmented,  and,  except  three  old 
men,  not  one  unarmed.  We  thought  it  better  to 
frighten  them  into  a more  peaceable  behaviour,  and 
therefore  a muiket  was  fired  over  their  heads,  which 
for  a minute  had  the  defired  effe&,  but  they  foon  re- 
turned to  their  daring  behaviour.  The  (hip  was 
then  ordered,  by  iignal,  to  hre  a few  great  guns^ 
which  prefently  difperfed  them.  We  landed,  and 
rut  down  fome  trees,  which  we  put  into  our  boats, 
and  a few  fmall  calks  ol  water,  to  let  the  natives  fee 
what  we  chiefly  wanted.  Thus  far  matters  were 
pretty  well  fettled:  we  returned  on  board  t o dinner 
and  they  all  difperfed. 

On  the  7th,  the  natives  began  to  affembled  again 
with  their  weapons,  as  before,  but  not  in  fuch  num- 
bers : notwithllanding  this,  we  landed  in  order  to 
get  water,  and  cut  wood.  We  found  moft  of  the  old 
people  difpofed  to  be  our  friends,  but  the  younger 
being  daring  and  infolenr,  obliged  us  to  Hand  to  our 
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arms ; but  as  foon  as  our  people  had  filled  theif 
b*atswith  wood  and  water,  and  embarked  on  board, 
they  all  retired  in  a peaceable  manner. 

On  the  13th,  an  old  man  came  aboard,  (whofename 
was  Paowang)  to  dine  with  us.  We  took  this  oppor- 
tunity of  ihowing  him  every  part  of  the  fhip,  and  a 
variety  of  trading  articles,  hoping  he  might  lee  fome- 
thing  that  he  liked,  and  fo  a traffic  be  carried  on  with 
the  natives  for  refrelhments.  But  Paowang  obferved 
every  thing  with  indifFcrance,  except  a fand-box, 
of  which  he  took  fome  notice,  and  immediately 
went  aihore. 

On  Hie  1 5th,  preparations  were  made  on  board  to 
fet  fail.  This  day  one  of  the  botanical  party  (hot  a 
pigeon,  in  the  craw  of  which  was  a nutmeg.  Mr. 
Border  endeavoured,  without  fuccefs,  to  hnd  the  tree. 
During  their  (lay  on  Ihore,  they  obferved  in  mod  of 
their  fuger  plantations  holes  dug,  four  feet  deep,  and 
five  in  diameter,  which  on  enquify,  we  found  were 
defigned  as  traps  to  catch  rats  in.  Thefe  animals,  fo 
deftru&ive  to  fugar  canes,  are  here  in  great  plenty. 
Round  the  edge  of  thefe  pits,  as  a decoy,  and  that 
the  rats  may  be  more  liable  to  tumble  in,  the  canes 
are  planted  as  thick  aspoffible. 

On  the  1 6th,  we  found  our  tiller  much  damaged, 
and  by  negletd,  we  had  not  a fpar  on  board.  We 
knew  of  but  one  tree  in  the  neighbourhood  that 
would  do  for  out  purpofe.  The  carpenter  was  feat 
afhorc  to  examine  it,  and  upon  his  report,  a party  of 
men  were  diretded  to  cut  it  down,  after  the  confent 
of  the  natives  had  been  obtained.  They  did  not 
make  the  lead  objeftion,  and  our  men  went  inflantly 
co  work.  Much  time  was  ncceffary  to  cut  it  down, 
as  the  tree  was  large  ; and  before  they  had  finilhed 
their  work,  word  was  brought  to  the  Captain,  that 
our  friend  Paowong  was  not  pleafed.  Paowang  was 
lent  for,  and  our  neceflity  explained  to  him.  We 
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then  made  him  a prefent  of  a piece  of  cloth  and  a 
dog,  which  readily  obtained  hi*  confent,  and  the  voices 
of  thofe  that  were  with  him  in  our  favour. 

Having  thus  obtained  out-  point,  we  condli$%d 
-oUr  friend  on  board  to  dinner  ; after  which  we  went 
with  him  alhore,  to  pay  a vifit  to  an  old  chief,  who 
was  faid  to  be  the  king  of  the  ifland  ; though  al 
Paowang  took  little  notice  of  him,  we  doubted  the 
fa&.  His  name  was  Geogy.  He  had  a cheerful 
open  countenance,  though  he  was  old,  and  had 
round  his  waill  a broad  red  and  white  chequered  belt. 
His  fon  was  with  him,  who  could  not  be  left  than 
50  years  old.  At  this  lime  a vaft  concourfe  of  people 
were  affembled  near  the  watering-place.  The  beha- 
viour of  many  was  friendly;  of  others,  daring  and  in- 
folent  : which  we  did  not  think  prudent  to  refent, 
as  our  flay  was  nearly  at  an  end. 

On  the  19th,  we  prepared  for  failing,  as  the  tiller 
was  finifhed  ; but  the  wind  being  unfavourable,  the 
guard  and  a party  of  men  were  fent  afhore,  to  bring 
off  the  remainder  of  the  tree  from  which  we  had  cut 
the  tiller.  The  captain  went  with  them,  and  found 
a number  of  the  natives  colletfted  together  near  the 
landing-place,  among  whom  various  articles  were 
diftributed.  At  the  time  our  people  were  getting 
fome  large  logs  into  the  boat,  the  centry  prefentecl 
his  piece  at  one  of  the  natives,  and  without  the  lealt 
apparent  caufe  fired  at,  and  killed  him.  * A few  of 
the  natives  had  juft  before  advanced  within  the  li- 
mits, to  fee  what  we  were  about  : but  upon  being 
ordered  back,  they  readily  obeyed.  A fellow  of  the 
centry  pretended,  that  a man  had  laid  his  arrow  a- 
crof*  his  bow,  fo  that  he  apprehended  himfelf  in 
danger  ; but  this  had  been  frequently  done  out  of  a 
bravado,  to  fhew  they  were  armed,  and  prepared 
equally  with  ourfelves.  Capt.  Cook  was  highly  ex-* 
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afperated  at  this  rafcal’s  rafh  conduct  : and  moft  of 
the  people  fled  with  the  utraoft  precipitation.  The 
natives  were  thrown  into  fuch  confternation,  that 
they  brought  abundance  of  fruit,  which  they  laid 
down  at  our  feet.  They  all  retired  when  we  returned 
aboard  to  dinner,  and  only  a few  appeared  in  the 
afternoon,  among  whom  were  Paowang  and  Wha*- 
a-gou- 

On  the  20th,  the  wind  was  favourable  for  getting 
out  of  harbour,  we  began  to  unmoor,  and  having 
weighed,  put  to  fea.  The  Refolution  being  the  firft 
ihip  that  ever  entered  this  harbour,  Capt.  Cook 
named  it  port  Refolution.  Its  lat.  is  i 9 deg.  32  min. 
55  fee.  and  half  fouth,  and  in  169  deg.  44  min.  35 
fee.  eaft  long.  The  landing-place  is  exceeding  con- 
venient for  taking  in  wood  and  water,  both  of  thefe 
neceflary  articles  being  near  the  fhore.  On  the  23d* 
we  came  in  fight  of  Mallicollo.  We  were  agree- 
ably furprifed  with  the  beauty  of  the  foreft,  from 
whence  we  faw  fmoke  afeended  in  various  places,  a 
plain  indication  of  their  being  inhabited  ; the  circum- 
jacent land  appeared  fertile  and  populous.  We  ob- 
ferved  troops  of  natives  on  feveral  parts  of  the  fhore, 
and  two  canoes  put  off  to  us,  but  as  we  did  not  fhort- 
en  fail,  they  did  not  overtake  the  (hip. 

On  the  24th,  we  advanced  nearly  to  the  middle 
of  the  paflage,  and  the  N-  W.  end  of  Mallicollo  ex- 
tended from  S.  30  deg.  E.  to  S.  58  deg.  We  now 
fleered  N.  by  E.  then  N.  along  the  eaft  coaft  of  the 
northern  land.  At  firft  this  coaft  appeared  continued, 
but  we  found  it  was  compofed  of  feveral  low  woody 
ifles,  moft  of  them  of  fmall  extent,  except  the  fouthern- 
inoft,  which  was  named  St.  Bartholomew.  We  con- 
tinued our  courfe  N.  N-W.  along  a fine  coaft  covered 
with  trees.  On  the  25th,  at  day-break,  we  were  on 
the  north  fide  of  the  ifland,  and  fleered  W.  along 

the

the  low  land  under  it,  for  the  bluff-head  ; beyond 
which  at  fun-rife,  we  faw  an  elivated  coaft,  ftretch- 
ing  to  the  N-  as  far  as  N-  W.  by  W.  Having  doubled 
the  head,  we  perceived  the  land  to  trends,  a little 
eafterly,  and  to  form  a large  deep  bay,  beyond  on 
the  W-  by  the  above-mentioned  coaft.  At  half  paft 
four  o’clock  P.  M.  we  were  only  two  miles  from  the 
W.  {hore,  to  which  we  had  been  drove  by  a N.  E- 
fwell.  Here  we  faw  large  bodies  of  the  natives  col- 
lected together.  Some  ventured  off  in  canoes  ; but 
they  took  fudden  fright  at  fomthing,  nor  could  all 
our  figns  of  friendfhip  induce  them  to  come  along, 
fide. 

On  the  26th,  we  were  about  eight  miles  from  the 
head  of  the  bay,  that  it  terminated  by  a low  beach  ; 
behind  which  is  an  extenfive  flat  covered  with  wood, 
and  bounded  on  each  fide  by  a ridge  of  mountains. 
We  found  our  lat.  at  noon  jo  be  15  deg.  5 min.S. 
and  at  one  o'clock,  having  a breeze  at  N.  by  W.  we 
fleered  up  to  within  two  miles  of  the  head  of  the  bay.’ 
Mr.  Cooper  and  Mr.  Gilbert  were  fent  out  to  recon- 
noiter,  while  we  flood  off  and  on  with  the  ftiip.  Bjr 
this  time  an  opportunity  were  afforded  for  three 
failing  canoes  to  come  up,  which  had  been  following 
us.  They  could  not  come  along-fide,  but  advanced 
near  enough  to  receive  fuch  things  as  were  thrown 
out  to  them,  fattened  to  a rope.  On  the  return  of 
the  boats,  we  were  informed  by  Mr.  Cooper,  and 
others,  that  they  had  landed  at  the  head  of  the  bay, 
near  a fine  ftream  of  frefh  water.  We  fleered  down 
the  bay,  being  not  in  want  of  any  thing,  and  the  wind 
having  lhifted  to  S.  S- E.  Throughout  the  forepart 
of  the  night,  on  the  weft-fide  of  the  fhore,  the  coun- 
try was  illuminated  with  fires,  from  the  fea  fhore  to 
tfie  fummit  of  the  mountains. 
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On  Saturday  the  27th,  at  day-break,  we  found 
ourfelves  two  thirds  down  the  bay,  and  at  noon  we 
Were  the  length  of  the  N • W • point,  which  bore  N. 
82  deg*  W.  diftant  five  miles;  and  by  obfervation, 
our  latitude  was  14  deg.  39  min.  30  fee-  Some  of 
our  gentlemen  were  doubtful  of  this  being  the  bay 
of  St.  Philip  and  St.  Jago,  becaufe  no  place  anfwered 
to  the  port  of  Vera  Cruz  ; but  tire  captain  gave  very 
good  reafon*  for  a contrary  opinion.  A point  is  a 
very  vague  term,  like  many  others  in  geography; 
and  what  Quiros  calls  the  port  of  Vera  Cruz,  might 
be  the  whole  haven  or  harbour,  or  the  anchorage  at 
the  head  of  the  bay,  which,  in  fome  places,  may  ex- 
tend farther  olf  than  were  our  boats  landed-  The 
river  was  probably  one  ofthofe  mentioned  by  Quiros, 
and  if  we  were  not  deceived,  we  faw  the  other. 

The  bay  is  every  way  free  from  danger,  and  of 
an  unfathomable  depth,  except  near  the  fhores,  which 
are  for  the  mo  ft  part  low-  It  hath  fixty  miles  fea- 
coaft ; eighteen  on  each  fide,  which  lies  in  the  di- 
rection of  S.  half  W.  and  N-  half  E.  fix  at  the  head ; 
and  thirty-fix  on  the  weft  fide,  the  directions  of  which 
is  S.  by  E-  and  N.  by  W.  from  the  head  down  to  two- 
thirds  of  its  length,  and-then  N.  W.  byN.  to  the 
N.  W.  point.  The  two  points  which  form  the  en- 
trance of  the  bay,  are  in  the  direction  of  S.  53  deg. 
E.  andN.  53  deg.  W.  diftant  from  each  other  thirty 
miles.  The  bay,  as  well  as  the  flat  land  at  the  head 
of  it,  is  bounded  by  a ridge  of  hills  ; one  to  the  weft 
is  very  high,  and  extends  the  whole  length  of  the 
illand.  Upon  this  appeared,  a luxurient  vegetation 
wherever  the  eye  turned.  Rich  plantations  adorn- 
ed the  fidesof  the  hills;  forefts  reared  their  towering 
heads ; and  every  valley  was  watered  with  a running 
ftream:  but  of  all  the  productions  of  nature  the 
cocoa-nut  trees  wex;e  the  moft  confpicuous. 
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On  the  28th  and  29th,  we  took  every  opportunity 
when  the  horizon  was  clear,  to  look  out  for  more 
land,  but  none  was  feen  ; it  is  probable  there  is  none 
nearer  than  Queen  Charlotte’s  Sound.  But  on  the 
30th,  we  plied  up  the  coalt  with  a frelh  breeze. 

On  the  31ft  we  weathered  the  S.  W.  point  of  the 
ifland.  The  coart  which  trends eaft,  northerly,  is 
low,  and  feemed  to  form  fome  creecks  or  coves;  and 
as  we  got  farther  into  the  paflage,  we  perceived  fome 
low  ifles  lying  along  it,  which  feemed  to  extend  be- 
hind St.  Bartholomew’s  ifland.  Having  now  explor- 
ed the  whole  Archipelago,  the  feafon  of  the  year  made 
it  neceflary  to  return  to  the  fouth  ; but  we  had  yet 
fome  time  left  to  make  obfervations  on  any  land  we 
might  difcover  between  this  and  New  Zealand ; at 
which  place  the  captain  intended  to  touch  in  order 
to  recruit  our  ftock  of  wood  and  water,  for  another 
fouthern  courfe.  To  this  tfnd,  at  five  o’clock,  P.  M. 
we  tacked,  and  hauled  to  the  fouth  ward,  with  a frefh 
gale  at  S.  E.  At  this  time  the  S W.  point  of  the 
ifland  Tierra  del  Efpiritu  Santo,  bore  north  82  deg. 
W.  which  Capt.  Cook  named  Cape  Lilburne.  It 
lies  in  lat.  15  deg.  40  min.  and  in  165  deg.  59  min. 
E.  long.  • 


CHAP.  VII. 

ffcw  Caledonia  difcover ed The  Refolution  is  obliged 

to  depart  from  Caledonia Continues  her  voyage  to 

New  "Zealand -- She  arrives  at  Queen  Charlotte's 

Sound — -An  account  of  incidents  while  the  Jhip  lay 
there. 

* 

ON  the  ill  of  September,  we  were  out  of  fight  of 
land,  and  no  more  was  to  be  feen.  We  conti- 
nued our  courfe  to  the  S.  W.  and  on  the  3d,  found 
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ouFfelves  in  19  deg.  49  min.  and  in' 165  deg.  E. 
long.  On  the  4th  we  difcovered  land,  which  at 
noon  extended  from  S.  S.  E.  to  W.  by  S.  diftant  fix. 
leagues.  At  five  P.  M.  we  were  fix  leagues  off, 
when  we  were  flopped  by  a calm.  At  this  time  the 
laud  extended  from  S.  E-  by  S.  to  W.  by  N.  round 
by  the  S.  W.  but  as  fome  openings  were  feen  in  the 
W.  could  not  determine  whether:  it  was  one  con- 
ne&ed  land , or  a clufter  of  iflands. 

On  the  5th,  we  obferved  the  coaft  extended  to  the 
S.  E.  of  Cape  Colnet,  and  round  by  the  S.  W.  to 
N.  W.  by.  W.  We  bore  down  to  N.  W.  and  came 
before  an  opening  that  had  the  appearance  of  a good 
channel.  We  defired  to  enter  it,  in  order  to  have 
an  opportunity  of  obferving  an  edipfe  of  the  fun. 
We  therefore  fent  out  two  armed  boats  to  found  the 
channel,  and  at  the  fame  time  faw  12  large  failing; 
canoes  near  us.  All  the  morning  we  had  obferved 
them  in  motion,  and  coming  off  from  different  parts; 
but  fome  were  tying  cjn  the  reef,  fifhing  as  \ye  ima- 
gined. When  we  hoifted  out  our  boat,  they  were 
pretty  near  us ; but,  upon  feeing  this,  they  returned, 
and  our  boats  followed  them.  We  now  were  con- 
vinced, that  what  we  had  taken  for  openings  in  the 
coaft  was  low  land,  all  corinetfted,  except  the  weflern 
extremity,  which,  as  we  afterwards  leartit  was  an 
ifiand,  called  Balabea.  The  boats  having  made  a 
fignal  for  a channel,  we  flood  in  with  the ^ip.  The 
olficer  of  the  boats  reported  that  there  was  good  an- 
chorage, and  the  natives  civil  and  obliging.  We  pro- 
ceeded up  the  bay,  and  at  length  anchored  in  five  fa- 
thoms water. 

A great  number  of  the  natives  furrounded  us  be- 
fore we  got  to  anchor,  in  18  canoes,  without  any  fort 
of  weapons,  and  we  prevailed  upon  one  boat  to  come 
near  enough  to  receive  fome  prefents.  In  return, 
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they  tied  two  hfli  to  the  rope,  that  flunk  intolerably. 
An  intercourfe  being  thus  opened  by  mutual  exchan- 
ges, two  of  the  natives  ventured  on  board  the  (hip, 
p relent ly  after  fhe  was  filled  with  them-  Some  dined 
with  us,  but  they  would  not  eat  fait  beef,  pork,  and 
peas  faup. 

After  dinner  time,  a party  of  us  went  afhore  with 
armed  boats,  and  landed  amidft  a great  number  of 
people.  They  exprelfed  a natural  furptife  at  feeing- 
men  and  things  fo  new  to  them  as  we  were.  Prc- 
fents  were  made  to  fuch,  as  a man,  who  had  attached 
himfelfto  Capt.  Cook,  pointed  out;  but  he  would 
not  fuffer  the  captain  to  give  the  women  who  flood 
behind,  any  beads  or  medals.  Having  by  figns  en- 
quired for  frelh  water,  fome  pointed  to  the  eaft, 
others  to  the  weft ; but  our  friend  undertook  to 
condu<ft  us  to  it,  and  for  that  purpofe  embarked 
with  us.  We  rowed  near  three  miles  to  the  E.  and  . 
entered  a narrow  creek  or  river,  which  brought  us 
to  a little  flragling  village,  where  he  fhe  wed  us  frefh 
water.  1 ' 

The  tide  not  permitting  us  to  flay  any  longer  ill 
the  creek,  we  took  leave  of  thefc  amicable  people, 
from  whom  we  had  nothing  to  expert  but  good  na- 
ture, and  the  privilege  of  vifiting'  their  country 
without  moleftation,  as  it  was  cafy  to  fee  thefc  were 
ail  they  could  bellow.  Though  this  did  not  fatisfy 
our  demands,  it  gave  us  much  cafe  and  fatisfaiilion-, 
for  they  certainly  excelled  all  the  natives  we  had  hi- 
therto met  with  in  friendly  civility. 

On  the  lath,  early  in  the  morning,  the  captain 
being  dellrous  of  flocking  the  country  with  hogs  as 
well  as  dogs,  he  took  with  him  a young  boar  and 
fow,  and  went  up  the  creek,  in  fearch  of  his  friend, 
the  chief,  in  order  to  give  them  to  him.  The  na- 
natives  informed  us  that  he  lived  at  fome  diflance,  but 
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they  would  fend  for  him,  but  he  not  coming  as  fooh 
as  we  expe&ed.  Capt.  Cook  refolved  to  give  them 
to  the  firft  man  of  confequence  he  met  with.  In  con- 
sequence of  this  determination!  they  were  offered  to 
a grave  old  man,  who  fhook  his  head,  and  made 
figns  for  us  to  take  them  into  the  boat  again.  Our 
refufing  to  comply,  they  feemed  to  hold  a confulta- 
tion  what  was  to  be  done. 

After  this,  our  guide  conduced  us  to  the  chief, 
and  he  accordingly  lead  us  to  a houfe,  where  eight 
or  ten  middle  aged  perfons  were  feated  in  a circle. 
To  thefe  the  captain  and  his  pigs  were  formally  in- 
troduced. They  defired  the  captain  with  great 
courtefy  to  be  feated,  who  began  to  expatiate  on 
the  merits  of  his  pigs,  explaining  to  them  their  na* 
ture  and  cafe,  and  how  they  would  multiply;  in 
fhort,  he  exchanged  their  value  as  much  as  polhble, 

, that  they  might  take  the  more  care  of  them.  In  re- 
turn for  our  prefent,  we  had  fix  yams  brought  us; 
after  which,  returned  on  board.  In  the  afternoon 
we  made  a trip  to  the  fhore,  and  on  a tree  near  the 
watering-place,  an  infeription  was  cut,  fetting  forth 
the  (hips  name,  date,  8cc.  as  a memorial  and  proof 
that  we  were  the  firft  difeoverers  of  that  country. 

Having  now  fully  fatisfied  our  curiofity,  we  re- 
turned on  board,  when  the  captain  ordered  all  the 
boats  to  be  hoifted  in,  that  we  might  be  ready  to  fail, 
and  put  to  fea. 

The  inhabitants  of  this  country  are  ftrong,  robuft, 
atftive,  friendly,  courteous,  and  not  additfted  to  pil- 
fering, as  all  other  nations  are  in  this  fea.  They 
have  in  general  good  features;  but  in  fome  wefaw 
a refemblance  of  the  negroes;  having  thick  lips, 
flat  nofes,  and  full  cheeks.  Their  hair  and  beards 
are  black.  The  former  is  very  rough  and  frizzled. 
Some  have  their  hair  tied  up  in  clubs,  and  others, 
as  well  as  the  women,  wear  it  cropped  fhort.  They 
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alfo  wear  (heir  beards  cropped  in  the  fame  manner. 
The  woman  in  this  ifland  are  very  chafte,  and  we 
never  heard  that  any  of  our  people  ever  obtained 
the  lead  favour  fiom  any  one  of  them.  Indeed, 
their  Jadies  would  fometimes  divert  themfelves,  by 
going  a little  alide  with  our  gentlemen,  as  if  they 
meant  to  be  kind,  and  then  would  in  a moment  run 
away  laughing  at  them. 

On  .the  13th  of  Sept,  at  fun-rife,  we  weighed,  and 
flood  off  for  the  channel  we  came  in  by.  At  half 
pad  feven  we  were  in  the  middle  of  iL  when  the  i Re 
of  Baiabea  bore  W.  N-  W.  At  noon  we  loft  fight  of 
Balabea,  and  at  three  o’clock  we  run  by  a low  fandy 
ifle.  At  fun-fet,  we  could  juft  fee  the  land,  which 
bore  S.  W.  by  S-  about  ten  leagues  diftant.  No 
land  was  to  be  feen  in  this  diredion ; fo  that  every 
appearance  flattered  our  expedations,  and  induced 
us  to  believe,  that  we  fhould  foon  get  round  the 
fhoals. 

On  the  15th,  feeing  neither  land  nor  breakers,  we 
bore  away  W.  N.  W.  but  the  lhouls  ftill  continuing, 
we  plied  up  fora  clear  fea  10  the  S.  E.  by  doing 
which,  we  did  but  juft  weather  the  point  of  the  reef 
we  had  paffed  the  proceeding  evening.  To  render 
our  fituation  the  more  dangerous,  the  wind  began  to 
fail  us;  in  the  afternoon  it  fell  a calm  ; and  we  were 
left  to  the  mercy  of  a great  fwell,  fetting  diredly  for 
the  reef,  which  was  not  more  than  a league  from  us- 
The  pinnace  and  cutter  were  hoifted  out  to  tow  the 
fhip,  but  they  were  of  little  fervice.  At  feven 
o’clock,  a light  air  at  N-  N.  E.  kept  her  head  to  the 
fea;  arid  on  the  16th,  at  eleven  o’clock  A.  M.  we 
hoifted  in  the  boats,  and  made  fail  to  the  S.  E.  A 
tide  or  current  had  been  in  our  favour  all  night,  and 
was  the  caufe  of  our  getting  fo  unexpeded  ly  clear 
of  the  Ihoals. 
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On  the  20th,  at  noon,  Cape  Colnet  boie  N.  78*. 
deg.  W.  diftant  fix  leagues.  From  hence  the  land 
extended  round  by  the  S.  to  E.  S.  E-  till  it  was  loft 
in  the  horizon,  and  the  country  appeared  variegated  L , , 
with  many  hills  and  vallies.  We  Hood  in  fhore  till 
fun-fet,  when  we  were  about  three  leagues  off.  Two 
fmall  iflots  lay  diftant  from  us  five  miles,  and  others 
lay  between  us  and  the  fhore-  The  country  was 
very  mountainous,  and  had  much  the  afpcift  as 
about  Balade. 

On  Friday  the  30th,  at  three  o’clock,  P-  M-  it  fell 
calm,  the  fwcll,  affifted  by  the  current,  fet  us  faft 
towards  the  breakers,  which  were  yet  in  fight  to  the 
S.  W.  but  at  ten  o'clock  a breeze  fpringing  up,  we 
lteered  £.  S-  E.  not  venturing  farther  fouth  till  day- 
liglu. 

On  the  lft  of  Otftober,  we  had  a very  Itrong  wind 
at  S.  S.  W.  attended  by  a great  fea,  fo  that  we  had 
rcafon  to  rejoice  at  having  got  clear  of  the  ftioals 
before  this  gale  overtook  us.  We  were  now  obliged 
to  ftretch  to  S- E-  and  at  noon  were  out  of  fight  of 
land. 

On  the  2d,  we  had  little  wind,  and  a great  fwell  J 
but  at  eleven,  a frelh  breeze  fpringing  up,  we  flood 
to  the  S-  We  were  now  in  the  lat.  of  23  deg-  18  rain- 
and  in  169  deg.  49  min.  E-  long. 

On  the  3d,  we  had  aflronggaie,  with  fqualls  fiom 
theS.  W.  and  the  captain  laid  afide  all  thoughts  of 
returning  to  the  land  we  had  left.  Nor  could  fuch 
an  attempt  be  thought  a prudent  one,  when  we  con- 
fider,  that  we  had  a vaft  occean  yet  to  explore  to  the 
fouth  ; that  the  Grip  was  already  in  want  of  nccelfaty 
ftores  ; that  fummer  was  approaching  very  faft,  and 
that  any  confiderable  accident  might  detain  us  from 
purfuing  the  great  object  of  this  voyage  anothet 
year.  Thus  ncceffity  compelled  us  to  leave  a coaft, 
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art  he  firft  time,  which  we  had  firft  difeovered,  but 
not  fully  explored.  The  captain  named  it  New  Ca- 
ledonia, and  in  his  opinion,  it  is  next  to  New  Zea- 
land, the  largeft  ifland  in  the  South  Pacific  ocean. 
The  extent  is  from  lat-  igdeg.  37  min.  to  22  deg. 
37  min.  S.  and  from  long.  163  deg.  37  min.  to  167 
deg.  14  min.  E.  It  lies  nearly  N*  W.  half  W. 
and  S.  E.  half  E.  and  is  about  87  leagues  long,  but 
its  breadth  does  not  any  where  exceed  ten  leagues. 

On  the  7th  a breeze  fprung  up,  and  fixed  at  S-  E- 
by  S The  day  following  we  had  a gentle  gale,  at- 
tended with  fine  weather.  On  the  9th  we  weie  in 
lat.  28  deg-  25  min-  and  in  i7odeg.  26  min.  E.  long. 
In  the  evening  Mr.  Cooper  ft  ruck  a porpoife-  It 
was  fix  feet  long,  and  differs  from  the  common  por- 
poife in  the  head  and  jaw,  which  are  long,  and  point 
ed.  This  had.  88  teeth  in  each  jaw.  It  was  firft 
foaked  in  water,  then  roafted,  broiled,  and  fried. 
To  us,  who  had  long  fubiifted  on  fait  meat,  it  was 
more  than  palatable  ; and  we  thought  the  ballet,  and 
lean  flefh,  a delicious  feaft. 

On  the  10th  we  difeovered  land.  Capt-  Cook 
called  it  Norfolk  Ifland.  We  anchored  here  in  22 
fathoms  water,  on  a bank  of  coral  fund,  mixed  with 
broken  (hells.  After  dinner  a party  of  us  embarked 
in  the  boats,  and  landed  in  the  ifland  behind  fomc 
large  Tocks.  It  was  uninhabited,  and  we  were  un- 
doubtedly the  firft  whoever  fet  foot  upon  it.  Wc 
found  here  many  fea  and  land  fowl,  of  the  fame  kind 
as  in  New  Zealand;  likewife  cabbage-palm,  wood- 
forrel,  fow-thiftle,  and  famphirc.  The  cabbage  trees 
were  not  thicker  than  a man’s  leg,  and  from  10  to 
20  feet  high.  The  cabbage,  each  tree  producing 
but  one,  is  at  the  top,  enclofed  in  the  ftem.  This 
vegetable  is  not  only  wholefome,  but  exceedingly 
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palatable  ; and  fome  excellent  fifli  we  caught  made 
a luxurient  entertainment. 

On  the  1 1 tli  we  failed  from  Norfolk  I Hand,  which 
we  weathered,  having  dretched  up  to  S.  S.  W.  We 
found  the  coad  bounded  with  rorky  aids  and  banks 
of  coral  fand.  On  the  fouth  fide  lie  two  ifles,  which 
ferve  as  rootling  and  breeding  places,  for  white  boo- 
bies, gulls,  tern,  8cc.  A bank  of  coral  fand  and 
fhells  furround  the  ille,  and  extends,  efpecially  fouth- 
ward,  feven  leagues  off-  Our  intention  at  this  time 
■was  to  refrefh  the  crew,  and  repair  the  Ihip  in  Queen 
Charlotte's  Sound. 

On  the  18th,  we  made  a trip  to  the  north,  and 
bore  away  for  the  Sound.  We  hauled  round  Point 
Jackfon,  at  nine  A-  M.  and  at  eleven  o’clock  an- 
chored before  Ship  Cove,  the  tide  not  permitting 
us  to  get  in.  Capt.  Cook  went  afhore,  and  looked 
for  the  bottle,  with  the  memorandum  which  he  left 
■when  lad  here,  but  it  was  taken  away  by  fome  per- 
fon  or  other.  The  feine  was  hauled  twice,  and  only 
four  hfh  caught  ; but  feveral  birds  were  (hot,  and 
the  neds  of  fome  Ihags  were  robbed  of  their  young  , 
ones- 

On  the  igth,  the  Ihip  was. warped  into  the  cove, 
and  moored.  The  fails  were  unbent,  feveral  of  them 
having  been  much  damaged  in  the  late  gale.  The 
main  and  fore  courfes  were  condemned,  and  the  top- 
mads  druck  and  unrigged.  The  forge  was  fet  up, 
and  tents  eretded  on  diore  for  the  reception  of  a 
guard,  See.  Plenty  of  vegetables  were  gathered  for 
the  refrefhmcnt  of  the  crew-,  and  boiled  every  morn- 
ing with  oatmeal  and  portable  broth  for  breakfafl- 
From  fome  circuipftances,  as  cutting  down  trees  with 
faws  and  axes,  and  a place  found  where  an  obfer- 
vatory  had  been  fet  up  in  our  abfence,  we  had  no 
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doubt  but  tbc  Adventure  had  been  in  this  cove  fince 
we  left  it. 

On  the  24th,  we  faw  canoes  coming  down  the 
Sound,  which,  when  the  fhip  was  feen  by  the  people, 
retired  behind  a point  on  the  welt-fidc.  After  break- 
fafl  we  went  in  fearch  of  them,  and  having  fired  at 
feveral  birds,  the  report  of  out  pieces  gave  notice  of 
our  being  near,  and  they  difeovered  themfelyes  by 
hallooing  to  us  in  Shag  Cove  ; but  when  we  landed, 
and  drew  near  to  their  habitations,  they  all  fled, 
except  two  or  three  men,  who  maintained  their  ground 
with  their  weapons  in  their  hands.  The  moment  we 
landed  they  knew  us,  and  their  fears  fublided. 
Thofe  who  had  returned  from  the  woods,  embraced 
us  over  and  over  again  ; but  the  men  would  not  fuf- 
fer  fome  women,  we  faw  at  a diflance,  to  come  near  us. 
We  afked  them  on  what  Recount  they  wereafiaidof 
us,  and  alfo  what  was  become  of  our  old  friends? 
To  thefe  quefiions  we  got  no  fatisfa$ory  anfwer: 
but  they  talked  much  about  killing,  which  was  vari- 
oufiy  underftood  by  us. 

On  the  26th,  fome  of  the  natives  went  to  the  tents, 
and  told  our  people,  that  a fhip  like  ours  had  lately 
been  loft,  that  fome  of  the  men  landed  at  Vanna 
Aroa,  on  the  other  fide  the  Hrait : that  a difpute  hap- 
pened between  them  and  the  natives ; that  feveral  of 
the  latter  were  fliot;  and  that  the  natives  got  the 
better  of  them  when  they  could  fire  no  longer,  an4 
both  killed  and  ate  them.  One  of  the  relaters  of 
this  Grange  Gory,  faid  it  was  20  or  30  days  ago  ; but 
another  faid  it  was  two  moons  fince. 

The  following  day  they  told  the  fame  Gory  to 
others,  which  made  the  captain,  and  indeed  all  of  us, 
very  uneafy  about  the  Adventure,  but  when  the 
daptain  enquired  himfelf,  and  endeavoured  to  come 
at  the  truth  of  thefe  reports,  the  very  people  who 
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raifed  them,  denied  every  fyllable  of  what  they  had 
faid,  a^d  feemed  wholly  ignorant  of  the  matter  ; fo 
that  we  began  to  think  the  vvholerelation  had  reference 
only  to  their  own  people  and  boats 

On  the  28th,  we  again  went  on  fliore,  hut  found 
no  appearance  of  the  hogs  and  fowls  we  had  icfi  behind. 
Having  been  a fhooting  to  the  well-bay,  in  our  re- 
turn we  got  fome  fifh  from  the  natives  for  a few  tri- 
fling prefents.  As  we  cameback,  fome  of  the  party 
thought  they  heard  a pig  fqueak  in  the  woods.  We 
fhot  this  day  a good  many  wild  fowl  and  fmall 
birds.  On  the  31ft,  it  was  fome  what  remarkable 
that  all  the  native*  left  us. 

On  the  ill  of  Nov.  we  were  vifited  by  a number 
offtrangers,  who  came  from  up  the  found.  The 
principal  articles  of  trade  they  brought  with  them 
was  green  ftone,  fome  of  which  Were  the  largeft 
pieces  we  had  ever  feen.  On  the  2d  a large  black 
low  was  feen  by  the  botanizing  party,  which  we  dif- 
covered  to  be  the  fame  that  Capt.  Furneaux  left  be- 
hind him.  Suppofing  it  to  be  a boar,  we  carried 
over  to  Long  Illand  a Tow,  feeing  our  miftake,  we 
brought  her  back.  This  incident  allorded  us  fome 
hopes,  that  this idand  in  time  will  be  (locked  with 
fuch  ufeful  animals.  Lieut.  Picket fgill  was  told  the 
fame  Ilory  by  one  of  the  natives,  of  a fhip  having 
been  loft,  but  the  men  declared,  though  many  were 
killed,  it  was  not  by  them. 

On  the  6th,  our  friends  returned,  and  took  up 
their  aboad  near  the  tents.  An  old  man  named 
Pedero,  made  Capt.  Cook  a prefent  of  a ftaff  of  ho- 
nour, fuch  as  the  chiefs  carry  ; and  in  return,  the 
captain  drefted  him  up  in  a fine  of  old  clothes, 
which  made  him  very  happy.  He  had  a fine  perfon, 
and  his  colour  only  diftinguiihed  him  from  an  Eu- 
ropean. We  enquired  of  him  and  his  companions, 

if

if  ihe  Adventure  had  been  there  during  our  abfencc; 
and  they  gave  us  to  unaeiftand  that  fhe  arrived  a 
little  time  after  our  departure  ; that  <he  ftaid  about 
twenty  days,  and  had  been  gone  ten  moons  ; and  that 
neither  fhe,  nor  any  other  Ihip,  had  been  branded  ou 
the  coaft.  This  account  made  us  eafy  lefpedting  the 
Adventure. 

This  day  we  went  with  a number  of  hands  to  catch 
the  fow,  and  put  her  to  the  boar,  but  returned  with- 
out feeing  her.  Pedero  dined  with  us,  partook  hear- 
tily of  every  thing  fet  before  him,  and  drank  more 
wine  than  auy  one  at  table,  without  being  in 
the  leaft  intoxicated.  On  the  8th,  we  puta  boar,  a fow 
and  two  pigs  on  Ihore,  fo  that  we  hope,  all  our  endea- 
vouis  to  llock  this  country  will  not  prove  fiuitlefs- 
We  found  a hen’s  egg  a few  days  ago,  and  there- 
fore believe,  that  fome  of  the  cocks  and  liens  we  left 
here  arc  hill  in  being. 

On  the  gth,  we  unmoored,  and  fhifted  our  Ration 
farther  out  the  cove,  for  the  more  ready  getting  to  fea  ; 
but  at  prefent,  the  caulkers  had  not  finiihed  the  fides 
of  the  fhip  ; and  we  could  not  fail  till  this  work  was 
compleated.  Our  friends  brought  us  a large  i'upply 
offiih,  and  in  return,  gave  Pedero  a large  empty  oil 
jar,  with  which  he  feemed  highly  delighted.  We 
never  fawanyofour  prefents  after  they  received  them, 
and  cannot  fay  whether  they  gave  them  away,  or  what 
they  did  with  them  ; but  we  obferved,  every  time  we 
vifited  them,  they  were  as  much  in. want  of  hatchets, 
nails,  8«c.  as  if  we  had  not  bellowed  any  upon  them. 
Notwithftanding  tliefe  people  are  cannibles,  they  are 
of  a good  difpofition,  and  have  not  a little  huma- 
nity. The  head  of  each  tribe,  or  family,  is  refpeci- 
ed  ; refped  may  command  obedience  ; but  we  are 
inclined  to  think,  not  one  among  them  has  cither 
a right  or  power  to  enforce  it. 
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In  the  afternoon  we  went  into  one  of  the  coves  ; 
where,  upon  landing,  found  two  families  employed  in 
different  manners  : fome  were  making  mats,  others 
Beeping  ; fome  roafting  fifli  and  roots  ; and  one  girl 
was  employed  in  heating  ftones,  which  the  took  out 
of  the  lire  as  foon  as  they  were  hot,  and  gave  them  to 
an  old  woman  who  fat  in  the  hut.  The  old  woman 
placed  them  one  upon  another,  laid  over  them  fome 
green  celery,  and  over  all  a courfe  mat  : lhe  then 
fquatted  herfelf  down  on  the  top  of  the  heap,  and  fat 
very  clofe.  Probably  this  operation  might  be  intend- 
ed as  a cure  for  fome  diforder,  to  be  ellefted  by  the 
Iteams  ariOng  from  the  green  celery,  and  we  perceiv- 
ed the  woman  feerned  very  lickly. 


CHAP.  VIII.

live  account  of  the  fame. 

THURSDAY,  Nov.  io,at  day  break,  we  weigh- 
ed and  failed  from  Queen  Charlotte’s  Sound, 
in  New  Zealand,  having  a line  breeze  at  N-  N-  W« 
All  our  fails  being  fet,  we  got  round  the  Two  Bro- 
thers, and  ftretched  for  Cape  Campbell,  at  theS.  W- 
entrance  of  the  Strait.  We  palled  this  at  four  o’clock 
P.  M-  Cape  Pallifer  boar  N.  halfW.  diftant  live 
leagues,  and  then  fleered  S-  S.  E.  halfE. 
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On  the  13th,  we  hauled  up  towards  a fog  bank, 
Which  we  took  for  land  ; after  which  we  fleered  S-  E. 
by  S.  and  faw  a feal.  On  14th,  we  faw  another 
feal,  in  lat.  45  deg.  54  min.  and  1 70  deg.  39  min-  E. 
lung.  On  the  1 5th,  having  palfed  the  great  meridian 
of  180  deg.  E .which  divides  the  globe  into  two  equal 
part,  we  began  to  reckon  our  longitude  W»  of 
Greenwich. 

On  the  37th,  wc  fleered  E.  having  a fleady  freflx 
gale  ; and  at  noon  were  in  lat.  35  deg.  6 min.  S.  and 
in  138  deg.  36  min.  W.  long.  In  this  parallel,  not 
a hope  remained  of  finding  any  more  land  in  the 
fouthern  Pacific  Ocean.  We  refolved,  therefore,  to 
fleer  for  the  W.  entrance  of  the  Straits  of  Maghellan, 
with  a view  of  coafting  the  S.  fide  of  Terra  del  Fyego, 
round  Cape  Horn  to  the  Strait  Le  Maire.  In  the 
afternoon  we  had  fqually  weather,  carried  away  our 
top-gallant  mad. 

On  the  lft  of  December,  it  fell  a calm,  but  abour 
feven,  we  got  a wind  at  S.  E.  which  flood  to  N.  E- 
On  th  5th,  a fine  gale  at  S-  enabled  as  to  fleer  E. 
with  very  little  deviation  to  the  N.  and  the  wind  now 
altering  to  S.  W.  and  blowing  a fleady  gale,  we  con- 
tinued to  fleer  E.  inclining  a little  to  S.  On  the  6th, 
we  had  fome  fnow  fhowers  ; and  on  the  gth,  a fine 
pleafant  gale,  with  (bowers  of  rain. 

On  the  1 8th,  we  fleered  S.  E.  by  E-  along  thecoaft. 
Near  a league  from  the  main  is  a high  ragged  ifle, 
which  we  called  Landfall.  We  continued  to  range 
the  coaft,  and  at  eleven  o’clock,  paffed  a projecting 
point  having  a round  furface,  and  of  confiderablc 
height,  to  which  we  gave  the  name  of  Cape  Glou- 
cefter.  It  has  the  appearance  of  an  ifland,  and  is 
fituated  S.  S.  E.  half  E.  17  leagues  from  the  ifle  of 
Landfall.  Between  thefe  the  coaft  forms  two  bays, 
flrewed  with  rocky  iflots,  rocks,  and  breakers.  The 
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coaft  appeared  unconnected,  as  if  formed  of  a num- 
ber of  illands.  The  land  is  very  mountainous,  rocky, 
and  barren,  but  in  fome  places,  covered  with  tufts  of 
wood  and  patches  of  fnow 

On  the  aoth  we  perceived  the  fhip  to  drive  off 
the  fhoreout  to  fea  ; for,  by  the  melting  of  the  fnow, 
the  inland  waters  will  occafion  a ftream  to  run  out 
of  molt  of  the  inlets.  In  the  evening  a breeze  fpring- 
ingupat  E.  by  S.  we  flood  in  for  the  land,  being 
defirous  of  entring  one  of  the  many  ports,  in  order 
to  take  a view  of  the  country,  and  to  recruit  our 
flock  of  wood  and  water.  In  (landing  in  for  an 
opening,  appearently  on  theeaft-fide,  we  founded  in 
40  and  60  fathoms.  Our  iaft  foundings  were  nearly 
between  the  two  pints  that  form  the  entrance  to  the 
inlet.  We  flood  for  that  to  the  eaft,  as  being  clear 
of  iflots  ; but  upon  founding,  found  no  bottom,  with 
a line  of  iso  fathoms.  In  this  difagreeable  fltuation 
a breeze  fpringing  up,  our  captain  refolved  to  fland 
up  the  inlet  ; but  night  approaching,  our  fafty  de- 
pended on  calling  anchor,  therefore  continued  found- 
ing, but  always,  to  our  mortification,  in  an  unfa- 
thomable depth  : foon  after  we  anchored  in  30  fa* 
thomes,  in  a bottom  of  fand  and  broken  ihells. 

On  the  ssd,  two  parties  were  fent  out  with  boats  to' 
look  for  a more  fecure  llation.  They  found  a 
cove  about  the  point  under  which  the  fhip  lay,  in 
which  was  exceeding  good  anchorage.  At  the  head 
of  it  was  a ftony  beach,  a valley  covered  with  wood, 
and  a ftream  of  frelh  water,  conveniencies  more 
favourable  than  we  could  expe<fl  would  be  found  in 
fuch  a place.  Here  alfo  they  fhot  three  geefe  out 
of  four.  Orders  were  difpatched  to  remove  the 
ihip  into  this  place.  We  returned  on  board,  am! 
found  every  thing  in  readinefs  to  weigh,  which  was 

done. 
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done.  We  foon  after  got  round,  and  anchored  in  so 
fathoms  Water. 

On  the  23d,  Lieut.  Pickerfgill  went  out  to  exa- 
mine the  eaft-fide  of  the  found,  while  the  captain 
proceeded  in  the  pennace.  to  the  weft-fide,  with  a 
view  of  going  round  the  ifland  under  which  the  fhip 
lay,  which  he  called  Shag  Ifland.  This  harbour  lies 
in  W.  by  W.  a mile  and  an  half.  It  has  wood  and 
frefh  water,  and  from  is  to  54  fathoms  deep.  At 
the  fouth-end  of  Shag  Ifland,  the  fhags  breed  in  vaft 
numbers,  in  the  cliflfs  of  the  rocks.  We  Ihot  fomc 
of  the  old  ones,  but  could  not  come  at  the  young 
ones,  which  are  by  much  the  beft  eating.  We  like- 
wife  brought  down  three  wild  geefe,  a valuable  ac- 
quiGtion  at  this  time. 

On  the  24th,  two  fporting  parties  went  over,  one  of 
the  N.  E.  of  the  ifland  above-mentioned,  which  was 
named  Goofe  Ifland  ; and  the  other,  accompanied  by 
Capt.  Cook,  went  by  the  S.  W.  fide.  When  un- 
der the  ifland  we  had  plenty  of  fport,  having  fliot  as 
many  geefe  as  ferved  fora  Chriftmas-mealforour  men, 
which  proved  much  more  agreeable  to  them  than 
fait  beef  and  pork.  In  the  fouth  of  the  ifland  were 
abundance  of  geefe,  it  being  their  moulting  feafon, 
when  mol)  of  them  come  on  lhore,  and  are  not  dif- 
pofed  to  fly.  Our  party  got  *6,  and  Mr.  Pickerf- 
gill,  with  his  party  14- 

We  were  informed  by  our  people  on  board,  that 
a number  of  natives,  in  nine  canoes,  had  been  along- 
lide,  and  fome  of  them  in  the  Ihip  ; they  feemed  well 
acquainted  with  Europeans,  and  had  fcveral  of  their 
knives  among  them. 

On  the  25th,  being  Chriflmas.day,  we  had  another 
vifit  from  them.  They  are  a diminutive,  ugly,  half- 
flarved,  beardlefs  race  ; almoft  naked,  being  only 
(lightly  covered  with  a feal-fkin,  or  two  joined  toge- 
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their,  fo  as  to  make  a cloak,  which  reached  to  their 
knees  ; but  the  greateft  part  of  them  had  but  one 
Ikin,  which  fcarcely  covered  their  fhoulders,  and  all 
their  lower  parts  were  quite  naked.  The  women  are 
clothed  no  better  than  the  men,  except  that  they 
cover  their  nakednefs  with  a feal-fkin  flap.  They 
are  inured  from  their  infancy  to  cold  and  hardfhips, 
for  we  faw  fome  young  children  at  the  bread , entirely 
naked.  They  remained  all  the  time  in  their  canoes, 
having  their  bows  and  arrows  with  them,  and  har- 
poons, made  of  bone,  with  which  they  flrikeand 
kill  hlh. 

They  all  departed  before  dinner,  nor  did  we  believe 
anyone  invited  them  to  partake  of  our  Chridmas 
cheer,  which  confided  of  geefe,  roadand  boiled,  goofe- 
pye,  8cc.  a treat  little  known  to  us  ; and  which  was  , 
heightened  by  Madeira  wine,  the  only  article  ofour 
provifions  that  was  mended  by  keeping.  We  called 
this  place  Chridmas  Sound,  in  honour  of  the  day, 
and  the  joyful  fedival  we  had  celebrated  here. 

On  the  27th,  everything  on  Ihore  was  ordered  on 
board.  The  weather  being-fine  and  pleafent,  a party 
of  us  went  round  by  the  fouth-fide  of  Goofe-ifiand, 
and  picked  up  31  of  thefe  birds.  When  we  returned 
on  board,  we  found  all  the  work  done,  and  the  launch 
in,  fo  that  we  now  only  waited  for  a fair  wind  to  put 
to  fea. 

On  the  sSth,  we  failed  from  this  found,  with  a 
light  breeze  at  N.  W.  At  noon  Point  Nativity,  be- 
ing ead  part  of  the  found,  bore  N.  half  W.  dif- 
tant  one  league  and  a half.  We  deered  S.  E.  by  E. 
and  E.  S.  E.  when  we  hauled  to  the  S.  for  the  fake 
of  a view  of  St.  Idenfonfo.  At  half  pad  five  o’clock, 
we  had  a good  fight  of  the  ides.  They  are  fituated 
about  fix  leagues  from  the  main,  in  lat.  55  deg.  53 
min.  S-  and  in  69  deg.  41  min.  W.  long. 
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On  the  30th,  we  were  driven  by  the  current  to 
Staten  land  ; but  a breeze  fpringing  up  at  N.  N.  W*' 
we  flood  over  for  Succefs  Bay.  We  lioiflcd  our 
colours,  and  firing  two  guns,  we  perceived  a fmoke 
rife  out  of  the  wood*,  made  by  the  natives  above 
the  fouth  point  of  the  bay.  A party  was  fent  into 
Succefs  Bay,  in  order  to  difcover  if  any  traces  of 
the  Adventure  were  to  be  feen  there  : but  they  re- 
turned without  having  found  any. 

When  Mr.  Pickerfgill  landed,  the  natives  received 
him  and  his  alfociates  with  great  courtefy.  They 
were  clothed  in  feal-fkins,  had  bracelets  on  their 
arms,  and  appeared  to  be  the  fame  kind  of  people 
we  had  feen  in  Chriflmas  Sound.  The  bracelets  were 
made  of  filver  wire,  wrought  fomewhat  like  the  hilt 
of  a fword,  and,  no  doubt,  the  workmanlhip  of  an 
European.  According  to  Mr.  Pickerfgill 's  account, 
the  bay  was  full  of  whales  and  feals,  and  we  had 
obferved  the  fame  in  the  ftrait,  particularly  on  the 
Terra  del  Fuego  fide,  where  the  whales  are  exceed- 
ing numerous. 

On  the  31ft,  we  bore  up  for  the  eaft  end  of  Staten 
Land.  The  weather  being  hazy,  who  could  only 
now  and  then  get  fight  of  the  coaft  ; but  as  we  ad- 
vanced to  the  eaft,  feveral  iflands  were  feen  of  un- 
equal extent.  As  we  continued  our  courfe,  we  faw 
on  one  of  the  iflands  a great  number  of  feals  and 
birds,  a ftrong  temptation  to  our  people  who  were 
in  want  of  frefh  provifions ; and  in  hauling  round  it, 
we  had  a ftrong  race  of  a currant,  like  unbroken 
water.  At  length,  after  fiftiing  for  the  beft  ground’, 
eaft  anchor  in  21  fathoms  water,  about  a mile  from 
the  ifland. 

• In  the  afternoon,  a large  party  of  us  landed,  fome 
ro  kill  feals,  and  others  birds  or  filh.  The  illand 
was  fo  flocked  with  the  former,  which  made  fuch  a 
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continual  bleating,  that  we  might  have  thought  our- 
felves  in  EfFex,  or  any  other  country  where  cows 
and  calves  are  in  abundance.  Upon  examination, 
we  found  thefe  animals  different  from  feals,  though 
they  refemble  them  in  lhape  and  motion.  The 
male  having  a great  likenefs  to  a lion,  we  called 
them  on  that  account  lions.  We  alfo  found  of  the 
fame  kind  as  the  New  Zealand  feals,  and  thefe  we 
named  fea  bears.  We  (hot  fome  of  the  large  ones, 
not  thinking  it  fafe  to  go  near  them  ; thought  in  ge- 
' neral,  they  were  fo  tame,  that  we  knocked  fome 
down  with  our  fticks.  Here  were  a few  geefe  and 
ducks,  and  abundance  of  penguins  and  fhags ; the  lat- 
ter of  which  had  young  ones,  almoft  fledged,  con- 
fequently  jnft  to  our  tafte.  In  the  evening  our  party 
returned,  fulficiently  laden  with  provifions  of  various 
forts. 

On  the  tft  of  Jan-  1775.  Mr.  Gilbert  was  fent 
out  to  Staten  Land,  in  fearch  of  a good  harbour, 
nothing  more  being  wanting,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
captain,  to  make  this  place  a good  port  for  (hips  to 
touch  at  for  refrelhments.  Another  party  went  to 
bring  cn  board  the  beaffs  we  had  killed  the  preced- 
ing day.  The  old  lions  and  bears,  were  good  for  no- 
thing but  their  blubber,  of  which  we  made  oil ; but 
the  fledi  of  the  young  ones  we  liked  very  well ; even 
the  flefti  of  the  old  lioneffes  was  not  much  amifs; 
but  that  of  the  old  males  was  abominable. 

This  day  Capt.  Cook  took  an  obfervation  of  the 
fun’s  meridian  altitude  (his  height  at  noon)  at  the  N. 
E.  end  of  this  ifland,  which  determined  its  latitude 
at  44  deg,  40-  min.  5 fee.  S-  Having  (hot  a few 
geefe,  fome  other  birds,  and  fupplied  ourfelves 
plentifully  with  young  (hags,  returned  on  board  ii» 
the  evening. 
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About  ten  the  party  returned  from  Staten  Land, 
where  they  found  a good  port,  in  the  diietftion  ofN. 
a little  eafterly,  from  the  N.  E.  end  of  the  eaftern 
ifland,  and  diftant  three  leagues  to  the  weflward  of 
Cape  St.  John.  The  marks  whereby  it  may  be 
known,  are  fome  fmall  iflands  lying  in  the  entrance. 
The  channel,  which  is  on  the  eaft-fide  of  thefe 
iflands,  is  half  a mile  broad.  The  Courfe  is  in  S.  W. 
by  S.  turning  gradually  to  W*  by  S.  and  W.  The 
harbour  is  almoft  two  miles  long,  and  near  one 
broad.  The  bottom  is  a mixture  of  mud  and  fand, 
and  has  in  it  from  10  to  50  fathoms  water.  Here 
are  fcveral  ftreams  of  frefh  water,  with  good  wood  for 
fuel. 

On  this  ifland  are  an  innumerable  number  of  fea- 
gulis,  the  air  was  quite  darkened  with  them,  upon 
being  diflurbed  by  our  people;  and  when  they  rofe 
up,  we  wejfe  almoft  fuftocated  with  their  dung, 
which  they  feemed  to  emit  by  way  of  defence  ; and 
it  ftunk  worfc  than  what  is  vulgarly  called  devil's 
dung. 

On  the  3d,  we  weighed,  and  flood  for  Cape  St* 
John,  which  in  the  evening,  bore  N.  by  E.  diftant 
four  miles.  This  point  being  the  eaftern  point  of 
Staten  Land,  is  a rock  of  confiderable  height, 
fituated  in  lat.  53  deg.  46  min.  S.  and  in  64  deg. 
7 min.  W.  long,  having  a rocky  illot  lying  dole 
under  the  north  point  of  it.  To  the  weftward  of  the 
cape  is  an  inlet,  which  feemed  to  communicate  with 
the  fea  to  the  fouth  ; and  between  this  and  the  cape 
is  a bay.  Having  doubled  the  cape,  we  hauled  up 
along  the  fouth  coaft.  At  noon  cape  St.  John  bore 
N.  20  deg.  E.  diftant  about  three  leagues ; cape  St. 
Bartholomew,  or  the  S.  W.  point  of  Staten  Land, 
S.  83  deg.  W.  two  high  detached  rocks  N.  80  deg. 
W.  By  obfervation  our  lat.  was  found  to  be  54  deg. 
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56  min.  S.  We  now  judged  this  land  to  have  beeu 
fufficiently  explored  ; but  before  we  leave  it,  think, 
it  neceflary  to  make  a few  obfervations  on  this  and 
its  neighbouring  iilands- 

The  S.  W.  coaft  of  Terra  del  Fuego,  with  refpect 
to  inlets  and  iflands,  may  be  compared  to  the  coaft 
of  Norway  ; for  we  believe  within  the  extent  of  three 
leagues  there  is  an  inlet  or  harbour,  which  will  re- 
ceive and  Iheltcr  the  Hrft  rate  ihips  ; but,  till  thefe 
are  better  known,  every  navigator  muft  fifh  for  an- 
chorage : and  to  this,  there  are  fcveral  rocks  on  the 
coaft:  though,  as  none  lie  far  from  land,  the  ap- 
proach of  them  may  be  known  by  founding,  if  they 
cannot  be  feen  ; fo  that,  upon  the  whole,  we  can- 
not think  this  the  dangerous  coaft  it  has  been  repre- 
fented  by  other  voyagers. 

Staten  Land  is  30  miles  in  length,  and  near  12 
broad.  Its  furface  confifts  of  craggy  hills,  touring 
up  to  a vaft  height,  efpecially  near  the  weft  end,  and 
the  coaft  is  rocky.  The  greateft  part  of  the  hills, 
their  fummits  excepted,  is  covered  with  trees,  Ihrubs, 
and  herbage.  We  cannot  fay  any  thing,  that  navi- 
gators may  depand  on,  concerning  the  tides  and  cur- 
rents on  thefe  coafts ; but  we  obferved,  that  in  Strait 
Le  Maire,  the  foutherly  tide,  or  current,  begins  to 
aft  at  the  new  and  full  moon  about  four  o’clock.  It 
may  alfo  be  of  ufe  to  commanders  to  remarke,  that  if 
bound  round  Cape  Horn  to  the  W.  and  not  in  want 
of  any  thing  to  oblige  them  to  put  into  port,  we 
would  advife  them  not  to  come  near  land ; as  by 
keeping  out  to  fea,  they  would  avoid  the  currents, 
which,  we  arc  convinced,  lofe  their  force  i 9 leagues 
from  land  ; and  at  a greater  diftance  they  would  find 
none  to  impede  their  courfe. 

All  the  animals  of  this  idand  live  in  perfeft  har- 
mony, and  feem  careful  not  to  difturb  each  other's 
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tranquillity.  The  fea  lions  poffefs  moft  of  the  coaft  I 
the  beais  take  up  their  quarters  within  the  ifie ; the 
ihags  lodge  in  the  highelt  cliffs ; the  penguins  have 
their  feparate  abode,  where  there  is  the  moft  eafy 
communication  to  and  from  the  fea;  and  the  other 
birds  have  their  places  of  retirement:  yet  we  have 
obferved  them  all,  with  mutual  reconcilement,  mix 
together,  likedomeftic  cattle  and  poultry  in  a farm 
yard;  nay,  we  have  feen  the  eagles  and  vultures  fit- 
ting together  among  the  lhags,  on  their  hillocks^ 
without  the  latter,  either  young  or  old,  being  dif- 
turbed  at  their  prefence. 

We  left  Staten  Ifland  on  the  3d,  and  this  day  be- 
ing the  4th,  we  faw  the  land  again  ; and  at  fix  o’clock 
in  the  afternoon,  a heavy  fquall  came  fo  fuddenly 
upon  us,  that  it  carried  away  a top-gallant  maft,  a 
ftudding-fail  boom,  and  a fore  ftudding-fail.  This 
ended  in  a heavy  ftiowef  of  rain;  and  now  fteered 
S.  W.  in  order  to  difeover  the  gulph  of  Sebaftian, 
if  fuch  a coaft  exifted,  in  which  that  gulph  has  been 
xeprefented,  for  of  this  we  entertained  a doubt  ; 
however,  this  appeared  to  be  the  beft  courfe  to  clear 
it  up,  and  to  explore  the  fouthern  part  of  this 
ocean. 

On  the  6th,  we  were  in  lat.  58  deg.  9 min.  S.  and 
53  deg.  14  min.  \V.  the  fituation  nearly  affigned  for 
the  S.  W.  point  of  the  gulph  of  St.  Sebaftian  ; but 
feeing  no  figns  of  land,  were  flill  doubtful  of  its  ex- 
iftence;  and  being  alfo  fearful,  that  by  keeping  to 
the  S.  might  mifs  the  land,  fa  id  to  be  difcoVered  by 
La  Roche  in  1675,  and  by  the  fiiip  Lion,  in  1736  ; 
forthefe  reafons  we  hauled  to  the  N.  in  order  to  get 
in  to  the  parallel  laid  down  by  Dalrymple  as  focn  as 
poflible.  On  the  7th,  we  were  near  midnight  in  the 
lat-  of  56  deg.  4.  min-  S.  long.  53  deg.  36  min.  W. 
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On  the  13th,  we  flood  to  the  S.  till  noon,  when 
finding  ourfelves  in  lat.  55  deg.  7 min.  we  ftietched  . 
to  the  N-  We  faw  feveral  penguins,  and  a fnow  pe- 
terel,  which  we  judged  to  denote  the  vicinity  of  ice. 
We  found  alfo  the  air  much  colder  than  we  had  felt 
it  fince  we  left  New  Zealand.  On  the  14th,  we  dif- 
covered  land,  in  a manner  wholly  covered  with 
fnow.  We  founded  in  175  fathoms,  muddy  bot- 
tom. On  the  15th  the  wind  blew  in  fqualls,  attend- 
ed with  fnow  and  fleet,  and  we  had  a great  fea  to 
encounter.  At  four  we  flood  to  the  S.  W.  under 
two  courfes ; but  at  midnight  the  ftorm  abated,  fo 
that  we  could  carry  our  top-fails  double  reefed. 

Onthe  16th,  atfour  o'clock  A.  M.  we  flood  to 
the  E.  with  a moderate  breeze,  and  at  eight  faw  the 
land  extending  from  E.  by  N.  to  N.  E.  by  N.  It 
proved  to  be  an  illand,  and  we  called  it  Wallis’s 
ifland,  from  the  name  of  the  perfon  who  firft  dif- 
covered  it  from  the  maft-head.  We  bore  to  it  with  a 
view  of  exploring  the  nothern  coaft  ; and  as  we  ad- 
vanced, perceived  another  ifle  to  the  north,  between 
that  and  the  main.  Obferving  a clear  paflage  be- 
tween both,  we  fleered  for  the  fame,  and  in  the  mid- 
way found  it  to  be  two  miles  broad.  Willis's  Ifle  is 
in  the  lat.  of  54  deg.  S.  and  in  38  deg.  23  min.  W. 
long. 

Onthe  17th,  having  got  through  the  paflage,  we 
obferved  the  north  coaft  trended  E.  by  N.  for  about 
three  leagues.  We  ranged  the  coaft  till  near  night, 
at  one  league  diftance,  when,  on  founding,  we  found 
fifty  fathoms,  and  a muddy  bottom.  On  the  17th, 
we  made  for  the  land.  We  now  fleered  along  fhore 
till  feven,  when  feeing  the  appearance  of  an  inlet, 
we  hauled  in  for  it.  The  captain,  accompanied  by 
Mr.  Forfter  and  others,  went  off  in  a boat,  to  recon- 
noitre the  bay  before  we  ventured  in  with  the  flop. 
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They  landed  in  three  different  places,  difplaytd  our 
colouis,  and  took,  poffeffion  of  the  country  in  his 
Majcfty’s  name.  The  head  of  the  bay  was  termina- 
ted by  ice-cliffs,  of  conliderable  height ; pieces  of  which 
were  continually  breaking  off,  and  made  a noife 
like  a cannon.  Nor  were  the  interior  parts  of  the 
country  lefs  horrible.  The  favage  rocks  raifed  their 
lofty  fummits  till  loft  in  the  clouds,  and  vallies  were 
covered  with  feemingly  perpetual  fnow-  Not  a tree, 
nor  a fhrub  of  any  fize  were  to  be  feen.  The  only 
figns  of  vegetations  were  a ftrong  bladed  grafs,  grow- 
ing in  tufts,  wild  burnet,  and  a plant  like  mofs  feen  on 
the  rocks.  Sea  bears,  or  feals,  were  numerous  ; 
the  fhores  fwarmed  with  young  cubs.  Here  were  alfo 
the  largeft  penguins  we  had  yet  feen.  Some  we  brought 
aboard  weighed  thirty  pounds. 

When  the  party  returned  aboard,  they  brought 
with  them  a quantity1  of  feals  and  penguins  ; not  that 
we  wanted  provifions,  but  any  kind  of  frefh  meat 
was  acceptable  to  the  crew  ; and  even  Capt.  Cook 
acknowledged,  that  he  was  now,  for  the  Arft  time, 
heartily  tired  of  fait  diet  of  every  kind;  and  that, 
though  the  flefh  of  penguins  could  fcarcely  be  com- 
pared to  bullocks  liver,  yet  its  being  frefh  was  fuffr- 
cient  to  make  it  palatable.  The  captain  named  the 
bay  he  furveyed,  PoifefTion  Bay  ; though,  according 
to  his  account  of  it,  we  think  it  to  be  no  appendage  to 
hisMajefty's  new  polfeffions- 

On  the  r 8th,  we  made  fail  to  the  eaft,  along  the 
coaft ; the  direction  of  which  from  Cape  Buller,  is 
73  deg.  30  min-  E.  for  the  fpace  of  twelve  leagues, 
to  a projecting  point,  which  was  named  Cape  Saun- 
ders. Beyond  this  is  a pretty  large  bay,  which  ob- 
tained the  name  of  Cumberland  Bay.  At  the  bot- 
tom of  this,  as  alfo  in  fome  fmaller  ones,  were  vaft 
tracts  of  frozen  ice  or  fnow,  not  yet  broken  Jofe. 
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But  now  juft  paft  Cumberland  Bay,  we  hauled  off 
the  coaft,  from  whence  we  were  diftant  four  miles. 

On  the  20th,  we  made  fail  to  the  S.  W.  round 
Cooper’s  ifland,  which  is  one  rock  confidcrably  high, 
about  five  miles  in  circuit,  and  one  diftant  from  the 
main.  Here  the  main  coaft  takes  a S.  W.  direction 
for  five  leagues,  to  a point  which  we  called  Cape 
Difappointment,  off  which  are  three  fmall  ides. 
The  moft  fouthern  one  is  a league  from  the  Cape, 
green,  low,  and  flat.  We  now  quitted  this  coaft, 
and  dirc&ed  our  courfe  to  the  S.  S.  E.  for  the  land 
wc  had  feen  the  proceeding  day.  A ftrong  gale  over- 
took us,  and  wc  thought  ourfelves  very  fortunate  in 
having  got  clear  of  the  land  before  this  came  on. 

On  the  2 1 ft , the  ftorm  was  fucceeded  by  a thick 
fog,  attended  with  rain  ; but  having  got  a fouthcrly 
breeze,  wc  flood  to  the  eaft  t^ll  three  in  the  after- 
noon ; and  then  fleered  north  in  fearch  of  the  land. 
On  the  2 2d,  we  had  thick  foggy  weather:  but  in  the 
evening  it  was  fo  clear  that  we  could  fee  two  leagues 
round  us,  and  thinking  wc  might  be  to  the  eaft  of 
the  land,  we  fteered  weft. 

On  the  23d,  a thick  fog  at  fix  o’clock,  once  mote 
compelled  us  to  haul  the  wind  to  the  fouth  ; but  at 
eleven,  we  were  favoured  with  a view  of  three  or 
four  rocky  iflots,  extending  from  S.  E.  to  E.  N-  E. 
about  one  league  diftant;  and  this,  being  the  extent 
of  our  horizon,  might  be  the  reafon  wc  did  not  fee 
the  Sugar-loaf.  Wc  were  well  affured,  this  was  the 
land  we  had  feen  before,  and  which  we  had  now 
circumnavigated;  confifting  of  only  a few  detached 
rocks,  the  receptacles  for  birds.  They  are  fituated 
in  lat.  55  deg.  S.  This  interval  of  dear  weather 
was  fuccecded  by  as  thick  a fog  as  ever,  on  which 
wc  flood  to  the  N.  Thus  we  were  continually  in- 
volved in  thick  mifts,  and  the  fliags,  with  frequent 
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foundings,  were  our  beft  pilots;  baton  the  24th,  we 
flood  a few  miles  to  the  north,  when  we  got  clear 
of  the  rocks,  out  of  foundings,  and  faw  not  any 
flings- 


CHAP.  IX. 

The  Refolulion  continues  her  courje Ntwlaud  and 

Saunders  ijles  difcoi>ered Conjetlures , and  fame  rca- 

fons  (hat  there  may  be  land  about  the  Joulh  pole 

The  Reflation  alters  her  courje  to  the  eajl Proceed- 
ings till  her  arrival  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope Sails 

for  the  ifle  of  Fayal , and  returns  to  England Capt. 

Furneaux's  narrative,  from  the  time  the  Adventure 
icas  feparated  from  the  Reflation,  to  her  at  rival  in 
England,  including  the  report  of  Lieut.  Burney,  con- 
cerning the  untimely  death  of  the  boat's  crew,  who  were 
murdered  by  fomc  of  the  natives  of  Queen  Charlotte's 
Sound. 

ON  the  25th,  we  fleered  E.  S.  E.  We  had  a 
frefh  gale  at  N.  N.  E-  but  the  weather  Hill 
continued  foggy,  till  towards  the  evening,  at  which 
time  it  cleared  up.  On  the  26th,  we  held  on  our 
courfe  with  a fine  gale  from  the  N.  N.  W.  but  at 
day-light,  feeing  no  land  to  the  eaft,  and  being  in 
latitude  5$  deg.  33  min.  S.  and  in  31  deg.  10  min. 
longitude,  we  fleered  to  the  fouth. 

On  the  27th,  we  had  fo  thick  a fog,  that  we  could 
not  fep  a (hip's  length.  We  expetfled  foon  to  fall  in 
with  the  ice,  and  on  this  account,  it  being  no  longer 
fafe  to  fail  before  the  wind,  we  hauled  to  the  eaft 
with  a gentle  gale.  - When  the  fog  cleaned  away, 
we  refumed  our  couj-fe  to  the  fouth  ; but  it  returned 
^gain,  which  obliged  us  to  haul  upon  a wind  ; and 
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imlefs  we  foon  djfcpver  fome  certain  iigns  of  falling  in 
with  land,  the  captain  determined  to  make  this  the 
limit  of  his  voyage  to  the  fouth.  Indeed,  it  would 
not  have  been  prudent  to  have  fquandered  away  time 
in  feeking  farther  to  the  fouth,  when  there  was  as 
great  a probability  of  fmdinga  large  track  of  land  near 
Cape  Circumcifion.  Belides,  it  was  an  irkfome  talk 
to  traverfe  in  high  fouthern  latitudes,  where  no-  i 
thing  was  to  be  difeovered  but  ice. 

At  this  time  a long  holfow  fwell  from  the  weft, 
indicated,  that  no  land  was  to  be  expected  in  fuch  a 
direction  : and,  upon  the  whole,  we  may  venture  to 
aflert,  that  the  extenfivc  coaft  laid  down  by  Mr. 
Dalrymple,  and  his  Gulph  of  St.  Sebaftian,  do  not 
exift.  On  the  28th,  at  eight  o’clock,  A.  M.  we 
flood  to  the  call,  with  a gentle  breeze  at  north.  The 
weather-  cleared  away,  and  we  perceived  the  fca 
, ftrewed  with  large  and.fn^h  bodies  of  ice.  Some 
whales,  penguins,  fnow  petterels,  and  other  birds 
were  fccn.  We  had  now  fun-fhine,  but  the  air  was 
cold.  At  noon,  by  obfervation,  we  were  in  60  deg. 

40  rain.  S.and  in  2g  deg.  23  min.  W.  longitude.  At 
half  paft  two  o’clock,  having  continued  our  courfe 
to  the  call,  we  fuddenly  fell  in  with  a vaft  number 
of  large  ice-iflands,  and  a fea  ftrewed  with  loofe  ice, 
and  the  weather  becoming  hazy,  made  it  dangerous 
to  (land  in  among  them.  We  therefore  tacked,  and 
flood  back  to  the  weft,  with  the  wind  at  north.  We 
were  now  furrounded  with  ice-iflands,  all  nearly  of 
an  equal  hight,  with  a flat  furface,  but  of  various 
extent. 

On  Sunday  the  19th,  having  little  wind,  we  were 
obliged  to  traverfe  in  fuch  courfes,  as  were  moft 
likely  to  carry  us  clear  of  them,  fo  that  we  hardly 
made  any  progrefs,  one  way  or  other,  throughout, 
the  whole  day.  The  weather  was  fair,  but  remark- 
; . ably 
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ably  gloomy,  and  wc  were  vifited  by  penguins  and 
whales  in  abundance.  On  the  30th,  we  tackfcd  and 
flood  to  the  N.  E-  and  almofl  throughout  the  day 
it  was  foggy,  with  either  fleet  or  fnow.  At  Troon  we 
were  in  latitude  59  deg.  30.  min.  S.  and  in  29  deg. 
24  min.  W.  At  two  o'clock,  palTed  one  of  the 
largeft  iceiflands  we  had  feen  during  out  Voyage  ; 
and  fometime  after  two  fmaller  ones.  On  the  31ft, 
we  difeovered  land  a-head,  difland  about  one  league. 
This  land  confifted  of  three  rockey  iflots  of  con  Refer- 
able height.  The  out  mod  terminated  in  a lofty 
peak,  like  a fugar-loaf,  to  which  wc  gave  the  name 
of  Freezland  Peak,  after  the  man  who'firft  difeo* 
vered  it.  The  latitude  is  59  deg.  S.  and  27  deg. 
W.  longitude.  To  the  eaft  of  this  peak,  was  fcen 
an  elevated  coaft,  whdfe  fnow-caped  fummits  were 
above  the  clouds.  * We  named  it  Cape  Briftol,  in 
honour  of  the  noble  family  of  Hervey.  Alfo  in  la- 
titude 59  deg.  13  min.  30  fee.  S.  and  in  27  deg.  43 
min.  W.  another  elevated  coaft  appeared  in  fight, 
diftant  from  four  to  eight  leagues.  This  land  we 
called  Southern  Thule,  becaufe  the  moil  fouthem 
that  has  yet  been  difeovered.  Its  furface  rifes  high, 
and  is  every  where  covered  with  fnow.  There  were 
thofe  of  our  company,  who  thought  they  law  land  in 
the  fpacc  between  Thule  and  Cape  Briftol.  We 
judged  .it  more  than  probable  that  thefc  two  lands 
are  conne&ed,  and  the  fpace  is  a deep  bay,  which, 
though  tbefe  are  mere  fuppofitions,  was  called 
Forfter's  Bay.  Being  not  able  to  weather  Southern 
fhule,  we  tacked  and  flood  to  the  north,  atone 
o'clock,  and  at  four  Freezland  Peak  was  diftant 
four  feagnes.  Soon  after  the  wind  fell,  and  we  were 
left  to’ the  mercy  of  a great  weftcrly  fwell,  which  fet 
right  upon  the  fhoie  ; but  at  eight  o'clock,  iftfc  wfc'dV 
thertlearing  up,  wfr  'faw  Cape  Briftol.  whrtfh  b6Ye 
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E.  S-  E.  ending  in  a point  to  the  north,  beyond 
which  we  could  fee  no  land.  Thus  we  were  relieved 
from  the  fear  of  being  call  away  by  the  fwell,  and  calt 
on  the  moft  horrible  coaft  in  the  world-  We  conti- 
nued our  courfc  to  the  north  all  night,  with  a light 
breeze  at  weft. 

On  Wednefday  the  firft  of  February,  at  four 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  we  had  a view  of  a new 
coaft.  At  fix  it  bore  north  60  deg.  E.  and  being  a 
high  promontory,  we  named  it  Cape  Montague.  It 
is  fituated  in  latitude  58  deg.  37  min.  S.  and  in  26 
deg.  44  min.  W.  longitude  ; eight  leagues  to  the 
north  of  Briftol,  We  faw  land  in  feveral  places 
between  them,  whence  we  concluded  the  whole 
might  be  connetfted.  We  willi  it  had  been  in  our 
power  to  have  determined  this  with  greater  certainty, 
but  prudence  would  not  permit  the  attempt,  nor  to 
venture  near  a coaft,  the  dangers  of  which  have  been 
already  fuflicently  pointed  out.  One  icc-ifland,  a- 
mong  many  others  on  this  coaft,  particularly  attract- 
ed our  notice.  It  was  level  in  furface,  of  great  ex- 
tent both  in  height  and  circuit,  and  its  fides  were 
perpendicular,  on  which  the  waves  of  the  fea  had 
not  made  the  leaft  impreftion.  We  thought  it  might 
have  come  out  from  fome  bay  on  the  coaft.  At  noon 
by  obfervation  we  found  our  latitude  to  be  58  deg- 
25  min.  In  the  afternoon,  at  two  o’clock,  when 
ftandingto  the  north  we  faw  land,  which  bore  north 
25  deg.  £.  It  extended  from  north  40  deg.  to  52  deg. 
E.  and  it  was  imagined  more  land  lay  beyond  it  to 
the  eaft. 

On  the  2d,  at  fix  o'clock  A.  M.  having  fleered  to 
north  during  the  night,  land  was  difeovered,  bearing 
north  1 2 deg- E.  diftant  10  leagues.  We  faw  two 
hummocks  juft  above  the  horizon,  of  which  we  foon 
loft  fight.  We  now  flood,  having  a frefli  breeze  at 
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ft.  N.  E.  for  the  northernmoft  land  we  had  feen  the 
preceding  day,  which,  at  this  time,  bore  E.  S.  E. 
By  ten  o’clock,  we  fatched  in  with  it  ; but  not  having 
it  in  our  power  to  weather  the  fame,  we  tacked  at 
three  miles  from  the  coaft.  This  extended  from  E. 
by  S.  to  S.  E.  and  appeared  to  be  an  ifland  of  about 
to  leagues  circuit.  The  furface  was  high,  and  its 
fummit  loft  in  the  clouds.  Like  all  the  neighbour- 
ing lands,  it  was  covered  with  a fheet  of  fnow  and 
ice,  except  on  a point  on  the  north  fide,  and  on  two 
hills  feen  over  it,  which  probably  were  two  iilands. 
Thefe  were  not  only  clear  of  fnow,  but  feemed 
covered  with  green  turf-  We  faw  alfo  large  ice- 
iflands  to  the  fouth,  and  others  to  the  N.  E.  At 
noon  we  tacked  for  the  land  again,  in  order,  if  pof- 
fible,  to  determine  whether  it  was  an  iftand  ; but  a 
thick,  fog  foon  prevented  the  difeovery,  by  making  it 
utifafe  to  ftand  for  the  fliore  ; fo  that  having  returned, 
we  tacked  and  flood  to  N.  W-  to  make  the  land  we 
had  feen  in  the  morning-  We  left  the  other  under 
the  fuppofition  of  its  being  an  ifland,  and  named  it 
Saunders  ifle,  after  Capt.  • Cook’s  honourable  friend 
Sir  Charles  Saunders.  It  lies  in  latitude  57  deg. 
49  min.  S.  and  in  26  deg.  44  min.  W.  longitude, 
diftant  13  leagues  from  Cape  Montague.  The  wind 
having  Ihifted  at  fix  o’clock,  we  flood  to  the  north  ; 
and  at  eight  we  faw  Saunders  Ifland,  extending  from 
&.  E.  by  S.  to  E.  S.  E.  We  were  ftill  in  doubt  if 
it  were  an  ifland,  and  could  not  at  this  time  clear  it 
up,  as  we  found  it  neceflary  to  take  a view  of  the 
land  to  the  north,  before  we  proceeded  any  further 
to  the  eaft.  With  this  intent  we  flood  to  the  north, 
and  on  the  3d,  at  two  o’clock  A.  M.  we  came  in 
fight  of  the  land  we  were  fearching  after,  which 
proved  to  be  two  ifles.  On  account  of  the  day  on 
which  they  were  difeovered,  we  called  them  Can- 
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dlemas  Ides.  They  lie  in  latitude  57  deg.  1 1 min. 
S.  and  in  57  deg.  6 min.  W.  longitude.  Between 
thefe  we  obferved  a fmall  rock  ; there  may  perhaps 
be  others  ; for  the  weather  being  hazy,  occafioned 
us  to  lofe  fight  of  the  iflands,  and  we  did  not  fee 
them  again  till  noon,  at  which  time  they  were  three 
or  four  leagues  off.  We  now  flood  to  the  N-  E. 
and  at  midnight  came  fuddenly  into  water  uncom- 
monly white,  at  which  appearance  the  officer  on 
watch  was  fo  much  alarmed,-  that  he  immediately  or- 
dered the  (hip  to  put  about,  and  we  accordingly  tack- 
ed inftantly.  There  were  various  opinions  a board 
concerning  this  matter  ; probably  it  might  be  a flioal 
of  fifh  ; but  fome  faid  it  was  a flioal  of  ice  ; and  other* 
thought  it  was  fhallow  water. 

On  Sunday  the  4th,  at  noon  by  obfervation  we 
found  ourfelves  in  latitude  56  deg.  44  min.  S.  and 
in  longitude  25  deg.  33  min-  W.  We  now  having 
a breeze  at  eaft,  flood  to  the  fouth,  intending  to  re- 
gain the  coaft  we  had  loft  ; but  the  wind  at  eight 
o’clock  in  the  evening,  obliged  us  to  ftand  to  the  eaft, 
in  which  run  we  faw  many  ice-iflands  and  fome  loofe 
ice.  As  the  formation  of  ice-iflands  has  not  been 
fully  inveftigated,  we  will  here  offer  a few  hints  and 
obfervations  refpeCling  them . 

We  do  not  think  as  fome  others  do,  that  they  are 
formed  by  the  water  at  the  mouths  of  great  cataraft* 
or  large  rivers,  which,  when  accumulated,  break  off, 
owing  to  their  ponderous  weight  ; becaufe  we  never 
found  any  of  the  ice,  which  we  took  up,  in  the 
lead  incorporated,  or  connected  with  the  earth, 
which  mull  neceffarily  adhere  to  it,  were  this  con- 
jecture true.  Furthermore,  we  are  not  certain  whe- 
ther there  are  any  rivers  in  thefe  countries,  as  we 
faw  neither  nversnor  ftreams  of  frefh  water  there 
The  ice-iflands  at  leaft  in  thofe  parts,  mult  be  formed 

from

from  fnow  and  fleet  confolidated,  which  gathers  by 
degrees,  and  are  drifted  from  the  mountains.  In 
winter,  the  feas  or  ice-clifFs  muff  fill  up  the  bays  if 
they  arc  ever  fo  large.  The  continual  fall  of  fnow 
occalions  the  accumulation  of  thefe  cliffs,  till  they 
can  fupport  their  weight  no  longer,  and  large  pieces 
break  off  from  thefe  ice-iflands.  We  arc  inclined 
to  believe,  that  thefe  ice-cliffs,  where  they  are  fheltered 
from  the  violence  of  the  winds,  extends  a great  way 
into  the  fea. 

On  the  5th,  having  fecn  no  penguins,  we  thought 
that  we  were  leaving  land  behind  us,  and  that  we  had 
paffed  its  northern  extremity.  On  the  6th,  we  held 
on  our  courfe  till  the  7th  at  noon,  when  we  found 
our  latitude  to  be  58  deg.  1 5 min.  S.  and  long.  21 
deg.  34  min-  W-  and  not  feeing  any  figns  of  land, 
we  concluded,  that  what  had  been  denominated 
Sandwich  Land,  was  either  a group  of  iflands,  ora 
point  of  the  continent  ; for  in  Capt.  Cook's  opinion, 
the  ice  that  is  fpread  over  this  vaft  fouthern  ocean, 
mufl  originate  in  a track  of  land,  which  he  firmly 
believes  lies  near  the  pole,  and  extends  fartheft  to 
the  north,  oppofitethe  Southern  Atlantic  and  Indian 
oceans  ; for  ice  being  found  in  thefe  farther  to  the 
north,  than  any  where  elfc,  induced  the  captain  to 
conclude,  that  land  of  coniiderablc  extent  mufl  exift 
near  the  fouth-  Upon  a contrary  fuppofition  it  will 
follow,  that  we  ought  to  fee  ice  every  where  under 
the  fame  parallel;  but  few  Ihips  have  met  with  ice 
going  round  Cape  Horn  ; and  for  our  part,  we  faw 
but  little  below  the  fixtieth  degree  of  latitude  in  the 
Southern  Pacific  ocean  ; on  the  other  hand  in  this 
fea,  between  the  meridian  of  40  deg.  W.  and  lifty 
or  fixty  degrees  eaff,  we  found  ice  as  far  north  as  51 
deg.  Others  have  feen  it  in  a much  lower  latitude. 
Let  us  now  fuppofe  there  is  a Southern  Continent 
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within  the  polar  circle.  "I  he  quellion  which  readily 
occurs,  will  be,  What  end  can  be  anfwered  in  dif- 
covering  or  exploring  fuch  a coaft  ? Or  what  ufe  can 
the  fame  be  either  to  navigation,  geography,  or  any 
other  fcience  ? and  what  benefits  can  refult  there- 
from to  a commercial  ftate?  Confider  for  a moment 
what  thick  fogs,  fnow,  Dorms,  intenfe  cold,  and  every 
thing  dangerous  to  navigation,  mull  be  encountered 
with  by  every  hardy  adventurer;  behold  the  horrid 
afpetff  of  a country  impenetrable  by  the  animating 
heat  of  the  fun’s  rays;  a country  doomed  to  be  im- 
merfed  in  everlafting  fnow-  See  the  ifiands  and 
floats  on  the  coaft,  and  the  continual  falls  of  the  ice- 
cliffs  in  the  ports ; thefe  difficulties,  which  might  be 
heightened  by  others  lefs  dangerous,  are  fufficient 
to  deter  every  one  from  the  ralh  attempts  of  pro- 
ceeding farther  to  the  fouth,  than  our  expert  and 
brave  commander  has  done,  in  fearch  of  an  unknown 
country,  which,  when  difeovered,  would  anfwcr  no 
valuable  purpofe  whatever. 

By  this  time  we  had  traverfed  the  Southern  ocean, 
in  fuch  a manner  as,  to  have  no  doubt  in  determin- 
ing that  there  is  no  continent,  unlefs  near  the  pole, 
and  out  of  reach  of  navigation.  We  have  made 
many  new  difeoveries,  and  afeertained  the  exatft 
fituation  of  feveral  old  ones.  Thus  was  the  end  of 
our  voyage  fully  anfwered,  a fouthern  hemifphere 
iulficiently  explored,  and  the  necefiity  of  a fearch 
after  a fouthern  continent  put  an  end  to.  We  fhould 
have  proceeded  to  farther  difeoveries,  but  our  cap- 
tain thought  it  cruel  to  detain  the  people  who  failed 
with  him  any  longer  without  the  neceffary  refrefli- 
ments,  efpecially,  as  their  hehavour  merited  every 
indulgence  ; for  neither  officeis  nor  men  ever  once 
repined  at  any  hardfhip,  nor  expreffed  any  unea/t- 
nefs,  or  additional  fear  of  danger,  on  account  of 
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our  reparation  from  the  Adventure.  It  was'  now 
high  time  to  think  of  returning  home ; and  could 
we  have  continued  longer  we  fhould  have  been  in 
great  danger  of  the  feurvy  breaking  out  among  uj, 
and  we  do  not  know  any  good  purpofe  farther  dif- 
coveries  would  have  anfwered  : we  therefore  fleered 
for  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  intending  to  look  for 
Bouvet’s  difeovery,  Cape  Circumcifion,  and  the  ifles 
of  Denia  and  Marfevecn. 

On  Tuefday,  the  7th,  we  refumed  our  courfe  to 
the  eaft,  and  this  day  only  three  ice-iflands  were 
feen.  At  eight  o’clock  in  the  evening,  we  hauled 
the  wind  to  the  S.  E.  for  the  night.  On  the  8th  at 
day-light,  we  continued  our  courfe  to  the  call.  In 
the  afternoon  palled  three  ice-iflands.  On  the  9th 
we  had  a calm  mofl  part  of  the  day  ; the  weather 
fair,  except  at  times  a fnow  fhower.  We  faw  feve- 
ral  ice-iflands  ; but  not  the  leaft  intimation  that  could 
induce  us  to  think  that  any  land  was  near  us.  We 
flood  now  to  the  north-eaft  with  a breeze  which 
fprung  up  at  S.  E.  On  the  10th,  we  had  fhowers 
of  fleet  and  fnow;  the  weather  was  piercing  cold, 
infomuch  that  the  water  on  the  deck  was  frozen. 
The  ice  iflands  were  continually  in  fight. 

Ontheiith,  we  continued  to  fleer  eaft.  In  the 
morning  we  had  heavy  fhowers  of  fnow  ; but  as  the 
day  advanced,  we  had  clear  and  ferene  weather. 
At  noon  we  were  in  latitude  58  deg.  1 1 min.  and  in 
7 deg.  55  min.  W.  longitude.  On  the  12th,  we  had 
ice-iflands  continually  in  fight,  but  mofl  of  them 
were  fmall  and  breaking  to  pieces.  On  the  13th, 
vye  had  a heavy  fall  of  fnow  ; but  the  fky  clearing 
up,  we  had  a fair  night,  and  fo  (harp  a froft,  that  the 
water  in  all  oyr  veflcls  on  deck,  was  next  morning 
layered  with  a fheet  of  ice. 
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On  the  14th,  we  continued  to  fleer  caft,  inclining 
to  the  north,  and  in  the  afternoon  crofled  the  firft 
meridian,  or  that  of  Greenwich,  in  the  latitude  of 
57  deg.  50  min.  S.  At  eight  o’clock  we  had  a hard 
jgale,  at  S.  S.  W.  and  a high  fca  from  the  fame 
quarter. 

On  the  1 5th,  we  fleered  E.  N.  E.  till  noon,  when 
by  obfervation,  we  were  in  latitude  of  56  deg.  37 
min-  S.  and  in  4 deg.  1 1 min,  E.  longitude.  We  now 
failed  N.  E.  with  a view  of  getting  into  the  latitude 
of  Cape  Circumcifion.  We  had  fome  large  ice- 
iflands  in  fight,  and  the  air  was  nearly  as  cold  as  the 
preceding  day.  The  night  was  foggy,  with  fnow 
Ihowers,  and  a fmart  frolt.  On  the  16th,  we  con- 
tinued our  courfe  N.  E.  and  at  noon  wc  obferved 
in  latitude  55  deg.  a6  min-  E.  longitude,  in  which 
fituation  wc  had  a great  fwell  from  the  fouth,  but  no 
ice  in  fight.  At  one  o’clock  we  flood  to  the  fouth- 
eaft  till  fix,  when  we  tacked,  and  flood  to  the  north. 
At  this  time  wc  had  a heavy  fall  of  fnow  and  fleet, 
which  fixed  to  the  marts  and  rigging  as  it  fell,  and 
coated  the  whole  with  icc.  On  the  17th,  we  had  a 
great  high  fea  from  the  fouth,  and  from  whence  we 
concluded  no  land  was  near  in  that  direction.  On 
the  1 8th  the  weather  was  fair  and  clear. 

We  now  keep  a look  out  for  Cape  Circumcifion; 
for  if  the  land  had  ever  fo  little  extent  in  diretflion, 
of  N-  and  S.  we  could  not  mifs  feeing  it,  as  the  nor- 
thern poin  is  faid  to  lie  in  54  deg.  On  the  iglh,  at 
eight  o’clock  in  the  morning,  land  appeared  in  the 
direction  E.  by  S-  but  it  proved  a mere  fog-bank, 
We  now  fleered  caft  by  fouth  and  S . E • .till  feven 
o'clock  in  the  evening,  when  we  were  in  latitude  54 
deg.  4*2  min.  S.  and  in  13  deg.  3 min.  E.  long.  Wc 
now  flood  to  N.  W.  havingavery  flrong  gale,  at- 
tended with  fnow  (bowers.  On  Monday,  the  20th, 
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we  tacked  and  ftretched  to  the  N.  E.  and  had  a frelh 
gale  attended  with  fnow  Ihowers  and  fleet.  At  noon 
our  latitude  was  54  deg-  8 min.  S.  long.  12  deg.  59. 
min.  E.  but  had  not  the  leaft  fign  of  land.  On  the 
Sill,  wc  were  5 deg.  ' to  the  eaft  of  the  longitude  in 
which  Cape  Circumcifion  is  faid  to  lie,  and  conti- 
nued our  courfe  eaft,  inclining  a little  to  the  fouth, 
till  the  2 2d.  We  had  now  meafuted  in  the  latitude 
laid  down  for  Bouvet’s  land,  thirteen  degrees  of  lon- 
gitude ; a courfe  in  which  it  is  hardly  poflible  we 
could  have  milled  it  ; we  therefore  began  to  doubt 
its  exigence  ; and  concluded,  that  what  the  French- 
man had  feen,  could  be  nothing  more  than  a decep- 
tion, or  an  illand  of  ice  ; for  after  we  had  left  the 
fouthern  illcs,  to  the  prefent  time,  not  the  leaft  vef- 
tige  of  land  had  been  difeovered.  We  faw,  it  is 
true,  fome  feals,  and  penguins;  but  thefe  are  to  be 
found  in  all  parts  of  the  fouthern  ocean,  and  we  be- 
lieve fhags,  gannets,  boobies,  and  men  of  war  birds,’ 
are  the  moll  indubitable  ligns  that  denote  the  vicinity 
of  lands,  as  they  feldom  go  very  far  out  to  fea.  Be- 
ing at  this  time  only  two  degrees  of  longitude  from 
our  route  to  the  fouth,  when  we  took  our  departure 
from  the  Cape  of  good  Hope,  it  was  in  vain  for  u*' 
tQ  continue  our  courfe  to  theeaft,  under  this  paral- 
lel ; but  thinking  we  might  have  feen  land  farther 
to  the  fouth,  for  ihisreafcn,  and  to  clear  up  fome 
doubts,  we  fleered  S.  E.  in  order  to  get  into  the 
tituation  in  which  it  was  luppofed  to  lie. 

On  the  23d,  from  obfervations  on  fevcral  diftances 
ofthefun  and  moon,  we  found  ourfelves  in  the  lati-t 
tude  of  53  deg.  25  min-  S.  and  in  23  deg.  22  min  E- 1 
longitude;  and  having  run  over  the  track  in  which 
the  land  was  fuppofed  to  lie,  without  feeing  any,: 
we  now  was  well  allured  the  ice-iflands  had  deceived 
Mr.  Bouvet ; as  at  times  they  had  deceived  us.  During. 
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the  night  the  wind  had  veered  to  N.  W.  which  en- 
abled us  to  fleer  more  north  ; for  we  had  now  laid 
afide  all  thoughts  of  fearching  farther  after  French 
difeoveries,  and  were  determined  to  dirctft  our  courfe 
for  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  intending  only  by  the 
way  to  look  for  the  ifles  of  Denia,  and  Marfeveen, 
which,  by  Dr.  Halley,  are  laid  down  in  the  latitude 
of  41  deg.  5 min.  and  4 deg.  E.  longitude  from  the 
meridian  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope.  On  Friday 
the  25th,  we  fleered  N.  E.  and  were  at  noon  in  la- 
titude 52  deg.  52  min.  S.  longitude  26  deg.  31  min. 
E.  This  day  we  faw  the  laft  ice-ifland. 

On  Wednefday  the  ift  of  March  we  were  in  the 
latitude  of  46  deg.  44  min.  S.  and  in  23  deg.  36 
min.  W.  longitude  ; and  we  took  notice,  that  the 
whole  time  the  wind  blew  regular  and  conftant  nor- 
therly, which  included  feveral  days',  the  weather  was 
always  cloudy  and  very  hazy  ; but  as  foon  as  it  came 
to  the  fouth  of  weft,  it  ejeared  up.  We  alfo  ob- 
ferved,  and  the  barometer  began  to  rife  feveral  days 
before  this  change  happened.  On  the  3d,  in  the 
afternoon,  we  had  intervals  of  clear  weather,  but  at 
night  the  wind  blew  a heavy  fquall  from  S.  W. 
whereby  feveral  of  our  fails  were  fplit,  and  a middle 
flay-  fail  was  wholly  loft.  We  were  now  in  latitude 
41  deg.  30  min.  S.  longitude  16  deg.  51  min-.E- 
We  had  not  yet  feen  any  ligns  of  land,  but  albatroflcs, 
peterels,  and  other  fea  birds,  were  our  daily  vifitors. 
On  the  1 ith,  the  wind  fhifted  fnddenly  from  Nl.  W- 
to  S.  W.  which  occalianed  the  mercury  to  fall  a* 
fuddenly  from  62  to  52  deg.  fo  different  was  the  ftate 
of  the  air  between  a northerly  and  foutherly  wind. 

On  Sunday,  the  12th,  fome  albatrofles  and  pete- 
rels we  (hot,  which  proved  an  acceptable  treat.  This 
day  we  were  nearly  in  the  fituation.  in  which  the 
ides  of  Denia  and  Marfeveen  are  faid  to  lie,  and  not 
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Hie  lea  ft  hope  of  finding  them  remained.  On  the 
13th,  we  ftood  to  N.  N.  W.  and  at  noon,  by  obfcr- 
Vation,  were  in  latitude  38  deg-  51  min.  S.  which 
Was  above  thirty  miles  more  than  our  log  gave  us  ; 
to  what  this  difference  was  owing,  we  could  not  de- 
termine. The  watch  alfo  fhewed  that  we  had  been 
fet  to  the  eaft.  At  this  time  we  were  two  degrees 
north  of  the  parallel  in  which  the  ifleS  are  laid  down, 
but  found  not  any  encouragement  to  perfevere  in  our 
endeavours  to  find  them. 

This  muft  have  confumed  more  time,  wd  think, 
in  a fruitlefs  fearch  ; and  everyone,  all  having  been 
confined  a long  time  to  ftale  and  fait  provifions,  was 
impatient  to  get  into  port.  We  therefore,  in  com- 
pliance with  the  general  wlfh,  refolved  to  make  the 
beft  of  our  may  to  the  Cape  of  Godd  Hope.  On 
Thurfday  the  16th,  at  day-break,  we  deferied  in  the 
W.  quarter,  Handing  to  the  weftward,  two  fail, 
one  of  which  fhewed  Dutch  colouis.  About  this 
time,  a quarrel  arofe  between  three  officers,  and  the 
Grip’s  cooks,  which  was  not  reconciled  without  feri- 
ous  confequences.  Thofe  three  gentlemen,  upon 
fome  occafion  or  other,  entered  the  cook-room  with 
naked  knives,  and  with  oaths,  unbecoming  their 
charatfter,  fvvore  they  would  take  away  the  lives  of 
of  the  firft  who  dared  to  affront  them . It  feems  they 
had  formerly  met  with  fome  rebuffs  for  the  much 
frequenting  the  cooks  apartments,  which  had  hitherto 
palled  in  a joke  ; but  now  a regular  complaint  was 
laid  before  the  captain,  of  their  unwarrentable  be- 
haviour, and  of  the  danger  the  men  were  irj  of  their 
lives;  into  which  complaint  the  captain  was  under 
the  neceffity  of  enquiring  ; and  upon  finding  it  juft, 
of  confining  the  offenders  in  irons- 
While  they  were  in  this  fituation,  the  articles  of 
war  being  read,  it  was  found  that  the  offence  was  of 
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fucb  a nature  as  hardly  io  be  determined  without  a 
reference  to  a court-martial,  in  order  to  which  the 
two  who  appeared  mol)  culpable,  were  continued 
prifoners  upon  parole,  and  the  third  was  cleared. 
After  this  bufinefs  had  engrofled  the  captain’s  atten- 
tion, he  called  the  (hip’s  company  together,  and  after 
recounting  the  particulars  of  the  voyage,  the  hard- 
fhips  they  had  met  with,  the  fatigues  they  had  under- 
gone, and  the  cheerfulnefs  they  had  conftantly  (hewn 
in  the  difeharge  of  their  duty,  he  gave  them  to  un- 
derhand, how  much  it  would  hill  recommend  them 
to  the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty,  if  they  could  pre- 
ferve  a profound  lilence  in  the  ports  they  had  yet 
to  pafs  and  might  enter,  with  regard  to  the  courfes, 
the  difeoveries  they  had  made,  and  every  particular 
relating  to  this  voyage;  and  likewife  after  their  re- 
turn home,  till  they  had  their  Lordfhip’s  permiflion 
to  the  contrary  ; requiring,  at  the  fame  time,  all  the 
officers  who  had  kept  journals  to  deliver  them  into 
his  cuftody,  to  be  fealed  up,  and  not  to  be  opened, 
till  delivered  to  their  Lordthip’s  at  the  proper  office. 
In  the  interim  they  were  to  be  locked  up  fafely  in  a 
cheft.  This  requefl  was  cheerfully  complied  with  by 
every  commiffioned  officer. 

On  Friday,  the  17th,  at  noon,  we  were  in  the 
latitude  of  34  deg.  48  min- S.  in  the  evening  we 
faw  land,  about  fix  leagues  diftant,  in  the  dire&ion 
of  E.  N.  E.  and  there  was  a great  fire  or  light  upon 
it,  throughout  the  firft  part  to  the  night.  On  the 
i8tb,  at  day-break,  we  faw,  at  the  lame  diftance,  the 
land  again,  bearing  N.  N.  W.  At  nine  o'clock,  we 
fern  out  a boat  to  get  up  with  one  of  the  two  (hips 
before  noticed  ; we  were  fo  defirous  of  hearing  news, 
that  we  paid  no  attention  to  the  diflance,  though  the 
fhips,  were  at  leaf),  two  leagues  from  us.  Soon  after 
we  flood  to  the  fouth,  a breeze  fpringing  up  at  weft. 
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At  this  time  three  more  fails  were  feen  to  windward, 
one  of  which  lhewed  Englifh  colours.  The  boat 
returned  at  one  o’clock.  P.  M.  and  ourpeople  in  it  had 
been  on  board  a Dutch  Indiman,  coming  home 
from  Bengal  ; the  fhip  was  the  Brownkirk  Polder, 
the  Captain  Cornelius  Bofch.  The  captain  very 
politely  made  us  a tender  of  fugar,  arrack,  and  of 
any  thing  that  could  be  fpared  out  of  the  (hip. 

By  fome  Englifh  mariners  on  board  her,  our  peo- 
ple were  informed,  that  our  confort  had  arrived  at 
the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  twelve  months  ago  ; adding, 
that  a boat's  crew  had  been  murdered  and  eaten  by 
the  natives  of  New  Zealand,.  This  intelligence  fuf- 
ficiently  explained  the  myfterious  accounts  we  had 
received  from  our  old  friends,  in  Queen  Charlotte's 
Sound.  On  the  19th,  at  ten  o’clock  in  the  morn- 
ing, the  Englifh  fhip  bore  down  to  us.  She  was  the 
True  Briton,  Capt.  Broadly,  on  her  return  from 
China.  A letter  to  the  fecretary  of  the  admiralty 
was  committed  to  the  care  of  the  captain,  who  gene- 
roufly  fent  us  frefh  provifions,  tea,  and  other  arti- 
cles.- In  the  afternoon  the  True  Briton  flood  out 
tofea,  and  we  in  for  land.  At  fix  o'clock,  we  tacked 
within  five  miles  of  the  fhore,  diftant,  as  we  conjec- 
tured, about  fix  leagues  from  Cape  Aquilas.  On 
the  20th,  we  flood  along  fhore  to  the  weft  ; and  on 
the  21ft  , at  noon,  the  Table  Mountain,  over  the  Cape 
Town,  bore  N.  E.  by  E.  diftant  ten  leagues.  The 
next  morning  we  anchored  in  Table  Bay  ; with  us 
in  our  reckoning,  it  was  Wednefday  the  2 ad,  but 
with  the  people  here,  Tuefday  the  21ft,  we  having 
gained  a day  by  running  to  the  eaft.  In  the  bay  we 
found  fhip*  of  different  nations,  among  which  was 
an  Englifh  Eaft  Indiman,  from  China,  bound  di- 
reftly  for  England.  In  this  fhip  Capt.  Cook Tent  a 
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copy  of  his  journal,  together  with  fome  charts  and 
drawing  to  the  admiralty.  We  faluted  the  garrifon 
with  thirteen  guns,  and  the  compliment  was  returned 
with  an  equal  number.  We  now  heard  the  deplo- 
rable ftory  of  the  Adventure’s  boat’s  crew  confirmed, 
with  the  addition  of  a falfe.  report,  concerning  the 
lofs  of  a French  fliip  upon  the  fame  ifland,  with  the 
total  deftrudion  of  the  captain  and  his  crew,  pro- 
pagated, no  doubt,  by  the  Adventure’s  people,  to 
render  an  ad  of  favage  barbarity,  that  would  fcarcely 
admit  of  aggravation,  flill  more  horrible.  But  what 
gave  us  full  fatisfadion  about  the  matter,  Capt.  Fur- 
iieaux  had  left  a letter  for  our  commander,  in  which 
he  mentions  the  lofs  of  the  boat  and  ten  of  his  men, 
in  Queen  Charlotte’s  Sound. 

The  day  after  our  arrival  at  this  place.  Captain 
Cook,  accompanied  by  our  gentlemen,  waited  on 
ISaron  Pleltenberg,  the  Dutch  governor,  by  whom, 
and  his  principal  officers,  they  were  treated  with  the 
greatefl  politenefs;  and  as  at  this  place  refrelhmenis 
of  all  kinds  may  be  procured  in  great  abundance, 
we  now,  after  the  numerous  fatigues  of  a long  voy- 
age began  to  tafte,  and  enjoy  the  fweets  of  repole. 
It  is  a cufiom  here  for  all  the  officers  to  refide  on 
ihore;  in  compliance  with  which,  the  captain,  the 
two  Forfters,  and  Mr.  Sparman  took  up  their  abode 
with  Mr.  Brandt,  well  known  to  our  countrymen  for 
his  obliging  readinefs  to  ferve  them-  Our  people 
' on  board  were  not  negleded  ; and  being  provided 
daily  with  frelh  baked  bread,  frelh  meat,  greens, 
wine,  &c-  they  were  foon  reftored  to  their  ufual 
itrength,  and  as  foon  foigot  all  part  hardfhips  and 
dangers. 

All  hands  were  employed  now  to  fupply  all  our 
defeds,  almoft  every  thing,  except  the  Handing  tig- 
ging, was  to  be  replaced  anew  ; and  it  is  well  known 
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the  charges  here  for  naval  (lores  are  mod  exorbi- 
tant ; for  the  Dutch,  both  at  the  Cape  and  Batavia, 
take  a fcandalous  advantage  of  the  diftrefs  of  foreign- 
ers. That  our  calks,  rigging,  fails,  &c.  fliould  be 
in  a (haltered  condition,  is  eafily  accounted  for.  In 
circumnavigating  the  globe,  we  mean,  from  leaving 
this  place  to  our  return  to  it  again,  we  had  failed  no 
lefs  than  fixty  thoufand  miles,  equal  nearly  to  three 
times  the  equatorial  circumference  of  the  earth ; but 
in  all  this  run,  which  had  been  made  in  all  latitudes, 
between  g and  71  deg.  we  fprung  neither  low-mads, 
nor  top  mads;  nor  broke  fo  much  as  a lower,  or 
top-mad  fhroud.  At  the  Cape,  the  curiofity  of  all 
nations  was  excited,  to  learn  thefucccfs  of  our  dif- 
coveries,  and  in  proportion  to  the  earnednefs  of  the 
folicitations,  wherewith  the  common  men  weie  pref- 
fed,  by  foreign  inquifitors,  they  took  care  to  gratify 
them  with  wonderful  relations.  Hence  many  drange 
dories  were  circulated  abroad,  before  it  was  known 
by  the  people  at  large  at  home,  whether  the  Refolu- 
tion  had  perifhed  at  fea,  or  was  upon  her  return  to 
Europe. 

During  our  day  here,  fevcral  foreign  (hips  put  in 
and  went  out,  bound  to  and  from  India,  namely 
Engiilh,  French,  Danes,  and  three  Spanifh  (hips, 
two  going  to,  and  one  returning  from  Manilla.  We 
believe  it  is  but  lately,  that  (hips  of  this  nation  have 
touched  here  ; and  thefe  were  the  fird  to  whom  were 
allowed  the  fame  privileges  as  other  European  dates- 
We  now  lod  no  time  in  putting  all  things  in  readi- 
nefs  to  complete  our  voyage  ; but  we  were  obliged  to 
unhang  our  rudder,  and  were  alfo  delayed  for 
want  of  caulkers;  and  it  was  abfolutely  neceflary  to 
caulk  the  (hip  before  we  put  to  fea. 

On  the  st6th  of  April,  this  work  was  finifhed,  and 
Jjaving  got  on  board  a frefh  fupply  of  provifions,  and 
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all  neceflary  flores,  we  took.  leave  of  the  governor, 
and  his  principal  officeis.  On  the  27th,  we  went  on 
board,  and  foon  after,  the  wind  coining  fair,  we 
weighed  and  put  to  fea.  When  under  fail,  we 
faluted  the  garrifon  as  is  cullomary,  and  they  returned 
the  compliment-  When  clear  of  the  bay,  we  parted 
company  with  fome  of  the  fhips  who  failed  out  with 
us;  the  Danifh  fhip  fleered  for  the  Eaft  Indies,  the 
Spanifh  frigate,  Juno,  for  Europe,  and  we  and  the 
Dutton  Indiaman,  for  St-  Helena-  Depending  on 
the  goodnefsof  Mr-  Kendall’s  watch,  we  determined 
to  attempt  to  make  the  ifland  by  a dired  courfe- 
The  wind,  in  general,  blew  faint  all  the  paflage, 
which  made  it  longer  than  common. 

On  the  15th  of  May,  at  daybreak,  we  faw  the 
ifland,  diftant  fourteen  leagues,  and  anchored,  at 
midnight,  before  the  town;  on  the  N.  W-  fide  of  the 
ifland.  Governor  Skettowe,  and  the  gentlemen  of 
the  ifland,  treated  us,  while  we  continued  here,  with 
the  greateft  courtefy.-  In  our  narrative  of  Captain 
Cook’s  former  voyage,  wc  have  given  a full  deferip- 
tion  of  this  ifland  ; to  which  we  flial I only  add,  that 
the  inhabitants  are  far  from  exercifing  a wanton 
cruelty  towards  their  Haves.  We  are  informed  aifot 
that  wheel-carriages  and  porter-knots  have  been  in 
ufe  among  them  for  many  years-  Within  thefe  three 
years  a new  church  has  been  built : fome  other  new 
buildings  are  ere&ing,  a commodious  landing-place, 
for  boats  has  been  made,  and  other  improvements, 
which  add  both  flrength  and  beauty  to  the  place. 
Here  we  finifhed  fome  neceflary  repairs,  which  we 
had  not  time  to  complete  during  our  flay  at  the  Cape. 
Our  empty  water-calks  were  alfo  filled,  and  the  fbip’s 
company  had  frefh  beef,  at  five-pence  per  pound- 
This  article  of  refrefhment  is  very  good,  and  the 
only  one  to  be  procured  worth  mentioning. 
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On  the  21ft,  in  the  evening,  we  took  leave  of  the 
governor,  and  then  repaired  on  board.  The  Dutton 
Jndiaman  in  company  with  us,  was  ordered  not  to 
fall  in  with  Afcenfion,  for  which  we  fleered,  on  ac- 
count of  an  illicit  trade,  carried  on  between  the  Com- 
pany's Ihips,  and  fome  veflels  from  North  America, 
who  of  late  years,  had  vifited  the  ifland  on  pretence 
pf  fifhing,  when  their  real  defign  was  to  wait  the 
coming  of  the  India  fliips.  The  Dutton  was  there- 
fore ordered  to  fleer  N.  W.  by  W.  orN-  W.  till  to 
the  northward  of  Afcenfion.  With  this  fhip  we 
were  in  company  till  the  24th,  when  we  parted.  A 
packet  for  the  Admiralty  was  put  onboard,  and  (he 
continued  hercourfe  N.  W. 

On  the  28th,  we  made  the  ifland  of  Afcenfion  : and 
on  the  evening  anchored  in  Crofs  Bay,  on  the  N.  W- 
iide,  half  a mile  from  the  Ihore,  in  ten  fathoms  wa- 
ter. The  Crofs-hill,  fo  called,  on  account  ofaflag- 
ftaff  erecled  upon  it  in  form  of  a crofs,  bore  S.  38 
deg.  E.  and  the  two  extreme  points  of  the  bay  ex- 
tended from  N.  E.  to  S-  W-  We  had  feveral  fifh* 
ing  parties  out  every  night,  and  got  about  twenty  four 
turtles,  weighing  between  four  and  five  hun- 
dred weight  each.  This  was  our  principle  objeefl, 
though  we  might  have  had  a plentiful  fupply  of  fifh 
in  general.  We  have  no  where  feen  old  wives  in  fuch 
abundance;  alfo  cavalies,  congor  eels,  and  \arious 
other  forts- 

This  ifland  lies  in  the  direilion  N.  W.  and  S.  E- 
and  is  ten  miles  broad,  and  five  or  fix  long.  Its  fur- 
face  is  very  barren,  and  fcarcely  produces  a Ihrub, 
plant,  or  any  kind  of  vegetation,  in  the  fpacc  of 
many  miles;  inflead  of  which  we  law  only  floncs 
and  land,  or  rather  flags  and  afhes ; hence  from  the 
general  appearance  of  the  face  of  this  ifland,  it  is 
.more  than  probable,  that  at  fome  time,  of  which  we 
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have  no  account,  it  has  been  deftroyed  by  a volcano. 
We  met  with  in  our  excurfion  a fmooth  even  fup» 
face  in  the  intervals  between  the  heaps  of  Hones; 
but  as  one  of  our  people  obferved,  you  may  as  ea* 
lily  walk  over  broken  glafs  bottles  as  over  the 
ilones ; for  if  you  (lip,  or  make  a falfe  Hep,  you  are 
fure  to  be  cut  or  lamed.  At  the  S.  £.  end  of  the 
ifle  is  a high  mountain,  which  feems  to  have  beeii 
left  in  its  original  Hate,  for  it  is  covered  with  a 
.kind  of  white  marl,  producing  purflain,  fpurg,  and 
one  or  two  forts  of  grafs.  On  thefe  the  goats  feed, 
which  are  to  be  found  in  this  part  of  the  ifle-  Here 
are  good  land  crabs,  and  the  fea  abounds  with  turtle 
from  January  to  June.  They  always  come  on  Ihort! 
to  lay  their  eggs  in  the  night,  when  they  are  caught 
by  turning  them  on  their  backs,  in  which  pofttiori 
they  are  left  on  the  beach  till  the  next  morning, 
when  the  turtle-catchers  fetch  them  away.  We  are 
inclined  to  think,  that  the  turtles  come  to  this 
ifland  merely  for  the  purpofe  of  laying  their  eggs, 
as  we  found  none  but  females ; nor  had  thofe  wtf 
caught  any  food  in  their  flomachs.  We  faw  alfo 
near  this  place  abundance  of  aquatic  birds,  fuch  as 
tropic  birds,  men  of  war,  boobies,  8cc.  On  the  N.  E. 
fide  we  found  the  remains  of  a wreck  ; fhe  feemed 
to  have  been  a velfel  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
tons  burthen.  We  were  informed,  that  there  is  a 
fine  fpring  in  a valley  bet  ween  two  hills,  on  the  top 
of  the  mountain  above-mentioned  ; befides  great 
quantities  of  frefh  water  in  holes  in  the  rocks. 
While  the  Refolulion  lay  in  the  road,  a Hoop  be- 
longing to  Ncw-York  anchored  by  her.  She  had 
been  to  the  coaft  of  Guinea  with  a cargo  of  goods, 
and  came  here  under  a pretence  to  take  in  turtle; 
but  her  real  intention  was,  we  believe,  to  traffic 
with  the  officers  of  our  homeward  bound  Eaft-Indbr* 
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teen;  for  fhe  had  lain  here  near  a week,  and  had 
got  on  board  twenty  turtles;  whereas  a (loop  from 
Bermuda  had  failed  but  ai  few  days  before,  with  one 
hundred  and  five  on  board,  which  were  as  many  as 
ibe  could  take  in  ; but  having  turned  feveral  more 
on  different  beached,  they  inhumanly  ripped  open 
their  bellies,  for  the  fake  of  the  eggs,  and  left  the 
carcafes  to  ’putrify.  The  centre  of  this  ifland  of 
Afcenfion  is  fituated  in  the  lat.  of  8 deg.  S.  and  in 
14  deg.  28  min.  30  fee.  W.  longitude. 

On  the’  31ft  of  May,  we  departed  from  the  ifland 
of  Afcenfion,  and  fleered  with  a fine  gale  at  S.  E. 
by  E.  for  that  of  Fernando  de  Noronha,  on  the 
coafl  of  Brafil,  in  order  to  determine  its  longitude. 
In  our  paffage  to  this  place,  we  had  very  good  wea- 
ther, and  fine  moon-light  nights,  which  afforded  11s 
many  opportunities  of  making  lunar  obfCrvations. 
On  the  9th  of  Jane  we  made  the  ifland,  which  had 
the  appearance  of  feveral  detached  hills;  the  largefl 
of  which  very  much  refemblcd  the  fleeple  of  a 
church.  As  we  advanced  and  drew  near  it,  we  found 
the  fea  broke  in  a violent  furf  on  fome  funken  rocks. 
Which  lay  about  a league  from  the  Ihore,  We  now 
hoifted  Englifh  colours,  and  bore  up  round  the  north 
end  of  the  rile,  which  is  a group  of  little  iflots;  for 
we  perceived  plainly,  that  the  land  was  unconnetfted 
and  divided  by  narrow  channels.  On  one  of  thefc, 
next  the  main,  are  feveral  ftrong  forts,  rendered  fo 
by  the  nature  of  their  fituation,  which  is  fucli  as  to 
command  all  the  anchoring  and  landing  places  abour 
the  ifland.  Wc  continued  to  fail  round  tire  northern 
point,  till  the  Tandy  beaches,  before  which  is  the 
road  for  (hipping,  and  the  forts  tvere  open  to  the 
weft  ward1  of  the  laid  point.  As  the  Refolution  ad- 
vanced, a gun  was  fired,  and  immediately  the  P01- 
tuguefe  colours  were  difplayed  on  all  the  forts ; but 
to  Rr  rtoi 
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not  intending  to  flop  here,  we  fired  a gun  to  the 
leeward,  and  flood  away  to  the  northward,  with  a 
frefh  breeze.  The  hill  which  appears  like  a church 
tower,  bore  S.  27  deg.  W.  5 miles  dillant  ; and  from 
our  prefent  point  of  view  it  appeared  to  lean,  or  over- 
hang to  the  E.  Fernando  de  Noronha  is  in  no  part 
more  than  G leagues  in  extent,  and  exhibits  an  un- 
equal furfacc,  well  clothed  with  wood  and  herbage. 
Its  latitude  is  3.  deg.  53  min.  S.  and  its  longitude 
carried  on  by  the  watch,  from  St.  Helena,  is  32  deg. 
34  min.  W.  Don  Antonio  d'Ulloa,  in  his  account 
of  this  ifland,  fays,  '‘That  it  has  two  harbours, 
capable  of  receiving  lhips  of  tire  greateft  burden; 
one  is  on  the  nojth  lide,  and  the  other  on  the  N-  Wr. 
The  former  is,  in  every  refpecfl,  the  principal,  both 
for  (helter  and  capacioufnef*,  and  the  goodnefs  of  its 
bottom:  but  both  are  expofed  to  the  north  and  wefl, 
though  thefe  winds,  particularly  the  north,  are  peri- 
odical, and  of  no  long  continuance.  You  anchor 
in  the  north  harbour  (which  Capt.  Cook  called  a 
road)  in  thirteen  fathoms  water-,  one  third  of  a league 
from  the  Ihore,  bottom  of  fine  fand  ; the  peaked  hill 
bearing  S.  W.  3 deg.  foutherly."  This  road,  er 
(as  Ulloa  terms  it)  harbour,  is  very  fecure  for  {hip- 
ping, being  flieltered  from  the  fouth  and  *afl  winds. 

On  the  1 ith,  at  three  o’clock  P.  M-  in  long.  32 
deg.  14  mill,  we  eroded  the  line.  We  had  fqually 
weatherfrom  the  E.  S.  E.  wich  lhowers  of  rain  .which 
continued  at  times  till  the  12th,  and  on  the  13th  the 
wind  became  variable.  At  noon  we  were  in  lat.  3 
deg.  49  min.  N-  and  in  31  deg.  47  min  . W.  long.  We 
had  now,  for  moft  part  of  the  day,  dark  gloomy 
weather,  till  the  evening  of  the  1 5th,  at  which  time 
we  were  in  lat.  5 deg.  47  min.  N.  and  in  31  deg.  W. 
long.  After  this  we  had  three  fucceflive  calm  days, 
in  which  we  had  fair  weather,  and  rains  alternately  ; 
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:and  fomctimcs  the  Iky  was  obfcured  by  denfe  clouds, 
which  broke  in  very  heavy  fhowers  of  rain. 

On  the  1 8th , we  had  a breeze  at  £.  which  fixed 
at  N.  E.  and  we  ftretched  to  N.  W.  As  wc  advanced 
to  the  N.  the  gale  increafed.  On  the  21ft  Captain 
Cook,  ordered  the  ftill  to  be  fet  to  work,  with  a view 
of  making  the  greateft  quantity  poffibie  of  frefh  wa- 
ter. To  try  this  experiment,  the  ftill  was  fitted  to 
•the  largeft  copper  we  had,  which  held  about  64  gal- 
lons of  fait  water-  At  four  o'clock.  A-  M-  the  tire 
was  lighted,  and  at  fix  the  ftill  began  to  run.  The 
operation  was  continued  till  fix  in  the  evening  ; at 
which  time  we  had  obtained  32  gallons  offrefh  water. 
At  noon  the  next  d<y,  the  mercury  in  t he  thermo- 
meter was  84  and  a half,  as  high  as  it  is  generally 
found  to  rife  at  fea.  Had  it  been  lower,  more  water 
would  have  been  procured;  for  it  is  well  known, 
that  the  colder  the  air  is,  the  cooler  the  ftill  m3.y  be 
kept,  whereby  the  fleam  will  be  condenfed  .faftcr. 
The  invention  upon  the  whole  is  a ufeful  one,  but 
it  would  not  be  prudent  for  a navigator  to-truft  wholly 
to  it;  for  though  with  plenty  of  fuel,  and  good  cop- 
pers, as  much  water  may  be  obtained,  as  will  be  ne- 
ceflary  to  fupport  life,  yet  the  utmoft  efforts  that  can 
he  employed  in  this  work  will  not  procure  a fuffi- 
ciency  to  fupport  health,  cfpecially  in  hot  climates, 
where  frelli  water  is  moll  wanted;  and,  in  the  opi- 
nion .of  Capt.  Cook,  founded  on  experience,  the 
hell  judge  of  this  matter,  nothingcan  contribute  more 
to  th?  health  of  feamen,  than  their  having  plenty  of 
fweet  Irelh  water- 

On  the  25th,  we  were  in  latitude  16  deg.  12  min. 
Nl  and  in  37  deg.  20  min  W.  longitude.  Obferving 
a ftiip  to  windward,  bearing  down  upon  us,  wc  lhort- 
ened  fail ; but,  on  her  approaching,  we  found  by 
her  colours  fhe  was  Dutch ; we  therefore  made  fail 
R r 2 again, 
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again,  and  left  her  to  purfue  her  courfe.  On  the 
sStli,  we  obferved  in  the  latitude  of  21  deg.  21  min. 

N.  longitude  40  deg  6 min.  W.  and  our  courfe  made 
good  was  N.  by  W.  On  the  30th,  a fhip  paifed  us 
Within  hale  ; but  Ihe  was  prefently  out  of  fight,  and 
we  judged  her  to  be  Englilh.  We  were  now  in  the 
latitude  of  24  deg.  20  min.  N.  longitude  40  deg-  47 
min.  W.  In  latitude  29  deg.  30  min.  wefawfome 
fea-plants,  commonly  called  gulph  weed,  becaufe  it 
is  fuppofed  to  come  from  the  gulph  of  Florida  ; it 
may  be  fo,  and  yet  it  certainly  vegitatesat  fea.  We 
continued  to  fee  this  plant  in  frnall  pieces,  till  in  the 
latitude  of  36  deg.  N • beyond  which  parallel  we  faw 
no  more  of  it. 

On  the  5th  of  July,  the  wind  veered  to  the  eaft  ; 
and  the  next  day  it  was  calm.  On  the  7th  and  8th 
wc  had  variable  light  airs  ; but  on  the  gth,  the  wind 
fixed  at  S.  S.  W.  after  wiiich  we  had  a frelh  gale,  and 
fleered  at  firft  N.  E.  and  then  E.  N.  E.  our  intent 
tion  being  to  make  fome  of  fhe  Azores,  or  Weftcrn 
jfles.  On  the  1 uh,  we  were  in  lat  60  deg.  43  min- 
N.  and  in  36  deg.  45  min.  W.  longitude,  when  wc 
deferied  a fail  fleering  to  the  weft  ; and  on  the  1 sth, 
came  in  fight  of  three  more. 

On  the  13th,  we  made  the  ifiand  ofFayal,  and  on 
the  14th,  at  day  break,  we  entered  the  bay  of  De 
Horta,  and  at  eight  o’clock  anchored  in  20  fathoms 
water,  about  half  a mile  from  the  IhOre.  Our  defign 
in  touching  at  this  place,  was  to  make  obfervatiems, 
from  whence  might  be  determined  with  accuracy  the 
longitude  of  the  Azores.  We  were  directed  by  the 
mailer  of  the  port,  who  came  on  board  before  wc  cafl 
anchor,  to  more  N.  E.  and  S.  W.  in  this  Ration,  the 
S.  W.  point  of  the  bay  bore  S.  j6  deg.  W.  and  the  N. 
E-  point,  N.  33  deg.  E.  The  church  at  the  N-  E.  end 
pf  the  town  N.  38  deg.  W.  the  weft  point  of  St. 
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(George's  ifland  N.  42  deg.  E.  diftant  eight  leagues ; 
and  the  iile  of  Pico  extending  from  N.  74  deg.  E.  to 
S.  46  deg.  E.  diftant  live  miles.  In  the  bay  we 
found  the  Purvoyer,  a large  French  frigate,  an  Ame- 
rican (loop,  and  a brig  belonging  to  Fayal. 

On  the  14th,  the  captain  fent  to  the  Con  Pul,  and 
notified  our  arrival  to  the  governor,  begging  his  per- 
raifTton  to  grant  Mr.  Wales  an  opportunity  to  make 
his  obfervations  on  lhore.  This  tvas  readily  granted 
and  Mr.-  Dent  who  a&ed  as  Conful  in  the  abfence  of 
Mf.  Gathorne,  not  only  procured  this  permiffioa, 
but  accommodated  Mr.  Wales  with  a convenient 
place  in  his  garden  to  fct  up  his  inftruments ; and  in 
iicveral  other  particulars,  this  gentleman  difcovcrCd  a 
friendly  rcadinefs  to  oblige  Vis ; even  his  houfe  was 
always  at  our  command  both  night  and  day:  and 
the  entertainment  we  met  with  there  was  liberal 
and  hofpitable-  All  the  time  we  ftaid  at  this  place, 
the  crew  of  our  fhip  were  fupplied  with  plenty  of 
frefh  beef,  and  wc  purchafed  about  50  tons  of  water, 
at  the  rate  of  about  three  fhillings  per  ton-  To  hire 
fhore-boats  is  the  moft  general  cuftom  here,  though 
fliips  arc  allowed,  if  they  prefer  many  inconvcnicn- 
cies  to  a trifling  cxpence,  to  water  with  their  own 
boats.  Frefh  provifions  may  be  got,  and  hogs,  fheep, 
and  poultry,  for  fea-ftock,  at  reafonable  rates-  The 
fheep  are  not  only  fmall,  but  they  are  alfo  veiypoor; 
but  the  bullocks  and  hogs  are  exceeding  good.  Here 
is  plenty  of  wine  to  be  had. 

Before  we  proceed  with  our  own  obfervations, 
made  during  our  abode  at  Fayal,  it  may  be  agree- 
able to  our  readers,  to  give  them  a brief  account 
and  defeription  of  all  the  Azores  or  Weftern 
Illands.  Thefe  have  by  different  geographers,  been 
varioufiy  deemed  parts  of  America,  Africa,  and  Eu- 
rope, as  they  are  almoft  in  a central  point?  but  wc 
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apprehend  they  may  with  more  propriety  be  conii- 
dered  as  belonging  to  the  latter-  They  arc  a group 
of  iflands  fituated  in  the  Atlantic  ocean,  between 
•25  and  32  deg- of  W- long,  and  between  37  and  40 
N- lac  goo  miles  W- of  Portugal,  andasmany  eaft 
of  Newfoundland.  They  are  nine  in  number,  viz- 
-St-  Taria.  St-  Miguel,  or  St.  Michael,  Terccira,  St- 
George,  Graciofa,  Fayal,  Pico,  Flores,  and  Corvo. 

Thefe  iflands  were  firfl  difeoveted  by  fome  Fle- 
xnilh  fhips  in  1439.  and  afterwards  by  the  Portu- 
guefc  in  1447.  to  whom  they  now  belong.  The  two 
wefternmoft  were  named  Flores  and  Corvo,  from 
the  abundance  of  flowers  on  the  one,  and  exows  on 
the  other-  They  are  all  fertile,  and  fubjetfl  to  a go- 
vernor-general, who  refided  at  Angra  in  Terceira, 
which  *s  alfo  the  feat  of  the  bifhop,  whofe  diocefe 
extend  over  all  the  Azores.  The  income  of  the 
latter,  which  is  paid  in  wheat,  amounts  to  about 
200I.  (Idling  per  year.  On  every  ifland  there  is  a 
deputy  governor,  .who  directed  the  police,  militia, 
and  revenue;  and  a juiz  or  judge,  is  at  head  of  the 
law  department,  from  whom  lies  an  appeal  to  a 
higher  court  at  Terceira,  and  from  thence  to  the  fu- 
-preme  court  at  Li  (bon.  The  native*  of  thefe  iflands 
are  very  litigious. 

St.  Miguel,  the  largefl,  is  too  miles  in  circumfe- 
rence, contains  about  26000  inhabitants  and  is  very 
fertile  in  wheat  and  flax.  Its  chief  town  is  Panta 
del  Gado.  This  ifland  was  twice  ravaged  by  the 
Englifh  in  the  time  of  Queen  Elizabeth. 

Terceira  is  reckoned  the  chief  ifland,  on  account 
of  its  having  the  beft  harbour;  and  its  chief  town 
named  Angra,  being  the  refidence  of  the  governor- 
general  and  the  bifhop.  The  town  contains  a ca- 
thedral, five  other  churches,  eight  convents,  feveral 
ccurts  of  officers,  8cc.  and  is  defended  by  two  fort*. 

The 
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The  ifland  of  Pico,  fo  called  from  a mountain  of 
vaft  height,  produces  excellent  wine,  cedar,  and  a 
valuable  wood,  called  teixos.  On  the  fouth  of  the 
ifland  is  the  principal  harbour,  called  Villa  das 
Lagens. 

The  inhabitants  of  Flores  having  been  many 
years  ago  infected  with  the  venereal  difeafe  by  the 
crew  of  Spanifh  men  of  war,  that  was  wrecked  up- 
on their  coaft,  the  evil,  it  is  faid,  ftill  maintained  its 
ground  there,  none  of  the  inhabitants  being  free 
from  it;  as  in  Peru,  and  tome  parts  of  Siberia. 

Travellers  relate,  that  no  poifonous  or  venomous 
animals  is  to  be  found  in  the  Azores,  and  that  if  car- 
ried thither,  it  will  expire  in  a few  hours.  One 
tenth  of  all  their  productions  belong  to  the  king,  and 
the  article  of  tobacco  brings  in  a confiderablc  fum. 
The  wine  called  Fayal  wine,  is  chiefly  raifed  in  the 
ifland  of  Pico,  which  lies  oppofite  to  Fayal.  From 
eighteen  to  twenty  thoufand  pipes  of  that  wine  are 
made  there  yearly.  All  of  thefe  iflands  enjoy  a fa- 
lubriovis  air,  but  are  expofed  to  violent  earthquakes, 
from  which  they  have  frequently  fufFered. 

Villa  de  Horta,  the  chief  town  in  Fayal,  like  all 
the  towns  belonging  to  the  Portuguefe,  is  crouded 
with  religious  buildings  ; there  being  no  lefs  in  this 
little  city,  than  three  convents  for  men,  and  two  for 
women.  Here  are  alfo  eight  churches,  including 
thofe  belonging  to  the  convents,  and  that  in  the 
Jefuits  college.  This  college  is  a noble  flru<2ure, 
and  feated  on  an  elevation  in  the  pleafanteft  part  of 
the  city.  Since  the  expulflon  of  that  order,  it  has 
been  fuffered  to  go  to  decay,  and,  in  a few  yeais, 
by  the  confuming  hand  of  time,  may  be  reduced 
to  a heap  of  ruins.  The  principal  produce  of  Fayal 
is  wheat  and  Indian  corn,  with  which  the  inha- 
bitants fupply  Pico,  which  in  return  fends  there 
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wine  more  than  fufRcicnt  for  their  confumptioni 
great  quantities  being  annually  (hipped  from  De 
Horta  (for  at  Pico  there  is  no  road  for  Clipping)  for 
America,  whence  it  has  obtained  the  name  of  Fayal 
wine. 

The  Villa  de  Horta  is  fituated  at  the  bottom  of  a 
bay,  clofe  to  the  edge  of  the  fea.  It  is  defended 
* by  two  caftles,  one  at  each  end  of  the  town,  and  a 
Hone  work,  extended  along  the  fea  (hore  from  the 
one  to  the  other.  But  thefe  works  ferve  more  for 
fhew  than  defence.  Before  this  villa,  at  the  eaft 
end  of  the  ifland,  is  the  bay  or  road  of  Fayal,  which 
faces  the  weft  end  of  Pico.  It  is  a femi-circle,  about 
two  miles  in  diameter  ; audits  depth,  or  femi-dia- 
meter,  it  better  than  three  fourths  of  a mile. 

Upon  the  whole,  we  by  no  means  think  this  road 
of  Fayal  a bad  one. ' We  were  informed,  by  a Por- 
tuguefe  captain  of  the  following  particulars,  which, 
if  true,  are  not  unworthy  of  notice.  This  Portuguefe 
told  us,  that  in  thedirc&ion  of  S.  £■  about  half  a 
league  from  the  road,  and  in  a line  between  that  and 
the  fouth  lidcs  of  Pico,  lies  a concealed  funken  rock, 
covered  with  32  fathoms  water,  and  on  which  the 
fea  breaks  from  the  fouth.  He  alfo  gave  us  to  un- 
derftand,  that  of  all  the  lhoals  about  thefe  ides  that 
are  laid  down  in  our  charts,  and  pilot  books,  only 
one  has  any  exiftence,  which  lies  between  the 
illand  of  St.  Mary  and  St.  Michael,  called  Hor- 
mingan.  He  further  informed  us,  that  the  diflance 
between  Fayal  and  the  idand  of  Flores,  is  forty-five 
leagues  ; and  that  there  runs  a drong  tide  between 
Fayal  and  Pico,  the  flood  fetting  to  the  N.  E.  and 
the  ebb  to  the  S.  W.  but  out  at  fea,.  the  direction  is 
eaft  and  weft.  By  various  obfervations,  the  true 
longitude  of  this  bay  was  found  to  be  28  deg.  39  min. 
r8  fee.  and  a half. 
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On  thevigth,  at  four  o’clock  A.  M.  we  failed  out  of 
the  bay,  and  fleering  for  the  weft  end  of  St.  George’s 
illand.  Having  palled  this,  we  fhaped  our  courfe  E. 
half  S-  for  the  illand  of  Terceira  ; and  after  a run  of 
fourteen  leagues,  we  found  ourfelves  not  more  than 
one  league  from  the  weft  end.  We  now  proceeded 
as  expeditioufly  as  the  wind  would  permit  for  Eng- 
land ; and  on  the  sgth,  we  made  the  land  near  Ply- 
mouth. 

On  the  30th,  we  caft  anchor  at  Spithead,  when 
Capt-  Cook,  in  company  with  Meffrs.  Wales,  Fofter, 
and  Hodges,  landed  at  Portfmoutb,  and  from  thence 
fet  out  for  London.  The  whole  time  of  our  abfence 
from  England  was  three  years  and  eighteen  days  ; 
and  owing  to  the  unbounded  goodnefs  of  an  Almighty 
Preferver,  who  indulgently  favoured  our  attempt, 
and  fcconded  our  endeavours,  not  withftanding  the 
yarious  changes  of  climates  (and  they  were  as  various 
as  can  be  experienced)  i we  loft  only  one  man,  by 
ficknefs,  and  three  by  other  caufes-  Even  the  Angle 
circumftance  of  keeping  the  (hip’s  company  in  health, 
by  means  ofthegreateft  care  and  attention,  will  make 
this  voyage  remarkable  in  the  opinion  of  every  hu- 
mane perfon  ; and  we  truft  the  grand  end  of  this  ex- 
pedition, and  the  purpofes  for  which  we  were  fern 
into  the  fouthern  hemifphere  were  dilligently  and 
fufficiently  purfued. 

The  Refolution  made  the  circuit  of  the  fouthern 
ocean  in  a high  latitude,  and  Capt.  Cook  traverfed  i: 
in  fuch  a manner,  as  to  leave  no  room  for  a mere 
poffibility  of  there  being  a continent,  unlefs  neat 
the  pole,  and  confequemly  out  of  the  reach  of  na- 
vigation. However,  by  having  twice  explored  the 
trophical  fea,  the  fituation  of  old  difeoveries  were 
determined,  and  a number  of  new  ones  made ; fo 
that  we  flatter  ourfelves,  upon  the  whole,  the  in- 
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tention  of  the  voyage  has,  though  not  in  every  re- 
fpetft,  been  partly  and  fufficiently  anfwered  ; and, 
by  having  explored  fo  minutely  the  fouthern  he- 
mifphere,.  a final  end  may,  perhaps,  be  put,  to 
fearching  after  a contenent,  in  that  part  of  the  globe, 
which  has,  of  late  years,  and,  indeed,  at  times,  for 
the  two  laft  centuries  engrolfed  the  attention  of  fome 
of  the  maritime  powers,  and.  being  a favourite  theory 
among  geographers  of  all  ages.  The  probability  of 
there  being  a continent,  or  large  tra$  of  land,  near 
the  Pole,  has  been  already  granted.;  and  we  may 
have  feen  part  of  it.  The  extreme  cold,  the  num- 
berlefs  ifiands,  and  the  vaft  floats  of  ice*,  give  flrength 
to  this  conje&ure,  and  all  tend  to  prove,  that  there 
mufl  be  main  land  to  the  fouth  ; but  that  this  mull 
extend  fartheft  to  the  north,  oppofite  to  the  fouthern 
Atlantic  and  Indian  oceans,  we  have  already  afligned 
ieveral  reafons ; of  which  one  is,  the  greater  degree 
of  cold  in  thefe  feas,  than  in  the  fouthern  Pacific 
■Ocean,  under  the  fame  parallels  of  latitude  ; for  in 
this  laft  ocean,  the  mercury  in  the  thermometer  fel- 
dom  fell  fo  low  as  the  freezing  point,  till  we  were  in 
latitude  60  deg.  and  upwards  ; whereas  in  the  other 
oceans,  it  fell  as  low  in  the  latitude  of  54  deg.  the 
caufc  whereof  we  attiibuted  to  a greater  quantity  of 
ice,  which  extended  farther  north  in  the  Atlantic 
and  Indian  oceans,  than  in  the  fouth  Pacific  fea  i 
and,  fuppoling  the  ice  to  be  firft  formed,  at,  or  near 
land.,  of  which  we  are  fully  perfuaded,  it  will  bean 
undeniable  confequence,  that  the  land  extends-  far- 
ther north.  But  what  benefit  <;an  accrue  from  lands 
thus  fituated,  fhould  they  be  difeovered  ? lands 
dooflned  to  everlafting  frigidnefs  ; and  whofe  horrible 
and  favage  afpec'l  no  language  or  words  can  defciibe. 
Will  any  one  venture  farther  in  fearch  after  fuch  a 
country,  than  our  brave  and  lkilful  commander  has 
done?  Let  him  proceed,  and  may  the  God  of  uni* 
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verfal  nature  be  his  guide.  We  heartily  wifh  him 
fuccefs,  nor  will  we  envy  him  the  honour  of  his  dif- 
covery.  We  will  venture  to  fay,  that  this  narrative 
is  not  defetflive  in  point  of  intelligence,  that  the  facts 
arc  true,  and  that  the  whole  is  exprefled  in  an  eafy 
flile,  which,  we  flatter  ourfelves,  will  not  be  difplea- 
fing  to  our  numerous  friends,  whofe  favours  wc  here 
-take  the  opportunity  of  gratefully  acknowledging. 
.It  has.  been  obferved  that  the  principal  officers  of 
the  Refolution  delivered  their  journals  into  the  cuf- 
tody  of  Captain  Cook;  and,  on  his  arrival  in  Eng- 
land, Capt.  Furneaux  alfo  put  into  his  hands  a nar- 
rative of  what  happened  in  the  Adventure  after  her 
-final  feparation  from  the  Refolution.  But  it  is 
Ftere  neccflary  to  temark  further,  that  fome  officers  in 
both  (hips  referved  their  private  journals,  and  cer- 
tain ingenious  memorials,  to  gratify  the  curiofity  of 
their  friends.  From  fuch  materials  thefe  (fleets  are 
compofed  ; nor  have  we  had  recourfe  to  any  printed 
authorities,  but  from  the  foie  view  of  correcting  er-, 
*'ors  in  fome  places,  and  rendering  this  undertaking 
a full,  comprehenfive,  and  perfetfl  work.  This  pre- 
mised, we  thall  now  lay  before  our  readers  a com- 
plete narrative  of  Capt.  Turneaux’s  .proceedings  in 
the  Adventure.

IN  October,  1773,  we  made  the  coafl  of  New  Zea- 
land, after  a parage  of  fourteen  days  from  Ajn- 
iferdam,  and  flood  along  fhore  till  we  reached  Cape

Turnagain,  when  a heavy  ftoim  blew  ujoffthecoaft 
for  three  days  fucceffively,  in  which  time  we  were 
feparated  from  our  confort,  the  Refolutiou,  and  law 
her  not  afterwards,  in  the  courfe  of  her  voyage* 

On  Thurfday,  the  4th  of  November,  we  regained 
the  Ihore,  near  to  Cape  Palliftfr.  Some  of  the  na- 
tives brought  us  in  their  canoes  abundance  of  Cray 
tifh  and  fruit,  which  they  exchanged  for  our  Ota- 
heite  cloth,  nails,  8cc.  On  the  5th  the  ftorm  again 
returned,  and  we  were  driven  off  the  fhore  a fecond 
time  by  a violent  gale  of  wind,  accompanied  by 
heavy  falls  of  fleet,  which  Lifted  two  days;  fothat, 
by  this  time,  our  decks  began  to  leak,  and  beds  or 
bedding  were  wet,  which  gave  many  of  our  people 
colds ; and  now  we  were  moft  of  us  complaining,  and 
all  began  to  defpair  of  ever  getting  into  the  found, 
or,  which  we  had  moft  at  heart,  of  joining  the  Re- 
folution.  We  combated  the  ftorm  till  Saturday  the 
6th,  when  being  to  the  north  of  the  Cape,  and  hav- 
ing a'liard  gale  from  S.  W.  we  bore  away  for  forae 
bay,  in  order  to  complete  our  wood  and  water,  of 
both  which  articles  we  were  at  prefen  t in  great  want. 
For  fomc  days  pa  ft  we  had  been  at  the  allowance  of 
one  quart  of  water,  and  it  was  thought  fix  or  feven 
days  more  would  deprive  us  even  of  that  fcanty 
pittance. 

On  the  9th,  in  lat.  38  deg.  21  min.  S.  and  in  178 
deg.  37  min.  F.-  long,  we  came  a -breaft  of  Tolaga 
bay,  and  in  the  forenoon  anchored  in  eleven  fathoms 
water,  ft  iff  muddy  ground,  which  lay  acrofi  the  bay 
for  about  two  miles.  This  harbour  is  open  from  N. 
N.  E.  to  E.  S.  E.  neverthclefs,  it  affords  good  riding 
with  a wefterly  wind;  and  here  are  regular  foundings 
from  five  to  twelve  fathoms.  Wood  and  water  are 
eafily  procured,  except  when  the  winds  blow  hard 
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cafterly,  and  then,  at  fuch  times,  which  are  but  fel- 
dotn,  they  throw  in  a great  fea. 

The  natives  about  this  bay  are  the  fame  as  :thofe 
at  Queen  Charlotte’s  Sound,  but  more  numerous,  and 
have  regular  plantations  of  fweet  potatoes,  and  other 
roots.  They  have  plenty  of  fifh  of  all  forts,  which 
we  purchafed  with  nails,  beads,  and  other  trifles.  In 
one  of  their  canoes,  we  faw  the  head  of  a woman 
lying  in  flate,  adorned  with  feathers,  and  other  or- 
naments. It  had  all  the  appearance  of  life,  but  upon 
a nearer  view,  we  found  it  had  been  dried  ; yet,  every 
feature  was  in  due  prefervation,  and  perfeff.  We 
judged  it  to  be  the  head  of  fame  deceafed  relative 
kept  as  a relic.  * : - .i..  .. 

On  the  i*th,  having  taken  on  board  ten  tons  of 
water  and  fome  wood,  we  fet  fail  for  the  Sound  ; but 
we  were  fcarcely  out  when  the  wind  began  to  blow 
dead  haid  on  the  (hare  ; fo  that,  not  being  able  to 
clear  the  land  on  either  tack,  we  were  obliged  to  re- 
turn to  the  bay,  where  we  arrived  on  the  morning 
of  the  13th;  and  having  anchored,  we  rode  out  a 
heavy  gale  of  wind  at  E.  by  S.  attended  with  a very 
great  fea.  We  now  began  to  fear  the  weather  had 
put  it  out  of  our  power  to  join  ourconfort,  having 
reafon  to  believe  (he  was  in  Charlotte’s  Sound,  the 
appointed  place  of  rendezvous,  and  by  this  time 
ready  for  fea.  Part  of  the  crew  were  now  employed 
in  hopping  leak.es,  and  repairing  our  rigging,  which 
was  in  a moil  (hattered  condition. 

On  the  i4thand  15th,  we  hoifted  out  our  boats, 
and  fent  them  to  encreafe  our  Hock  of  wood  and 
water  ; but  on  the  faft  day,  the  furf  tofe  fo  high, 
that  they  could  not  make  the  land.  On  the  i6fh, 
having  made  the  (hip  as  fnug  as  poffible,  we  un- 
moored at  three  o’clock  A.  M.  and  before  fix  got 
under  wey.  From  this  time  to  the  *8th,  we  had  no- 
thing 
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thing  but  tempeftuous  weather,  in  which  our  rigging 
was  almoft  blown  to  pieces,  and  our  men  quite  worn 
down  with  fatigue.  • > i t • * 1 

On  the  29th,  our  '-water  being  nearly  expended, 
we  were  again  reduced  to  the  (canty  allowance  of  a 
quart  .a  man  per  diem.  We, continued  beating  back- 
ward and  forward  jiLl  .the  30th,  .when  the  weather 
became  more  moderate  j>.  and  .having  a favourable 
wind,  we  werefo  happy  at  laft  as  to  gain,  with  fafety, 
our  deftred  port.  After  getting  through  Cooks 
Straights,?  we  cali  anchor  at  three  o'clock,)  P.  M-  in 
Queen  Charlotte’s  Sound.  We  fasv  nothing  of  the 
Refbluliob,  and  began  to  doubt  her  fafety  : but  upon 
haying  landed,  we  difeovered  the  place  where  (he 
had  pitched  her  tents;  and  upon  further  examina- 
tion, on  an  oldjftump  of  a tree,,  we  read  thefc  words 
cut  out,“  Look  underneath-”  We  complied  in- 
fancy with1  thefc  i nil  ru<5l  ions,  and  digging!  loon 
found  a bottle  corked  and  waxed  down,  wherein 
was  a letter  from  Capt.  Cook,  informed  us  of  their 
arrival  at  this  place  on  the  3d  infant,  and  their  de- 
parture on  the  24th,  and  that  they  intended  fpending 
a few  days  in  the  entrance  of  the  (traits  to  look  for 
us.  We  immediately  fet  about  the  neceflary  repairs 
of  the  lhip,  with  an  intention  of  getting  her  to  fea  as 
foon  as  poflible. 

On  the  id  of  December,  the  tents  were  carried 
on  Ihore,  the  armourer's  forge  put  up,  and  every  pre- 
paration made  for  the  recovery  of  the  fick.  The 
coopers  were  difpatched  on  fiiore  to  mend  the  calks, 
and  we  began  to  unftow  the  hold  to  get  at  the 
bread  ; but  upon  opening  the  c^iks,  we  found  a great 
quantity  of  it  entirely  fpoiled,  and  moft  part  fo  da- 
maged, that  we  were  obliged  , to  bake  it  over  again, 
which  unavoidably  delayed  us  forae  time.  At  in- 
tervals, dming  our  itay  here,  the  natives  came  on 
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board  as  ufual  with  great  familiarity..  They  gene- 
rally brought  fifh,  or  whatever  they  had  to  bartd* 
with  us,  and  feemed  to  behave  with  great  ciVilityJ 
though  twice  in  one  nighr  they  came  to  the  tents 
with  an  intention  of  healing,  but  were  difcovered 
before  they  had  accomplifhed  their  defign.  A;;party 
alfo  came  down  in  the  night  of  the  13th,  and  robbed 
the  aftronomer’s  tent  of  every  thing  they  couid 
carry  away-  This  they  did  fo  quietly,  that^they 
%vere  not  fo  much  as  heard,  or  fufpeCled,  till' the 
aftronomer  getting)  up  to  make  an  obfcrvaticm, 
miffed  his  inflruments,  and  charged  the  centinei 
with  the  robbery.  This  brought  on  a pretty  fevere 
altercation,  during  which  they  fpied  an  Indian 
creeping  from  the  tent,  at  whom  Mr.  Bailey  fired 
and  wounded  him,  ■ neverthelefs  he  made  a fhift  to 
retreat  into  the  woods;  The  report  of  the  gun  had 
alarmed  his  confederates,  who,  inftead  of  putting  off 
from  the  lhore,  fled  into  the  woods,  leaving  their  ca- 
noe, with  mod  of  the  things  that  had  been  dolen,  a- 
ground  on  the  beach.  This  petty  larceny,  it  is  pro* 
bable  laid  the  foundation  of  that  dreadful  cataftrophe 
which  foon  after  happened.  '<  ' > !•*'  • <•  '1.;.  • 

On  the  1 7th,  at  which  time  wc  were  preparing  lor 
our  departure,  we  fent  out  our  large  cutter;  manned 
with  7 feamen,  under  the  command  of  Mr.  John 
Rowe,  thefirft  mate,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Wood- 
houfe,  midfliipman,  and  James  Tobias  Swilfey,  the 
carpenter’s  fervant.  They  were  to  proceed  up  the 
Sound  to  Grafs  Cove,  to  gather  greens  and  celery 
for  the  fhip's  company,  with  orders  to  return  that 
evening:  for  the  tents  had  been  ftruck  at  two  in  the 
afternoon,  and  the  fhip  made  ready  for  failing  the 
next  day.  Night  coming  on,  and  no  cutter  appear- 
ing, the  captain  and  others  began  to  exprefs  great 
uneajinefs.  They  fat  up  all  night,  in  expectation  of 
. 1 . their

their  arrival,  but  to  no  purpofe-  At  day-break 
therefore,  the  captain  ordered  the  launch  to  be 
hqifted  out.  She  was  double  manned,  and  under  the 
command  of  our  fecond  lieutenant,  Mr.  Burney, 
accompanied  by  Mr.  Freeman,  mailer,  the  corporal 
of  marines,  with  five  private  men,  all  well  armed, 
and  having  plenty  of  ammunition,  two  wall  pieces, 
and  three  days  pfovifions.  They  were  ordered  firft 
to  look  into  Eaft-bay,  then  to  proceed  to  Grab 
Gove,  and  if  nothing  was  to  be  feen  or  heard  of  the 
cutter  there,  they  were  to  go  farther  up  the  cove, 
and  return  by  the  weft  fhore. 

Mr.  Howe  having  left  the  fhip  an  hour  before  the 
time  propofed  for  his  departure,  wc  thought  his  cu- 
riofity  might  have  carried  him  into  Eall  bay,  none 
of  our  people  having  been  there,  ot  that  fome  acci- 
dent might  have  happened  to  the  boat ; for  not  the 
lead  fufpicion  was  entertained  of  the  natives,  our 
boats  having  been  higher  up,  and  worfe  provided. 
Mr-  Burney  returned  about  eleven  o’clock  the  fame 
night,  and  gave  us  a pointed  defeription  of  a mod 
horrible  feene  indeed ; the  fubftance,  and  every  ma- 
terial particular  of  whofe  report,  are  contained  in 
the  following  relation,  which  includes  the  remarks 
of  thofe  who  attended  Mr.  Burney. 

On  the  i8tb,  purfuant  to  our  orders,  we  left  the 
fhip,  about  nine  o’clock  in  the  morning.  Having  a 
light  breeze  in  our  favour,  we  foon  got  round  Long 
Ifland,  and  Long  Point.  We  continued  failing  and 
rowing  for  Eaft  Bay,  keeping  dofe  in  thore,  and 
examining  with  our  glaftes  ever^  cove  on  the  lar- 
board fide,  till  near  two  o'clock* in  the  afternoon, 
at  which  time  we  flopped  at  a beach  on  our  left,  going 
up  Eaft  Bay,  to  dreis  our  dinner.  While  we  were 
cooking,  we  faw  an  Indian  on  the  oppofite  fhore, 
running  along  a beach  to  the  head  of  a bay;  and 
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when  our  meat  was  juft  done,  we  perceived  a com- 
pany of  the  natives  feemingly  verybufy;  upon  fee- 
ing  which,  we  got  immediatly  into  the  boat,  put  off, 
and  rowed  quickly  to  the  place  where  the  favages 
were  aflembled,  which  was  at  the  head  of  the  reach; 
and  here,  while  approaching,  we  difcerncd  one  of 
their  fettlements.  As  we  drew  near,  fome  of  the 
Indians  came  down  upon  the  rocks,  and  waved  for 
us  to  depart;  but  perceiving  we  difregarded  them, 
they  altered  their  geftures  and  wild  notes.  At  thii 
place  we  obferved  fix  large  canoes  hauled  upon  the 
beach,  mo  ft  of  them  being  double  ones;  but  the 
number  of  people  were  in  proportion,  neither  to  the 
fize  of  thefe  canoes,  nor  the  number  of  houfes. 

Our  little  company,  confiding  of  the  corporal  and 
his  five  marines,  headed  by  Mr.  Burney,  now  landed, 
leaving  the  boat’s  crew  to  guard  it.  Upon  our  ap- 
proach, the  natives  fled  with  great  precipitation.  We 
followed  them  clofely  to  a little  town,  which  wefound 
deferred  ; but  while  we  were  employed  in  fearching 
their  huti,  the  natives  returned,  making  a fhew  of 
refiftance  ; but  fome  trifling  prefents  being  made  to 
theirchiefs,  they  were  very  foon  appeafed*  How- 
ever, on  our  return  to  the  boat,  the  favages  again 
followed  us,  and  fome  of  them  threw  ftories.  As 
we  came  down  to  the  beach,  one  of  the  Indians  had 
brought  a bundle  of  hepatoos,  or  long  fpeais  ; but 
feeing  Mr.  Burney,  looked  very  earneflly  at  him,  he 
walked  about  with  feemingly  unconcern.  Some  of 
his  companions  appeared  to  be  terrified,  a few  trifles 
were  given  to  each  of  them. 

From  the  place  where  wc  now  landed,  the  bay 
feemed  to  run  a mile  N.  N.  W.  where  it  ended 
in  a long  fandy  beach.  After  dinner  we  took  a view 
of  the  country  near  the  coaft  with  our  glaffes,  but 
f»w  not  a canoe,  or  figns  of  inhabitants, -after  which 
I * T t 
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we  fired  the  wall-piecej,  as  fignals  to  the  cutter,  if 
any  of  he  people  fhould  be  within  hearing.  We 
now  renewed  our  fearch  along  the  eaft  lliore  ; and 
came  to  another  fettlement  where  the  Indians  invited 
us  alhore.  We  enquired  of  them  about  the  cutter, 
hut  they  pretended  ignorance.  They  feemed  very 
friendly,  and  fold  us  feme  fifh. 

About  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  within  an 
hour  after  we  had  left  this  place,  we  opened  a fmall 
bay  adjoining  to  Grafs  Cove,  and  here  we  law  a large 
double  canoe,  juft  hauled  upon  the  beach,  with  two 
men  and  a dog.  The  two  favages,  on  feeing  us  ap- 
proach, infiantly  fled,  which  made  us  fufpeift,  it  was 
here  we  fhould  have  fome  tidings  of  the  cutter.  On 
landing,  and  examining  the  canoe,  the  firft  thing  we 
law  therein  were  one  of  the  cutter’s  rullock  ports, 
and  fome  (hoes,  one  of  which  amongft  the  latter,  was 
known  to  belong  to  Mr.  Woodhoufc. 

A piece  of  ftelli  was  found  by  one  of  our  people 
which  at  firft  was  thought  to  be  fome  of  the  fait  meat 
bclonging  to  the  cutter’s  men,  but  upon  examination, 
we  fuppofed  it  to  be  dog's  flelh  ; a moft  horrid  and 
undeniable  proof  foon  cleared  up  our  doubts,  and  con- 
vinced us  we  were  among  no  other  than  cannibals; 
for,  advanced  farther  on  the  beach,  we  faw  about 
twenty  bafhets  tied  up,  and  a dog  eating  a piece  of 
broiled  flelh , which  upon  examining,  we  fufpectei! 
to  be  human.  We  cm  open  the  balkets,  fome  of 
which  were  full  of  roafted  flelh,  and  others  of  fern 
root,  which  ferves  them  for  bicad.  Searching  others, 
we  found  more  Ihoes,  and  a hand,  which  was  imme- 
diately known  to  have  belonged  to  Thomas  Hill,  one 
of  our  fore-caftle  men,  it  having  been  tatowed  with 
the  initials  of  his  name. 

We  now  proceeded  a little  way  in  the  woods,  but  J 
faw  nothing  clfc.  Our  next  defign  was  to  launch  I 
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the  canoe  intending  to  deflroy  her : but  feeing  a 
great  fmoke  afeending  over  the  neareft  hill,  vve  made 
all  poffible  hafte  to  be  with  them  before  fun-fet. 

At  half  paft  fix  we  opened  Grafs  Cove,  where  we 
faw  one  fingle,  and  three  double  canoes,  and  a great 
many  natives  alfembled  on  the  beach,  who  retreated 
toa  fmall  hill,  within  a fliip’s  length  of  the  water-fide, 
where  they  flood  talking  to  us.  On  the  top  of  the 
highland,  beyond  the  woods,  was  a large  fire,  from 
whence  all  the  way  down  the  hill,  the  place  was 
thronged  like  a fair.  When  we  entered  the  cove,  a 
mufketoon  was  fired  at  one  of  the  canoes,  as  vve 
imagined  they  might  be  full  of  men  lying  down:  for 
they  were  all  afloat,  but  no  one  was  feen  in  them- 
Being  doubtful  whether  their  retreat  proceeded  from 
fear,  or  a defire  to  decoy  us  into  an  ambufeade,  vve 
were  determined  not  to  be  furprifed,  and  therefore 
running  clofe  in  fhore,  we  dropped  the  grappling 
near  enough  to  reach  them  with  our  guns;  but  at 
too  great  a diflance  to  be  under  any  apprehcnlions 
from  their  treachery.  The  favages  on  the  little  hill 
kept  their  ground,  hallooing,  and  making  figns  for 
us  to  land-  At  thefe  we  now  took  aim,  rcfolving  to 
kill  as  many  of  them  as  our  bullets  would  reach  i yet 
it  was  fome  time  before  we  could  dillodge  them. 
The  firfl  volley  did  not  feem  to  affect  them  much  ; 
but  on  the  fecond,  they  began  to  fcramble  away  as 
faff  as  they  could,  fome  howling,  and  others  limping. 
We  continued  to  fire  as  long  as  vve  could  fee  the 
leaft  .glimpfe  of  any  of  them  through  the  budies. 
Among  thefe  were  two  very  robuft  men,  who  main- 
tained their  ground,  without  movingan  inch,  till  they 
found  themfelves  forfaken  by  their  companions;  and 
then,  dildaining  to  run,  they  marched  off  with  great 
xompofureand  deliberation.  One  of  them,  however, 
Zot  a fall,  and  lay  there,  or  crawled  away  on  his 
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hands  and  feet ; but  the  other  efcaped  without  any 
apparent  hurt-  Mr-  Burney  now  improved  their 
panic,  and  fupported  by  the  marines,  leapt  on  fliore, 
and  purfuecl  the  fugitives. 

We  had  not  advanced  far  from  the  water- fide,  on 
the  beach,  before  we  met  with  two  bundles  of  celery, 
which  had  been  gathered  by  the  cutter’s  crew.  A 
broken  oar  was  Auck  upright  in  the  ground,  to  which 
the  natives  had  tied  their  canoes  ; whereby  we  were 
convinced  this  wasthe  fpot  \yhere  the  attack  had  been 
made.  We  now  fearchcd  all  along  at  the  back  of 
the  beach,  to  fee  if  the  cutter  was  there  ; but  inAead 
of  her,  the  moA  horrible  feene  was  prefented  to  our 
view,  that  was  ever  beheld  by  any  European ; for 
here  lay  the  hearts,  heads,  and  lungs  of  feveral  of 
our  people,  witli  hands  and  limbs,  in  a mangled  con- 
dition, fome  broiled,  and  fome  raw;  but  no  other 
parts  of  their  bodies,  which  made  us  fufped,  that 
the  cannibals  had  feaAed  upon,  and  devoured  the 
fcA- 

To  complete  this  blocking  view  of  carnage  and 
barbarity,  at  a little  diAance,  we  faw  the  dogs  gnaw- 
ing the  intrails.  We  obferved  a large  body  of  the 
natives  collecled  together  on  a hill  about  two  miles 
off ; but  as  night  drew  on  a-pace,  wc  could  not  ad- 
vance to  fuch  a diAance  ; neither  did  wc  think  it  fife 
to  attack  them,  or  even  to  quit  the  fhore,  to  take 
an  account  of  the  number  killed,  our  troops  being  a 
very  fmall  one,  and  the  favages  were  both  numerous 
and  much  irritated.  While  we  remained  aimoft 
Aupilied  on  the  fpot,  Mr.  Fannen  fa  id , that  he  heard 
the  cannibals  alfembled  in  the  woods,  on  which  we 
returned  to  the  boat,  and  having  hauled  along  fide 
the  canoes,  vve  demoliihed  three  of  them.  During 
this  tranfacAion,  the  lire  on  the  top  of  the  hill  difap- 
pcared,  and  wc  could  hear  the  favages  in  the  woods 
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at  high  words ; quarrelling,  perhaps,  on  account  of 
their  different  opinions,  whether  they  fhould  attack 
us,  and  try  to  fave  their  canoes. 

They  were  armed  with  long  lances,  and.  weapons, 
not  unlike  a ferjeant’s  halbert  in  (hape,  made  of  hard 
wood,  and  mounted  with  bone  inflead  of  iron.  We 
fufpe&ed  that  the  dead  bodies  of  our  people  had 
been  divided  among  thofe  different  parties  of  canni- 
bals, who  had  been  concerned  in  the  maflacre  : and 
it  was  not  improbable  that  the  group  we  faw  at  a 
diflance  by  the  liie,  were  feafiing  upon  fome  of  them, 
as  thofe  on  fhore  had  been,  where  the  remains  were 
found,  before  they  had  been  difturbed  by  our  unex- 
peded  vifit ; be  that  as  it  may,  we  could  difeover 
no  traces  of  more  than  four  of  our  friends  bodies,' 
nor  could  we  find  the  place  where  the  cutter  was 
concealed.  It  now  grew  dark,  on  which  account, 
we  colleded  carefully  the  remains  of  our  mangled 
friends,  and  putting  off,  made  the  beft  of  our  way 
from  this  polluted  place,  not  without  a few  execra- 
tions bellowed  on  the  blood-thirfly  inhabitants. 
When  we  opened  the  upper  part  of  the  Sound,  we 
faw  a very  large  lire  about  three  or  four  miles  higher 
up,  which  formed  a complete  oval,  reaching  from 
the  top  of  a hill  down  almofl  to  the  water- fide  ; the 
middle  fpace  being  inclofed  all  round  by  the  fire 
like  a hedge.  Mr.  Burney  and  Mr.  Fannen  having 
confulted  together,  they  were  both  of  opinion,  that 
we  could,  by  an  attempt,  reap  no  advantage  than 
the  poor  futisfaftion  of  killing  more  of  the  favages. 

Upon  leaving  Grafs  Cove,  we  had  fired  a volley 
towards  where  we  had  heard  the  Indians  talking  ; 
but  by  going  in  and  out  of  the  boat,  our  pieces  had 
got  wet,  and  four  of  them  miffed  fire.  What  ren- 
dered our  fituation  more  critical  was,  it  began  to 
pin,  and  our  ammunition  was  more  than  half  ex- 
pended . 
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pended.  We,  fur  thefc  rcafons,  without  fpending 
time,  where  nothing  could  be  hoped  for  but  revenge, 
proceeded  for  the  liiip,  and  arrived  fafe  aboard  about 
midnight.  Such  is  the  account  of  this  tragical  event; 
the  poor  victims  were  far  enough  out  of  hearing, 
and  in  all  probability  evei  y man  of  them  mud  have 
been  butchered  on  the  fpot. 

It  may  be  proper  here  to  mention,  that  the  whole 
jiumber  of  men  in  the  cutter  were  ten,  namely,  Mr. 
flow,  .our  fird  mate,  Mr-  Woodhoufe,  a midlhip- 
man,  Frances  Murphy,  quarter-maftcr,  James  Se- 
villey,  the  captain’s  fervant,  John  Lavenaugh,  and 
Thomas  Milton,  belonging  to  the  after-guard  ; 
William  Facey,  Thomas  Hill,  Michael  Bell,  and 
•.Edward  Jones,  foreca ft i e-mcn.  Mod  of  thefe  were 
jthc  flouted  and  mod  healthy  people  in  the  Ihip,  hav- 
ing been  fclcdcd  from  our  bed  feamen.  Mr.  Burney's 
party  brought  on  board  the  head  of  the  captain's 
fervant,  with  two  hands,  one  belonging  to  Mr.  Rowe, 
known  by  a hurt  it  had  received  ; and  tlic  other  to 
Thomas  Hill,  being  marked  with  T.  II.  as  before- 
mentioned.  Thefe  with  other  mangled  remains, 
were  iuclofed  in  a hammock,  and  with  the  ufual 
ceremony  obferved  on  boaul  Ihips,  were  committed 
to  the  lea.  Notany  oftheit  arms  were  found  ; nor  any 
clothes,  except  lix  ihoes  ; not  two  of  which  were  fef- 
lows,  a frock,  and  a pair  of  trowfers.  We  do  not  think 
this  fatal  catadrophe  was  the  effed  of  a premeditated 
plan,  formed  by  the  favages  ; for  two  canoes  carae 
down,  and  continued  all  the  forenoon  in  Ship  Cove, 
and  thefe  Mr.  Rowe  met,  and  bartered  with  the  na- 
tives for  loinc  filli.  Wc  are  rather*  inclined  to  be- 
live,  that  the  bloody  tranfadion  originated  in  a quar- 
rel with  fome  of  the  Indians,  which  was  decided  on 
the  fpot  ; or,  our  people  rambling  about  too  fecure, 
and  incautious,  the  fairnefs  of  theopportunity  might 
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tempt  them  to  commit  the  bioodydeed  ; and  what 
might  encourag^  them  was,  they  had  found  out  that 
our  guns  were  not  infallible  ; they  had  fcen  them  mils 
fire,  and  they  knew,  that  when  difcharged,  they  rauft 
be  loaded  before  they  could  again  do  any  execution, 
which  interval  of  time  they  could  take  proper 
advantage  of.  From  fomc  circumftances  we  con- 
cluded, that  after  their  fuccefs,  there  was  a general 
meeting  on  the  eaft  fide  of  the  Sound.  YVe  know 
the  Indians  of  Shag  Cove  were  there,  by  a long  finglc 
canoe,  which  fome  of  our  people,  withMr.  Rowe,  had 
fecn  before  in  Shag  Cove. 

After  this  (hocking  affair,  we  were  detained  four 
days  in  the  Sound  by  contrary  winds,  in  which  time 
we  faw  none  of  the  inhabitants.  It  is  a little  re- 
markable, that  Capt,  Furneaux  had  been  feveral  times 
up  Grafs  Cove  with  Capt.  Cook,  where  they  faw  no 
inhabitants,  and  no  other  figns  of  any,  but  a few  de- 
ferred villages,  which  appeared  as  if  they  had  not  been 
occupied  for  many  yeats  ; and  yet  in  Mr.  Burney's 
opinion,  when  he  entered  the  fame  cove,  there  could 
not  be  lefs  than  fifteen  hundred  or  two  thouland  peo- 
ple. Had  they  been  apprifed  of  his  coming,  we* 
doubt  not,  they  would  have  attacked  him  ; and  fee- 
ing not,  a probability  remained  of  any  of  our  people 
being  alive,  from  thefc  conliderations,  we  thought  it 
would  be  imprudent  to  renew  the  fearch,  and  fend  a 
boat  up  again. 

On  Thurfday  the  23d  of  December,  we  departed 
from,  arid  made  fail  out  of  the  Sound,  heartily  vexed 
at  the  unavoidable  delays  we  had  experienced,  fer 
contrary  to  our  fanguine  wilhes.  We  flood  to  the 
eaft  ward  to  clear  the  ftraits,  which  we  happily  effected 
the  fame  evening,  but  were  baffled  for  two  or  three 
days  with  light  winds  before  we  could  clear  thecoaft. 
In  this  interval  of  time,  the  chefli  and  effeiflsofthe 
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ten  men  who  had  been  murdered,  were  fold  before 
the  mail  according  to  an  old  fea  cultom.  We  now 
fleered  S.  S.  E-  till  we  gofinto  the  latitude  of  56  deg. 
S-  At  this  time  we  had  a great  fwell  from  the  fouth- 
ward,  the  winds  blew  ftrong  from  S-  W.  the  weather 
began  to  be  very  cold  ; the  fea  made  a continual 
breach  over  the  Ihip,  which  was  low  and  deep  laden 
and  by  her  continual  draining  ; very  few  of  our  fea- 
men  were  dry  either  on  deck  or  in  bed.  In  the  la- 
titude of 58  deg.  S.  and  in  213  deg.  E-  long,  we  fell 
in  with  fomc  ice,  and  handing  to  the  eafl,  faw  every 
day  more  or  lefs.  Wc  faw  alfo  the  birds  common 
in  this  vaft  ocean,  our  only  companions,  and  at  times 
we  met  with  a whale  or  porpoife,  a feal  or  two,  and 
a few  penguins. 

On  the  toth  of  January,  1774,  we  arrived  a-breaft. 
of  Cape  Horn,  in  the  lat.  of  61  deg.  S.  and  in  the 
run  from  Cape  Pallifer  in  New  Zealand  to'this  Cape, 
we  were  little  more  than  a month,  which  is  1 21  deg. 
of  long-  in  thatlhort  time.  The  winds  were  continu- 
ally weflerly,  with  a great  fea.  Having  opened  fome 
calk  of  peas  and  flour,  we  found  them  very  much 
damaged  ; for  which  rcafon  we  thought  it  mod  pru- 
dent to  make  for  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  intending 
firlltoget  into  the  lat.  and  long,  of  Cape  Circum- 
cifiun.  When  to  the  eaftward  of  Cape  Horn,  we 
found  the  winds  came  more  from  the  north,  and  not 
fo  drong and  frequent  from  the  weflward,  as  ufual, 
which  brought  on  thick  foggy  weather  ; fo  that,  for 
feveral  days  together,  we  were  not  able  to  make  an 
obfervation,  the  fun  all  the  time  not  being  vifible. 
This  weather  laded  above  a month,  in  which  time 
we  were  among  a great  many  iflands  of  ice,  which 
kept  us  conflantly  on  the  look-out,  for  fear  of  run- 
ning foul  of  them.  Our  people  now  began  to  com- 
plain, of  colds,  and  pains  in  their  limbs,  on  account 
V . of 
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6F  which  we  hauled  to  the  northward,  making  the 
latitude  of  64  deg.  S.  We  then  fleered  to  the  eaft* 
with  an  intention  of  finding  the  land  laid  down  by 
M.  Bouvet.  As  we  advanced  to  the  eafl,  the  night* 
began  to  be  dark,  and  the  iflands  of  ice  became 
more  numerous  and  dangerous  - 

On  the  3d  of  March,  we  were  in  the  latitude  of 
Bouvet’t  difcovery,  and  half  a league  to  the  eaft- 
ward  of  it  ; but  not  perceiving  the  leaft  ftgn  of  land, 
either  now,  or  lince  we  attended  this  parallel,  we 
gave  over  a further  fearce  after  it,  and  hauled  away 
to  the  northward. 

In  our  laft  trad  to  the  fouthward,  we  were  within 
a few  degrees  of  the  longitude  afligned  for  Bouvet’* 
difcovery,  and  about  three  degrees  to  the  fouth- 
ward ; if  therefore  any  land  fhould  be  thereabouts,  if 
muft  be  a very  confiderable  iQand  ; or  rather,  we  are 
inclined  to  think,  a mere  deception  from  the  ice; 
for,  in  our  firft  fetting  out,  we  concluded  we  had. 
made  difcoveries  of  land  feveral  times,  which  proved 
to  be  only  high  iflands  of  ice,  at  the  back  of  large 
fields,  which  M-  Bouvet  might  eaftly  miflake  for  land* 
efpecially  as  it  was  thick  foggy  weather. 

On  the  1 7th,  in  the  latitude  48  deg.  30  min.  S.  and 
in  14  deg.  a6  min.  E.  longitude,  we  faw  two  large 
iflands  of  ice.  On  the  18th,  we  made  the  land  of 
the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  and  on  the  19th,  anchored 
in  Table  Bay.  Here  we  found  Commodore  Sir  Ed- 
ward Hughes,  with  his  Majefly's  fhip  Salifbury,  and 
Sea  Horfe.  We  faliuted  the  garrifon  with  thirteen 
guns,  and  the  Commodore  with  an  equal  number  i 
the  latter  returned  the  full  compliment,  and  the  for- 
mer as  ufual,  faluted  us  with  two  guns  lefs.  At  thif 
place  Capt.  Furneux  left  a letter  for  Capt.  Cook  ; 
and  here  we  remained  to  refit  the  fliip,  refresh  the 
people,  8cc.  E<c.  till  the  16th  of  April,  when  w« 
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hoi fted  fail  for  England  ; and  on  the  14th  of  July, 
to  the  great  joy  of  all  our  faiiori,  anchored  at  Spit- 
head  • 

*-  From  a review  of  the  whole,  our  readers’muft  fee, 
how  much  . this  nation  is  indebted  to  that  able  cir- 
cumnavigator Capt.  Cook..  If  they  only  compare 
the  courfe  the  Refolution  fleered,  and  the  valuable 
difeoveries  (he  made,  with  that  purfued  by  the  Ad- 
VerUhre,  after  the  parted  company,  the  co.ntraft  will 
be'  fufficiently  ftriking.  How  meritorious  mud  alfo 
that  perfon  appear  in  our  judgment,  who  has  not 
only  difeovered,  but  furveyed  vaft  trails  of  new 
coafls ; who  has  difpelled  the  illusion  of  a terra  au- 
flralis  incognita,  and  fixed  the  bounds  of  the  habitable 
earth,  as  well  as  thofe  of  the  navigable  ocean,  in  tbe 
fouthern  hemifphere.  No  propofition  was  ever  more 
clearly  demonftrated,  that  there  is  no  continent  un- 
difeovered  in  the  fouthern  hemifphere,  between  the 
equator  and  the  50th  degree  of  fouthern  la  t-  in  which 
fpace-  all  who  have  contended  for  its  exiftence  have 
included,  if  not  the  whole,  at  leaft  the  moft  confider* 
able  part,  but  at  the  fame  time  that  we  declare  out- 
felves  thus  clearly  convinced  of  the  none-exiftence  of 
a continent  within  the  limits  juft  mentioned,  we  can- 
not help  acknowledging  our  ready  belief,  that  the 
land  our  navigators  have  difeovered  of  tbe  S.  E.  of 
Staten-Land,  is  part  ofa  continent,  projecting  from 
the  north  in  a narrow  neck,  and  expanding  to  the 
fouthward  and  weft  ward,  more  particularly  towards 
the  eaft- . In  this  belief  we  are  ftrengthened  by  the 
:ftrong  reprefentation  of  land  feen  at  a diflance  by 
-out  navigators,  in  lat.  7?  deg.  and  *52  deg.  long 
•and  by  the  report  of  Theodori  Garrards,  who,  after 
parting  the  ftraits  of  Megellan,  being  driven  by  tetn- 
gefts  into  the  lat.  of  64  deg.  S.  in  that,  height  came 
in  fight  ofa  mountainous  country,  covered  with  fnow. 
• . j looking 
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looking  like  Norway,  and  Seemingly  extending  from 
E.  to  W. 

The  fatfts  and  the  observations  made  by  Captain 
Cook,  corroborates  each  other;  and  though  they  do 
not  reduce  the  queftion  to  an  abfolute  certainty,  yet 
the  probability  is  greatly  in  favour  of  the  fuppofed 
difcovery.  To  conclude  thefe  reflexions,  and  10 
place  the  character  of  our  judicious  navigator  in  the 
moil  flriking  point  of  view,  he  performed  a voyage 
of  three  years  and  eighteen  days,  with  1 1 8-  men,, 
throughout  all  the  climates,  from  32  deg.  N.  to  71 
deg.  S.  with  the  lofs  only  of  one  man  by  ficknefs  ; 
and  even  this  one  began  fo  early  to  complain  of  a 
cough,  and  other  confumptive  fymptoms,  which  had 
never  left  him,  that  his  lungs  mutt  have  been  affeXed 
before  he  came  on  board  to  go  the  voyage. 

Did  any,  moft  conyerfant  in  the  bills  of  mortality, 
-whether,  in  the  moft  healthful  climate,  and  in  the  bc'fl. 
condition  of  life,,  ever  find  fo  Small  a lift  of  deaths, 
among  'fuch  a number  of  men  within  that  fpace  ; 
How  agreeable  then  mull  our  furprife  be,  to  find,  by 
the  afliduity  and  unremitted  exertions  of  a Angle  lk.il- 
iul  .navigator,  the  air  of  the  fea  acquitted  of  all  ma- 
lignity, and  that  a voyage  round  the  world  has  been 
undertaken  with  left  danger  perhaps  to  health,  th;rn 
a common  tour  in  Europe.  Surely  diftinguifhed 
merit  is  here  confpicuous,  though  praife  and  adord- 
.tion  belongs  to  the  Supreme  Being  only. 

May  future  navigators  fpring  out  of  this  bright 
example,  not  only  to  perpetuate  his  juftly  acquired 
fame,  but  to  imitate  his  labours  for  the  advancement 
of  natural  knowledge,  the  good  of  Society,  and  the 
/irue  glory  of  Great  Britain.

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BOOK  III. 

CHAP.  I. 

Captain  Cook’s  departure  from  England -Junflion  with 

the  Difcovery  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope Parage  to 

Prince  Edward’s  ifland At  rival  at  Van  Diemen’s 

Land Interview  with  the  natives Arrival  at  Queen 

Charlotte’s  Sound Particulars  of  the  horrid  majfacre  of 

the  Adventure’s  boat's  crew Departure  from  Queen 

Charlotte’s  Sound. 

CAPTAIN  James  Cook  failed  from  Plymouth 
Sound,  on  the  ig  ofjuly,  1776,  in  the  fte- 
folution  {loop  of  war  : He  was  accompanied  by 
Omai,  whofe  behaviour,  on  his  departure,  was  a 
mixture  of  regret  and  fatisfa&ion.  When  the  con- 
vention turned  on  thofe  who  had  honoured  him 
with  their  prote&ion  and  friendfhip,  during  his  flay 
in  England,  he  could  hardly  refrain  from  tears. 

But 
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But  the  inftant  his  own  iflands  were  mentioned,  his 
eyesfparkled  with  joy.  He  was  deeply  Fenfible  of 
the  good  treatment  he  had  meet  With  here,  and  had 
the  highefl  ideas  of  the  country  and  people.  But 
the  pleaftng  profpeA  he  now  had  of  returning  home, 
loaded  with  Whit,  he  well  knew,  would  be  efteemed 
.invaluable  treafures  there,  and  the  flattering  hope 
which  the  poffeflion  of  thefe  gave  him,  of  attaining 
to  a diftinguiihed  fuperiority  among  his  countrymen, 
were  conliderations  which  operated,  by  degrees,  to 
Jupprefs  every  \meafy  fenfation.  On  the  toth  of 
OtAober,  arrived  at  the  Capcof  Good  Hope.  Here 
he  was  joined,  *on  the  toth  of  November,  by  Capt. 
Clerk.,  in  the  Difeovery,  who  had  not  been  per- 
nytted  to  fail  after  him  till  the  tft  of  Auguft.  In 
hb  paflage  to  the  Cape,  Captain  Cook  took  care  to 
guard  againfl  the  ill  confeqyenccs  arifmg  from  the 
rains,  and  the  clofe  fultiy  weather  accompanying 
them,  by  frequently  purifying  the  air  between  decks 
by  file  and  finoke,  and  obliging  the  people  to  dry 
their  clothes  at  every  opportunity.  By  conAantly 
continuing  to  obferve  thefe  precautions,  there  were 
fewer  lick  on  board  the  Rcfoluiion  and  Difeovery, 
rhan  in  either  of  his  former  voyages. 

On  the  i A of  December  both  fliips  left  the  Cape- 
On  the  i ta tli , they  palled  through  two  iflands,  the 
largcfl  about  15  leagues  in  circuit,  in  the  lat-  of  46 
deg-  53  min-  S-  and  in  the  long,  of  37  deg.  43  min. 
E.  The;  longitude  is  reckoned  from  the  meridian  of 
Greenwich,  and  after  .patting  to  theEafi,  in  theSouiih 
Atlantic,  is  carried  on  caijerly  beyond  the  180th  de- 
gree, to  the  utmq/l  extent  of  the  voyage,  and  back 
to  the  fame  meridian.  Thefe  two  iflands,  as  \veli  as 
four  others,  which  lie  from  9 to  12  degrees  of  lon- 
gitude more  fo  the  E.  and  nearly  in  the  fame  lati- 
tude, were  difeovered  in  17721  by  Captains  Marion 
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and  Crozet,  two  French,  navigators..  To  the  two 
firfl  Capt.  Cook  gave  the  name  of  Prince  Edward's 
Illands,  and  the  latter  he  called  Marion  and  Crozet’s 
iflands.  On  the  34th  he  came  in  fight  of  fome  high 
Illands,  which  had  been  difeovered  in  1 773,  by  Ker- 
guelen, a French  Captain,  who  named  them  all • 
The  northernmoft  of  thefe,  called  Bligh’s  Cap,  is  in 
lat.  48  deg.  39  min.  S-  and  long.  68  deg.  40  min.  E. 
They  next  approached  a defolate  coaft  called  Ker- 
guelen’s Land,  which  th3t  navigator  thought  to  be 
a continent,  but  which  Capt.  Cook  found  to  be  an 
ifland.  On  the  35th,  he  entered  a fafe  harbour, 
which  he  called  Chrillmas  harbour.  Here  they  found 
plenty  of  water,  but  not  a bit  of  wood-  The  fhore 
was  covered  with  penguins  and  other  birds,  and  foals. 
The  latter  were  not  numerous,  but  fo  infcnfible  to 
fear,  that  they  killed  as  many  of  them  as  they  pleafed, 
for  the  fake  of  their  fat  or  blubber,  to  make  oil  for 
their  lamps  and  other  ufes.  On  the  29th,  they  left 
this  harbour,  and  ranging  along  the  coafl,  to  afeer- 
tain  its  pofition  and  extent,  they  difeovered  feveral 
promontories  arid  bays  with  a peninfula,  and  a new 
harbour,  to  all  which  Capt-  Cook  gave  names. 

On  the  31  ft,  Capt.  Cook  left  this  coaft,  fleering  E. 
by  N.  and  on  the  34th  of  January  1 777,  favv  Van 
Diemen's  Land,  which  is  the  fouthei  n^pcint  of  New 
Holland.  On  the  26th  they  anchored  in  Adventure 
Bay,  where  they  were  employed  in  procuring  wood 
and  water.  On  th#  28th,  they  were  agreeably  fur- 
prifed  with  a vifit  from  fome  of  the  natives,  cigiit 
men  and  a boy-  They  approached  from  the  woods 
with  the  greateft  confidence  imaginable.  One  of 
them  had  a ftick  in  his  hand  about  two  feet  long, 
pointed  at  one  end.  They  were  quite  naked,  and 
wore  no  ornaments,  unlcfs  we  confidcr  as  fuch,  fome 
large  punctures  or  ridges  on  different  parts  of  their 
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bodies,  fome  in  ftraight,  and  fome  in  curved  line*. 
They  were  of  the  common  ftature,  but  flender. 
Their  fkin  was  black,  and  alfo  their  hair,  which  wa* 
as  woolly  as  that  of  any  native  of  Guinea  ; but  they 
had  not  remarkable  thick  lips  nor  flat  nofes.  On 
- the  contrary,  their  features  were  far  from  being  dif- 
agreeable.  They  had  pretty  good  eyes,  and  their 
teeth  were  tolerably  even,  but  very  dirty.  Moft  of 
them  had  their  hair  and  beards  fmeared  with  red 
ointment ; fome  alfo  had  their  faces  painted. 

Every  prefent  made  to  them  they  received  without 
the  leaft  appearance  of  fatisfatftion.  When  fome 
bread  was  given,  as  foon  as  they  underftood  it  was 
to  be  eaten,  they  either  returned  it,  or  threw  it  away, 
without  even  rafting  it.  They  alfo  refufed  fome  fith, 
both  raw  and  drefted ; but  on  giving  fome  birds  to 
them,  their  behaviour  indicated  a fondnefs  for  fuch 
food.  Capt.  Cook  had  brought  two  pigs  afhore,  with 
a view  of  leaving  them  in  the  woods  ; but  the  inftant 
thefe  came  within  reach  of  the  favages,  they  feized 
them,  as  a dog  would  have  done,  by  the  ears,  and 
were  for  carrying  them  off  immediately  ; with  no 
other  intention,  as  could  be  perceived,  but  to  kill 
them. — Being  defirous  of  knowing  the  ufe  of  the 
flick  before-mentioned,  Capt.  Cook,  by  figns,  pre- 
vailed upon  one  of  them  to  (hew  him.  This  favage 
fetupa  piece  of  wood  as  a mark,  and  threw  at  it 
at  the  diftance  of  about  30  yards.  On  repeated 
trial,  however,  he  was  always  tvide  from  his  object. 
Omai,  to  fhew  them  the  fuperiority  of  our  weapons, 
then  tired  his  mulket  at  it  ; which  alarmed  them  fo 
much,  that  they  ran  inftantly  into  the  woods. 

Notwithftanding  their  conftemation  on  this  occa- 
fion,  on  the  agth,  about  twenty  of  them,  men  and 
boys,  vifited  the  crew  again.  One  of  this  party  was 
confpicUoully  deformed  ; and  not  more  diftinguifb- 
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able  by  the  hump  on  his  back.,  than  by  the  drollery 
of  his  geflures,  and  feeming  humour  of  his  fpeeches  ; 
which  were  evidently  exhibited  for  the  entertain- 
ment of  his  ftrange  vifitors.  His  language,  how- 
ever, was  wholly  unintelligible. 

Some  of  this  group  wore,  loofe,  round  their  necks, 
three  or  four  folds  of  fmall  cords,  made  of  the  fur  of 
fome  animal ; and  others  had  a flip  of  the  kangooroo 
fkin  tied  round  their  ankles.  Capt.  Cook  gave  to  each 
of  them  a firing  of  beads  and  a medal,  which  they 
feemed  to  receive  with  fatfsfaflion  ; but  they  fet  no 
value  on  iron  or  iron  tools.  They  appeared  not  to 
know  the  ufe  of  fifh*hooks,  nor  was  any  qmoe  or 
veffel  fecn,  in  which  they  could  go  upon  the  svater. 
Yet  fhelJ^tifh  made  a part  of  their  food,  as  was  evi- 
dent from  heaps  of  mufcle-fhells,  that  were  feen  in 
different  parts  near  the  ihore.  Their  habitations 
were  little  iheds  or  hovals  built  of  flicks,  and  covered 
with  bark.  Evident  figns  appeared  of  their  fome- 
times  taking  up  their  abode  in  the  trunks  of  trees, 
which  had  been  hollowed  out  by  hre;  and  the  marks 
of  Hre  near  thefe  habitations,  and  near  every  heap  of 
fhelis,  were  indubitable  proofs  that  they  did  not  cat 
their  flefh  raw. 

Some  time  after  feveral  women  and  children  made 
their  appearance,  and  (Capt.  Cook  having  left  his 
party  of  wood-cutters)  were  introduced  by  the  men 
who  attended  them  to  Lieutenant  King,  who  pre 
fented  them  all  with  fuch  trifles  as  he  had  about  him. 
Thefe  females  wore  a Kangooroo  ikin  (in  the  fhape 
as  it  came  from  the  animal)  tied  over  their  flioulders, 
and  round  their  walle.  Its  only  ufe  feemed  to  be 
to  fupport  their  children  when  carried  on  their  backs, 
for  it  did  not  cover  thofe  parts  which  mod  nations 
conceal  ; being,  in  all  other  refpe$s,  as  naked  as  the 
men,  and  as  black,  and  their  bodies  marked  with 
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fears  in  the  fame  manner;  Some  of  them  had  theif 
hair  completely  thorn  or  fhaved,  in  others  this  ope- 
ration had  been  performed  only  on  one  fide;  whilft 
the  reft  of  them  had  all  the  upper  part  of  the  head 
thorn  clofe,  having  a circle  of  hair  all  round,  fome- 
what  like  the  ronfure  of  the  Roman  Ecclefiaftics. 
Many  of  the  children  had  fine  features;  and  were 
thought  pretty  ; but  of  the  perfons  of  the  women, 
efpeciallyof  thofe  advanced  in  yean,  a lefs  favour- 
able opinion  was  formed-  However,  the  gentlemen 
of  the  Djfcovery,  Capt-  Cook  was  told,  paid  their 
addrefles,  and  made  liberal  offers  of  prefents,  which 
were  rejefled  with  great  difdain ; whether  from  a 
fenfe  of  virtue,  or  a fear  of  difpleafing  their  men,  he 
could  not  determine-  That  this  gallantry  was  not 
agreeable  to  the  latter,  is  certain  ; for  an  elderly 
Utan,  as  foon  as  heobferved  it,  ordered  all  the  women 
and  children  to  retire,  which  they  obeyed,  though 
fome  of  them  fhewed  a little  reluctance. — Captain 
Cook’s  reflection  on  this  circumftance  mult  not  be 
omitted:  ‘‘This  conduCt  of  Europeans  amongfl  Sa- 
vages to  their  women,  is  highly  blameable:  as  it 
creates  a jealoufy  in  their  men,  that  may  be  attended 
with  confequenccs  fatal  to  the  fuccefs  of  common 
enterprize,  and  to  the  whole  body  of  the  adventu- 
rers, without  advancing  the  private  purpofe  of  the 
individual,  or  enabling  him  to  gain  the  objeCt  ofhis 
wifhes.  1 believe  it  has-been  generally  found  among 
uncivilized  people,  that  where  the  women  are  eafy 
of  accefs,  the  men  are  the  firft  to  offer  them  to  ftran- 
gers;  and  that  where  this  is  not  the  cafe,  neither  the 
allurements  of  prefents,  nor  the  opportunity  of  pri- 
vacy, will  be  likely  to  have  the  deiired  effeCf.  Tbi» 
obfervation,  1 ant'  fure,  will  hold  good,  through  all 
the  parts  of  the  South  Sea  where  I have  been." 
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To  Capt.  Cook's  account  of  Van  Diemen's  Land, 
Mr.  Anderfon,  his  furgeon,  has  added  many  parti- 
culars refpeding  its  natural  hiftory.  Among  its  ve- 
getable produ&ions,  he  could  not  find  one  that  af- 
forded the  fmalleft  fubliftence  for  man-  There  are 
two.kind^of  foreft  trees  that. are  quite  unknown  to 
Eurqpc.  The  only  animal  of  the  quadruped  kind, 
which  he  could  get,  was  a fort  of  opoffum,  about 
twice  the  lize  of  a large  rat;  and  which  is,  mod 
probably,  the  male  of  that  fpetics.  It  is  of  a dufky 
colour  above,  tinged  with  a brown  or  rufly  call,  and 
whitilh  below.  About  a third  of  its  tail,  towards  it* 
top,  is  white,  and  bare  underneath;  by  which  it 
probably  hangs  on  the  branches  of  the  trees,  as  it 
climbs  thefe  and  lives  on  berries.  Of  the  feathered 
race,  the  molt  lingular  was  a fmall  bird,  .with  a 
pretty  long  tail,  and  part  of  the  head  and  neck  of  a 
beautiful  azure  colour,  whence  they  named  it  Mo- 
tacilla  Cyanea. 

With  refpeft  to  the  inhabitants,  Mr.  Anderfon 
(befides  what  Capt-  Cook  has  already  obferved)  fays, 
that  they  polfefs  little  activity  ; and  that,  as  for  ge- 
nius, they  feem  to  have  lefs  than  even  the  half-ani- 
mated natives  of  Terra  del  Fuego,  who  have  not  in- 
vention fufficient  to  make  clothing  to  defend  them- 
felves  from  the  rigour  of  their  climate,  though  fur- 
nithed  with  the  materials.  The  only  thing  in  which 
they  feemed  to  difplay  contrivance,  was  the  manner 
of  cutting  their  arms  and  bodies,  in  lines  of  different 
lengths  and  dire&ions,  raifed  confiderably  above  the 
furfacc  of  the  Ikini  for  it  is  difficult  to  guefs  the 
method  they  ufe,  in  this  embroidery  of  their  per- 
fons.  Their  not  expreffing  that  furprife,  which  one 
might  have  expelled,  at  feeing  men  fo  unlike  them- 
felves,  and  things  to  which  they  had  been  hereunto 
utter  Grangers,  the  indifference  to  the  prefents  made 
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to  them,  and  general  inattention,  were  fufficient 
proofs  of  their  not  poirefling  any  acutenefs  of  under- 
flanding. — -What  the  ancient  poet*  feigned  of  fauns 
fatyrs,  living  in  hollow  trees  is  here  realized.  Many 
of  their  largefl  trees  were  contrived  into  more  com- 
fortable habitations  than  the  wretched  conftruflion 
of  flicks  mentioned  before.  Thefe  had  their  trunks 
hollowed  out  by  ,fire,  to  the  height  of  fix  or  feven 
feet ; and  that  they  take  up  their  abode  in  them  forte 
times  was  evident  from  the  hearths,  made  of  clay, 
to  confine  the  fire  in  the  middle,  leaving  room  for 
four  or  five  perfons  to  fit  round  it.  At  the  fame 
lime,  thefe  places  of  lhclter  are  durable  ; for  they 
take  care  to  leave  one  fide  of  the  tree  found,  which 
is  futficient  to  keep  it  growing  as  luxuriantly  as  thofe 
which  remain  untouched. 

In  the  morning  of  the  30th  of  January , a light 
breeze  fpringing  up  at  W.  both  fhipsput  to  fea.  Soon 
after  the  wind  veered  to  the  foul h ward,  and  inercafed 
to  a pcrfe&  ftorm.  Its  fury  abated  in  the  evening, 
when  it  veered  to  E.  and  N.  E. 

This  gale  was  indicated  by  the  barometer  : for  the 
wind  no  fooner  began  to  blow,  than  the  mercury  in 
the  tube  began  to  fall.  Another  remarkable  thing 
attended  the  coming  on  of  this  wind,  which  was  very 
faint  at  firft,  it  brought  with  it  a degree  of  heat  that 
wasalmoft  intolerable.  The  mercury  in  the  ther- 
mometer rufc  as  it  were  inftantaneoufly,  from  about 
70  to  go  deg.  This  heat  was  of  fo  Ilibrt  a continuance, 
that  it  feeined  to  he  wafted  away  before  the  breeze 
that  brought  it ; fo  that  fomc  on  board  did  not  per- 
ceive it* 

On  the  loth  of  February,  they  difeovered  the  land 
of  New  Zealand  ; and,  on  the  12th,  anchored  at  their 
old  Ration  in  Queen  Charlotte’s  Sound.  Here  they 
were  fully  employed  till  the  25th,  in  procuring  w®od, 
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water,  and  grafs  for  their  cattle  ; in  brewing  fpruce 
beer,  as  a prefervation  from  the  feurvy  : and  in  mak- 
ing the  n*ce:laiy  obfervations  to  tind  the  rate  of  the 
time-keeper,  ike.  &c. 

The  natives  came  along-fide  the  ffiip  in  canoes, 
but  (hewed  great  reluctance,  when  requeHed  to  come 
onboard.  Capt.  Cook  imputed  this  behaviour  to 
their  being  apprehenfive,  that  he  had  revifited  their 
country,  in  order  to  revenge  the  death  of  Captain 
Furneaux’s  people,  about  ten  of  whom  having  landed 
from  the  boat,  in  a part  of  the  Sound,  were  malfa- 
cred  by  the  favages.  In  this  idea,  Capt.  Cook  en- 
deavoured to  convince  them  of  the  continuance  of 
his  friendfhip,  and  that  he  fhould  not  molell  them 
on  account  of  this  melancholy  tranfadion ; and  the 
natives  foon  returned  to  their  former  confidence  and 
freedom  of  intercourfe. 

Capt.  Cook,  however,  was  fo  much  on  his  guard, 
that  all  his  workmen  were  under  the  proteftion  of 
the  marines,  and  no  boat  was  fent  to  any  diftance 
from  the  ihips,  without  being  well  officered  and 
armed  ; for  he  had  not  only  the  tragical  fate  of  the 
Adventure's  boat’s  crew  in  his  mind,  but  that  of 
Capt.  Marion,  and  fome  of  his  people,  in  the  Bay 
of*  Iflands,  in  1772. 

Several  of  the  natives  ere^ed  a kind  of  temporary 
village  of  huts,  clofe  to  Captain  Cook's  encamp- 
ment. Bolides  thefe,  he  was  occafion.illy  viftted  by 
others,  from  different  quarters.  The  articles  of 
commerce  produced  by  the  natives,  were  curiofities, 
filh,  and  women.  The  two  firft  always  came  to  a 
good  market ; which  the  latter  did  not.  The  Teamen 
had  taken  a kind  of  dillike  to  thefe  people ; and 
Were  either  unwilling,  or  afraid,  to  affociate  with 
them  ; * which  produced  this  good  effeft,’  fays 
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Captain  Cook,  ‘ (hat  I knew  no  inflance  ofa  man's 
quitting  his  flalion,  to  go  to  their  habitations.’ 

Among  their  occafionai  vifitors  was  a Chief,  named 
Kahoora,  who  headed  the  party  that  cut  off  Captain 
Furneaux's  people,  and  had  himfelf  killed  Mr.  Rowe, 
-the  olficer  who  commanded.  Some  of  the  nativej, 
iirongly  importuned  the  Captain  to  facxifice  him  to 
his  vengance  ; ‘ Had  J followed  the  advice  of  all 
our  pretended  friends,’  fays  Capt.  Cook,  ' I might 
•have  extirpated  the  whole  race  ; for  the  people  of 
each  hamlet  or  village,  by  turns,  applied  to  me  to 
rleflroy  the  other,’ and  Qmai  joined  in  thefe  felici- 
tations. But  Kahoora  repo  fed  a perfecl  confidence 
in  the  good  faith  of  Capt*  Cook,  and  had  no  reafon 
xo  repent  it. 

Capt.  Cook,  one  day,  made  an  excurfion  to  Grafs 
Cove,  the  memorable  feene  of  the  malfacre.  Here 
lie  met  witli  his  old  friend  Pedro  ; and  from  him, 
and  fome  of  the  natives,  who  were  entirely  guiltlefs 
■of  the  deed,  they  received  the  Ihocking  particulars; 
which  were  as  follows  : “ That  while  our  people 

were  fitting  at  dinner,  furrounded  by  feveral  ol  the 
natives,  fome  of  the  latter  Hole,  or  fnatched  from 
them,  fome  bread  and  fiih,  for  which  they  were  beat. 
This  being  refenled,  a quarrel  enfued,  and  two 
New  Zealanders  were  Ihot  dead,  by  the  only  two 
snulkets  that  were  fired  : for  before  our  people  had 
•time  to  difeharge  a third,  or  to  load  again  thofe  that 
Fad  been  fired,  the  natives  rullied  in  upon  them, 
overpowered  them  with  numbers,  and  put  them  all 
to  death. 

Capt.  Cook  was  told,  * that  a black  fervant  of 
Capt*  Furneaux,  who  had  been  left  in  the,  boat  to 
take  care  of  her,  was  the  caufe  of  the  quarrel  ; that 
one  of  the  natives  Healing  fomething  out  of  the  boar, 
ithe  Negro  gave  him  a fevere  blow  with  a Hick  : that 
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fhe  cries  of  the  fellow  being  heard  at  a didance 
they  imagined  he  was  killed,  and  immediately  began 
the  attack  on  our  people  ; who  before  they  had  time 
to  reach  the  boat,  or  to  arm  themfelves  againft  the 
impending  danger,  fella  faerifice  to  the  fuiyofthe 
favages. 

Capt.  Cook  thought  it  very  probable  that  both 
thefe  accounts  were  true  ; it  being  natural  to  fup- 
pofe,  that  while  fome  of  the  natives  were'  dealing 
from  the  man  left  in  the  boat,  others  of  them  might 
be  taking  the  fame  liberties  with  the  property  of  our 
people,  who  were  on  fbore.  But  all  agreed,  that 
there  was  no  premeditated  plan  of  bloodfhed  ; anti 
that  if  the  thiefis  had  not  been  too  hadily  refented, 
no  mifehief  would  have  hapned.  Kahoora  being 
queftioned  by  Capt.  Cook,  faid,  That  one  of  his 
countrymen  having  brought  a done  hatchet  to  ber- 
ter,  the  man  to  whom  it  was  otFered,  took  it,  and 
would  neither  return  it,  nor  give  any  thing  for  it  ; on 
which  the  owner  of  it  fnatched  up  the  bread  as  an 
equivalent,  and  thus  the  quarrel  began. 

On  the  <roth  there  was  a voilent  dorm  from  the  N. 
W.  The  gufh  of  winds  from  the  hills  were  very  vio<- 
lent,  infomuch  that  they  were  obliged  to  drike  the 
yards  and  top-mads  to  the  utmod,  and  yet  with  dif- 
ficulty rode  it  out.  Thefe  dorms  are  very  frequent 
here.  Thefe  neighbouring  mountains,  which  at  thefe 
times  arc  always  loaded  with  vapours,  not  only  in* 
creafe  the  force  of  the  wind,  but  alter  its  dire&ion 
in  fuch  a manner,  that  not  two  blads  follow  each 
other  from  the  fame  quarter  : and  the  nearer  the 
fhore,  the  more  their  ededs  are  felt.  Great  numbers 
.of  the  natives  continued  to  vifit  the  encampment, 
particularly  while  the  crew  were  melting  fomc 
blubber.  No  Greenlander  ever  feemed  to  be  more 
ond  of  train  oil.  They  rellilhed  the  very  fkimrnings 
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of  the  kettle,  and  dregs  of  the  cafks  ; but  a little  of 
the  pure  ftinking  oil  feemed  to  be  a moft  delicious 
feaft- 

Among  the  moft  remarkable  particulars  in  the  na- 
tural hiftory  of  this  place,  which  are  copiouQy  de- 
feribed  by  Mr.  Anderfon,  we  muft  not  omit  to  take 
notice  of  the  ftriking  contraft,  which  the  face  of  the 
country  affords  to  that  of  Van  Diemen’s  Land. — It 
is  uncommonly  mountainous,  rifing  immediately 
from  the  fea  into  Large  hills  with  blunted  tops.  * At 
confiderable  diftances  are  vallies,  or  rather  impref- 
fions  on  the  iides  of  the  hills,  which  are  not  deep, 
each  terminating  towards  the  fea  in  a fmall  cove, 
with  a pebbly  or  fandy  beach  ; behind  which  are 
fmall  flats,  where  the  natives  generally  build  their 
huts,  at  the  fame  time  hauling  their  canoes  upon  the 
beaches.  This  fttuation  is  the  more  convenient,  as 
in  every  cove  a brook  of  fine  water  empties  itfelf  in- 
to the  fea.  The  hills  arc  one  continued  foreft  of 
lofty  trees,  flourifhing  with  a vigour  almoft  fuperior 
to  any  thing  that  imagination  can  conceive,  and  af- 
fording an  auguft  profped  to  thofe  who  arc  delighted 
with  the  grand  and  beautiful  works  of  nature. 

The  agreeable  temperature  of  the  climate,  no 
doubt,  contributes  much  to  this  uncommon  ft  rengtli 
in  vegetation  ; for,  at  this  time,  though  anfwering 
to  our  month  of  Auguft,  the  weather  was  never  dif- 
agreeably  warm,  nor  did  it  raife  the  thermometer 
higher  than  66  deg.  The  winter,  alfo,  feems  equally 
mild  with  refpetft  to  cold  ; for  in  June  1773,  which 
correfponds  to  our  December,  the  mercury  never 
fell  lower  than  48  degrees  ; and  the  trees,  at  that 
time  retained  their  verdure,  as  if  in  the  fummer  fea- 
fon  ; fo  that,  in  Mr.  Anderfon’s  opinion,  their  foi- 
lage  is  never  Ihed,  till  pulhed  olf  with  the  fucceed- 
ing  leaves  in  fpring.  In  Ihort,  the  only  obftaclc  ta 
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this  being  one  of  the  fined  countries  upon  earth,  is 
its  hillinefs;  which,  allowing  its  woods  to  be  cleaned 
away,  would  leave  it  lefs  proper  for  pafturage  than 
flat  land,  and  dill  more  improper  for  cultivation 
which  could  never  be  elfetffed  by  the  plough. 

Among  the  plants  011c  deferves  particular  notice, 
as  the  natives  make  their  garments  of  it,  and  it  pro- 
duces a fine  Clky  flax,  fuperior  in  appearance  to  any 
thing  we  have,  and  probably  as  flrong.  It  grows  in 
bunches  of  tufts,  with  fedge-like  leaves,  bearing 
on  a*  long  flalk,  yellowilh  flowers,  which  are  fuc*« 
ceeded  by  a long  roundilh  pod,  filled  with  very  thin 
finning  black,  feeds. — Another  plant,  which  bears  a 
red  berry,,  and  which  is  much  like  the  fuppie-jack, 
growing  above  the  tiees,  ftrctching  from  one  to  an- 
other, in  fuch  a manner,  as  to  render  the  woods alraofl 
wholly  impartible. 

Among  the  birds  are  fcveral  forts  of  cuckoos,  one 
of  which  is  not  larger  than  a fparrow,  of  a fplendid 
green  caft  above,  and  elegantly  varied  with  waves 
of  golden,  green,  brown,  and  white  colouis  below.* 
Another  kind  is  of  a black  colour,  with  a greenilh 
caft,  which  is  remarkable  for  having  a tuft  of  white 
curled  feathers  hanging  under  the  throat.  This  tuft 
of  feathers  refembled  the  white  flowers  ufed  as  orna- 
ments in  the  cars  at  Otaheite,  and  called  Poowa, 
whence  our  failors  called  this  the  Poy  bird.  There 
isalfo  a fmall  greenilh  bird,  which  is  almoft  the  only 
muficai  one  here,  but  is  fufficient  to  fill  the  woods 
with  a melody,  that  is  not  only  fWeet,  but  fo  varied, 
that  one  would  imagine  he  was  furrounded  by  a hun- 
dred different  forts  of  birds,  when  the  little  warbler 
is  near.  Hence  it  was  named  the  mocking  bird. 

With  refpecl  to  quadrupeds,  it  is  remarkable,  that 
in  this  extenfive  land,  there  is  not  even  the  trace  of 
one,  except  only  a few  rats,  and  a fort  of  fox-dog, 
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which  is  a domeftic  animal  with  the  natives.  Neither 
is  there  any  mineral  worth  notice  but  a green  jafper, 
or  lerpent-flone,  of  which  the  natives  make  their 
tools  aud  ornaments. 

Of  the  natives  we  can  here  only  obferve,  that, 
contrary  to  the  favages  of  Van  Diemen’s  Land,  they 
fhew  as  much  ingenuity,  both  in  invantion  and  exe-. 
cution,  as  any  uncivilized  nation  under  iltnilar  cir- 
cumftances  : for,  without  the  ufe  of  any  metal  tools, 
they  make  every  thing  by  which  they  procure  their 
fubftance,  clothing,  and  warlike- weapons,  with  a 
degree  of  neainefs,  ftrength  and  convenience  for 
accomplifhing  their  feveral  purpofes.  Their  chief 
mechanical  tool  is  formed  exactly  after  the  manner 
of  our  adzes  ; and  is  made,  as  are  alfo  the  chillel 
and  gouge,  of  the  green  ferpent-ftone  already  men- 
tioned. But  their  mafler-piece  fetms  to  be  carving. 
The  heads  of  their  canoes  are  fometimcs  ornamented 
with  it,  in  fuch  a manner,  as  only  Ihews  much 
defign,  but  alfo  is  an  example  of  great  labour  and 
patience  in  execution-  Their  cordage  for  fifhing- 
lines  is  equal  in  llrength  and  eveneis  to  ours,  and 
their  nets  not  at  all  inferior.  But  what  mull  cult 
them  the  greateft  labour,  is  the  making  of  the  tools 
we  have  mentioned  ; for  the  ftone  is  exceedingly 
hard,  and  the  only  method  of  falhioning  it  is  by 
rubbing  one  fhone  upon  another.  Their  fubfiitute 
for  a knife  is  a iliell , a bit  of  flint,  or  jafper.  And, 
as  an  auger,  to  bore  with,  they  fix  a lhark’s  tooth  in 
the  endofafmall  piece  of  wood,  ft  is  true,  they 
have  a fmall  faw,  made  with  fome  jagged  hlhes  teeth 
fixed  on  the  convex  edge  of  a piece  ofwood  nicely 
carved.  But  this,  they  fay,  is  only  ufed  to  cut  up 
the  bodies  of  their  enemies,  whom  they  kill  in 
battle. - 
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From  this  country,  Capt-  Cook,  at  the  requeft  of 
Omai,  and  with  their  own  and  relations  confent, 
took,  two  young  Zealanders.  On  the  25th  of  Fe- 
brauary,  the  Captains  Cook  and  Clerk  left  Queen 
Charlotte’s  Sound;  and  on  the  29th  ofMafch  fol- 
lowing, came  within  fight  of  the  illand  ol  Mangea- 

During  Captain  Cook’s  paftage  to  the  ifland  of 
Mangea,  the  two  adventurers  fiom  New  Zealand, 
repented  heartily  of  the  ftep  they  had  taken,  imme- 
diately afteT  they  had  loft  fight  of  their  own  country, 
the  fea  ficknefs  they  experienced  giving  a turn  to 
their  reflections.  All  the  Toothing  encouragement 
that  could  be  thought  of  availed  but  little.  They 
wept  both  in  public  and  private  ; and  made  their  la- 
mentation in  a kind  of  long,  which,  as  far  as  the 
meaning  of  the  word  could  be  underftood,  was  ex- 
preftive  of  the  praifes  of  their  own  country  and 
people,  from  whom  they  were  to  be  feparated 
for  ever.  Thus  they  continued  for  many  days, 
till  their  fea-ficknefs  wore  off,  and  the  tumult  of 
their  mind  began  to  fubfide.  Then  thefe  fits  of 
lamentation  became  lefs  and  lefs  frequent,  and  at 
length  entirely  ceafed.  Their  native  country  and 
their  friends  were,  by  degrees,  forgotten;  and  they 
appeared  to  be  as  firmly  attached  to  their  new  ac- 
quaintances, as  if  they  had  been  born  among  them. 

The  ifland  of  Mangea,  (which  is  the  name  the 
natives  give  it)  lies  in  tfie  latitude  of  2 t deg.  57  min. 
S.  and  201  deg.  53  min.  E.  Capt.  Cook  pronounces 
it  from  its  exterior  appearance,  to  be  a very  fine 
ifland,  capable  of  fupplying  all  their  wants  ; and  he 
computes  it  to  be  about  five  leagues  in  circuit.  But 
he  found  it  impoffible  either  to  land  here,  or  to  find 
any  anchorage  for  his  (hips  ; fuch  part  ofthecoaft 
as  fell  under  his  obfervation,  being  guarded  by  a 
reef  of  coral  rock,  on  the  outfide  of  which  the 
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fea  is  of  an  unfathomable  depth;  and  a great  furf 
broke  with  violence  againft  the  fliore,  or  againft  the 
reef  that  furrouuds  it. 

Early  in  the  morning  of  the  28th  of  Feb  fevcral 
of  the  natives  were  perceived  upon  a fandy  beach, 
all  armed  with  long  fpeais  and  clubs,  which  they 
brandithed  in  the  air  with  ligns  of  threatening,  or, 
as  other*  interpreted  their  attitude,  with  invitations 
to  land.  Molt  of  them  were  naked,  except  having 
a fort  of  girdle,  which,  being  brought  up  between 
the  thigh*,  covered  that  part  of  the  body,  but  fome 
of  them  had  pieces  of  cloth  of  different  colours, 
white,  ftriped,  or  chequered,  thrown  about  their 
ihoulders  ; and  almolt  all  of  them  had  a kind  of 
ftyhite  turban  ; and  fome  others,  a fort  of  high  co- 
nical cap.  They  were  of  a tawny  colour  : and  in  ge- 
neral of  a middle  flature,  but  robuft,  and  inclined 
to  corpulence. 

At  this  time,  a fmall  canoe  was  launched  in  a great 
hurry  from  the  farther  end  of  the  beach  ; and,  a man 
getting  into  it,  put  olf,  as  with  a view  to  reach  the 
fhip.  On  this,  the  Captain  brought  to,  that  he  might 
receive  the  vifit ; but  the  man’s  refolution  failing,  he 
foon  returned  towards  the  beach , where,  after  fome 
time,  another  man  joined  him  in  the  canoe;  and 
then  they  both  paddled  towards  the  fhip.  They 
ftopt  Ihort,  however,  asifafraid  to  approach,  until 
Omai,  who  addielled  them  in  the  Otaheite  language, 
in  fome  mealurc  quieted  their  apprehenfions.  They 
then  came  near  enough  Co  take  fome  beads  and  nails, 
which  were  tied  to  a piece  of  wood,  and  thrown  into 
the  canoe-  They  feemed  afraid  to  touch  thefe  things 
and  put  the  pjece  of  wood  altde,  without  untying 
them.  This,  however,  might  arife  from  fuperftirion: 
for  Omai  faid,  that  when  they  faw  us  offering  them 
prefents,  they  afked  fomething  for  their  EATQOA, 
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or  God.  He  alfo,  perhaps  improperly,  put  the  que- 
flion  to  them,  whether  they  ever  eat  human  fleth  ? 
which  they  anfwenyi  in  the  negative,  with  a mixture 
of  indignation  and  abhorrence.  One  of  them,  whofe 
name  was  Maurooa,  being  alked  how  he  came  by  a 
fear  in  his  forehead,  anfwcred,  that  it  was  in  confe- 
quence  of  a wound  he  had  got  in  fighting  with  the 
people  of  an  i Hand , which  lies  to  the  north-eaftward, 
who  fometimts  came  to  invade  them.  They  after- 
waid*  took,  hold  of  a rope.  Still,  however,  they 
woula  not  venture  on  board  ; but  told  Omdi,  that 
their  countrymen  had'  given  them  this  caution*  at 
the  fame  time  diretfling  them  to  enquire  whence  the 
ihip  came,  and  the  name  of  the  captain. 

Maurooa,  was  luity,  but  not  very  tall.  His  fea- 
tures were  agreeable,  and  his  difpofition  feemingly 
no  lefs  fo  ; for  he  made  feverai  droll  gcfticulations, 
which  indicated  both  good-nature  and  a (hare  of 
humour.  He  alfo  made  othets,  which  feemed  of  a 
ferious  kind,  and  repeated  fome  wotds  with  a devout 
air,  before  he  ventured  to  lay  hold  of  the  rope;  which 
was  probably  to  recommend  himfelf  to  the  protec- 
tion of  fome  Divinity.  His  colour  was  nearly  of  the 
fame  ca ft  with  that  common  to  the  more  foutheru 
Europeans.  The  other  was  not  fo  handfome.  Both 
of  them  had  ftrong,  ftraight  hair,  of  a jet  colour, 
tied  together  on  the  crown  of  the  head  with  a bit  of 
cloth.  They  wore  girdles,  which  were  a fubftance 
made  from  the  Morus  Papyrifera,  in  the  fame  man- 
ner as  at  the  other  iflands  in  this  ocean.  It  was  glazed 
like  the  fort  ufed  by  the  natives  of  the  Fiiendly 
Iflands;  but  the  cloth  on  their  heads  was  white,  like 
that  which  was  found  at  Otaheite.  They  had  on  a 
kind  offandals,  made  of  a graffy  fubflance  inter- 
woven', and  probably  intended  to  defend  their  feet 
againft  the  rough  coral  rocks.  Their  beards  were 
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long;  and  the  inlide  of  their  arms,  from  the  ftioulr 
ders  to  the  elbow,  and  fome  other  parts  were  punc- 
tured or  tatooed,  after  the  manner  of  the  natives  of 
almott  all  the  other  iflands  in  the  South  Sea.  The 
lobe  of  the  ears  was  pierced,  or  rather  flit,  and  to 
fuch  a length,  that  one  of  them  ftuck  there  a knife 
and  fome  beads  which  had  been  given  them  ; and 
the  fame  perfon  had  two  poiiihed  pearl-fheils,  and  a 
bunch  of  human  hair,  looieiy  twitted,  hanging  round 
his  neck.  The  canoe  they  came  in  was  not  above 
ten  feet  long,  and  very  narrow,  but  both  ftrongand 
neatly  made.  The  forepart  had  a flat  board  fattened 
over  it,  and  projecting  out  tp  prevent  the  fea  getting 
in  on  plunging. 

About  ten  o'clock,  the  captain  went  into  a boat 
to  found  the  (hore.  lie  had  no  fooner  put  off,  than 
the  two  men  in  the  canoe  paddled  towards  the  boat, 
and  having  come  along  fide,  Mourooa  ftept  into 
her,  without  being  afked,  and  without  a moment's 
hefitation. 

While  thus  employed  in  endeavouring  to  land 
(which  was  found  impoflible,  unlcfs  at  the  rifk  of 
having  the  boat  filled  with  water,  or  even  ttaved  to 
pieces)  great  numbers  of  the  natives  flocked  down 
to  the  beach,  all  armed  as  above-mentioned.  Mou- 
rooa, probably  thinking  that  this  warlike  appear- 
ance prevented  their  landing,  oidered  them  to  re- 
tire. As  many  of. them  complied,  he  was  judged  to 
be  a perfon  of  fome  confequence.  So  great  was 
the  curioufiry  of  fevcral,  that  they  fwam  to  the  boat, 
and  came  onboard  without  referve-  1 It  was  even 
difficult  to  keep  them  out,  and  Hill  more  difficult  to 
prevent  their  carrying  off  every  thing  upon  which 
they  could  lay  their  hands.  At  length,  when  they 
perceived  the  boat  returning  to  the  fliip,  they  all 
jumped  out,  except  Mourooa.  He,  though  not 
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'Without  evident  figns  of  fear,  kept  his  place,  and 
went  on  board  the  lhip. 

The  cattle,  and  other  objefls,  did  not  flrike  him 
with  fo  much  l'urprife  as  one  might  have  expefled. 
But,  in  faft,  he  fecmed  very  uneafy  ; and  as  the  (hip, 
on  his  getting  on  board,  happened  to  be  Hand  off 
fhore,  this  circumHancc  nude  him  the  more  fo. 
After  a fhort  flay,  the  Captain  ordered  a boat  to 
carry  him  in  towards  land.  As  foon  as  he  got  out 
of  the  cabin,  he  Humbled  over  one  of  the  goats. 
His  curiofity  now  overcoming  his  fear,  he  flopt, 
looked  at  it,  and  alked  Omai,  What  bird  this  was? 
The  boat  having  conveyed  him  pretty  near  the  furl', 
he  leaped  into  the  fea,  and  fwam  alhore.  He  had 
no  fooner  landed,  than  the  multitude  of  his  country- 
men gathered  round  him,  as  if  eager  to  learn  what 
he  had  feen.  As  foon  as  the  boat  returned,  the 
Captain  made  fail  from  the  land  to  the  northward. 
The  natives  of  Mangea,  as  do  all  the  New  Zea- 
landers falutc  flrangers  by  joining  nofes ; adding, 
however,  the  additional  ceremony  of  taking  the 
hand  of  the  perfon  to  whom  they  are  paying  civili- 
ties, and  rubbing  it,  with  a degree  of  force,  upon 
their  nofe  and  mouths. 

On  the  i H of  April,  Capt.  Cook,  came  in  Hght  of 
an  iiland,  nearly  of  the  fame  appearance,  and  extent 
as  Mangea  ; and,  at  the  fame  time,  another  land,  but 
much  fmaller,  was  feen  right  a head.  The  firft,  as 
they  afterwards  learned  from  the  natives,  was  called 
by  them  Wateeoo.  It  lies  in  the  lat-  of  20  deg.  one 
min.S.  and  in  the  long.  201  deg.  45  min.  E.  and 
appeared  to  be  a beautiful  fpot,  with  a furface  com- 
pofed  of  hills  and  plains,  and  covered  with  verdure 
of  many  hues.  The  next  day,  two  armed  boats 
were  fent  out,  to  look  for  anchoring  ground  and  a 
landing-place.  In  the  meantime,  the  natives  came 
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off  in  canoes,  to  vifit  the  two  fhips,  and  to  be  quit* 
free  from  the  apprehenfions  that  had  been  fo  viiible 
in  the  inhabitants  of  Mangea.  Prefrnts  were  re- 
ciprocally given  and  received.  In  one  of  thefe  vi- 
fits,  the  natives,  as  they  drew  near  the  {hip,  recited 
fome  words  in  concert,  by  way  of  chorus,  one  of 
their  number  firft  Handing  up,  and  giving  the  word 
before  each  repetion.  When  they  had  hnilhed 
their  folemn  chant,  they  came  along  fide  and  afked 
for  the  Chief.  After  giving  fome  prefents,  they 
were  conduced  into  the  cabin,  and  to  other  parts  of 
the  ihip.  Some  objects  feemed  to  Its  ike  them  with 
a degree  of  furprife  ; but  nothing  fixed  their  atten- 
tion for  a moment.  They  were  afraid  to  come  near 
the  cows  and  horfes  ; nor  did  they  form  the  lesft 
conception  of  their  nature.  But  the  fheep  and 
goats  did  not  furpafs  the  limits  of  their  ideas ; for 
they  gave  us  to  underfland,  that  they  knew  them  to 
be  birds.  It  will  appear  rather  incredible,  that  hu- 
man ignorance  could  ever  make  fo  ftrange  a miftake; 
there  not  being  the  moft  diflant  likenels,  between  a 
Iheepora  goat,  and  any  winged  animal.  But  thefe 
people  feemed  to  know  nothing  of  the  exiftance  of 
any  other  land-animals,  befides  hogs,  dogs,  and  birds. 
The  fheep  and  goats,  they  could  fee,  were  very  dif- 
ferent creatures  from  the  two  firft,  and  therefore  they 
inferred,  that  they  rauft  belong  to  the  latter  clafs,  in 
which  they  knew  there  is  a confiderable  variety  of 
fpecies. 

The  people  in  thefe  canoes  differed  little  from  the 
natives  of  Mangea.  Ornaments, ^compofed  of  a 

fort  of  grafs  ftained  with  red,  and  ftrung  with  berries 
of  the  niiht-fhade,  were  worn  about  their  necks. 
Their  ears  were  bored,  but  not  flit;  and  they  were 
punctured  upon  the  legs,  from  the  kce  to  the  heel, 
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which  made  them  appear  as  if  they  wore  a kind  of 
boots. 

Lifeutenant  Gore,  with  the  two  boats,  returned  irt 
the  afterrioon,  having  found  the  fame  obAruftions 
both  to  landing  and  anchoring,  which  they  had  found 
at  Mailgea.  But  as  the  natives  feemed  very  friendly, 
and  to  cxprefs  a degree  of  difappointment,  when 
they  faw  the  boats  crews  fail  in  their  attempt  to  land. 
Mr.  Gore  was  of  opinion,  that  by  means  of  Omai, 
Who  tould  beA  explain  the  requeA,  they  might  be 
prevailed  upon  to  bring  off  to  the  boats  beyond  the 
furf,  fuch  articles  as  were  moA  wanted,  in  particular 
the  Aems  of  plantain-trees  which  were  good  food 
for  the  cattle. 

Accordingly,  about  ten  the  next  morning,  Mr. 
Gore  was  difpatched  with  three  boats,  to  try  the  ex- 
periment. Two  of  (he  natives,  who  had  been  on 
board,  accompanied  him  ; and  Omai  went  as  inter- 
preter. In  order  to  obfcrve  their  motions,  and  to 
be  ready  to  give  them  fuch  affiAance  as  they  might 
want,  Cnptian  Cook  kept  as  near  the  lhore  as  was 
prudent.  He  was  fenfible,  however,  that  the  reef  was 
as  effe&ual  a barrier  between  him  and  hh  friends 
who  had  landed,  and  put  them  as  much  beyond  his 
prote$ion,  as  if  half  the  circumference  of  the  globe 
had  intervened.  But  the  iilanders,  it  was  probable, 
did  not  know  this  fo  well  as  he  did.  In  the  mean 
time,  the  occafional  vifits  of  the  natives  on  board 
fhips,  ferved  to  leAen  his  folicitude  for  his  friends 
on  Aiore-  At  length,  a little  before  fon-fet,  he  had 
fatisfa«Aion  of  feeing  the  boat9  put  off.  When 
(hey  got  on  board,  he  found  that  Mr.  Gore,  Omai, 
Mr.  Anderfon,  and  Mr.  Burney,  were  the  only  per- 
fons  that  had  landed.  Mr.  Anderfon's  narrative  of 
the  tranfa&ions  of  the  day  being  extremely  intcreff-’ 
hig,  we  Aiall  give  it  in  his  own  words. 
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‘ Wc  rowed,’  fays  Mr.  Anderfon,  ‘ towards  a fraail- 
fandy  beach,  and  came  to  an  anchor  within  a hun- 
dred yards  of  the  reef,  which  extends  about  as  far,, 
or  a little  further  from  the  Ihore.  Several  of  the 
natives  fwam  off,  bringing  cocoa-nuts ; and  Omai, 
with  their  countiymen,  whom  we  had  with  us  in  the 
boats,  made  them  fenfible  of  our  wilh  to  land.  Soon 
after,  two  canoes  came  olF ; and  to  create  a greater 
confidence  in  the  iQanders,  we  determined  to  go  un- 
armed, and  to  run  the  hazard  of  being  treated  well 
or  ill. 

4 Our  condu^lors,  watching  attentively  the  mo- 
tions of  the  furf,  landed  Mr.  Burney  and  myfelf, 
who  were  in  the  firft  canoe,  fafely  upon  the  reef, 
An  iflander  took  hold  of  each  of  us,  obvioully  with 
an  intention  to  fupport  us  in  walking  over  the  rug- 
ged rock,  to  the  beach,  where  feveral  of  the  others 
met  us,  holding  the  green  boughs,  of  a fpecies  of 
Mimofa  in  their  hands,  and  faluted  us  by  joining  their 
nofes  to  ours.  Mr.  Gore  and  Omai  were  landed 
from  the  fecond  canoe. 

4 A great  crowd  flocked  with  eager  curiofity  to 
look  at  us;  and  would  have  prevented  our  proceed- 
ing, had  not  fome,  who  feemed  to  have  authority, 
dealt  blows,  with  little  diftineftion  among  them,  to 
keep  them  off.  We  were  then  led  up  an  avenue  of 
cocoa  palms  ; and  foon  came  to  a number  of  men  ar- 
ranged in  two  rows,  and  armed  with  clubs,  which 
they  held  on  their  Ihoulders,  much  in  the  fame  man- 
ner as  we  reft  a mufket-  After  walking  a little  way 
among  thefe,  we  found  a perfon  who  feemed  a chief, 
fitting  on  the  ground  crofs-legged,  cooling  himfelf 
with  a fort  of  triangular  fan,  made  from  a leaf  of  the 
cocoa  palm,  with  a polifhed  handle  of  black  wood, 
fixed  to  one  corner.  In  hi*  ears  were  large  branches 
of  beautiful  red  feathers,  which  pointed  forward. 
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But  he  had  no  other  mark,  or  ornament,  to  diflin- 
gui'h  him  from  the  reft  of  the  people;  though  they 
all  obeyed  him  with  the  greateft  alacrity.  He  cither 
naturally  had,  or  at  this  time  put  on,  a ferinus,  but 
•not  fevere  countenance;  and  we  were  delired  to  fa- 
lure  him  as  he  fat,  by  forae  people  who  feemed  of 
confequente. 

‘ We  proceeded  ftill  among!!  the  men  armed  with 
dubs,  and  came  to  a fecond  chief,  who  fat  fanning 
himfeif,  and  ornamented  as  the  firft.  He  was  re- 
markable for  his  fize,  and  common  corpulence, 
though  to  appearance  not  above  thirty.  In  the  fame 
manner,  we  were  conduced  to  a third  chief,  who 
feemed  older  than  the  two  former,  and  though  not 
fo  fat  as  the  fecond,  was  of  a large  fize.  He  alfo 
was  fitting  and  adorned  with  led  feathers;  and  after 
faluting  him  as  we  had  done  the  others,  he  defiled 
us  both  to  fit  down,  upon  which  we  were  very  willing 
to  do,  being  pretty  well  fatigued  with  walking  up 
and  down,  and  with  the  exceffive  heat  we  felt.amongft 
the  vaft  crowd  that  furrounded  us. 

‘ In  a few  minutes,  the  people  were  ordered  to 
feparate;  and  we  f.tw,  at  the  diftance  of  30  yards, 
about  520  young  women,  ornamented  as  the  chiefs, 
with  red  feathers,  engaged  in  a dance,  which  they 
performed  to  a flow  and  ferious  air,  fuiig  by  them 
all.  We  got  up,  and  went  forward  to  fee  them; 
they  continued  their  dance,  without  paying  the  leaf! 
attention  to  us.  They  feemed  to  he  directed  by  a 
man  who  ferved  as  a prompter,  and  mentioned  each 
motion  they  were  to  make.  But  they  never  changed 
the  fpot.as  we  do  in  dancing  : and  though  their  feet 
were  not  at  reft,  this  exercife  conlifted  more  in 
moving  their  fingers  very  nimbly,  at  the  fame  time 
holding  their  hands,  in  a prone  pofition  near  the  face, 
and  now  and  then  alfo  clapping  them  together-  I heir 
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motions  and  fong  were  performed  in  fuch  exaCl  con- 
cert, that  it  fliould  feem  they  had  been  taught  with 
great  care:  and  probably  they  were  felected  for  this 
ceremony,  as  few  of  thole  whom  we  faw  in  the  crowd 
equalled  them  in  beauty.  , In  general,  they  were 
rather  (tout  than  {lender,  with  black,  hair  flowing  in 
ringlets  down  their  necks,  and  of  olive  complexion* 
Their  features  were  rather  fuller  than  what  we  allow 
to  perfect  beauties,  and  much  alike  ; but  their  eyes 
■were  of  a deep  black,  and  each  countenance  ex- 
prelfed  a degree  of  complacency,  and  modefty,  pe- 
culiar to  the  fex  in  every  part  of  the  world  ; but  per- 
haps more  confpicuous  here,  where  nature  prefented 
us  with  her  productions  in  the  fulleft  perfection,  un- 
biased by  fentiment  in  cuflorn,  or  unreftrained  in 
manner  by  art.  Their  lliape  and  limbs  were  ele- 
gantly formed. 

* This  dance  was  not  finifhed  when  we  heard  a 
noife,  as  if  fome  hoifes  had  been  galloping  towards 
us;  and  on  looking  alide,  we  faw  the  people  armed 
with  clubs,  who  had  been  deGred,  as  we  fuppofe,  to 
entertain  us  with  theGght  of  their  manner  of  lighting. 
This  they  now  did,  one  party  purfuing  another,  who 
fled. 

1 As  we  fuppofed  the  ceremony  of  being  intro- 
duced to  the  chiefs  was  not  at  an  end,  we  began  to 
look  about  for  Mr.  Gore  and  Omai  ; and,  though  the 
crowd  would  hardly  fuffer  us  to  move,  we  at  length 
found  them  coming  up,  as  much  incommoded  by  the 
people  as  we  had  been,  and  introduced  in  the  fame 
manner  to  the  three  chiefs-  Each  of  ihefe  expeded 
a prefent  ; and  Mr.  Gore  gave  them  fuch  things  as 
he  had  brought  with  him  from  the  Ihip,  for  that  pur- 
■ pofe*  After  this,  making  ufe  of  Omai  as  his  inter- 
preter, he  informed  tile  chiefs  with  what  intention 
we  had  come  alhorc  ; but  was  given  to  underfland, 
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that  he  mud  wait  till  the  next  day,  and  then  he  ftiould 
have  what  was  wanted. 

‘ They  now  feemed  to  take  fome  pains  to  feparate 
us  from  each  other;  and  everyone  of  them  had  his 
will  to  furround  and  gaze  at  us.  For  my  part,  I was, 
at  one  time,  above  an  hour  apart  from  my  friends  ; 
and  when  1 told  the  chief,  with  whom  1 fat,  that  I 
wanted  to  fpeak  to  Omai,  he  peremptorily  refufed 
myrequeft.  At  the  fame  time,  1 found  the  people 
began  to  deal  feveral  trifling  things  which  I had  in 
my  pocket  ; and  when  I complained  to  the  chief  of 
this  treatment,  he  judified  it. 

* From  the  above circumdances,  I now  entertained 
apprehenfions,  .that  they  had  a defign  to  detain  u* 
amongd  them.  They  did  not,  indeed  feem  to  be  of 
a difpofition  fo  favage,  as  to  make  us  anxious  for  the 
fafety  of  our  perfons  ; but  it  was  neverthelefs  vexing 
to  think,  we  had  hazarded  being  detained  by  their 
curioufity.  In  this  fltuation,  1 alked  for  fomething 
to  eat;  and  they  readily  brought  me  fome  cocoa- 
nuts,  bread-fruit,  and  a fort  of  four  pudding,  which 
was  prefent  by  a woman-  And,  on  my  complain- 
ing much  of  the  heat,  occaftoned  by  the  crowd,  the 
chief  himfelf  condefccnded  to  fan  me,  and  gave  me 
a fmall  piece  of  clo'th,  which  he  had  round  his  waift. 

‘ Mr.  Burney  happening  to  come  to  the  place 
where  I was,  I mentioned  my  fufpicions  to  him; 
and  to  put  it  to  the  tefl,  whether  they  were  well 
founded,  we  attempted  to  get  to  the  beach.  But  we 
were  flopped  when  about  half  way,  by  fome  men, 
who  told  us,  we  muft  go  back  to  the  place  wc  had 
left.  On  coming  up,  we  found  Omai  entertaining 
the  fame  apprehenfions,  but  he  had,  as  he  fancied, 
an  additional  reafon  for  being  afraid  ; for  he  had 
obferved,  that  they  had  dug  a hole  in  the  ground 
for  an  oven,  which  they  were  heating  ; and  wc  could 
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aflign  no  other  rcafon  for  this,  than  that  they  meant 
to  roaft  and  eat  us,  as  is  pradifcd  by  the  New  Zea- 
landers. Nay,  we  went  fo  far  as  to  afk  the  qurf- 
tiori  ; at  which  they  were  greatly  furprifed,  alking 
in  return,  whether  it  was  a cufloin  with  us  ? Mr. 
Burney  and  I were  rather  angury  that  they  lnouldbe 
thus  fufpeded  by  him  ; there  having,  as  yet,  been 
no  appearance,  in  their  condud  towards  us,  of  their 
being  capable  of  fuch  brutality. 

4 In  this  manner  we  were  detained  the  greateft 
part  of  the  day,  being  fomtimes  together,  and  iome- 
limes  feparated  ; but  always  in  a crowd  ; who,  not 
fatished  with  gazing  at  us,  frequently  defired  us  to 
uncover  parts  of  our  (kin  ; the  light  of  which  gene- 
rally produced  a murmur  of  admitation.  At  the 
fame  time  they  did  not  omit  thefe  opportunities  of 
rilling  our  pockets,  and  at  la  ft , one  of  them  fnatched 
a (mail  bayonet  from  Mr.  Gore,  which  hung  in  a 
iheath  by  his  fide.  This  was  reprefented  to  the 
chief,  who  pretended  to  fend  fome  perfons  in  fearch 
of  it.  But,  in  all  probability,  he  countenanced  the 
theft  ; for,  fcon  after,  Omai  had  a dagger  ftoien 
from  his  ftde,  in  the  fame  manner,  though  he  did  not 
mifs  it  immediately. 

4 Whether  they  obferved  any  figns  of  any  uncafi- 
ncfs  in  us,  or  that  they  voluniaiity  repeated  their 
emblems  of  friendihip,  when  we  exprelfed  a defire 
lo  go,  I cannot  tell  ; but,  at  this  time,  they  brought 
ibme  green  boughs,  and,  flicking  their  ends  in  the 
ground,  dclired  we  would  hold  them  as  we  fat. 
Upon  my  urging  our  bufinefs  again,  they  gave  us  to 
underfland,  that  we  mufl  flay  and  eat  with  them  ; 
and  a pig  that  we  faw,  foon  after,,  lying  near  the 
oven,  which  they  had  prepared  and  heated,  removed 
Omai's  apprchenfions  of  being  put  into  it  himfelf  ; 
and  m ide  us  think  it  was  intended  for  our  repaft. 
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The  chief  alfo  promifed  to  feud  ferae  people  to  pro- 
cure provifion  fur  the  cattle  ; but  it  was  not  till  la:e 
in  the  afternoon,  that  we  faw  them  return  wi.h  a 
few  plantain-trees,  which  they  carried  to  our  boats. 

• In  the  mean  time,  Mr-  Burney  and  Iattcmpted 
again  to  go  to  the  beach  » but  when  we  arrived, 
found  ourfelvcs  watched  by  the  people,  who  feemed 
to  have  been  planted  there  for  that  purpofe  ; for, 
when  I tried  to  wade  in  upon  the  reef,  one  of  them 
took,  hold  to  my  clothes,  and  dragged  me  back,  f 
picked  up  fome  fmall  pieces  of  coral,  which  they  re- 
quired me  to  throw  down  again  ; and  on  my  rcfufal, 
they  made  no  fcruple  to  take  them  forcibly  from  me. 
I had  gathered  fome  fmall  plants  ; but  thefe  alfo  I 
could  not  be  permitted  to  retain  ; and  they  took,  a 
fan  from  Mr.  Burney,  which  he  had  received  as  a 
prefent  on  coming  alliore.  Omai  faid,  we  had  done 
wrong  in  taking  up  any  thing  ; for  it  was  not  the 
cuftom  here  to  permit  freedoms  of  that  kind  to 
ftrangers,  till  they  had,  in  fome  meafure,  naturalized 
them  to  the  country,  by  entertaining  them  with  fes- 
tivity two  or  three  days. 

‘ Finding  that  the  only  method  of  procuring  bet- 
ter treatment  was  to  yield  implicit  obediance  to 
their  will,  wc  went  up  again  to  the  place  we  had 
left  ; and  they  now  promifed,  that  we  (i.ould  have  a 
canoe  to  carry  us  off  to  our  boats,  after  we  had 
eaten  of  £ repaft  which  had  been  prepared  for  us. 
Accordingly,  the  fccond  chief  before-mentioned, 
having  feated  himfelf  upon  a low  broad  flool  of 
biackiiir  hard  wood,  tolerably  polill.cd,  and  dire$- 
ing  the  multitude  to  make  a pretty  large  ring,  made 
us  fit  down  by  him-  A confiderablc  number  of 
cocoa-nuts  were  brought  ; and  lliortly  after  a long 
green  balkct,  with  a fulhcient  quantity  of  baked 
plantains  to  have  ferved  a dozen  perfons-  A piece 
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of  the  young  hog  that  had  been  drefled,  was  therf 
fet  before  each  of  us,  of  which  we  were  defired  tG 
eat.  Ouf  appetites,  however,  had  failed,  from  the 
fatigue  of  the  day  : and  though  we  did  eat  a little  to 
pleafe  them,  it  was  without  fatlsfa£lion  to  ourfelves. 

‘ It  being  no  tv  near  fun-fet,  we  told  them  it  was 
time  to  go  on  board.  This  they  allowed  ; and  fent 
down  to  the  beach,  the  remainder  of  the  visuals 
that  had  been  drclfed,  to  be  carried  with  us  to  the 
fhip.  We  found  a canoe  ready  to  put  us  off  to  our 
boats  ; which  the  natives  did  with  the  fame  caution 
as  when  we  landed.  They  put  us  on  board  the 
boats,  with  the  cocoa-nuts,  plantains,  and  other  pro- 
vifions,  which  they  had  brought  ; and  we  rowed  to 
the  ihips,  very  well  pleafed  that  we  had  at  laft  got 
out  of  the  hands  of  our  troublefome  matters. 

It  was  mentioned,  that  Oniai  was  fent  upon  this 
expedition  ; and,  perhaps,  his  being  Mr.  Gore's  in- 
terpreter, was  not  the  only  fcrvice  he  performed 
this  day.  He  was  afked  by  the  natives  a great 
many  queflions  concerning  our  people,  our  Ihips, 
and  our  country,  and  the  fort  of  arms  we  ufed  : and, 
according  to  the  account  he  gave  to  Capt.  Cook, 
his  anfwers  were  not  a little  upon  the  marvelous. 
Our  country,  he  told  them,  had  fhips  as  large  as 
their  ifland  ; on  boaid  which  were  inflrumcnts  of 
war  (deferibing  our  guns)  of  fuch  dimenlions,  that 
fevcral  people  might  fit  within  them:  and  that  one 
» of  them  was  fufikient  to  crulh  the  whole  ifland  at 
one  fhot.  This  led  them  to  afk  what  fort  of  guns 
were  on  board  Capt.  Cook’s  fhips.  He  fa  id , that 
though  they  were  but  fraall  in  ccmparifon  with  thofe 
he  had  deferibed,  yet,  with  fuch  as  they  were,  they 
could  with  the  greateft  eafe,  and  at  the  diftance  the 
fhips  were  from  the  Ihore,  deftroy  the  ifland,  and 
Will  every  foul  in  it-  They  then  enquired  by  what 
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ineans  this  could  be  done,  and  Omai  explained  it  as 
well  as  he  could.  He  happened  luckily  to  have  a 
few  cartridges  in  his  pocket.  Thefe  he  produced  ; 
the  balls,  and  the  gunpowder  that  was  to  let  them  in 
motion,  were  fubmitred  to  infpc&ion  ; and,  to  fup- 
ply  the  defers  of  is  defcription,  an  appeal  was  made 
to  the  fenfe  of  the  fpe&atori.  The  multitude  had 
been  formed,  as  before-mentioned,  into  a circle. 
This  fumiihed  Omai  with  a convenient  flage  for  his 
exhibition.  In  the  centre  of  this,  the  fmall  quantity 
of  gunpowder  collected  from  his  cart ridgrt,  was  pro- 
perly difpofed  upon  the  ground,  and  fet  on  fire  by  a 
bit  of  burning  wood  from  the  oven.  The  fudden 
blafl,  and  loud  report,  the  mingled  flame  and  fmoke 
that  inftantly  fucceeded,  filled  the  whole  affembiy 
with  aftonilhment.  They  no  longer  doubted  the 
tremendous  power  of  our  weapons,  and  gave  full 
credit  to  all  Omai  had  faid. 

If  it  had  not  been  for  the  terrible  idea  they  con- 
ceived of  the  (hip's  guns,  from  this  fpecimen  of  their 
mode  of  operation,  it  was  thought  they  would  have 
detained  the  gentlemen  all  night-  For  Omai  allured 
them,  that  if  he  and  his  companions  did  not  return 
on  board  the  fame  day,  they  might  expeCt  that , the 
captain  would  fire  upon  the  ifiand.  And  as  the  (hips 
flood  in  nearer  the  land  in  the  evening,  than  they 
had  done  any  time  before,  of  which  they  were  6b- 
feTved  to  take  great  notice,  they  probably  thought 
this  formidable  attack  was  meditating  ; and  therefore 
they  fuffered  their  guefls  to  depart ; in  the  expecta- 
tion, however,  of  feeing  them  again  on  fhore  the 
next  rtiorning.  But  Capt.  Cook  was  too  fenfible  of 
the  t i Ik.  they  had  already  lun,  to  think  of  repeating 
(he  experiment. 

This  ifiand,  though  never  before  vifitfcd  by  Euro- 
peans, had  actually  other  ftrangcrs  redding  in  it. 
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Omai,  when  be  landed  with  Mr.  Gore,  found 
mongft  the  crowd  three  of  his  own  countrymen,  na- 
tives of  the  Society-illands.  At  the  diftance  of  about 
200  leagues  from  thofe  iOands,  an  immenfe  unknown- 
ocean  intervening,  with  fuch  wretched  fea-boats  as 
their  inhabitants  ate  known  to  make  ufe  of,  and  fit 
only  for  a paffage  where  fight  of  land  is  fcarcely  ever 
loit,  fuch  a meeting,  at  fuch  a place,  fo  accidentally 
vifited  by  Capt.  Cook’s  people,  may  well  be  looked 
upon  as  one  of  thofe  unexpected  fituaiions  with  which 
the  writers  of  feigned  adventures  love  to  furprife 
their  readers,  and  which,  when  they  really  happen 
in  common  life,-  deferve  to  be  recorded  for  their 
fingularity. 

It  may  be  imagined,  with  whatfurpiife  and  fatis- 
faction,  Omai  and  his  countrymen  engaged  in  con- 
rerfation.  - Their  ftory  is  very  affecting.  About 
twenty  perfons,  of  both  fexes,  had  embarked  on 
board  a canoe  at  Otaheite,  to  crofs  over  to  the  neigh- 
bouring itland  Ulietea.  A violent  contrary  wind 
arifing,  they  could  neither  reach  the  latter,  nor  get 
back  to  the  former.  Their  intended  paffage  being 
a very  lhort  one,  their  flock  of  provifions  was  fcanty, 
and  foon  exaufted.  The  hardlhips  they  fuffered, 
while  driven  by  the  ftorm  they  knew  not  whither, 
are  not  to  be  conceived.  They  paffed  many  days 
without  any  thing  to  eat  or  drink-  Worn  out  by 
famine  and  fatigue,  their  numbers  gradually  dime- 
nifhed.  Four  men  only  furvived,  when  the  canoe 
overfet  ; and  then  the  perdition  of  thefc  feemtd  in- 
evitable. However,  they  kept  hanging  by  its  fide, 
during  fome  of  the  laft  days,  till  providence  brought 
them  within  fight  of  the  people  of  this  illand,  who 
immediately  fent  out  canoes,  and  brought  them  a- 
lhore.  Of  the  four  thus  laved,  one  was  fincc  dead- 
The  other  three,  who  lived  to  give  this  account  ol 
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•their  moll  maraculous  tranfplantation,  fpoke  highly 
of  the  kind  treatment  they  here  met  with  ; and  they 
were  fo  well  fatislied  with  their  prefent  fituation, 
that  they  refufed  the  offer  made  to  them  at  Omai's 
requeft,  of  giving  thema  paftage  to  their  native  iflands 
The  familiarity  of  manners  and  language  had  more 
than  naturalized  them  to  this  fpot  ; and  the  frefh 
connections  they  had  here  formed,  and  which  it 
would  have  been  painful  to  have  broken  off,  after 
•fuch  a length  of  time,  fufficiently  account  for  this 
refufal.  They  had  arrived  at  this  ifland  at  leaft 
twelve  years  ago- 

‘ The  landing,’  fays  Capt.  Cook,  ‘ of  our  gentle- 
men, cannot  but  be  confider  as  a very  fortunate 
•circumftance.  It  has  proved  the  means  of  bringing 
to  our  knowledge  a fad,  not  only  very  curious,  but 
very  infti  udive.  The  applications  of  the  above  nar- 
rative is  obvious.  It  will  ferve  to  explain,  better 
than  a thoufand  conjedures  of  a thoufand  fpeculative 
reafoners,  how  the  detached  parts  of  the  earth,  and, 
in  particular,  " how  the  iiiands  of  the  South  Sea,  may 
have  been  firft  peopled;  efpecially  thofe  that  lie  re- 
mote from  any  inhabited  continent,  or  from  each 
other.  Such  accidents  as  this  probably  happen  fre- 
quently in  the  Pacific  Ocean.  In  1696,  two  canoes, 
having  on  board  thirty  perfons  of  both  fexes,  were 
driven,  by  violent  contrary  winds,  to  the  ille  of  Sa- 
anal,  one  of  the  Philipines,  after  being  toft  about  at 
fea  70  days,  and  having  performed  a voyage  from  au 
illand  called  by  them  Amorfot,  300  leagues  to  the 
eaft  of  Samal.  Five  of  the  number  died  of  the  hard- 
fhips  they  fuffered- 

According  to  Omai’s  account  of  what  he  learned 
in  converfation  with  his  countrymen,  the  manners  of 
thofe  iflanders,  the  method  of  tteating  ftiangers,  and 
their  general  habits  of  life,  are  much  like  thofe  that 
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prevail  at  Otaheitp,  and  its  neighbouring  ifles.  Their 
religious  ceremonies  and  opinions  ai£  alfo  nearly  the 
fame.  From  every  circumflance,  indeed,  it  is  in 
dubitable,  that  the  natives  of  Wateeoo  fprang,  ori- 
ginally, frorp  the  fame  flock,  which  has  (pread  itfelf 
fo  wonderfully  all  over  the  immenfe  extent  of  the 
South  Sea.  One  would  fuppole,  however,  that  they 
putin  their  claim  to  a more  illuflrious  extraction: 
for  Omai  faid,  that  they  dignified  their  idand  with 
the  appellation  of  Wenooa  note  Eatooa,  that  is,  a 
land  of  gods;  efteeming  themfelves  a fort  of  Divi- 
nities, and  poifeiTed  with  the  fpirit  of  Eatooa.  This 
wild  enthufiaflic  notion  Omai  feemed  to  approve  of ; 
obferving,  that  there  were  inftances  of  its  being  en- 
tertained at  Otaheite;  but  that  it  was  univerfally 
prevalent  among  the  inhabitants  of  Matavia,  or  Of' 
naburgh  liland. 

Capt.  Cook  left  Wateeoo,  in  the  morning  of  the 
4th  of  April,  fleering  for  the  other  ifland,  which,  at 
before- mentioned,  he  had  difeovered  its  vicinity.

Departure 

from  the  Friendly  lflands. 

THIS  ifland,  at  which  they  arrived  the  next 
morning,  was  uninhabited  ; but  the  natives  of 
Wateeoo  called  it  Wenooa-ette  or  Otakootaia. 
Here  they  obtained  a fupply  of  cocoa-nuts  for  them- 
felves  ; and  for  their  cattle  fome  graft,  and  a quan- 
tity of  the  leaves  and  branches  of  young  cocoa-trees, 
and  of  the  Wharra-tree,  as  it  is  called  at  Otaheite, 
the  Pandanus  of, the  Eaft-Indies.  This  latter  being 
of  a foft  fpungy,  juicy  nature,  the  cattle  eat  it  very 
well,  when  cut  into  fmall  pieces;  fo  that  it  may  be 
literally  faid,  that  they  were  fed  upon  billet  wood. 

On  the  6th  of  April,  Capt.  Cook  arrived  at  Her- 
vey’s  Ifland,  which  he  had  difeovered  in  1 7 73,  and 
which  he  was  now  furprifed  to  find  inhabited.  In 
his  intcrcourfe  with  the  natives,  he  obferved  that 
not  one  of  them  had  adopted  the  mode  of  ornament, 
fo  generally  prevalent  among  the  natives  of  this 
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ocean,  of  puncturing,  or  tatnoing  their  bodiei  ; al- 
though in  other  refpeels  he  had  the  moft  unequivocal 
proofs  of  their  being  of  the  fame  common  race. 
Being  difappointed  in  the  hopes  of  landing  on  this 
illand,  and  the  unfavourable  winds,  Sec.  having  un- 
avoidably retarded  his  progrefe  fo  much,  that  it  was 
impofllble  tp  think  of  doing  any  thing  this  year,  in 
the  high  latitudes  of  the  Northern  Hemisphere,  Capt. 
Cook  now  thought  it  neceliary  to  hear  away  for  the 
Friendly  Idauds.  But  he  fit  ft  refblved  to  touch  at 
Palmerfton’s  Illand,  whicli  he  had  difeovered  in 
1774,  and  where  he  arrived  on  the  14th  of  April. 
This  illand  confifts  of  a group  of  about  ten  lmall 
uninhabited  iflots,  lying  in  a circular  ditedlion,  and 
connected  together  by  a reef  of  coral  rocks. 

While  the  Captain  employed  his  boats  here  to 
procure  rcfrefhments  for  his  crew,  he  himfelf  ex- 
plored whatever  was  cutious  in  the  external  ap- 
pearance of  this  illand,  which  he  ohferved  to  be 
Scarcely  a mile  in  circuit,  and  not  above  three  feet 
higher  than  the  level  of  the  fca.  It  appeared  to  be 
entirely  compofed  of  a coral  fand,  with  a fmail  mix- 
ture of  blackiih  mould,  produced  from  rotten  vege- 
tables. Notwithftanding  this  poor  foil,  it  is  covered 
with  a variety  of  trees  and  bulhes.  At  one  part  of 
the  reef,  which  looks  into,  or  bounds,  the  lake 
within,  th«re  was  a large  bed  of  coral,  almofl  even 
with  the  furfacc,  which  afforded,  perhaps,. one  of  the 
moft  enchanting  profpefls  that  nature  has  any  where 
produced.  Its  bafe  was  hxed  to  t he  fliore,  but 
reached  fo  far  in,  that  it  could  not  be  feen ; fo  that 
it  Teemed  to  be  fufpended  in  the  water,  which 
deepened  fo  fuddenly,  that  at  the  diflance  of  a few 
yards,  there  might  be  feven  or  eight  fathoms.  The 
Tea  was,  at  this  time,  quite  uni  uRlcd;  and  the  fun, 
shining  bright,  expofed  the  various  forts  of  coral  in 

the 
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ifh-e  mol)  beautiful  order ; fome  parts  branching  into 
the  water  with  great  luxuriance,  others,  lying  00P 
le&ed  in  round  balls,  and  in  various  other  figures  * 
all  which  were  greatly  heightened  by  fpangler  of  the 
lichefl  colours,  that  glowed  from  a number  of  large 
clams,  which  were  every  where  imerfperfed.  But 
the  appearance  of  thefe  was  Hill  inferior  to  that  of 
the  multitude  of  fillies,  that  glided  gently  along, 
feemingly  with  the  molt  perfect  fccurity.  The  co'- 
krnrs  of  the  different  forts  were  the  moil  beautiful 
that  can  be  imagined  ; the  yellow,  blue,  red,  black. 
Sec.  far  exceeding  any  thing  that  art  can  produce. 
Their  various  forms,  alfo,  contributed  to  inoeafe- 
the  richnefs  of  this  fubmarine  grotto,  which  could- 
not  be  furveyed  without  a pleafing  tranfport,  mixed, 
however,  with  regret,  that  a work  fo  ilupendouily 
eloquent,  fhould  be  concealed,  in  a place  where 
mankind  could  feldom  have  an  opportunity  of  ren- 
dering the  praifes  jullly  due  to  fo  enchanting  a feene- 
With  refpeit  to  the  animal  creation,  the  moil  Angu- 
lar that  Capt.  Cook  obferved,  were  fome  large  eels, 
beautifully  fpotted,  which,  when  followed,  would 
raife  tiiemfelves  out  of  the  water,  with  an  openr 
mouth,  to  bite  their  purfuers.  Tiiere  was  alfo  a 
brown-fpotted  fill),  about  the  Ike  of  a haddock,  fc? 
ume,  that  inflead  of  fwiniming  away,  it  would  re- 
main fixed,  and  gaze  at  them.  Had  they  been  hr 
abfolute  want,  a fuflicient  fupply  might  have  been 
had;  for  thoufands  of  clam*  already  mentioned, 
(tuck  upon  the  reef,  fome  of  which  weighed  two  ov 
three  pounds. 

In  the  night  between  the  24th  and  25th,  Capt. 
Cook  palled  Savage  I [land,  which  he  had  likewife 
difeovered  in  1774;  and,  on  the  28th,  he  got  fight 
of  fome  of  the  Friendly  Iflands.  It  was  not,  how- 
ever, till  the  firil  of  May,,  that  he  could  come  to  an- 
chor..

char,  at  the  ifland  of  Annamooka,  where  he  refumed 
the  very  fame  ftation,  which  he  had  occupied  three 
years  before;  and,  probably,  almoft  in  the  fame 
place  where  Tafman,  the  lirft  difeoverer  of  this,  and 
fome  of  the  neighbouring  Hlands,  anchored  in  1643* 
The  Friendly  Illands  from  a very  extenfive  Ar- 
chipelago. The  natives  reckoned  up  1 50  of  them, 
making  ufe  of  bits  of  leaves  to  afeertain  their  num- 
ber. But  only  fixty-one  of  thefe  have  their  proper 
places  and  names  marked  in  Capt.  Cook's  chart  of 
the  Friendly  lflands:  for  he  was  obliged  to  leave  it 
to  future  navigators,  to  introduce  into  the  geograghy 
of  this  part  of  the  South  Pacific  Ocean,  the  exact 
fituation  and  fize  of  near  a hundred  others,  which  he 
had  not  an  opportunity  to  explore-  Among  thefe 
illands  he  continued  about  two  or  three  months; 
during  which  time  he  lived  with  the  natives  in  the 
molt  cordial  friendlhip.  Some  accidental  diffe-* 
rences,  it  is  true,  now  and  then  happened,  owing  to 
their  propenfity  to  thieving.  But  thefe  were  never 
attended  witli  any  fatal  confequenccs : on  the  con- 
trary, few  onboard  the  (hips  left  their  friends  here 
without  regret.  Nor  will  this  appear  wonderful, 
when  wc  learn  the  amiable  character  which  Captain 
Cook  has  given  of  thefe  people. 

‘Their  countenances,’ fays  he,  ‘very  remarkably 
exprefs  . the  abundant  miidnefs,  or  good  nature, 
which  they  po  fiefs;  and  are  entnely  free  from  that 
favage  keennefs  which  marks  nations  in  a barbarous 
ilate.  One  would,  indeed,  be  apt  to  fancy,  that 
they  had  been  bred  up,  under  the  feverelf  refiric- 
tions,  to  acquire  an  afpefl  fo  fettled,  and  fucb  a com- 
mand of  their  pafiions,  as  well  as  fleadinefs  in  theif 
conduit.  But  they  are,  at  the  fame  time,  frank, 
cheerful,  and  good  humoured  ; though  fometimes, 
in  the  prefence  of  their  chiefs,  they  put  on  a degree 
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of  gravity,  and  fuch  a ferions  air,  as  becomes  ftiff 
and  aukward,  and  has  an  appearance  of  referve. 

‘ Their  peaceable  difpofilion  is  fufficie'ntly  evinc- 
ed, from  the  friendly  reception  ail  Grangers  have 
•met  with,  who  have  vifited  them-  Inftead  of  offer- 

1 • 

ing  to  attack  them  openly,  or  clandelfinely,  as  ha* 
been  the  cafe  with  moft  of  the  inhabitants  of  thefe 
feas,  they  have  never  appeared,  in  the  fmalleft  de- 
gree, hoftile  ; but,  on  thd  contrary,  like  the  moft 
civilized  people,  have  courted  an  intercourfe  with 
their  vifitors,  by  bartering,  which  is  the  only  me- 
dium that  unites  all  nations  in  a fort  of  fricndlhip. 
Perhaps,  no  nation  in  the  world  traffic  with  more 
hunefty  and  lefs  diftruft,  we  could  always  fafely  per- 
mit them  to  examine  our  goods,  and  to  hand  them 
about,  one  to  another;  and  they  put  the  fame  con- 
fidence in  us.  If  either  party  repented  of  the  bar- 
gain, the  goods  were  re-exchanged  with  mutual 
confent  and  good-humour.  Upon  the  whole,  they 
feem  poffeffcd  of  many  of  the  moft  excellent  quali- 
ties that  adorn  the  human  mind  ; fuch  as  induftry, 
ingenuity,  perfeverence,  affability,  and,  perhaps, 
other  virtues  which  our  Ihort  ftay  with  them  might 
prevent  our  obferving. 

* The  only'dcfetft  fully i ng  their  char-a$er,  that  we 
know  of,  is  a pfopenfity  to  thieving;  to  which,  we 
found,  thofe  of  all  ages,  and  both  fexes,  addifled  ; 
and  to  an  uncommon  degree.  It  Ihould,  however, 
beconfidered,  that  this  exceptionable  part  of  their 
conduct  feemed  to  exift  merely  with  rclpetft  to  us; 
for  in  their  general  intercourfe  with  one  another,  I 
had  reafon  to  think,  that  thefts  do  not  happen  more 
frequently  (perhaps  lefs  fo)  than  in  other  countries, 
the  dithoneft  pra&iccs,  of  whofe  wot  thief*  individu- 
als are  not  fuppofed  to  authorife  any  indiscriminate 
ccnfure  on  the  whole  body  of  the  j>eoplc-  Great  al- 
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lowances  fhould  be  made  for  the  foibles  of  thefe  pod* 
natives  of  the  Pacific  Ocean,  whofe  minds  were  over- 
powered with  the  glare  of  objedls,  equally  new  to 
them,  as  they  were  captivating.  Stealing,  amongft 
the  civilized  and  enlightened  nations  of  the  world, 
may  well  be  conGdered  as  denoting  a chara&er 
deeply  ftained  with  moral  turpitude,  with  avarice 
unreftrained  by  the  known  rules  of  right,  and  with 
profligacy  producing  extreme  indigence,  and  ne-- 
, glecfling  the  means  of  relieving  it.  But  at  the  Friendly 
and  other  illanda  which  we  vifited,  the  thefts,  fo  fre- 
quently committed  by  the  natives,  of  what  we  had 
brought  along  with  us,  may  be  fairly  traced  to  left 
culpable  motives.  They  feemed  to  arife,  folely, 
from  an  imcnle  curiofity  or  defire  to  poffefs  fome- 
thing  which  they  had  not  been  accuflomed  to  before, 
and  belonging  to  a fort  of  people  fo  different  from 
themfelves.  And,  perhaps,  if  it  were  poffible,  that 
a fet  of  beings,  feemingly  as  fuperior  in  our  judg- 
ment, as  we  are  in  theirs,  fhould  appear  amongfl  ui, 
it  might  be  doubted,  whether  our  natural  regard  to 
juftice  would  be  to  refrain  many  from  falling  into 
this  error.’  - 

* The  natives  of  the  Friendly  Iflands,'  fays  Capt-. 
Cook,‘feldom  exceed  the  common  flature  (though 
we  have  meafured  fome,  who  were  above  fix  feet}; 
but  are  very  ftrong,  and  well  made;  efpecially  as  to 
their  limbs.  They  are  generally  broad  about  the 
fhoulders  I and  though  the  mufcular  difpofition  of 
the  men,  which  feems  a confequence  of  much  atflion, 
rather  conveys  the  appearance  of  ftrength  than  of 
.beauty,  there  are  feveral  to  be  fecn,  who  are  really 
handfomc.  Their  features  are  very  various:  info- 
much  that  it  is  fcarcely  poffible  to  hx  cn  any  general 
likenefs,  by  Vhich  to  charadlerife  them,  unlefs  it  be 
a fullncf*  at  the  poin  of  the  nofe,  which  is  very 

common. 
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fommon.  Bur,  on  the  other  hand,  we  met  with  hun- 
dreds of  truly  European  faces,  and  many  genuine* 
Roman  nofes  amongft  them.  Their  eyes  and  teeth 
were  good  ; but  the  laft  neither  fo  remarkably  white, 
nor  fo  well  fet  as  is  often  found  among  Indian  na- 
tions; though,  to  balance  that,  few  of  them  have 
any  uncommon  thicknefs  about  the  lips,  a defc<d  as 
frequent  as  the  other  perfeftion. 

* The  women  are  not  fo  much  diftinguifhed  from 
the  men  by  their  features,  as  by  their  general  form, 
which  is,  for  the  mofl  part,  deditute  of  that  drong 
fleihy  hrmnefs  that  appears  in  the  latter.  Though 
the  features  of  fome  are  fo  delicate  as  not  only  to  be 
a true  index  of  their  fex,  but  to  lay-claim  to  a con- 
fiderable  fliare  of  beauty  and  cxprelfion,  the  rule  is, 
by  no  means,  fo  general  as  in  other  countries-  But 
at  the  fame  time,  this  is  frequently  the  mod  excep- 
tionable part ; for  the  bodies  and  limbs  of  mofl  of 
the  females  are  well  proportioned  ; and  fome,  abfo- 
lutely,  perfect  models  of  a beautiful  figure.  But 
the  mod  remarkable  didin&ion  in  the  women,  is  the 
uncommon  fmallnefs  and  delicacy  of  their  fingers, 
which  may  be  put  in  competition  with  the  fined  in 
Europe. 

‘ Their  general  colour  is  a cad  deeper  than  the 
copper-brown  ; but  feveral  of  the  men  and  women 
have  a true  olive  complexion  ; and  fome  of  the  lad 
are  even  a great  deal  fairer;  which  is  probably  the 
effecd  of  being  lefs  expofed  to  the  fun  ; as  a tendency 
to  corpulence,  in  a few  of  the  principal  people,  feems 
to  be  the  confequence  of  a more  indolent  life.  It 
is  alfo  among  the  lali,  that  a foft  clear  fkin  is  mod 
frequently  obferved.  Amongd  the  bulk  of  the  peo- 
ple, the  Ikin  is,  mod  commonly,  of  a dull  hue,  with 
dome  degree  of  roughnefs,  efpeciaily  the  parts  that 
ate  not  covered  ; which  perhaps,  may  be  occafioncd 
Bbbit  by 
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by  fome  cutaneous  difcafe.  We  faw  a nun  and  a 
boy  at  Hapaee,  and  a child  at  Annamooka,  perfeclly 
white.  Such  have  been  found  among!!  all  black  na- 
tions; but,  I apprehend,  that  their  colour  is  rather 
a difcafe,  than  a natural  phenomenon. ’ 

Capt.  Cook  hrll  went  on  Ihore  at  Annamooka,  the 
chief  of  which  idand,  Toubou  conduced  him  and 
Omai  to  his  houfc,  lituated  on  a pleafant  fpot,  in  the 
centre  of  his  plantation.  A fine  grafs-plot  furrounded 
it,  which,  he  gave  him  to  underhand,  was  for  the 
purpofe  of  cleaning  their  feet,  before  they  went  with- 
in doors.  The  floor  of  this  houfe  was  covered  with 
mats  ; and  no  carpet  in  the  mod  elegant  Englilh 
drawing-room  could  be  kept  neater.  But  Captain 
Cook  lound  a moll  llrenuous  friend  in  Taipa,  one  of 
the  chiefs,  who  had  before  vilited  the  fhips,  in  their 
firft  intercom  fc  with  the  canoes  that  came  off  from 
fhore.  He  feemed  to  be  the  only  a$ive  perfon  about 
them  ; and,  in  order  to  be  near  the  party  that 
had  landed,  in  the  night  as  well  as  the  day,  had  a 
houfe  brought  on  men’s  fhouldcrs,  a full  quarter  of 
a mile,  and  placed  clofe  to  the  Hied  which  the  party 
occupied. 

Beftdes  the  operations  of  making  hay  for  the  cat- 
tle, and  filling  the  water- calks,  a party  was  employed 
in  cutting  wood.  The  grcaiefi  plenty  of  this  tail 
article  being  a-brcall  of  the  Ihips,  in  a lituation  the 
mod  convenient  for  getting  it  on  board,  it  was  natu- 
ral to  make  choice  of  this.  The  trees  heic  were  a 
fpecies  of  pepper,  called  faitanoo-  by  the  natives, 
yielded  a juice  of  a milky  colour,  of  fo  corrofrvc  a 
pature,  that  it  railed  bliflers  in  the  fkin,  and  injured 
the  eyes  of  the  workmen.  They  were,  theicforc, 
obliged  to  procure  the  wood  from  another  quarter. 

Soon  after  they  were  vifited  by  a great  chief,  from 
the  principal  illand  called  Tongataboo.  This  chief, 

whofe

whofe  name  was  Feenou,  Taipa  was  pleafed  to  in- 
troduce as  king  of  all  the  Friendly  Illands  a charac- 
ter, although  reaily  a man  of  great  confequence,  lie 
found  it  expedient  to  lay  alide.  In  the  mean  time, 
great  mutual  civilities  palled  between  Feenow  and 
Capt.  Cook. 

Wc  have  already  ramarked  the  general  propenfity 
to  thieving  in  the  natives  of  thefe  illands.  Even  fome 
of  the  chiefs  did  not  think  the  profelTion  beneath 
them.  One  of  them  was  deleted  carrying  out  of 
the  (hip,  concealed  under  his  clothes,  the  bolt  be- 
longing to  the  fpun  yarn  winch  ; for  which  Captaih 
Cook  fcntenccd  him  to  receive  a dozen  lalhes,  and 
keep  him  con  lined  till  he  had  paid  a hog  for  his  li- 
berty. After  this,  he  was  not  troubled  with  thieves 
of  rank-  Their  fervants,  however,  were  dill  em- 
ployed in  this  dirty  work  ; and  upon  them  a flogging 
ieemed  to  make  no  great  impreflion,  than  it  would 
have  done  upon  the  main-maft. 

On  the  1 4th  of  May,  Capt-  Cook  left  Annamooka, 
and  fleered  along  a cluftcr  of  fmall  illands  ; mod  of 
them  entirely  clothed  with  trees,  amongft  which  were 
many  cocoa- palms  ; and  each  formed  a profpetfl  like 
a beautiful  garden  placed  in  the  fea.  To  heighten 
this,  the  ferenc  weather  they  now  had,  contributed 
very  much  ; and  the  whole  might  fupply  the  imagi- 
nation with  the  idea  of  fome  fairy  land  realized. 
After  noticing  Toofoa,  a volcanic  ifle,  at  the  diflance 
of  two  leagues,  the  finoke  of  which  they  faw  feveral 
times,  they  arrived  on  the  1 7th,  at  the  illands,  called 
by  the  general  name  of  Hepaec.  The  Friendly 
Iflanders  have  fome  fuperflitious  notions  about  the 
volcano  upon  Toofoa,  which  they  fay  is  an  Otooa, 
or  Divinity. 

Capt.  Cook’s  reception  at  Hapaee  was  the  molt 
honourable  that  can  be  imagined.  The  chiefs,  not 

content 
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content  with  munificence,  entertained  their vifitoM 
with  a vaiity  of  diverfions  ; among  which  were 
Tingle  combats  with  dubs,  and  wreftling  and  boxing 
matches,  inthe  latterof  which,  even  the  women  fina- 
lized themfelves.  Feenou  having  expreJTed  a defire  to 
fee  the  marines  go  through  their  military  cxercife, 
,the  Captain  ordered  them  all  afhore  ; and,  after  they 
;had  performed  various  evolutions,  and  fired  feveral 
.vollies,  with  which  the  numerous  fpedators  feemed 
4*v'dl  pleafed,  the  chief,  in  histurn,  entertained  them 
with  an  exhibition,  which  was  performed  wkh  a dex- 
terity and  exa&ncfs,  far  furpaffing  the  fpecimen  juft 
.given  .to  our  military  exercifes.  It  was  a kind  of 
jdance,  fo  entirely  different  from  any  thing  Capt. 
,Cook  had  ever  feen,  that,  as  he  himfelf  obferves,  no 
xiefeription  can  give  an  adequate  idea  of  it.  It  was 
..performed  by  men,  and  105  perfons  bore  their 
parts  in  it.  Each  had  in  his  hand  an  inftrument 
neatly  made,  ihaped  like  a paddle,  two  feet  and  a 
half  long,  with  a fmalt  handle,  and  a thin  blade  ; fo 
that  it  was  very  light.  With  thefe  inHrutnents  they 
made  many  and  various  fiourilhes,  each  of  which 
was  accompiilhed  with  a different  attitude  of  the 
,-body,  or  a different  movement.  At  firft,  the  per- 
formers ranged  themfelves  jn  three  lines,  and  by 
various  evolutions,  each  man  changed  his  Ration  in 
jfuch  a manner,  that  thofe  \vho.liud  been  in  the  rear, 
.came  in  the  front.  Nor  did  they  long  remain  in  the 
fame  pofition,  but  thefe  changes  were  made  by 
pretty  quick  tranfitians.  At  one  time  they  extended 
•themfelves  in  one  line  ; they  then  formed  them- 
felves  into  a fcmicircle  ; and  lafly,  into  two  fquare 
columns.  -W.li.ile  this  laft, movement  was  executing, 
one  of  them  advanced,  and  performed  an  antic 
dance  before  the  Captain,  which  terminated  the 
whole. 

The 
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The  mulical  inftrumenti  confifted  of  two  drums, 
or  rather  two  hollow  logs  of  wood,  from  which  fome 
varied  notes  were  produced.  The  dancers,  how- 
ever, did  not  feem  to  be  much  alfiflcd  by  ihefc 
founds,  but  by  a chorus  of  vocal  mulic,  in  which 
all  the  performers  joined  at  the  fame  time.  Their 
fongs  were  not  deftitute  of  pleafttig  melody  ; and  a ! L 
their  correfponding  motions  were  executed  with 
fuch  (kill,  that  the  numerous  body  of  dancers  feemed. 
to  ad  as  if  they  were  one  great  machine.  ' Jt  was 
the  opinion  of  every  one  of  us,’  fays  Capt.  Cook, 

' that  fuch  a performance  would  have  met  with  uni- 
verfal  applaufe  on  the  European  theatre  ; and  it  f® 
far  exceeded  any  attempt  we  made  to  entertain 
them,  that  they  feemed  to  pick  themfeives  upon  the 
ftiperiority  they  had  over  us.  As  to  our  mufical  in- 
.ftruments,  they  held  none  of  them  in  the  leaf!  efleem 
except  the  drum  ; and  even  that  they  did  not  think, 
equal  to  their  own.  Our  French  horns,  in  parti- 
cular, feemed  to  be  held  in  great  contempt.  ‘ 

Capt.  Cook  deiirous  to  give  them  a more  favour- 
able idea  of  the  Englifh  amufements,  and  to  ferve 
iheir  minds  fully  imprelled  with  a deep  fenfe  of  our 
attainments,  played  olf  fome  fire-works  in  the  even- 
ing, moll  of  which  fuccceded  fo  perfedlly,  a$  to  an-1 
fwer  the  end  he  had  in  view.  The  water  and  Iky- 
rockets  in  particular,  pleafed  and  aflonifhed  them 
beyond  all  conception  ; and  thefcale  was  now  turned 
in  our  favour. 

This  feemed  only  to  furnilh  them  with  an  addi- 
tional motive  to  proceed  to  frelli  exertions  of  their 
Angular  dexterity  ; and  our  fire  works  were  no  fooner 
ended,  than  a fucceffion  of  dances,  which  Feenou 
had  got  ready  for  our  entettainments,  began.  Asa 
prelude  to  them,  a band  of  mufic,  or  chorus  of  eigli-  # 
teen  men,  fea ted  themfeives  before  us,  in  the  centre 
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of  the  circle,  compofed  by  the  numerous  fpe&ators, 
the  area  of  which  was  to  be  the  feene  of  the  exhibi- 
tions. Four  or  five  of  this  band  had  pieces  of  large 
bamboo,  from  three  to  live  or  fix  feet  long,  each 
managed  by  one  man,  who  held  it  nearly  in  a vertical 
pofition,  the  upper  end  open,  but  the  other  end 
clofed  by  one  of  the  joints.  With  this  clofe  end, 
the  performers  kept  conftanlly  finking  the  ground, 
though  flovvly,  thus  producing  different  notes,  ac- 
cording to  the  different  lengths  of  the  inflruments, 
but  all  of  them  of  the  hollow  or  bafe  fort  to  coun- 
teract which,  a perfon  kept  finking  quickly,  and 
with  two  flicks,  a piece  of  the  fame  fubllancc,  fplit, 
and  laid  along  the  ground,  and,  by  that  means, 
furnilbing  a tone;  as  acute,  as  thofe  produced  by  the 
others  were  grave.  The  reft  of  the  band,  as  well  as 
thofe  who  performed  upon  the  bamboos,  funga  flow 
and  foft  air,  which  fo  tempered  the  harlher  notes  of 
the  above  inflruments,  that  no  bye-ftander,  however 
accuftomed  to  hear  the  moft  pei feet  and  varied  mo- 
dulation of  fweet  founds,  could  not  avoid  copfeffing 
the  vaft  power,  and  pleafing  effect,  of  this  fimple 
harmony. 

The  concert  having  continued  about  a quarter  of 
an  hour,  twenty  women  entered  the  circtc-  Mod  of 
them  had,  upon  their  heads,  garlands  of  the  crimfon 
flowers  of  the  Chinefe  rofe,  or  others  ; and  many  of 
them  had  ornamented  their  perfons  with  leaves  of 
trees,  cut  with  a great  deal  of  nicety  about  the  edges. 
They  made  a circle  round  the  chorus,  turning  their 
faces  towards  it,  ancl  began  by  iinging  a foft  air,  to 
which  refponfes  were  made  by  the  chotus  in  the  fame 
tone,  and  thefc  were  repeated  alternately.  All  this 
while,  the  women  accompanied  their  fong  with  feve- 
ral  very  graceful  motions  of  their  hands  towards  t heir 
faces,  and  in  other  directions  at  the  fame  time, 
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making  confiantly  a fiep  forward,  and  then  back 
again,  with  one  foot,  while  the  other  was  fixed. 
They  then  turned  their  faces  to  the  affembly,  fung 
fome  time,  and  retreated  (lowly  in  a body,  to  that 
part  of  the  circle  which  was  oppofite  the  hut  where 
the  principal  fpetfiators  fat.  After  this,  one  of  them 
advanced  from  each  fide,  meeting  and  palling  each 
other  in  the  front,  and  continued  their  progrcls 
round,  till  they  came  to  the  reft-  On  which  two 
advanced  from  each  fide,  by  intervals,  till  the 
whole  number  had  again  formed  a circle  about  the 
chorus* 

Their  manner  of  dancing  was  now  changed  to  u 
quicker  meafure,  in  which  they  made  a kind  of  half 
turn  by  leaping,  clapping  their  hands,  and  fnap- 
ing  ther  fingers,  repeating  fome  words  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  chorus.  Towards  the  end,  as  the 
quicknefs  of  the  mufic  increafed,  their  gellures  and 
attitudes  were  varied  with  wonderful  vigour  and 
dexterity;  and  fome  of  their  motions,  perhaps, 
would,  with  us,  be  reckoned  lather  indecent. 
Though  this  part  of  the  performance,  mod  probably, 
was  not  meant  to  convey  any  wanton  ideas,  but 
merely  to  difplay  the  aflonifhing  variety  of  their 
movements. 

To  this  grand  female  ballet,  fuccceded  a variety 
of  other  dances,  in  which  the  men  bore  a principal 
part*  In  fome  of  thefe  the  dancers  increafed  their 
motions  to  a prodigious  quicknefs,  lhaking  their 
heads  from  (boulder  to  flioulder,  with  fuch  force, 
that  a fpetfiator,  unaccuftomed  to  the  fight,  would 
fuppofe  they  ran  a rifk  of  diflocating  their  necks. 
Their  difeipline  was  admirable  ; and,  in  no  infiance 
was  it  more  remarkable,  than  in  the  fudden  trail- 
fitions  they  fo  dexteroufiy  made,  from  the  rudex  e)t- 
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eritons  and  harfh  founds,  to  the  fofteft  airs,  and' 
mofl  gentle  movements. 

While  Capt-  Cook  was  at  Hapaee,  he  obferved  a 
womanjhaving  a child’s  head,  with  a fharks’s  tooth, 
ftuck  into  the  end  of  a piece  of  flick.  She  firft  wet 
the  hair  with  a rag  dipped  in  water,  applying  the 
inftrument  to  that  part  which  {he  had  previoufly 
foaked.  The  operation  feemed  to  give  no  pain  to 
the  child  ; although  the  hair  was  taken  off  as  clofe 
as  if  one  of  oui  razors  had  been  employed-  Capt. 
Cook  tried  one  of  thefe  inftrumems  upon  himfelf 
and  found  it  a good  fucccdaneum-  But  the  men  have 
another  contrivance  when  they  fhave  their  beaids- 
They  take  two  fhells,  one  of  which  they  place 
tinder  a fmall  part  of  the  beard,  and  with  the  other 
applied  above,  they  feraped  that  part  off.  In  this 
manner  they  are  able  to  fhave  very  clofe. 

On  the  27th  of  May,  Capt-  Cook  had  an  oppor- 
tunity of  difeovering  that  Feenou  was  not  the  king 
of  the  Friendly  Iflands,  but  only  a fubordinate 
chief ; by  a prudent  regulation  in  their  government, 
the  natives  have  an  officer  over  the  police,  or  fome- 
thing  like  it-  This  department,  when  we  were 
amongft  them,  was  adminiflered  by  Feenou  ; whofe 
bufinefs  it  was  to  punilh  offenders,  whether  againft 
the  flate,  or  againfl  individuals-  He  was  alfo  Ce- 
neraliffimo,  and  commanded  the  warriors  when 
called  out  upon  fervice-  The  king  took  fome  pains 
to  inform  us  of  Fecnou’s  office,  and  among  other 
things  told  us,  that  if  he  himfelf  fhould  become  a 
bad  man,  Feenou  would  kill  him-  What  I under- 
flood of  being  a bad  man,  was  that  if  he  did  not  go- 
vern according  to  law,  Feenou  would  be  ordered, 
by  the  other  great  men,  or  by  the  people  at  large, 
to  put  him  ce  death.  « 
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The  next  morning  the  king  came  on  board,  and 
brought  as  a prefent  to  the  captain,  one  of  their 
caps  made,  or  at  leaft  covered,  with  read  feathers. 
Thefe  caps  were  much  fought  after  by  the  (hip’s 
company  ; as  they  knew  they  would  be  highly  va- 
lued at  Otaheite.  But  though  very  large  prices 
were  offered,  not  one  was  ever  brought  for  fale  ; 
which  (hewed  they  were  no  lefs  valuable  in  theefti- 
mation  of  the  people  here-  Thefe  caps,  or  rather  ' 
bonnets,  are  compofed  of  the  tail  feathers  of  tire 
tropic  bird,  with  the  red  feathers  of  theparroquets 
wrought  upon  them,  or  jointly  with  them.  They 
are  made  fo  as  to  tie  upon  the  forehead  without  any 
crown,  and  have  the  form  of  a fcmicirde,  whofe  ta- 
dius  is  1 8 or  20  inches. 

Sometime  after  the  Captain  fleered  for  Tonga- 
taboo.  While  he  was  plying  up  to  the  harbour,  the 
•king  kept  failing  round  them  in  his  canoe.  There 
were  at  the  fame  time,  a great  many  fmall  canoes 
about  the  (Trips.  Two  of  thefe,  which  could  not 
get  out  of  the  way  of  his  royal  veifel,  he  ran  quite 
over,  with  as  little  concern,  as  if  they  had  been  bits 
of  wood.  At  Tongataboo  Capt.  Cook's  reception 
was  no  lefs  hofpitable  than  it  had  been  at  Ha  pace  ; 
grand  entertainments  of  fongs  and  dances,  with  ex- 
hibitions of  wreflling  and  boxing  being  fuccefftvely 
given. 

One  day  the  king  came  on  board  the  Refolution, 
and  brought  with  him  his  fon,  a youth  about  ia 
years  of  age.  The  king  dined  with  the  captain,  bur 
the  fon,  though  prefent,  was  not  allowed  to  (it  down 
with  him.  It  was  very  convenient  to  have  him  for 
a gueft  ; for  when  he  was  prefent,  every  other^na- 
tive  was  excluded  ; whereas,  if  neither  he^nor 
Feenou  were  on  board,  the  inferior  chiefs  would  be 
very  importunate  to  be  of  our  dining  party.  The 
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king  was  very  foon  reconciled  to  our  manner  of 
cooking.  But  dill,  we  believe,  he  dined  with  us 
more  for  the  fake  of  what  \ye  gave  him  to  drink 
than  for  what  we  fet  before  him  to  eat ; for  he  had 
tc«:en  a liking  to  our  wine,  would  empty  his  bottle 
as  well  as  mod  men,  and  was  cheerful  over  it.  But 
notwithflanding  this  friendly  intercourfe,  Capt.  Cook 
once  thought  proper  to  put  the  king,  his  brother. 
Feenou,  and  fome  other  chiefs,  under  arreft,  till  a 
kid,  two  turkey  cocks,  and  fome  other  things,  that 
had  been  flolen,  were  reftored,  This  expedient  was 
fuccefsful  ; and  though,  at  firft,  it  made  them  Ihy,  it 
did  not  dimiqifli  the  friendfhip  with  which  they  ftill 
deported  themfclves. 

On  the  17th  of  July,  Capt.  Cook  fet  fail  from 
Middieburgh  or  Eaoo,  which  was  the  laft  ifland  he 
yifited,  during  his  intercourfe,  with  the  natives  of 
this  Archipelago,  and  with  a light  breeze  at  S.  £• 
he  now  fleered  for  the  Society  Iflands.  The  time 
employed  among  the  natives  of  the  Friendly  Iflands 
was  not  thrown  away.  We  expended  very  little  of 
our  fea  provifions ; fubfifting  jn  general,  upon  the 
produce  of  the  iflands,  while  we  ftaid;  and  carrying 
away  with  us  a quantity  of  provifions  fufficient  to 
laft  till  our  arrival  at  another  flation,  where  we 
could  depend  upon  a frcfli  fupply.  We  were  not 
lorry,  befides,  to  have  an  opportunity  of  bartering 
the  condition  of  thefe  good  people,  by  leaving  fe- 
veral  very  ufeful  animals  a rnong  them  ; and,  at  the 
fame  time,  tbofe  defigned  for  Otaheite,  received 
frcfli  flrength  in  the  paflures  of  Tohgataboo.  Upon 
the  whole,  therefore,  the  advantages  we  received  by 
touching  here,  were  very  great;  and  we  had  the 
additional  fatisfaclion  to  reflet,  that  they  were  re- 
ceived without  retarding  one  moment,  the  profecu- 
tion  of  the  great  cbjetft  of  our  voyage  ; the  feafqn 
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for  proceeding  to  the  North,  being,  as  has  already 
been  obferved,  loft,  before  he  took  the  refolution  of 
bearing  away  for  thefe  iflands. 


BOOK  III. 

CHAP.  HI. 

Ijland  of  Toobouai  dijeovered Arrival  at  Otaheite 

Omai's  reception Interview  with  Waheladoca,  the 

chief  of  Tiarabooa Omai’s  imprudent  conduB 

Girls  drejfed  to  bring  a prefent Omai's  war  canoe 

• Otoo's  prefent  and  mejfagc  to  the  king  of  Great 

Britain Depat  lure  from  Otaheite,  and  vijit  to  Eimce 

Concluficm  of  the  hijlory  of  Omai,  and  of  the  two 

New  xf  aland  youths. 

ON  the  gth  of  Auguft  1777,  Capt-  Cook  difeo- 
vered  the  fmall  iftand  Toobouai,  lying  in  the 
lat.  of  23  deg.  25  min.  S-  and  in  210  deg.  37  min.' 
E.  long.  But  as  the  natives  who  approached  the 
(hips  in  their  canoes,  could  not  be  perluaded  to  come 
on  board,  and  the  Captain  had  no  inducement  to 
land  there,  he  proceeded  on  his  voyage. 

On  the  12th  of  Aug.  he  faw  Maitea,  one  of  the 
Society  Iflands,  and  foon  after  Otaheite.  We  (hall 
now  confine  ourfelves  chiefly  to  the  reception,  which 
Omai  met  with  amongft  his  countrymen,  to  fome  of 
ihemoft  remarkable  occurrences  in  Capt-  Cook’s 
intercourfe  with  the  friendly  natives. 

When  we  firft  came  near  the  ifland,  feveral  canoes 
came  off  to  the  fhip,  each  conduced  by  two  or  three 
men.  But,  as  they  were  common  fellows,  Omai 
took  no  particular  notice  of  them,  nor  they  of  him.

They  did  not,'  even  feem  to  perceive,  that  he  was 
one  of  their  couutrymen,  although  they  converfed 
with  him  for  fome  time.  At  length  a chief,  whom 
I had  known  before,  named  Ootee,  and  Omai’s 
brother-in-law,  who  chanced  to  be  at  this  corner  of 
the  illand,  and  three  or  four  more  perfons,  all  of 
whom  knew  Omai,  before  he  embarked  with  Capt. 
Furneaux,  came  on  board.  Yet  there  was  nothing 
either  tender  or  ftriking  in  their  meeting.  On  the 
contrary,  there  feemed  to  be  a perfetft  indifference 
on  both  fides,  till  Omai,  having  taken  his  brother 
down  into  the  cabin,  he  opened  the  drawer  where 
he  kept  his  red  feathers,  and  gave  him  a few.  This 
being  prefemly  known,  amongft  the  reft  of  the  na- 
tives upon  deck,  the  face  of  affairs  was  entirely 
turned,  and  Ootee,  who  would  hardly  fpeak  to 
Omai  before,  now  begged  that  they  might  be  tayos 
(friends)  and  exchange  names.  Omai  accepted  of 
the  honour,  and  confirmed  it  with  a prefent  of  red 
feathers;  and  Ootee,  by  way  of  return,  fent  afhore 
for  a hog.  But  it  was  evident  to  every  one  qf  us, 
that  it  was  not  the  man,  but  his  property,  they  were 
in  love  with-  Had  he  not  fhewn  to  them  his  trea* 
fure  of  red.  feathers,  which  is  the  commodity  in 
greateft  eftimation  at  the  ifland,  I queftion  much 
whether  they  would  have  bellowed  even  a cocoa-nut 
upon  him.  Such  - was  Omai’s  reception  amongft  hi* 
copp^rymen.  I own,  I never  expelled  it  would  bp 
olherwife  ; but  ftiil,  I was  in  hopes,  that  the  valu- 
able cargo  of  prefents,  with  which  the  liberality  of 
his  friends  in  England  had  loaded  him,  would  be 
the  means  of  railing  him  into  confequence,  and  of 
making  him  refpc&ed,  and  even  courted,  by  the  firft 
perfons  throughout  the  extent  of  the  Society  Iflands. 
This  could  not  but  have  happened,  had  he  conduced 
himfelf  with  any  degree  of  prudence.  But,  inflead 
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•f  it,  I am  forry  to  fay,  that  he  paid  too  little  regard 
to  the  repeated  advice  of  thofe  who  wifhec!  him 
well,  and  fuffered  himfelf  to  be  duped  by  every  de- 
iigning  knave. 

The  important  news,  of  red  feathers  being  on 
board  our  fhips,  having  been  conveyed  on  fhore  by 
Omai’s  friends,  day  had  no  fooncr  began  to  break* 
next  morning,  than  we  were  furrounded  by  a mul- 
titude of  canoes,  crowded  with  people,  bringing 
hogs  to  market.  At  firft,  a quantity  of  feathers,  not 
greater  than  what  might  be  got  from  a tom  tit,  would 
purchafe  a hog,  of  forty  or  fifty  pounds  weight.  BuC 
as  almoft  ever  body  in  the  fliips  was  poiFefTcd  of  fome 
of  this  precious  articles  of  trade,  it  fell,  in  its  value* 
above  five  hundred  per  cent,  before  night.  How- 
ever, even  then,  the  balance  was  much  in  our  fa- 
vour ; and  red  feathers  continued  to  preferve  their 
fuperiority  over  every  other  commodity.  Some  of 
the  natives  would  not  part  with  a hog,  unlefs  they 
received  an  ax  in  exchange  ; but  nails,  beads,  and 
other  trinkets,  which  during  our  former  voyages* 
had  fo-  great  a run  at  this  illand,  were  now  fo  much 
defpifed,  that  few  would  deign  to  look  at  them. 

Jn  the  morning  of  the  13th,  Capt.  Cook  came  to 
anchor  in  a bay  called  Oheitepeha.  Soon  after  Omai'*' 
lifter  came  on  board  to  fee  him;  and  the  Captain 
was  happy  to  obferve,  that,  much  to  the  honour 
of  each,  their  meeting  was  marked  with  expref-  - 
lions  of  the  mod  tender  afteclion-.  After  this  mov- 
ing leene,  Omai  and  the  Captain  went  afliore. 
Here,  the  attention  cf  the  former  was  foon  drawn  to 
anuld  woman,  the  filler  of  his  mother.  She  was- 
already  at  his>  feet,  and  had  bedewed  him  plenti- 
fully with  tears  of  joy.  The  Captain  left  him  with- 
the  old  Lady,  encircled  by  a number  of  people* 
in  order  to  go  and-  take  a view  of  a houfe  and  ccofs 
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eredted  by  the  Spaniards.  When  he  returned,  be 
found  Omai  holding  forth  to  a large  company  ; and 
it  was  with  fome  difficulty  he  could  be  got  away  to 
accompany  the  Captain  on  board.  Capt.  Cook,  it 
feems  had  found  from  the  natives,  that  two  Spanilh 
fhips  from  Lima  had  twice  put  into  Oheitepeha 
Bay,  fince  his  laft  vifit  in  1774.  They  had  left  lome 
hogs,  dogs,  goats,  a bull,  and  a ram,  on  lhore.  The 
firfl  time  they  came,  they  built  a houfe,  and  left 
four  men  behind  them,  carrying  away  four  of  the 
natives-  In  about  ten  months,  the  fame  Ihips  re- 
turned bringing  back  two  of  the  iflanders,  the  other 
two  having  died  at  Lima.  After  a Ihort  flay,  they 
took  away  their  own  people,  but  left  the  houfe 
Handing.  This  was  iituated  at  a fmall  diflancc  from 
the  beach.  The  wooden  materials,  of  which  it  was 
compofed,  feemed  to  have  been  brought,  ready  pre- 
pared, to  fet  up  occafionally  ; for  ali  the  planks 
were  numbered.  It  was  divided  into  two  fmall 
rooms;  and  in  the  inner  one,  were  a bench,  a table, 
a bedftead,  fome  old  hats,  and  other  trifles,  of  which 
the  natives  feemed  to  be  very  careful,  as  alfo  of  the 
houfe  itfelf,  which  had  fulf'ered  no  hurt  from  the 
weather,  a flied  having  been  built  over  it.  There 
were  fcutilcs  all  around,  which  ferved  as  air-holes ; 
and  perhaps,  they  were  alfo  meant  to  fire  from,  with 
mulkets,  if  ever  it  fhould  have  been  found  neceffary. 
At  fome  diffance,  flood  a wooden  ciofs,  on  the 
tranfverfe  part  of  which  was  cut.

And  on  the  perpendicular  part  was, 

Carolus  III.  Imperat.  1774. 

On  the  other  fide  of  the  port,  Capt.  Cook  took 
care  to  preferve  the  memory  of  the  prior  vifits  of  the 
Englifh,  by  inferibing, 

Georgius  Tur.rius,  Rex.  . 

Annis  1767,  1769,  1773,  1774,  St  1777. 
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Near  the  foot  of  this  crofs  was  the  grave  of  the 
Commodore  of  the  two  (hips,  who  died  here,  while 
they  lay  in  the  bay,  the  fir  ft  time-  The,  Spaniards 
feem  to  have  taken  great  pains  to  ingratiate  them- 
felvcs  with  the  inhabitants,  who,  on  every  accafion, 
mentioned  them  with  the  flrongeft  expreflions  of 
efteem  and  veneration.  The  former.,  however,  did 
not  fuccced  in  their  attempts  to  depreciate  the  cha- 
racter of  the  Englilh-  One  of  the  four  perfons  whom 
they  left  behind,  and  whom  the  natives  called  Ma- 
teema,  made  himfejf  very  popular-  He  took  un- 
common pains  to  ftudy  their  language,  that  he  might 
be  enabled  to  impreTs  their  minds  with  the  mofl  ex- 
alted ideas  of  the  greatnefs  of  the  Spaniih  Monarchy,- 
and  make  them  think  meanly  of  the  Englifh.  He 
even  went  fo  far;  as  to. allure  them,  that  we  no  longer 
exiited  as  an  independent  nation;  that  Pretane  was 
only  a fmall  ifland  which  they  (the  Spaniards)  had 
entirely  deftroyed  ; ,and  that  as  for  Captain  Cook, 
they  had  met  with  him  at  fea,  and,  with  a few  lliot, 
had  fent  his  Ihip,  with  every  foul  in  her  to  the  bot- 
tom. All  this  and  many  other  improbable  falfe- 
hoods,  did  the  Spaniards  make  thefe  people  believe. 
But,  if  Spain  had  no  other  views  in  this  expedi- 
tion, than  to  depreciate  the  Englifh  * (lie  had  better 
have  kept  her  ,lhips  at  home  ; for  Capt-  Cook’s  re- 
turn to  the  ifland  (which,  in  courfe,  was  quite  un- 
expected) was  confidercd  as  a complete  refutation 
of  all  that  Mateema  had  fa  id. 

Waheiadooa,  the  Sovereign  of  Tiaraboo,  which 
was  the  name  of  this  part  of  the  iGand,  was  now  ab- 
fent-  This  was  not  the  fame  perfon,  though  of  the 
fame  name  with  the  chief,  whom  Capt.  Cook  had 
fecn  here  during  his  la fl  voyage;  but  his  brother, 
a boy  about  ten  years  old,  who  had  fuccceded  on  the 
death  of  the  elder  Waheiadooa,  about  twenty  months 
J3  D d d before 
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before,  and  was  now  under  the  tutorage  of  a chief, 
named  Etorea.  The  celebrated  Qjieen  Oberea  was 
dead.)  However,  he  foon  after  lent  a meffage  to 
notify  his  arrival,  and  to  defire  that  the  Captain 
would  vifit  him  alhore.  Accordingly  Omai  and  the 
Captain  prepared  to  make  him  a formal  vifit.  On 
this  occafion,  Omai,  affifted  by  fome  of  his  friends, 
drefled  himfelf;  not  after  the  Englifti  fafhion,  nor 
that  of  Otahcite,  nor  that  of  Tongataboo,  nor  in 
the  drefs  of  any  country  upon  earth ; but  in  a ltrange 
medley  of  all  that  he  was  poftefled  of.  There  was’ 
nothing  remarkable  in  this  interview,  except  the 
information  that  Captain  Cook  received,  that  the 
Spaniards,  when  they  viGted  the  illand,  had  defired 
the  chiefs  not  to  fuffer  him  to  enter  Oheitepeha  Bay, 
if  he  fhouid  return  again,  for  that  the  illand  belong- 
ed to  them.  But  the  perfon,  who  addrelfed  me  with 
this  information,  that  they  were  fo  far  from  paying 
any  regard  to  his  requeft,  that  he  was  authorized 
now  to  make  a formal  furrender  of  the  province  of 
Tiaraboo  to  me,  and  of  every  thing  in  it  ; which 
marks  very  plainly,  that  thefe  people  are  no  ftran- 
gers  to  the  policy  of  accommodating  themfelves  to 
prefent  circumftances.  At  length,  the  young  chief 
was  directed,  by  his  attendants  to  come  and  embrace 
me;  and,  by  way  of  confirming  this  treaty  of  friend- 
Ihip,  we  exchanged  names.  The  . ceremony  being 
clofed,  he  and  his  friends  accompanied  me  on  board 
to  dinner. 

Omai  had  juft  prepared  a maro,  compofed  of  red 
and  yellow  feathers,  which  he  intended  for  Otoo, 
the  king  of  the  whole  i (land , and  confidering  where 
we  were,  it  was  a prefent  of  great  value.  I faid  all 
that  I could  to  perfuade  him  not  to  produce  it  now, 
wifhing  him  to  keep  it  on  board  till  an  opportunity 
ftwuld  offer  of  prefenting  it  to  Otoo,  with  his  own 
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'funds.  But  he  had  too  good  an  opinion  of  the  ho- 
nefty  and  fidelity  of  his  countrymen  to  take  my  ad- 
vice. Nothing  would  ferve  him,  but  to  carry  it 
afhore  on  this  occalion,  and  to  give  it  to  Waheiadooa, 
to  be  by  him  forwarded  to  Otoo,  in  order  to  its  be- 
ing added  to  the  royal  Maro.  He  thought,  by  this 
management,  that  he  ihould  oblige  both  chiefs ; 
whereas  he  highly  difobliged  the  one,  whofe  favour 
was  of  the  molt  confequence  to  him,  without  gain- 
ing any  reward  from  the  other.  For  Waheiadooa 
kept  the  maro  hirafclf,  and  only  fent  to  Otoo  a veiy 
fmall  piece  of  feathers;  not  the ■ twentieth  patt  of 
what  belonged  to  the  magnificent  prefent. 

On  the  24th  ofAuguft,  Capt.  Cook  left  the  bay 
of  Oheitepeha,  and  in  the  evening  anchored  in  Ma- 
tavai  ljiay,  in  another  part  of  the  iQand,  whence  he 
expected  his  principal  fupply.  Here  he  and  Omai 
had  an  interview  with  Otoo,  the  king  of  the  whole 
illand.  Omai  had  prepared  himfclf  for  this  cere- 
mony, by  dreffing  himfclf  in  his  very  bed  clothes, 
and  behaved  with  a great  deal  of  model!  y : never- 
thelefs,  very  little  notice  was  taken  of  him.  Per- 
haps, envy  had  fome  (hare  in  producing  this  cold 
reception.  He  made  the  chief  a prefent  of  a large 
piece  of  red  feathers,  and  abou,t  two  or  three  yards 
of  gold  cloth;  and  I gave  him  a fuit  of  fine  linen, 
a gold-laced  hat,  fome  tools,  and,  what  was  of  more 
value  than  all  the  other  articles,  a quantity  of  red 
feathers,  and  one  of  the  bonnets  in  ufe  at  the 
Friendly  Illands. 

After  the  hurry  of  this  viftt  was  over,  the  king, 
and  the  whole  royal  family,  accompanied  us  oa 
board,  followed  by  feveral  canoes,  laden  with  all 
kind  of  provifions,  in  quantity  fufficient  to  have 
ferved  the  companies  of  both  Ihips  for  a week.  Each 
of  the  family  owned,  or  pretended  to  own,  a part ; 
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to  that  we  had  a prcfent  from  every  one  of  them ; 
and  every  one  of  them  had  a feparate  prefent  in 
return  from  me,  which  was  the  great  objed  in  view- 
Soon  after,  the  king’s  mother,  who  had  not  been 
prefent  at  the  firfl  interview,  came  on  board,  bring- 
ing with  her  a quantity  of  provifions  and  cloth,  which 
the  divided  between  me  and  Omai.  For,  although 
he  was  but  little  noticed  at  iirfl  by  his  countrymen, 
they  no  fooncr  gained  the  knowledge  of  his  riches, 
than  they  began  to  court  his  friendlhip.  I encouraged 
this  as  much  as  I could  ; for  it  was  my  wilh  to  fix 
him  with  Qtoo-‘  As  I intended  to  leave  all 
my  European  animals  at  this  ifiand,  I thought  he 
would  be  able  to  give  fomc  inflrudions  about  the 
management  of  them,  and  about  their  ufc.  Befides, 
I knew  and  faw,  the  farther  he  was  from  his  native 
ifiand,  he  would  be  the  better  refpeded.  But,  un- 
fortunately, poor  Omai  rejeded  my  advice,  and 
conduded  himfelf  in  fo  imprudent  a manner,  that 
he  foon  loft  the  friendlhip  of  Otoo,  and  of  every 
perfon  of  note  in  Otaheite.  lie  aifociated  with  none 
but  vagabonds  and  ftrangers,  whofe  foie  views  were 
to  plunder  him.  And,  if  I had  not  interfered,  they 
would  not  have  left  him  a Tingle  article  worth  car- 
rying from  the  ifiand.  This  neceftarily  drew  upon 
him  the  ill-will  of  the  principal  chiefs  ; who  found 
that  they  could  not  procure  from  any  one  in  the 
fhips,  fuch  valuable  articles  of  prefents,  as  Omai 
had  beftowed  on  the  loweft  of  the  people,  his  com- 
panions. 

Our  friend  Omai  got  one  good  thing  at  this  ifiand, 
for  the  many  valuable  things  he  gave  away;  this  was  a 
very  fine  double  failing  canoe,  completely  equipped, 
and  fit  for  fea.  Some  time  before,  I made  up  for 
him,  a fuit  of  Englilh  colours  ; but  he  thought  thefc 
too  valuable  to  be  ufed  at  this  time;  and  patched  up 
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a parcel  of  colours,  fuch  as  flags  and  pendants,  to 
the  number  of  ten  or  a dozen,  which  he  fpread  on 
different  parts  of  his  veflel,  all  at  the  fame  time » 
and  drew  together  as  many  people  to  look  at  her,  as 
a man  of  war  would,  dreifed  in  an  European  port. 
Thefe  flreamers  of  Omai’s,  were  a mixture  of  Eng- 
lifh,  French,  Spanifh,  and  Dutch,  which  were  all 
the  European  colours  that  he  had  feem-  When  I 
was  laft  at  this  ifland,  I gave  to  Otoo  an  Englifh 
jack  and  pendant,  and  to  Towha  a pendant,  which 
I now  found  they  had  preferved  with  the  greateft 
care. 

Omai  had  alfo  provided  himfelf  with  a good  flock 
of  doth  and  cocoa-nut  oil,  which  are  not  only  in 
great  plenty,  but  much  better,  at  Otaheite,  than  at 
any  of  the  Society  Iflands ; infomuch  that  they  are 
articles  of  trade.  Omai  would  not  have  behaved 
fo  inconliftently,  and  fo  much  unlike  himfelf,  as  he 
did,  in  many  inftances,  but  for  his  After  and  brother- 
in-law,  who,  together  with  a few  more  of  their  ac- 
quaintance, engroffed  him  entirely  to  themfelves, 
with  no  other  view  than  to  ft  rip  him  of  every  thing 
he  had  got.  And  they  would,  undoubtedly,  have 
fucceed  in  their  feheme,  if  I had  not  put  a flop  to 
it  in  time,  by  taking  the  moft  ufeful  articles  of  his 
property  into  my  poffeffion.  But  even  this  would 
not  have  faved  Omai  from  ruin,  if  I had  fuffered 
thefe  relations  of  his  to  have  gone  with,  or  to  have 
followed  us  to,  his  intended  place  of  fettlcmcnt,  Hu- 
gheine.  This  they  had  intended  ; but  I difappointed 
their  farther  views  of  plunder,  by  forbidding  them  to 
flicw  themfelves  in  that  ifland,  while  l remained 
there ; and  they  knew  me  too  well  not  to  comply. 

On  the  28th,  Otoo  came  on  board,  and  informed 
me,  that  he  had  got  a canoe,  which  he  defired  1 
would  take  with  me,  and  carry  home,  as  a prefent 
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to  the  Earec  raliie  up  Pretane  ; it  being  the  only 
thing,  he  laid,  that  he  could  fend  worth  his  Majefty  * 
acceptance.  I was  not  a little  pleafed  with  Otoo, 
for  this  mark  of  his  gratitude.  It  was  a thought  en- 
tirely his  own,  not  one  of  us  having  given  him  the 
leaft  hint  about  it  ; and  it  fhewed,  that  he  fully  un- 
derflood  to  whom  he  was  indebted  for  the  moil  va- 
luable prefen, ts  he  had  received.  As  it  was  too  large 
for  me  to  take  on  board,  I could  only  thank  him  for 
his  good  intention  ; but  it  would  have  pleafed  him 
much  better,  if  his  prelent  could  have  been  ac- 
cepted. 

The  frequent  vifits  we  have  lately  paid  to  thii 
jfland,  fe«m  to  have  created  a full  perfuafion,  that 
the  intercourfe  will  not  be  difeontinued.  It  was 
fhi&ly  enjointd  me  by  Otoo,  to  zequeft,  in  his 
name,  the  Eaice  rahie  110  Pretane,  to  fend  him,  by 
the  next  Ihips,  red  feathers,  and  the  birds  that  pro- 
duce them  ; axes,  half  a dozen  mulkets,  with  power 
and  fliot : and,  by  no  means  to  forget  horfes. 

In  the  morning  of  the  30th  of  September,  Captain 
Cook  left  Otaheitc  ; and,  the  fameevening,  arrived 
at  Eimeo.  Here,  the  lofsofagoat,  which  was  ftolen, 
forced  him  into  an  hoiftile  expedition  acrofs  the 
ill^nd  I nor  was  this  animal  (at  that  conjun&ure of 
great  importance  to  him]  given  up,  till  fome  houfes 
and  canoes  were  burnt.  On  the  11th  of  October, 
he  fleered  for  Huaheine,  where  it  was  his  intention 
finally  to  fettle  Omai,  and  where  he  arrived  the  next 
morning-  Our  arrival  here,  brought  all  the  prin- 
cipal people  of  the  ifland  to  our  Ihips.  This  was  juft 
what  I wilhed,  as  it  was  high  time  to  think  of  fettling 
Omai  ; and  the  prefence  of  thefe  chiefs,  I guefled, 
would  enable  me  to  do  it  in  the  moil  fatisfaclory 
manner.  He  now  feemed  to  have  an  inclination  to 
eflablilh  himfelf  at  Ulietca  ; and  if  he  and  I could 
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have  agreed  about  the  mode  of  bringing  that  plan 
to  bear,  I fhould  have  had  no  objection  to  adopt  it. 
His  father  had  been  difpofl'elTed  by  the  men  of  Bo- 
labola,  when  they  conquared  Ulietea,  of  fome  land 
in  that  ifland  ; and  I made  no  doubt  of  getting  it  ref 
flored  to  the  fon  in  an  amicable  manner.  For  that 
purpofe  it  was  neceffary,  that  he  (hould  be  of  good 
terms  with  thofewhonow  were  wallers  of  the  ifland  ; 
but  he  was  too  great  a patriot  to  liflcn  to  any  fucb 
thing  ; and  was  vain  enough  to  fuppofe,  that  I would 
reinflate  him  in  his  forfeited  lands  by  force.  This* 
made  it  impoffible  to  fix  him  at  Ulietea,  and  pointed 
out  tome  Huahieinc  as  the  propereft  place.  I,  there- 
fore r refolved  to  avail  myfelf  of  the  prcfcnce  of  the 
chief  men  of  the  ifland,  and  to  make  this  propofal  to 
them.  * 

After  the  hurry  of  the  morning  was  over,  we  got 
ready  to  pay  a formal  vifit  to  Tairectaraea  meaning 
then  to  introduce  this  bulinefs*  Omai  dreffed  him- 
felf  very  properly  oti  the  occafion ; and  prepared  * 
hand  fome  prefent  for  the  chief  himfelf,  and  another 
for  his  Eatooa.  Indeed,  after  he  had  got  clear  of 
the  gang  that  furrounded  him  at  Otarheitc,  he  be- 
haved with  fuch  prudence  as  to  gain  refpeff.  Our 
landing  drew  moil  ofourvifuois  from  the  fliips  ; 
and  they,  as  well  as  chofe  that  were  on  fhore,  aflem- 
bied  in  a large  houfe.  The  concourfe  of  people,  on 
this  occafion,  was  very  great  ; and,  amongft  them,' 
there  appeared  to  be  a greater  proportion  of  pcrfoiv 
able  men  and  women  than  we  had  ever  feen  in  one 
afiembly  at  anyone  of  thefe  iflands-.  Not  only  the 
bulk,  of  the  people  teemed,  in  general,  much  floater 
and  fairer  thanthofe  of  Otaheite,  but  there  wasalfo 
a much  greater  number  of  men  who  appeared  to  be  of 
confequepce,  in  proportion  to  the  extent  of  the  ifland, 
nsoft  of  whom  had  exaflly  the  corpulent  appearance 
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of  the  chiefs  of  Watceo.  Wc  waited  Tome  timefoi! 
Tareetareea,  as  I would  do  nothing  till  the  Earre 
rahic  came  ; but  when  he  appeared,  I found  that  his 
prefence  might  have  been  dilpenfed  with,  as  he  was 
not  above  eight  or  ten  years  of  age.  Omai,  who 
flood  at  a little  diflance  from  this  circle  of  great 
men,  began  with  making  his  offering-  to  the  gods, 
con fi fling  of  red  feathers,  cloth,  &c.  Then  followed 
another  offering,  which  was  to  be  given  to  the  gods 
by  the  chiefs  ; and  after  that,  feveral  other  fmall 
pieces  and  tufts  of  red  feathers  were  prefented- 
Each  article  was  laid  before  one  of  the  company, 
who,  I underftood,  wasaprieft,  and  was  delivered 
with  a fet  fpeech  or  prayer,  fpoken  by  one  of  Omai’s 
friends,  who  fat  by  him,  but  moftly  dictated  by  him- 
felf.  In  thefe  prayers,  he  did  not  forget  his  friends 
in  England,  nor  thofe  who  had  brought  him  fafe 
back.  The  Earee  rahie  no  Prctanc,  Lord  Sand* 
wich,  Tootc,  Tatee,  Cook  and  Clark,  were  men- 
tioned in  every  one  of  them.  When  Omai’s  offer- 
ings and  prayers  were  finilhed,  the  prieft  took  each 
article,  in  the  fame  order  in  which  it  had  been 
laid  before  riim,  and  after  repeating  a prayer,  Cent 
it  to  the  morai  ; which,  as  Omai  told  us,  was  at  a 
great  diflance,  otherwife  the  offerings  would  have 
been  made  there. 

Thefe  religious  ceremonies  having  been  perform- 
ed, Omai  fat  down  by  me,  and  weentred  upon  bu- 
finefs,  by  giving  the  young  chief  my  prefent,  and 
receiving  his  in  return  ; and,  all  things  confidered, 
they  were  liberal  enough,  on  both  lides.  Some  ar- 
rangements were  next  agreed  upon,  as  to  the  man- 
ner of  carrying  on  the  intercourfe  betwixt  us  ; and 
I pointed  out  the  mifehievous  confequences  that 
would  attend  their  robbing  us,  as  they  had  done 
during  my  former  vifits.  Omai's  eflablilhjnent  tv*5 
then  propofed  to  the  aflcmbled  chiefs. 
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He  acquainted  them,  that  he  had  been  earned  to 
our  country,  where  he  was  well  received  by  the 
great  King  and  his  Earees,  and  treated  with  every 
mark  of  legard  and  aflfetflion,  while  he  (laid  amongft 
us  ; that  he  had  been  brought  back  again,  enriched  by 
our  liberty,  with  a variety  of  articles,  which  would 
prove  Very  ufeful  to  his  countrymen  ; and  that,  be- 
lides  the  two  horfes  which  were  to  remain  with  him, 
feyeral  other  new  and  valuable  animals  had  been  left 
at  Otaheite,  which  will  foon  multiply,  and  furnilh  & 
fulficient  number  for  the  ufe  of  the  iflands  in  the 
neighbourhood.  He  then  fignifted  to  them  my 
earnefl  requeft,  in  return  for  all  my  friendly  offices, 
that  they  would  give  him  a piece  of  land  , to  build 
a houfe  upon,  and  to  raife  provifions  for  himfelf  and 
fervants  ; adding,  that,  if  this  could  not  be  obtained 
for  him  in  fiuaheine,  either  by  gift  or  by  purchafe, 
t was  determined  to  carry  him  to  Uiietea,  and  fix 
him  there. 

Perhaps  I have  here  made  a better  fpeech  for  my 
friend,  than  he  adhtally  delivered  ; but  thefe  weie 
the  topics  I dilated  to  him.  I obferved,  that  what 
be  concluded  with,  about  carrying  him  to  Uiietea, 
feemed  to  meet  the  approbation  of  all  the  chiefs  ; 
and  I infiantly  faw  the  reafon.  Omai  had,  as  I have 


already  mentioned,  vainly  flattered  himfelf,  that  I 
meant  to  ufe  force  in  refloring  him  to  his  father  s 
lands  in  Uiietea,  and  he  had  talked  idly,  and  with- 
out any  authority  from  me,  on  thisfubjetfl,  to  fome 
of  the  prefent  aflembly,  who  dreamed  of  nothing 
fefs  than  a hoftile  invafion  of  Uiietea,  and  of  being 
aflifted  by  the  to  drive  the  Bolabola  men  out  of  that 
Jfland.  It  was  of  confequence,  therefore,  that  I 
fhould  undeceive  them  ; and,  in  order  to  this,  I 
fignified,  in  the  moll  peremptory  manner,  that  I 
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fuflfer  it  to  be  put  ir\  execution,  while  I was  in  their 
feas  ; and  that,  if  Omai  hxcd  himfclf  in  Ulietea,  h* 
muff  be  introduced  as  a friend,  arid  not  forced  upon 
the  Bolabola  men  as  their  conqueror. 

This  declaration  gave  a new  turn  to  the  fentiments 
of  the  council.  One  of  the. chiefs  immediately  ex- 
prelled  himfclf  to  this  effetft  ; that  the  whole  ifland 
of,  Huahcine,  and  every  thing  in  it,  were  mine  ; 
and  that,  therefore,  1 might  give  what  portion  of  it 
. I pleafed  to  my  friend.  Omai,  who,  like  the  reft  oi 
his  countrymen,  feldom  fees  things  beyond  the  pre- 
fent  moment,  was  gieately  pleafed  to  hear  this ; think- 
ing no  doubt,  that  I fhouid  be  very  liberal,  and  give 
him  enough.  But  to  offer  whar  it  would  have  been 
improper  to  accept,  I confidered  as  offering  nothing 
at  all,  and  therefore,  1 now  defired,  that  they  would 
not  only,  allign  the  particular  fpot,  but  alfo  the  exa& 
quantity  ofland,  which  they  would  allot  for  thefet- 
tlement.  ' Upon  this,  lomc  chiefs,  who  had  already 
left  the  affembly,  were  lent  for  ; and,  after  a lhort 
confultation  among  themfclvts,  my  requeft  war 
granted  by  general  confent,  and  the  ground  imme- 
diately pitched  upon,  adjoining  to  the  houfe  where 
our  meeting  was  held.  The  extent  along  the  Ihore 
of  the  harbour,  was  about  200  yards,  and  its  depth 
to  the  foot  of  the  hill,  fomewhat  more  ; but  a pro- 
portionable part  of  the  hill  was  included  in  the 
grant. 

This  bufinefs  being  fettled  to  the  fatisfatflion  of  all 
parties,  1 fet  up  a lent  aff.ore,  eflablifhcd  a poll,  and 
ere&ed  the  obfervarories-  The  carpenteis  of  both 
iliips  were  fet  to  work,  lo  build  a houfe  for  Omai, 
in  which  he  might  fecurc  the  European  commodities 
that  were  his  property.  At  the  fame  time  lome 
.hands  were  employed  in  making  a garden  for  his  ufe, 
panting  (haddocks,  vines,  pine  apples,  melons,  and* 
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the  feeds  of  fevcral  other  vegetable  articles  ; all  of 
which  I had  Che  fatisfa&ion  of  obferving  to  be  in  a 
flourilbing  Rate  before  I left  the  iliand. 

Omai  now  began  ferioufly  to  attend  to  his  own 
affairs,  and  repented  heartily  of  his  ill-judged  pro- 
digality while  at  Otaheite.  He  found  at  Huaheine, 
a brother,  a fifter,  .and  a brother-in-law,  the  fifler 
being  married.  But  thefe  did  not  plunder  him,  as> 
he  had  lately  been  by  his  other  relations.  I was 
forry,  however,  to  dil'cover,  that  though  they  were 
too  honelf  to  do  him  any  injury,  they  were  of  too 
little  confequence  in  the  ifland  to  do  him  any  good. 

A man  who  is  richer  than  his  neighbour,  is  furc 
to  be  envied,  by  numbers  who  wiih  to  fee  him 
brought  down  to  their  own  level.  .»  And  what  was 
his  principal  danger,  he  was  to  be  placed  in  the  very 
lingular  fituation  ofbeing  the  only  rich  man  in  the 
community  to  which  he  was  to  belong.  And  having 
by  a fortunate  connexion  with  us,  %ot  into  his  pof- 
feflion  an  accumulated  quantity  of'a -fjSccics  of  trea- 
fure  which  none  of  his  countrymen  could  create  by 
any  art  or  induflry  oflmown;  while  all  coveted  a 
i ha  re  of  this  envied  wealth,  as  it  was  natural  to  ap- 
prehend, that  all  would  be  ready  to  join  in  attempt- 
ing to  flrip  its  fide  proprietor. 

To  prevent  this,  if  poffible,  I advifed  him  to  make 
a proper  diftribution  of  fome  of  his  moveables,  to 
rtwo  or  three  of  the  principal  chiefs  ; who  having 
been  thus  gratified,  might  be  induced  to  take 
him  under  their  patronage,  and  protect  him  from 
the  injuries  of  others.  He  promifed  to  follow  my 
advice,  and  I hard,  with  fatisfaftion,  before  I failed, 
that  this  prudent  ftep  had  been  taken.  I took  every 
opportunity  of  notifying  to  the  inhabitants,  that  it 
was  my  intention  to  return  to  this  ifland  again,  after 
.being  abfent  the  uiual  time;  and  that  if  I did  not 
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find  Omai  in  the  fame  ftate  of  fecurity  in  which  l 
now  leave  him,  aU  thofe  whom  I Ihould  then  dis- 
cover, to  have  been  his  enemies,  might  exped  to 
feel  the  weight  of  rtiy  refentmem. 

Omai’s  houfe  being  nearly  Spiffed,  many  of  his 
moveables  were  carried  alhore  on  the  26th.  Amongft 
a variety,  of  other  ufelefs  articles,  was  a box  of  toys, 
which,  when  c*pofed  to  public  view,  feemed  greatly 
to  plcafe  the  gazing  multitude.  But  as  to  pots,  ket- 
tles, plates,  dirties,  drinking-piugs,  glaffes,  and  the 
yhole  train  ofourdomeflic  accommodations,  hardly 
one  of  his  countrymen  would  fo  much  as  look  at 
them.  Omai  himfelf  now  began  to  think  that  they 
were  of  no  manner  ofufeto  him;  and  therefore  he 
very  wifely  difpofed  of  as  many  of  thefe  articles  of 
Lnglirti  furniture  for  the  kitchen  and  pantry  as'fie 
could  find  purchafers  for,  amongft  the  people  of  the 
(hips,  receiving  from  tbepi,  in  return,  hatchets,  and 
other  tools,  which  had  a more  intrinlic  value  in  this 
part  of  the  world,  and  added  more  to  his  diftinguilb- 
lng  fuperiority  over  thofe  with  whom  he  was  to  nafs 
the  remainder  of  his  days.  . 

As  foon  as  Omai  was  lettled  in  his  new  habitation, 
I began  to  think  °f  leaving  the  ifland,  and  got  every 
thing  off  from  the  /bore,  this  evening,  except  the 
horfe  and  mare,  and  a goat  big  with,  kid,  which  were 
left  in  the  poffeff  on  of  our  friend,,  with  whom  w-c 
we  now  "iHy  io  part.  I alfo  gave  him  a boar  and 
twofowsofthe  Englilh  breed,  and  he  had  got  two 
fows  of  his  own.  6 

The  hiftory  of  Omai  will,  perhaps,  interefl  a very 
numerous  clafs  of  readers,  more  than  any  other  oc- 
currence of  a voyage,  the  objeds  of  which  do  not, 
in  general,  promife  much  entertainment  Every 
c,rcumflance,  therefore,  which  may  fetvc  convey 
a latisfactory  account  of  IheexatS  fttuation  in  which 
lie  was  left,  Will  oc  thought  worth  preferving ; and 

the 
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<lhc  following  particulars  are  added  to  complete  the 
yiew  of  his  domeftic  eftablilhment.  He  bad  picked 
up  at  Otaheite  four  or  fiveToutous;  the  two  Zealand 
youths  remained  with  him  ; and  his  brother,  and 
fome  others,  joined  him  at  Huaheine  : fo  that  hii 
family  confifted  already,  of  eight  or  ten  perfons  ; if 
that  can  be  called  a family,  to  which  not  a Angle 
female,  as  yet,  belonged;  nor,  I doubt,  was  likely  t<J 
belong,  unlefs  its  matter  became  lefs  volatile. 

The  houfe  which  we  eretfted  for  him  was  24  feet 
by  18,  and  10  feet  high.  It  was  compofed  of  boards, 
the  fpoils  oLour  military  operations  at  Eimeo  ; and, 
in  building  it,  as  few  nails  as  poffible  were  ufed,  that 
there  might  be  no  inducement,  from  the  love  of  irop, 
to  pull  it  doyvn. 

His  European  weapons  confifted  of  a mufket,  bay- 
onet, and  cartouch-box,  a fowling-piece,  two  pair 
of  piftols,  and  two  or  three  fwords  or  cutlafles.  The 
potfeftion  of  thefe  made  him  quite  happy,  which  was 
my  only  view  in  giving  him  fuch  prefents.  For  I 
was  always  of  opinion,  that  he  would  have  been 
happier,  without  fire-arms,  and  other  European 
weapons,  than  with  them  ; as  fuch  implements  of 
war,  in  the  hands  of  one,  whofe  prudent  ufe  of 
> them  I had  fome  grounds  for  jniftrutting,  would  ra- 
ther increafe  his  dangers,  than  eftabiilh  his  fupc- 
riority.  After  he  had  got  on  fhore  every  thing  that 
belonged  to  him,  and  was  fettled  in  his  new  habita- 
tion, he  had  moft  of  the  officers  of  both  (hips,  two 
or  three  times,  to  dinner,  and  his  table  was  always 
well  fupplied  with  the  very  beft  provifions  that  the 
ifland  produced. 

Before  I failed,  I had  the  following  infeription 
cut  upon  the  outfide  of  his  houfe: 

Georgius  Tertius,  Rex,  2d  Novembris,  1777. 
Mavf*  J Refolution,  Tac.  Cook,  Pr. 

. I Difcovcry,  Car.  Qlerke,  Pr. 
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- On  the  2d  of  November,  at  four  o’clock  in  the 
-afternoon,  I took,  the  advantage  of  a breeze,  which 
then  fprung  up  at  E-  and  failed  out  of  the  harbour, 
mo(t  of  our  friends  remained  on  board  till  the  Ihips 
were  underfail;  when,  to  gratify  their  cuiiofity,  I 
ordered  five  guns  to  be  fired.  The  men  all  took  their  | 
leave,  except  Omai,  who  remained  till  we  were  at 
fea.  We  had  come  to  fail  byahawfer  fafiened  to 
. the  fhore.  In  cafling  the  fhip,  it  parted,  being  cut 
by  the  rocks,  and  the  outer  end  was  left  behind  ; as 
thofe  who  caft  it  off,  did  not  perceive  that  it  was 
broken,  fo  that  it  became  neceftary  to  fend  a boat 
to  bring  it  on  board.  In  this  boat  Omai  wentalhore, 
after  taking  a very  affetfiionate  farewel  of  all  the  of- 
ficers: He  fuftained  himfelf  with  a manly  refolu- 

lion,  till  he  came  to  me.  Then  his  utmolt  effort  to 
conceal  his  tears  failed  ; and  Mr.  King,  who  went 
in  the  boat,  told  me,  that  he  wept  all  the  time  in 
going  alhore. 

It  wa*  no  fmall  fatisfa&ion .to  refle<ft,  that  we  had 
brought  him  fafe  back  to  the  very  fpot  from  which 
he  was  taken.  And,  yet,  fiich  is  the  ftrange  nature 
of  human  affairs,  that  we  left  him  in  a lefs  defirable 
filiation,  than  he  was  in  before  his  connexion  with 
us.  I do  not,  by  this,  mean,  that  becaufe  he  has 
tafied  the  fweets  of  civilized  life,  he  muft  become 
}uore  mifcrable  from  being  obliged  to  abandon  all 
thoughts  of  continuing  them.  I confine  myfelf  to 
this  fingle  difagrceable  circumfiance,  that  the  advan- 
tages he  received  from  us,  have  placed  him  in  a 
more  hazardous  fit  nation,  with  refperft  to  his  perfo- 
nal  fafety.  Omai,  from  being  much  cafelied  in 
England,  loft  fight  of  his  original  condition  ; and 
never  confidercd  in  what  manner  his  acquilitions, 
either  of  knowledge,  or  of  riches,  would  be  efteemed 
by  his  countrymen,  «at  his  leturn  ; which  were  the 

only 
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only  things  he  could  have  to  recommend  him  to 
them  now,  more  than  before,  and  on  which  he  could 
build  cither  his  future  greatnefs  or  happinefs-  He 
feemed  even  to  have  miftaken  their  genius  in  this  rc- 
fpe<d  ; and,  in  fome  meafure,  to  have  forgotten  their 
cuftems ; otherwise  he  mufi  have  known  the  ex- 
treme difficulty  there  would  be  in  getting  himfelf 
admitted  as  a perfon  of  rank,  where  there  is,  per- 
haps, no  inflance  of  a man’s  being  raifed  from  art 
inferior  ffation  by  the  greatefl  merit.  Rank  feems 
to  be  the  very  foundation  of  all  difiin<hion  here,  - 
and,  df  its  attendant,  power;  and  fo  pertinacioufiy, 
er  rather  blindly  adhered  to,  that,  unfefs  a perfon 
had  fome  degree  of  it,  he  will  certainly  be  difpjfed 
and  hated,  if  he  affumes  the  appearance  of  exerci- 
ling  any  authority.  This  was  really  the  cafe,  in  fome 
meafure,  with  Omai  ; though  his  countrymen  were 
pretty  cautions  of  expreffing  their  fentiments  while 
we  remained  among  them. 

* Omai’s  father  was  a man  of eonfiderable  property 
in  Ulietea,  when  that  ifland  was  conquered  by  thofe 
of  Bolabola  ; and,  with  many  others,  fought  re- 
fuge in  Huaheine,  where  he  died,  and  left  Omai,- 
with  forne  other  children;  who,  by  (hat  means’, 
became  totally  dependent.  In  this  fituation  he  was 
taken  up  by  Captain  Furneauk,  and  canied  to  Eng- 
land. Whether  he  jeally  expeded  from  his  treat- 
ment there,  that  any  afliOance  could  be  given  him 
againft  the  enemies  of  his  father  and  his  country, 
or  whether  he  imagined  that  his  own  perfonal  cou- 
rage, and  fuperiority  of  knowledge,  would  be  fuf- 
heient  to  difpohefs  the  conquerors  of  Ulietea,  is  un- 
certain; but  from  the  beginning  of  the  voyage,  this 
was  his  conftant  theme-  He  would  not  liften  to 
our  rcmonfirance  on  fo  wild  a determination,  but 
rtew  into  a paffion,  if  more  moderate  and  rcafonablr 
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couofels  were  propofed  for  hi*  advantage.  Nay,  fo 
infatuated  and  attached  to  his  favourite  feheine  was 
he,  that  he  afFeCTcd  to  believe  thefe  people  would 
certainly  quit  the  conquered  ifland,  as  foon  as  they 
fhould  hear  of  his  arrival  in  Otaheite.  As  we  ad- 
vanced, however,  on  cur  voyage,  he  became  more 
fenfible  of  his  error  ; and,  by  the  time  We  reached 
the  Friendly  Iflarids,  had  even  fuch  apprehenGons 
of  his  reception  at  home,  that  he  would  fain  have 
ftaid  behind  at  Tongataboo,  hnder  Feenou’s  pro- 
tection. At  thefe  iflands,  he  fquandered  away  much 
of  his  European  treafure  very  unnecefFarily  ; and  be 
was  equally  imprudent  at  Tiaraboo,  where  he  coultf 
have  no  view  of  making  friends,  as  he  had  not  any 
intention  of  remaining  there- 

Whatever  faults  belonged  to  Omai’s  caraCUr,  they 
were  more  than  over-balanced  by  his  good-nature 
and  docile  difpofiiion~  During  the  whole  time  he 
was  with  me,  I very  feldom  had  reafon  to  be  fen- 
oufty  difpleafed  with  his  general  conduCT.  His  grate- 
ful heart  always  retained  the  higheft  fenfe  of  the  fa- 
vours he  had  received  in  England  ; nor  will  he  ever 
forget  thofe  who  honoured  him  with  their  protection 
and  friendlhip,  during  his  flay  there. 

Omai’s  return,  and  the  fubftantial  proofs  hi 
brought  back  with  him  of  our  liberality,  encouraged 
many  to  offer  them feTv.es  as  volunteers  to  attend  me 
to  Prctane.  I took  every  opportunity  of  exprefTmg 
my  determination  to  rejeCt  all  fuch  applications. 
But,  notwithftanding  this,  Oinai,  who  was  verj^ 
ambitious  of  remaining  the  ortly  great  traveller,  being 
afraid  left  I might  be  prevailed  upon  to  put  otbejs 
in  a fituation  of  rivalling  him,  frequently  put  me  in 
mind,  that  Lord  Sandwich  had  told  him,  no  other 
of  his  countrymen,  were  to  come  to  England. 
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If  there  had  been  the  mod  didant  probability  of 
any  fiiip  being  again  fent  to  New  Zealand,  I would 
have  brought  the  two  youths  of  that  country  home 
with  me,  as  both  of  them  were  very  defitous  of  con- 
tinuing with  us.  Tiarooa,  the  elded,  was  an  ex- 
ceeding well  difpofed  young  man,  with  flrong  natu- 
ral-fenfe,  and  capable  of  receiving  any  indruedion- 
He  feemed  to  be  very  fenfible  of  the  inferiority  of 
his  own  country  to  thefc  illands,  and  refigned  him- 
felf,  though  perhaps  with  rciutdance,  to  end  his  days 
in  cafe  and  plenty,  at  Huahcine.  But  the  other 
was  fo  flrongly  attached  to  us,  that  he  was  taken  out 
of  the  Jhip,  and  carried  alliore  by  force.  He  was  a 
witty,  fmart  boy,  and  on  that  account,  much  noticed 
<»n  board. 


BOOK  III. 

CHAP.  IV. 

Arrival  at  Vlie'ed Intelligent  from  Omai Defeition 

from  the  fhips The  chief's  family  cmfned  on  that 

account Confpiracy  to  feize  the  captains  Cook  and  . 

Clerke De/e  iters  brought  back Chiiflmas  ijlaml 

and  the  Sandwich  IJlands  d if  covered,  be.  be. 

THE  next  ifland  which  Capt.  Cook  vifited,  was 
that  of  Ulietea,  where  he  arrived  on  the  30th 
of  Nov.  1777-  Here  he  remained  upwards  of  a 
month.  He  was  dill  near  enough  to  Omai,  to  have 
intelligence  of  his  proceedings  ; and,  having  defired 
to  hear  from  him,  the  latter,  about  a fortnight  after 
the  Captain’s  departure  from  Huaheinc,  fent  two  of 
his  people  in  a canoe,  who  brought  the  fatisfaflory 
Intelligence,  that  he  remained  undidurbed  by  the 
people  of  the  idand,  and  that  every  thing  went  well 
1*  Fff  with 
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with  him,  except  that  his  goat  had  died  in  kidding- 
This  intelligence  was  accompanied  by  a requt  ft,  that 
the  Captain  would  fend  him  another  goat,  and  two 
axes.  The  nelfengers  were  accordingly  fern  back 
with  the  axes,  and  two  kids,  male  and  female. 

In  the  night,  between  the  rcth  and  13th,  a ma- 
rine defertcd  from  his  poft  at  the  obfervatory,  car- 
rying with  him  his  mufkct  and  accoutrements.  Capt. 
Cook  went,  with  a (hong  party,  in  purfuit  of  him, 
and  found  him  in  a houfe  lining  bet  ween  two  women, 
who  inftantly  rofc  to  plead  in  his  behalf.  The  Cap- 
tain, in  order  to  difcounlenance  fuch  proceedings, 
frowned  on  them,  and  bid  them  be  gone  ; upon  which 
they  burft  into  teats,  and  walked  olF.  The  fellow 
had  nothing  to  fay  in  his  defence,  but  that  the  na- 
tives had  enticed  him  away. 

On  the  24th,  the  defeition  of  a midfhipman  and 
a feaman  had  like  to  have  been  attended  with  more 
ferious  confequences.  As  the  natives  were  evidently 
delirous  of  concealing  the  defulers,  the  difficulty  <>f 
recoveiing  them  was  great.  The  purfuit  after  the 
fugitives  was  ineffectual  ; they  had  efcapcd  to  the 
ifland  of  Bol  ibola. 

On  the  cbth,  Oreo,  the  chief  of  Ulietea,  with  hi? 
foil,  daughter,  and  Ion  in-law,  went  on  board  the 
Reloiu'.iuti.  The  thiee  iaft  being  invited  by  Capt. 
Clerke  to  go  on  bo.. id  the  Difcovery,  were  imme- 
diately confined  in  the  cabin.  The  chief,  whofliil 
remained  on  board  the  Refolmion,  was  informed 
that  he  had  liberty  to  depart,  and  if  he  recovered 
the  two  defciteis,  his  lamily  fiiould  be  releafed  ; but 
that,  othci wife,  they  fhould  be  cart ied  away  when 
the  Ihips  failed.  This  expedient  proved  fucccliful. 
although  very  dangerous;  for  a itheme  had  been 
formed  to  feize  the  perfon  of  Capt.  Cook,  as  he  went 
to  his  ufual  bathing-place  ; .and  a!fo  Captain  Clcikc 
and  Lieutenant  Goir,  as  they  were  walking  on  Ihotc: 
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Lot  Cape.  Cook  did  not  judge  it  fafe  in  fucli  critical 
circumftances,  to  repeat  his  bathing  ; and  a piltol  in 
Capt*  Cierke’s  hand  had  intimidated  the  natives. 
The  confpiraty  vvas  firft  difeovered  by  a girl,  whom 
one  of  the  officers  had  brought  from  Huaheine.  On 
the  28th,  Oreo  brought  back  the  two  deferters,  who 
Rad  been  taken  on  the  fmall  illand  of  Toobaee  ; and 
the  family  of  Oreo  was  immediately  releafed. 

On  the  8th  of  December,  Capt.  Cook  vifited  Bo- 
Jabola,  where  he  fluid  no  longer  than  to  purchase 
of  Opoony,  the  chief  of  that  illand,  the  anchor  which 
had  been  left  there  by  M-  Bougainville. 

Leaving  the  illand  ofBolabola,  we  fleered  to  the 
■northward;  and  in  the  night  between  the  22d  and 
2.3d.  ci oiled  the  line  in  the  long,  of  203  deg  13  min. 
E-  On  the  24th  they  difeovered  an  ifland,  which 
they  called  Chiillmas  Illand,  a fmall,  bairen,  and 
uninhabited  fpot.  Having  weighed  anchor  on  the 
2d  of  Jan.  1778,  they  relumed  their  couife  to  the 
northward,  and  on  the  i8th,  difeovered  fcveral  fmall 
iflands  in  the  lac.  of  21  deg.  12  min.  N-  and  long. 
200  deg.  41  min.  E.  for  one  ol  ihefe  they  fleered  ; 
and,  at  firfl,  were  in  fome  doubt  whether  or  not  it 
was  inhabited.  However,  they  foon  faw  fcveral  ca- 
noes coming  off  front  the  Ihore  towards  the  flops, 
which  were  immediately  brought  to,  to  give  them 
time  to  join-  They  had  from  three  to  fix  men  each; 
and  on  their  approach,  it  was  an  agreeable  furprife 
to  find,  that  they  fpoke  the  language  of  Otaheitc- 
It  required  but  little  addicfs  to  get  them  to  c'ome 
along-lide  ; but  no  entreaties  could  prevail  on  any 
of  them  to  come  on  board.  Their  behaviour  feemed 
perfectly  inoifenlive,  and  they  had  no  arms  of  any 
kind,  except  fome  fmall  Hones,  which  they  had  evi- 
dently brought  for  their  defence,  and  -which  they 
threw  a\*ay  when  they  found  they  were  not  wanted. 
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Capt.  Cook  proceeded  to  coaft  along  the  itland, 
in  fearch  of  anchoring  ground,  tlicfe  canoe*  left  him  ; 
but  others  came  off,  bringing  with  them  roafted  pigs, 
and  feme  line  potatoes,  which  they  exchanged  for 
whatever  was  oliered  them.  Several  pig*  were  pur- 
chafed  for  a lixpcnny  nail.  The  next  morning  we 
met  with  feveral  more  canoe*  filled  with  people, 
fome  of  whom  took  courage  and  ventured  on  board. 

In  the  courfe  of  our  voyages,  we  never  before 
met  with  the  natives  of  any  place  fo  much  allonifhcd, 
as  thefc  people  were  upon  entering  a (hip.  Their 
eyes  were  continually  flying  from  objedi  to  objed : 
the  wildnefs  of  their  looks  and  geffuret  fully  ex- 
preffing  their  entire  ignorance  about  every  thing  they 
law,  and  flropgly  marking  to  us,  that,  till  now,  they 
had  never  been  vifited  by  Europeans,  nor  been  ac- 
quainted with  any  of  our  commodities,  except  iron  { 
which,  however,  it  was  plain,  they  had  only  heard 
of,  or  had  known  it  in  fome  fmall  quantity,  brought 
to  them  at  fome  difl.mt  peiiod.  Plates  of  earthen- 
ware, china-cups,  and  other  fuch  things,  were 
fo  new  to  them,  that  they  alked  if  t hey  were  made 
of  wood,  and  wilhed  to  have  fome,  that  they  might 
carry  them  to  be  looked  at  on  fhore-  They  were  in 
lbme  refpc$s  naturally  well  bred,  oral  leaf!,  fearful 
ofgiving  offence,  alking  where  they  lhould  fit  down, 
whether  they  might  fpit  upon  the  deck,  and  the  like. 
One  of  the  natives  having  fiolen  a butcher’s  cleaver, 
leaped  overboard,  got  into  his  canoe,  and  haftened 
to  the  fhore,  the  boats  purfued  him  in  vain- 

Having  fent  three  armed  boats  under  the  com- 
mand of  Mr.  Williamfon,  to  look  for  a landing  place, 
and  for  frefh  water,  about  noon,  Mr.  Williamfon 
came  back,  and  repotted,  that  he  had  feen  a large 
pond  behind  a beach  near  one  of  the  villages,  which 
the  natives  told  him  contained  frefh  water  ; and  that 
there  wa*  anchoring  ground  before  it.  Henlforc- 
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ported,  that  he  attempted  to  land  in  another  place, 
but  was  prevented  by  the  natives,  who,  coming 
down  to  the  boats  in  great  numbers,  attempted  to 
take  away  the  oars,  mufkets,  and,  in  fhort,  every 
thing  they  could  lay  hold  of;  and  preffed  fo  thick 
upon  him,  that  he  was  obliged  to  fire,  by  whjch  one 
inan  was  killed.  But  this  unhappy  circumflance  I 
did  not  know  till  after  we  had  left  the  ifland  ; fo  that 
all  my  meafu res  were  directed,  as  if  nothing  of  the 
kind  had  happened.  Mr.  Wiiliamfon  told  me,  that 
after  the  man  fell,  his  countrymen  took  him  up, 
carried  him  off,  and  then  retired  from  the  boat,  but 
Rill  they  made  fignals  for  our  people  to  land,  which 
he  declined-  It  did  not  appear  to  Mr.  Wiiliamfon 
chat  the  natives  had  any  deltgn  to  kill,  or  even  to  hurt 
any  of  his  party  ; but  they  feemed  excited  by  mere  . 
curioftty,  to  get  from  them  what  they  had,  being  at 
the  fame  time,  ready  to  give,  in  return,  any  thing  of 
their  own. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  20th,  I went  alhorc  with 
three  armed  boats,  and  twelve  marines  to  examine 
the  water,  and  to  try  the  difpofition  of  the  inhabi-  ' 
tants,  feveral  hundreds  of  whom  were  affcmblcd  on 
a fandy  beach  before  the  village  ; behind  it  was  a 
narrow  valley,  the  bottom  of  which  was  occupied 
by  a pool  of  water. 

The  very  inftant  I leaped  on  Chore,  the  cohered 
body  of  the  natives  all  fell  flat  upon  their  faces,  and 
remained  in  that  very  humble  poflure,  till,  by  ex- 
prelfive  ligns,  1 prevailed  upon  them  to  rife.  They 
then  brought  a great  many  fmall  pigs,  which  they 
prefented  to  me,  with  plantain-trees,  ufing  much 
the  fame  ceremonies  that  we  had  feen  pra&ifed  on 
fuch  occafioni,  at  the  Society  and  other  illands  ; 
and  a long  prayer  being  fpoken  by  a Angle  perfon, 
jn  which  others  of  the  aliembly  fometimes  joined. 

I exprefled  my  acceptance  of  their  proffered  friend- 
* ' • ‘ Chip 
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fhip,  by  giving  them,  in  leturn.  fuch  prcfcntsasf 
had  brought  with  me  from  the  i hip  for  that  purpofe. 
When  this  introd  udlory  buiinefs  was  Gni.hed,  1 Ra- 
tioned a guard  upon  the  beach,  and  got  fome  of  the 
natives  to  conduct  me  to  the  water,  which  proved 
to  be  very  good,  and  in  a proper  Gluation  for  our 
purpofe.  It  fo  conliderabic,  that  k may  be 

called  a lake  : and  it  extended  farther  up  the  coun- 
try than  we  could  lee.  Having  fatisfied  myfelf  about 
this  elfental  point,  and  about  the  peaceable  difpoli- 
tionof  the  natives,  I returned  onboard,  and  then  gave 
orders  that  every  thing  fhould  be  in  readinefs  for  land- 
ing and  filling  our  water-cafks  in  the  morning  the 
a iff,  when  1 went  alhore  with  the  people  employed 
in  this  fervice,  having  a party  of  marines  with  us 
for  a guard,  who  were  Rationed  on  the  beach. 

As  foon  as  wc  landed,  a trade  was  fet  on  foot  for 
hogs  and  potatoes,  which  the  people  of  the  ifland 
gave  us  in  exchange  for  nails  and  pieces  of  iron, 
formed  into  fnmething  like  chiliels.  We  met  with 
no  obfiruclion  in  watering  I on  the  contrary,  the 
natives  affifted  our  men  in  rolling  the  cafk  to  and 
from  the  pool,  and  readily  performed  whatever  we 
required.  Every  thing  thus  going  on  to  my  fatisfac- 
tion,  and  conGdcring  my  prefence  on  the  fpot  as 
unncccffary,  I left  the  command  to  Mr'.  Williamfcn, 
and  made  an  excurGon  into  the  country,  up  the 
valley,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Anderfon  and  Mr- 
Webller-  A numerous  train  of  natives  followed  us  ; 
and  one  of  them,  whom  I had  diOinguilhed  for  his 
activity  in  keeping  the  reft  in  order,  I made  choice 
of  as  our  guide.  This  man,  ioi  fome  time,  pio- 
ciaimed  our  approach  ; and  every  one  whom  we  met, 
fell  prollrate  upon  the  ground,  and  remained  in  that 
poGtion  till  we  had  palled.  This,  as  1 afterwards 
underfund,  is  the  mode  of  paying  their  rcfpetff  to 
thpir  own  great  chiefs. 

At 
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At  fun-fet,  I brought  fome  of  the  natives  on  beard, 
having  procured  in  the  ccurfe  of  the  day  nine-  tor* 
of  water  ; we  exchanged  nails  for  80  pigs  3nd  a few 
fowls.  Thefe  people  merited  our  befl  commendations, 
in  this  commercial  intercourfe,  never  once  attempts 
ing  to  cheat  us.  Some  of  them,  indeed,  as  aheady 
mentioned,  at  firft,  betrayed  a thieviih  difpefiticn  ; , 
but  they  foon  laid  afide  their  condu<R,  which,  we 
convinced  them,  they  could  not  perfevere  in  with 
impunity.  p 

Amongfl  the  articles  which  they  brought  to  barter 
this  day,  we  could  not  help  taking  notice  of  a par- 
ticular fort  of  cloak,  and  cap,  which,  even  in  ceuntiic* 
where  drefs  is  more  particularly  attended  to,  might 
be  reckoned  elegant.  The  firlt,  arc  neatly  of  the 
free  and  dupe  of  the  fhort  cloaks  worn  by  the  women 
in  England,  and  the  men  in  Spain,  reaching  to  the 
middle  of  the  back,  and  tied  loofcly  before.  The 
ground  of  them  is  a net.  work,  upon  which  the  mul£ 
beautiful  red  and  yallow  feathrisarc  fo  clofeiy  fixed, 
that  the  fupface  might  be  compared  to  the  ihickcft 
and  ticheft  velvet,  which  they  refemble,  both  as  to 
the  feel,  and  the  gloiiy  appearance.  The  means  of 
varying  the  mixtuie  is  very  different,  fome  ha\ing 
tihngular  fpaces  of  red  and  yellow  alternately  ; 
others  a kind  of  credent ; and  fome  that  wcteemhtly 
red,  had  a broad  yellow  border,  which  made  them 
appear,  at  feme  dfftance,  exaflly  like  a fcarict 
. cloak  edged  with  gold  lace.  The  biilliant'  colours 
of  the  feathers,  in  thole  that  happened  to  be  new, 
added  not  a little  to  their  line  appearance  ; and  wx 
found,  that  they  were  in  high  cflimation  w iih  their 
owners  ; for  they  would  not,  at  till!,  part  with  one 
of  them,  for  any  thing  that  we  offered,  alking  no 
left  a price  than  a mufket  ; but  fume  were  aftei  wards 
purchased  for  latgc  nails. 

The 
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The  cap  is  made  almoflexa&ly  like  an  helmet,  with 
the  middle  part,  or  crcft,  fometimes  of  a hands 
' breadth,  and  it  fits  veryclofe  upon  the  head,  having 
notches  to  admit  the  ears.  It  is  a frame  of  fivigs  and 
ofiers,  covered  with  net-work,  into  whichare  wrought 
feathers,  in  the  fame  manner  as  upon  the  cloaks,  tho’ 
rather  elofer,  and  lefs  diverfified  ; the  greater  part 
being  red,  with  fome  black,  yellow,  or  green  ftripes, 
on  the  fides,  following  the  curve  direction  of  the 
creft.  Thefe,  probably,  complete  the  drefs,  with 
the  cloaks  for  the  natives  fometimes  appeared  with 
both  on  together. 

On  the  29th,  Capt.  Cook  left  Atooi,  being  driven 
from  the  road  by  ftrefsof  weather,  and  foonatrived 
OfT  the  ifland  of  Oneehcow.  Here  they  were  vifited 
as  before  by  the  natives  in  their  canoes.  Many  of 
them  came  readily  on  board,  crouching  down  upon 
the  deck,  and  not  quiting  that  humble  pofture,  till 
they  were  defired  to  get  up.  They  had  brought  fe- 
veral  females  with  them,  who  remained  along-fidc 
in  their  canoes,  behaving  with  far  lefs  modefty  than 
their  country  women  of  Atooi  ; and,  at  times,  all 
joining  in  a fong,  not  remarkable  for  its  melody, 
though  performed  in  very  exad  concert*  by  beating 
time  upon  their  breafts  with  their  hands.  The  men 
who  had  come  on  board,  did  not  ftay  long  ; and 
before  they  departed,  fome  of  them  requeued  our 
per  million  to  lay  down  on  the  deck,  locks  of  their 
hair. 

On  Sunday,  Feb.  tft,  I went  afhore  in  the  pin-' 
nace,  taking  with  me  a ram-goat  and  two  ewes,  a 
boar,  and  fow  pig  of  the  Englilh  breed  ; and  the  feeds 
of  melons,  pumkins,  and  onions  ; being  very 
deftrous  of  benefiting  tlicfc  poor  people,  by  fui  nifhing 
them  with  fome  additional  ai  tides  of  food.  Toone 
of  them,  whom  Mr.  Gore  had  obferved  afluraing 
fome  command  over  the  icft,  1 give  the  goats,  pigs. 
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ertd  feeds.  I Ihould  have  left  thefe  well  intended 
prefents  at  Atooi,  had  vve  not  been  fo  unexpectedly 
driven  from  that  ifland- 

While  the  people  were  engaged  itt  filling  four 
Water  calks,  1 Walked  a little  way  up  the  country, 
attended  by  the  men  above-mentioned,  and  followed 
by  two  others  carrying  the  two  pigs.  As  foon  as  we 
got  upon  a riling  grotind,  I flopped  to  look  round 
me,  and  obfcrved  a woman,  on  the  oppofite  fide  of 
the  valley  where  I landed,  called  to  her  country- 
women whd  attended  me.  Upon  this,  the  chief  began 
to  mutter  foihething  which  1 fuppofe  Was  a prayer  ; 
and  the  two  mfen,  who  catrled  the  pigs,  continued  to 
walk  round  me  all  the  time,  making  at  leafl,  a dozen 
circuits  before  the  other  had  finilhed  his  crayfon. 
This  ceremony  being  performed,  we  proceeded  ; andi 
prefently,  met  people  coming  from  ail  parts,  who 
on  being  called  to  my  attendants,  threw  themfclves 
proftrate  on  their  faces,  till  I was  out  of  fight.  The 
ground,  which  1 palled,  was  in  a ftate  of  nature, 
very  ftoney,  and  the  foil  feemed  poor.  It  was,  how- 
ever, covered  with  Ihrubs  and  plants,  fome  of  which 
perfumed  the  are  with  more  delicious  fragrancy  than 
I had  met  with  at  any  of  the  other  lilands  vifited  by 
us  ill  this  part  of  the  ocean. 

Thefe  two  iflands  of  Atooi  arid  Oneehfcow,  were 
part  of  aclufterof  iflands,  how  firft  difeovered,  to 
which  Capt.  Cook  gave  the  name  df  Sandwich  Iflands; 
It  i«  worthy  of  o'bferVation,  that  the  Iflands  in  the 
Pacific  Ocean,  which  our  laft  voyages  have  added 
to  the  geography  of  the  globe,  have  b*en  generally 
found  lying  in  groups  ot  clufleis ; *hd  Angle  inter- 
mediate iflands,  as  yet  difcoVered,  being  few  in  pro- 
portion to  the  others  ; though,  probably,  there  are 
many  more  of  them  ftill  unknown,  which  ferVe  as 
fteps  between  the  fevcral  cluflers.  Of  this  newly 
dffedvered  Atchipelago,  Cipt-  Cook  now  f»w  five,

whofe  name*,  as  given  by  the  natives,  are  Woahoo, 
Atooi,  Oneeheow,  Oreehoua  and  Tahoota-  Of 
Atooi,  which  is  the  larged,  wc  lhall  proceed  to  give 
the  mod  interefting  particular. 

The  inhabitants  are  of  a middling  ftature,  firmly 
made,  with  fome  exceptions,  neither  remarkable  for 
a beautiful  fhape,  nor  for  driking  features,  which 
rather  exprefs  an  opennefs  and  good-nature,  than  a 
keen  intelligent  difpolition.  Their  vi fa ge,  especially 
amongft  the  women,  is  fometimes  round,  but  olhets 
have  it  along  ; nor  can  we  fay,  that  they  arc  diflin- 
guifhed,  as  a nation,  by  any  general  cad  of  counte- 
nance. Their  colour  nearly  of  a nut  brown,  and 
it  may  be  dilhcult  to  make  a nearer  comparifon. 
The  women  are  a little  more  delicate  than  the  men, 
in  their  formation  ; butl  may  fay,  that,  with  a very 
few'  exceptions,  they  have  little  clame  to  thefe  jo- 
cularities, that  diftinguilh  the  fex  in  other  coun- 
tries. However,  upon  the  whole,  they  are  far  from 
being  ugly,  and  appear  to  have  few  natural  defor- 
mities of  any  kind. 

They  are  vigorous,  aclive,  and  expert  fwimmen, 
leaving  their  canoes  upon  the  mod  trifling  occafion, 
diving  under  them,  and  fwimming  tp  others,  though 
at  a great  didance.  It  was  very  common  to  fee 
women,  with  infants  at  the  bread,  when  the  furf  was 
fo  high,  that  they  could  not  land  in  the  canoes,  leap 
overboard,  and  without  endangering  their,  little 
ones,  fwim  to  the  fhore,  thiough  a fea  that  looked 
dreadful. 

From  the  number  which  we  faw,  colledled  at  every 
village,  as  wc  failed  pad,  it  may  be  fuppofed,  that 
the  inhabitants  of  this  illand  are  pretty  numerous. 
Any  computition,  that  we  make,  can  be  only  con* 
jc&ural.  But,  that,  fome  notion  may  be  formed, 
which  lhall  not  greatly  err  on  either  fide,  I would 
fuppofe,  that,  including  the  ftragling  houfes,  there 

; might 
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might  be,  upon  the  whole  ifland,  fixty  fuch  villages, 
as  that  befote  which  we  anchored  ; and  that,  allow- 
ing hve  perfoas  to  each  houfe,  there  would  be,  in 
every  village,  hve  hundred,  or  thirty  thpufand  upon 
the  illand.  This  number  is,  certainly,  not  c-xage- 
rated  ; for  we  had  fometimes  thrft  thoufand  perfons, 
at  leaft,  upon  the  beach  when  it  could  not  be  fup- 
pofed,  that  above  a tenth  part  of  the  inhabitants  wer-e 
prefent. 

The  women  have  large  pieces  of  cloth  wrapped 
round  them,  reaching  from  juft  below  the  breaft  io 
the  hams,  or  lower  ; and  leveral  were  feen  with 
pieces  thrown  loofely  about  the  fhoulders,  which 
covered  the  greateft  part  of  the  body  ; but  the  chil- 
dren, when  very  young,  are  quite  naked.  They 
wear  nothing  upon  the  head  ; but  the  hair,  in  both 
fexes*  is  cut  in  different  forms  ; and  the  general 
faihion,  efpecially  among  the  women,  is,  to  have  it 
long  before,  and  ihort  behind.  The  men  often  have 
it  cut,  or  fhaved,  on  each  fide,  in  fuch  a manner, 
that  the  remaining  part,  in  feme  meafure,  refembles 
the  creft  of  their  caps  or  helmets,  formerly  defcribed. 
Both  fexes,  however,  feem  very  carlefs  about  their 
Bair,  and  have  nothing  like  combs  to  diefj  it  with. 
Inftance  of  wearing  it,  in  a fingular  manner,  were 
fometimes  met  with  among  the  men,  who  1 will  'it  into 
a number  offeperate  parcels,  like  the  tails  of  a wigg, 
-each  1 about  the  thickncfs  of  a finger;  though  the 
greateft  part  of  thefe,  which  are  fo  long  that  they 
reach ' far  down  the  back,  we  obferved,  were  artifi- 
cially iixed  upon  the  head,  over  their  ownhair.  It 
is  remarkable,  1 that  contrary  to  the  general  pra&ice 
gi  the  i Hands  we  had  heitherto  difeovered  in  the  Pa- 
cific i.Qc.ean,  the  people  of  the  Sandwich  illand*  have 
not-  their  ears ; perforated  nor  have  they  the  leaft 
idea  of  wearing  ornaments  in  them.  Both  fexes^ 
nevcrthelefs,  adorn  thcmfelvcs  with  necklaces  made 
1;  1 G g g % of 
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•of  bunches  of  fmall  black  cord  like  our  hatflring,  often 
above  a hundred  fold,  exa&ly  like  thofe  of  Wateeoo  } 
only,  that,  inflead  of  the  two  little  balls,  on  the  mid- 
dle before,  they  fix  a fmall  bit  of  wood,  ftone,  or 
fhell,  about  two  inches  long,  with  a broad  hook, 
turning  forward  * its  lower  part,  well  polilhedi 
They  have,  likewife,  necklaces  of  many  firings  of 
very  fmall  (hells,  or  of  the  dried  flowers  of  the  inr 
dian  mallow.  And  fometimes,  a fmall  human  image 
of  bone,  about  three  inches  long,  neatly  poliihed. 
is  hung  round  the  neck.  The  women  alfo  wear 
bracelets  of  a Angle  Ihell,  pieces  of  black  w’ood,  with 
bits  of  ivory  interfperfed,  and  well  poliihed,  fixed 
by  a firing  drawn  very  clofely  through  them;  or 
others  of  hog's  teeth,  laid  parallel  to  each  other,  with 
the  concave  part  outward,  and  the  points  cut  off, 
fattened  together  as  the  former  ; fome  of  which  made 
pnly  of  large  boar’s  tufks,  are  very  elegant.  The 
men,  fometimes  wear  plumes  of  the  tropic  birds  fea- 
thers, ftuck  in  their  heads;  or  thofe  of  cocks,  faf- 
tened  round  neat  poliihed  flicks,  two  feet  long,  com- 
monly decorated,  at  the  lower  part,  with  oora  ; andj 
for  the  lame  purpofe,  the  fkin  of  a white  dog’s  tail 
is  fewed  over  a ftitk,  with  its  tuft  at  the  end.  They 
alfo,  frequently,  wear  on  the  head  a kind  of  orna- 
ment, of  a finger's  thickness,  or  more,  covered  with1 
red  and  yellow  feathers,  curioufly  varied,  and  tied 
behind,  and  on  the  arm,  above  the  elbow,  a kind  of 
broad  ihell-work,  grounded  upon  net-work;  1 

The  men  are  frequently  pundured,  though  not 
in  any  particular  part,  as  the  Otaheitans,  and  thofe 
of  Tongataboo.  Sometimes  there  are  a few  mark* 
upon  their  hands,  or  arms,'  and  near  the  groin  : but 
frequently  we  could  obferve  none  at  all : though  a 
few  individuals  had  snore  of  this  fort  of  ornament, 
than  we  had  ufually  feen  at  other  places,  and  ingeni- 
oufly  executed  in  great  variety  of  lines  and  figures, 
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on  the  arms  and  fore  part  pf  the  belley  : on  which 
latter,  fome  of  them  had  the  figure  of  the  taame,  or 
bread  plate,  of  Otaheite,  though  we  did  not  meet  . 
with  the  thing  itfelf  amongfl  them. 

Though  they  feem  to  have  adopted  the  mode  of 
living  in  villages,  there  is  no  appearance  of  defence, 
or  fortification,  near  any  of  them  : and  the  houfes 
are  fcattcred  about,  without  any  order  either  with 
refped  to  thedidance  from  each  other,  or  their  po- 
fition  in  any  particular  direction.  Neither  is  there 
any  proportion  as  to  their  fize : fome  being  large 
and  commodious  from  forty  to  fifty  feet  long,  and 
twenty  or  thirty  broad,  while  others  of  them  are 
mere  hovels.  Their  figure  is  not  unlike  oblong 
corn,  or  hay-flacks ; or,  perhaps,  a better  idea  may 
be  conceived  of  them,  if  we  fuppofe  the  roof  a barn 
placed  on  the  ground,  in  fuch  a manner,  as  to  form 
a high,  acute  ridge,  with  two  very  low  fides,  hardly 
difcernable  at  a didance.  The  gable,  at  each  end, 
correfponding  to  the  fides,  make  thefe  habitations 
perfedlly  clofe  all  round;  and  they  are  well 
thatched  with  long  grafs,  which  is  laid  on  Gender 
poles,  difpofed  with  fome  regularity.  The  entrance 
is  made  indifferently  in  the  end  or  fide,  and  is  an  ' 
oblong  hole,  fo  low,  that  one  mud  rather  creep  than 
walk  in  ; and  is  often  Ihut  up  by  a board  or  plankj, 
fattened  together,  which  ferves  as  a door,  but  having 
no  hinges,  mud  be  removed  occafionally.  No  light 
enters  the  houfe  but  by  this  opening ; and  though 
fuch  clofe  habitations  may  afford  a comfortable  re- 
treat in  bad  weather,  they  feem  but  ill  adapted  to  the 
warmth  of  the  climate.  They  are  however,  kept 
remarkable  clean  ; and  their  floors  are  covered  with 
a large  quantity  of  dried  grafs,  over  which  they 
fpreatl  mats  to  fit  and  fleep  upon.  At  one  end 
Hands  a kind-  of  bench  about,  three  feet  high,  on 
which  their  household  utenfil*  are  placed.  The  ca* 
v#  - ‘ taloguc 
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catalogue  is  not  long.  It  conlifts  of  gourd-lhells, 
which  they  convert  into  veiicis  that  ferve  as  bottles 
to  hold  water,  and  as  ballets  to  contain  their  vi&uals, 
and  other  things,  with  covers  of  the  fame  ; and  a 
few  wooden  bowls  and  trenchers,  of  different  fizes- 
Judging  from  wiiat  we  faw  growing,  and  from  what 
was  brought  to  market,  there  can  be  no  doubt,  that 
the  greatefl  part  of  their  vegetable  food  coniifls  of 
fweet  potatoes,  taro,  and  plantains ; and  that  bread* 
fruit  and  yams  are  rather  to  be  elieemed  rarities. 
Of  animal  food,  they  can  be  in  no  want:  as  they 
have  abundanceof  hogs,  which  fun,  without  rellraint, 
about  the  houfes  ; and  if  they  eat  dogs,  which  is  not 
improbable,  their  flock  of  thefe  ftemed  to  be  very 
conliderable.  The  great  number  of  fifliing-hooks 
found  among  them,  Ihcwcd  that  they  derive  no  io- 
coaliderable  fupply  of  animal  iood  from  the  fea.  But 
it  fliould  feem,  from  their  pcafficc  of  falling  fifli. 
that  the  opeunefs  of  their  coaft  often  interrupts  the 
bulinefs  of  catching  them  : as  may  be  naturally  fup* 
poled,  that  no  fet  of  people  would  ever  think  of  pre- 
lerving  quantities  of  food  artificially , if  they  could 
depend  upon  a daily,  regular  fupply  of  it,  in  its  freih 
flate.  This  fort  of  reafoning,  however,  willnotac* 
count  for  the  cuflom  of  falling  their  pork,  as  well 
as  their  lifts • which  are  preserved  in  gourd-lhells- 
The  fait,  of  which  they  ufe  a great  quantity  for  this 
purpofe,  is  of  a red  colour,  not  very  courle.  Jt  has 
its  colour,  doubtiefs,  from  a mixture  of  the  mud,  at 
the  bottom  of  the  part  wh-erc  it  is  formed,;  for  fome 
of  it,  that  haul,. adhered  into  lumps,  was  of  a fulficient 
whiteuefs  and  purity. 

They  bake  their  vegetable  food  with  heated 
floacs,.as  at, the  Southern  Illands  ; and  from  the  vaft 
quantity*  which  we  faw  drefled  at  one  time;  we  fuf* 
peeled  thatuhc  whole  village*  or,  at  leaft  a conii- 
derable,  number  of  peopiej„jointed  in  the  ufe  of  a 
. j common 
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common  ovan.  The  only  artificial  difh  that  we  met 
with  was  a taro  pudding;  which  though  a difagre-* 
able  mefs  from  its  fournefs,  was  Greedily  devout ed 
by  the  natives.  They  eat  off  a kind  of  wooden 
plates,  £or  trenchers;  and  the  women,  as  far  as  we 
could  judge  from  one  inftance,  if  reflrained  from 
feeding  at  the  fame  dflh  with  the  men,  as  at  Otahcite, 
are,  at  lead,  permitted  to  eat  in  the  fame  place  near 
them  • 

Their  amufements  feemed  pretty  various  ; for, 
during  our  Ihort  ftay,  fcveral  were  difeovered.  The 
dances,  at  which  they  ufe  the  feathered  >cloaks  and 
caps,  were  not  feen ; but  from  the  motions,  which 
they  made  with  their  hands,  on  other  occafions, 
when  they  fung,  wc  could  form  fome  judgment  that 
they  are,  in  fome  degree  at  leaft,  fimiiar  to  thofe  we 
met  with  at  the  Southern  lilands,  though  not  exe- 
cuted fo  Ikiifully.  Neither  had  they,  amongft  them, 
cither  flutes  or  reeds,  and  the  only  two  muflcal  in- 
ftruments  which  we  obferved,  were  of  an  exceding 
rude  kind.  One  of  them  does  not  produce  a me- 
lody exceeding  that  of  a child’s  rattle.  It  confifts 
of  what  may  be  called  a conic  cap  inverted,  but 
fcarcely  hollowed  at  the  bafe  above  a foot  high, 
made  of  a coarfe,  fedge-like  plant  ; the  upper  part 
of  which,  and  the  edges,  are  ornamented  with  beau- 
tiful red  feathers;  and  to  the  point,  or  lower  part,  is 
fixed  a gourd-fliell,  larger  than  the  firfl.  Into  this 
is  put  fomething  to  rattle  ; which  is  done  by  holding 
the  inflrument  by  the  fmall  part,  and  lhaking,  or  ra- 
ther moving  it,  from  place  to  place  brifkly,  cither 
to  different  lidcs,  or  backward  and  forward,  juft  be- 
fore the  face,  fti iking  the  breaft  with  the  other  hand 
at  the  fame  time.  The  other  mufical  inflrumen'i  (if 
either  of  them  deferve  that  name)  was  a hollow  vef- 
fel  of  wood,  like  a platter,  combined  with  the  ufe 
of  two  flicks,  on  which  one  of  our  gentlemen  faw  a 
. . man 
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man  performing.  He  held  one  of  the  flicks,  abouf 
two  feet  long,  as  we  do  a fiddle  with  one  hand,  and 
ftruck  it  with  the  other,  which  was  fmaller,  and  re- 
fembled  a drum-flick,  in  a quicker  or  flower  mea- 
fure  ; at  the  fame  time  beating  with  his  foot  upon  the 
hollow  veffel,  that  lay  inverted  upon  the  ground,  and 
thusproducing  a tune,  that  was  by  no  means difagree- 
able.  This  mufic  was  accompanied  by  the  vocal 
performance  of  fome  women,  whofe  fong  had  a plea-' 
ling  and  tender  effeff . 

We  obferved  great  numbers  of  fmall  polilhed  rodi, 
about  four  or  five  feet  long,  fomewhat  thicker  than 
the  rammer  of  a mufket,  with  a tuft  of  long  white 
dog's  hair  fixed  on  the  fmall  end.  Thefe  are,  pro- 
bably, ufed  in  their  diverfions-  We  faw  a perfon 
take  one  of  them  in  his  hand,  and,  holding  up,  give 
a fmall  itroke,  till  he  brought  it  into  an  horizontal 
pofition,  ftriking  with  the  foot  on  the  fame  fide, 
upon  the  ground,  and  with  his  other  hand,  beating 
his  breaft  at  the  fame  time.  They  play  at  bowls, 
■with  pieces  of  whetftone,  of  about  a pound  weight, 
fhaped  fomewhat  like  a fmall  cheefe,  but  rounded 
at  the  fides  and  edges,  which  are  very  nicely  polilhed, 
and  they  have  other  bowls  of  the  fame  fort, 
made  of  a heavy,  reddifh  brown  clay,  neatly  glazed 
over  with  a compofition  of  the  fame  colour,  or  of 
a coarfe,  dark-grey  flate.  They  alfo  ufe,  in  the  fame 
manner  that  we  throw  coits,  fmall,  flat,  rounded 
pieces  of  the  writing  flate,  of  the  diameter  of  the 
bowls,  but  fcarcely  a quarter  of  an  inch  thick,  alfo 
■well  polilhed.  From  thefe  circumftance,  one  would 
be  induced  to  thick,  that  their  games  are  rather  trials 
of  fkitl  than  of  flrength. 

Had  the  Sandwich  IQands  been  difeovered  at  an 
early  period,  by  the  Spaniards,  there  is  little  doubt 
that  they  would  have  taken  advantage  of  fo  excel- 
lent a fituation,  and  made  ufe  of  Atooi,  or  fome 

other 
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bther  of  the  i Hands , as  a refrefhing-place  to  the  fhips, 
that  fail  annually  from  Acapulco  to  Minalla.  How- 
happy  would  Lord  Anfon  have  been,  and  what 
hardthips  would  he  have  avoided,  had  he  known 
that  there  was  a group  of  iflands,  half  way  between 
America  and  Tinian,  Where  all  his  wants  could  have 
been,  effectually  fupplied. 


BOOK  III. 

CHAP.  v. 

Curious  marine  phanomena Arrival  at  JS'ootka  found 

Inter courfe  -with  the  natives Defer  ipt  ion  of  their  per  Jons 

Their  general  difpofitions , and  their  eager nefs  to  poj- 

fefs  iron  and  other  metals. 

IN  purfuing  his  voyage  northward,  one  of  the  moft 
curious  circumllances  which  the  Captain  ob- 
ferved,  was  during  a calm  on  the  2d  of  March,  1778, 
when  fome  parts  of  the  fea  feemed  covered  with  a 
kind  of  llime  ; and  fome  fmall  fca  animals  were 
fwimming  about.  Tbe  mod  confpicuous  of  which, 
were  of  the  gelatinous,  or  medufa  kind,  almoft  glo- 
bular ; and  another  fort  fmaller,  that  had  a white 
or  fliining  appearance,  and  were  very  numerous. 
Some  of  thefe  laft  were  taken  up,  and  put  into  a 
glafs  cup,  with  fome  fait  water,  in  which  they  ap- 
peared like  fmall  feales,  or  bits  of  filver  when  at  reft 
in  a prone  fituation.  When  they  began  to  fwimi 
about,  which  they  did , with  equal  eafe,  upon  their 
backs,  fides,  or  belly,  they  emitted  the  briglueft  co- 
lours of  the  moft  precious  gems,  according  to  their 
pofition  with  refpeCt  to  the  Tight.  Sometimes  they 
appeared  quite  pellucid,  at  other  times  a [fuming  va- 
rious tints  of  blue,  from  a pale  fapphirine,  to  a deep 
-violet  colour,  which  were  frequently  mixed  with  a 
*4  Hhh  v ruby* 
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ruby,  or  opaline  rednefs ; and  glowed  with  ftrength' 
fufficient  to  illuminate  the  veflel  and  water.  They  • 
proved  to  be  a new  fpecies  of  onifcus,  and  from  their 
properties,  were,  by  Mr.  Anderfon,  called  wnifeus 
fulgens  ; being,  probable,  an  animal  which  has  a fhaie 
in  producing  fome  forts  of  that  lucid  appearance, 
often  oblerved  near  fhips  at  fea,  in  the  night. 

The  coaft  of  New  Albion,  in  North  America, 
Was  firft  deferied  on  the  7th  ; but  being  much  ob- 
ftru&ed  by  adVerfe  and  tempefluous  winds,  it  was 
not  till  the  29th,  that  the  captain  came  to  anchor  in 
a found,  to  which  he  gave  the  name  of  King  George's 
Sound,  but  which  the  natives  called  Nootka-  It  is 
fituated  on  the  E-  corner  of  Hope  Bay,  in  the  lat.  of 
49  deg.  .33  min  - N.  and  in  the  long,  of  C33  deg.  12 
min.  E.  Various  reparations  of  the  Hups,  and  a 
very  friendly  intercourfe  with  the  natives,  employed 
Iris  timejill  the  26th  of  April,  when  he  put  to  fea  in 
the  further  purfuit  ol  his  voyage. 

When  the  Captain  lirft  entered  this  Sound,  three 
canoes  came  off  to  the  fhip  In  one  of  thefe  were 
two  men,  in  another  fix,  and  in  the  third  ten-  Hav- 
ing come  pretty  near,  a perfon  in  one  of  the  two 
la  A flood  up,  and  made  a long  harangue,  inviting 
them  to  land,  as  was  gueffed,  by  his  gellures.  At  the 
fame  time,  he  kept  firewing  handfuls  of  feathers  to- 
wards them  , and  fome  of  his  companions  threw 
handfuls  of  a red  dull  in  the  fame  manner.  The  per-’ 
fon  who  played  the  orator,  wore  the  fkin  of  fome 
animal,  and  held,  in  each  hand,  fomething  which 
rattled  as  he  kept  fhaking  it.  After  the  tumultous 
iroife  had  ceafed,  they  lay  at  a little  diflance  from 
the  fhip,  and  couverfed  with  each  other  in  a very 
eafy  manner;  nor  did  they  feem  to  fhew  the  lea  ft 
furprize  or  miftruft.  Soon  after,  the  canoes  began 
to  (tome  off  in  great  numbers,  and  at  one  time,  there 
were  3s  of  them,  carrying  from  3 to  8 perfons  each, 
both  naeu  and  women.  But  though  thefe  vifitors  be- 
. Iravcd- 
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haved  very  peaceable,  they  could  not  be  prevailed 
upon  to  come  on  board.  They  fhewed  great  readi- 
nefs,  however,  to  part  with  any  thing  they  had,  and 
took  whatever  was  offered  them  in  exchange;  but 
were  moredefirous  of  iron,  than  of  any  other  articles 
of  commerce.  The  moft  extraordinary  of  all  articles 
they  brought  for  fale,  were  human  fkulls  and  hands, 
not  yet  quite  ftripped  of  the  flefh,  which  they  made 
us  plainly  underhand  they  had  eaten.  We  had  but 
too  much  reafon  to  fufpedl,  from  this  circumflance, 
that  the  horrid  practice  of  feeding  on  their  enemies 
•is  as  prevalent  here,  as  we  had  found  it  to  be  at  New 
Zealand,  fee. 

The  perfons  of  the  natives,  are,  in  general,  under 
the  common  ftature,  but  not  flendcr  in  proportion, 
being  commonly  pretty  full  or  plump.  The  vifage 
of  moft  of  them  is  round  and  full  ; the  foiehead  ra- 
ther low;  the  eyes  black,  and  rather  languifhing 
.than  fparkling.  They  have  either  no  beards  at  all, 
which  was  moft  commonly  the  cafe,  or  a fmall  thin 
one  upon  the  point  of  the  chin,  which  does  not  arife 
from  any  natural  deffed  of  hair  on  that  part,  but  from 
plucking  it  out  more  or  lefs  ; for  fome  of  them,  and 
particularly  the  old  men,  have  not  only  confideruble 
beards  all  over  the  chin,  whilkers,  or  muftachios, 
but  on  the  upper  lip,  and  running  thence  toward  the 
.lower  jaw  obliquely  downward. 

Their  colour  we  could  not  pofitively  determine,  as 
their  bodies  were  incrufted  with  paint,  and  dirt  ; 
ithough  in  particular  cafes,  when  thefe  were  well 
rubbed  off,  the  whitenefs  of  the  fkin  appeared _• 
equal  that  of  Europeans.  Their  children,  v hofel 
fkins  had  never  been  ftained  with  paint,  alfo  equalled  . 
ours  in  whitenefs. 

The  women  are  nearly  of  the  fame  fize,  colour, 
and  form  with  the  men  ; from  whom  it  is  not  cafy  to 
diftinguilh  them,  as  they  poflefs  no  natural  delicacies 
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fufficicnt  to  render  their  perfons  agreeable ; and 
hardly  any  one  was  feen,  even  thefe  who  were  in 
the  prime  of  life,  who  had  the  lea  ft  pretenfions  to 
be  called  handfome. 

The  chief  employment  of  the  natives  feems  to  be 
that  of  iifhing,  and  killing  land  or  fea  animals,  for 
the  fuftenance  of  their  families  ; for  we  faw  few  of 
them  doing  any  thing  in  their  houfes ; whereas  the 
women  are  occupied  in  manufacturing  their  flaxen 
or  wollen  garments,  and  in  preparing  the  fith  called 
fardine,  for  drying ; which  they  carry  up  from  the 
beach  in  twig  balkets,  after  the  men  have  brought 
them  in  their  canoes.  The  women  are  alfo  fent  in 
jhe  lniall  canoes  to  gather  mufcles,  and  other  fliell- 
ififh  ; and  perhaps  on  fome  other  occafions. 

We  were  much  better  enabled  to  form  fome  judg- 
ment of  their  dilpofition,  and,  in  fome  mcafure,  even 
of  their  method  of  living,  from  the  frequent  vifits  fo 
many  of  them  paid  us  at  our  fliips,  in  their  canoes; 
in  which,  it  should  feem,  they  fpend  a great  deal  of 
time,  at  lead  in  the  fummer  fcafon.  For  we  obferved 
that  they  not  ortly  eat  3nd  deep  frequently  in  them, 
but  ft  rip  off  their  clothes,  and  lay  themfelves  along 
to  balk  in  the  fun,  in  the  fame  manner  as  we  had 
feen  praclifed  at  their  village.  Their  canoes  of  the 
larger  fort,  are,  indeed,  fufhciently  fpacious  for  that 
purpofe,  and  perfcclly  dry;  fo  that,  under  fhclterof 
a fkin,  they  aie,  except  in  rainy  weather,  much  more 
comfortable  habitations  than  their  houfes. 

With  refpeu.  to  food,  their  greatefl  reliance  feems 
to  be  upon  the  fea,  as  affording  fifli,  mufcles, 
fmallcr  fhcll-fifh,  and  fea-animals.  Of  the  firfl,  the 
principal  are  herrings,  fardines,  tvyo  fpecics  of  bream, 
and  fmall  cod.  But  the  herrings  and  fardines  are 
not  oniy  eaten  frefh,  in  their  feafen,  but  likewife 
ferve  as  (loies,  which  after  being  diicd  and  fmoked, 
are  preferved  by  being  fewed  up  in  mats,  fo  as  to 
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form  large  bales,  lliree  or  four  feet  fquare.  The 
herrings  alfo  fupply  them  with  another  grand  rc- 
fource,  which  is  a vaft  quantity  of  roe,  very  curi- 
oully  prepared.  It  is  fttewed  upon,  or  as  it  were, 
incruftated  about,  fmall  branches  of  the  Canadian 
pine.  They  atfo  prepare  it  upon  a long  narrow  fea- 
grafs,  which  grows  plentifully  upon  the  rocks,  under 
water.  It  may  be  confidered  as  the  winter  bread 
of  thefe  people,  and  has  no  difagreeable  tafle.  They 
alfo  roaft  the  large  kind  of  mulcle,  then  flick  them 
upon  long  wooden  lkewers,  and  taking  them  off  as 
occafionally  wanted,  eat  them  without  any  other  pre- 
paration, though  they  often  dip  them  in  oil,  a*  a 
fauce. 

Of  the  fca-animals,  the  mofl  common  in  ufe 
amonglt  them  as  food,  is  the  porpnife,  the  fat  or  rind 
of  which,  as  well  as  the  flefli,  they  cut  in  large  pieces, 
and  having  dried  them,  as  they  do  the  herrings,  cat 
them  without  an  farther  preparation.  They  alfo 
prepare  a fort  of  broth  from  this  animal,  in  its  frefh 
Rate,  in  a fmgular  manner,  putting  pieces  of  it  in  a 
fquare  wooden  veflel  or  bucket,  with  water,  and  then 
throwing  heated  flones  into  it.  This  operation  they 
repeat  till  they  think  the  contents  are  fufliciently 
flewed  or  fecthed.  They  put  in  the  frefh,  and  take 
out  the  other  flones,  with  a cleft  flick,  which  ferves 
as  tongs;  the  veliel  being  always  placed  near  the 
fire,  for  that  purpofe.  This  is  a pretty  common  difh 
among  them,  and  from  its  appearance,  fee  ms  to  be 
flrong  nourifhing  food. 

Their  manufatflurcs,  and  mechanic  arts,  are  far 
rnore  ingenious,  both  in  defign  and  execution,  than 
could  have  been  expecled  from  the  natural  difpofition 
of  the  people,  and  the  little  progrefs  that  civilization 
has  made  amongft  them  in  other  refpetfls.  Their 
flaxen  garments  are  made  of  the  bark  of  the  pine- 
tree,  beat  into  a hempen  Rate.  It  is  not  fpun,  but. 
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after  being  properly  prepared,  is  fpread  upon  a flick, 
which  is  faftened  acrofs  to  two  otheis  that  ftand  ujv 
right.  It  is  difpofed  in  fuch  a manner,  that  the  ma- 
nufacturer, who  fits  on  her  hams  at  this  Ample  ma- 
chine, knot  it  aero fs  with  fmali  plaited  thread,  near 
balfan  inch  from  each  other-  Though,  by  this  me- 
thod, it  is  not  fb  dofc  or  firm  as  cloth  that  is  woven, 
the  bunches  between  the  knots  make  it  fufliciently 
impervious  to  the  air,  by  filling  the  interftices ; and 
it  has  the  additional  advantage  of  being  fofter  and 
more  pliable.  Their  wcdlen  garments,  though 
probably  manufactured  in  the  fame  manner,  have  the 
flrongeft  refemblancc  to  woven  doth.  But  the  va- 
rious figures  which  are  vciy  artificially  inferted  in 
them,  deftroy  the  fuppofition  of  their  being  wrought 
in  a loom  } it  being  extremely  unlikely,  that  thefe 
people  fhould  be  fo  dexterous  as  to  be  able  to  finilh 
l'uch  a complex  work,  unlefs  immediately  by  their 
hands-  They  are  of  diTcrant  degrees  of  finenefs ; 
fome  refembling  our  coarfeft  rugs  or  blankets  : and 
others  almofi  equal  to  our  finett  fort,  or  even  fofter, 
and  certainly  warmer. 

Their  implements  for  fifhing  and  hunting,  which 
are  both  ingenioufly  contrived,  and  well  made,  arc 
nets,  hooks  and  lines,  harpoons,  gigs,  and  an  inftru- 
ment  like  an  oar.  This  laft  is  above  so  feet  long, 
4 or  5 inches  broad,  and  about  half  an  inch  thick- 
Each  edge,  for  about  two  thirds  of  its  length,  is  fet 
with  (harp  bone  teeth,  about  two  inches  long. 
Herrings  and  fardines,  and  fuch  other  fmali  filh  as 
come  in  ihoals,  are  attacked  with  this  inflrument: 
which  is  ft  ruck  into  the  lhoal,  and  the  filh  are 
caught  cither  upon,  or  between  the  teeth,  Their 
hooks  are  made  of  bone  and  wood,  and  rather  inar- 
tificially  : but  the  harpoon,  with  which  they  ftrike 
the  whales  and  lelfer  fea  animals,  fhews  a great 
reach  of  contrivance.  It  is  compofed  of  a piece  of 
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bone,  cut  into  two  barbs,  in  which  is  fixed  the  oval 
blade  of  a large  mufcle  (hell,  in  which  is  the  point 
of  the  inftrumcnt.  To  this  is  faftened  about  two  or 
three  fathoms  of  rope  ; and  to  throw  this  harpoon, 
they  ufe  a (haft  of  about  i 2 or  15  feet  long,  to  which 
the  rope  is  made  faft,  and  to  one  end  of  which  the 
harpoon  is  fixed,  fo  as  to  feparate  from  the  fliaTt, 
and  leave  it  floating  upon  the  water  as  a buoy  when 
- the  animal  darts  away  with  the  harpoon. 

We  failed  from  N oolka  Sound  on  the  26th  of 
April,  and  foon  loft  fight  of  land  ; but  on  the  ad  of 
May,  (leered  N-  W.  by  N.  we  difeovered  a round 
elevated  mountain,  which  was  named  Mound  Edge-- 
cumbe  and  the  point  of  land  (hooting  out  from  it. 
Gape  Edgccumbc.  The  land,  except  in  fome  places 
dole  to  the  fea,  was  all  of  a conliderable  height,  and 
hilly.  The  more  elevated  hills  were  covered  with 
fnow  ; but  the  lower  ones  were  free  from  it,  and  co- 
vered with  a fine  wood. 

Hence  he  coafted  along,  noticing  feveral  inlets, 
iflands,  capes, and  mountains,  (to  which  in  the  order 
of  difeovery,  he  gave  the  names  of  the  Bay  of 
Ifiands,  Crofs  Caps,  Crofs  Sound,  Cape  Fair  Wea- 
ther, Mount  Fair  Weather,  BheTing’s  Bay,  the 
mountain  called  by  Bhering,  Mount  Elias,  Cape 
Suckling’s,  Keye’s  Kland,  and  Comptroller's  Bay,) 
till  the  1 2th  of  May,  when  he  anchored  before  a 
fmall  cove,  a little  within  a cape,  to  which  lie  gave 
the  name  of  Cape  Hinclringbroke.  Near  this  were 
fome  rocky  iflands,  to  which  Mr.  Gore  was  font  in 
a boat,  in  hopes  of  (hooting  fome  eatable  Birds.  But 
he  had  hardly  got  to  them,  before  the  natives  made 
their  appearance  in  two  large  canoes,  on  which  he 
thought  proper  to  returf)  to  the  (hips,  and  they  fol- 
lowed him.  They  would  not  venture  along- fide 
but  kept  at  a diftante,  hollowing  aloud,  and  alter- 
nately clafping  and  extending  their  arms  ; and  in  a 
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fhort  time,  began  a kind  of  fong  exactly  after  the 
manner  of  thofe  at  Nootka.  their  heads  were  de- 
corated with  feathers.  One  man  held  out  a white 
garment,  which  was  interpreted  as  a lign  of  friend- 
iiiip  ; and  another  Hood  up  in  a canoes,  quite  naked 
for  almoft  a quarter  of  an  hour,'  with  his  arms 
flretched  out  like  a crofs,  and  motionlcfs.  Though 
the  Captain  returned,  all  their  figns  of  friendlhip, 
and  by  every  exprclfive  geflure,  tried  to  encourage 
them  to  come  along-fide,  he  could  not  prevail. 
After  receiving  fome  prefents  which  were  thrown  to 
them,  they  retired  to  that  part  of  the  fhore  whence 
they  came,  making  figns  they  would  appear  again  the 
next  morning. 

The  next  morning,  Capt-  Cook  got  under  fail  in 
order  to  look  out  for  fome  fnug  place,  where  lie 
might  fearch  for  a leak,  whichjie  had  lately  fprung, 
At  tirft  the  clearnefs  of  the  weather  tempted  him  to 
fleer  to  the  N.  farther  up  the  largefl  inlet ; but  bad 
weather  returning,  he  was  obliged  to  anchor,  before 
he  had  got  farther  into  the  bay  as  he  intended- 

The  weather,  bad  as  it  was,  did  not  hinder  three 
of  the  natives  from  paying  him  a vifit.  They  came 
off  in  two  canoes,  two  men  in  one,  and  one  in  the 
other,  being  the  number  each  could  carry.  Each  of 
thefc  men  had  a (lick,  about  three  feet  long,  with 
the  large  feathers  or  wings  of  birds  tied  toil.  Thefe 
they  frequently  held  up,  with  a view  as  wasguelfed, 
to  exprefs  their  pacific  difpofition. 

The  treatment  thefe  men  met  with,  induced  many 
more  to  come,  between  one  and  two  the  next  morn- 
ing (the  1 4th)  in  great  and  fmall  canoes.  Some  ven- 
tured on  board  the  fhip,  but  not  till  fome  of  the  crew 
had  flepped  into  their  boats.  Amongfl  thofe  who 
came  on  board , was  a good-looking  middle  aged  man, 
who  was  afterwards  found  to  be  the  chief.  He  was 
clothed  in  a drefs  made  of  the  fea  otter’s  fkin,and 
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ljud  on  fuch  a cap  as  is  worn  -by  the  natives  of 
Nootka  Sound,  ornamented  with  iky  blue  glafs- 
beads  about  the  fize  of  a large  pea.  He  fcemed  to 
fet  a much  higher  value  upon  thefe,  than  upon  our 
white  glafs  beads.  Any  fort  of  beads,  however,  Teem- 
ed to  be  in  high  eftimation  with  thefe  people  ; and 
they  readily  give  whatever  they  had  in  exchange 
for  them,  even  their  fine  otter  fkins.  . . 

Thefe  people  were  alfo  defirous  of  iron  t but  they 
wanted  pieces  of  eight  or  ten  inches  long  at  leaff, 
and  of  the  breadth  of  three  or  fore  fingers.  1 For 
they  abfolutely  rejected  fmall  pieces.  Confequently 
they  got  but  little,  iron  having,  by  this  time,  become 
a fcarce  article.  The  Captain  could  not  prevail 
upon  the  Chief  to  truft  himfclf  below  the  upper  deck, 
nor  did  he  and  his  companions  renjain  long  on 
board.  But  while  he  had  their  company,  it  was  ne- 
ceffary  to  watch  them  narrowly,  as  they  foon  be- 
trayed a thievifh  difpofition.  At  length,  after  being 
about  three  or  four  hours along-fidc  the  Refolution, 
they  all  left  her,  and  went  to  the  Difcovery  : none 
having  been  there  before,  except  one  man,  who  at 
this  time,  came  from  her,  and  immediately  returned 
thither  in  company  with  the  refl.  When  this  was 
obferved,  it  was  thought  this  man  had  met  with, 
fomething  there,  which  he  knew  would  pleafe  his 
countrymen  better  than  what  they  had  met  with  on 
board  the  Refolution. 

As  foon  as  they  were  gone,  I fern  a boat  to  found 
the  head  of  the  bay  : for  as  the  wind  was  moderate. 
I had  thoughts  of  laying  the  fhip  alhore,  if  a conve- 
nient place  could  be  found  wheic  I might  begin  our 
operation  to  Hop  the  leak.  It  was  not  long  before 
all  the  natives  left  the  Difcovery,  and  inflead  of  re- 
turning to  us,  made  their  way  toward  our  boat  em- 
ployed as  above.  , The  officers  in  her  feeing  this,  re- 
turned tt>  the>!ft)ip,  and  was  followed  by  all  the 
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canoes.  The  boat’s  crew  had  no  fooner  got  on 
board,  leaving  in  her  two  of  their  number,  by  way 
of  a guard,  than  fomc  of  the  natives  ftepped  into 
her-  Some  prefenied  their  fpcars  before  the  two 
men  ; others  caft  k>ofe  the  rope  which  fattened  her 
to  the  (hip,  and  the  reft  attempted  to  tow  her  away- 
But  the  inftant  they  faw  us  preparing  to  oppofe 
them,  they  let  her  go,  ftepped  out  of  her  into  their 
canoes,  and  made  figns-for  us  to  lay  down  our  arms, 
having  the  appearance  of  being  as  perfe&ly  uncon- 
cerned as  if  they  had  done  nothing  amifs.  This, 
v though  rather  a moft  daring  attempt,  was  hardly 
equal  to  what  they  had  meditated  on  board  the  Dil- 
covery-  The  man  who  came  and  carried  all  his 
countrymen  from  the  Refolution  to  the  other  (hip, 
had  firft  been  on  board  of  her,  where,  after  looking 
down  all  the  hatchways,  and  feeing  nobody  but  the 
officer  of  the  watch,  and  one  or  two  more,  he  no 
doubt?  thought  they  might  plunder  her  with  eafe,  ef- 
pecially  as  fhe  lay  at  feme  diflance  from  us.  Jt  was 
unqueftionable  with  this  vie#,  that  they  all  repaired 
to  her-  Several  of  them,  without  any  ceremony, 
went  on  board,  drew  their  knives,  made  figns  for  the 
officer  and  people  on  deck  to  keep  otf,  and  bcg3« 
to  look  about  them  for  plunder.  The  firft  thing 
they  met  with  was  the  rudder  of  the  boat,  which  they 
threw  overboard  to  thofe  of  the  party  who  had  re- 
mained in  the  canoes.  Before  they  had  time  to  find 
another  objetft  that  pleafed  their  fancy,  the  crew 
were  armed,  and  began  to  come  on  deck  with  cut- 
laftes-  On  feeing  this,  the  whole  company  of  plun- 
derers fneaked  off  in  their  canoes,  with  as  much 
deliberation  and  indifference  as  they  had  given  up 
the  boat,  and  they  were  obferve'd  deferihing  to  thofe 
who  had  not»been  on  board*  how  much  longer  the 
knives  of  theiLip’s  crew  were  than  their  own.  It  was 
at  this  time,  that  my  boat  waion  the  founding  duty, 
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which  they  mult  have  feen  ; for  they  proceeded  di- 
rectly for  her,  after  their  difappointment  at  the  Dif- 
covery. 

This  day  in  heaving  the  anchor  out  of  the  boat, 
tme  of  the  fearaen,  either  through  ignorance  or  care- 
leflhefs,  was  carried  overboard  by  the  buoy-rope, 
and  followed  the  anchor  to  the  bottom.  It  is  remark- 
able, that  in  this  critical  fituation,  he  had  piefence  of 
mind  to  difengage  himfelf,  and  come  up  to  the  fer- 
face  of  the  water,  where  he  was  taken  up, with  one  of 
his  legs  fra&ured  in  a dangerous  manner- 

The  15th  and  16th  were  employed  in  flopping  the 
leak-  This  was  done  in  a bay,  which  Capt.  Cook 
very  properly  called  Snug  Corner  Bay. 

On  the  17th  the  Captain  weighed,  and  fleered  to 
the  North-wefl  ward  ; thinking,  if  there  fhould  be 
any  paflage  to  the  N.  through  this  inlet,  that  it  muft 
be  in  that  direction.  Soon  after  he  was  under  fail, 
the  natives  in  both  great  and  fmall  canoes,  paid  ano- 
ther vifit,  which  gave  an  additional  opportunity  of 
forming  a more  perfect  idea  of  their  perfons,  drefs, 
and  other  particulars.  Thefe  vifitors  feemed  to  have 
no  other  bufinefs,  but  to  gratify  their  curiolity,  for 
they  entered  into  no  fort  of  tralhc- 

From  various  circumflances,  Capt.  Cook  found  it 
highly  improbable,  that  there  fliould  be  a paflage  to 
the  N.  He  proceeded,  therefore,  on  the  18th,  to 
the  South-ward,  down  the  inlet,  another  paflage 
which  he  difeovered,  to  the  S.  W.  of  that  by 
which  he  came  in,  which  enabled  him  to  flioiten  his 
way  out  to  fea.  It  is  feperated  from  the  other  by  an 
ifland,  extending  1 8 leagues  in  the  diretflionof  N.  E- 
and  S.  W.  to  which  he  gave  the  name  of  Montagu 
Ifland.  In  this  S.  W.  channel  are  feveral  iflands. 
Thofe  that  lie  in  the  entrance,  next  the  open  fea, 
are  high  and  rocky.  But  thofe  within  are  low  ones, 
and  being  entirely  free  from  fnow,  and  covered 
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with  wood  and  verdure,  on  this  account  they  wtre 
called  Green  Iflands.  In  a channel  between  thefe 
lllands  and  Montagu  Ifland,  he  fleered  on  the  19th, 
and  on  the  20th,  was  again  in  the  open  fea,  the  coal! 
trending  W.  by  S.  as  far  as  the  eye  could  reach. 

To  the  inlet,  which  Capt.  Cook  had  juft  left,  he 
gave  the  name  of  Prince  William’s  Sound,  and 
from  what  he  faw  of  it,  he  fuppofed  that  it  occupied 
at  leaft  a degtee  and  a half  of  latitude,  and  two  of 
long,  exclufive  of  the  arms  or  branches,  the  extent 
of  which  is  not  known. 

The  natives  were  in  general  not  above  the  common 
height,  though  many  of  them  wpre  under  it-  They 
were  fquarc  or  ftrong  chefted  : and  the  moft  difpro- 
portionable  part  of  their  body  feemed  to  be  their 
heads,  which  were  very  large,  with  thick  fhort 
necks,  and  large,  broad  or  fpreading  faces;  which, 
upon  the  whole,  were  flat.  Their  eyes,  though  not 
fmall,  fcarce  bore  a proportion  to  the  fizc  of  their 
faces ; and  their  nofes  had  full  round  points,  hooked, 
or  turned  up  at  the  tip.  Their  teeth  were  broad, 
white,  equal  in  fize,  and  evenly  fet.  Their  hair  black, 
thick,  ftraight,  and  ftiong  ; and  their  beards  in  ge- 
neral thin,  or  wanting  ; but  the  hairs  about  the  lips 
of  tliofe  who  have  them,  were  ftilfor  briftly,  and  fre- 
quently of  a brown  colour.  But  feveral  of  the  el- 
derly men  had  even,  large  and  thick,  but  ftraight 
beards* 

Though,  in  general,  they  agree  in  the  make  of 
their  perfons,  and  iaigenefs  of  their  heads,  there  is 
a confldcrable  variety  in  their  features;  but  very 
few  can  be  faid  to  he  of  the  handfomer  fert,  though 
their  countenance  indicates  a natural  (hare  of  viva- 
city, good  nature  and  franknefs.  Some  of  the  wp- 
jnen  have  agreeable  faces,  and  many  are  ealily  dif- 
tinguifliable  from  the  men  by  their  features,  which 
are  more  delicate;  but  this  fliould  be  underftood 
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chiefly  of  the  younger  fort,  or  middle  aged.  The 
complexion  of  the  women,  and  of  the  children  is 
white;  but  without  any  mixture  of  red . And  fome 
of  the  men,  who  were  feen  naked,  had  rather  a 
brownilh  or  fwarthy  caft,  which  could  fcarcely  be 
the  effect  off  any  flain  ; for  they  do  not  paint  their 
bodies. 

Their  common  drefs  (for  men,  women,  and'chil- 
dren,  are  clothed  alike)  is  a kind  of  clofc  frock,  or 
rather  robe,  reaching  generally  to  the  ankles,  though  ’ 
fometimes  only  to  the  knees.  And  the  upper  part  is 
a hole  juft  fuihcient  to  admit  the  head,  with  lleeves 
that  reach  to  the  wrift.  Thefe  frocks  are  made  of 
the  lkins  of  different  animals ; the  moft  common  of 
\yhich  are  thofe  of  the  fea-otter,  grey  fox,  racoon, 
and  pine-martin,  with  many  of  feal  fkins  ; and,  in 
general,  they  are  worn  with  the  haiiy  Tides  outward. 
Some  alfo  have  thefe  frocks  made  of  the  fkins  of 
fowls,  with  only  the  down  remaining  on  them,  which 
they  glue  on  other  fubftances-  When  it  rains,  they 
put  over  this  another  frock,  ingenioully  made  from 
the  inteftines  of  whales,  or  fome  other  large  animal, 
prepared  fo  (kilfully,  as  aimoft  to  rcfemble  our  gold- 
beaters leaf.  It  is  made  to  draw  tight  round  the 
neck;  its  fleeves  reach  as  low  as  the  wrift,  tound 
which  they  are  tied  with  a firing;  and  its  lkirts,  when 
they  are  in  the  canoes,  are  drawn  over  the  rim  of  the 
hole  in  which  they  fit,  fo  that  no  water  can  enter. 

At  the  fame  time,  it  keeps  the  men  entirely  dry  up- 
ward. For  no  water  can  peuetrate  through  it,  any 
more  than  through  a bladder. 

The  men  commonly  wear  the  hair  cropt  round 
the  neck  and  forehead,  but  the  women  allow  it  to 
grow  long;  and  moft  of  them  tie  a fmall  lock  of  it 
on  the  crown,  or  a few  club  it  behind,  after  our  man- 
ner. Both  fexes  have  their  ears  peiforatcd  with 
feveral  holes,  about  the  outer  and  lower  part  of  the 
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edge,  in  which  they  hang  little  bunches  of  beads- 
The  feptum  of  the  nofe  is  alio  perforated,  through 
which  they  frequently  thruft  the  quill-feathers  of 
fmall  birds,  or  little  bending  ornaments,  ftrung  on  a 
Aiff  firing,  3 or  4 inches  long,  which  give  them  a 
truly  grotefque  appearance.  But  the  mod  un- 
common orni^mcntal  fafhion,  adopted  by  fome  of 
both  fexes,  is  their  having  their  under  lip  flit, 
or  cut,  quite  through,  in  the  direction  of  the  mouth 
a little  before  the  fwelling  part.  This  incilion, 
which  is  made  even  in  the  fucking  children,  is 
often  above  two  inches  long  ; and  either  by  its  na- 
tural retra&ion,  when  the  wound  is  frefli,  or  by  the 
repetition  of  fome  artificial  management,  allumo 
the  true  fliape  of  lips,  and  becomes  fo  large  as  to  ad- 
mit the  tongue  through.  This  happened  to  be  the 
cafe  when  the  firft  perfon  having  this  incifion  war 
feen  by  one  of  our  feamen,  who  called  out  that  the 
man  had  two  mouths;  and  indeed.it  does  not  look 
much  unlike  it-  In  this  artificial  mouth,  they  flick 
aflat,  narrow  ornament,  made  chiefly  outofafoM 
Ihell  or  bone,  cut  in  little  narrow  pieces,  like  fowl 
teeth,  almoft  down  to  the  bafe  or  ihickeft  par1' 
which  has  a fmall  projecting  bit  at  each  end  that 
fupports  it  when  put  into  the  divided  lip,  the  cut 
part  then  appearing  outward.  Others  have  the  lower 
lip  only  perforated  into  feparale  holes  ; and  then 
the  ornament  confifls  of  many  diftincl  fhells  duds, 
whofe  points  are  pulhed  through  thefe  holes,  and  the 
heads  appear  within  the  lip,  as  another  row  of  teeth 
under  their  own. 

Thefe  are  their  native  ornaments.  But  many 
beads  of  European  manufacture  were  found  among 
them,  chiefly  of  a pale  blue  colour,  which  they  hang 
in  their  eats,  about  their  caps,  or  join  to  their  lip* 
ornaments,  which  have  a fmall  hole  drilled  in  each 
point  to  which  they  are  f.tfiencd,and  others  to  then'- 
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till  they  hang  fometimes  as  low  as  the  point  of  the 
chin.  But,  in  thislaft  cafe, thcycannot  remove  them  fo 
eafily  ; for,  as  to  their  own  lip-ornaments,  they  can 
take  them  out  with  their  tongue,  or  fuck  within,  at 
pleafure.  They  alfo  wear  bracelets,  of  the  (belly 
beads,  or  other*  of  a cylindrical  fhape,  made  of  a 
fubftance  like  amber,  and  fuch  alfo  are  ufed  m tbeiF 
ears  and  nofes.  And  fo  fond  are  they,  in  general, 
of  ornaments,  that  they  flick  any  thing  in  their  per-» 
forated  lip  : one  man  appearing  with  two  of  our  iron 
nails  projeifling  from  it  like  prongs;  and  another 
endeavouring  to  put  a large  braf*  button  into  it. 

The  men  frequently  paint  their  faces  of  a bright 
red,  and  of  a black  colour,  and  fometimes  of  a blue 
or  leaden  colour ; but  not  in  3ny  regular  figure  ; 
and  the  women,  in  fomc  meafure,  endeavoured  to 
imitate  them,  by  pun&uring  or  flaming  the  chin,  with 
black,  that  comes  to  a point  in  each  cheek.  Their 
bodies  are  not  painted,  which  may  be  owing  to  the 
fcarcity  of  proper  materials  ; for  all  which  they 
brought  to  fell  in  bladders,  were  in-  very  faialt 
quantities. 

The  weapons,  and  inflruments  for  fifhing  and 
hunting,  with  their  eanocs,  are  the  very  fame  that- 
are  made  ufe  of  by  the  Efquimaux  and  Greet** 
landers.  For  defenfive  armour  they  have  a kind  of 
jacket,  or  coat  of  mail,  made  ef  thin  leather,  bound 
together  with  finew’s,  which  makes  it  quite  flexible, 
though  fo  dofe  as  not  to  admit  of  an  arrow  or  dart-. 
It  only  covers  the  trunk  of  the  body,  and  may  not 
be  improperly  compared  to  a woman’s  flays. 

As  none  of  thefe  people  lived  in  the  bay  where 
Capt.  Cook  anchored,  or  landed,  he  faw  none  of  their 
habitations;  and  had  not  time  to  look  after  them. 
Of  their  domeftic  utenfils,  they  brought  in  their  boats- 
fome  round  and  oval  fhnllcw  difhes  of  wood  ; and 
others  of  a cylindrical  fhape  much  deeper.  The

lidcs  were  made  of  one  piece,  bent  round,  like  onf 
chip-boxes,  though  thick,  neatly  fattened  with  thongs, 
and  the  bottoms  fixed  in  with  fmall  wooden  pegs- 
Others  were  fnialler,  and  ofa  more  elegant  fhape, 
fomewhat  refembling  a large  oval  butter-boat,  with- 
out a handle,  but  more  (hallow,  made  from  a piece 
of  wood,  or  horny  fubftance,  thefe  laft  were  neatly 
carved.  They  had  many  little  fquare  bags,  made 
of  the  fame  gut  with  their  outer  frocks,  neatly  orna- 
mented with  very  minute  red  feathers  interwoven 
with  it,  in  which  were  contained  fome  very  fine 
finews,  and  bundles  of  fmall  cord,  made  from  them, 
moft  ingenioufly  plaited.  Thcyalfo  brought  many 
chequered  bafkets,  fo  dofely  wrought  as  to  hold  wa- 
ter; fome  wooden  models  of  their  canoes;  a good 
many  little  images,  four  or  hve  inches  long,  either 
of  wood,  or  fluffed  : which  were  covered  with  a bit 
of  fur,  and  ornamented  with  fmall  quill  featheis,  in 
imitation  of  their  ihelly  beads,  with  hair  fixed  on 
their  heads.  Whether  thefe  might  be  mere  toys  for 
children,  or  held  in  veneration,  as  reprefeming  their 
deceafed  friends,  and  applied  to  fome  fupei  flitious 
puipofe,  could  not  be  determined.  But  they  have 
many  inttruments  made  of  two  or  three  hoops,  or 
concent! ii  pieces  of  wood,  with  a crofs-bav  fixed  in 
the  middle,  to  hold  them  by.  To  thefe  are  fixed  a 
great  number  ofdtied  baruacle-fliells,  with  threads, 
which  ferve  as  a rattle,  and  make  a loud  noife,  when 
they  fhake  them.  This  contrivance  feems  to  be  a 
fubflitute  for  the  rattling-bird  at  Nootka  ; and  per- 
haps both  of  them  are  employed  on  the  fame  oc- 
casion. 

With  what  tools  they  make  their  wooden  utenfih, 
frames  of  boats,  and  other  things,  is  uncertain  ; as 
the  only  one  feen  amongft  them  was  a kind  of  adze, 
made  almott  after  the  manner  of  thofe  of  Otaheitc, 
and  the  other  iflands  of  the  South  Seas.  1 hey  haves

{treat  many  iron  knives  ; feme  of  which  arc  flraight ; 
others  a little  curved  ; and  fume  very  fmail  ones, 
fixed  in  pretty  long  handles,  with  the  blades  bene 
Upward,  like  fome  of  our  Ihoemakers  indruments- 
But  they  have  dill  knives  of  another  fort;  which  are 
fomeiirms  near  two  feet  long,  fhaped  almod  like 
dagger  with  a ridge  in  the  middle.  Thefe  they 
wear  in  1 heaths  of  ikins,  hung  by  a thong  rofuul  the 
neck,  under  their  robe  ; and  they  are,  probably, 
only  ufed  as  weapons  ; the  other  knives  being  appa- 
lently  applied  toother  purpofts.  Every  thing  they 
have,  however,  is  as  well  and  ingeniouily  made,  as  if 
they  were  furnilhed  with  the  molt  complete  tool- 
cheft  ; and  their  fewing,  plaiting  of  tinews,  .md  fmail 
work  on  their  little  bags,  may  be  put  in  competition 
with  any  of  the  molt  delicate  manufactures  found  in 
any  pait  of  the  known  world.  It  Ihort,  conftdering 
the  rude  uncivilized  Bate  in  which  thefe  people  are, 
their  Northern  lituatlon,  amidft  a country  perpe- 
tually covered  with  fnow,  and  the  wretched  mate- 
rials they  have  to  work  with,  it  appears,  that  their 
invention  and  dexterity,  in  all  manual  works,  is  at 
leaft  equal  to  that  of  any  other  nation. 

The  food  which  they  were  feen  to  eat,  vvas  dried 
fi!h  and  the  fle.h  of  fome  animals,  either  broiled  or 
roaded.  Some  of  the  latter  that  was  brought,  ftemed 
to  be  bear’s  fle.'h,  but  with  a hilly  tafle.  They  alfo 
eat  the  longer  fort  of  fern  toot,  mentioned  at 
Nootka,  either  baked,  or  d relied  in  fome  other  way; 
and  fome  were  feen  to  eat  freely  of  a fubdance 
which  was  fuppofed  to  be  the  inner  part  of  the  pine 
bark.  Their  drink  is  mod  probably  water  : for  irt 
rheir  boats  they  brought  fnow  in  their  wooden  vef- 
fc!s,  which  they  fwallowed  by  mouthfuls.  Perhaps 
It  could  be  cart ied  with  lefs * trouble,  in  thefe  open 
vellels,  than  water  itfelf.  Their  method  of  eating 
feems  decent  and  cleanly  ; for  they  always  took  care 
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to  feparate  any  dirt  that  might  adhere  to  their  vic- 
tuals- And  though  they  fometimes  did  eat  the  raw 
fat  of  fome  fea  animal,  they  cut  it  carefully  into 
mouthfuls,  with  their  finall  knives.  The  fame  might 
be  faid  of  their  perfons,  which  to  appearance,  were 
always  clean  and  decent,  • without  greafe  or  dirt  ; 
and  the  wooden  vcfiels,  in  which  their  victuals  were 
probably  put,  were  kept  in  excellent  order  ; as  well 
as  their  boats,  which  were  neat  and  free  from  lumber. 

Their  language  feems  difficult  to  be  underlloodat 
firft  : not  from  any  difthidtiiefs  or  confufion  in 

their  words  and  founds,  but  from  the  vaiious  lignifi- 
cations  they  have. 

Belides  thofe  animals,  which  were  feen  at  Nootka, 
there  are  fome  in  this  place  which  are  not  found 
there  ; fuch  as,  the  white  bear ; of  whofe  fkins  the 
natives  brought  feveral  pieces,  and  fome  entire  fkins 
of  cubs,  from  which  their  fize  could  not  be  dctei- 
mined  There  was  alfo  the  wolverine,  or  quick- 
hatch,  which  had  very  blight  colours;  a larger  fort 
of  ermine  than  the  common  one,  which  is  the  fame 
as  at  Nootka,  varied  with  ? brown  colour,  and  with 
fcarccly  any  black  on  its  tail.  The  natives  alfo 
brought  the  fkin  of  the  head  of  fome  very  large  ani- 
mal ; but  it  could  not  poiTitively  be  determined 
what  it  was  ; though  from  the  colour  and  fhagginefs 
of  the  hair,  and  its  unlikenefs  to  any  other  land  ani- 
mal, it  might  probably  be  that  of  the  large  male  ur- 
fine  feal,  or  fea  hear-  But  one  of  the  moil  beauti- 
ful fkins,  and  which  feems  peculiar  to  this  place,  is 
that  of  a fmall  animal  about  ten  inches  long,  of  a 
brown  or  rufty  colour  on  the  back,  with  a git-at 
number  of  obfeure  whitilh  fpecks;  and  the  fidcs  of 
a bluifh  alh  colour,  alfo  with  a few  of  thefe  fpecks. 
The  tail  is  not  above  a third  of  the  length  of  its  body, 
and  is  covered  with  hair  of  a whitilh  colour  at  tlie 
edges,  It  is-  no  doubt  the  fame  with  thofe  called 
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fpotted  field  mice,  by  Mr.  Stsehlin,  in  his  fliort  ac- 
count of  the  New  Northern  Archipelago-  But  whe- 
ther they  be  really  of  the  moufe  kind,  or  a fquirrei’ 
could  not  be  told,  for  want  of  perfedf  fkins ; though 
Mr-  Anderfon  was  inclined  tg  think  that  it  is  the  * 
fame  animal  deferibed  under  the  name  of  the  Cafon 
marinot  by  Mr.  Pennant.  The  number  of  Ikint 
found  here,  paints  out  the  great  plenty  of  thefe  fe- 
veral  animals  juft  mentioned:  but  it  is  remarkable, 
neither  the  (kins  of  the  moufe  nor  of  the  common 
deer  were  to  be  fcen. 

Of  the  birds  mentioned  at  Nootka,  were  found 
here  only  the  white-headed  eagle  ; the  thag  ; the 
alcyon,  or  great  king-filher,  which  had  very  hnc 
bright  colours  ; and  the  huming-birtl,  which  came  fre- 
'quently  about  the  fhip,  while  at  anchor  ; though  it 
can  fcarcely  live  here  in  the  winter,  which  mud  be 
very  feverc-  The  water  fowl  were  geefe  ; a final! 
fort  of  duck,  almoft  like  that  mentioned  at  Kergue- 
len's Land  ; another  fort  which  no  one  knew  ; and 
fqme  of  the  black  fcapyes,  with  red  bills,  which 
were  found  at  Van  Diemen's  Land  and  New  Zea- 
'land.  Some  of  the  people  who  went  on  fhore,  killed 
a goofe,  a friipc,  and  lome  plover.  But  though, 
upon,  the  whole  the  water  fowl  were  pretty  numer- 
ous, cfpecially  the  ducks  and  geefe,  which  frequent 
the  Iborc,  they  were  fo  Ihy,  that  it  was  fcarcely  pof- 
fible  to  get  within  (hot  ; fo  that  they  obtained  a very 
fmnll  fupply  of  them  as  a refrefhment. 

Their  metals  were  copper  and  iron;  both  which, 
particularly  the  latter,  were  in  fuch  plenty,  as  to 
conftitute  the  points  of  mod  of  the  arrows  and  , 
lances  The  ores,  with  which  they  painted  them- 
felves,  were  a ren,  brittle,  unefuous  ochre,  or  iron- 
ore,  not  much  uniike  cinnabar  in  clour;  a bright 
blue  pigment  ; and  black  lead.  Each  of  thefe  feems 
to  be  very  fcarce,  as  they  brought  very  fmall  quan- 
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cities  of  the  firft  and  laft,  and  feemed  to  keep  then} 
vyilh  great  care. 

Few  vegetables  of  any  kind  were  fecn  ; and  the 
trees  which  chiefly  grew  here,  were  the  Canadian 
and  fpruce  pine,  and  fonic  of  thpar  tolerably  large. 

The  beads  and  iron  found  among!!  tliele  people, 
left  no  doubt,  that  they  mud  have  received  them 
from  fume  civilized  nation-  It  was  pretty  certain, 
from  circumllances  already  mentioned,  that  Capt- 
Cook’s  people  were  the  firft  Europeans  with  whom 
they  had  ever  communicated  diretftly  ; and  it  re- 
mains only  to  be  decided,  from  what  quarter  they 
hid  gpt  our  manufactures,  by  intermediate  convey- 
ance. A11*!  there  cannot  be  the  leaf!  doubt  of  their 
having  received  thefe  a 1 tides , through  the  inter- 
vention of  the  more  inland  tribes,  from  Hudfon’f 
liay,  or  the  fettlers  on  the  Canadian  lakes ; unlcfs  it 
can  be  fuppofed  (which  however  is  lefs  likely)  that 
the  Ruffian  traders,  from  Kamfchaika,  have  already 
extended  their  traffic  thus  far  ; or  at  lea  ft  that  the 
natives  of  their  mofl  Eaflerly  Fox  1 (lands  commu- 
nicate along  the  coaft,  with  thofe  of  Piincc  Wil- 
liam’s Sound. 

As  to  the  copper,  l hefc  people  feem  to  procurcit 
themfelvcs,  or  at  lqoft  it  palles  through  very  few 
hands  to*  them  ; for  they  ufed  to  cxpitls  it  being  iu 
a fuflicient  quantity  among!!  them,  when  they  offer- 
ed any  to  barter,  by  pointing  to  their  weapons,  as  if 
to  fay,  that  having  lo  much  of  this  metal  of  theirown 
they  wanted  no  more- 

‘ It  is,  however,  remarkable,’  fays  Capt.  Cook, 
' if  the  inhabitants  of  this  Sound  be  fupplied  with 
European  articles,  by  way  of  the  intermediate  name 
to  the  Eafl  coalt,  that  tiiey  lhould,  in  return,  never 
have  given  to  the  more  inland  Indians  any  of  their 
lea-otter  fkins : which  would  certainly  have  been 
r-’r<  fomc  time  or  other,  about  Hudfon’s  Bay.  But 
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as  far  as  I know,,  that  is  not  the  cafe;  and  ihe  me- 
thod of  accounting  for  this,  mull  be  by  taking  into 
confideration  the  very  great  diftance  : which,  though 
it  might  not  prevent  European  goods  coming  fo  far, 
as  being  fo  uncommon,  might  prevent  the  ikins, 
whiclr  arc  a common  article,  from  paffing  through 
more  than  two  or  three  diileicnt  tribes,  who  might 
ufe  them  for  their  own  clothing;  and  fend  others, 
which  they  efteenud  lefs  valuable,  as  being  of  their 
own  animals,  Ealivyard,  till  they  reach  the  tradeis 
from  £urope.’ 


BOOK  III. 

CHAP.  VI. 

Difcovcry  of  Cook's  River. Reflexions  on  this  Difcovcry, 

Poffejfion  taken  of  ihe  Country  and  River , in  i iis  Ma- 
jesty's name- A beautiful  bird  defer ibed. Conjec- 

tures concerning  a Ruffian  Letter  brought  on  hoard  hr  one 

of  the  Nalives. Picture fi/uc  Appearance  of  a volcano. 

Second  vi fit  from  a Native Providential  Efccpc. 

Arival  at  the  IJland  of  Oonalafhka,  and  Inter ccurje  with 

the  Natives  • 

AFTER  leaving  Piince  William's  Sound,  on  t lie 
goth  of  May,  1778,  Capt.  Cook  fleered  S-  W. 
as  the  coall  lay  ; and,  on  the  aill,  difeovered  a lofty 
promontory,  which  lie  named  Cape  Elizabeth,  and 
■which,  at  hr  ft  he  millook  for  the  weflern  extremity 
of  Amecica.  But  he  foon  faw  more  land  to  the 
weft  ward,  and  found  that  this,  with  that  which  he 
had  before  fuppofed  to  be  the  weft  cape  of  America, 
were  the  two  boundat  ics  of  the  entrance  into  a very 
large  river,  tip  which 'hs  failed  above  70  leagues,  be- 
fore 
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*ore  he  was  abfolutely  certain  it  was  not  a ft reight 
which  led  into  the  northern  ocean.  This  river  has 
Grice  been  named  Cook's  River,  by  the  exprefs  com- 
mand of  Lord  Sandwich. 

4 If  the  difeovery,4  fays  Capt.  Cook,  * of  this 
great  river,  which  promife  to  vie  with  the  moft 
conGderable  ones  already  known  to  be  capable  of 
extenGve  inland  navigation,  Ihould  prove  of  ufe 
cither  to  the  prefent,  or  to  any  future  age,  the  time 
we  fpend  in  it  ought  to  be  the  lefs  regretted.  But 
*o  us  who  had  a much  greater  object  in  view,  the 
delay  thus  occafio'ned  was  art  efTcntial  lofs.  The 
feafon  was  advancing  apace.  We  knew  not  how 
far  \ye  might  have  to  proceed  to  the  South  : and  we 
were  now  convinced,  that  the  continent  of  America 
extended  farther  to  the  YVcft,  than  from  the  modern 
moU  reputable  charts,  we  had  reafon  to  ixped. 
This  made  the  exiflance  of  a paffage  into  Baffin’s  or 
II  ud  fun's  Bay  lefs  probable  ; for,  atleafl,  lbewed  it 
to  be  of  greater  extent.  It  was  a fatisfaclion  to  me, 
however,  to  reflet,  that,  if  I had  not  examined  this 
very  conGdcrable  inlet,  it  would  have  been  affumed 
by  lpcculative  fabricators  of  Geography,  as  a fad, 
that  it  communicated  with  tliefca  to  the  North,  or 
with  Baffin's  or  Hudfon's  Bay  to  the  eaU  ; and  been 
snaked,  perhaps,  in  future  maps  of  the  world,  with 
gicater  prcciGon,  and  more  ceitain  figns  of  reality, 
than  the  iriviliblc,  becaufe  imaginary,  Straits  of  do 
T’uca  and  de  Fontc. 

Before  Capt.  Cook  quitted  this  river,  he  fent 
Lieut- King,  with  two  armed  boats,  with  ordeis  to 
land  on  a point  of  land,  on  the  S.  E-  lide  of  the  ri- 
ver, ro  dilplay  tire  ilags  there,  to  take  pofTcffion  of 
the  country  and  river  in  his  Majefty’s  name,  and  to 
bury  iu  the  ground  a bottle  containing  lome  pieces 
of  Eng!i!h  coin,  of  the  year  1772,  and  a paper,  on 
which  \v.ts  iuferibed  t!ie  names  of  the  fltips,  and  date

of  ihe  difcovery.  On  this  account,  this  point  of  land 
was  called  Point  polfeflion.  The  natives  of  the  ad- 
joining iOands  and  coaft,  who  trafficked  much  with 
the  crews  of  the  two  fhips,  while  they  were  exploring 
the  river,  feemed  to  bear  fuch  a ftriking  refemblance 
to  the  inhabitant  of  Prince  William’s  Sound,  that  a 
dcfcription  of  them  is  quite  unneceftary — To  the 
preceeding  reflexions  on  the  difcovery  of  this  river. 
Captain  Cook  adds,  that  ‘ there  is  not  the  lea  ft  doubt 
that  a very  beneficial  fur  trade  might  be  carried  on 
with  the  inhabitants  of  this  vaft  coafl  ; but  that  un- 
Icfs  a northern  paflage  fliould  be  found  praclieabJe, 
it  feems  rather  too  remote  for  Great-  Britain  to  te- 
ccive  any  emolument  from  it.’ 

Having  cleared  the  mouth  of  Cook’s  river*  on  the 
6th  of  June,  the  Captain  fleered,  for  feveral  days,  &. 
W.  by  W.  as  the  coaft  lay,  being  continually  within 
Jigth  of  the  continent,  among  innumerable  ifla-nds* 
and  generally  in  thick  foggy  weather. 

On  the  1 5th,  having  occafion  to  fend  a boat  on 
board  the  Difcovery,  one  of  the  people  in  her  fliot 
a very  beautiful  bird  of  the  hawk  kind.  It  is  fome- 
what  lefs  than  a duck,  and  of  a black  colour,  except 
the  forepart  of  the  head,  which  is  white  : and  from 
above  and  behind*  each  eye  lifes  an  elegant  yel- 
lowifh-whi-ie  crcft,  revolved  backward  as  a ram* 
horn  ; the  bill  and  feet  me  red.  Gap*.  Cook  con- 
jectures it  to  he  the  Alca  Monochroa  of  Steller, 
mentioned  in  the  Hiftoryof  Kamtfchatka.  Several 
of  tliefe  birds  were  afterwards  feen,  and  fometimcT 
in  large  flocks. 

On  thc'igth  fome  natives,  in  three  or.  four ca-* 
nocs,  who  had  been  following  the  Difcovery  for 
£>me  time,  at  length  got  under  her  ftern.  One  of 
them  then  made  many  figns,  taking  off  his  cap,  and 
bowing,  after the  European  manner.  A rope  being 
handed  down,  to  this  he  Dftened  a fmall  thin  woden 
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cafe  or  box  ; and  having  delivered  this  fafe,  and 
fpoken  fomething,  and  made  fome  more  figns,  the 
canoes  dropped  a Hern,  and  left  the  Difcovery.  No 
one  on  board  had  any  fufpicion  that,  the  box  con- 
tained any  thing  till  after  the  departure  of  the  canoes, 
■when  it  was  accidentally  opened,  and  a piece  of  pa- 
per was  found  folded  up  carefully,  upon  which 
Something  was  written  in  the  Ruffian  language,  as 
was  fuppofed.  The  date  1778  was  prefixed  to  it  ; 
and,  in  the  body  of  the  written  note,  there  was  a re- 
ference to  the  year  >776.  No  one  being  learned 
enough  to  decypher  the  alphabet  of  the  wt  iter,  his 
numeralls  marked  fufnciently  that  others  had  pre- 
ceded us  in  v i fi ting  this  dreary  part  of  the  globe, 
who  were  united  to  us  by  other  ties  befides  thofe  of 
our 'common  nature  ; and  the  hopes  of  loon  meet- 
ing with  fome  of  the  Ruffian  traders,  could  not  but 
give  a fenfible  falisfaflion  to  thofe  who  had,  for  fuch 
a length  of  time,  been  converfant  with  rhe  favages 
of  the  Pacific  Ocean,  and  of  the  continent  of  North 
Amet  icj . 

Capt.  Clark  was,  at  firfl,  of  opinion,  that  fome 
Ruffians  had  been  ihipwrecked  here  ; and  that  tliefe 
Unfortunate  perfons,  feeing  the  d.ip  pafe,  had  taken 
this  method  to  inform  them  of  their  fituation.  Im- 
preifed  with  humane  fentimems,  on  fych  an  occafion, 
he  was  defirous  of  Hopping  till  they  might  have 
time  to  join  the  lliips.  Rut  no  fuch  idea  occurred 
to  Capt.  Cook,  to  whom  it  feemed  obvious,  that  if 
(his  had  been  the  cafe,  it  would  have  been  the  iirfl 
Hep  taken  by  fuch,  Ihipwrecked  perfons,  in  order  to 
fecurc  to  ihcmfelvcs,  and  to  their  companions,  the 
relief  they  could  not  but  be  folicitous  about,  to  fend 
fome  of  their  body  off  to  the  lliips  in  the  canoe*- 
For  this  reafon,  he  rather  thought  that  the  paper  con* 
tained  a note  of  information,  left  by  fome  RulHjn 
tradcis,  who  had  lately  been  amcngR  thefc 
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to  be  delivered  to  the  next  of  their  countrymen 
who  I!, mild  ariive  ; and  that  the  natives,  feeing  the 
iliips  pafs,  and  fuppoling  them  to  be  Kuflians,  had 
rcfolved  to  bring  off  the  note,  thinking  it  might  in- 
duced them  to  hop.  Fully  convinced  of  this,  Capt. 
Cook  did  not  (lay  to  enquire  any  farther  into  the 
matter,  but  made  fail,  and  Itood  away  to  the  weft- 
ward. 

On  the  21  rt,  at  noon,  Capt.  Cook  found  himfclf 
two  leagues  diflant  from  Halibut  Illand.  Rocks  anti 
breakers  now  forced  him  fo  far  from  the  continent, 
that  he  had  but  a diflant  view  of  the  coaft  between 
Rock  Point  and  Halibut  Illand.  Over  this  and  the 
abjoining  iflands  he  could  fee  the  main  land  covered 
with  fnow  ; hut  particularly,  fome  hills,  whofc  ele- 
vated tops  were  feen,  towering  above  the  clouds,  to 
a moll  llupendous  height.  The  molt  foutli  wclterly 
of  thefe  hills  was  difeovered  to  have  a volcano, 
which  continually  threw  up  vail  columns  of  black 
fmokc.  It  Hands  not  far  from  the  coaft  ; and  in  the 
latitude  of  54  deg.  48  min.  and  the  longitude  of 
195  deg.  45  nun.  The  volcano  is  a complete  one  and 
is  at  the  very  fummit.  He  feldom  faw  this  (o  r indeed 
any  other  of  thefe  mountains)  wholly  dear  of 
clouds.  At  times,  both  bafe  and  fummit  would  be 
clear  ; when  a narrow  cloud,  lomeiimes  two  or 
three,  one  above  another,  would  embrace  the  mid- 
dle, like  a girdle  ; which,  with  the  column  of  fmokc, 
riling  perpendicular  to  a great  bight  cut  of  its  top, 
and  fpreading  before  the  wind  into  a tail  of  vaft 
length,  made  a piclmefque  appearance.  It  may  be 
worth  remarking,  that  the  wind,  at  the  bight  to 
which  the  fmoke  of  this  volcano  reached,  moved 
fometimes  in  a direction  contraiy  to  what  it  did  at 
fea,  even  when  it  blew  ? frclh  gale. 

In  the  afternoon,  having  thiee  hours  calm,  the 
people  caught  upwaids  of  a hundred  halibuts,  fome 
of  which  weighed  a hundred  pounds.  This  was  a 
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very  feafonable  refrefbment.  In  the  hight  of  the 
fifhing,  which  Jwas  three  or  four  miles  from  the 
fliore,  a fmall  canoe,  conduced  by  one  man,,  came 
to  them  from  an  adjacent  ifland.  On  approaching 
thefhip,  he  took  off  his  cap,  and  bowed,  as  the  other 
had  done,  who  vifited  the  Difcovcry  the  preceding 
day.  It  was  evident,  that  the  Ruffians  muil  have 
a communication  and  traffic  with  ifiefe  people:  not 
only  from  their  acquired  politenefs,  but  from  the 
note  before-mentioned-  But  there  was  now  a frefh 
proof  of  it  : for  this  vifiter  wore  a pair  of  gteen 
cloth  breeches,  and  a jacket  of  black  cloth,  or  fluff, 
under  the  gut,  fhirt  or  frock  of  his  own  country. 
He  had  nothing  to  barter,  except  a gray  fox  fkin, 
and  fome  filhing  implements  or  harpoons;  the  heads 
of  the  (haft  of  which,  for  the  length  of  a foot,  or 
more,  were  neatly  made  of  bone,  as  a walking-cane, 
and  carved.  He  had  with  him  a bladder,  full  of 
fomething,  which  was  fuppofed  to  be  oil  ; for  he 
opened  it,  took  a mouthful,  and  then  faflened  it 
again. 

On  the  36th,  although  it  was  day-light,  the  wea- 
ther was  fo  thick  and  foggy,  that  they  could  not  fee 
a hundred  yards  before  them  ; but,  as  the  wind  was 
now  moderate,  the  Captain  ventured  to  run.  At 
half  paft  four,  he  was  alarmed  at  hearing  the  found 
of  breakers  on  his  larboard  bow.  On  heaving  the 
lead,  he  found  twenty-eight  fathoms  water  ; and  the 
next  caft,  twenty-five.  He  immediately  brought 
the  fhip  to,  and  anchored  in  this  lafl  depth  ; calling 
to  the  Difcovery,  which  was  clofe  by,  to  anchor  alfo- 
A few  hours  after,  the  fog  having  cleared  away  a 
little,  it  appeared  that  he,  had  efcaped  imminent 
danger.  He  found  himfclf  three  quarters  of  a mile 
from  the  Nojrth  Eaft  fide  of  an  ifland,  which  extend- 
be  from  South  by  Weft  half  Weft,  to  North  by  Laft 
half  Eaft,  each  extreme  about  a league  dilhnt

Two  elevated  rocks,  the  one  bearing  South  by  Eaft, 
and  the  other  Eaft  by  South,  were  about  half  a 
league  each  from  the  lhips,  and  about  the  fame  dif- 
tance  from  each  other.  There  were  feveral  bieakers 
about  them  ; and  yet,  Providence  had,  in  the  dark, 
conduced  the  lhips  through,  between  thefe  two 
rocks,  which  we  fhould  not  have  ventured  in  a clear 
day,  and  to  fuch  an  anchoring  place,  that  we  could 
not  have  chofen  a better.' 

The  illand,  to  which  they  were  conduced  in  this 
providential  manner,  lies  on  the  South  fide  of  Oona- 
lafhka,  another  ifland,  where  they  afterwards  found- 
an  excellent  harbour,  called  by  the  natives  Samga- 
nooda.  Here  they  watered,  but  found  no  wood. 
Oonalafhka  is  one  of  the  numerous  group  of  iflands, 
which  extend  for  a confiderable  diftance  towards  the 
S.  W-  from  a very  projecting  cape  on  the  continent 
of  America,  which  lies  in  lac • 54  and  halfdeg.  N. 
and,  by  Capt-  Cook,  is  named  Alafhka.  In  ap- 
proaching this  ifland,  they  faw  fomc  natives  towing 
in  two  whales,  which,  it  was  fuppofed,  they  had  juft 
kUled.  A few  of  them,  now  and  then,  came  off  to 
fche  (hips,  and  bartered  a few  trifling  things  with  the 
people,  but  never  remained  above  a quarter  of  an 
hour  at  a time.  On  the  contrary,  they  rather  feemed 
fhy  ; and  yet  the  crew  could  judge  that  they  were 
no  ft  rangers  to  veffels,  in  fomc  degree  like  theirs. 
They  behaved  with  a degree  of  politenefs  unknown 
to  favage  tribes. 

While  the  fhips  lay  in  the  harbour  of  Samganooda, 
Several  of  the  natives  came  off,  each  in  a canoe 
and  bartered  a few  fifhing  implements  for  Tobacco- 
One  of  them,  a young  man,  overfet  his  canoe,  while 
along-fide  of  one  of  the  boats.  Our  people  caugltf 
hold  of  him,  but  the  canoe  went  a drift,  and  being 
picked  up  by  another,  was  carried  afhore.  The 
youth,  by  this  accident,  was  obliged  to  come  into 
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the  fhip  ; and  he  went  down  into  the  cabin,  upon  the 
firfl  invitation  without  exprefling,  the  Icaft  reluctance, 
or  uneafinefy.  His  diefs  was  an  upper  garment  like 
a Inirt,  made  of  the  large  gut  of  fea  animals,  probably 
the  whale  ; arid  an  under  garment  of  the  fame  lhape, 
made  of  the  Ikin  of  birds,  drelied  with  the  feathers 
on,  and  neatly  fewed  together;  the  feathered  fide 
being  worn  next  his  fkin.  It  was  mended,  or  patched 
with  pieces  ofliik-ftuflf;  and  his  cap  was  ornamented 
with  two  or  three  forts,  of  glafs  beads.  His  own 
clothes  being  wet,  Capt.  Cook  gave  him  others,  in 
which  he  drefied  himfelf,  with  as  much  cafe  as  the 
Captain  could  have  done.  From  his  behaviour, 
and  that  of  fome  others,  he  was  convinced  thatthefe 
people  were  no  flrangcrs  to  Europeans,. and  to  fome 
of  their  cufloms.  -But  there  was  fomething  in  the 
fhips,  that  greatly  excited  their  curiofiiy;  for  fuch  as 
could  not  come  olF  in  canoes,  ailcmbled  on  the 
neighbouring  hills  to  look  at  them. 

Soon  after  t lacy  anchored,  a native  brought  on 
board  fucli  anpther  note  as  had  been  given  to  Capt. 
Clcrke.  He  prefented  it  to  Capt.  Cook  ; but  it  was 
written  in  the  Ruffian  language,  which, -as  already 
obfeived,  none  of  them  could  read.  As  it  could  be 
of  no  ufe  to  Capt.  Cook,  and  might  be  of  confe- 
quence  to  others,  he  returned  it  10  the  bearer,-  and 
difmiied  him  with  a few  prefents;  for  which  he  ex- 
prelfed  his  thanks,  by  making  feverai  low  bows  as  lie 
retired. 

in  walking,  next  day,  along  the  Poore,  Cr.pt.  Cook 
met  with  a group  of  natives  of  botii  foxes,  feated  on 
the  giafs,  at  a repaft,  confining  of  raw  filh,  which 
they  feemed  to  eat  with  as  much  relifli  as  we  fliould 
a turbot,  ferved  up  with  the  richcft  fauce-  7 hick 
fogs,  and  a contrary  wind,  detained  him  till  the  ad 
of  July;  which  afforded  an  opportunity  of  acquiring 
fome  knowledge  of  the  country,  and  its  inhabitants. 
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Cipr.  Cook,  left  Oonalaffika  on  the  2d  of  July* 
177s,  and  proceeded  northward.  On  the  3d  of 
Auguft,  he  loft  Mr.  Andcrfon,  furgeon,  who  had 
been  lingering  under  a confumption  upwards  of  a 
year.  To  perpetuate  the  memory  of  this  valuable 
man,  to  whom  he  had  been  indebted  for  many  judi- 
cious obfervations  in  natural  lnftory,  an  illand  dif- 
covercd  foon  after  his  deceafc,  was  called  Ander- 
fon’s  Iftand.  On  thegth,  Capt.  Cook  came  in  fight 
of  the  moft  wefterly  point  of  all  America  hitherto 
known,  to  which  he  gave  the  name  of  Cape  Prince 
of  Wales.  This  Cape  is  fi lusted  in  lat.  65  deg.  46 
min.  and  in  the  long,  of  1 9 1 deg.  45  min.  Hence 
we  flood  over  to  a point  of  land,  which  forms  the 
eaftern  extremity  of  the  continent  of  Afia,  diftant 
from  Cape  Prince  of  Wales  about  13  leagues.  Ibis, 
as  it  appeared  in  the  fequel,  is  the  country  of  the 
Tfchutlki,  explored  bv  Bccring  in  1728.  Capt-  Cook 
anchored  on  the  S-  W-  fide  of  this  Cape,  in  a bay, 
to  which,  it  being  the  10th  of  Auguft,  he  gave  the 
name  of  St-  Lawrence. 

As  we  were  ftanding  into  this  bay,  we  perceived 
on  the  North  ftiore;  a village,  and  fome  people, 
whom  the  fight  of  the  fhips  leemed  to  have  thrown 
into  confufiou  or  fear-  We  could  plainly  fee  per- 
sons running  up  the  country  with  burdens  upon 
their  backs.  At  thefe  habitations  we  propofed  to 
land,  and,  accordingly,  went  with  threearmed  boats, 
accompanied  by  fome  of  the  officers*  About  30  or 
40  men,  each  armed  with  a fpontoon,  a bow,  and 
arrows,  flood  drawn  up  on  a rifing  ground  clofe  by 
the  village.  As  we  drew'  near,  three  of  them  came 
down  towards  the  ihip,  and  were  fo  polite  as  to  take 
offtheir  caps,  and  to  make  us  low  bows.  We  re- 
turned the  civility,  but  this  did  not  infpirc  them 
with  fufficient  confidence  to  wait  for  our  landing  ; 
for  the  moment  we  put  the  boats  affiorc,  they  re- 
tired. 
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tired,  The  Captain  followed  them  affiore  without 
arms;  and  by  figns  and  ge (lures  prevailed  on  them 
to  (lop,  and  receive  fome  trilling  prefents.  In  re- 
turn for  tliefe  they  gave  us  two  fox-fkins,  and  a 
couple  of  fca-horfe  teeth. 

They  feemed  very  fearful  and  cautious;  expref- 
fmg  their  defire,  by  figns,  that  no  more  of  our  peo- 
ple Ihould  be  permitted  to  come  up.  On  my  laying 
jny  hand  on  the  Ihouldcr  of  one  of  them,  he  ffarted 
back,  feveral  paces.  In  proportion  as  I advanced, 
they  returned  backwards;  always  in  the  attitude  of 
being  ready  to  make  life  of  their  fpears  ; while  thofe 
on  the  riling  ground  flood  ready  to  Support  them 
with  their  arrows.  Infcnfibly,  myfelf,  and  two  or 
three  of  my  companions,  got  in  amongft  them.  A 
few  beads  diftributed  to  thofe  about  us,  foon  created 
a kind  of  confidence;  fo  that  they  were  not  alarmed 
when  a few  more  of  our  people  joined  us  ; and,  by 
degrees,  a fort  of  traffic  commenced.  In  exchange 
for  knives,  beads,  tobacco,  and  other  articles,  they 
gave  us  fome  of  their  clothing,  and  a few  arrows. 
But  nothing  that  we  had  to  offer  could  induce  them 
to  part  with  a fpear  or  a bow.  Thelc  -they  held  in 
conlla m read inefe,  never  once  quitting  them,  except 
at  one  time,  when  four  or  live  perfous  laid  theirs 
down,  while  they -gave  us  a fong  and  a dance.  And 
even  then,  they  placed  them  in  fuch  a manner  that 
they  could  lay  hold  of  them  in  an  inftaut ; and,  So, r 
their  fecurity,  liicy  delired  us  to  fit  down. 

The  arrows  were  pointed  with  either  bone  or  ftone, 
but  very  few  of  them  had  barbs  ; and  feme  had  a round 
plump  point.  What  ufe  they  may  be  applied  to,  we 
could  not  fay,  unlefs  to  kill  fmall  animals,  without 
damaging  the  Ikin.  The  bows  were  fuch  as  we  had 
fecn  on  the  American  coaft.  The  fpears  or  fpon- 
toons,  were  of  iron  or  Heel,  and  European  or  Afiatic 
workmanihip  ; in  which  no  little  pains  had  been  ta- 
ken 
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ken  to  ornament  them  with  carving,  and  inlayings 
of  brafs,  and  of  a white  metal.  Thole  who  flood 
ready  with  bows  and  arrows  in  their  hands,  had  the 
fpear  flung  over  their  right  Ihouldcr  by  a leathern 
ftrap.  A leathern  quiver,  flung  over  their  left  (houl- 
der,  contained  arrows  ; and  fume  of  thefe  quiveis 
were  extremely  beautiful,  being  made  of  red  leather, 
on  which  was  very  neat  embroidery,  and  other  or- 
naments. 

Several  other  things ; and  in  paticular  their  cloth- 
ing,  (hewed  that  they  were  polfeifcd  of  a degree  of  ' 
ingenuity,  far  iurpafling  what  onecould  expetfl  to  find 
amongfl  fo  Northern  a people.  All  the  Americans 
we  had  feen  fince  our  ariival  on  that  coafl,  were  ra- 
ther low  of  llature,  with  round  chubby  faces,  and 
high  cheek  bones.  The  people  we  now  were  amongfl, 
far  /frotn  refembling  them,  had  long  vifages,  and 
were  flout  and  well-made.  In  fhort  they  appeared 
to  be  quite  a different  nation.  We  faw  neither  wo- 
men nor  children  of  either  fex,  nor  any  aged,  ex- 
cept one  ipan  who  was  bald-headed,  and  he  was  the 
only  one  who  carried  no  arms.  The  ethers  feemed 
to  be  picked  men,  and  father  under  than  above  the 
middle  age.  The  old  man  bad  a black  mark  acrofs 
his  face,  which  I did  not  fee  in  any  others.  All  of 
them  had  their  cars  bored;  and  foiue  had  glafs- beads 
hanging  to  them.  Thefe  were  the  only  hxed  orna- 
ments we  faw  about  them,  fur  they  uear  none  to  the 
lips.  This  is  another  thing  in  which  they  differ  from 
the  Americans  we  had  lately  feen. 

Their  clothing  conflftcd  of  a cap,  a frock,  a pair 
of  breeches,  a pair  of  boots,  and  a pair  of  gloves,  all 
made  of  leather,  or  of  the  fkins  of’deer,  dogs,  (cals, 
Sec.  and  extremely  well  drefled  ; Come  with  the  bail- 
or furs  on  ; but  others  without  it.  The  caps  were 
made  to  (it  the  head  very  clofc,  and  beftdes  thefe 
caps  which  mod  of  them  wore,  we  got  from  them 
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fome  hoods,  made  of  (kins  of  dogs,  that  were  large” 
enough  to  cover  both  head  and  lhoutdcrs.  Their 
hair  feemed  to  be  black,  but  their  heads  were  either 
ihaved,  or  the  hair  cut  clofe  off;  and  none  of  them 
wore  any  beard.  Of  the  few  articles  which  they  got 
from  us,  knives  and  tobacco  were  what  they  valued 
moll. 

Wc  found  the  village  compofed  both  of  their  hum- 
mer and  their  winter  habitations.  The  latter  are 
exactly  like  a vault,  the  lloor  of  which  is  funk  be- 
low the  furface  of  the  earth.  One  of  them,  which 
wc  examined,  was  of  an  oval  form,  about  20  feet 
long,  and  1 2 or  more  high.  The  framing  was  com- 
pofed of  wood,  and  the  r ibs  of  whales,  difpofed  in  a 
judicious  manner,  and  bound  together  with  finallcr 
materials  of  the  fame  fort.  Over  this  framing  i3 
laid  a covering  of  flrong  coarfe  grafs,  and  again  is 
covered  with  earth  ; fo  that  on  the  outfide,  the 
houfe  looks  like  a little  hillock,  fupporied  by  a wall 
ol  ftone,  three  or  four  feet  high,  which  is  built  round 
thetwofides,  and  one  end  . At  the  other  end,  the 
earth  is  railed  (looping,  to  walk  up  to  the  entrance, 
which  is  by  a hole  in  the  top  of  the  roof  over  that 
end.  The  lloor  was  boarded,  and  under  it  a kind  of 
cellcr,  in  which  I faw  nothing  but  water.  And  at 
the  end  of  each  houfe  was  a vaulted  room,  which 
we  took  to  be  a ftor  e-room. 

After  a flay  of  between  two  and  three  hours  with 
thefe  people,  Capt.  Cook  returned  to  his  (hips,  and 
weighing  anchor,  proceeded  northward,  keeping  the 
coait  of  America  as  neat  as  poliible  on  board.  On 
the  17th,  we  perceived  a brightness  m the  northern 
horizen,  like  that  reflected  from  ice,  commonly 
called  the  blink.  In  was  little  noticed,  from  a fup- 
polition  that  it  was  improbable  they  fhould  meet 
with  ice  fo  loon-  And  yet  the  fharpnefs  of  the  air, 
and  gloomincfs  of  the  weather,  for  two  or  three  days 
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feemed  to  indicate  a fudden  change.  About 
half  an  hour  after,  the  light  of  a large  Held  of  icc 
left  tfiem  in  no  doubt  about  the  cafe  of  the  bright- 
nefs  of  the  horizon.  About  half  part  two  we  tacked 
clofe  to  the  edge  of  the  ice,  in  22  fathoms  water, 
being  then  in  lat.  of  70  deg.  41  min.  not  being 
able  to  Hand  on  any  farther,  for  the  ice  was  quite 
impenetrable,  and  extended  from  W.  by  S.  to  E.  by 
N-  as  far  as  the  eye  could  reach-  Here  were  abun- 
dance of  fea-horles,  fomc  on  the  water,  but  more 
upon  the  ice,  > 

The  next  day  at  noon,-  we  were  clofe  to  the  edge 
of  the  ice,  which  was  as  compaft  as  a wall,  and 
feemed  to  be  to  or  1 2 feet  high  at  lea (L  But  far- 
ther North,  it  appeared  much  higher.  Its  furface 
was  extremly  rugged  ; and  here  and  there  we  faw 
upon  it  pools  of  water.  At  this  time  they  were  three 
or  four  miles  from  the  American  coaft,  which  ex* 
tended  from  S.  to  S.  E<  by  E.  The  Eallern  extreme 
formed  a point,  which  was  much  incumbered  with 
ice,  for  which  reafon  it  obtained  the  name  of  Ice 
Cape.  Its  lat.  is  70  deg.  29  min.  and  its  long.  198 
deg.  20  min. 

On  the  19th,  they  found  a good  deal  of  drift  ke 
about  them,  and  the  main  icc,  was  about  two  leagues 
to  the  N.  At  half  pall  one  they  got  in  with  the 
edge  of  it-  It  was  not  fo  compaA  as  that  which 
they  had  fetn  to  the  northward:  but  it  was  too 
clofe,  and  in  too  large  pieces,  to  attempt  forcing  the 
{hips  through  it.  On  the  ice  lay  a prodigious  num- 
ber of  fea-horfes,  and  as  they  were  in  want  of  frelh 
provifions,  the  boats  frpm  each  fhip  went  to  get 
fonie- 

By  feven  in  the  evening,  they  had  received  on 
board  the  Refolution,  nine  of  thele  animals  ; which, 
lilt  now,  they  had  fuppofed  to  be  fea-ccws,  fo  tbdt 
they  were  not  a little  difappointed,  -especially  fome 
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of  the  feamen,  who,  for  the  novelty  of  the  thing,  had 
been  feafting  their  eyes  for  fome  days  pad.  Nor 
would  they  have  been  difappointed  now,  nor  have 
known  the  difference,  if  they  had  not  happened  10 
have  one  or  two  on  board,  who  had  been  at  Green- 
land, and  declared  what  animals  they  were,  and  that 
no  one  ever  eat  of  them.  But  notwithftanding  this, 
they  lived  upon  them  as  long  as  they  lafted ; and 
there  were  few  on  board  who  did  not  prefer  them  to 
fait  meat. 

They  lie  in  herds  of  many  hundreds  upon  the  ice, 
huddling  one  over  the  other  like  fwine,  and  roar  or 
bray  very  loud  ; fo  that  in  the  night  or  foggy  wea- 
ther, they  gave  us  notice  of  the  vicinity  of  the  ice, 
before  we  could  fee  it.  We  never  found  the  whole 
herd  afleep,  fome  being  always  upon  the  watch  ; 
thefe,  on  the  approach  of  the  boat,  would  wake  thoft 
next  to  them,  and  the  alarm  being  thus  gradually 
communicated,  the  whole  held  would  be  awake 
prefen tly  ; but  they  were  feldom  in  a hurry  to  get 
away,  till  they  had  been  once  fired  at,  then  they 
would  tumble  the  one  over  the  other  into  the  fea  in 
the  utmoft  confufion.  The  female  will  defend  the 
young  to  the  very  laft,  at  the  expence  of  her  own 
life,  whether  in  the  water  or  upon  the  ice.  Nor  will 
the  young  one  quit  the  dam,  though  fbe  be  dead,  fo 
that  if  you  kill  one  you  are  fure  of  the  other. 

It  is  worth  obferving,  that  for  feveral  days  we  had 
frequently  feen  flocks  of  duchs  flying  to  the  fouth-  I 
ward.  They  wfcre  of  two  forts,  the  one  much  larger 
than  the  other.  The  largeft  were  of  a brown  co- 
lour, and  of  the  fmall  fort,  either  the  duck  or  drake 
was  black  and  white,  and  the  other  brown.  Does 
nut  this  indicate  that  there  roufl  be  land  to  the 
North,  where  thefe  birds  find  fhelter  in  the  proper 
feafon  to  breed,  and  from  whence  they  were  now 
returning  to  a warmer  climate  ? 
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- * From  this  day  to  the  29th,  Capt.  Cook  kept  beat* 
-ing  along  the  edge  af  the  ice,  from  the  American 
to  the  Afiaiic  coaft,  with  intent,  if  poffible,  to  pene- 
trate it,  and  proceed  to  the  northward,  but  without 
cHe<R.  At  one  time,  he  was  in  a manner  furrounded 
by  the  ice,  and  had  no  way  left  to  clear  it,  but  by 
Handing  to  the  fouthward*  Afterwards,  having 
fallen  in  with  the  main  ice,  they  were  diretfled  how 
to  keep  along  the  edge  of  it,  by  the  roaring  of  the 
fea-horfes. 

On  the  27th,  Capt.  Cook  went  with  the  boats,  to 
examine  the  Hate  of  the  ice.  He  found  it  confifling 
ofloofe  pieces,  of  various  extent,  and  fo  clofe  toge- 
ther, that  he  could  hardly  enter  the  outer  edge  with 
a boat ; and  it  was  as  impoflible  for  the  fliips  to  en- 
ter it,  as  if  it  had  been  fo  many  rocks.  He  took  par- 
ticular notice,  that  it  was  all  pure  tranfparent  ice, 
except  the  upper  furface,  which  was  a little  porous. 
It  appeared  to  be  entirely  compofed  of  frozen  fnow, 
and  to  have  been  all  formed  at  fea.  For,  fetting 
afide  the  improbability,  or  rather  impoflibility,  of 
Juch  huge  mafies  floating  out  of  rivers,  in  which 
there  is  hardly  water  for  a boat,  none  of  the  produc- 
tions of  the  land  were  found  incorporated,  or  fixed 
in  it  ; which  muR  have  unavoidable  been  the  cafe, 
had  it  been  formed  in  rivers,  either  great  or  fmall. 
The  pieces  of  ice  that  formed  the  outer  edge  of  the 
field,  were  from  forty  to  fifty  yaids  in  extent,  to 
four  or  five  ; and  he  judged,  that  the  larger  pieces 
reached  thirty  feet,  or  more  under  the  furface  of  the 
water.  It  alfo  appeared  to  him  very  improbable, 
that  this  ice  could  have  been  the  produ<Rion  of  the 
preceding  winter  alone.  I fhould  fuppofe  it  rather 
to  have  been  the  produ<Rion  of  a great  many  winters. 
Nor  was  it  lefs  improbable,  according  to  my  judg- 
ment, that  the  little  that  remained  of  the  fummer, 
could  deRroy  the  tenth  part  of  what  now  fubfifled 
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ofthismafs;  for  the  fun  had  already  exerted  upon 
it  the  full  influence  of  his  rays.  It  is  the  wind,  or 
rather  the  waves  raifed  by  the  wind,  that  brings  down 
the  bulk,  of  thefe  enormous  malfes,  by  grinding  one 
piece  again  ft  another,  We  rpeafured  the  depth  of 
one  piece  of  ice,  and  found  it  to  be  fifteen  feet,  fo 
that  the  (hips  might  have  failed  over  it.  If  I had 
not  meafured  this  depth  I would  not  have  believed 
that  there  was  a fulficient  weight  of  ice  above  the 
furface  to  have  funk  the  other  lo  much  below  it. 

On  the  agth,  Capt.  Cook  proceeded  northward, 
as  far  as  Cape  North,  on  the  coaft  of  Alia  ; this  Cape 
he  determined  to  weather,  being  convinced  that, the 
coaft  beyond  it  mull  take  a wefterly  direction, 
as  he  could  fee  no  land  to  the  northward  of  it,  though 
the  honi/on  was  then  pretty  clear.  Being  difap- 
pointed  in  this  attempt,  the  Captain  now  found,  that 
the  feafon  was  fo  far  advanced,  and  at  the  time  when 
the  froft  was  expelled  to  fet  in  fo  near  at  hand,  that 
he  could  not  think  it  prudent  to  make  any  farther 
attempt  to  find  a palfage  into  the  Atlantic  this  year, 
in  any  direction.  His  attention,  therefore,  was  now 
direded  to  find  out  fome  place,  whete  he  might  be 
Supplied  with  wood  and  water;  and  the  firft  objeft 
in  his  thoughts  was,  how  he  (hould  fpend  the  winter, 
fo  as  to  make  fome  improvement  in  Geography 
and  Navigation,  and  at  the  fame  time,  be  in  a con- 
dition to  return  to  the  North  in  farther  fearch  of  a 
pafl'agc  the  enfuing  furamer.

LEAVING  <!iefe  drary  regions  of  ice  and  fnow, 
Capt.  Cook  now  fleered  Southward,  and  on 
the  31 A of  Auguft,  1778,  palled  by  a fmall  ifland 
about  three  leagues  from  the  main,  in  the  lat.  of  97 
deg-  45  min.  The  next  day  he  came  in  fight  of  a 
pretty  lofty  promontory,  in  the  lat-  of  97  deg.  3 min. 
and  in  the  long,  of  188  deg.  1 1 min.  He  was  now 
well  allured,  that  this  was  the  country  of  the  Tfchut- 
fki,  or  the  N.  E.  coaft  of  Afia,  and  that  this  Cape 
was  the  limit  of  Bcering’s  voyage  in  1728. 

On  the  Qd  of  September,  they  had  fair  weather 
and  fun-lhine,  of  which,  for  near  five  days  before, 
they  had  been  deprived  ; each  as  they  ranged  along 
the  coaft  ; at  the  diftance  of  lour  miles,  they  fa w fe- 
veial  of  the  inhabitants,  and  fome  of  their  habita- 
tions, which  looked  like  little  hillocks  of  earth.  In 
the  evening  they  palfed  the  Eaftern  Cape  ; the  fame 
point  of  land  which  they  had  palled  no  t lie  1 ith  of 
Auguft  : and  from  which  the  coaft  changes  its  di- 
reclion  and  tends  S-  W.  They  who  believe  impli- 
citly in  Mr.  Staehilin's  map,  thought  it  then  to  be  the 
Haft  point  of  his  llland  Alafchka  ; but  they  were  fa- 
tisfied,  by  this  time,  that  it  could  be  no  other  than 
ihe  Eaftern  promontory  of  Afia  ; and,  probably,  the 
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proper  Tfchukotfkoi  Nofs  ; though  the  promontory, 
to  which  Beering  gave  that  name,  is  farther  to  the 
S.  W»  However,  Capt.  Cook  concluded,  as  Beer- 
ing did  before  him,  that  this  is  the  mod  eafterly 
point  of  Afia.  It  is  a pcninfula  of  confiderable 
hight,  joined  to  the  continent  by  a very  low,  and 
to  appearance,  narrow  neck  of  land.  It  feems  a 
ft  cep  rocky  clift  next  the  fea  ; and  off  the  point  arc 
fome  rocks  like  fpires- 

After  pading  this  Cape,  Capt.  Cook  fleered  for 
the  northern  point  of  St.  Lawtence  Bay,  in  which 
he  had  anchored  on  the  10th  of  Auguft.  He  reached 
it  the  next  morning,  and  faw  fome  of  the  indabitants 
of  the  place  where  he  had  feen  them  before,  as  well 
as  feveral  others  on  the  oppofite  fide  of  the  bay. 
None  of  them,  however,  attempted  to  come  off  to 
the  ftiips,  which  he  thought  a little  extraordinary, 
as  the  weather  was  favourable  enough  ; and  thofc 
whom  he  had  lately  vifited,  had  no  reafon  that  he 
could  think  of,  to  diflike  their  vifitors.  Thefe  peo- 
ple mul)  be  the  Tfchutfki,  a nation,  that  the  Ruffians 
had  not  been  able  to  conquer  : and  from  the  whole 
of  their  conduct  with  us,  it  appears  that  they  have 
not  yet  brought  them  under  fubjetft ion,  though  it  it 
obvious  they  mull  have  a trade  with  the  Ruffians, 
either  direclly,  or  by  the  means  of  fome  neighbor- 
ing nation  ; as  we  cannot  otherwife  account  for 
their  being  in  the  pofleffion  of  the  Spontooji*  in  par- 
ticular, of  which  we  took  notice. 

As  Capt.  Cook  gave  the  name  of  St.  Lawrence  to 
this  bay,  on  account  of  his  having  anchored  in  it  on 
the  10th  of  Auguft.  This  bay  is,  at  leaft,  five  leagues 
broad  at  the  entrance,  and  four  leagues  deep,  nar- 
row towards  the  bottom,  where  it  appeared  to  be  to- 
lerably well  flickered  from  the  fca-winds,  provided 
there  be  fufficient  depth  of  water  for  fliips.  The 
Captain,  however,  did  not  wait  to  examine  it,  al- 
though 
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though  he  was  very  deGrous  of  finding  an  harbour 
in  thofe  parts,  to  which  he  might  refort  next  fpring. 
But  he  wanted  one  where  wood  was  to  be  got ; a a 
articale,  in  which  he  well  knew  this  place  to  be  defi- 
cient. In  the  afternoon,  in  the  diret-lion  of  their 
courfe,  they  faw  what  was  hrft  taken  for  a rock,  but 
it  proved  to  be  a dead  whale,  which  lome  natives  of 
the  Afiatic  coaft  had  killed,  and  were  towing  afhoie. 
They  feemed  to  conceal  tbemfelves  behind- the  filh, 
to  avoid  being  feen  : but  it  #as  unneccifaiy,  as  the 
Captain  puifued  his  courfe,  with  out  taking  and  no- 
tice of  them- 

On  the  4th  of  Sept,  lie  ceafed  to  follow  the  direc- 
tion of  the  coaft,  as  he  found  that  it  tended  wefletly, 
towards  the  gulph  of  Anadir,  into  which  he  had  110 
inducement  to  go.  He  therefore  fleered  to  the  South- 
ward, and  in  the  evening  came  in  fight  of  Bcerkig’s 
Jfland  of  St-  Lawrance.  He  was  now.  about  twelve 
leagues  from  the  foutheimoft  point  of  the  main  land, 
•which  bore  South,  83  min.  Weft.  This  he  took  to 
be  the  point,  which  Beering  calls  the  Eaft  point  of 
Suchotiki,  or  Cape  Tfcliukotikoi  ; a name,  which  he 
gave  it  with  propriety,  becaufe  it  was  from  this  part 
of  the  coaft  that  the  natives  came  off  to  him,  who 
call  themfelves  of  the  nation  of  the  Tfchutfki-  Capt. 
Cook  makes  its  lat.  to  be  64  deg.  i3.min.  and  its  long. 
*8fi  deg.  36  min. 

Being  thus  perfectly  convinced  that  he  was  on  the 
coaft  of  Afia,  and  not  on  the  Eaft  fide  of  the  great 
ifland  called  Alafchka,  he  now  Rood  over  to  the  coaft 
of  America,  in  hopes  of  finding  it  there-  He  was  ra- 
ther induced  to  fpend  fome  time  iu  fcarch  of  this 
Hland,  as  it  isreprefented  to  abound  with  wood,  which 
was  greatly  wanted  by  both  lliips. 

On  the  18th,  he  arrived  at  a Sound,  lying  between 
two  points  of  land,  one  of  which  to  the  North,  he 
named  Cape  Darby,  and  the  other  to  the  South,  Cape 
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Denbigh.  This  inlet,  which  (inhonour  ofSir  Fletcher 
Norton,  now  Lord  Grantham)  he  named  Norton 
Sound,  extends  to  the  northward  as  far  as  lat.  64  deg. 
34  min.  Here  they  found  water,  and  plenty  of  drift 
wood.  He  Raid  here  till  the  17th,  occafionally  land- 
ing, not  only  to  procure  wood  and  water,  but  to  re- 
frelh  the  men,  who  were  alternately  fent  on  (Lore  to 
feed  on  the  berries,  and  to  cut  brooms,  of  which 
they  were  in  want,  and  the  branches  of  fprucc  trees 
for  beer.  He  likewife  fent  Lieut.  King,  with  a party 
in  two  boats,  to  explore  the  found,  and  to  land  on 
the  adjacent  heights.  From  the  refuft  of  Lieut.  King's 
obfervations,  he  was  perfectly  falisfied  that  Mr.  Stxh- 
lin’s  ifland  was  quite  imaginary;  and,  in  the  fequel, 
lie  found  that  the  name  of  Alafchka  is  given  both  by 
the  Ruffians  and  natives  to  the  American  Continent 
in  general,  although  it  properly  belongs  to  a very 
projecting  Cape  adjoining  to  the  ifland  of  Oonamaka. 

During  Capt.  Cook’s  flay  in  this  Sound,  he  had 
fome  intercourfe  with  the  natives.  A family  of  them 
came  near  to  the  place  where  we  were  taking  off  wood- 
I know  not  how  many  there  wete  at  hi  ft  ; but  I only 
faw  the  hufband,  the  wife,  and  the  child;  and  a 
fourth  perfon  that  bore  the  human  tliape,  and  that 
was  all  ; for  he  was  the  niofl  deformed  cripple  i bad 
ever  feen  or  heard  of.  The  other  man  was  ahnoll 
blind  ; and  neither  he  nor  his  wife,  were  fuch  good 
looking  people  as  vve  had  foraetimes  feen  amongft  the 
natives  of  thiscoafl.  The  under  lips  of  both  were 
bored  ; and  they  had  in  their  po.Teffion  fome  fuch 
glafs  beads  as  I had  met  with  before  amongft  their 
rieighbouis.  But  iron  was  t]ieir  beloved  article. 
For  four  knives  which  we  had  made  out  of  an  old 
iron  hoop,  I got  from  them  near  4001b.  weight  of 
tilh,  which  they  had  caught  on  this  or  the  preceding 
day. 

Having  finifhed  the  ncceftary  occupations  at  Nor- 
ton Sound,  Capt.  Cook  thought  it-high  time 'to 
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think  ofleavtng  thefe  Northern  regions,  And  to  rfe- 
lire  to  fome  place  during  the  winter,  where  he  might 
procure  refrefhments  for  his  people,  and  a fmall  1 up- 
ply  of  provilions.  Petropatriowlka,  or  the  harbour 
of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul,  in  Kamtfchatka,  did  not 
appear  likely  to  furnifh  either  the  one  or  the  other, 
for  fo  large  a number  of  men.  He  had,  befides, 
other  reafons  for  not  repairing  thither  at  this  time. 
The  firft,  and  on  which  all  others  depended,  was  the 
great  diflike  to  lie  inactive  for  fix  or  feven  months; 
Which  would  have  been  the  necefl'ary  confcqucnce 
of  wintering  in  any  of  thefe  Northern  parts.  No 
place  was  conveniently  within  his  reach,  where 
he  could  expeft  to  have  his  wants  relieved,  as  the 
Sandwich  Iflands.  To  them,  therefore,  he  deter- 
mined to  proceed,  after  firft  endeavouring  to  find  a 
harbour  on  the  continent  of  America,  to  the  fouch- 
Ward,  where  he  could  meet  with  a farther  fupply  of 
water. 

Leaving  Norton  Sound  on  the  17th,  Capt.  Cook 
fucceffively  faw  Befborough  Illand,  Stuart’s  Ifland, 
Clarke’s  Illand,  Gore’s  Illand,  and  Pinnacle’s  Ifland. 
But  neither  among  thefe  dor  along  the  coaft,  could 
he  find  an  harbour,  where  he  could  procure  the 
■ivifhed-for  fupply  of  Water.  It  is  hereto  be  obferved, 
that  no  land  was  to  be  feen  to  the  fouthward  of 
Point  Shallow  water,  which  he  judged  to  lie  in  the 
lat.  of  63  deg.  fo  that  between  this  lat.  and  Shoal 
Nefs,  in  the  lat-  of  60  deg.  the  coaft  is  entirely  un- 
explored. 

At  length,  on  the  ad  of  October,  he  agaih  arrived 
at  the  illand  of  Oonalaflika,  and  hauled  into  a bay, 
known  by  the  name  Egoochlhack,  lying  ten  mile* 
fo  the  weftward  of  the  harbour  of  Samganoodha 
where  he  had  formerly  anchored  ; blit  finding  \ery 
deep  water  in  this  bay,  he  was  glad  to  get  out  again. 
The  natives,  manv  of  whom  lived  here,  viftted  them 
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at  different  times,  bringing  with  them  dried  fdmon 
and  other  hfli,  which  they  exchanged  with  the  Tea- 
men for  tobacco.  But  a few  days  befoie,  every 
ounce  of  tobacco  that  was  in  t lie  fiiip,  had  been  dif- 
tributed  among  them,  and  the  quantity  was  not  half 
fufheient  to  anfwer  their  demands.  ISjotwithftanding 
this,  fo  improvident  is  an  Englifhfailor,  that  they 
were  as  profufc  in  making  their  bargains,  as  if  they 
had  now  arrived  at  the  port  in  Virginia  ; by  which 
'means,  in  lefsthe  48  hours,  the  value  of  this  arti- 
cle of  barter  was  lowered  above  1000  per  cent. 

On  the  3d  they  anchored  in  Samganooda  har- 
bour ; and  the  carpenters  weie  employed  in  repur- 
ing  a leak,  which  the  Refolution  had  fprung,  in  her 
palfage  from  Norton  Sound.  The  vegetables  that 
had  been  here  met  with,  were  now  moftly  in  a ftate 
ofdecay  ; fo  that  they  were  but  little  benefited  by 
the  great  quantites  of  berries  every  where  found 
afhore.  That  they  might  avail  themfelves  as  much 
as  poflible  of  this  ufeful  refrefhment,  one  third  of 
the  people,  by  turns,  had  leave  to  go  and  pick  them. 
Confiderable  quantities  of  them  were  alfo  procured 
from  the  natives.  If  there  were  any  figns  of  the 
feurvy  in  cither  (hips,  thefe  berries,  and  the  ufeof 
f-pruce  beer,  which  they  had  to  drink  every  day, 
effe&ually  radicated  them.  The  filhery  likewife 
enabled  them  to  make  a confiderable  faving  of  their 
fea  provifion.  And,  at  this  Illand,  the  captain 
found  a Ruffian  fettlernent  or  fadfory,  for  the  pro- 
curing of  the  ikins  of  fea-otters.  Mutual  civiliti« 
palled  between  the  Captain  and  the  Chiefs  of  this 
iettlement  ; from  whom  he  procuied  much  ufeful 
information  ; 3nd  by  whofe  means  he  difpaccheda 
. letter  to  the  Lords  of  the  admiralty  (inclofing  1 
Chart  of  all  the  Northern  coafl  he  had  vifitedjL 
which  was  to  be  forwarded  the  enfuing  fpring,  to 
Major  Bchm,  Governor  of  Kamtfchatka,  and  by 
him  the  following  winter  to  Peterfburgh.

'Capt.  Cook  continued  at  Oonalafhka  till  the  26th 
•of  October,  1778.  But  before  we  proceed  fauher 
'ir\  the  Voyage,  wc  (hall  give  bis  account  of  feveral 
interefling  particulars  relative  to  thisifland. 

After  we  became  acquainted  with  thefe  Ruffians, 
fome  of  our  gentlemen,  at  different  times,  vifiled 
their  fettlements  on  the  ifland  ; where  they  always 
met -with  a hearty  welcome.  This  fettlejment  con- 
fided of  a d welling-houfe,  and  two  ftore-houfes. 
And,  befides  the  Ruffians,  there  was  a number  of  the 
Kamtfchadales,  and  of  the  natives,  as  fervants  or 
flaves,  to  the  former.  Some  others  of  the  natives, 
who  feemed  independent  of  the  Ruffians,  lived  at 
the  fame  place.  Such  of  them  as  belonged  to  the 
•Ruffians  were  all  males  ; and  -they  are  taken,  or 
perhaps,  purchafed  from  their  parents  when  young. 
There  was,  at  this  time,  about  twenty  of  thcle,  who 
•could  be  looked  upon  in  no  other  light  than  as 
children.  They  all  live  in  the  fame  houle  ; the 
Ruffians  at  the  upper  end,  the  Kamtfchadales  in  the 
■middle  * and  the  natives  at  the  lower  end  : where  is 
fixed  a large  boiler  for  • prepairing  their  food,  which 
confifts  chiefly  of  what  the  fea  produces,  with  the 
addition  of  wild  roots  and  berries.  There  is  little 
difference  between  the  firft  and  laft  table,  befides 
?what  is  produced  by  cookery,  in  which  the  Ruffians 
Rave  the  art  to  make  indifferent  things  palatable. 
I have  eat  whale's  flelh  of  their  dreffing,  which  I 
thought  very  good  : and  they  make  a kind  of  pan- 
pudding of  falmon  roe,  beaten  up  fine,  and  fried, 
that  is  no  bad  fuccedaneum  for  bread.  They  may 
now  and  then,  taft  real  bread,  or  have  a difh  in 
which  flour  is  an  ingredient  ; but  this  can  only  be  an 
occafional  luxury.  If  we  except  the  juce  of  ber- 
ries, which  they  lip  at  their  meals,  they  have  no 
other  liquor  befides  pure  water  ; and  it  feems  to  be 
very  happy  for  them  that  they  have  nothing  ftronger. 
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As  the  ifland  fupplies  them  with  food,  fo  itdoes, 
in  a great  meafure,  with  clothing.  This  confift* 
chiefly  oflkins,  and  is,  perhaps,  the  beft  they  could 
have.  The  upper  garment  is  made  like  our  wag- 
goner’s frock,  and  reaches  as  low  as  the  knee.  Be- 
fides  this  they  wear  a waiftcoat  or  two,  a pair  of 
breeches,  a fur  cap,  and  a pair  of  boots,  the  foals 
and  upper  leathers  of  which  are  of  Ruffian  leather; 
but  the  legs  are  made  of  a kind  of  ftrong  gut-  Their 
two  chiefs,  Ifmyloff  and  Ivanovitch,  wore  each  a 
calico  frock  ; and  they  as  well  as  fume  others,  had 
fhirls,  which  were  of  filk.  Thefe,  perhaps,  were  the 
only  pari  of  their  drefs  not  made  among  themfelves. 

There  are  Ruffians  fettled  upon  all  the  principal 
iflands  between  Oonalalhka  and  Kamfchaika,  for  the 
foie  purpofe  of  collecting  furs.  This  great  object  is 
the  fea  beaver  or  otter-  I never  heard  them  enquire 
after  any  other  animal  ; though  thofe,  whofe  lkins 
are  of  inferior  value,  are  alfo  made  part  of  their  car- 
goes. I never  thought  to  alk  how  long  they  have  had 
a fettlement  upon  Oonalalhka,  and  the  neighbouring 
illes  ; but  to  judge  from  the  great  fubjeCtion  the  na- 
tives are  under,  this  cannot  be  of  a very  late  date. 
The  Ruffians  began  to  frequent  Oonalalhka  in  176*. 
All  thefe  furies  are  relieved,  from  time  10  time,  by 
others-  Thofe  we  met  with,  arrived  here  from 
Okotfk,  in  1776,  and  arc  to  return  in  1781,  fo  that 
their  flay  at  the  ifland  will  be  four  years  at  leaft. 

It  is  now  lime  to  give  fome  account  of  the  native 
inhabitants.  To  all  appearance,  they  are  the  moll 
peaceable,  inoffenfive  people,  I ever  met  with.  And 
as  to  honefty,  they  might  ferve  as  a pattern  to  the 
xnoft  civilized  nation  upon  earth.  But,  from  what 
I faw  of  their  neighbours,  with  whom  the  Ruffians 
have  no  connexion,  1 doubt  whether  this  syasthejr 
original  difpofuion ; and  rather  think  that  it  Itfs 
been  the  confequence  of  thejr  prefent  date  of  fub- 
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jedion.  Indeed,  if  fome  of  our  gentlemen  did  not 
underftand  the  Ruffians,  they  had  been  obliged  to 
make  fome  feverc  examples,  before  they  could  bring 
the  natives  into  any  order.  If  there  were  feve- 
jities  inflicted  at  firft,  the  belt  apology  for  them  is, 
that  they  have  produced  the  happidt  confequences  ; 
and,  at  prefent,  the  greateft  harmony  fubiifts  be- 
tween the  two  nations.  The  natives  have  their  own 
.chiefs  in  each  ifland,  and  feem  to  enjoy  liberty  and 
propei ty  unmoiefled.  Rut  whether  or  no  they  are 
tributaries  to  the  Ruffians,  we  couid  never  find  out. 
There  was  fome  reafon  to  think  that  they  are. 

Thefe  people  are  rather  low  of  flature,  but  plump 
and  well  fhaped,  with  rather  ffiort  necks ; fwarlhy, 
^nd  chubby  faces,  black  eyes,  fmall  beards,,  and 
long,  ftraight,  black  hair,  which  the  men  wear  loofe 
behind,  and  cut  before,  but  the  women  tie  it  up  in  a 
hunch. 

Their  drefs  has  been  occafionally  mentioned.  Both 
fexes  wear  the  fame  fafhion  ; the  only  difference  is 
jn  the  materials.  J'he  women's  frock  is  made  of  the 
feal  ikin  ; and  that  of  the  men,  of  the  fkins  of  birds, 
both  reaching  below  the  knee.  This  is  the  whole 
drefs  of  the  women.  But  over  the  frock,  the  men 
wear  another  made  of  the  gut,  which  refills  water; 
and  has  a hood  to  it,  which  draws  over  the  head. 
Some  gf  them  wear  boats;  and  all  of  them  have  a 
kind  of  oval  fnouted  cap,  made  of  wood,  with  a rim 
jto  admit  the  head.  Thefe  caps  are  died  with  green 
and  other  colours  ; and  round  the  upper  part  of  the 
rim,  are  ftuck  the  long  brjflles  of  fome  lea-animal, 
on  which  are  flrung  giafs-beads,  and  on  the  front  is 
a fmall  image  or  two  made  of  bone. 

They  make  ufe  of  no  paint,  but  the  women  punc- 
ture their  faces  (lightly  ; and  both  men  and  women 
bore  the  under  lip,  to  which  they  fix  pieces  of  bone. 
But  it  is  uncommon  at  Oonalafhka,  to  fee  a man 
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with  this  ornament,  as  to  fee  a woman  without  it. 
Some  fix  beads  to  the  upper  lip,  under  the  noftrih ; 
and  all  of  them  hang  ornaments  in  their  ears. 

Their  food  conliffs  chiefly  of  filh,  fea-anitnah, 
birds,  roots,  and  berries;  and  even  of  fea-weed. 
They  dry  large  quantities  of  filh  in  fummer  ; which 
they  lay  up  in  fmall  huts  for  winter  ufe  ; and  pro- 
bably, they  preferve  roots  and  berries  for  thefame 
lime  of  fcarcity.  They  eat  almofl  every  thing  raw. 
broiling  and  boiling  were  the  only  methods  of  cook- 
ery that  I daw  them  make  ufe  of  ; and  the  Gi  ft  wa* 
very  probably  learnt  from  the  Ruffians.  Some  have 
got  little  brafs  kettles;  and  thofe  who  have  not,  make  | 
one  of  a flat  ftone,  with  Tides  of  clay,  not  unlike  a 
Jtanding  pye. 

1 was  once  prefent,  when  the  chief  of  Oonalafhka 
raade  his  dinner  of  the  raw  head  of  a large  halibut, 
juft  caught.  Before  any  was  given  to  the  chief,  two 
of  his  fervants  e.t  the  gills,  without  any  other  dref- 
fing,  befides  fqueezing  out  the  (lime-  This  done, 
one  of  them  cut  off  the  head  of  the  filli,  took  it  to 
she  fen  and  waffled  it,  then  came  with  it  and  fat  down 
by  the  chief,  lirlt  pulling  up  fome  grafs,  upon  a part 
of  which  die  head  was  laidland  the  reft  was  ffrewed 
before  the  thief.  He  then  cut  large  pieces  olf  the 
cheeks,  and  laid  thefe  within  the  reach  of  the  grtat 
man,  who  (wallowed  them  with  as  much  fatisfadioa 
as  wc  fhould  do  raw  oyflcrs.  When  he  had  done, 
the  remains  of  the  head  were  cut  in  pieces,  and  given 
to  the  attendants,  who  tore  off  the  meat  with  their 
xccth,  and  gnawed  the  bones  like  fo  many  dogs. 

As  thefe  people  ufe  no  paint,  they  are  not  fo  dirty 
in  their  perfons  as  the  farages  who  thus  befmear  them* 
fclves:  but  they  are  full  as  loufyand  filthy  in  their 
houfes.  Their  method  of  building  is  as  follows: 
They  dig,  in  the  ground,  an  oblong  fquare  pit,  the 
length  of  which  l'eidom  exceeds  fifty  feet,  and  breadth 
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twenty  ; but  in  general  the  dimcnfions  arc  fmallcr. 
Over  thisexcavation  theyform  the  roof ot  wood  which 
the  fea  throws  alhore.  This  roof  is  hr  It  covered  wim 
grafs,  and  then  with  earth;  fo  that  the  out  ward  ap- 
pearance is  like  a dunghill.  In  the  middle.  of  the 
loof  towards  each  end,  is  left  a fquare  opening,  > 
which  the  light  is  admitted  ; one  of  thete  opening* 
being  for  this  purpofc  only,  and  the  othci  being  alft> 
ufed§to  go  in  and  out  by,  with  the  help  of  a laddci  r 
or  rather  a pofl.  with  ftcps  cut  in  it.  In  fome  houfcs 
rhere  is  another  entrance  below  ; but  this  is  not  com- 
ii  a rhp  liHes  and  ends  of  tl.*  hues,

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American  continent,  who  had  never  feen,  nor  per- 
haps had  any  intercourfc  with  the  Ruffians.  Proba- 
bly a few  beads,  a little  tobacco  and  fnufr,  purchafed 
all  they  had  to  fpare.  There  are  few,  if  any  of  theni, 
that  do  not  fmokc,  chew  tobacco,  and  take  fnitff : a 
luxury  that  bids  fair  to  keep  them  always  poor- 

They  did  not  feem  to  wiih  for  more  iron,  or  to 
want  any  other  inflruments,  except  fewing  needles, 
their  own  being  made  of  bone.  With  thefe  they  not 
only  few  their  canoes,  and  make  their  clothes,  btu 
alfo  very  curious  embroidery.  Inftead  of  thread, 
they  ufe  the  fibres  of  finews  which  they  fplit  to  the 
thfeknefs  which  each  fort  of  work  requires.  All  few- 
ing  is  performed  by  the  women.  They  are  the  tai- 
lors, lhoe-makers,  and  boat-builders,  or  boat-co- 
verers.  They  make  mats  and  bafkets  of  grafs,  that 
are  both  beautiful  and  ftrong.  Indeed  there  is  a 
iieatnefs  and  perfection  in  moft  of  their  work,  that 
fhews  they  neither  want  ingenuity  nor  perfeveraiice. 

I faw  not  a fire  place  in  any  one  of  their  houfes. 
They  are’lighted,  as  well  as  heated,  by  lamps;  which 
are  Ample,  and  yet  anfwer  the  purpofe  very  well- 
They  are  made  of  a flat  ftone,  hollowed  on  one  fide 
like  a plate,  and  about  the  fame  fize,  or  larger.  In 
the  hollow  part  they  put  the  oil,  mixed  with  a little 
dry  grafs,  which  ferves  the  purpofe  of  a wick-  Both 
ipen  and  women  frequently  warm  their  bodies  over 
one  of  thefe  lamps,  by  placing  it  between  their  If gs> 
under  their  garments,  and  fating  thus  over  it  for* 
few  minutes. 

They  produce  fire  both  by  collifion  and  attthion: 
the  former  by  If riking  two  (fonts  one  againfi  a #o- 
ther;  on  one  of  which  is  a flick  of  about  eighteen 
inches  in  length,  and  the  other  a flat  piece.  Ih* 
pointed  end  of  the  flick  they  prefs  upon  the  other, 
whirling  it  nimbly  round  as  a drill  ; thus  producing 
fire  in  a few  minutes.  This  method  is  comwon  in 
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ftlany  parls  of  the  world.  It  is  praflifed  by  the  Kami* 
l'chadales,  by  thefe  people,  by  the  Greenlanders,  by 
the  Brazillians,  by  the  Otaheiteans,  by  the  New  Hoi-* 
landers,  and  probably  by  many  other  nations. 

No  fuch  thing  as  an  offenfive  or  defenfive  wea- 
port  W3S  feen  among  the  natives  of  Oonalafbka.  We 
cannot  fuppofe  that  the  Ruffians  found  them  in  fuch 
a defenceiels  ftate  ; it  is  more  probable  that,  for  their 
own  fccurity;  they  have  difarmed  them.  Pblitical 
reafons  too  may  have  induced  the  Ruffians  not  td 
allow  thefe  iflanders  to  have  any  large  canoes;  for  it 
is  difficult  to  believe  they  had  none  fuch  originally, 
as  we  found  them  amongft  all  their  neighbours. 
However,  we  faw  none  here  but  one  or  two  be- 
longing to  the  Ruffians.  The  canoes  made  ufe  of 
by  the  natives,  are  the  fmalleft  we  had  any  where 
feen  upon  the  American  coaft;  though  built  after 
the  fame  manner,  with  fome  little  difference  in  the 
conflru&ion.  In  the  managment  of  their  canoes, 
they  make  ufe  of  the  double-bla'ded  paddle,  which 
is  held  with  both  hands  in  the  middle;  fffiking  the 
water  with  a quick  regular  motion,  firft  on  one  fide, 
then  on  the  other.  By  this  means,  the  canoe  is  im- 
pelled at  a great  rate,  and  in  a direction  as  ftraighc 
as  a line  can  be  drawn.  In  failing  from  Egoochfliafc 
to  Samganooda,  two  or  three  canoes  kept  way  with 
the  fhip,  though  fhe  wa*  going  at  the  rate  of  fevers 
miles  an  hour* 

Their  fifhing  and  hunting  implement  differ  very 
little  from  thofe  ufed  by  the  Greenlanders,  as  they 
aredeferibed  by  Crantz.  With  refpect  to  the  fifties 
in  the  feas,  halibut  and  falmon  feem  to  be  in  the 
greateft  plenty  ; and  on  them  the  inhabitants  of  thefe 
iflesfubfift  chiefly:  at  leaf! , they  were  the  only  fort 
of  fifh,  except  cod,  which  we  obferved  to  be  laid  up 
for  their  winter  ftore. 

On  Monday  the  *6th,  Capt»  Cook  left  this  ifland.- 
His  intention  was  to  proceed  te  the  Sandwich  Ifland*/ 
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there  to  fpend  a few  of  the  winter  months,  and  then 
to  go  to  Kamchatka,  fo  as  to  endeavour  to  be  there 
by  the  middle  of  May,  the  enfuing  funimer.  On  the 
26th  of  November,  he  difeoveted  Mo  wee,  and  on 
the  30th  Owh/hce,  two  of  the  Sandwich  IQands- 
In  plying  between  thefe  two  iflands,  they  had  an 
occalional  traffic  with  the  natives  of  Owhyhee,  for 
pnovifions ; I never  met  with  a behaviour  fo  bee 
from  referve  and  fufpicion,  in  my  intercourfe  with 
any  tribes  of  favages,  as  we  experienced  in  the  peo- 
ple of  this  ifland.  It  was  very  common  for  them  to 
i'end  up  into  the  jhip  the  fcvcral  articles  they 
brought  off  for  barter : afterward,  they  would  come 
iu  thcmfelvcs,  and  make  their  bargains  on  the  quar- 
ter deck.  The  people  of  Otaheite,  even  after  our 
repeated  vifits,  did  not  care  to  put  fo  much  confi- 
dence in  us.  1 infer  from  this,  that  thofe  of  Owhy- 
hee mud  be  more  faithful  in  their  dealings  with  one 
another  than  the  inhabitants  of  Otaheite  are.  For 
if  little  faith  were  obferved  among  themfelves,  they 
would  not  be  fo  ready  to  truft  fi rangers.  It  is  alio 
to  be  obferved,  to  their  honour,  that  they  never  once 
attempted  to  cheat  us  in  exchanges,  nor  to  commit 
a theft.  They  underhand  trading  as  well  as  mol) 
people,  and  feemed  to  comprehend  clearly  the  rca- 
ibn  of  our  plying  upon  the  coaft.  For  though  they 
brought  off  provifion  in  great  plenty,  particularly 
pigs,  yet  they  kept  up  their  price  ; and  rather  than 
difpofe  of  them  for  lefs  than  they  thought  they  were 
worth,  would  take  them  alhore  again. 

Having  procured  a quantity  cf  fugar-cane  ; and 
having  upon  a trial,  made  but  a few  days  ago,  found 
that  a ftrong  dec  oil  ion  of  it  produced  a very  pala- 
table beer,  I ordered  fome  more  to  be  brewed,  for 
our  general  ufe.  But  when  the  calk  was  now 
broached,  not  one  of  our  crew  even  fo  much  as 
tailed  it.  As  I had  no  motive  in  preparing  this  be- 
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verage,  but  to  fave  our  fpiriti  for  a colder  climate, 
I gave  myfclf  no  trouble,  either  by  exerting  autho- 
rity, or  by  having  recourse  to  perfuafion,  to  prevail 
upon  them  to  drink  it;  knowing  that  there  was  no 
danger  of  the  feurvy,  fo  long  as  we  could  get  a plen- 
tiful fupply  of  other  vegetables.  But,  that  I might 
not  be  difappointed  in  my  views,  I gave  orders  that 
no  grog  Ihould  be  ferved  in  either  ihip.  I myfelf, 
and  the  officers,  continued  to  make  ufe  of  this  fugar- 
cane  beer,  whenever  we  could  get  materials  for 
brewing  it.  A few  hops,  of  which  we  had  fome  on 
board,  improved  it  much.  It  has  the  tafte  of  new 
malt  beer  ; and  I believe  no  one  will  doubt  of  its 
being  very  wholefome.  And  yet  my  inconfiderate 
crew  alledged  it  was  injurious  to  their  health. 

They  had  no  better  reafon  to  fupport  a refolution, 
which  they  took  on  our  firft  arrival  in  King  George’s 
Sound,  not  to  drink  the  fpruce  beer  made  there. 
But,  whether  from  a conlideration  that  it  was  not 
the  firft  time  of  their  being  required  to  ufe  that  li- 
quor, or  from  other  reafons,  they  did  not  attempt 
to  carry  their  purpofe  into  actual  execution  ; and  -I 
•had  never  heard  of  it  till  now,  when  they  renewed 
their  ignorant  oppofition  to  my  beft  endeavours  to 
ferve them.  Every  innovation  whatever,  on  board 
a fhip,  though  ever  fo  much  to  the  advantage  of 
Teamen,  is  fure  to  meet  with  their  higheft  difappro- 
bation ■ But  portable  foup,  and  fourkrout  were,  at 
firft,  condemned  as  fluff  unfit  for  human  beings. 
Few  commanders  have  introduced  into  their  fhips 
more  novelties,  as  ufeful  varieties  of  food  and  drink, 
than  I have  done.  Indeed  few  commanders  have 
had  the  fame  opportunities  of  trying  fuch  experi- 
ments, or  been  driven  to  the  fame  neceffity  of  try- 
ing them.  It  has,  however,  been,  in  a great  raea- 
fure,  owing  to  various  little  deviations  from  efta- 
•blifhed  practice,  that  I have  been  able  to  preferve 
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my  people,  generally  fpcaking,  from  that  dreadful 
4iftemper,  the  feurvy,  which  has  perhaps  deftroyed 
more  of  our  failors,  in  their  peaceful  voyages,  than 
have  fallen  by  the  enemy  in  military  expeditions- 

Many  days  vyere  fpent  in  plying,  in  endeavouring 
to  get  to  the  windward  of  Oyyhyhce,  and  to  find  a 
proper  place  for  anchorage.  At  one  time  the  ca- 
noes thronged  to  the  fiiip  with  hogs  and  women. 
The  latter,  the  Captain  obferved,  it  was  not  poffible 
to  keep  from  coming  on  board  ; no  women,  he  ever 
met  with,  were  lefs  referved  ; and  indeed,  it  appeared 
to  him,  that  they  yifited  the  {hips  with  no  other 
view,  that)  to  make  a furrender  of  their  perfons. 

At  length,  on  the  1 6th  of  January  1779,  a bay 
was  difeovnred  into  which,  after  he  had  /ent  to  exa- 
mine it,  Capt.  Cook  rcfolved  to  carry  the  (hips.  As 
night  approached,  the  greater  part  of  his  vifitors  re- 
tired to  the  Ihore  ; but  numbers  of  them  requefled 
his  permiflion  to  fleep  on  board.  Curiofity  was  not 
the  only  motive,  at  leaft  with  feme ; for,  the  next 
morning,  feveral  things  were  miffing.,  which  deter- 
mined him  not  to  entertain  fo  many  another  time. 

On  the  17th,  he  anchored  in  this  bay,  which  is 
called  by  the  natives  Karakakooa.  The  (hips  con- 
tinued to  be  much  crowded  with  natives,  and  were 
furrounded  by  a multitude  of  canoes.  I had  no 
where,  in  the  courfc  of  my  voyage,  feen  fo  nurae? 
rous  a body  of  people  afferabled  at  one  place.  For, 
beftdes  thofe  who  had  come  off  to  us  in  canoes,  all 
the  iliore  of  the  bay  was  covered  with  fpe&ators, 
and  many  hundreds  were  fwimming  round  the  fhips 
like  fhoaU  of  f i I h • We  could  not  but  be  ftrpck 
the  fmguiaiity  of  this  feene  ; and  perhaps  therpwere 
few  on  board  who  now  lamented  our  having  failed 
in  our  endeavours  to  iind  a Noffhern  paffage  home- 
ward iaU  fummer.  To  this  difappointment  we  owed 
pur  having  it  in  oqr  poyyer  to  reyiiit  the  Sandwich 
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{{lands,  and  to  enrich  our  voyage  with  a difcovery, 
which,  though  the  laft  feemed  in  many  refpcils,  to 
be  the  rnoft  important  that  had  hitherto  been  made, 
by  Europeans,  throughout  the  extent  of  the  Pacific 
Ocean 


BOOK  III. 

CHAP.  VIII. 

Dcjcription  of  Karakakcoa  Bay Ceremonies  al  ike  land- 
ing of  Capl.  Cook Arrival  of  Tereeobpo,  king  of  ihe 

ijland Vi  fit  from  the  king,  and  returned  by  Capl.

KARAKAKOOA  Bay,  is  fituated  on  the  W. 

fide  of  the  Iflaijd  Owhyhee.  It  is  bounded  by 
two  points  of  land,  at  the  diftance  of  half  a league, 
and  bearing  S.  S.  E-  and  N.  N.  W.  from  each  other. 

On  the  N.  point,  which  is  flat  and  barren,  (lands 
the  village  of  Kowrowa  ; and  in  the  bottom  of  the 
bay,  near  a grove  of  tall  cocoa-nut  trees  is  another 
village  of  a more  confiderable  fize,  called  Kakooa  ; 
between  them  runs  a high  rocky  cliff,  inacceffible 
from  the  fea-fhore.  On  the  S.  fide  the  coaft,  for  / 
about  a mile  inland,  has  a rugged  appearance;  be- 
yond which  the  country  rifes  with  a gradual  afeent, 
and  is  overfpread  with  cultivated  inclofures  and 
groves  of  cocoa-nut  trees,  where  the  habitations  of 
the  natives  are  fcattered  in  great  numbers.  The 
fhore  all  round  the  bay,  is  covered  with  a black  co- 
ral rock,  which  makes  the  landing  very  dangerous 
-in  rough  weather  ; except  at  the  village  of  Kakooa, 
where  there  is  a fipe  fandy  beach,  with  a Morai,  t>r 
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burying-place*  at  one  extremity,  and  a fmall  well  of 
i’lelh  water,  at  the  other-  In  this  bay. we  moored,  Jan. 
17,  1779,  on  the  N.  fide,  about  a quarter  of  a mile 
from  the  (bore,  Cowrowa  beaiing  N.  W. 

As  foon  as  the  inhabitants  perceived  cur  intention 
of  anchoring  in  the  bay,  they  came  olF  from  the 
ihorc  in  aflonifhing  numbeis,  and  exprefled  their 
joy  by  finging  and  (homing,  and  exhibiting  a variety 
of  wild  and  extravagant  gefturcs.  The  decks  and 
rigging  of  both  (hips  were  loon  completely  covered 
with  them  ; and  a multitude  of  women  and  boys 
who  had  not  been  able  to  get  canoes,  came  fwim- 
ming  round  us  in  fhoals  ; many  of  whom,  not  find- 
ing room  on  board,  remained  the  whole  day  playing 
in  the  water. 

Among  the  chiefs  who  came  on  board  the  Refo- 
lution,  was  a young  man,  named  Parcea,  whom  we 
foon  perceived  to  be  a perfon  of  great  authority. 
On  prefenting  himfelT  to  Capt-  Cock,  he  told  him, 
that  he  wasjakanee,  (we  afterwards  met  with  frn- 
ral  others  of  the  fame  denomination  ; but  whether 
ic  be  an,  officer,  of  fomc  degree  of  affinity,  wc  could 
jnever  learn  with  certainty)  to  the  king  of  the  ifland, 
who  w..s  at  that  time1  engaged  on  a miliary  expedi- 
tion at  Mo  wee,  and  was  expefled  to  return  within 
three  or  four  days.  A few  prefents  flora  Capt.  Cook 
attached  him  entirely  to  our  intcrells,  and  he  be- 
came exceedingly  nfeful  to  us  in  the  management 
of  his  countrymen,  as  wc  had  foon  occafion  to  ex- 
perience- For  wc  had  not  been  long  at  anchor, 
when  it  was  obfcrvcJ  that  the  Difcovery  had  Jucba 
number  of  people  hanging  on  one  fide,  as  o:calionc4 
her  to  heel  confidcrubly  : anJ  ihat  the  men  weie 
unable  to  keep  off  the  crouds  which  continued  pref- 
4ing  into  her.  Capt-  Cook,  being  apprebenfive  that 
(lie  might  fuffer  fume  injury,  pointed  out  the  dao- 
gpr  10  Parcca,  who  immediately  wpnt  to  their  a$ fi- 
ance 
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Stnce,  cleared  the  -(hip  of  its  intumbrance,  and  drove 
away  the  canoes  that  furrounded  her. 

The  authority  of  thefe  chiefs  over  the  inferior  peo- 
ple appeared,  from  this  incident,  to  be  of  the  moft 
defpotic  kind-  A firoilar  inftance  of  it  happened 
the  fame  day  on  board  the  Rcfolution  ; where  the 
crowd  being  fo  great,  a*  to  impede  the  .ncccHatr 
bufinefs  of  the  ihip,  we  were  obliged  to  have  rc- 
courfe  of  the  iiTiftance  of  Kanccna,  another  of  tbeir 
chiefs,  who  had  likewife  attached  hioifelf  to.Cape. 
Cook-  The  inconvenience  wc  laboured  under  being 
made  known,  he  immediately  ordered  Ins  country- 
men to  quit  the  vefiel,  and  we  were  not  a lialcJur- 
prifed  to  fee  them  jump  overboard,  without  3 mo- 
ment's hefitation  ; nil  except  one  mart,  who  loitering 
behind,  and  fire  wing  fome  unwiliingnefs  to  obey-, 
Kaneena  took  him  up  in  his  arms,  and  threw  him  in- 
to the  fea. 

Both  the  chiefs  were  men  of  ftrong  and  well  pro- 
portioned bodies,  and  of  countenances  remarkably 
pleafing,  efpecially  Kaneena,  who  was  the  fined  man 
I ever  faw.  ■ He  was  above  fix  feet  high,  and  tegu- 
lar and  ex preflivc  features,  with  lively,  dark  eyes  ; 
his  carriage  was  eafy,  Hrm,  and  graceful. 

It  had  been  already  mentioned,  that  during  our 
long  cruize  off  this  i Hand , the  inhabitants  had  al- 
ways behaved  with  gieat  faijnef*  and  honefty  in  their 
dealings,  and  had  not  fliewn  the  flighted  propenlity 
to  theft  ; which  appeared  to  us  the  mote  extraordi- 
nary, becaufc  thole  with  whom  we  had  hitherto  held 
any  imcrcourfe,  were  ot  the  lowed  rank,  cither  fer* 
vantsor  iilhermen.  We  now  found  the  cafe  exceed- 
ingly altered.  The  inwnenfe  crowd  of-  illandcrs, 
which  blocked  up  every  pan  of  the  Ibips,  not  only 
afforded  frequent  opportunities  of  pilfering  without 
rilk  or  difeovery,  but  our  inferiority  in  number, 
keld  forth  a profpecl  of  cfcaping  with  impunity  in 
’ " ’ cal«

cafe  of  detection.  Another  circurnftance,  to  which 
we  attributed  this  alteration  in  their  behaviour,  vni 
theprefenee  and  encouragement  of  their  cheifs ; 
for  generally  tracing  the  booty  into  the  pofl’cffion  of 
fome  men  of  confequence,  we  had  the  flrongeft  rea- 
fon  to  fufpeft  that  thefe  depredations  were  committed 
to  their  inftigation. 

Soon  as  the  Rcfoiution  had  got  into  her  ftation, 
our  two  friends,  Pareea  and  Kaneena,  brought  cn 
board  a third  chiefs,  named  Koah,  who,  we  were 
told,  was  a prieft,  and  had  been,  in  his  youth,  a dif- 
tinguifhed  warrior.  He  was  a little  old  man,  of  an 
emaciated  figure.  Being  led  into  the  cabin,  he  ap- 
proached Capt.  Cook,  with  great  veneration,  and 
threw  over  his  fhoulders  a piece  of  red  clothe  which 
he  had  brought  along  with  him.  Then  jftepping  a 
few  paces  back,  he  made  an  offering  of  a fmatl  pig, 
which  he  held  in  his  hand,  whilft  he  pronounced  a 
difeourfe  that  lafted  for  a ccnfidcrable  time.  This 
ceremony  was  frequently  repeated  during  our  flay 
at  Owhyhee,  and  appeared  to  us,  from  many  circum- 
fiances,  to  be  a fort  of  religious  adoration. 

When  this  ceremony  was  over,  Koah  dined  with 
Capt.  Cook,  eating  plentifully  of  what  was  fei  before 
him,  but,  like  the  reft  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  iftands 
in  thofe  feas,  could  fcarcely  be  prevailed  on  to  tafle 
a fecond  time  our  wine  or  fpirits.  In  the  evening. 
Capt.  Cook,  attended  by  Mr.  Bayleyand  Mr.  King, 
accompanied  him  on  fhore.  We  landed  at  the  beach, 
and  were  received  by  four  men,  who  carried  wands 
lipt  with  dog’shair,  and  marched  before  us,  pronounc- 
ing with  a loud  vice  a fhort  fentence,  in  which  we 
could  only  diftinguilh  the  word  Orono.  The  croud, 
which  had  been  collected  on  the  fhore,  retired  at  our 
approach  ; and  not  a perfon  was  to  be  fecn,  except 
a few  lying  proftrate  on  the  ground,  near  the  hutsof 
the  adjoining  village. 
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The  next  morning  the  i 8th,  we  went  on  fhorc  with 
n guard  of  eight  marines,  including  the  corporal  and 
lieutenant,  having  orders  to  creCt  the  obfervatory,  in 
luch  a (filiation  as  might  belt  enable  me  to  fuperimend 
and  protcCI  the  waterers,  and  the  other  working  parties 
that  were  to  be  on  Ihore.  As  we  were  viewing  a fpot 
conveniently  fituated  for  the  purpofe,  in  th,e  middle  of 
the  village,  Parcea  who  was  always  ready  to  Ihew  both 
his  power  and  his  good  will,  offered  to  pull  down  fome 
houfes  that  would  have  obftruClcd  our  oblei  vations. 
However,  we  thought  it  proper  to  decline  this  offer, 
and  fixed  on  a field  of  fweet  potatoes  adjoining  to  the 
Morni.  which  was  readily  granted  us  ; and  the  pritfls 
to  prevent  the  intruficn  of  the  natives,  immediately 
confecrated  the  place,  by  fixing  their  wands  round  the 
Wall  by  which  it  was  inclofed. 

This  fort  of  religious  interdiction  they  call  taboo;  a 
word  we  heard  often  repeated,  during  our  ftay  among 
thefe  illanders,  and  found  to  be  a very  powerful  and. 
extenfive  operation.  No  canoes  ever  prtlumed  to  land 
near  us  ; the  natives  fat  on  the  wall,  but  none  offered 
to  come  within  the  tabooed  fpace,  till  lie  had  obtained 
our  permiffion.  Bui  though  the  men,  at  our  requeft, 
would  come  acrofs  the  field  with  provilious,  yet  not  all 
our  endeavours  could  prevail  onthewomen  toapproach 
us.  Prefen ts  were  tiied,  but  without  effect  Pareea 
and  Koah  were  tempted  to  bring  them,  but  in  vain  ; 
we  werein  variably  anfwered,  that  the  Eatooa  and  Tcr- 
rceoboo  ( which  wasthenameof  their  king)  would  kill 
them-  This  circumffance  afforded  no  fmall  matter  of 
a mufeniem  to  our  friend*  on  board,  w here  the  crowds 
of  people,  and  particularly  of  women,  that  continued 
lo  flock  thither,  obliged  them  almoft  eVery  hour  to 
dear  the  veffel,  in  order  to  have  room  to  do  the  need* 
fary  duties  of  the  Ihip.  On  thefe  occafions,  two  or. 
three  hundred  women  were  frequently  made  to  jump 
into  the  water  at  once,  where  they  continued  fwim- 
* Ppp 
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ing  and  playing  about,  till  they  could  again  procure 
admittance. 

From  the  19th  to  the  24th,  nothing  very  material 
happened.  The  caulkers  were  fct  to  work  on  the  fides 
of  the  {hips,  and  the  rigging  was  overhauled  and  re- 
paired. The  falling  of  hogs  for Tea  (lore,  was  alfo  one 
of  the  principal  objedls  of  Capt.  Cook's  attention  i in 
which,  notwitli (landing  it  has  generally  been  thought 
impracticable  to  cure  the  fleth  ofanimalsby  falling,  in 
tropical  climates,  he  was  very  fuccefsful. 

We  had  not  been  long  fettled  at  our  obfervatory, 
before  we  difeovered,  in  our  neighbourhood,  the  ha* 
bitations  of  a fociety  of  priefts,  whofe  regular  attend- 
ance at  the  Morai  had  excited  our  curiofity.  Their 
huts  flood  round  a pond  ofwater.and  were  furrounded 
by  a grove  of  cocoa-nut  trees,  which  feparated  them 
from  the  beach  and  the  refl  of  the  village,  and  gave 
the  place  an  air  of  religious  retirement.  On  acquant- 
ing  Capt.  Cook  with  this,  he  refolved  to  pay  them  a 
vifit  : which  he  accordingly  did,  and  was  received 
with  nearly  the  fame  religious  ceremonies  as  at  the 
Morai. 

During  the  refl  ofthe  time  we  remained  in  the  bay, 
whenever  Capt.  Cook  came  on  (bore,  he  was  attended 
by  one  of  tliefe  priefts,  who  went  before  him,  giving 
notice  that  the  Orono  had  landed,  and  ordered  the 
people  to  proftrate  themfelves.  The  fame  perfon  alfo 
conflantly  accompanied  him  on  the  water,  Handing  in 
the  bow  ofthe  boat,  with  a wandin  his  hand,  and  giv- 
ing notice  of  his  approach  to  the  natives,  who  were  in 
Canoes,  on  which  they  immediately  left  off  paddling, 
and  lay  down  on  their  faces  till  hehad  paffed.  When 
ever  they  flopped  ^at  the  obfervatory,  Kaireekcea  and 
his  brethren  made  their  appearance  with  hogs,  cocoa- 
nuts,  bread-fruit,  8cc.  and  peefented  them  with  the 
ufual  iolemnities.  It  was  on  thefe  occalions  that  fom* 
of  the  inferior  chiefs  frequently  lequefled  to  be  per- 
mitted to  make  an  offering  to  the  Orono.  When  this 
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was  granted,  they  prefented  the  hog  themfelves,  gene- 
rally with  evident  marks  offear  in  their  countenances, 
whilft  Kaireekeer  and  the  priefts  chanted  their  accuf- 
tomed  hymns. 

The  civilities  of  thisfociety  were  not,  however,  con- 
fined to  mere  ceremony  and  parade.  Our  party  on 
fhore  received  from  them,  every  day  a fupply  of  hogs 
and  vegetables , more  than  fufficient  for  our  fubfiftance, 
and  feveral  canoes  loaded  with  provifions  were  fent  to 
the  fhips  with  the  fame  pun&uality.  No  return  was 
ever  demanded,  or  even  hinted  at  in  the  mod  difiant 
manner.  Their  prefents  were  made  with  a regularity 
more  like  the  difeharge  of  a religious  duty,  than  the 
effed  of  mere  liberality  ; and  when  we  enquired  at 
whofe  charge  all  this  munificence  was  difplayed,  we 
were  told,  it  was  at  the  expence  of  a great  man  called 
Kaoo,  the  chiefofthe  priefts,  and  grandfather  to  Kai- 
reekeer, who  was  at  that  time  abfent  attending  the  king 
of  the  illand . 

Things  continued  inthis  ftate  till  the  24th,  when  we 
were  a good  deal  furprized  to  find  that  no  canoes  were 
fuffered  to  put  off  from  the  fhore,  and  that  the  natives 
kept  clofe  to  their  houfes.  After  feveral  hours  fuf- 
pence,  we  learned  that  the  bay  was  tabooed,  and  all  in- 
tercourfe  with  us  interdicted,  on  accountof  the  arrival 
of  Terreeoboo  As  we  had  not  forefeeu  an  accident  of 
this  fort,  our  crews  were  obliged  to  pafs  the  day  with- 
out their  ufual  fupply  of  vegetables.  The  next  morn- 
ing, therefore, they  endeavoured,  both  by  threats  and 
promifes,  toinducethcnativesto  come along-fide  ; and 
as  forae  of  them  were  at  laft  venturing  to  put  off,  a 
chief  was  obferved  attempting  to  drive  them  away.  A 
mufquet  was  immediately  fired  over  his  head,  to  make 
them  deftfl,  which  had  the  defired  effect,  and  refrefh- 
ments  were  foonafter  purchafed  as  ufual.  In  the  after- 
noon, Terreeoboo  arrived,  and  vifiled  the  fhips  in  a 
private  manner,  attended  only  by  one  canoe,  in  which 
P p p 2 ‘ were 
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were  his  wife  and  children.  Hcft-aid  on  board  till 
ijear  ten  o’clock. 

The  next  day  the  king,  in  a large  canoe,  attended 
by  two  othcis,  paddled  towards  the  lliip  in  great  date. 
Their  appearance  was  grand  and  magnificent-  In  the 
hrftcanoewasTerreeoboo  and  his  chiefs, d relied  intheir 
rich  feathered  cloaks  and  helmets,  and  armed  with 
long  fpears  and  daggers  ',  in  the  fecopd,  cajne  the  ve- 
nerable Kano,  the  chief  of  the  prielts,  and  his  brethren, 
with  their  idols  difplayed  on  red  cloth-  Thefe  idols  were 
buds  ofu  gigantic  fi/.c,  made  of  wicker  work,  and  cuii- 
oullv  covered  with  fmall  featheisof  tarious  colours, 
wrought  in  the  fame  manner  with  their  cloaks.  Their 
eyes  were  made  of  large  pearl  oyfter,  with  a black  nut 
ft^cd  in  t lie  centre,  their  mouths  were  fet  with  a double 
row  of  t Ire  fangs  of  dogs,  and  together  with  the  reft  of 
their  features,  were  ftrangeiy  diftorted-  The  third 
canoe  was  filled  with. hogs  and  vegetables.  As  they 
went  along,  the  piiefts  in  the  centie  canoe  fung  their 
hymns  with  great  folemnity  ; and  after  paddling  round 
the  ihips,'  inllead  of  going  on  board,  as  we  expected, 
they  made  toward  the  iiiore  at  the  beach  where  \vc 
were  ftationed. 

As  foon  as  1 faw  tljem  approaching,  I ordered  out 
our  little  guard  to  receive  the  king;  and  Capt-  Cook, 
perceiving  that  he  was  going  on  ifiore,  followed  him. 
and  arrived  nearly  at  the  fame  time.  YVe  conduced 
them  into  thetent.  wherethey  had  fcarceiy  beenfeated, 
when  the  kingrofe  up,  and  in  a very  graceful  manner 
threw  over  the  Captain's  Ihouidcrs  the  cloak  he  himfclf 
wore,  put  a feathered  helmet  upon  his  head,  and  a cur 
rious  Ian  in  his  hand.  He  alio  fpicad  at  his  feet  hvc 
or  lix  other  cloaks,  all  exceedingly  beautiful,  and  of 
the  greateft  value,  llis  attendants  then  brought  lour 
very  large  hogs,  with  fugar-canes,  cocoa-nuts,  a«J 
bread-fruit;  and  tiiis  part  of  the  cciemony  \vas  con- 
dueled  by  the  king’s  exchanging  nameswith  Capt.  Coo|, 
Which,  among!!  all  the  illjndeis  §f  the  Pacific  Ocean, 
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is  efteemed  the  flrongeft  pledge  of  friendlhip-  A pro- 
ccllion  of  priefts,  with  a venerable  old  perfonage  at 
1 heir  head,  now  appeared,  followed  by  a long  train 
leading  large  hogs,  and  others  carrying  plantains, 
fweet  potatoes,  S<c.  By  the  looks  and  geltures  of 
Kaireekeea,  I immediately  knew  the  old  man  to  be  the 
chief  of  the  priefls  before-mentioned,  on  whole  bounty 
we  had  fo  long  fublifted.  He  had  a piece  of  red  cloth 
in  his  hands,  which  he  wrapped  round  'Capt.  Cook’s 
ihouldcrs,  and  afterwards  prefented  him  a fmall  pig 
in  the  ufual  form.  A leal  was  then  made  for  him, 
next  to  the  king,  after  which,  Kaireekeea  and  1) is 
followers  began  their  ceremonies,  Kaoo  and  the 
Chiefs  joining  in  the  refponfes. 

As  foon  as  theformalities  of  the  meeting  were  over, 
Capt.  Cook  carried  Terreeoboo,  and  as  many  chiefs 
as  .the  pinnace  would  hold,  on  board  the  Refolution. 
They  were  received  with  every  mark  of  rcipeft  ; and 
Capt.  Cook,  in  return  for  the  leathered  cloak,  put  a 
linen  Ihirt  on  the  king,  and  girl  his  own  hanger  round 
him.  The  ancient  Kaoo,  and  about  half  a dozen  more 
old  chiefs,  remained  onlhore,  and  took  tip  their  abode 
at  the  priells  lioufcs.  Dining  all  this  time,  not  a 
canoe  w^is  feen  in  the  bay,  and  the  natives  either  kept 
within  their  huts,  or  lay  proftratc  on  the  ground. 
IJefore  the  king  left  the  Hcfolution,  Capt.  Cook  ob- 
tained leave  for  the  natives  to  come  and  trade  with 
the  (hips  as  ulual  ; but  the  women,  for  what  teafon 
>ve  could  not  learn,  fliil  continued  under  theelfecls 
of  the  taboo;  that  is,  were  forbidden  to  11  ir  from 
Dome,  or  to  have  any  communication  with  11s. 

The  inoflenfive  behaviour  of  the  natives  having  taken 
sway  every  appreheniion  of  danger,  we  did  not  helitate 
to  t)  0 ft  ourfeives  amongfl  them  at  all  times,  and  in  all 
iifuations.  The  officers  of  both  blips  went  daily  up  the 
country,  infmall  parties,  or  even  Itrtgly,  and  frequently 
remained  out  the  whole  night.  It  would  be  ctidlels  to 
recount  all  the  inflames  of  civility  we  received  upon 
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thofeoccafions.  Wherever  we  went, the  people  flocked 
about  us,  eager  to  offer  every  afftflance,  and  highly 
gratified  if  their  fervices  were  accepted-  Various  little 
arts  were  pradlifed  to  attract  our  notice,  or  to  delay 
our  departure-  The  boys  and  girls  ran  before,  as  we 
walked  through  their  villages,  and  flopped  "us  at  every 
opening,  where  there  was  room  to  form  a group  fot 
dancing.  At  one  time,  we  were  invited  to  accept  a 
draught  of  cocoa-nut  milk,  or  fonie  other  refrefliment 
under  the  (hade  of  tltfeir  huts ; at  another,  we  were 
feated  within  a circle  of  young  women,  who  exerted 
all  their  lk.il l to  amufe  us  with  fongs  and  dances. 

The  fatisfadlion  we  derived  from  their  gentlenefs  and 
hofpitality,  was,  however,  frequently  interrupted  by 
their  propenfity  to  ffealing.  Someoftheir  moll  expert 
fwimmers  were  one  day  difeovered  under  the  (hips 
drawing  out  the  filling  nails  of  the  fheathings,  which 
they  performed  very  dexteroufly,  by  means  of  a fhort 
Hick,  with  a flint  flone  fixed  in  the  end  of  it.  To 
put  a Hop  to  this  pra&icc,  which  endangered  the  very 
exiflence  of  the  veffels,  we  at  firft  fired  fmall  (hot  at 
the  offenders,  but  they  cafily  got  out  of  our  Teach  by 
diving  undei  the  (hip's  bottom.  It  was  therefore  found 
rveceffary  to  make  an  example,  by  (logging  one  of 
them  on  board  the  Difcovery. 

. On  the  28th  died,  William  Watman,  a feaman  of 
the  gunner’s  crew,  an  event  which  I mention  the  more 
particularly,  as  death  had"  hitherto  been  very  rate 
amongfl  us.  He  Wa&an  old  man,  and  much  refpected 
on  account  of  his  attachment  to  Capt.  Cook.  He  had 
formerly  ferved  as  a marine-2  1 years ; after  which  he 
entered  as  a feaman  on  board  the  Refolution  in  1772, 
and  ferved  with  Capt.  Cook  in  his  voyage  towards  the 
South  Pole.  At  their  return,  he  was  admitted  into 
Greenwich  llofpital,  through  the  Captain’s  interefl,  at 
the  fame  time  with  himfelf ; and  being  refolved  to  fol- 
low throughout  the  fortunes  of  his  benefadlor,  healfo 
quilted  it  along  with  him,  on  his  being  appointed  to 
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the  command  of  the  prefent  expedition.  During  the 
voyage,  he  had  frequently  been  fubjetd  to  flight  fevers, 
and  was  a convalelcent  when  he  came  into  the  bay, 
where  being  fent  on  fhore  for  a few  days,  he  conceived 
himfelf  perfectly  recovered,  and,  at  his  own  defire,  re- 
turned on  board;  but  the  day  following,  he  had  a 
paralytic  droke,  which  in  two  days  carried  him  off. 

At  (he  requeft  of  the  king,  hv  was  buried  on  the 
Morai,  and  the  ceremony  was  performed  wiih  proper 
folemnity.  OldKaooand  hi*  brethren  were  fpediators, 
and  prefei  ved  the  mod  profound  fiience  and  attention 
whild  the  fervicc  was  reading.  When  wc -began  to  fill 
up  the  grave,  they  approached  it  with  gieat  reverence, 
threw  in  a dead  pig,  fome  cocoa-nuts,  and  plantains  ; 
and,  forthreenightsaftetward,  they  furtounded  it,  fa- 
crificing  hogs,  and  performed  their  ufual  ceremonies 
of  hymns  and  prayers,  which  continued’  till  almoft 
day-break. 

At  the  head  of  the  grave  we  creeled  a pod,  and 
nailed  it  upon  a fquare  piece  of  bdard,  on  which  was 
inferibed  the  name  of  thedeccafed,  his  age,  and  the 
day  of  his  death.  This  they  promifed  not  to  remove, 
and  we  have  no  doubt  but  it  will  be  fuffered  to  remain 
as  long  as  the  frail  materials  of  which  it  is  made  will 
permit. 

-The  lhip  being  in  great  want  of  fuel,  the  Captain 
defired  me  on  the  2d  of  Feb.  to  treat  with  the  priefls. 
for  the  purchafe  of  the  rail,  that  furrounded  the  top  of 
the  Morai.  I mud  confefs,  I had.attird,  fbme  doubt 
aboht  the  decency  of  this  propofal,  and  was  npprehen- 
five,  that  even  the  bare  mention  of  it  might  be  con ft- 
dered , by  them,  as  a piece  oflliocking impiety.  In  this, 
however,  I found  myfelf  midaken.  Not  the  fmallefl 
furprize  wnsexpreded  at  the  application,  and  the  wood 
wasreadily  given, even  without  dipulation  forany  thing 
in  return.  Whild  the  failots  were  raking  it  away,  1 
obferved  one  of  them  cat  rying  off  a carved  image:  and 
on  further  enquiry,  found,  that  they  had  conveyed  to 
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the  boats  the  whole  femicircle-  Though  this  was  done? 
in  the  prefence  of  ihe  natives,  who  had  riot  (hewn  any 
mark  of  refent  inent  at  it,  but  hid  even  aflifted  them  in 
the  removal,  I thought  it  proper  to  fpeak  -to  Kaoo  on 
the  fubject,  who  appeared  veiy  indifferent  about  the 
matter,  and  only  tlelited,  that  we  would  reft  ore  the 
centie  image,  which  he  carried  into  one  of  the  piicfl's 
houfes. 

Tcrreeoboo,  and  his  chiefs,  had,  for  fome  days  pafl 
been  very  inquifitivc  about  the  time  of  our  departure. 
This  circumltance  hid  excited  in  me  a great  curiofity 
to  know,  what  opinion  this  people  had  formed  of  us, 
and  what  were  their  ideas  refpeding  the  caufe  and  ob- 
jects of  our  voyage.  I took  fome  pains  to  fatisfy  my- 
felf  on  thefe  points;  but  I could  never  learn  any  thing 
farther,  than  that  they  imagined  we  came  from  fome 
country  where  provifions  had  failed  ; and  that  our  vi- 
fn  to  them  was  merely  for  the  purpofe  of  tilling  our 
bellies.  Indeed,  the  meagre  appearance  of  fome  of  the 
crew,  the  hearty  appetites  with  which  we  fat  down  to 
their  frelh  provilions,  and  our  great  anxiety  to  pur- 
chafeand  carry  off,  as  much  as  we  were  able,  led  them, 
naturally  enough,  to  fuch  a conclufion.  To  thefe, 
maybe  added,  a ciicumflance  which  puzzled  themex- 
cecdingly,  our  having  no  women  with  us  ; together 
with  our  quiet  conduit,  and  lyiwarlike  appearance. 
It  was  ridiculous  enough  to  fee  them  flroaking  the  tides, 
and  patting  the  bellies,  of  the  Tailors  (who  were  cer- 
tainly much  improved  in  the  tleeknefs  of  their  looks, 
during  our  fliori  ftay  in  the  illand),  and  telling  them 
partly  by  figns,  and  partly  by  words,  that  it  was  time 
for  them  to  go;  but  if  they  would  come  again  the  next 
bread-fruit  feafon,  thcylhould  be  better  able  to  fupply 
their  wants.  We  had  now  been  fixteen  days  in  the 
bay;  and  if  our  enormous  confumption  of  hogs  and 
vegetables  be  confidered,  it  need  not  be  wondered,  tha' 
they  lliould  wifh  to  fee  us  take  our  leave.  It  is  vrr 
probable,  however,  that  Tcrreeoboo  had  no  otbi 
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view,  in  his  inquiries,  at  prefent,  than  a defire  of  mak- 
ing fufficient  preparation  for  difmifling  us  with  pfefents. 
ftii  table  to  therefpeft  and  kindnef*  with  which  he  had 
received  us.  For,  on  our  telling  him  we  (hould  leave 
the  ifland  on  the  next  day  but  one,  we  obferved  a fort 
of  proclamation  was  immediately  made,  through  the 
villages,  to  require  the  people  to  bring  in  their  hogs, 
and  vegetables,  for  the  king  to  prefent  to  the  Orono, 
bn  his  departure. 

The  next  day,  being  fixed  for  our  departure,  Ter- 
reeoboo  invited  Capt.  Cook  and  myfelf  to  attend  him, 
trn  the  3d,  to  the  place,  where  Kano  refided-  On  out 
arrival,  we  found  the  ground  cavered  with  parcels  of 
cloth;  a vaft  quantity  of  red  and  yellow  feathers,  tied 
to  the  fibres  of  cocoa-nut  hufks;  and  a great  number 
of  hatchets,  and  other  pieces  of  iron-ware,  that  had 
been  got  in  barter  from  us.  At  a little  diftance  from 
thefe,  lay  an  immenfc  quantity  of  vegetables,  of  every 
kind,  and  near  them  was  a large  herd  of  hogs.  At  firft 
we  imagined  the  whole  to  be  intended  as  a prefent  for 
us  1 till  Kaireekeea  informed  me,  that  it  was  a gift,  or 
tribute,  from  the  people  of  that  diftrift  to  the  King  ; 
and,  accordingly,  as  foon  as  we  were  feated,  they 
brought  all  the  bundles,  and  laid  them  feverally  at  Ter- 
reeoboo’s  feet;  fpreading  out  the  cloth,  and  difplaying 
the  feathers  and  iron-ware  before  him.  The  King 
feemed  much  pleafed  with  this  mark  of  their  duty;  and 
having  feleded  about  a third  partof  the  iron-ware,  the 
fame  proportion  of  feathers,  and  a few  pieces  of  clothe 
ihefe  were  fet  afide,  by  themfelves;  and  the  remainder 
efthe  cloth,  together  with  all  the  hogs  and  vegetables, 
were  afterwards  prefented  to  Capt.  Cookatid  myfelf. 
We  were  aftonilhed  at  the  Value  and  magnitude  of  this 
prefent,  which  far  exceeded  every  thing  of  the  kind 
•toe  had  feen,  either  at  the  Friendly  or  Society  Hlands*. 
Boats  were  immediately  fent,  to  carry  them  on  board; 
the  large  hogs  wete  picked  out,  to  be  falted  for  fea- 
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(lore  ;’and  upwards  of  thirty  fmaller  pigs,  and  the  ve- 
getables, were  divided  between  the  two  crews. 

The  fame  day,  we  quitted  the  Morai,  and  got  the 
tents  and  aftronimical  in fl rumen ts  on  boaid.  The 
charm  of  the  taboo  was  now  removed;  and  we  had  no 
fooner  left  the  place,  than  the  natives  rulhed  in,  and 
fearchcd  eagerly  about,  in  expectation  of  finding  lome- 
thing  of  value,  that  we  might  have  left  behind.  As 
I happened  to  remain  the  laft  on  Ihore,  and  waited  for 
the  return  of  the  boat,  feveiai  came  crowding  aboutmc 
and  having  made  me  litdown  by  them,  began  to  lament 
our  feparation.  It  was,  indeed,  not  without  difficulty, 
1 was  able  to  quit  them-  And  here,  I hope  I may  be 
permitted  to  relate  a trifling  occurrence,  in  which  I 
was  principally  concerned.  Having  had  the  command 
of  the  party  on  Ihore,  during  the  whole  time  we  were 
jn  the  bay,  I had  an  opportunity  of  becoming  belter 
acquainted  with  the  natives,  and  of  being  better  known 
to  them,  than  thofc  whofe  duty  required  them  to  be 
generally  on  board-  As  I had  every  reafon  to  befatish- 
cd  with  their  kindnefs,  in  general,  fo  I cannot  too  of- 
ten, noi  too  particularly,  mention  the  unbounded  and 
conftant  friend fiiip  of  their  priefts- 

On  my  part,  I fpared  no  endeavours  to  conciliate 
their  affedt ions,  and  gain  their  efteem  ; and  I had  the 
good  fortune  to  fucceed  fo  far,  that  when  the  time  of 
our  departure  was  made  known,  I wasflrongly  foliat- 
ed to  remain  behind,  not  without  offersof  the  mofl  flat- 
tering kind.  When  1 excufed  myfelf,  by  faying  that 
Capt.  Cook  would  not  give  his  confent,  they  propofeti 
that  I fhould  retire  into  the  mountains;  where,  they 
£iid  they  would  conceal  me,  till  after  the  departure  of 
the  (hips;  and  on  my  farther  afluring  them,  .that 
Captain  would  not  leave  the  bay  without  me,  Tenree- 
oboo  and  Kaoo  waited  upon  Capt.  Cook,  whofe  fon 
theyfuppofed  I was,  with  a formal  requeft,  that  I might 
be  left  behind.  The  Captain,  to  avoid  giving  a pofitive 
sefufal,  to  an  offer  fo  kindly  intended,  told  them,  tbathf 
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could  not  part  with  me,  at  that  time,  butjhat  he 
ihould  return  to  the  ifland  next  year,  and  would  then 
endeavour  to  fettle  the  matter  to  their  fatisfa6iion. 

Early  in  the  morning  of  the  4th,  we  unmoored,  and 
failed  out  of  the  bay,  with  the  Difcovery  in  company, 
and  were  followed  by  a great  number  ofcanoes.  Capt. 
Cook’*  defign  was  to  finilh  the  furvey  of  Owhyhec,  be- 
fore he  vifited  the  other  illands,  in  hopes  of  meeting 
with  a road  better  fheltered,  than  the  bay  we  had  jult 
left;  and  in  cafe  of  not  fucceeding  here,  he  propofed  to 
take  a view  of  the  S.  E.  part  ofMowee,  where  the  na- 
tives informed  us  we  (hould  find  an  excellent  harbour. 

Capt.  Cook  had  calm  weather  for  three  fucceeding 
days,  which  much  impeded  his  progrefs;  and,  at  mid- 
night, on  the8th,a  violent  gale  cameon,  which  great- 
ly damaged  the  fore-maft  of  the  Refolution.  This  cir- 
cumftance,  which  proved  fo  fatal  to  Capt.  Cook, 
obliged  him  to  return  to  Karakakooa  Bay,  and  to  take 
up  his  old  Hatton  there,  till  the  dangers  he  had  fuf- 
tained  could  be  properly  repaired. 

As  the  repairs  of  the  Refolution  required  fome  time, 
the  aHronomical  apparatus  was  got  alhore,  and  the 
tents  pitched  on  the  morai,  or  burying  place,  where 
a guard  of  a corporal  and  fix  marines  were  Hammed. 
The  friendly  correfpondence  was  renewed  with  the 
priefls.who,  forthe  greater fecurityofthe  workmen, and 
their  tools,  tabooed  the  place  where  (he  mail  lay,  flick- 
ing their  wands  round  it  as  before.  But  notwithfiand- 
ing  this  friendly  behaviour  of  the  priefls,  it  was  a 
matter  of  great  furprife,  that  when  the  (hips  came  to 
anchor,  their  reception  was  very  different  from 
what  it  had  been  on  their  firfl  arrival ; no  fliouts,  no 
bultlc,  no  confufion,  but  afolitary  bay,  with  only  here 
and  there  a canoe  Healing  clofe  along  the  fhore.  Thefe 
fufpicious  circumfiances  gave  rife  to  many  conje&ures, 
but  whatever  thefe  were,  things  went  on  in  their  ufual  . 
quiet  courfc  till  the  afternoon  of  the  13th. 

9 3 Towards 
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Tow«rdsthe  evening  of  that  day , the  officerwbo  cow-: 
mandcd  the  watering  party  of  the  Difcovery,  came  to 
inform  me,  that  (everai  chiefs  had  affembled  at  the  well 
near  the  beach,  driving  away  the  natives,  whom  he 
.hired  to  affiftlhefailorsin  rolling  down  the  calk*  to  the 
fhore.  IJe  told  me,  at  the  fame  time,  that  he  thought 
their  behaviour  extremely  fufpiciou*,  and  that  they 
mea  n to  give  him  fome  farther  difturbance.  At  his 
requeft,  therefore,  I fent  a marine  along  with  him,  but 
futfered  him  to  take  only  his  fide  arms.  In  a lhort 
-time  the  officer  returned,  and  on  his  acquainting  me, 
that  the  natives  had  armed  themfelvcs  with  ftones,  and 
were  grown  very  tumultous,  I went  myfelftothe  fpot, 
attended  by  a marine,  with  his  mufket.  Seeing  us  ap- 
proach, they  threwa  way  their  ftones,  and , on  my  fpeak- 
iog  to  fome  of  the  chiefs,  the  mob  were  driven  away, 
and  thofe  who  chofe  it,  were  fuffered  to  affift  in  filling 
the  cafks-  Having  left  things  quiet  here,  I went  to  meet 
Capt.  Cook,  whom  I faw  coming  a fhore  in  the  pinnace. 
I related  to  him  what  had  juft  patted  ; and  he  ordered 
me,  in  cafe  of  their  beginning  to  throw  ftones,  or  be- 
have infolemiy,  immediately  to  fire  a ball  at  the  of- 
fenders. I accordingly  gave  orders  to  the  corporal  to 
/ have  the  pieces  of  the  centinels  loaded  with  ball,  in- 
ftead  offmall  fhot. 

: Soon  after  our  return  to  the  tents,  wc  were  alarmed 
by  a continual  fire  of  mufkets,  from  the  Difcovery, 
which  we  obferved  to  be  directed  at  a canoe,  that  we 
faw  paddling  toward  the  fhore,  in  great  hafte,  purfued 
by  one  of  our  fmatl  boats.  We  immediately  concluded 
that  the  firing  was  owing  t«  fome  theft,  and  the  Cap- 
tain ordered  me  to  follow  him  with  a marine  armed, 
and  to  endeavour  to  feize  the  people  as  they  came  on 
fhore.  Accordingly  we  ran  toward  the  place  where 
wefuppofed  the  canoe  would  land,  but  were  too  late; 
, the  people  having  quitted  it,  and  made  their  efcape 
into  the  country  before  our  arrival. 

We 
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We  were  at  this  time  ignorant,  that  the  goods  had 
been  already  reftored  ; and  as  we  thought  it  probable, 
from  the  circumftances  we  had  at  firft  obferved,  that 
they  might  be  of  importance,  were  unwilling  to  relin- 
quifli  our  hopes  of  recovering  them.  Having  therefore 
enquired  of  the  natives,  which  way  the  people  had 
fled,  we  followed  them,  till  it  was  near  dark,  when 
judging  ourfelves  to  be  aboutthree  miles  from  the  tents, 
and  fufpe&ing,  that  the  natives,  whs  frequently  en- 
couraged us  in  the  purfuit,  wereamufing  us  with  falfe 
informations,  we  thought  it  in  vain  to  continue  our 
fearch  any  longer,  and  returned  to  the  beach. 

During  our  abfence,  a difference,  of  a more  ferious. 
and  unpleafant  nature,  had  happened.  The  officer, 
who  had  been  fent  in  the  fmall  boat,  and  was  return- 
ing on  board,  with  the  goods  which  had  been  reftored. 
obferving  the  Captain  and  me  engaged  in  the  purfuit 
of  the  offenders,  thought  it  his  duty  to  feize  the  canoe, 
which  was  left  drawn  up  on  thefhore,  Unfortunately, 
this  canoe  belonged  to  Pareea,  who  arriving,  at  the 
fame  moment,  from  on  board  the  Difcovery,  claimed 
his  property,  with  many  proteftations  of  his  innocence. 
The  officer  refilling  to  give  it  up,  and  being  joined  by 
the  crew  of  the  pinnace,  which  was  waiting  for  the 
Captain,  afcuffleenfucd,  in  which  Pareea  was  knocked 
down,  by  a violent  blow  on  the  head  with  an  oar. 
The  natives,  who  were  colle&ed  about- the  fpot,  and 
had  hitherto  been  peaceable  fpadators,  immediately 
attacked  qur  people,  with  fuch  a (hower  of  ftones,  as 
forced  them  to  retreat,  with  great  precipitation,  and 
fwim  off  to  a rock  at  fome  diftance  from  the  lhore. 
The  pinnace  was  immediately  ranfacked  by  the  na- 
tives, and  but  for  the  timely  interpofition  of  Pareea, 
who  feemed  to  have  recovered  from  the  blow,  and 
forgot  it  at  the  fame  inftapt,  would  foon  have  been  en- 
tirely demolilhed.  Having  driven  away  the  crowd,  he 
xnade  figm  to  our  people  that  they  might  come  and 
L take 
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lake  poflTeffion  of  the  pennace,  and  that  he  would  en- 
deavour to  get  back,  the  things  which  had  been  uken 
out  of  it.  After  their  departure,  he  followed  them  in 
bis  canoe,  with  a midlhipman’s  cap,  and  fome  other 
trifling  articles  of  the  plunder,  and  with  much  appa- 
rent concern  at  what  had  happened,  a iked  if  the  Orono 
would  kill  him,  and  whether  he  would  permit  him  to 
come  on  board  the  next  day  ; on  being  allured,  that 
be  would  be  well  received,  he  joined  nofes  with  the 
officers,  in  token  of  fricndlhip,  and  paddled  over  to 
the  village  of  Kowrowa. 

When  the  Captain  was  informed  of  what  had  palTed 
he  expreffed  much  unealinefs  at  it,  I am  afraid,  bid 
be,  that  thefe  people  will  oblige  us  to  tife  fome  violent 
xneafures,  for  they  muff  not  be  left  to  imagine,  that  they 
have  gained  an  advantage  over  us.  He  immediately 
gave  orders,  that  every  man  and  women  on  board 
fhould  be  turned  out  of  the  fhip.  As  foon  as  this  ol- 
der was  executed,  I returned  on  Ihore  ; and  our  fot- 
mer  confidence  in  the  natives  being  much  abated,  by 
the  events  of  the  day,  I pofted  a double  guard  on  the 
inorai,  withjorders  to  call  me,  if  they  law  any  man 
lurking  about  the  beach.  At  about  eleven  o’clock, 
live  iflanders  were  obferved  creeping  round  the  bottom 
of  the  morai  ; they  feemed  very  cautious  in  approach- 
ing us,  and  at  laft  finding  tfiemfelves  difeovered,  re- 
tired out  of  light.  About  midnight,  one  of  them  ven- 
tured up  dole  to  the  obfervatory,  the  fentinel  fired 
over  him  ; on  which  the  man  fled,  and  we  paifed  the 
remainder  of  the  night  without  farther  difturbance. 

On  the  14th  of  Feb.  I went  on  board  the  Refolu* 
tion,  for  the  time  keeper,  and  in  my  way,  was  hailed 
by  the  Difcovory,  and  informed,  that  their  cutter  had 
been  ftolen  during  the  night,  from  die  buoy  where  it 
was  moored. 

When  I arrived  on  board,  I found  the  marines  arm- 
ing, and  the  Captain  loading  his  double-barrelled  gun. 

‘ Whiift 
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whim  I was  relating  to  him  what  had  happened  to.us 
in  the  night,  he  interrupted  me  with  fome  eagernefe, 
and  acquainted  me  with  the  lofs  of  the  Difcovery’s 
cutter,  and  with  the  preparation  he  was  making  for  its 
recovery.  It  had  been  his  ufual  piaciice,  whenever 
any  thing  of  confequence  was  loft,  to  get  the  king,  or 
fome  of  the  Chiefs  on  board,  and  keep  them  as  hof- 
tages,  till  it  was  reftored.  This  method,  which  had 
always  been  attended  with  fuccefs,  he  meant  to  purfue 
on  the  prefent  occafion  ; and,  at  the  fame  time  had 
given  orders  to  ftop  all  the  canoes  that  Ihould  attempt 
to  leavd  the  bay,  with  an  intention  of  feizing  and  dc- 
firoying  them,  if  he  cculd  not  recover  the  cutter  by 
peaccabie  means.  Accordingly,  the  boats  of  both 
Ihips,  well  manned  and  armed , were  ftationed  acrofs 
the  bay;  and,  before  I left  the  fhip,  fome  great  guns 
had  been  fired  at  two  large  canoes,  that  were  attempt- 
ing to  make  their  cfcape. 

It  was  between  feven  and  eight  o'clock  when  we 
quitted  the  fhip  together  ; the  Captain  in  the  pinnace, 
having  Mr.  Phillips  and  nine  maiines  with  him,  and 
myfelf  in  the  fmallhoat.  The  laft  orders  I received 
from  him  were,  to  quiet  the  minds  of  the  natives,  on 
our  fide  of  the  bay,  by  alluring  ihem,  they  fliould  not 
be  hurt,  to  keep  my  peopic  together,  and  to  be  on  my 
guard.  We  then  parted , the  Captain  went  towards 
Kowrowa,  wheie  the  king  refided,  and  I proceeded  to 
the  beach.  My  hrft  care,  on  going  afbore,  was  to  give 
fliicl  orders  to  the  marines  to  remain  within  the  tents, 
to  load  their  pieces  with  balls,  and  not  to  quit  their 
arms.  Afterwards  I took  a walk  to  the  huts  of  old 
Kaoo,  and  the  priefts,  and  explained  to  them,  as  well 
asl  could,  the  objetft  of  the  hoftile  preparations,  which 
had  exceedingly  alarmed  them.  I found,  that  they 
liad  already  heard  of  the  cutter’s  being  ftolen,  and  I 
allured  them,  that  tho’  the  Captain  was  rcfolved  to  te- 
cover  ic,  and  to  punilh  the  authors  of  the  theft,  yet 
• ~ that 
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that  they,  and  the  people  of  the  village  on  thi*  fide, 
need  not  be  under  the  fmalleft  apprehenlion  of  Differ- 
ing any  evil  from  uj,  I defired  the  priefis  to  explain 
this  to  the  people,  and  teJi  them  not  to  be  alarmed,  but 
to  remain  peaceably  and  quiet*  Kaoo  alkedme,  if  their 
king  was  to  be  hurt  ? I allured  him,  he  wa*  not  ; and 
both  he  and  his  brethren  feemed  fatisfied  with  this  af- 
furance. 

In  the  mean  time,  the  Captain  having  called  off  the 
launch,  which  was  Rationed  at  the  N.  point  of  the  bay, 
and  taken  it  along  with  him,  went  to  Kowrowi,  and 
landed  with  the  Lieut-  and  nine  marines,  He  imme- 
diately marched  into  the  village  where  he  wa*  received 
with  the  ufual  marks  of  refpedt ; the  people  proRratinj 
themfelves  before  him,  and  bringing  their  accullomed 
olferingsof  fmall  pigs.  Finding  that  there  was  no  fuf- 
picion  of  hi*  delign.hisnext  ftep  was  to  enquire  for  the 
king,  and  his  fons,  who  had  been  his  conRant  gueRion 
board  the  Refolution.  In  a Ihort  time,  the  boy*  re- 
turned, with  the  natives,  who  had  been  infearchof 
them,  and  immediately  led  the  Captain,  to  the  houfe 
where  the  king  had  flept-  They  found  him  juR  awoke 
from  fleep,  and  after  a ihort  converfation  about  the  lofi 
of  the  cutter,  from  which  the  Captafn  was  convinced 
that  he  waiin  no  wife  privy  to  it,  he  invited  him  to 
return  in  the  boat,  and  fpend  the  day  on  board  the  Re- 
folution. To  this  propofal  the  king  readily  confcnt- 
ed,  and  immediately  got  up  to  accompany  him  on 
board. 

Thing*  were  in  thi*  profpcroui  train,  the  boy*  al- 
ready in  the  pinnace,  and  the  reR  of  the  party  having 
advanced  near  the  water-fide,  when  an  elderly  women 
the  mother  of  the  boys,  and  one  of  the  king'*  favourite 
wives,  came  after  him,  and  with  many  tears  and  en- 
treaties, bcfotight  him  not  to  go  on  board.  At  the 
fame  time,  two  Chiefs,  who  came  along  with  her  laid 
hold  of  him,  and  infifling  that  he  lhould  go  no  farther, 
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force  him  to  fit  down.  The  natives  who  were  col- 
let ing  in  prodigious  numbers  along  the  Ihore,  began 
to  throng  round  the  Captain  and  their  king.  In  this 
filuation,  the  LieUt.  of  marines,  obferving  that  his  men 
were  huddled  clofe  together  in  the  crowd,  and  thus 
incapaWe  of  ufing  their  arms,  if  occafion  fhould  re- 
quire it,  propoftd  10  the  Captain  to  draw  them  up 
along  the  rocks,  clofe  to  the  water’s  edge;  and.  the 
crowd  readily  making  way  for  them  to  pafs,  they  were 
drawn  up  in  a line,  at  the  difiance  of  about  30  yards 
from  the  place  where  the  king  was  fitting. 

All  this  time  the  old  king  remained  on  the  ground, 
with  the  ftrongefi  marks  of  terror  and  dejedion  in  his 
countenance  ; the  Captain  not  willing  to  abandon  the 
cbjedt  for  which  he  had  come  on  fhore,  Continuing  to 
urge  him,  in  the  moft  prefling  rfianner,  to  proceed  ; 
whilft.ontheother  hand,  whenever  the  King  appeared 
inclined  to  foflow  him,  the  Chiefs,  who  flood  round 
him,  interpofed.at  firft  wifh  prayets  and  intreaties.but 
afterwards,  having  recourfe  to  foice  anti  violence,  and 
infified  on  his  flaying  where  he  Was.  Capt.  Cook  there- 
fore finding,  that  the  alarm  had  fpread  too  generally, 
and  that  it  was  in  vain  to  think  any  longer  of  getting 
him  off,  without  bloodlhed,  at  laft  gave  up  tht  point ; 
obferving  to  Mr.  Phillips,  that  it  would  be  impoffible 
to  com  pel  him  logo  on  board,  without  the  rifk  of  kill- 
ing a great  number  of  the  Inhabitants. 

Though  the  enterprize  which  had  carried  Captain 
Cook  on  ihore  had  now  failed,  and  was  abandoned, 
yet  his  parfon  did  not  appear  to  have  been  In  the  leaff 
danger,  till  an  accident  happened,  which  gave  a fatal 
turn  to  the  affair.  The  boats  which  had  been  Rationed 
acrofs  the  bay,  having  fired  at  forae  canycs,  that  were 
attempting  to  get  out  unfortunately  had  killed  a Chief 
6f  the  firft  rank-  The  news  of  his  death  arrived  at  the 
■village  where  Capt.  Cook  was,  juft  as  he  had  left  the 
King,  and  was  Wjlking  flowly  towards  the  Ihore.  The 
16  Kt^r  fermenj 
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ferment  it  occafioncd  was  very  confpicuous  ; the  w>j- 
mtn  and  children  were  immediately  fent  off  ; and  the 
men  put  on  their  war-mats,  and  armed  themlclves  with 
fpears  arid  (tones.  One  of  the  natives,  having  in  hi' 
hand  a done,  and  a long  iron  fpike  (which  they  all 
a pahooa),  came  up  to  the  Captain,  flouriihingftiis  ■wea- 
pon, by  way  of  defiance,  and  threatening  to  throw  the 
(tone.  The  Captain  delired  him  to  defift  ; but  the  man 
perfifting  in  his  infolerice,  he  was  at  length  provoked  to 
(ire  a load  offmall  (hot.  The  man  having  his  mat  on, 
which  the  (hot  were  not  able  to  penetrate,  it  had  no 
other  effect  than  to  irritate  and  encourage  them.  Se- 
veral denes  were  thrown  at  the  marines  ; and  one  of 
the  Erces  attempted  to  Hah  Mr.  Phillips  with  his  p»- 
hooa,  but  failed  in  the  attempt,  and  received  fro® 
him  a blow  with  the  butt  end  of  his  mufkat.  Cap* 
Cook  now  fired  his  fecond  baud,  loaded  with  ball, 
and  killed  one  of  the  foremofi  of  the  natives.  A ge- 
neral attack  with  Hones  immediately  followed,  which 
was  anfwered  by  a difebarge  of  mulkctry  from  the  ma- 
rines, and  the  people  in  the  boats.  The  i Handers,  con- 
trary to  the  expe&ations  of  every  one,  (lood  the  fire 
with  great  firmnefs  ; and  before  the  marines  had  time 
to. reload,  they  broke  inuponihem  with  dreadful  (bpui' 
andy.cita.  What  followed  was  a feene  of  the  launch 
horror  and  confuiion. 

Four  of  the  marines  were  cut  offamong  the  rock 
in  their  retreat,  and  fell  a feciiticc  to  the  futy  of  die 
enemy  ; three  more  were  dangeroufly  wounded 
the  Lieutenant  who  had  received  a (tab  between  (he 
(houldcis  with  a pahooa,  having  fortunately  refertt^ 
his  fire,  fLotthe  man  who  had  wounded  him  juft  a*l*£ 
was  going  to  repeat  his  blow.  Our  unfortunate  Com- 
mander, the  lali  time  he  was  feen  diflinCUy*  was  Hang- 
ing at  the  water  s edge,  and  calling  out  to  the  boa«*t; 
ceafe  filing,  and  to  pull  in.  If  it  be  true,  as  fo©ee! 
thofe  who  v/cie  pre-fen t have  imagined,  that  the®* 
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fines  and  boat  men  had  fired  without  his  orders,  and 
that  he  was  defirous  of  preventing  any  further  blood- 
fhed,  it  is  now  improbable,  that  his  humanity , on  this 
occafion,  proved  fatal  to  him.  For  it  was  remaiked, 
that  white  he  faced  the  natives,  none  of  them  had  of- 
fered him  any  violence,  but  that  having  turned  about, 
to  give  hi*  orders  to  the  boats,  he  was  ftabbed  in  the 
back,  and  fell  with  his  face  into  the  water. 

On  feeinghim  fall,  the  ilianders  fet  up  a great  fliout, 
and  his  body  was  immediately  dragged  on  fhorc,  and 
furrounded  by  the  enemy,  whofnatching  the  dagger  out 
of  each  other’s  hands,  rhewed  a favage  eagerneft  to 
have  a (hare  in  his  deftruClion, 

Thus  fell  our  great  and  excellent  Commander  ! 
After  a life  of  fo  much  dill  inguidred  and  fuccefjful 
enterprise,  his  death,  as  far  as  regards  himfelf,  cannot 
be  reclconed  premature;  fince  he  lived  to  finiih  rhe 
great  work  for  which  he  feems  to  have  been  defigned  ; 
and  was  rather'rcmoved  from  the  enjoyment,  than  cut 
off  from  the  acquifition  of  glory.  How  fincerely  his 
iofs  was  lamented,  by  thofe  who  had  fo  long  found  their 
general  fecurity  in  his  fkill  and  conduct,  and  every 
confolation  under  their  hardfhips.in  his  tendernefs  and 
humanity,  it  is  neither  necelfary  nor  jroflible  for  me  to 
defciibe  ; much  lefs  (hall  I attempt  to  paint  the  horror 
with  which  we  were  (truck,  and  the  univarfal  dejec- 
tion and  difmay,  which  followed  fo  dreadful  and  un- 
expected a calamity.  The  reader  will  not  be  difpleafed 
to  turn  from  fo  fad  a feene,  to  the  contemplation  of 
his  chara&er  and  virtues,  whilft  1 am  paying  my  laft 
tribute  to  the  memory  of  a dear  and  honoured  friend, 
in  a Ihort  hiftory  of  his  life  and  public  fervices. 

Capt.  James  Cook,  was  born  near  Whitby,  in 
Yorklhire,  in  the  year  1727  ; and,  at  an  early  age, 
was  put  apprentice  to  a fhopkeeper  in  a neighbouring 
village,  Ilis  natural  inclination  not  having  been  con- 
fulted  on  this  aeration,  he  foon  quitted  the  counter 
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fromdifguft,  and  bound  himfelf  for  nine  years,  to  tlie 
mailer  of  a veifel  in  the  coal  trade.  At  the  breaking 
out  of  the  war  in  i 755.  he  entered  into  the  king's  fer- 
vicc,  on  board  the  Eagle,  at  that  time  commanded  by 
Captain  Hamer,  and  afterwards  by  Sir  Huge  fallifer, 
who  foon  difeovered  his  merit,  and  introduced  him  on 
the  quarter  deck- 

In  the  year  1758,  we  find  him  nyifter  of  the  Nor- 
thumberland, the  (lag  ihip  of  Lord  Colville,  who  had 
then  the  command  of  the  fquardron  Rationed  on  the 
coaft  of  Africa.  It  was  here  as  I have  heard  him  fay, 
that  during  a hard  winter,  he  firft  read  Euclid,  and  ap- 
plied himfelf  to  the  lludy  ofMathematics  and  Agrono- 
my, without  aqyother  affiltapce,  then  that  a fewbooks 
and  his  ovyn  indufiry  afforded  him.  At  thp  fame  time 
|ie  thus  found  means  to  cultivate  and  improve  hit 
mind,  and  to  fqpply  the  deficiencies  of  an  early  educa- 
tion, he  was  engaged  in  moll  of  the  bufy  and  aflive 
feenes  of  the  war  in  America.  At  the  fiege  of  Quebec, 
Sir  Charles  Saunderscommitted  to  his  charge  the  exe- 
cution offcrvices,  of  the  firft  importancp  in  the  naval 
department.  He  piloted  the  boats  to  the  attack  of 
Montgomeyency  ; conduced  the  embarkation  of  the 
Heights  of  Abraham  ; pxafnined  the  paliage,  and  laid 
buoys  for  the  fecurity  of  the  large  (hips  in  proceeding 
up  the  riyer. 

The  courage  and  addtefs  with  which  he  acquitted 
himfelf  in  thefe  ferviecs,  gained  him  the  yvarm  friend: 
fhip  of  Sir  Charles  Saunders  and  Lord  Colville,  who 
continued  to  patronize  him,  during  the  reft  of  their 
lives,  with  the  greatefl  zeal  and  afFeftion.  At  the  con- 
clufion  of  the  war,  he  wis  appointed,  through  the  re- 
commendation of  Lord  Colville  and  Sir  Hugh  Pallifer, 
to  the  furvey  of  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  and  the 
doafls  of  Newfoundland.  In  this  employment  he  con- 
tinued till  the  year  1 767,  when  he  was  fixed  on  by  Sir 
Edward  Hawke,  to  command  an  expedition  to  the 
• • , •*•«•••,  5outh  1 
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$outh  Sea*,  for  the  purpofe  of  obferving  the  tranfit 
of  Venus,  and  profecuting  difeoveries  in  that  part  of 
the  globe. 

The  conftitution  of  his  body  was  robuft,  inured  to 
labour,  and  capable  of  undergoing  the  fevered  hard- 
lhips.  His  ftomach  bore,  without  difficulty,  the  coarf- 
eft  and  rnoli  ungrateful  food-  The  qualities  of  his 
mind  were  of  the  fame  hardy,  vigorous  kind  with  thole 
of  his  body.  His  underflanding  was  drong  and  per- 
fpicuous-  His  judgment,  in  whatever  related  to  the 
fervices  he  was  engaged  in,  quick,  and  fure.  His  de- 
figns  were  bold  and  manly  ; and  both  in  the  concep- 
tion, and  in  the  mode  of  execution,  bore  evident 
marks  of  a great  original  genius.  His  courage  was 
cool  and  determined,  and  accompanied  with  an  admi- 
rable prefence  of  mind  in  the  moment  of  danger. 

Such  were  the  outline*  of  Capt.  Cook’s  chara#er, 
but  its  mod  diftinguifhing  feature  was,  that  unremitting 
perfeverence  in  the  purfuit  of  his  objeft,  which  was 
hot  only  fuperior  to  the  oppolition  of  dangers,  and 
the  prclfure  of  hardlhips,  but  even  exempt  from  the 
want  of  ordinary  relaxation.  During  the  long  and 
tedious  voyages  in  which  he  was  engaged,  his  eagernefs 
and  a&ivity  were  never  the  lead  abated.  No  inci- 
dental temptation  could  detain  him  for  a moment  ; 
even  thofi  intervalsof  recreation,  which  fometimes 
unavoidably  occurred,  and  were  looked  for  by  us  with 
a longing,  thatiperfons,  who  have  experienced  the  fa- 
tigues of  fervice,  readily  excufe,  were  fubmitted 
to  by  him  with  a certain  impatience,  whenever,  they 
could  not  be  employed  in  making  further  provifioh 
for  the  more  effectual  prolecution  ofhisdefigns. 

As  a Navigator,  his  fervkcs  were  not  perhaps  lefs 
^pleaded:  certainly  not  lefs  important  and  merito- 
rious. The  method  which  he  difeoveted,  and  fo  fuc- 
cefsfully  purfued,  of  prefetving  the  health  of  feamen, 
forms  a new  area  in  navigation,  and  will  tranfmit  his 

nain*

name  of  future  ages,  amongft  the  friends  and  hene- 
iadors  of  mankind. 

Thofe  who  are  converfant  in  naval  hiflory,  need 
wot  be  told,  at  how  deer  a rate  the  advantages,  which 
have  been  fought,  through  the  medium  of  long  voy- 
ages at  tea,  have  always  been  purchaled.  That  dread- 
ful drforder  which  is  peculiar  to  this  fervice,  and  whofe 
ravages  have  marked  the  track*  of  difeoveries  with 
circumftances  a!  mo  ft  too  fhocking  to  lelate,  mull, 
without  excrcifing  an  unwarrantable  tyranny  over  the 
five*  of  our  feamen,  have  proved  an  inlitpportable^b- 
ftactc  to  the  profccution  of  fuch  enterprizes.  It  was 
relerved  for  Capt.  Cook  to  lhew  the  world,  by  repeat- 
ed trials,  that  voyages  might  be  protracted  to  the  un- 
tual  length  of  three  or  even  four  years,  in  unknown 
regions,  and  under  every  change  and  rigour  ofclimate, 
not  only  withoutalFeding  thehcalth,  but  even  without 
diminilliing  the  probability  of  life,  in  the  fmalleft  de- 
gree. The  method  he  purfued  has  been  fully  ex- 
plained by  himfelf,  in  a paper  which  was  read  before 
the  Royal  Society,  hi  the  year  1776,  (Sir  Godfrey 
Copley’s  gold  medal  was  adjudged  to  him  on  that  oc- 
calion)  ; and  whatever  improvements  the  experience 
of  the  prefent  voyage  has  fuggefted,  are  mentioned  in 
their  proper  places. 

Having  given  the  mod  faithful  account  I have  been 
able  to  colled,  both  from  my  own  observation,  and  the 
relations  of  others,  of  the  death  of  my  ever  honoured 
fjiend,  and  alfo  of  his  chaiadcr  and  ferviecs;  I fhall 
now  leave  his  memdry  to  the  gratitude  and  admiration 
ofpofierity;  accepting,  with  a melancholy  fatisfadion, 
the  honour,  which  the  lof*  of  him  hath  procured  me, 
of  feeing  my  name  joined  with  his;  and  of  teftjfying 
that  affedion  and  refped  for  his  memory,  which, 
whilft  he  lived,  it  was  no  lefs  my  inclination,  than  my 
constant  itudy,  to  (hew  him. 

It 
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It  having  been  already  mentioned,  that  four  of  the 
maiines  were  killed  on  the  fpot..  The  reft,  with  Mt- 
Phillips,  threw  thetnfelves  into  the  water,  and  efcaped 
under  cover  of  a fmart  fire  from  the  boats.  On  this 
occafion,  a remarkable  inftance  of  galJant  behaviour, 
and  ofaffe&ion  for  his  men,  was  (hewn  by  that  officer. 
For  he  had  fcarcely  got  into  tire  boat,  when,  feeing 
one  of  the  maiines,  who  was  a bad  fwimmer,  ftrugling 
in  the  water,  and  in  danger  of  being  taken  by  the  ene- 
my, he  immediately  jumped  into  the  fea  to  his  affifU 
ance,  though  much  wounded  himfelf,  andafter  receiv- 
ing a blow  on  the  head  from  a fioue,  which  had  nearly 
lent  him  to  the  bottom,  hecaughi  the  man  by  las  ha-ii, 
and  brought  him  fafe  off. 

Our  people  continued  for  fomo  time  to  keep  up  a 
eonfiant  fire  from  the  boats,  (which  during  the  vs  uolc 
tranfa&ion,  were  not  more  than  twenty  yards  from  tin* 
land)  in  order  to  afford  their  unfortunate  companions, 
an  opportunity  of  efcaping.  Thefe  efforts,  iecor.cied 
by  a few  guns,  firefl  at  the  fame  time  from  theRefolu- 
tion,  having  forced  the  natives  at  laft  to  retiie,  a fmail 
boatmannedby  live  young midlhipmen, pulled  toward 
the  fho're,  where  they  faw  the  bodies,  without  an ^ 
fi-gns  of  life,  but  judging, it  dangerous  to  attempt  to 
bring  them  off,  with  fo  fmalia  force,  they  returned 
the  ihips,  leaving  them  in  poflelfion  of  die  ijjanuieis, 
with  ten  hand  of  armes. 

As  foon  as  the  general  conflermtion,  which  the  news 
of  this  calamity  occahoued  throughout  both  ciews,  had 
a little  fubfided,  their  attention  was  called  to  the  parry 
at  the  Morei,.  where  the  mafls  and  fails  wejc  on  thoic, 
with  a goaid  of  only  fix  marines,  being  at  the  dillanoc 
only  ofalhort  mile  fiom  the  village  of  Kowrowa,  we 
could  fee  diilinilly  an  immence  ciowd  collected  on  the 
fpot  where  Captain  Cook  had  juft  before  landed.  We 
heard  the  firing  of  the  muiketry,  and  could  perceive 
£ome  extiaordinary  buftie  in  the  multitude. 
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My  fiyft  care,  on  hearing  the  mufkcts  fired,  was,  to 
aflurc  the  people,  who  were  aifembled  inr  conliderable 
numbers,  round  the  wall  of  our  confec  rated  field,  and 
feemed  equally  at  a loft  with  ourfelves  how  to  account 
for  what  they  had  feen  and  heard,  that  they  fhould  not 
bemolefted;  and  that,  at  all  even’ts,  was  defirousof 
continuing  on  peaceable  terms  with  them,  remained  in 
thispoflfure,  till  the  boatshad  returned  on  board,  when 
Capt.  Clerke,  obferving,  through  his  telefcope,  that 
we  were  furrounded  by  the  natives,  and  apprehending 
they  meant  to  attack  us,  ordered  two  four  poundeisto 
be  fired  at  them.  Fortuftaiely  thefe  guns,  though  well 
aimed,  did  no  mifehief,  and  yet  gave  the  natives  a con- 
vinfive  proof  of  their  power.  One  of  the  balls  broke 
a cocoa-nut  tree  in  the  middle,  under  which  a party 
of  them  were  fitting  ; and  the  other  fhivered  a rock, 
that  flood  in  an  exaft  line  with  them.  As  I had  juft 
before,  given  them  the  flrongeft  affurances  of  their 
fafety,  I wascxcecdinglymortilied^tthisafl  of  hoflility; 
and,  to  prevent  a repetition  ofit,  immediately  difpatch- 
ed  a boat  to  acquaint  Capt-  Clerke,  that,  at  prefent,  I 
was  on' the  molt  friendly  terms  with  the  natives;  and 
that,  if  occafion  fhould  hereafter  arife  for  altering  my 
conduct  towards  them,  I would  hoift  a jack,  for  him 
to  afford  us  all  the  atfiftance  in  his  power. 

We  expefted  die  return  of  the  boat  with  tht  utmoft 
impatience;  and  after  remaining  a quarter  of  an  hour 
under  the  molt  torturing  anxiety  and  fufpence,  our 
fears  were  at  length  confirmed,  by  the  arrival  of  Mr- 
Biigh,  with  orders  ta  ftrike  the  tents' as  quickly  as  pof- 
Able,  and  to  fend  the  fails,  that  were  repairing  on 
board . 

Having  placed  the  marines  on  the  top  of  the  morai, 
which  formed  aft'rong  port,  and  left  the  command  with 
Mr-  Biigh,  giving  him  the  molt  pofnive  directions  to 
aft  entirely  on  the  defenfive,  I went  on  board  the  Dif- 
cover) , in  order  to  reprefent  to  Capt.  Clerke  thedan- 
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gerous  fituation  of  our  affairs.  As  foon  as  I quitted 
the  fpot,  the  natives  began  to  annoy  our  people  with 
ftones  ; .and  I had  fcarcely  reached  the  (hip,  before  I 
heard  the  tiring  of  the  marines  I therefore  returned 
inftantlyon  Ihore,  where  I found  things  growing  every 
moment  more  alarming.  The  natives.were  arming, 
and  puttingon  their  mats,  and  their  numbers  increafcd 
very  fad. 

They  began  at  firft,  to  attack  us  with  ftones,  from 
behind  the  walls  of  their  inclofures,  and  finding  no 
refiftance,  they  foon  grew  more  daring.  A few  refo- 
Iute  fellows  having  crept  along  the  beach,  undercover 
of  the  rocks,  fuddenly  made  their  appearance  at  thd 
foot  of  the  Morai,  with  a defign  of  florming  it  on  the 
fide  next  thefea,  which  was  its  only  acceflible  part  ; and 
were  not  diflodged,  till  after  they  had  flood  a confi- 
derable  number  of  (hot,  and  feen  one  of  their  party 
fall. 

The  bravery  of  one  of  their  aflailants  well  deferves 
to  be  particularly  mentioned.  Fot  having  returned  to 
carry  off  his  companion,  amidft  the  fire  of  our  whole 
party,  a wound , which  he  received,  made himiquit  the 
body  and  retire;  but  in  a few  minutes,  he  again  ap- 
peared , and  being  again  wounded,  was  obliged  a 1c* 
cond  time  to  retreat.  At  this  moment  I arrived  at  the 
Morai,  and  faw  him  return  the  third  time,  bleeding, 
andr faint;  and  being  informed  of  what  had  happened, 

1 forbid  the  foldiers  to  fire,  and  he  was  fuffered  to  car- 
ry ofF  his  friend,  which  he  was  juft  able  to  perform, 
and  then  fell  down  himfelf  and. expired. 

About  this  time,  a ftrong  reinforcement  from  both 
fhips  being  landed,  the  natives  retreated  behind  the 
walls;  which  giving  me  accefs  to  our  fiicndly  priefts, 

I fent  one  of  them  to  endeavour  to  bring  their  coun- 
trymen to  fome  terms,  and  to  propofe  to  them,  that  if 
they  would  defift  from  throwing  ftcncs,  I would  not 
permit  our  men  to  fire.  This  truce  was  agreed  to,  and 
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we  were  Differed  to  launch  the  maft,  and  carry  off  the 
fails,  and  our  aftronomical  apparatus,  unmolefted.  A» 
foon  as  we  had  quitted  the  Morai,  they  took  pofleflion 
of  it,  and  fome  of  them  threw  a few  ftones;  but  with- 
out doing  us  any  mifchief. 

During  this  confutation,  a va  ft  concourfe  of  natives 
Hill  kept  polfelfion  of  the  (hore,  and  fomcofthem- 
came  olf  in  canoes,  and  had  the  boldncfs  to  come  with- 
in piftol  (hot  of  the  (hips,  and  to  infult  us  by  various 
marks  of  contempt  and  defiance.  It  was  with  great 
difficulty  we  could  reftrain  the  Tailors  from  the  ufeof 
their  arms,  on  thefc  occafions ; but  as  pacific  meafures 
had  been  refolved  on,  the  canoes  were  Differed  to  re- 
turn unmolefled. 

In  purfuance  of  this  plan*  it  was  determined,  that  I 
fliould  proceeed  towards-  the  fhore,  with  the  boats  of 
both  fhips , well  manned  and  armed,  with  a view  to 
bring  the  natives  to  a parley,  and,  if  poffible,  to  obtain 
a conference  with  fome  of  the  Chiefs. 

If  this  attempt  fucceeded,  I was  to  demand  the  dead 
body  of  Captain  Cook;  to  threaten  them  with  ven- 
geance in  cafe  ofarefufal;  but  by  no  means,  to  fire 
unlefs  attacked  ; and  not  to-land  on  any  account  what- 
ever. 

I left  the  fhips  about  four  in  the  afternoon.  The 
whole  crowd  of  natives  was  in  motion  ; the  women 
and  children  retiring  ; the  men  putting  on  their  war 
mats,  and  arming  themfelvcs  with  long  fpearsand  dag- 
gers: and  as  foon  as  we  were  within  reach,  they  began 
to  throw  ftones  at  us  with  Dings,  but  without  doing  us 
any  mifchief.  Concluding  therefore,  that  all  attempts 
to  bring  them  to  a parley  would  be  in  vain,  unlefs  I 
iirft  gave  them  fome  giound  for  mutual  confidence;  I 
ordered  the  armed  boats  to  ftop,  and  went  on  in  the 
fmall  boat,  alone,  with  a white  Dag  in  my  hand,  which 
by  a general  cry  of  joy  from  the  natives,  I had  the  fa - 
tisfaCtion  to  find  was  inftanrly  underftood  The  wo- 
men 
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men  immediatly  returned  from  the  fide  of  rhe  tP 
whether  they  had  retired  ; the  men  threw  off  then, 
mats,  and  all  fat  down  together  by  the  water  fide, 
-extending  their  arms,  and  inviting  me  to  come  on 
lb  ore. 

Though  this  behaviour  was  very  expreflive  of  a 
friendly  difpofition,  yet  I could  not  help  entertaining 
fome  fufpicions  of  its  fincerity.  But  when  1 faw  Koah, 
with  a boidnefs  and  alfurance  altogether  unaccountable,, 
fwimming  off  towards  the  boat,  with  a white  flag  in 
his  hand,  I though  it  rieccffary  to  return  this  mark,  of 
confidence,  and  therefore  received  him  into  the  boat, 
though  armed;  a circumftance  which  did  not  tend  to 
leilen  my  fufpicions.  I had  long  harboured  an  unfa- 
vourable opinion  of  this  man.  The  priefl  had  always 
told  us,  that  he  was  of  a malicious  difpofition,  and  no 
fiicnd  of  ours:  and  the  repeated  detections  of  his  trea- 
chery, had  convinced  us  of  the  truth  of  their  repre- 
l'en  tat  ions.  Add  to  all  this,  the  blocking  t ran  fa  (9  ion* 
of  the  morning,  iti  which  he  was  feerradinga  principal 
part,  made  me  fed  the  utmoft  horror  at  finding  myfelf 
fo  near  him  ; and  as  lie  came  up  to  me  with  feigned 
tears,  and. embraced  me,  I was  fo  diftruftiul  of  his  in- 
tentions, that  I could  not  help  taking  hold  of  the  point 
of  the  paliooah  which  he  held  in  his  hand,  and  turn- 
ing it  lrom  me. 

I told  him  1 was  come  to  demand  the  body  of  Capt. 
Cook,  and  to  declare  war  againfl  them,  unlefs  it  was 
inftantly  reftored.  He  allured  me  this  fhould  be  done 
as  foon  as  poffible;  and,  after  begging  of  me  a piece  of 
iron,  with  much  alfurance,  as  if  nothing  extraordinary 
had  happened,  he  leaped  into  the  fea,  and  fwam  alhore, 
calling  out  to  his  countrymen  that  wc  were  all  friends 
again. 

Wc  waited  near  an  hour,  with  great  anxiety  for  his 
return  ; during  which  time,  the  reft  of  the  boats  had 
approached  fo  near  the  Ihore,  as  to  cuter  into  convcr- 
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party  of  the  natives,  at  fome  diftnnee 
whom  they  were  plainly  given  to  under- 
it  body  had  been  cut  in  pieces,  and  ear- 
country;  but  of  this  circumOancc  I was 
till  our  return  to  the  (hips. 
how  to  expref*  fome  impatience  at  Koah’s 
delay  j'Upon  which  the  chiefs  prelied  me  exceedingly 
to  come  alhorc,  alluring  me,  that  if  I would  go  myfelf 
to  their  king,  the  body  would  certainly  be  reffored  to 
me.  When  they  found  they  could  not  prevail  on  me  to 
land,  they  attempted  under  pretence  of  wilhing  to 
converfe  with  more  eafe,  to  decoy  our  boat  among 
fome  rocks,  where  they  could  have  had  it  in  their 
power  to  cut  us  off  from  the  reft.  It  was  no  difficult 
matter  to  fee  through  tliefe  artifices;  and  I was  there- 
fore ft  rongly  inclined  to  break  off  all  further  communi- 
cation with  them,  when  a chief  came  to  us,  who  was 
the  particular  friend  of  Capt-  Clerke,  and  of  the  offi- 
cers of  the  Difcovery,  on  board  which  fhip  he  had  fail- 
ed, when  we  lafl  left  the  bay,  intending  to  take  his 
paifage  to  Mowee.  He  told  us,  he  came  from  the 
king  to  acquaint  us,  that  the  body  was  carried  up  the 
country,  but  that  it  fhould  be  brought  to  us  the  next 
morning.  There  appeared  a great  deal  of  fincerity  in 
his  manner;  and  beingalked  if  he  told  a falfehood,  he 
hooked  fiis  two  foie  fingers  together,  which  is  under- 
flood  amongfl  tliefe  illandcrsas  the  fign  of  truth;  in 
the  ufe  of  which  they  are  very  fci  upultnts. 

As  I was  now  at  a lofs  in  what  manner  to  proceed , I 
fent  Mr.  Vancouver  to  acquaint  Capr.  Clerke  with  all 
that  had  palled;  that  my  opinion  was,  they  meant  no| 
to  keep  their  word  with  us,  and  were  fo  far  from  being 
forry  at  what  had  happened,  that  on  the  contrary,  they 
were  full  of  fpirits  and  confidence  on  account  of  their 
late  fuccefs,  and  fought  only  to  gain  time,  till  they 
could  contrive  fome  A heme  for  getting  us  into  their 
power-  Mr.  Vancouver  came  back  With  orders  for 
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me  to  returnon  boa’d;  having  firft  given  the  natives  to 
under  Rand,  that  if  the  body  was  not  brought  the  next 
morning  the  town  rtiouid  be  deftroyed. 

When  they  faw  that  we  were  going  off,  they  endea- 
voured to  provoke  us  by  the  moll  infulting  and  con- 
temptious  geRurcs.  Some  of  our  people  faid,  they 
could  diftinguilh  feveral  of  the  natives  parading  about 
intheclothesofourunfortunatecomrades;  and,  amongft 
them,  a Chief brandilhing  Capt.  Cook's  hanger,  and 
a woman  holding  the  fcabbard.  Indeed,  there  can  be 
no  doubt,  but  that  our  behaviour  had  given  them  a 
mean  opinion  of  our  courage  ; for  they  could  have 
but  little  notion  of  the  motivesofhumanity  that  dired- 
ed  it. 

In  confequencc  of  the  report  I made  to  Captain 
Clerke,  of  what  I conceived  to  be  the  prefent  dilpofi- 
tion  of  the  natives,  the  moft  effedfual  methods  were 
taken  to  guard  againft  any  attack  they  might  make  in 
the  night.  The  boats  were  moored  with  top-chains  ; 
additional  feniiruls  were  polled  on  both  fhips  ; and 
guard-boats  were  Rationed  to  row  round  them,  in  or- 
der to  prevent  the  natives  from  cutting  the  cables. 
During  the  night  we  obferved  a prodigious  number  of 
lights  on  the  hills,  which  made  usimagin,  they  were 
removing  their  eircdfs  back  into  the  country,  in  confe- 
quence-of  our  threats.  But  I lather  bt  lieVe  them  to 
have  been  the  facrifice  that  were  performing  on  ac- 
count of  the  war,  in  which  they  imagined  themfelves 
about  to  be  engaged  ; and  moR  probably  the  bodies  of 
our  Rain  countrymen  were,  at  that  time  burning. 

We  remained  the  whole  night  undiRurbed,  except 
by  the  howlingsand  lamentations  which  were  heard  on 
fhore  ; and  early  the  next  morning,  Koah  came  along- 
fide  the  Refolution,  with  a prefent  tome,  I have  men- 
tioned before,  that  I was  fuppofed,  by  the  natives,  to 
be  the  fon  of  the  captain  ; and  as  he,  in  his  life-time 
had  always  fufiered  them  to  believe  it,  I was  probably 
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.coufidered  as  the  chief,  after  his  death.  As  foon  as  I 
.came  on  deck,  I queftioned  him  about  the  body  ; and 
no  his  returning  me  nothing  but  evafive  anfwcrs,  I re- 
fufed  to  accept  his  prefents,  and  was  going  to  diffnifs 
him,  with  fomc  expreflion*  of  anger  and  refentment, 
had  not  Capt.  Clerkc,  judged  it  beft,  at  all  events  to 
keep  up  the  appearance  of  friendfhip,  and  thought  it 
more  proper,  that  he  Ihould  be  treated  with  the  ufual 
refpecH.  He  was  exceedingly  urgent  with  us  to  go  on 
fhore,  laying  ail  thcblanje  of  the  detention  of  the  bo- 
dies on  the  other  chiefs  ; and  alluring  us,  that  every 
thing  might  be  fettled  to  ourfatisfa&ion,  by  a porfonal 
interview  with  their  king.  However,  his  condu<51  was 
too  fufpicious  to  make  it  prudent  to  comply  with  this 
requeft,  and  he  left  us. 

The  greatell  part  of  the  day  was  taken  up  in  getting 
the  fore-mafi  intp  a proper  fituation  on  deck,  for  the 
carpenters  to  work  upon  it,  and  in  making  the  necef- 
fary  alterations  in  the  commiffion  of  the  officers-  The 
command  of  the  expedition  having  devolved  on  Capt. 
Clerke,  hefemoved  onboard  the  Refolurion, appointed 
Lieut.  Gore  to  be  Captain  of  the  Difcoycry,  and  pro- 
moted Mr.  Hervey,  a midilijpman,  to  the  vacant  Lieu- 
tenancy. During  the  whole  day,  we  met  with  no  in- 
terruption from  thp  natives  ; and  at  night,  the  launch 
was  again  moored  with  a top-chain,  and  guaid  boats 
Rationed  round  both  Ihipsas  before. 

About  eight  o'clock,  it  being  very  dark, a canoe  was 
heard  paddling  towards  the  fhip,  and  as  foon  as  it  was 
feen,  both  the  centinelson  deck  fired  into  it.  There 
were  two  perfons  in  the  canoe,  and  they  immediately 
roared  outTinnce,  (which  was  the  W3y  in  which  they 
pronounced  my  name)  and  faid  they  were  friends,  and 
hadfomething  for  me  belonging  to  the  Captain.  When 
they  came  on  board,  they  threw  themfelves  at  our  feet, 
and  appeared  exceedingly  frightned.  Luckily  nci* 
thcr  of  them  wasburt,  notwithftandingthc  balls  of  both 
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pieces  had  gone  through  the  canoc.  One  of  them  after 
• he  lofs  of  the  Orono  told  us,  that  he  had  brought  a 
part  of  his  body.  He  then  prefented  to  us  a f mall 
bundle  wrapped  up  in  cloth,  which  he  brought  under 
his  arm  ; and  it  is  impoflible  to  diferibe  the  horror 
which  feized  us,  on  finding  in  it,  a piece  of  human 
flelh,  about  nine  or  ten  poundr  weight-  This,  he 
faid,  was  all  that  remained  of  the  body  ; that  the  reft 
was  cut  to  pices,  and  burnt  ; and  that  the  head  and  all 
the  bones,  except  what  belonged  to  the  trunk,  were  in 
the  pofteflionof  their  king,  and  the  other  fc.3rces  ; and 
what  we  faw  had  been  allotted  to  Kaoo,  the  chief  of 
the  pric-fis,  to  be  made  ufeofin  fome  religious  cere- 
mony ; and  that  he  had  fen-t  it  as  a proof  of  hw  inno- 
cence and  attachment  to  us. 

This  affoided  an  opportunity  ofinforming  ourfeives, 
whether  they  were  cannibales  : and  we  did  not  neglect 
it.  We  firft  tried,  by  many  indirect  queftions,  put  to 
each  of  them  apart,  to  learn  in  what  manner  the  reft  of 
the  bodies  had  been  difpofed  of ; and  finding  them 
very  conftant  in  one  ftory , that  after  thef  flelh  had  been 
cut  qIF,  it  had  all  been  burnt ; we  at  laft  put  the  diie& 
queftion,  whether  they  had  not  eat  fome  of  it  ? They 
immediately  ihewed  as  much  horro.r  at  the  idea,  as  ait 
European  would  have  done;  andafked,  very  natural- 
ly,(if  that  was  the  cuftom  amongft  us?  They  afierwaids 
alked  us,  with  great  earneftnefs and  apparent  appre- 
henlion,  When  the  Orono  would  come  again  ? And 
what  he  would  do  to  them  on  his  return  ? The  fame 
enquiry  was  frequently  made  afterwards  by  othets,  and 
this  idea  agrees  with  the  general  tenor  of  their,  conduct 
towards  him.  which  (be wed,  that  they  confidered  him 
as  a being  of  a fu  per  for  nature. 

Wre  p re  fled  our  two  ftiendly  vifitors  to  remain  on 
board  till  morning, but  in  vain.  They  told  us,  that  if 
this  -tranfaiftion  lhould  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
king  or  chiefs,  it  might  be  attended  with  the  mod  fatal 
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confequences  to  the  whole  focicty  (thepriefh)  in  order 
to  prevent  which,  they  had  been  obliged  to  come  off  to 
us  in  the  dark,  and  that  the  fame  precaution  would  be 
neceffary  in  returning  on  fhorc.  They  informed  us 
farther  that  the  chiefs  were  eager  to  revenge  the  deaths 
of  their  countrymen  and  particularly,  cautioned  us 
againft  trufting  Koah,  who  they  faid,  was  our  mortal 
and  implacable  enemy  ; and  defired  nothing  more  ar- 
dently, than  an  opportunity  of  fighting  us ; to  which 
the  blowing  of  fome  couches,  we  had  heard  in  the 
morning,  was  meant  as  a challenge  to  fight  us- 

We  learned  from  thefc  men,  that  17  of  their  coun- 
trymen had  been  killed  intheiirft  action  at  Kowrowa, 
of  whom  five  were  chiefs  : and  that  Kaneena  and  his 
brother, our  very  particular  friends,  were  unfortunately 
of  that  number.  Eight,  they  faid,  were  killed  at  the 
obfervatory,  three  of  whom  were  alfo  of  the  hrft 
rank. 

About  eleven  o’clock,  our  two  friends  left  us,  and 
took  the  precaution  to  delire,  that  our  guard-boat  might 
attend  them,  till  they  had  palled  the  Difcovery,  lead 
they  fhoultl  again  be  fired  on,  which  might  alarm  their 
countrymen  on  fliore,  and  expofc  them  to  the  danger 
of  being  difeovered.  This  requeft  was  complied  with, 
and  we  had  the  fatisfadion  to,  find,  that  they  gotfafe 
to  fhore. 

On  the  i6thabout  noon,  finding  us  perfift  in  our  in- 
activity, great  bodies  of  the  native,  after  blowing  their 
couches,  and  tiling  every  mode  ofdefiance,  marched  off, 
over  the  hills,  and  never  appeared  afterwards,  Thofe, 
however,  who  remained,  were  not  the  lefs  daring  and 
infolent.  One  man  had  the  audicity  to  come  within 
mufket  (hot,  a head  of  the  fhip,  and  after  flinging  ft- 
veral  (tones  at  us,  he  waved  the  Captain's  hat  over  hi* 
head,  whilft  his  countrymen  were  exulting,  ami  en- 
couraging his  boldnefs.  Our  people  were  all  in  a flame 
at  this  infult,  and  cojning  ui  a body  on  the  quarter 
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deck,  begged  they  might  no  longer  he  obliged  (0  put 
up  with  repeated  provocations,  and  requeued  me  to 
obtain  permilfion  for  them,  from  Capt.  Clarke,  to  avail 
themfelves  of  the  fird  fair  occafion  of  revenging  the 
death  of  their  commander.  On  my  acquainting  him 
with  what  was  palling,  he  gave  orders  for  fome  great 
guns  to  be  fired  at  the  natives  on  Ihore,  and  promifed 
the  crew,  that  if  they  Ihould  meet  with  any  molellation 
at  the  watering-place  the  next  day,  they  (hould  .then 
be  left  at  liberty  to  cliallife  them. 

It  is  fomething  remarkable,  that  before  we  could 
bring  our  guns  to  bear,  the  natives  had  fufpeded  our 
intentions,  from  the  flit  they  faw  in  the  Ihip,  and  had 
retired  behind  their  houfesand  walls.  We  were  there” 
fore  obliged  to  fire,  in  fomc  meafure.at  random  ; not- 
withftanding  which,  our  (hot  produced  the  effe$s  that 
could  have  been  defired.  For,  foon  after,  we  faw  Koah 
paddling  towards  us,  with  extreme  hade,  and  on  his 
arrival,  we  learned,  that  fome  people  had  been  killed, 
and  amongft  the  reft,  Maiha-maiha,  a principal  chief, 
and  a near  relation  of  the  king. 

Soon  after  the  arrival  of  Koah,  two  boys  fwam  off 
from  the  Morai  towards  the  fhips,  having  each  a long 
fpear  in  his  hand,  and  after  they  had  approached  pretty 
near,  they  began  to  chant  a fong,  in  a very  folemit 
manner  ; the  fubjeft  of  which,  horn  their  often  men- 
tioning the  word  Orono,  and  pointing  to  the  village 
where  Capt.  Cook  was  killed,  we  concluded  to  be  the 
late  calamitous  difafler.  Havingfung  in  plaintive  drain 
for  about  twelve  or  fifteen  minutes,  during  the  whole 
of  which  time  they  remained  in  the  water,  they  went 
on  board  the  Difcovery,  and  delivered  their  fpeais  ; 
and  after  making  a diort  day,  returned  on  fhore  Who 
fent  them,  or  what  was  the  objeft  of  this  ceremony,  we 
were  never  able  to  learn. 

At  night,  the  ufual  precautions  were  taken  for  the 
fecuriry  of  the  fhips  ; and  as  foon  as  it  was  dark,  our 
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two  friends,  who  had  vifited  us  the  night  before,  came 
off  again.  They  allured  us,  that  though  the  effefls  of 
our  gre^t  guns,  this  afternoon,  had  terrified  the  chiefs 
exceedingly,  they  had  by  no  means  laid  afide  their 
hodile  intentions,  and  advifed  us  to  be  always  on  our 
guard . 

The  next  morning  the  boats  of  both  fiiips  were  fenl 
afhore  for  water,  and  the  Difcovery  was  warped  dofe 
to  the  beach,  in  order  to  coyer  their  fervice.  We  foon 
found,  that  theintelligcnce  which  thepriedi  had  fent  ui 
was  not  without  foundation  ; and  that  the  natives  wete 
refolved  to  take  every  opportunity  of  annoying  us, 
when  it  could  be  done  without  much  rifk.  In  fad  our 
people  were  fo  taken  up  in  attending  to  theirown  fafety, 
that  thpy  employed  the  whole  forenoon  in  filling  only 
one  ton  of  water.  As  it  was  therefore  impoffible  to 
perform  this  fervice,  till  their  affailants  were  driven  toa 
greater  didance,  the  Difcovery  was  ordered  to  diflodge 
them,  with  her  great  guns  ; which  being  effeded  by  a 
few  difeharges,  the  men  landed  without  moledatkm. 
However,  the  natives  foon  after  made  their  appearance 
again;  and  it  was  now  found  abfolutcly  necedary  to 
burn  down  fomefew  draggling  houfes  near  a wall,  be- 
hind which  they  had  taken  fhelter.  In  executing 
thefe  orders,  I am  furry  to  add.^lhat  our  people  were 
hurried  into  ads  of  unneceffary  cruelty  and  devafta- 
tion;  although  fomething  ought  certainly  to  be  allow- 
ed to  their  refentmentof  the  repeated  infults,  and 
contemptuous  behaviour,  of  the  illanders,  and  to  the 
natural  defire  of  revenging  the  lof*  of  their  Com- 
mander. 

I have  already  mentioned,  that  orders  had  been  giv- 
en to  burn  only  a few  draggling  huts,  which  afforded 
fhelter  to  the  natives.  We  were  therefore  a good  deal 
furprifed  to  fee  the  whole  village  on  fire  ; and  before  a 
boat,  that  was  fent  to  dop  the  progrefsof  the  mifehief- 
could  reach  the  fhore,  the  houfes  of  our  old  and  con- 
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ftant  friends,  the  priefl*,  were  all  in  flame*.  I cannot 
enough  lament  the  illnefs  that  confined  me  on  board 
this  day.  The  prieft  had  alway*  been  under  my  pro- 
tection; and,  unluckily,  the  officer*  who  were  on  duty, 
having  been  feldom  on  ffiore  at  the  Morai,  were  not 
much  acquainted  with  the  circumflance*  of  the  place. 
Had  I been  prefent  myfelf,  I might  probably  have 
been  the  mean*  of  faving  their  little  fociety  from  de- 
finition. 

Several  of  the  native*  were  (hot  in  making  their 
efcape  from  the  flame*  ; and  our  people  cut  off  the 
heads  of  two  of  the  natives,  and  brought  them  on 
board.’ 

At  thi*  time  an  elderly  man  wa*  taken  prifoner, 
bound, jand  fent  on  board  in  the  boat,  with  the  heads  of 
hi*  two  companions.  I never  faw  horror  f<?  flrongly 
piClured,  as  in  the  face  of  thi*  man,  nor  fo  violent  a 
tranfitioo  to  extravagent  joy,  a*  when  he  was  untied, 
and  told  he  might  go  away  in  fafety.  He  (hewed  u*  he 
did  not  want  gratitude,  a*  he  frequently  afterward*  re- 
turned with  prefents  ofprovifion,  and  alfodid  ut  other 
fervices. 

Soon  after  the  village  was  deftroyed,  weTaw,  coming 
down  the  hill,  a man,  attended  by  fifteen  or  twenty 
boy*  holding  pieces  of  white  cloth,  green  bough*,  and 
plantains  in  their  hands.  I know  not  how  it  happened, 
that  this  peaceful  embafly,  as  foon  as  they  were  within 
reach,  received  the  fire  of  a party  of  our  men.  This, 
however,  did  not  ftopthem.  They  continued  their  pro- 
ceflion,  and  the  officer  on  duty  came  up  in  time  to  pre- 
vent a fecond  difcharge.  As  they  approached  nearer, 
it  wa*  found  to  be  our  much  efteemed  friend  Kairee- 
keea,  the  prieft,  who  had  fled  on  our  fetting  fire  to  the 
village,  and  had  now  returned,  and  defiredto  be  fent 
on  board  the  Refolution. 

When  he  arrived,  we  found  him  exceedingly  grave 
and  thotaghtful.  We  endeavoured  to  make  him  under- 
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{land  the  neceffity  we  were  under  of  felting  fire  to  the 
village,  by  which  his  houfc,  and  thofe  of  his  brethren , 
were  unintentionally  confumed.  He  expoftulatcd  a 
little  with  us  on  our  want  of  friendfhip,  and  on  our  in- 
gratitude. And  indeed,  it  was  not  till  now,  that  we 
learnt  the  whole  extent  of  theinjury  we. had  done  them. 
He  told  us,  that  relying  on  the  promifesl  had  made 
them,  and  on  the  aifurances  they  had  afterwards  re- 
ceived from  the  men,  who  had  brought  us  the  remains 
ofCapt.  Cook,  they  had  not  removed  their  effedls 
back  into  the  country',  with  the  rell  of  the  inhabitants, 
but  had  putevcry  thingthat  was  valuable  oftheir  own, 
as  well  as  what  they  had  colleided  from  us,  into  a houfe 
clofe  to  the  Morai,  where  they  had  the  mortiheation 
to  fee  it  all  feton  fire  by  us. 

On  coming  on  board,  he  had  feen  the  heads  of  his 
countrymen,  lying  on  the  deck,  at  which  he  was  ex- 
ceedingly ihocked,  and  defired,  with  great  eameftnefs, 
that  they  might  be  thrown  overboard.  This  requeft 
Captain  Clerke  immediately  oidercd.  to  be  complied 
with- 

In  the  evening,  the  watering  party  returned  on 
board,  having  met  with  no  farther  interruption.  We 
paffed  a gloomy  night;  the  cries  and  lamentation*  we 
heard  on  lliore  being  far  more  dreadful  than  ever. 
Out  only  confolalion  was,  the  hope  that  we  fiiould 
have  no  occafion,  in  future,  for  a repetition  of  fuch 
feverities. 

It  i*  very  extraordinary,  that  amidft  all  thefe  difiur- 
bances,  the  women  of  the  ifiand,  who  were  on  board, 
never  offered  to  leave  u»,  nor  difeovered  the  fmalieft 
apprchenfions  either  for  themfelvcs  or  their  friends  on 
fhore.  So  entirely  unconcerned  did  they  appear,  that 
fome  of  them,  who  were  on  d.eck  when  the  town  wa* 
inflames,  feemed  to  admire  the  light,  and  cried  out, 
it  was  maitai,  or  very  fine. 

• The 
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The  next  morning,  Koah  came  off  as  ufual  to  the 
flaps.  As  there  exifted  no  longer  any  neceffity  for 
keeping  terms  with  him,  I was  allowed  to  have  my 
own  way-  When  he  approached  towards  the  fide  of 
the  lhip,  finging  his  fong.  and  offering  me  a hog,  and 
fome  plantains,  I ordered  him  to  keep  off,  cautioning 
him  neverto  appear  again  without  Capt.  Cook’s  bones, 
Jell  his  life  llioutd  pay  the  forfeit  of  his  frequent  breach 
of  promife-  He  did  not  appear  much  mortified  with 
this  reception,  but  went  immediately  on  fliore,  and 
joined  a party  of  his  countrymen,  who  were  pelting 
the  waterers  with  Hones. 

The  natives  being  at  lafl  convinced  that  it  was  not 
the  want  of  ability  to  punith  them,  which  had  hitherto 
made  us  tolerate  their  provocations,  defiHed  from  giv- 
ing us  further  molehation  ; and,  in  theevening,  a chief 
called  Eappo,  who  had  feldom  viiited  us,  but  whom 
we  knew  to  be  a man  of  the  very  fi rfl  confequence, 
came  with  prefents  from  the  king  to  fue  for  peace- 
The  prefents  were  received  and  he  was  difmiffed 
with  the  fame  anfwer  which  had  before  been  given, 
that  until  the  remains  of  Capt.  Cook,  fhould  be  re- 
flored,  no  peace  would  be  granted.  We  learned  from 
this  perfon,  that  the  flelli  of  all  the  bodies  of  our  peo- 
ple, together  with  the  bones  of  the  trunks,  had  been 
burnt  ; that  the  limb- bones  of  the  marines  had  been 
divided  amongfl  the  inferior  chiefs ; and  that  thole  of 
Capt.  Cook,  had  been  difpofed  of  in  the  following 
manner;  the  head  to  a great  chief,  called  Kahoo-opeon; 
the  hair  to  Mahia-mahia;  and  the  legs,  thighs,  and 
arms,  to  the  king.  After  it  was  dark,  many  of  the 
inhabitants  came  off  with  roots  and  other  vegetables ; 
and  we  alfo  received  two  large  prefents  of  the  fame 
articles  from  Kaireekeea- 

The  1 9th  waschieHy  taken  up  in  fending  and  receiv- 
ing the  meffages  which  palled  between  Capt.  Clerke 
and  the  king.  Eappo  was  very  preffing,  that  one  of  our 
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officer*  fhould  go  no  fliore  ; and,  in  the  mean  lime, 
offered  to  remain  an  hoftage  on  board.  Thi*  requeft, 
however,  it  was  not  thought  proper  to  comply  with  ; 
and  he  left  us  with  a promife  of  bringing  the  bones 
the  next  day.  At  the  beach,  the  waterers  did  not 
meet  with  the  leaft  oppofition  from  the  natives  ; who, 
iiotwithftanding  our  cautious  behaviour,  cameamongfl 
us  again,  without  the  fmalleft  appearance  of  diffidence 
or  apprehenfton. 

About  ten  in  the  morning  of  the  20th,  we  fawa 
great  number  of  people  defending  the  hill,  which  u 
over  the  beach,  in  a kind  of  proceffion,  each  man 
carrying  a fugar-caneon  nistwo  lhoulders,  and  bread- 
fruit, taro,  and  plantains  in  his  hand.  They  were 
preceded  by  two  drummers  ; who,  when  they  came 
to  the  water-fide,  fat  down  by  a white  flag,  and  began 
to  beat  their  drums,  while  thofe  who  had  followed 
them,  advanced,  one  by  one;  and,  having  depofited 
the  prefents  they  had  brought,  retired  in  the  fame  or- 
der. Soon  after,  Eappo  came  in  fight  in  his  long 
feathered  cloak,  bearing  fomething  with  great  folem- 
nity  in  his  hand;  and  having  placed  himfelf  on  a rock, 
he  made  figns  for  a boat  to  be  fern  him. 

Capt-  Clerke  conjecturing  that  he  had  brought  the 
bones  of  Capt.  Cook,  which  proved  to  be  the  fa& , went 
himfelf  in  the  pinnace  to  receive  them  J and  ordered 
me  to  attend  them  in  the  cutter.  When  we  arrived  at 
the  beach,  Eappo  came  into  the  pinnace,  and  deli- 
vered to  the  Captain  the  bones  wrapped  up  in  a large 
quantity  of  fine  new  cloth,  and  covered  with  a fpotred 
cloak  of  black  and  white  feathers.  He  afterwards  at- 
tended us  to  the  Refolution  ; but  could  not  be  prevailed 
on  to  go  on  board;  probably  not  chopfing,  from  a 
fenfeof  decency,  to  be  prefent  at  the  opening  of  the 
bundle.  We  found  in  it  both  the  hands  of  Capt.  Cook 
entire,  which  were  well  known  from  a remarkable  fear 
on  one  of  them,  thatdivided  the  thumb  from  the  fore- 
finger 
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finger,  the  whole  length  of  the  metacarpal  bene ; the 
fkull,  but  with  the  fcalp  feparated  from  it,  and  the 
bone*  that  form  the  face  wanting;  the  fcalp,  with  the 
hair  upon  it  cut  lhort,  and  the  ears  adhering  to  it ; the 
bones  of  both  arm*,  with  the  fkin  of  the  fore-arm* 
hanging  to  them  ; the  thigh  and  leg-bones  joined  toge- 
ther, but  without  the  feet.  The  ligament*  of  the 
joint*  entire ; and  the  whole  bore  evident  marks  of 
having  been  in  the  fire,  except  the  hands,  which  had 
the  flelh  leftupon  them, and  were  cut  in  feveral  places, 
and  crammed  with  fait,  apparently  with  3n  intention 
of  preferving  them-  The  fcalp  had  a cut  in  the  back, 
part  of  it,  but  the  fkull  wa*  free  from  any  fracture. 
The  lower  jaw,  which  was  wanting,  Eappo  told  us 
had  been  feized  by  a chief,  and  that  the  king  was  ufing 
every  mean*  to  recover  it. 

The  next  morning  (Sunday)  Eappo  and  the  king’s 
fon  came  on  board,  and  brought  with  them  the  re- 
maining bones  of  Capt.  Cook,  and  the  barrels  of  his 
gun,  his  fhoe*,  and  other  trifle*  that  belonged  to  him. 
Eappo  took  great  pains  to  convince  us,  that  the  king, 
Maiha-maiha  and  himfelf,  were  mofl  heaitily  defirous 
of  peace:  that  they  had  given  the  mofl  convincing 
proof  of  it  in  their  power  ; and  that  they  had  been  pre- 
vented from  giving  it  fooner,  by  the  other  chiefs, 
many  of  them  were  ftill  our  enemies.  He  lamented 
with  the  greatefl  forrow,  the  death  of  fix  chief*  we  had 
killed,  one  of  whom  was  our  beft  friend.  The  cutter, 
he  told  u*,  was  taken  by  Pareea’s  people;  very  pro- 
bably in  revenge  for  the  blow  that  was  given  him,  and 
that  it  was  broken  up  the  next  day. 

Nothing  now  remained,  but  to  perform  the  laft  offices 
to  our  great  and  unfortunate  Commander.  Eappo  wa* 
difmifled  with  orders  to  taboo  all  the  bay ; and,  in  the 
afternoon,  the  boneshaving  been  put  into  acoffin,  and 
the  fervice  read  over  them,  they  were  committed  to 
the  deep  with  the  ufual  military  honouis.  What  our 
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feelings  were  on  this  occafion,  I leave  the  world  to 
conceive,  thofe  who  were  prefent  know,  that  it  is  not 
in  my  power  to  exprefs  them. 

During  the  forenoon  of  the  23d,  not  a canoe  was 
feen  paddling  in  the  bay:  the  taboo,  which  Eappo  had 
laid  on  it  the  day  before,  at  our  requeft,  not  being  yet 
taken  off-  At  length  Eappo  came  off  to  us.  We  af- 
fured  him,  that  we  were  now  entirely  fatisfied  ; and 
that  as  the  Orono  was  buried,  all  the  remembrance  of 
what  had  palled  was  buiied  with  him.  Wcafterwards 
defired  him  to  take  ofF  the  taboo,  and  to  make  it 
known,  that  the  people  might  bring  their  provifions 
as  ulual.  Theihips  were  foon  furrounded  with  canoes, 
and  many  of  the  chiefs  came  on  board,  expreflfing 
great  forrow,  at  what  had  happened,  and  their  fatis- 
fatftion  at  our  reconciliation.  Several  of  our  friends, 
who  did  not  vifit  usK  fent  prefents  of  large  hogs,  and 
other  provifions.  Amongft  the  reft  came  the  old 
treacherous  Koah,  but  was  refufed  admittance. 

As  we  had  now  every  thing  ready  for  fea,  Capt. 
Clerke  imagining,  that  if  the  news  of  our  proceedings 
(hould  reach  the  illands  to  leeward  before  us,  it  might 
have  a very  bad  effe<ft,  gave  orders  to  unmoor.  About 
eight  in  the  evening  wc  difmiiied  alt  tiie  natives;  and 
Eappo,  arid  the  friendly  Kaireekeea,  took  an  affection- 
ate leave  of  us.  We  immediately  weighed,  and  flood 
out  of  the  bay.  The  natives  were  collected  on  the 
Ihore  in  great  numbers  ; and,  as  we  palled  alon'g,  re- 
ceived our  laft  farcwels,  with  every  mark  of  affe&ion 
and  goo-1 
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CHAP.  IX. 

Capt.  Clake's  departure  from  Owhyhee- Arrival  at  Atari 

Final  departure  Jim  the  Sandwich  Ifiands De- 

Jcriplicn  bj the  natives , arid  treatment  vf  their  xvcmcn. 

HIS  fi  i ft  object  was  to  fe.arch  for  an  harbour  on  the 
S-  E.  fide  of  Mowee.  Being  driven,  however, 
by  the  eafterly  winds  and  current,  he  was  not  able  to 
gain  it-  But,  on  the  ift  of  March,  anchored  again  off 
the  ifiand  of  Atooi.  Tha  great  bufinefs  there  W3*  to 
procure  water  and  provifions ; but  the  party  employed 
on  fhore  for  this  purpofe,  were  in  the  mult  imminent 
dangef-  Nothing  but  the  moderation  and  manage- 
ment of  Lieut.  King  could  have  prevented  a repeti- 
tion of  the  dataftrophe  of  Owhyhee,  Harmony  how- 
ever was  reflored  by  the  interpofition  of  the  chiefs, 
who  attributed  this  hofiile  circumftance  to  a want  of 
fubordination,  which  was  the  natural  confequence  ef 
the  civil  dilfentions  which  then  reigned  in  the  ifiands, 
and  which  were  occafioned  by  the  goats  which  Capt. 
Cook,  had  left  at  Oneehcow,  arid  which  Were  all  de- 
flroyed  ill  the  conteft.  On  the  Sth,  Capt.  Clerke 
failed  from  Atooi,  and  anchored  the  fame  afternoon 
ofF  Oneehcow.  On  the  igth,  he  finally  left  thefe 
ifiands. 

We  have  already  given  various  partictilafs  of  the 
Sandwich  Ifiands,  in  our  defcripiion  of  the  ifiand  of 
Atocri.  It  will  be  now  proper  to  add  a few  obfervsr- 
tions. — They  confift  of  a group  of  1 1 in  number,  ex- 
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tending  in  lat.  from  18  deg-  54  min.  to  2a  deg.  15 
min-  North;  and  in  long-  from  199 deg-  36  min.  to 
205  deg.  20  min.  E.  They  were  named  the  Sand- 
wich Iflands  by  Capt-  Cook,  in  honour  of  the  Earl  of 
Sandwich,  under  whofe  aufpices  this  voyage  was  un- 
dertaken. The  climate  here  differ*  very  little  from 
that  of  the  Weft  India  iflands,  which  lie  in  the  fame 
latitude.  Whether  they  are  fubjeft  to  the  fame  vio- 
lent winds  and  hurricanes  could  not  be  difcovered,  as 
the  (hips  were  not  there  in  any  of  the  ftormy  months; 
but  Capt- King  thinks  it  probable,  that,  in  thisrefpcft, 
they  refemblethe  Society  and  Friendly  Iflands,  which 
are,  in  a great  meafure,  free  from  thefe  dreadful  vih- 
tations- 

Of  the  quadrupeds  in  thefe  iflands,  the  only 
fort  worthy  of  obfervation  are  the  dogs.  They  are 
about  the  fize  of  the  common  turnfpit,  exceed- 
ingly fluggifh  in  their  nature ; which  may  be 
more  owing  to  the  manner  in  which  they  are  treated, 
than  to  their  natural  difpofition.  They  are,  in  gene- 
ral, fed,  and  left  to  herd  with  the  hogs ; nor  did  there 
appear  one  inftance  in  which  a dog  was  made  a com- 
panion in  the  manner  we  do  in  Europe.  Indeed,  the 
cuftom  of  eating  them  is  an  infuperable  bar  to  theit 
admiflion  into  fociety  ; and  as  there  are  neither  beaib 
of  prey  in  the  iflands,  nor  objefls  of  chace,  it  is  pro- 
bable, that  the  focial  qualities  of  the  dog,  his  fidelity, 
attachment,  and  fagacity,  will  remain  unknown  w 
the  natives. 

With  refpeft  to  vegetables,  the  moft  remarkable 
were  feveral  large  roots  brought  to  the  {hips  at  CJnee- 
heow.  They  were  of  a brown  colour,  fliaped  like  1 
yam,  and  from  fix  to  ten  pounds  in  weight.  The 
juice,  which  it  yields  in  greatabundance,  is  very  fwett 
and  of  a pleafant  taftc,  and  was  found  to  be  an  excel- 
lent fubftitute  for  fugar.  The  natives  are  very  fond 
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of  it,  and  ufe  it  at  an  article  of  their  common  diet ; 
and  our  people  alfo  found  it  very  palatable  and  whole- 
fome.  It  was  fuppofed  to  be  the  root  of  fome  kind  of 
fern. 

The  natives  of  thefe  iflands,  are  in  general,  above 
the  middle  fize,  and  well  made  ; they  walk  very  grace- 
fully, run  nimbly,  and  are  capable  of  bearing  great 
fatigue;  though,  upon  the  whole.the  men  are  fomewhat 
inferior,  in  point  of  ftrength  and  atdivity,  tothefriendly 
iflandcrs,  and  the  women  lefs  delicately  limbed  than  ' 
thofe  of  Otaheite.  Their  complexion  is  rather  darker 
than  that  of  the  Otaheiteans,  and  they  are  not  altoge- 
ther fo  hand  fome  a people.  However,  many  of  both 
fexes  had  fine  open  countenances;  and  the  women  in 
particular,  had  good  eyes  and  teeth,  and  a fweetnef* 
and  fenfibility  of  look,  which  rendered  them  very 
•engaging.  Their  hair  is  of  a brownilh  black,  and 
neither  uniformly  ftraight,  like  that  of  the  Indians  in 
America,  nor  uniformly  curling,  as  among  the  African 
negroes,  but  varying,  in  this  refpeft,  like  the  hair  of 
Europeans.  One  (Iriking  peculiarity,  in  the  features 
of  every  part  of  this  greatnation,  Ido  not  remember 
to  have  feen  any  where  mentioned  which  is,  that, 
even  in  the  handfomeft  faces,  there  is  always  a fulnefs 
of  the  noftril,  without  any  flatncfs  or  fpreading  of  the 
mofe,  thatdiftinguifhcs  them  from  Europeans.  It  is  not 
.improbable  that  this  may  be  the  effect  of  their  ufual 
mode  of  falutation,  which  is  performed  by  preffing  the 
end  of  their  nofes  together. 

Not  with  (landing  the  irreparable  lofs  we  fufFered  from 
the  fudden  refentment  and  violence  of  the  people,  yet, 
in  juftice  to  their  general  condutd , it  muft  be  acknow- 
ledged, that  they  are  of  the  mod  mild  and  affe&ionate 
difpofnion  ; equally  remote  from  the  extreme  levity 
and  ficklenefs  of  the  Otaheiteans,  and  the  diftant  gra- 
vity and  referve  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Friendly 
Jflands  They  appear  to  live  in  the  utradft  harmony 
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and  friend fhip  with  one  another.  The  women,  who 
had  children,  were  remarkable  for  their  tender  and 
conflani  attention  to  them  ; and  the  men  would  often 
lend  their  affiltance  in  thofe  domeflic  offices,  witha 
\yillingnefs  that  does  credit  to  their  feelings. 

It  mult,  however,  be  ubferved,  that  they  fall  very 
fhort  of  the  other  iflandcrs,  in  that  belt  tefl  of  civiliza- 
tion, the  refpecls  paid  to  the  women.  Here  they  arc 
not  only  deprived  of  the  privilege  of  eating  with  the 
men,  but  the  belt  forts  of  food  are  tabooed,  or  forbidden 
them.  They  are  not  allovyed  to  cat  pork,  turtle,  fe- 
veral  kinds  of  filh,  and  fome  fpecies  of  the  plantains; 
and  we  were  told  that  a poor  girl  got  a terrible  beating, 
for  having  eaten,  on  board  our  Ihip,  one  of  thefe  in- 
terdicted articles.  In  their  domeftic  life,  they  appear 
to  live  almoft  entirely  by  themfclvcs,  and  though  we 
did  not  obferve  any  in  fiance  of  perfonal  ill  ttcairnent, 
yet  it  \yas  evident  they  had  little  regard  or  attention 
paid  them. 

The  great  hofpitaiity  and  kindnefs,  with  which  we 
were  received  by  them, have  been  frequently  remarked; 
and  indeed  they  make  the  principal  part  of  our  tran- 
fa&ions  with  them-  Whenever  we  came  onihore,  theie 
was  a conflant  (l niggle  who  fliould  be  mod  forward  in 
making  us  little  piefents,  bringing  rcfrcOiments,  or 
shewing  fome  other  mark  of  their  refpeCt.  '1  he  old 
people  never  failed  of  receiving  us  with  tears  ofjoy; 
deemed  highly  gratified,  with  being  allowed  to  touch 
us,  and  were  conflantly  making  compaiifons  between 
themfelves  and  us,  with  the  flrongeft  marks  of  humi- 
lity. The  young  women  were  not  lefs  kind  and  engag- 
ing, and  till  they  found,  notwithflanding  our  endea- 
vours to  prevent  it,  that  they  had  reafon  to  repent  of 
our  acquaintance,  attached  themfelycs  to  us  without 
•the  leait  referve. 

In  jufiice,  however,  to  the  fex,  it  mud  be  obferved- 
that  thefe  ladies  were  probably  all  of  the  lower  dafsof 
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ilic  people,  for  I am  drongly  inclined  to  believe,  that* 
(excepting  thq  few,  whole  names  are  mentioned  in  the 
courfe  of  the  narrative,  we  did  not  fee  any  woipan  of 
rank  in  the  illand. 

Their  natural  capacity  feems,  in  no  refpeft,  belo\y 
the  common  dandard  of  mankind.  Their  improvemets 
in  agriculture,  and  the  perfeclionof  their  manufactures, 
arc  certainly  adequate  to  the  circumdances  of  their 
lituation,  and  the  natural  advantages  they  enjoy.  The 
eager,  curiofity,  with  which  they  attended  the  armour- 
er’s forge,  and  the  many  expedients  t hey  had  invent- 
ed, even  before  we  left  the  i (lands , for  working  the 
iron  they  had  procured  from  us,  in  fuch  forms  as  were 
bed  adapted  for  their  purpofes,  were  ftropg  proofs  of 
docility  and  ingenuity. 

Our  unfortunate  friend,  Kancena  (killed  with  his 
brother  and  1 5 of  the  natives  jn  the  fatal  confliCl  with 
Capt.  Cook)  polIeHed  a degree  ofjudicious  curiolity, 
^nd  a quicknels  of  conception,  which  was  rarely  met 
with  a mongfl  thefe  people.  He  was  very  inquifnivc 
after  our  cuftorns  and  manners ; alked  after  our  king; 
the  na  ture  of  our  government ; our  numbers;  the  me- 
thod of  building  our  fliips;  our  houfes;  the  produce 
of  our  country;  whether  we  had  wais;  with  whom; 
and  on  what  occalions ; and  in  what  manner  they  were 
carried  on  ; who  was  our  God  ; and  many  other  quef- 
tions  of  the  fame  nature,  which  indicated  an  under- 
Randing  of  great  comprehenfion. 

We  met  with  two  indances  of  perfons  difordered 
in  their  minds,  the  one  a man  at  Owhyhce,  the  other 
a woman  atOneeheow.  It  appeared,  front  the  parti- 
cular attention  and  refpecl  paid  to  them,  that  the  opi- 
nion of  their  being  infpired  by  the  Divinity,  which 
obtains  among  mod  of  the  nations  of  the  Ead,  is  alfo 
received  here. 

The  inhabitants  of  thefe  iflands  differ  from  thofe  of 
)the  Friendly  Ides,  in  fuffering,  almod  univerfally,  their 
• beards 
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beards  to  grow-  There  were,  indeed,  a few,  amongft 
whom  was  the  old  king,  that  cut  it  off  entirely  ; and 
others  that  wore  it  only  upon  their  upper  lip.  The 
fame  variety,  in  the  manner  of  wearing  the  hair,  as  alfo 
4fbfervable  here,  as  among  the  other  iflanders  of  the 
Xouth  feas  ;befidcs  which,  they  have  a falliion,  as  far  as 
we  know,  peculiar  to  therafclves-  They  cut  it  clofe  on 
each  fide  the  head,  down  to  the  ears,  leaving  a ridge, 
of  abouta  fmall  hand's  breadth,  running  from  the  fore- 
head to  the  neck  ; which,  when  the  hair  is  thick  and 
curling,  has  the  form  of  a crcft  of  the  ancient  helmet. 
Others  wear  large  quantities  of  falfe hair,  flowing  down 
their  backs  in  long  ringlets  ; and  others  again,  tic  it  in- 
to a fingle  round  bunch  on  the  top  of  the  head,  almoft 
as  large  as  the  head  itfelf;  and  fome  into  five  or  fix 
diftinft  bunches.  They  daub  their  hair  with  a grey 
day,  mixed  with  powdered  fhells,  which  they  keep  in 
balls,  and  chew  it  into  a kind  of  foft  paftc,  when  they 
have  occafien  to  make  ufe  of  it-  This  keeps  the  hair 
fmooth,  and  in  time,  changes  it  to  a pale  yellow 
colour. 

Both  fexes  wear  necklaces,  made  of  firings  of  fmall 
variegated  fhells;  and  an  ornament,  in  the  form  of  the 
handle  of  the  cup,  about  two  inches  long,  and  haifan 
inch  broad,  made  of  wood,  flonc,  or  ivory,  finely  po- 
lilhed,  which  is  hung  about  the  neck,  by  fine  threads  of 
twifted  hair,  doubled  fometitnesa  hundred  fold.  In- 
flead  of  this  ornament,  fome  of  them  wear  on  their 
breaft,  a fmall  human  figure,  made  of  bone,  fufpended 
in  the  fame  manner. 

The  fan,  or  fly-flap,  is  alfo  an  ornament  ufed  by 
both  fexes.  The  moft  ordinary  kind  are  made  of  the 
fibres  of  the  cocoa-nut,  tied  loofe,  in  bunches,  to  the 
top  of  a fmooth  polilhed  handle.  The  tail  feathers  of 
the  cock,  and  of  the  tropick  biid,  are  alfo  ufed  in  the 
fame  manner  ; but  the  moft  valuable  arc  thofe  which 
have  the  haudle  made  of  the  arm  or  leg  bones  of  an 
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enemy  flain  in  battle,  and  which  are  preferved  with 
great  care,  and  handed  down,  from  father  to  fon,  as 
trophic*  of  ineftimable  value. 

The  cuftomoflatowing  the  body,  they  have  in  com- 
mon with  the  reft  of  the  natives  of  the  South  Sea  i- 
flands,  but  is  only  at  New  Zealand,  and  the  Sandwkji 
iflands,  that  they  tatow  the  face. 

From  fome  information  we  received,,  relative  to  the 
cuftom  of  tatowing,  we  were  inclined  to  think,  that 
it  is  frequently  intended  as  a fign  of  mourning  on  the 
death  of  a chief,  or  any  other  calamitous  event.  For 
\vc  wereoften  told,  that  fuch  a particular  maik  w?»  jn 
memory  of  fuch  a chief,  and  fo  of  the  reft.  It  may  be 
here,  too,  obfervtd,  that  the  lovveft  clafs  are  often  ta- 
towed  with  a mark,  that  diftinguilhes  them  as  the  pro- 
perty of  the  feveral  Chiefsto  whom  they  belong. 

The  drefs  of  the  men  generally  confifts  of  a piece  of 
thick  cloth  called  the  maro,  about  ten  or  twelve  inches 
broad,  which  they  pafs  between  the  legs,  and  tie  round, 
the  waift.  This  is  the  common  drefs  of  all  ranks  of 
people.  Their  mats,  fome  of  which  are  beautifully 
manufadured,  are  of  various  fi/es,  butmoftly  about 
five  feet  long,  and  four  broad.  Thefe  they  threw  over 
their  fhoulders,  and  bring  forward  before  ; but  they 
are  feldom  ufed,  except  in  time  of  war,  for  which  puf- 
pofa  they  feem  better  adapted  than  for  ordinary  ufe, 
being  of  a thick  and  cumber  fome  texture,  and  capable 
of  breakingthe  blow  of  a (lone,  or  any  blunt  weapon. 
Their  feet  are  generally  bare,  except  when  they  have 
occafionto  travel  over  the  burnt  flones,  when  they  fe- 
cure  them  witha  fort  offcandal  made  of  cords,  twifted 
from  the  fibres  of  the  cocoa-nut.  Such  is  the  ordinary 
drefs  of  the  inlanders  ; but  they  have  another,  appron 
priated  to  their  chiefs,  and  ufed  on  ceremonious  oeca- 
lions,  confiftingofa  feathered  cloak  and  helmet,  which 
in  pointof  beauty  and  magnificence,  is  perhaps  nearly 
equal  tp  that  of  any  nation  in  the  world.  Thefe  cloaks 
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are  madcof  different  lengths,  in  proportion  to  the  rani 
of  the  wearer,  foine  of  them  reaching  no  lower  than  the' 
middle,  others  trailing  on  the  ground-  The  infciinf 
chiefs  have  alfo  a Short  cloak,  refembling  the  former, 
made  of  the  long-tailed  feathers  of  the  cock,  the  tropic 
and  man  of  war  bird,  with  a broad  border  of  the  final! 
and  yellow  feathers,  and  a collar  of  the  fame.  Others 
again  are  made  of  feathers  entirely  white,  with  varie- 
gated borders.  The  helmet  has  a ftrong  lining  of 
wicker-work,  capableofbreaking  the  blow  of  any  war- 
like inftrumenf,  and  feems  evidently  defigned  for  that 
purpofe.  Thefe  feathered  dreffes  feemed  to  be  exceed- 
ingly fcarce,  appropriated  to  perfons  of  the  higheft 
rank,  and  worn  by  the  men  only. 

The  exaft  refemblance  between  this  habit,  and  the 
cloak  and  helmet  formerly  worn  by  the  Spaniards,  was 
too  ftriking  not  to  excite  ourcutiofity  to  enquire,  whe- 
ther there  were  any  probable  grounds  for  fuppoftng  it  to 
have  been  borrowed  from  them.  After  exci  ting  every 
means  in  our  power,  of  obtaining  information  on  this 
fubjeft,  we  found  that  they  had  no  immediate  know- 
ledge of  any  other  nation  whatever,  nor  any  tradition 
remaining  among  them  of  thefe  iflands  having  been 
ever  vilited  before  by  any  fuch  Ihips  as  ours-  But  not- 
withflanding  the  relult  of  thefe  enquiries;  the  uncom- 
mon form  of  this  habit  appears  to  me  a fufficient  proof 
of  its  European  origin  ; efpecially  when  added  to  ano- 
ther circuin fiance,  that  it  is  a lingular  deviation  from  the 
general  refemblance  in  drefs,  which  prevails  amongft 
all  the  branches  of  the  tribe,  difperled  through  the 
South  Sea.  We  weredriven  indeed,  by  this  concluCoti, 
to  a fuppofition  oF  the  Ihipwreck  of  fume  Buccaneer, 
orSpanilh  fliip,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  thefe  iflands- 
But  when  it  is  recollefled,  that  the  coutfe  of  the  Span- 
ifh  trade  from  the  Acapulco  to  the  Manillas,  is  but  a 
few  degrees  to  the  Southward  of  the  Sandwich  Iflands, 
in  their  palfage  out,  and  to  the  Northward,  <>n 
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their  return,  thisfuppofition  will  not  appear  inthe  lead 
improbable. 

The  common  dref.  of  the  women  bears  a clofe  re- 
femblance  to  that  of  the  men-  They  wrap  round  the 
waifl  a piece  of  cloth,  that  reaches  halfway  down  the 
thighs ; and  fometimes,  in  the  cool  of  the  evening,  they 
appeared  with  loofe  pieces  of  fine  cloth  thrown  over 
their  ihouldcTS,  like  the  women  of  Otahcite.  The  Pan 
is  another  drefs  very  frequently  worn  by  the  younger 
part  of  the  fex.  ,It  is  made  ofthethinefl  and  fined 
fort  of  cloth,  wrapt  fevcral  times  round  the  waift,  and 
defeending  to  the  leg;  fo  as  to  have  exrftflly  the  appear- 
ance of  a full  Ihort  petticoat.  Their  hair  is  cut  fhort 
behind,  and  turned  up  before,  as  is  the  faihion  among 
the  Otaheiteans  and  New  Zealander*  ; all  of  whom 
differ,  in  this  refpedt,  from  the  women  of  the  Friendly 
Iflands,  whowCar  their  heir  long.  We  faw,  indeed,  one 
woman  in  Karakakooa  Bay,  whofe  hair  was  arranged 
in  a very  lingular  manner  ; it  was  turned  up  behind, 
and  brought  over  the  forehead,  and  then  doubled  back 
fo  as  to  form  a fort  of  fhade  for  the  face,  like  a fmall 
bonnet. 

Their  necklaces  are  made  of  fhells,  or  of  a hard 
fhining,  red  berry.  Beftdes  which,  they  wear  wreaths 
of  dried  flowers  of  the  indian  mallow  ; and  another 
beautiful  ornament,  called  Eraie,  which  is  generally  put 
about  the  neck,  but  is  fometfVnes  tied  like  a gailand 
round  the  hair,  and  fometimes  worn  in  both  thefeways 
at  once.  It  is  a ruff  of  the  thickucfs  ofa  finger,  made 
in  a curious  mannerof  exceeding  fmall  feathers,  woven 
fo  clofe  together  as  to  form  a furface  as  fmooth  as  that 
of  the  richeft  velvet.  The  ground  was  generally  of  a 
red  colour,  with  alternate  circles  of  green,  yellow,  and 
black. 

At  Atooi,  fame  of  the  women  wore  little  figuers  of 
the  turtle,  neatly  formed  of  wood  or  ivory,  tied  on  their 
fingers  in  the  manner  we  wear  rings.  Why  this  animal 
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is  thus  particularly  difiinguifhed,  I leave  to  the  con- 
jerttures  of  the  curious.  There  is  alto  an  ornament 
made  of  (hells,  fattened  in  rows  on  a ground  of  ftrong 
netting,  fo  as  to  ftrike  each  other,  when  in  motion  j 
which  both  men  and  women,  when  they  dance,  tie 
either  round  the  arm  or  the  ankle,  or  below  the  knee- 
Inftead  of  (hells,  they  fometimes  make  ufe  of  dog's 
teeth,  and  a hard  read  berry  refembling  that  of  the 
holly. 

There  remaines  to  be  mentioned  another  ornament 
(if  fuch  it  may  be  called),  the  figure  of  which  may  be 
conceived  by  the  following  defeription.  It  is  a kind 
of  ma(k,  made  of  a large  gourd,  with  holes  cut  in  it 
for  the  eyes  and  note.  The  top  was  ftuck  full  of  fmall 
green  twigs,  which,  at  a diftance,  had  the  appearance 
of  an  elegant  waving  plume  ; and  from  the  lower  part 
hung  narrow  ftripes  of  cloth,  refembling  a beard.  We 
never  fa w thefematks  worn  but  twice,  and  both  times 
by  a number  of  people  together  in  a canoe,  who  came 
to  the  fide  of  the  (hip,  laughing  and  drolling  with  an 
air  of  mafquerading.  Whether  they  may  not  likewife 
be  ufed  as  a defence  for  the  head  againil  ftones,  for 
which  they  feem  bell  deligned,  or  in  fome  of  their 
public  games,  or  be  merely  in  tended  for  the  purpofes 
of  mummery,  we  could  never  inform,  ourlelves. 

In  addition  to  the  furniture  of  their  houfes,  which 
lias  been  accurately  deferibed  by  Capt.  Cook,  I have 
only  to  add,  that  at  one  end  arc  mats  on  which  they 
fleep,  with  wooden  pillowes,  or  (leeping  ftools,  exactly 
like  thofe  of  the  Chinefe.  iome  of  the  better  fort  of 
houfes  have  a court-yard  before  them,  neatly  railed  in 
with  fmaller  houfes  built  round  it,  foi  their  fervants. 
In  this  area  they  generally  eat,  and  fit  during  the  day- 
time, In  the  (ides  of  the  hills,  and  among  the  tteep 
rocks,  wcalfo  obferved  feveral  holes  or  caves,  which 
appeared  to  be  inhabited  ; but  as  the  entrance  was  de- 
fended with  wicker-work,  and  wealfo  found,  in  the 
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«nly  one  that  was  vifited,  a ftone  fence  running  acrofi 
it  within,  we  imagine  they  were  principally  defigned 
for  places  of  retreat,  incafe  ofan  attack  from  an  enemy. 

The  way  of  fpending  their  time  appears  to  be  very 
Ample,  and  to  admit  of  little  variety.  They  rife  with 
the  fun  ; and,  after  enjoying  the  cool  of  the  evening, 
retire  to  reft  a few  hours  after  fun-fet.  The  making  of 
canoes  and  mats  forms  the  occupations  of  tshe  Erees  ; 
the  women  areemployed  in  manufacturing  cloth  ; and 
the  Towtows  are  principally  engaged  in  the  plantation 
and  filhing.  Their  idle  hours  are  filled  up  with  various 
amufements.  Their  young  men  and  women  are  fond 
of  dancing  ; and  on  more  folemn  occafions,  they  have 
boxing  and  wreftling  matches,  after  the  manner  of  the 
Friendly  Iftands  ; though,  in  alllhefe  refpetfts,  they  are 
much  inferior  to  the  latter. 

Their  dances  have  a much  nearer  refemblance  to 
rhofe  of  the  New  Zealanders,  than  of  the  Otaheiteans, 
or  Friendly  Iflanders.  They  are  prefaced  with  a flow, 
Solemn  fong,  in  which  all  the  party  join,  moving  their 
legs.  and  gentlyftrikingtheir  breafts,  in  a manner,  and 
with  attitudes,  that  are  perfettly  eafy  and  graceful  ; 
and  fo  far  they  are  the  fame  with  the  dances  of  the  So- 
ciety Iflands.  ■> 

Their  mufic  isof  a ruder  kind,  having  neither  flutes 
nor  reeds,  nor  inftruments  of  anyother  fort,  that  we  faw 
except  drums  of  various  fizes.  But  their  fongs,  which 
they  fung  in  partes,  and  accompany  with  a gentle  mo- 
tion of  the  arms,  in  the  fame  manner  as  the  Friendly 
Iflanders,  had  a very  pleafing  effect 

It  is  very  remarkable,  that  the  people  of  thefe  iflands 
are  great  gamblers.  They  have  a game  very  much  like 
our  draughts  ; but,  if  one  may  judge  from  the  number 
• offquares,  it  is  much  more  intricate.  The  board  is  ✓ 
about  two  feet  long,  and  is  divided  into  two  hundred 
and  thirty-eight  fquarcs,  of  which  there  are  fourteeen 
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in  a row,  and  they  make  ufe  of  black,  and  White  peb- 
bles, which  they  move  from  fquare  to  fquare- 

There  is  another  game,  which  confifts  in  hiding  a 
ftone  under  a piece  of  cloth,  which  one  of  the  parties 
fpreads  out,  and  rumples  in  fuch  a manner,  that  the 
place  where  the  fhmelies  isditficult  tobediftinguiihcd- 
The  antagonift,  with  a flick,  then  flrikes  the  part  of 
the  cloth  where  he  imagines  the  ftonc  to  be  ; and  as  the 
chancesare,  upon  the  whole,  conftderably  againft  his 
hitting  it,  odds,  of  all  degrees,  varying  with  the  opi- 
nion of  the  ikill  of  the  parties,  are  laid  on  the  fide  of 
him  who  hides.  • 

liefules  thefe  games,  they  frequently  amufe  thera- 
felves  with  racing-matches  between  the  boys  and  girls; 
and  here  again  they  wager  with  great  fpirit.  I fawa 
- man  in  a moft  violent  rage,  tearing  his  hair,  and 
beating  his  breaft,  after  looting  the  hatchets  at  one  of 
thefe  races,  which  he  had  juft  before  purchafed  from 
us,  with  half  his  fubftance. 

Swimming  is  not  only  a neceflary  art,  in  which 
both  their  menand  women  are  more  expert  than  any 
people  we  have  hitherto  feen,  and  a favourite  diver- 
lion  amongft  them.  One  particular  mode,  in  which 
they  fometimes  amufe  themfelves  with  this  exercife, 
in  Karakakooa  Bay,  appeared  moft  perilous  and  ex- 
traordinary, and  well  delervcs  a diftintft  relation. 

. The  furf,  which  breaks  on  thecoaft  round  the  bay, 
extends  to  the  diftance  ofabout  one  hundred  and  fifty 
yards  from  the  fhore,  within  which  fpace,  the  furgesof 
the  fea  accumulating  from  the  lhallownefs  of  the  water, 
arc  dafhing  againft  the  beach  with  prodigious  violence. 
Whenever,  from  ftormy  weather,  or  any  extraordinary 
fwellat  fea,  the  impetuofity  of  the  furf  is  incrcafed  to 
its  utmoft  height,  they  choofe  that  time  for  their  aroufe- 
ment,  which  is  performed  in  the  following  manner: 
twenty  or  thirty  of  die  natives,  taking  each  a Jong 
narrow  board,  rounded  at  the  ends,  fet  out  together 
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from  thefhore.  The  firft  wave  they  meet,  they  plungc 
under,  and.  fuffer  it  to  roll  oyer  them,  rife  again  be~ 
yond  it,  and  make  the  bcft  of  their  way,  by  fwimming’ 
out  into  the  fea.  The  fecond  wave  is  encountered  in 
the  fame  manner  with  the  firft  i the  great  difficulty  in 
fetting  the  proper  moment  of  diving  under  it,  which, 
if  miifed,  the  perfon  is  caught  by  the  furf,  and  diiven 
back  again  with  great  violence  ; and  all  his  dexterity 
, is  then  requirtd  to  prevent  himfelf  from  being  dafhed 
itgainft  the  rocks.  As  foon  as  they  have  gained,  by 
thefe  repeated  efforts,  the  fmooth  water  beyond  the 
furf,  they  lay  themfelves  at  length  on  their  board,  and 
prepare  for  their  return.  As  the  fuif  confiflsof3  num- 
ber of  waves,  ol  which  every  third  is  reniaiked  to  be 
always  much  larger  than  the  others,  and  to  flow  higher 
on  the  ffiore,  the  reft  breaking  in  the  intermediate 
fpace,  their  firft  objeift  is  to  place  themfelves  on  the 
fummit  of  the  largcft  furge,  by  which  they  are  driven 
along  with  amazing  rapidity  towards  the  lhore.  If  by 
miftake  they  fltould  place  themfelves  on  one  of  the 
(mailer  waves,  which  breaks  before  they  reach  the  land, 
or  Ihould  not  be  able  to  keep  their  plank  in  a proper 
direction  op  the  top  of  the  fwell,  they  arc  left  to  the 
fury  of  the  next,  and,  to  avoid  it,  are  obliged  again  to 
dive  and  regain  the  place,  from  which  they  fet  out. 
Thofe  who  fuecceded  in  their  ohjetft  of  reaching  the 
lhore,  have  ftill  the  greateft  dangar  to  encounter. 
The  coaft  being  guarded  by  a chain  of  rocks,  with  here 
and  there  a fmail  opening  between  them,  they  are  ob- 
liged to  fleer  their  board  up  one  of  thefe,  or,  in  cafe  of 
failure,  to  quit  it,  before  they  reach  the  rocks,  and  plung- 
ing under  the  wave  make  the  beft  of  their  way  back 
again-  This  is  reckoned  very  difgraceful,  and  isoften 
attended  with  the  lofs  of  the  board,  which  I have  often 
feen,  with  great  terror,  dafhed  to  pieces,  at  the  very 
moment  the  iflander  quitted  it.  The  boldnefs  and  ad- 
drefs,  with  which  wefaw  them  perform  thefe  difficult 
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3nd  dangerous  manoeuvres,  was  altogether  ailonifhing, 
and  is  fcarcely  to  be  credited. 

*’  An  accident,  of  which  I was  a near  fpe&ator,  (hews 
at  how  early  a period  they  are  fo  far  familiarized  to  the 
water,  as  both  to  lore  all  fear  of  it,  and  to  fet  its  dan- 
gers at  defiance.  A canoe  being  overfet,  in  which 
was  a woman  with  her  children,  one  of  them  an  infant, 
who,  I am  convinced,  was  not  more  than  four  years 
old,  feemed  highly  delighted  with  what  had  happened, 
fwimming  about  at  its  eafe,  and  playing  a hundred 
tricks,  till  the  canoe  was  put  right  again. 

Befides  the  amufements  I have  already  mentioned, 
the  young  children  have  one,  which  was  much  played 
at,  and  lhewed  no  fmall  degree  of  dexterity.  They 
take  a ihort  flick,  witli  a peg  fharpened  at  both  ends, 
running  through  one  exit  cm  ity  of  it,  and  extendios 
about  an  inch  on  each  fide  ; and  throwing  up  a ball 
made  of  green  leaves  moulded  together,  and  fecured 
with  twine,  they  catch  it  on  the  point  of  the  peg,  and 
immediately  throwing  it  up  again  from  the  peg,  they 
turn  the  flick  round,  and  thus  keep  catching  it  on  each 
point  alternately,  without  miffing  it,  for  a confiderable 
time.  They  are  not  lefe  expertat  another  game  of  the 
fame  nature,  toffing  up  in  the  air,  and  catching,  in 
their  turns,  a number  of  thefe  balls:  fo  that  we  fre- 
quently law  little  children  thus  keep  in  motion  five  at 
a time.  With  this  latter  play  the  young  people  like- 
wife  divert  themfelves  at  the  Friendly  IUandtt. 

Thcgreat  refemblance  which  prevails  in  themodeof 
agricultureandnavigation,  amonglt  all  the  inhabitants 
of  the  South  Sea  iflands,  leaves  me  ve»y  little  to  add 
on  thofe  beads. — The  mofl  curious  fpecimcnts  of  their 
fculptuie,  which  we  faw  during  our  fecond  vifit,  arf 
the  bowls,  in  which  the  Chiefs  drink  ava.  Thefe  are 
ufually  about  eight  or  ten  inches  in  diameter,  perfeiUy 
round,  and  beautifully  polilhed.  They  are  fupported 
by  three,  and  fometinjes  four  fmall  human  figure*,  in 
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various  .attitudes.  Some  of  them  reft  on  the  hands  of 
their  fupporters,  extended  over  the  head ; others the 
head  and  hands  ; and  fome  on  the  fhoulders.  The 
figures,  I am  told,  are  accurately  proportioned,  and 
neatly  finilhed,  and  even  the  anatomy  of  the  mufcles, 
in  fupporting  the  weight,  well  exprelfed.  • 

Their  cloth  is  made  of  the  fame  materials,  and  iir 
the  fame  manner,  asat  the  Friendlyand  Society  illands. 
That  which  is  deftgncd  to  be  painted , is  of  a thick  and 
llrong  texture,  feveral  folds  being  beaten  and  incorpo- 
rated together  ; after  which  it  is  cut  in  breadths,  about 
two  or  three  feet  wide,  and  is  printed  in  a variety  of 
patterns,  with  a comprehenfive  and  regularity  of  dclign, 
that  befpeaks  infinite  tafte  and  fancy.  The  exa&ncfs 
with  which  the  moft  intricate  patterns  are  continued, 
is  the  more  furprifing,  when'we  confider,  that  they 
have  no  ftamps,  and  that  the  whole  is  done  by  the  eye, 
with  pieces  of  bamboo  cane  dipped  in  paint;  the  hand 
being  fupported  by  another  piece  of  the  cane,  in  the 
manner  pratftifed  by  our  painters.  Their  colours  are 
extracted  from  the  fame  berries,  and  other  vegetable 
fubftance,  as  at  Otaheite. 

The  buGnefs  of  painting  belongs  entirely  to  the  wo- 
men, and  is  called  kipparee  : and  it  is  remarkable,  that 
they  always  gave  the  fame  name  to  our  wriiing.  The 
young  women  would  often  take  the  pen  out  of  our 
hands,  and  Ibew  us,  that  they  knew  the  ufe  of  it  3s\vrll 
as  we  did  ; at  the  fame  time  telling  us,  that  our  pens 
were  not  fo  good  as  theirs.  They  looked  upon  a iheec 
of  written  paper,  as  a piece  of  cloth  ftriped  after  the 
fafhion  of  our  country,  and  it  WdS  not  without  the  ut- 
moft  difficulty,  that  we  could  make  them  underhand, 
that  our  figures  had  a meaning  in  them  which  theirs 
had  not. 

Their  mats  are  made  of  the  leaves  of  pandanus:  and 
aswellas  theircloths.are  beautifully  worked  inavariety 
of  patterns,  and  ftained  of  different  colours.  Some 
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have  a ground  of  pale  green,  f potted  with  fquares,  of 
romhf>ids,  of  red  ; others  are  of  a ftraw  colour,  fpotted 
with  green  ; and  others  are  worked  with  beautiful 
ftripes,  either  in  ftraight  or  waving  lines  of  red  and 
brown.  In  this  article  of  manufacture,  whether  we 
regard  the  ftrength,  finenefij,  or  beauty,  they  certainly 
excel  the  whole  world. 

Their  fithing-hooks  are  made  of  mother-of-pearl, 
bone,  or  wood,  pointed  and  barbed  with  fmall  bones, 
or  tortoife  thell.  They  are  of  various  (izes  and  forms; 
but  the  mod  common  are  about  two  or  three  inches 
long,  and  made  in  the  (hape  of  a fmall  filh,  which  ferves 
as  a bait,  having  a bunch  of  feathers  tied  to  the  head 
or  tail.  Thofc  with  which  they  filh  for  Iharks,  are  of 
a very  large  fize,  being  generally  fix  or  eight  inches 
long*  Conlidering  the  materials  of  which  thefe  hooks 
are  made,  their  ftrength  and  neatnefs  are  really  afto- 
nilhing;  and  in  fact  we  found  them,  upon  trial,  much 
fuperior  to  our  own. 

The  line  which  they  ufe  for  fifhing,  for  making  nets, 
and  for  other  domeftic  purpofes,  is  of  different  degrees 
of  finenefs,  and  is  made  of  the  bark  of  thetoutaor 
cloth  tree,  neatly  and  evenly  twifted,  in  the  fame  man- 
ner as  our  common  twine ; and  may  be  continued,  to 
any  length-  They  have  a finer  fort,  made  of  the  bark 
of  a fmall  Ihrub  called  Arcemah  ; and  the  hneft  is  made 
of  human  hair;  but  this  laft  is  chiefly  ufed  for  things 
of  ornament.  They  alfo  make  cordage  of  a flronger 
kind,  for  the  rigging  of  their  canoes,  from  the  fibrous 
coatings  of  the  cocoa  nuts-  Some  of  this  we  purchafed 
for  our  ownufe,  and  found  it  well  adapted  to  the  fmaller 
kinds  of  running  rigging.  They  likewile  make  another 
fort  of  cordage,  which  is  flat,  and  exceedingly  ftrong, 
and  ufed  principally  in  lalhing  the  roofing  of  their 
houfes,  or  whatever  they  wiih  to  faften  tight  together. 
This  laft  is  not  twifted  like  the  former  forts,  but  is  made 
of  the  fibrous  firings  of  the  cocoa-nut's  coat,  plaited 
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fvith  the  finger*,  iivthe  manner  our  Tailors  make  their 
points  for  the  reefing  of  fail*. 

The  gourds  grow  to  fo  enormous  a fize,  that  Tome  of 
them  are  capable  of  containing  from  ten  to  twelve  gal- 
lons, are  applied  to  all  manner  of  domefiic  purpofes  ; 
and  in  order  to  fit  them  the  better  to  their  refpeflive 
ufes,  they  have  the  ingenuity  to  give  them  different 
forms,  by  tying  bandage*  round  them  during  their 
growth.  Thus  fome  of  them  are  of  a long,  cylindrical 
form,  as  belt  adapted  to  contain  their  filhing-tackle  ; 
others  are  of  a diflj  form,  and  thefe  ferve  to  hold  their 
fait,  and  failed  provifions,  their  puddings,  vegetables* 
&c.  which  two  forts  have  neat  clofe  cover*,  made  like- 
wife  of  the  gourd  ; others  again  are  exa&ly  the  lhape 
of  a bottle  with  a long  neck,  and  in  thefe  they  keep 
their  water.  They  have  likewife  a method  of  fcour- 
ing  them  with  a heated  inftrument,  fo  as  to  give  them 
the  appearance  of  being  painted,  in  a variety  of  neat 
and  elegant  defign*. 

From  the  Sandwich  Iflands  Capt.  Clerke  bent  his 
courfe  to  the  coaft  of  Kamptfchatka,  in  fight  of  which 
he  came  on  the  23d  of  April,  1779.  On  the  25th  he 
loft  fight  of  the  Difcovery  ; but  coming  to  anchor  in 
the  Bay  of  Awatlka,  on  the  *8th,  at  fome  diftance 
from  thefmall  town  and  harbour  of  St.  Peter  and  St. 
Paul,  he  had  the  fatisfa&ion  of  feeing  her  ftapd  into 
the  Bay  on  the  firft  of  May.  Thi*  town,  otherwife 
called  Petropaulowflti,  confifted  only  of  a few  mifera- 
ble  log-houfe*  and  fome  conical  huts,  raifed  on  poles. 
But,  in  this  wretched  extremity  of  ihe  earth,  fituated 
beyond  every  thing  thatcould  be  conceived  to  be  ntoft 
barbarous  and  inbofpitable,  and,  as  it  were,  out  of  tfie 
very  reach  of  civilization,  barricaded  with  ice,  and 
covered  with  fummer  fnow,  in  a poor  mifefable  port, 
far  inferior  to  the  meaneft  of  our  fifhing  town*,  they 
met  with  feeling*  of  humanity,  joined  to  a greatnefi  of 
mind,  which  would  have  done  honour  to  any  nation 
or  climate. 
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The  arrival  of  the  (hips  gave  great  alarm,  at  fiift, 
to  the  Commander  at  Petropoulowfki  ; but  proper 
explanations  and  confequent  civilities  foon  took  place. 
Mr. King,  Mr.  Webber,  and  two  Tailors,  who  had  each 
a boat-hook,  being  Tent  to  wait  upon  the  Commander, 
who  was  a Serjeant  in  the  Ruffian  fervke,  met  with 
great  difficulties  in  walking  over  the  ice,  which  ex- 
tended half  a mile  from  the  fhore.  On  their  return, 
therefore,  the  Serjeant  provided  a fledge,  drawn  by 
five  dogs,  with  a driver,  for  each  of  them.  The  failois 
were  highly  delighted  with  this  mode  of  conveyance; 
and  what  diverted  them  fl ill  more  was,  that  a (ledge 
was  appropriated  to  each  of  the  boat-hooks. 

As  there  was  no  poffibility  of  procuring  provifions 
or  naval  ftores  at  Petropaulowlki ; and  as  the  Serjeam 
could  not  ad  in  this  affair,  without  orders  from  the 
Ruffian  Commander  of  Kamtfchatka,  who  refidedat 
Bolcheretfk,  a town  on  the  Weft-Side  of  the  Peninfula, 
diftant  from  Petropaulo wfki  about  135  miles;  the  Ser- 
jeant, on  the  firft  interview,  had  difpatched  a meffen- 
ger  to  his  fuperior  officer.  This  meffenger,  who  was 
fentoffon  the  29th,  about  noon,  in  a fledge  drawn  by 
dogs,  returned  early  in  the  morning  on  the  3d  of  May; 
fo  that  he  was  little  more  than  three  days  and  a half  in 
pei  forming  a journey  of  270  miles.  - 

On  the  4th  a Mr.  Fedofitfch,  a Ruffian  merchant, 
and  a German,  named  Port,  (who,  in  the  fequel, 
proved  very  ufeful  as  an  interpreter)  waited  on  Capt. 
Clerke,  with  a letter  from  Major  Behm,  the  Com- 
mander of  Kamtfchatka.  This  letter  was  merely  com- 
plimental,  inviting  Capt.  Clerke  and  his  officers  to  Bol* 
cheretfk,  to  which  place  the  people  who  brought  it 
Were  to  condud  them- 

Capt.  Gore,  Mr.  King,  and  Mr.  Webber  being  ap- 
pointed by  Capt.  Clerke,  to  wait  upon  the  Commander 
at  Bolcheretfk,  they  fet  out,  on  the  7th,  accompanied 
by  Meffn.  Fedofitfch  and  Port,  and  two  Coffacks- 
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3Part  of  the  way  they  proceeded  by  the  tedious  and  dif- 
ficult navigation  of  the  river  Awatfka.  In  the  evening 
they  ere&ed  a marquee,  and  flept  on  fhore.  In  the 
morning  of  the  8th,  they  were  met  by  the  Toionor 
■Cbiefofthe  Oflrog  of Karatchin,  (anOftrong,  is  a fmall 
town,  fortified  by  pallifadoes,  where  the  Ruffian  Cof- 
facks,  and  other  inhabitants  rcfide)  who  having  been 
apprized  of  their  coming,  had  provided  canoes  that 
•were  better  contrived  for  navigating  the  higher  partlof 
*he  river.  When  they  arrived  at  the  Oflrog,  they 
were  received  at  the  water-fide,  by  the  Kamtfchadale 
men  and  women,  and  fome  Ruffian  fervants  belonging 
to  Fedofitfch-  They  were  all  drefied  in  their  befl 
clothes.  Thofe  of  the  women  were  pretty  and  gay, 
-confifling  of  a full  loofe  robe,  of  white  nankeen,  ga- 
thered clofe  round  the  neck,  and  fafiened  with  a col- 
lar of  coloured  filk.  Over  this  they  wear  a Ihort 
jacket  without  fleeves,  made  of  different  coloured  nan- 
keen, and  petticoats  of  a flight  Chinefefilk.  Their 
fhifts  which  had  fleeves  down  to  the  wrifls,  were  alfo 
of  filk;  and  coloured  filk  handkerchiefs  were  bound 
round  their  heads,  concealing  entirely  the  hair  of  the 
.married  women,  while  thofe  that  were  unmarried, 
.brought  the  handkerchief  under  the  hair,  and  fuffer- 
.edit  to  flow  loofe  behind. 

This  Oilrong,  was  pleafantly  fituated  by  the  fide  of 
-the  river;  and  confided  of  three  log-houfes;  three 
jourts,  or  houfes  made  under  ground;  and  nineteen 
balagans,  or  fummer  habitations-  We  were  conduced 
to  the  dwelling  of  the  Toion,  who  was  a plain  decent 
man,  born  of  a Ruffian  woman,  by  a Kampfchadale 
father.  His  houfe,  like  all  the  reft  in  this  country,  was 
divided  into  two  apartments.  A long  narrow  t:\Jale, 
<witha  bench  round  it,  was  all  the  furniture  we  fawin 
the  outer  ; and  the  houfho'ld  fluff  of  the  inner,  which 
was  the  kitchen,  W’as  no  lefs  fimpleand  fcanty.  But  the 
.kind  attention  ofotir  hod,  and  the  hearty  welcome  we 

Y y y 2 received, 
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received,  more  than  corapenfated  for  the  poverty  of 
his  lodgings. 

His  wife  proved  an  excellent  cook.  ; and  ferved  ui 
with  filh  and  game  of  different  forts,  and  various  kind 
of  heath  berries,  that  had  been  kept  fincethe  laft  year. 

While  we  were  at  dinner  in  this  roiferable  hut,  the 
guefts  of  the  people,  with  whofe  exiftence  we  had  been 
fcarce  acquainted,  and  at  the  extremity  of  the  habitable 
globe,  a folitary,  half-worn  pewter  fposn,  whofe  ftiape 
was  familiar  to  us,  attraXed  our  attention;  and,  on 
examination,  we  found  it  ftamped  on  the  back  with 
the  word  London.  I cannot  pa fs  over  this  circum* 
itance  in  filence,  out  of  gratitude  for  the  many  plei- 
fant  thoughts,  the  anxious  hopes,  and  tender  remem- 
brances it  excited  in  us.  Thole  who  have  experienced 
the  effects  that  long  abfence  and  extreme  diftance  from 
their  native  country  produce  on  the  mind,  will  readily 
conceive  the  pleafure  fijeh  trifling  incidents  can  give- 
To  the  philofopher  and  the  politican  they  may  pci  haps 
fuggeft  reflexions  of  a different  nature. 

After  the  moft  hoTpitable  treatment,  during  tbt 
courfe  of  the  day,  Mr  King  and  his  party,  who  wet* 
now  to  proceed  on  fledges,  retired  to  reft,  having  pre- 
vioufly  agreed  with  then  conduXots  to  be  called  up,« 
foon  as  the  ground  was  hard  enough  to  bear  the  fledgn 
At  nine  in  the  evening,  they  wereawaked  by  the  me- 
lancholy howlings  ofthe  dogs,  which  continued  all  the 
time  the  baggage  was  lathing  upon  the  fledges;  but,  « 
foon  as  the  dogs  were  yoked,  and  they  were  all  pre- 
pared to  fet  out,  this  changed  into  a light  cbeetful 
yelping,  whichentirely  ceafcd  the  inftam  they  march 
ed  off. 

The  body  of  this  fledge  is  about  four  feet  and  a half 
long,  and  a foot  wide,  made  in  the  form  of  a crefeent, 
of  light  tough  wood,  flrongly  bound  together  with 
wicker-work;  which  in  thofe  belonging  to  the  better 
fort  of  people  is  elegantly  ftained  of  a red  and  blue  co- 
lour, 
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lour,  and  the  feat  covered  with  bear-fkins,  and  other 
furs.  It  is  fupported  by  four  legs,  about  two  feet  high, 
which  reft*  on  two  flat  pieces  of  wood,  five  or  fix  inche* 

* broad,  extending  a foot  at  each  end  beyond  the  body 
of  the  fledge.  Thefe  are  turned  up  before  in  the  man- 
ner of  the  Ikate,  and  (hod  with  the  bones  of  fomefea- 
animal.  The  forepart  of  the  carriage  is  ornamented 
with  thongs  of  leather,  and  taflfelsof  coloured  cloth  ; 
and  from  the  crofsbar,  to  which  the  harnefs  is  joined, 
are  hung  links  of  iron,  or  fmall  bells,  the  jingling  of 
which  they  conceive  to  be  encouraging  to  the  dogs. 
They  are  feldom  ufed  to  carry  more  than  one  perfon 
at  a time,  who  fits  afide,  retting  his  feet  on  the  lower 
part  of  the  fledge,  and  carrying  his provifionsand  other 
neceflaries,  wrapped  up  in  a bundle,  behind  him.  The 
dogs  are  ufually  five  in  number,  yoked  two  and  two 
with  aleadcr.  Thereins  notbeing  fattened  to  the  head 
of  the  dogs,  but  to  the  collar,  have  little  power  over 
them,  and  are  therefore  generally  hung  upon  the 
Hedge,  whilft  the  driver  depends  entirely  on  their  obe- 
dience to  his  voice  for  the  diredion  of  them.  With 
this  view,  the  leader  is  always  trained  with  a particular 

• degree  of  care  and  attention  ; fome  of  them  rifing  to  a 
jnoft  extraordinary  value  on  account  of  their  docility 
and  fteadinefs  ; infomuch,  that  for  one  of  thefe,  I am 
well  afl'ured,  forty  roubles  (or  ten  pounds)  was  no  un- 
ufual  price.  The  driver  is  alfo  provided  with  a crooked 
flick,  which  anfwers  the  purpofe  both  of  whip  and 
rein.;  as  by  ftriking  it  into  the  fnow,  he  is  enabled  to 
moderate  the  fpeed  of  the  dogs,  or  even  to  flop  them 
entirely  ; and  when  they  are  lazy,  or  otherwife  inat- 
tentive to  his  voice,  he  chaftilesthem  by  throwing  it  at 
them-  Upon  thefe  occafians,  theirdexterity  in  picking 
it  up  again  is  very  remarkable,  and  forms  the  principal 
diificulty  of  their  art.  But  it  is  indeed  not  furprifing, 
that  they  fliould  labour  to  be  fkilful  in  pra&ice  upon 
jyhich  their  fafety  fo  materially  depends.  For  they 
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fay,  that  if  the  driver  (hould  happen  to  loofe  his  flick, 
the  dogs  will  inftantly  perceive  it,  and  unlefs  their 
leader  be  of  the  nioft  fober  and  refolute  kind , they  will 
immediately  run  a-hcad  full  fpeed,  and  never  flop  till 
'they  arc  quite  fpent.  But  as  that  will  not  be  the  cafe 
foon,  it  generally  happens,  that  either  the  carriage  is 
overturned,  dafhed  to  pices  againft  the  trees,  or  they 
hurry  down  fome  precipice,  and  are  all  buried  in  the 
fnow.  The  accounts  that  were  given  us  of  the  fpeed 
of  thefe  dogs,  and  of  their  extraordinary  patients  of 
hunger  and  fatigue,  were  fcarcely  credible,  if  they  had 
not  been  fupported  by  the  beft  authority.  We  were 
ourfelvcs  witnefl'es  of  the  great  expedition  with  which 
the  meileugcr,  who  had  been  difpatched  to  Bolcheretlk 
jwith  the  new*  of  our  arrival,  returned  to  the  harbour 
of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul,  though  the  fnow  was,  at  this 
time,  exceedingly  foft.  But  I was  informed  by  the 
commander  of  Kamtfchatka,  that  this  journey  was  ge- 
nerally performed  in  two  days  and  a half  ; and  that  b< 
had  once  received  an  exprefs  from  the  fatter  place  in 
4?5  houis. 

The  dogs  are  fed,  during  the  winter,  >on  the  offals 
of  dried  or  (linking  filh  5 but  are  always  deprived  even 
of  this  miferable  food,  a day  before  they  let  out  on  a 
journey,  and  never  fulfeied  to  eat  before  t hey  reach 
the  end  of  it.  VVe  were  alfo  told,  that  it  was  not  unufual 
for  them  to  continue  thus  falling  two  entire  days,  in 
which  time  they  could  perform  a journey  of  r ao  mile*- 
Thefe  dogs  are  in  Uiapc  fomewhal  like  the  Pomeranian 
breed,  but  confiderably  larger. 

Travelling  parties  are  often  overtaken  with  dreadful 
florins  of  fnow,  on  theappioach  of  which,  they  drive 
with  the  utmofl  precipitation,  into  the  neareft  wood, 
and  there  are  obliged  to  flay,  till  the  tempefl,  which 
frequently  lads  fix  or  ficv.cn  days,  is  over  ; the  dogs  re- 
maining all  til  is  while  quiet  aud  iuoffcnftYC ; except  that 
, • ' • V:  ..  ••  i.  fometixnc*, 
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foraetimes,  when  prefled  by  hunger,  they  will  devout 
their  reins,  and  other  leathern  parts  of  the  harnefs. 

As  wedid  not  choofe  to  trull  to  our  own  (kill,  we 
bad  each  of  us  a man  to  drive  and  guide  the  (ledge, 
which,  from  the  Hate  theroads  were  now  in,  proved  a 
very  laborious  tafk.  For,  as  the  thaw  had  advanced 
▼ery  conliderably  in  the  vallies,  through  which  out- 
road  lay,  we  were  under  the  necellity  of  keeping  along 
the  Tides  of  the  hills  ; and  this  obliged  our  guides,  \\  ho 
were  provided  with  fnow-fhots  for  that  purpofe.to  fop*, 
port  the  fledges  on  the  lower  fide,  with  their  ihouldeis, 
for  feverai  miles  together.  I had  a very  good  humour- 
ed Codack  to  attend  me,  who  was,  however,  fo  very 
un.'kilfulin  hisbuftnefs,  that  wc  wereoverturned  almoft 
every  minute,  to  the  great  entertainment  of  the  re (l  of 
the  company.  Our  party  confided  in  all  of  ten  (ledges. 
That  in  which  Capt.  Gore  was  carried,  was  made  of 
two  lalhed  together,  and  abundantly  provided  with 
furs  and  bear- (kins  ; it  had  ten  dogs,  yoked  four  a-  . 
bread  ; has  had  alfo  fome  of  tiStofe  that  were  heavy 
laden  with  baggage. 

When  we  had  proceeded  about  four  miles,  it  began 
to  rain  > which  added  to  the  darknefs  of  the  night, 
threw  usall  into  confufion.  It  was  at  lad  agreed,  that 
we  (hould  remain,  where  we  were,  till  day-light  ; and 
accordingly  we  cameto  anchor  in  the  (how,  (for  I can- 
not better  ex  prefs  the  manner  in  which  the  fledges  were 
fecured)  and  wrapping  ourfelves  up  in  our  furs,  wait- 
ed patiently  for  the  morning.  About  three  o’clock  we 
were  called  on  to  fet  out,  our  guides  being  apprehen- 
five,  that  if  we  waited  longer,  we  might  be  flopped  by 
the  thaw,  and  neither  able  to  proceced,  nor  to  return. 
After  encountering manydilliculties,  which  were  prin- 
cipally occafioned  by  the  bad  condition  of  the  road,  at 
two  in  the  afternoon,  we  got  fafe  to  Oftrog,  called 
Natcheekin,  fituated  onthe  fideofa  dream,  which  falls 
into  the  Bolchoirka.a  little  way  below  the  town.  The 

didance,. 
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diftance  between  Karatchin  and  Natcheekin  ii  3* 
vverfts  (or  25  miles)  and  had  the  hard  froft  continue^, 
we  fhould  not,  by  their  account,  have  been  more  than 
four  hours  in  performing  it  ; but  the  fnow  was  fo  foft, 
that  the  dogs,  almoft  at  every  flep,  funk  up  to  tlieir 
bellies  ; and  I was  indeed  much  furprifed  at  their  be- 
ing at  all  able  to  overcome  the  difficulties  of  fo  fatigu- 
ing a journey. 

At  Natcheekin  we  were  received  in  the  hafpitable 
manner,  as  atKarachin  ; and  in  the  afternoon  we  went 
to  vifita  remarkable  hot  fpring,  near  this  village.  We 
faw,  at  fome  diftance,  the  fteam  riling  from  it,  as  from 
a boiling  cauldron,  and  as  we  approached,  prectived 
the  air  had  a ftrong  fulphurious  fmell.  The  main  fpring 
forms  a bafon  of  about  3 feet  in  diameter  ; beiidcs 
which,  there  are  a great  number  of  lefler  fprings,  of 
the  fame  degree  of  heat,  in  the  adjacent  ground,  fo 
that  the  whole  fpot,  to  the  extent  of  near  an  acre,  was 
fo  hot,  that  we  could  not  fland  two  minutes  in  the  fame 
place.  The  water  flowing  from  thefe  fprings  is  collect- 
ed in  a fmall  bathing  pond,  and  afterwards  forms  a lit- 
tle rivulet  ; which,  at  the  diftance  of  a hundred  and 
fifty  yards,  falls  into  the  river.  The  bath,  they  told  us* 
had  wrought  great  cures  in  feveral  diforders,  fuch  a* 
xheumatifms,  fwelled  and  con  traded  joints,  and  fcor* 
butic  ulcers.  In  the  bathing-place  the  thermometcrat 
soo  degrees,  or  blood  heat,  but  in  the  fpring  after  be- 
ing immerfed  two  minutes,  it  was  ten  degrees  above 
boiling  fpirits.  The  thermometer  in  the  ail  at  this 
time,  was  34  deg.  in  theriver  40  deg.  and  in  the  Toin’i 
houfe  64  deg.  The  ground  where  thefe  fprings  broke 
out,  is  on  a gentle  afcerit ; behind  which  there  is  a green 
hill  of  a moderate  fize.  I am  forry  I was  not  fuffici- 
ently  fkilled  in  botany  to  examine  the  plants,  which 
feemed  to  thrive  here  with  great  luxuriance  ; the  wild 
garlic,  indeed,  forced  itfelf  on  our  notice,  and  was  at 
this  time  fpringing  up  very  vigoroufiy. 
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The  remainder  of  the  way  they  proceeded  in  canoes 
Up  the  river  Bolchoireka,  and  on  the  t 2th  in  the  fore- 
noon, arrived  at  Bolcherctfk.  They  were  received  at 
the  water-fide,  by  the  Commander,  in  a manner  the 
mod  engaging  that  could  be  conceived.  In  company 
with  Major  Behm,  was  Capt.  SchmalcfF,  the  fecond 
in  command,  and  all  the  merchants  of  the  place.  They 
conducted  us  to  the  Commander’s  houfe,  where  wh 
were  received  by  his  lady  with  great  civility,  ancl 
found  tea  and  other  tefrefhments  for  us.  After 
the  fird  compliments  Were  over,  Mr.  Webber  was 
defired  to  acquaint  the  Major  with  the  object  of  our 
journey,  with  our  want  of  naval  (lores,  flour,  and 
frelh  provifions,  and  other  necelfarics  for  the  flap's 
crews,  and  at  the  fame  time  to  aiTiue  him,  that  we 
were  fcnfiblc,  from  what  we  had  already  feen  of  the 
country  about  Awatlka  Bay,  wc  could  not  expe& 
much  adtdance  from  him  in  that  quarter  ; that  the 
impodibility  of  fending  heavy  brafs  Tlore’s  acrofs  the 
penninfula,  during  the  prelent  feafon  of  the  year,  was 
but  too  apparent,  from  the  difficulties  we  had  met 
with  on  our  journey  ; and  that,  long  before  any  ma- 
terial change  could  take  place,  we  Ihould  be  under  the 
neceflity  of  proceeding  on  our  voyage.  We  were  here 
interrupted  by  the  Commander,  who  obferved,  that 
we  did  not  know  what  t hey  were  capable  of  doing; 
that,  at  lead,  it  w'as  not  his  buiinefs  to  think  of  the 
difficulties  of  fuppiying  our  wants,  but  only  to  learn 
what  were  the  articles  we  dood  in  need  of,  and  the 
longed  time  we  could  allow  him  for  procuring  them- 
.After  expreffing  our  fence  of  his  obliging  difpofirion, 
we  gave  him  a lid  of  the  naval  dorcs,  the  number 
o f cattle,  and  the  quantity  of  flour,  we  weie  diretded 
to  purchafe,  and  told  him,  that  we  purpofed 
recommencing  our  voyage  about  the  5th  of 
J erne. 

18.  Zn  Capt, 
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. Capt.  King  next  relates  many  particulars  of  the  velt- 
fupported  politencfs  and  attention,  which  they  ex- 
perienced in  the  courfe  of  the  day.  Early  in  the  morn- 
ing, we  received  the  compliments  of  the  Commander, 
of  Capt.  SchmalefF,  and  of  the  principal  inhabitants 
of  the  town,  who  all  honoured  us  with  vifits  footr 
after.  The  two  firft  having  fent  for  Port,  after  we 
were  gone  to  reft,  and  enquired  of  him  what  articles 
we  feemed  to  he  moft  in  want  of  on  board  the  ihips  ; 
we  found  them  prepaied  to  infift  on  our  fharing  with 
the  garrifon  under  their  command,  in  what  little 
flock  of  provifions  they  had  remaining.  At  the 
lame  time  they  lamented,  that  we  had  arrived  at  a 
feafon  of  the  year,  when  there  was  always  the  greateft 
fcarcity  of  every  thing  amongft  them  ; the  (loops  not 
being  yet  arrived  with  their  ufual  fupply  from 
Okotfk- 

We  agreed  to  accept  the  liberality  of  thefe  hof- 
pitable  ftranger*,  with  the  beft  grace  we  could  ; but 
on  condition,  that  we  might  be  made  acquainted  with 
the  price  of  the  articles  we  were  to  be  fupplied  with  ; 
and  that  Capt.  Clerke  fhould  give  bills  to  the  amount, 
upon  the  victualling  Office  in  London.  This  the 
Major  pofitively  refufed  ; and  whenever  it  was  after- 
wards urged,  flopped  us  fiiort,  by  telling  us,  he  was 
certain,  that  he  could  not  oblige  his  Miftrefs  more, 
than  in  giving  every  afliftance  in  his  power  to  her  good 
friends  and  allies  the  Englilh  ; and  that  it  would  be  a 
particular  fatisfaiftion  to  her,  to  hear,  that  in  fo  re- 
mote a part  of  the  world,  her  dominions  had  afforded 
any  relief  to  fhips  engaged  in  fuch  ferviccs  as  ours  j 
that  he  could  not  therefore  aift  fo  contrary  to  the 
chara&er  of  his  Emprcfs,  as  to  accept  of  any  bills  : 
but  that,  to  accommodate  the  matter,  he  would 
take  a bare  atteftation  of  the  particulars,  with 
which  we  might  be  furnifhed  ; and  that  thi* 
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he  thould  tranfmit  to  his  Court,  as  a certificate  of 
having  performed  his  duty.  I fhall  leave  (he  continu- 
ed) to  the  two  Courts,  all  farther  acknowledgments  ; 
,but  cannot  confent  to  accept  any  thing  of  the  kind 
alluded  to. 

When  the  matter  wapadjufted,  he  began  to  enquire 
about  our  private  wants  ; faying,  he  fhould  con- 
sider himfelf  as  ill  ufed,  if  we  had  any  dealings  with 
the  merchants,  or  applied  to  any  other  perfon  ex- 
cept himfelf. 

In  return  for  fuch  lingular  gcnerofity,  we  had  little 
to  beftow  but  our  admiration  and  our  thanks.  Fortu- 
nately, however,  Capt.  Clerke  had  fent  by  me  a fet 
of  prints  and  maps,  belonging  to  the  Iaft  voyage  of 
Capt.  Cook,  which  he  defiled  me  to  prefent  in  his 
name  to  the  Commander,  who  was  an  enthufiafl  in 
every  thing  relating  to- difeoveries  made  in  the  prefent 
voyage  ; and  as  I judged,  that  a perfon  in  his  fituation 
and  of  his  turn  of  mind,  would  be  exceedingly  grati- 
fied by  a communication  of  this  fort,  though,  out 
of  delicacy  he  had  forborn  to  aft.  more  than  a few- 
general  queftions  on  the  fubjecl,  I made  no  fcruple 
to  repofe  in  him  a confidence  of  which  his  whole 
■conduct  fhewed  him  to  be  deferving. 

I had  the  pleafure  to  find,  that  he  felt  this  com- 
pliment, as  I hoped  he  would,  and  was  much  ftruck 
at  feeing,  in  one  view,  the  whole  of  that  coaft,  as 
well  on  the  fide  of  Afia  as  on  that  of  America,  of 
which  his  contrymen  had  been  fo  many  years  em- 
ployed in  acquiring  ,a  partial  and  imperfect  know- 
ledge. 

Except  this  mark  of  confidence,  and  the  fet  of 
prints  I have  already  mentioned  we  had  brought  no- 
thing with  us  that  was  in  the  leaft  worth  his  accept- 
ance ; for  it  fcarce  deferves  notice,  that  I prevailed 
yn  his  fon,  a young  boy,  to  accept  of  a filver  watch 

Z z 1 n I hnp- 
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I happened  to  have  about  me  ; and  I made  his  little 
daughter  very  happy  with  two  pair  of  ear-rings,  of 
French  pafte.  Befidcs  thefe  trifles,  I left  Cap:. 
Schmaieif  the  thermometer  I had  uled  on  my  jour- 
ney; and  he  protnofed  to  keep  an  exact  regefter  ai 
the  temperature  of  the  air  for  one  year,  and  to  tranf- 
mil  it  to  Mr-  Muller,  with  whom  he  had  the  pleafure 
of  being  acquainted. 

Bolcheretlk  is  fituated  in  a low  fwampy  plain,  that 
extends  to  the  fea  of  Okotlk,  being  about  40  miles 
long,  and  of  a conlideraWe  breadth.  It  lies  on  the 
N.  fide  of  the  Bolchoi-reka  (or  great  liver)  between 
the  mouth  of  the  Gattfolka  and  the  Biflraia,  which 
licre  empties  themfclve*  into  this  river;  and  the  pe- 
ninfula,  on  which  it  Hands,  has  been  feparated  from 
the  continent  by  a large  can5l,  the  work  of  the  pre- 
fent  Commander,  which  has  not  only  added  to  its 
ftrength  as  a fortrefs,  but  has  made  it  much  lefs  lia- 
ble than  it  was  before  to  inundations,  llelow  the 
town,  the  river  is  from  fix  to  eight  feet  deep,  and 
about  a quarter  of  a mile  broad.  It  empties  itfclf 
'into  the  fea  of  Ofcotlk,  at  the  diflance  of  22  miles; 
where,  according  to  Kralhenjnicoif,  it  is  capable  of 
admitting  veflfels  of  a confiderable  fize.  There  is 
no  corn  of  any  fort,  cultivated  in  this  part  of  the 
country  ; and  Major  Behm  informed  me,  th.it  his 
was  the  only  garden  that  had  yet  been  planted.  This 
ground  was  for  the  molt  part  covered  with  fnows, 
that  which  was  free  from  it,  appeared  full  of  Imall 
hillocks,  of  a black  turfy  nature.  I faw  about  twenty 
or  thirty  cows,  and  the  major  had  fix  flout  horfes. 
Thefe,  and  their  dogs,  are  the  only  tame  animals 
they  poitefs;  the  necelfity  they  are  under,  in  the  pre- 
fent  fUte  of  the  country,  of  keeping  great  num- 
bers of  the  latter,  makes  it  impoflible  to  bring  up 
3ny  cattle,  that  are  not  in  fi ze  and  flrength  a match 
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for  them-  For  during  the  fummer  ieofon*  their 
dogs  are  entirely  let  loofe,  and  left  to  provide  for 
themfelvcs  ; which  makes  them  fo  exceedingly  ra- 
venous, that  they  will  fometimes  even  attack  the 
bullocks. 

The  houfes  in  Bolcheretfk  are  all  of  one  faction, 
being  built  of  logs,  and  thatched.  That  of  the  com- 
mander is  much  larger  than  the  reft,  conlifting  of 
three  rooms  of  a conliderable  fize,  neatly  papered, 
and  which  might  have  been  reckoned  handfome,  if 
the  tale  with  which  the  windows  were  covered,  had 
not  given  them  a poor  and  difagreeable  appearance. 
The  town  confifts  of  feveral  rows  of  low  building*, 
each  confiding  of  hve  or  lix  dwellings,  connetfted 
together,  with  a long  common  paflage  running  the 
length  of  them  ; on  one'fide  of  which  is  the  kirchen 
and  ftore-houfe,  and  on  the  other  the  dwelling  a- 
partments.  Befides  thefe,  are  barracks  for  the  Ruf- 
fian foldiers  and  Coflacks;  a good-looking  church* 
and  a court-room  ; and  at  the  end  of  the  town  a 
great  number  of  Balagans,  belongmg  to  the  Kami- 
fchadales.  The  inhabitants,  taken  altogether,  amount 
to  between  fiyc  and  ftx  hundred. 

The  next  morning  we  applied  privately  to  the 
merchant  Fedofilfch,  to  purchafe  fomc  tobacco  for 
the  failors,  who  had  been  upwards  of  a twelvemonth 
without  this  favourite  commodity.  However,  this 
like  all  our  other  tranfaeflions  of  the  fame  kind,  came 
immediately  to  the  major’s  knowledge,  and  we  were 
foon  after  furprifed  to  find,  in  our  houfc,  four  bags 
of  tobacco,  weighing  upwards  of  1 oolb.  each,  which 
„ he  begged  might  be  prefen ted  in  the  name  of  him- 
felf,  and  the  garrifon  under  his  command,  to  our 
failors.  At  the  fame  time,  they  had  fent  us  30 
loaves  of  line  fugar,  and  as  many  pounds  of  tea, 
Ifeing  afiicljyfaLhcy  underftood  we  were  in  great  want 
j ■ of. 
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of  which  they  begged  to  be  indulged  in  prcfentio$ 
to  the  officers.  Along  with  thefe  Madam  Behm. 
had  alfo  fent  a prefent  for  Capt-  Clerke,  confiding  of 
frelh  butter,  honey,  figs,  rice,  and  fome  other  littk 
things  of  the  fame  kind,  attended  with  many  wilhw, 
that,  in  his  infirm  ftate  of  health,  they  might  beof 
fervice  to  him.  It  was  in  vain  we  tried  to  oppofe 
this  profufion  of  bounty,  which  I was  anxious  to 
reflrain,  being  convinced,  that  they  were  giving 
away,  not  a fhare,  but  almoft  the  whole  flock  of  the 
garrifon.  The  conflant  anfwer  the  major  returned 
us,  on  thofe  occafions,  was,  that  we  had  fuffered  i 
great  deal,  and  that  we  muft  needs  be  in  diftrefs: 
Indeed,  the  length  of  time  we  had  been  out,  Cnee 
wc  touched  at  any  known  port,  appeared  to  them  fo 
very  incredible,  that  it  required  the  teftimony  of 
our  maps,  and  other  corroborating  circumftances,  to 
gain  thehr  belief.  Among  the  latter  was  a very  cu- 
rious fa<fl  which  major  Behm  related  to  us  this  morn- 
ing, and  which  he  faid,  but  for  our  arrival,  he  fliould 
have  been  totally  at  a lofs  to  account  for. 

It  is  well  known,  that  the  Tfchutfki  are  the  only 
people,  of  the  North  of  Afia,  who  have  maintained 
their  independence,  and  refilled  all  the  attempt* 
that  have  been  made  by  the  Ruffians  to  reduce 
them.  The  laft  expedition  againft  them  was  under- 
tak.cn  in  the  year  i 750,  and  terminated,  after  vancm* 
luccefs,  in  the  retreat  of  the  Ruffian  forces,  and  the 
lofs  of  the  commanding  officer.  Since  that  time,  the 
Ruffians  had  removed  their  frontier  fortrefs  from  the 
Anadyr  to  the  Jngiga,  a river  that  empties  itfelf  into 
the  Northern  extremity  of  the  fea  of  Okotfk,  and 
gives  its  name  to  a gulf,  fituated  to  the  Well  of  that 
of  Penlhinfk.  From  this  fort,  Major  Behm  had  re* 
ceived  difpatchcs  the  day  of  our  arrival  at  Bolche- 
retlk,  containing  intelligence,  that  a tribe,  or  party 
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of  the  Tfchutfki,  had  arrived  at  that  place  with  pro- 
vilions  for  friendlhip,  and  a voluntary  offer  of  tri- 
bute ; that  on  enquiring  into  the  caufe  of  this  unex- 
pected alteration  in  their  fentiments,  they  had  in- 
formed his  people,  that  towards  the  latter  end  of  laft 
fummer  they  had  been  vifited  by  two  very  large 
Ruffian  boats  ; that  they  had  been  treated  by  the 
people,  who  were  in  them,  with  great  kindnefs,  and 
had  entered  into  a league  of  friendfhip  and  amity 
with  them  ; and  that,  relying  on  his  friendly  difpo- 
fition,  they  were  now  come  to  the  Ruffian  fort,  in  or- 
der to  fettle  a treaty,  on  fuch  terms  as  might  be 
acceptable  to  both  nations.  This  extraordinary 
hi  dory  had  occafioned  much  fpeculation,  both  at 
Ingiginlk  and  Bolcheretfk;  and,  had  we  not  fur- 
nilhed  them  with  a key  to  it,  mud  have  remained 
perfc»dly  unintelligible.  We  felt  no  fmall  fatisfa&ion 
in  having,  though  accidently,  (hewn  the  Ruffians, 
in  this  inflancc,  the  only  true  way  of  coliefling  tri- 
bute, and  extending  their  dominion^  and  in  the 
hopes  that  the  good  undetflanding,  which  this  event 
has  given  rife  to,  may  refeue  a brave  people  from 
the  future  invafions  of  fuch  powerful  neighbours- 

In  return  for  the  trifles  which  Mr.  King  had  given 
to  the  children  of  major  Rehm,  he  was  prefen ted  by 
his  little  boy,  with  a mod  magnificent  Kamtfchadaie 
drefs.  It  was  of  the  kind  worn  by  the  principal 
Toions  of  the  country,  no  occafions  of  great  cere- 
mony, and  which  he  underflood  aftei  wards  from 
Fedofitfch,  could  not  have  been  purchafed  for  1 20 
roubles.  At  the  fame  lime,  he  had  a prefent  from 
his  daughter  of  a handfome  fable  muff. 

The  next  day  wc  dined  with  the  commander,  who 
in  order  to  let  us  fee  as  much  of  the  manners  of  the 
inhabitants,  as  our  time  would  permit,  invited  the 
whole  of  the  better  fort  of  people  in  the  village  to 
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Ins  houfe  this  evening.  All  the  women  appeared 
^ery  fplend  idly  cl  re  fled,  after  the  Kamtfchadale 
falhion.  The  wives  of  Capt-  SchmalcfF  and  the 
other  officers  of  the  garrifon,  were  prettily  dreffed, 
half  in  the  Siberian,  and  half  in  European  mode, 
and  Madame  Behm,  in  order  to  m ike  the  flrongcr  con- 
trail. h?d  unpacked  part  of  her  baggage,  and  put  on 
a rich  European  drels.  I was  much  If  ruck,  with  the 
richnefs  and  variety  of  the  fi Iks  which  the  women 
wore,  and  the  fingularity  of  their  habits.  The 
whole  was  like  fome  enchanted  feene  in  the  midftof 
the  wildeft  dreary  country  in  the  world.  Our -enter- 
tainment confided  of  linging  and  dancing. 

Early  in  the  morning,, every  thing  being  ready 
for  our  departure,  we  were  invited  to  call  on  Ma- 
dame Behm,  in  our  way  to  the  boats,  and  take  our 
leave  of  her.  Imprelied,  as  our  minds  were,  with 
fentiments  of  the  warmell  gratitude,  by  the  atten- 
tive, benevolent,  and  generous  treatment  we  had 
met  with  at  Bolchcretlk,  they  were  greatly  heigh- 
tened, by  the  affecting  feene  which  prefented  itfelf 
to  us,  on  leaving  our  lodgings.  All  the  foldiers  ana 
Coliacks,  belonging  to  the  garrifon,  were  drawn  up 
on  one  hand,  and  the  male  inhabitants  of  the  town, 
dreffed  out  in  their  bed  clothes,  on  the  other;  and, 
as  foon  as  we  came  out  of  the  houfe,  the  whole  body 
of  the  people  joined  in  a melancholy  fong,  which, 
the  Major  told  us,  was  ufual,  in  that  country,  cn 
taking  leave  of  their  friends.  In  this  manner  wt 
marched  down  to  the  commander's  houfe,  preceded 
by  the  drums  and  mulic  of  the  garrifon,  where  we  were 
received  by  Madame  Behm  attended  by  the  ladies, 
who  were  drefled  in  long  filk  cloaks,  lined  with  very 
valuable  furs  of  different  colours,  which  made  a moil 
magnificent  appearance. 
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After  partaking  of  fome  refrelhment,  that  was  pre- 
pared for  us,  we  went  down  to  the  water-fide,  ac- 
companied by  the  ladies,  who  now  joined  in  the 
fong  with  the  reft  of  the  inhabitants;  and  as  foon  as 
we  had  take  leave  of  Madame  Behm,  and  allured 
her  of  the  grateful  fenfe  we  fhould  ever  retrain  of 
the  hofpitality  of  Bolcheretfk,  we  found  ourfelves 
too  much  affetfted  not  to  hafteti  into  the  boats  with 
all  the  expedition  we  could.  When  we  put  off,  the 
whole  company  gave  us  three  cheers,  which  we  re- 
turned from  the  boat;  and  as  we  Were  doubling  a 
point,  where  for  the  laft  time  we  faw  our  friendly 
entertainers,  they  took  their  fafewel  in  another 
cheer. 

On  the  return  of  the  party  to  Pctropaulowfka, 
they  were  accompanied  by  Major  Behm,  who  had 
refigned  the  government  of  Kamtfchatka  to  his  fe- 
cond  in  command,  and  was  to  proceed  thence  to 
Okotfk,  in  his  way  to  Pcterfburgh.  They  arrived 
at  Peteropaulowlka  on  the  23d  and  Capt.  Clerke, 
and  his  men,  did  not  fail  to  behave  with  all  the  re- 
fpetft  to  the  Major,  which  his  noble  conduct  had 
merited.  The  various  curiofities  that  had  been 
colletfted  in  the  cdurfe  of  the  voyage  were  (hewn  to 
him,  and  a complete  affortm'enc  of  every  at  tide  pic- 
fented  to  him  by  Capt.  Clerke. 

On  this  oceafion,  1 mull  not  pafs  over  an  inftance 
of  great  generofity  artd  gratitude  in  the  failors  of 
both  (hips;  who,  when  they  were  told  of  the  hand- 
fome  prefent  of  tobacco  that  was  made  them  by  the 
fltlajor,  defired,  entirely  of  their  own  accord,  that 
their  grog  might  be  flopped,  and  their  allowance  of 
ipirits  prefented,  on  their  part,  to  the  garrifon  of 
Bolcheretlk,  as  they  Laid  they  had  reafon  to  conclude 
that  brandy  was  fcarct  in  the  country,  and  would  be 
very  acceptable  to  them,  iince  the  foldiers  on  fhorft 
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had  offered  four  roubles  a bottle  for  it.  We,  who 
knew  how  much  the  failors  always  felt,  whenever 
their  allowance  of  grog  was  flopped,  which  was  ge- 
nerally done  in  warm  weather,  that  they  might  have 
it  in  greater  proportion  in  cold,  and  that  this  offer 
would  deprive  them  of  it  during  the  inclement  fea- 
fon  we  had  to  expetfl  in  our  next  expedition  to  the 
North,  could  not  but  admire  fo  extraordinary  a la- 
critice  ; and  that  they  might  not  fuffer  by  it,  Capt- 
Clerke,  and  the  reft  of  the  officers,  fubilituted  in  the 
room  of  the  very  fmall  quantity  the  Major  could  be 
prevailed  on  to  accept,  the  fame  quantity  of  rum. 
This,  with  a dozen  or  two  of  Cape  wine,  for  Ma- 
dame Behm,  and  fuch  other  little  prefents  as  were 
in  our  power  to  bellow,  were  accepted  in  the  mofl 
obliging  manner.  The  next  morning  the  tobacco 
was  divided  between  the  crews  of  the  two  fhips, 
three  pounds  being  allotted  to  every  man  that  chewed 
or  fmoked  tobacco,  and  only  one  pound  to  thofe  that 
did  not. 

Major  Behm  now  offered  to  charge  himfelf  with 
any  difpatches  we  might  truft  to  his  care.  This  was 
an  opportunity  not  to  be  negledled  ; and  accordingly 
Capt.  Clerke  acquainted  him,  that  he  would  take 
the  liberty  of  fending  by,  him  fome  papers  relating 
to  our  voyage,  to  be  delivered  to  our  Ambaflador 
at  tire  Ruffian  court.  Our  hrft  intentions  were  to 
fend  only  a fmall  journal  of  our  proceedings  : but 
afterwards,  Capt.  Clerke  being  perfuaded  that  the 
whole  account  of  our  difcoveiies  might  fafely  be 
trufted  to  a perfon  who  had  given  fuch  ftriking 
proofs  both  of  his  public  and  private  virtues;  and 
confidering  that  we  had  a hazardous  part  of  the  voy- 
age Hill  to  undertake,  determined  to  fend,  by  him, 
the  whole  of  the  journal  of  our  late  Commander, 
with  that  part  of  his  own,  which  completed  the  pe- 
1 riod 
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riod  from  Capt.  Cook’s  death,  till  our  arrival  at 
Kamtfehatka ; together  with  the  chart  of  all  our 
difeoveries.  Mr.  Bayly  and  myfelf  thought  it  alfo 
proper  to  fend  a general  account  of  our  proceedings 
to  the  board  of  longitude;  by  which  precautions,  if 
any  misfortune  had  afterward  befallen  us,  the  Ad- 
miralty would  have  been  in  poffieffion  of  a complete 
hiftory  of  the  principal  fads  of  our  voyage.  It  was 
alfo  determined,  that  a fmaller  packet  fhould  be  lent 
by  an  exprefs  from  Okotlk,  which,  the  Major  faid 
if  he  was  fortunate  enough  in  his  pafTage  to  that  poit, 
would  reach  Peterlburgh  by  December,  and  that  he 
himlelf  tbould  be  there  in  February  or  March. 

During  the  three  following  days,  the  Major  was 
entertained  alternately  in  the  two  fhips,  in  the  belt 
manner  we  were  able.  On  the  25th  he  took  his 
leave,  and  was  falutcd  with  13  guns;  and  the  failors, 
at  their  own  defire,  gave  him  three  cheers.  The  next 
morning  Mr.  Webber  and  myfelf,  attended  him  a 
Few  miles  up  the  Awatlka  river,  where  we  met  the 
Ruffian  pried,  his  wife  and  children,  who  were  wait- 
ing to  take  the  la R farewel  of their  Commander- 

It  was  hard  to  fay,  whether  the  good  pried  and 
his  family,  or  ourfelves,  were  mod  affetded  on  tak- 
ing our  leave  cf  Major  Behm.  Short  as  our  ac- 
quaintance had  been,  his  noble  and  difintereded 
condutd  had  infpired  us  with  the  highejd  edeem  for 
him;  and  we  could  not  part  with  a perfon  to  whom 
we  were  under  fucli  obligations,  and  whom  we  had 
little  profpetd  of  ever  feeing  again,  without  feeling 
the  mod  tender  concern.  The  intrinfic  value  of  the 
private  prefents  we  received  from  him,  exdufive  of 
the  dorcs  which  might  be  carried  to  a public  ac- 
count, mud  have  amounted,  according  to  the  cur- 
rent price  of  articles  in  that  country,  to  upwards  of 
aool.  But  this  generofity,  extraordinary  as  it  may 
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appear  in  itfelf,  was  exceeded  by  the  delicacy  with 
which  all  his  favours  were  conferred,  and  the  artful 
manner  in  which  he  endeavoured  to  prevent  our 
feeling  the  weight  of  obligations,  which  he  knew  we 
had  no  means  of  requiting.  If  we  go  a ftep  further, 
and  confider  him  as  fupporting  a public  character, 
and  maintaining  the  honour  of  a great  Sovereign,  we 
fhall  find  a flill  higher  fubjcdl  of  admiration,  in  the 
juft  and  enlarged  fentiments  by  which  he  was 
atftuated.  The  fervice  in  which  you  are  employed, 
he  would  often  fay,  is  for  the  general  advantage  of 
mankind,  and  therefore  gives  you  a right,  not  mere- 
ly to  the  offices  of  humanity,  but  to  the  privileges  of 
citizens,  in  whatever  country  you  may  be  thrown. 
I am  fure  I am  aefting  agreeably  to  the  withes  of  my 
Miftrcfsi  in  affording  you  all  the  relief  in  my  power ; 
and  I cannot  forget  either  her  character,  or  iny  own 
honour,  fo  much,  as  to  barter  for  the  performance 
of  a duty. 

At  other  times,  he  would  tell  us,  that  he  was  par- 
ticularly defirous  of  fettipg  a good  example  to  the 
Kamtfchadales,  who,  he  find,  were  but  juft  emerging 
from  a ftate  of  barbarifm  ; that  they  looked  up  to 
the  Ruffians  as  their  pattern  in  every  thing  ; and 
that  he  had  hopes  rhey  might,  in  future,  look  upon 
it  as  a duty  incumbent  upon  them  to  affift  flrangen 
to  the  utmoft  of  their  power,  and  believe,  thatfuch 
was  the  unjverfai  practice  of  civilized  nations.  To 
all  this  muft  be  added,  that,  after  having  relieved,  to 
the  utmoft  of  his  abilities,  all  our  prefent  diftreffes, 
he  fhewed  himfelf  no  lefs  mindful  of  our  ’future 
wants ; and  as  he  fuppofed  it  more  than  probable 
we  fhould  not  difeover  the  paffage  we  were  in  fearch 
of,  and  therefore  fhould  return  to  Kamtfchatka  in 
the  fall  of  the  year  ; he  made  Capt.  Clerke  give  him 
a lift  of  what  cordage  and  flour  we  fhould  want,  and 
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promifed  they  fhould  be  fent  from  Okorfk,  and  wait 
our  arrival.  For  the  fame  purpofe,  he  gave  Capts 
Gierke,  a paper,  enjoining  all  the  fubjecls  of  the 
Emprefs,  whom  we  might  happen  ro  meet,  to  give 
ys  every  affiftance  in  their  power. 

On  our  firft  arrival,  we  found  the  Ruffian*  hofpital* 
which  is  near  the  town  of  St. -Peter  and  St.  Paul,  in 
a condition  truly  deplorable.  All  the  foldiers  were, 
more  or  lefs  aifeified  by  the  feurvy,  and  a great 
many  in  the  laft  ftage  of  that  diforder.  The  reft  of 
the  Ruffian  inhabitants  were  alfo  in  the  fame  con- 
'dition  ; and  we  particularly  remarked,  that  our  friend 
the  ferjeant,  by  making  too  free  with  the  fpiuis  we 
gave  him,  had  brought  on  himfelf,  in  the  courie  of  a 
few  days,  fome  of  the  moft  alarming  fymptoms  of 
that  malady.  In  this  lamentable  ftate,  Capt.  Gierke 
put  them  all  under  the  care  of  the  furgeons,  and  or- 
dered a fupply  of  four  krout,  and  malt  for  wort,  to 
be  furn ilhed  for  their  ufe.  It  was  aftonilhing  to  ob- 
l'erve  the  alteration  in  the  figures  of  alinoft  every 
perfon  we  met  on  our  return  from  Boloheretfk  ; and 
I was  informed,  by  our  furgeons,  that  they  attri- 
buted their  fpeedy  recovery  principally  to  the  effefls 
of  the  fweet  wort. 

After  feveral  attempts  to  clear  the  Bay  of  A watfka, 
Capt-  Clerke  finally  left  it  on  the  rfith  of  June, 
Reeling  to  the  N-  N.  E-  We  cannot  follow  him  in 
all  the  tacking,  and  nautical  circumftances  that  oc- 
curred, in  his  various  attempts  to  go  to  the  North, 
between  the  two  continents;  they  were  obflrucicd 
by  impenetrable  ice’.  During  the  voyage  they  had 
fometimes  an  opportunity  to  hoift  out  their  boats, 
jrnd  fend  them  in  purfuit  of  the  fea-horles,  which 
were  in  great  numbers  on  the  pieces  of  ice  that  fur- 
founded  us.  The  people  were  more  fuccefsful  than 
(hey  had  been  before-  returning  with  three  large 
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ones,  and  a young  one  ; hefides  killing  and  wounding 
feveral  others.  The  gentlemen  who  went  on  this  part 
were  witneffes  of  feveral  remarkable  inftances  of  pa- 
rental affeclion  in  thofe  animals.  On  the  approach 
of  the  boats  towards  the  icc,  they  all  took  their  cubs 
under  their  fins,  and  endeavoured  to  efcape  with 
them  into  thefea-  beveral,  whofe  young  were  killed 
or  wounded,  and  left  floating  on  the  furface,  rofe 
again,  and  cartied  them  down,  fometimes  as  our 
people  were  going  to  take  them  up  into  the  boats; 
and  might  be  traced  bearing  them  to  a great  diftance 
through  the  water,  which  was  coloured  with  their 
blood  ; they  were  afterwards  obferved  bi  inging  them, 
at  times,  above  the  furface,  as  if  for  air,  and  again 
diving  under  it  with  a dreadful  bellowing.  The 
female,  in  particular,  whofe  young  had  been  de- 
ilroycd,  and  taken  into  the  boat,  became  fo  enrag- 
ed, that  (he  attacked  • the  cutter,  and  ftruck  her 
two  tulks  through  the  bottom  of  it. 

Another  remarkable  circumftance  that  was  ob- 
ferved  during  this  attempt  to  go  to  the  North,  was 
the  aidlic  gull’s  difgufting  mode  of  feeding,  which 
has  procured  it  the  name  of  the  paralite,  and  which, 
if  the  reader  is  not  already  acquainted  with,  will 
find  in  the  followihg  manner  ; this  bird,  which  is 
fomewbat  larger  than  the  common  gull,  purfucs  the 
latter  kind  whenever  it  meets  them  ; the  gull,  after 
flying  for  fome  time,  with  loud  fereams,  and  evi- 
dent marks  of  great  terror,  drops  its  dung,  which  ill 
purfucr  immedately  darts  at,  and  catches  before  it  fall* 
into  rhe  fca 

Cape-  Clerke  was  unable  to  proceed  farther  North 
than  latitude  70  deg.  33  min.  which  was  five  leagues 
fhort  of  the  point  to  which  they  had  advanced  laft 
feafon.  At  length,  onthe2ifl  of  July  it  was  per- 
ceived, that  one  connoted,  folid  piece  of  jee,  ren- 
dered 
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dered  fruitless  every  effort  to  a nearer  approach  to  the 
American  continent,  and  joining,  as  it  was  fuppofied, 
toil,  they  took,  a laft  farewel  to  the  North  Eaft  paf- 
fage  to  Old  England  ; determined,  however,  to  ex- 
plore the  coaft  of  Alia,  in  order  to  fucceed,  if  poflible, 
to  the  North  Weft. 

But  in  this  attempt  they  were  equally  unfuccefs- 
ful  ; and  on  the  22d,  the  wind  kept  driving  the  lo<>fe 
pieces  of  ice  upon  them  in  fuch  quantities,  that  they 
were  in  manifeft  danger  of  being  blocked  up  by 
them  • 

In  the  morning  of  the  23d,  theclear  water,  in  which 
we  continued  to  fland  to  and  fro,  did  not  exceed  a 
mile  and  a half,  and  was  every  inliand  lcilening.  Ac 
length,  after  ufing  our  utmoft  endeavours  to  clear 
the  loofc  ice,  we  were  driven  to  the  neceftity  of  forc- 
ing a palfage  to  the  Southward,  which,  at  half  paft 
feven,  we  accomplilhcd,  but  not  without  fubjedting. 
the  Ihip  to  fome  very  fevere  Ihocks.  The  Difcovery 
was  lefs  iuccefsfui.  For,  at  eleven,  when  they  had 
nigh  got  clear  out,  fhc  became  fo  entangled  -by  feveral 
large  piels^s,  that  her  way  was  flopped,  and  imme- 
diately dipping  bodily  to  leeward,  lhc  fell,  broad- 
tide  foremoft,  on  the  edge  of  a conliderable  body  of 
ice  ; and  having,  at  the  fame  time,  an  open  fea  to 
windward,  the  furfeaufed  her  to  iirike  violently 
upon  it.  This  inafs  at  length  either  fo  far  broke,  or 
moved,  as  to  fet  them  at  liberty  to  make  another 
trial  to  efcape  ; but  unfortinately,  before  the  thip 
gathered  way  enough  to  be  under  command,  (he  again 
fell  to  the  leeward  on  another  fragment  ; and  the  fweli 
making  it  unfafe  to  lie  to  the  windward,  and  find- 
ing no  chance  of  getting  clear,  they  pulhed  into  a fmali 
opening,  furled  their  fails,  aird  made  fait  with  ice- 
hooks. 

In  this  dangerous  fituation  we  faw  them  at  noun, 
about  three  miles  from  us,  bearing  N.  W.  a frtlh 
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gale  from  the  S-  E.  driving  more  ice  to  the  N.  W. 
and  incrcaling  the  body  that  lay  between  us.  Our 
latitude,  by  account,  was  69  deg.  8 min.  the  long 
187  deg.  and  the  depth  of  water  <28  fathoms.  To 
add  to  the  gloomy  apprehenfions,  which  began  to 
force  themfelvcs  on  us,  at  half  pad  four  in  the  after- 
noon, the  weather  becoming  thick,  and  hazy,  we  loll 
light  of  the  Difcovery  ; but  that  we  might  be  in  a fitu- 
ation  to  afford  her  every  affifhnce  in  our  power,  wc 
kept  (landing  on  clofe  by  the  edge  of  the  ice. 

At  fix,  thewind  happily  coming  round  to  the  North 
gave  us  fome  hopes,  that  the  ice  might  drift  away  and 
releafe  her  ; and  in  that'  cafe,  it  was  uncertain  in 
what  condition  fhe  might  come  out,  we  kept  firinga 
gun  every  half  hour,  in  order  to  prevent  a reparation- 
Our  apprehenfions  for  her  fafety  did  not  ceale  till  nine 
when  we  heard  her  guns  in  anfwer  to  ours  ; and 
fo on  after,  being  hailed  by  her,  were  informed,  that 
upon  change  of  the  wind  the  ice  began  to  feparate  ; 
and  that,  fetting  all  their  fails,  they  forced  a paffage 
through  it.  We  learned  farther,  that,whilft  they 
were  encumpalfed  by  it,  they  found  the  fhip  drift, 
with  the  main  body,  to  the  N.  E.  at  the  rate  of 
half  a mile  an  hour.  We  were  forry  to  find,  that 
the  Difcovery  had  rubbed  off  a great  deal  of  her 
iheathing  from  the  bowes,  and  was  become  veiy 
leaky,  from  the  flrokcs  lhe  had  received  when  (he 
fell  upon  the  edge  of  the  ice. 

On  the  26th,  the  damages  which  the  Difcovery 
had  received  were  found  to  be  of  fuch  a nature  as 
would  require  three  weeks  to  repair,  and  render  it 
neceUary  to  retire  into  fome  port,  for  that  purpofe. 
Thus,  finding,  a farther  advance  to  the  Northward, 
as  well  as  a nearer  approach  to  either  continent,  ob- 
HruCled  by  a fea  blocked  up  with  ice,  we  judged  it 
both  injurious  to  the  fervice,  by  endangeting  the 
Ijftyofthe  flops,  as  wr!l  as  fruitlefs.  with  refpecl  to 
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the  defign  of  our  voyage,  to  make  any  further  attempt* 
towards  a pa  ffage. 

This,  therefore,  added  to  the  reprefentation  of 
Capt.  Gore,  •determined  Capt- ‘Clerke  not  to  lefe 
more  time  in  what  he  concluded  to  bean  unattain- 
able objed,  but  to  fail  for  Awatfka  Bay,  to  repair 
our  damages  there  ; and  before  the  winter  fhould 
fet  in,  and  render  all  other  efforts  towards  difeovery 
imprafficable  at  this  time,  to  explore  the  coaft  of 
Japan. 

I will  not  endeavour  to  conceal  the  joy  that 
brightened  the  countenance  of  eveiy  individual,  as 
foon  as  Capt-  Gierke’s  refolution  was  made  known. 
We  were  all  heartily  lick  of  a navigation  full  of 
danger,  and  in  which  the  uttnoft  perfeverence  had 
not  been  repaid  with  the  fmalleft  fuccefs.  We 
therefore  turned  our  faces  towards  home,  after  an 
abfence  of  thiee  years,  with  a delight  and  fatisfa&ion, 
which,  notwithstanding  the  tedious  voyage  we  had 
Bill  to  make,  and  the  immenfe  diftance  we  had  to  run, 
which  we  as  freely  entertained,  and  perhaps  as  fully 
enjoyed,  as  if  we  had  been  already  in  fight  of  the 
Land’s-end. 


BOOK  III. 

CHAP.  X. 

Return  to  Kamtfchatka — Death  of  Capt-  Clerke An  accouht 

of  his  fervices Anchor  in  the  harbour  of  St-  Peter  and 

St.  Paul Funeral  of  Capt.  Clerke Departure  from. 

Awatfki 1 Bay Capt.  King  fenl  to  Canton Ai  rival 

at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope At  the  Orkneys  ; and  at 

the  JVore Concluding  rebellions. 

HAVING  taken  a final  leave  of  the  N.  E.  coaft 
of  Afia,  they  arrived,  on  the  aift  of  Auguft, 
■*779.  within  fight  of  the  coaft  of  Kamtfchatka." 
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On  the  sad,  at  nine  in  the  morning,  departed  this 
life  Capt-  Charles  Clerke,  in  the  38th  year  of  his 
age.  He  died  of  a confumption  which  had  evidently 
commenced  before  he  left  England,  and  of  which  he 
had  lingered  during  the  whole  voyage-  His  very 
gradual  decay  had  long  made  him  a melancholy  ob- 
jed  to  his  friends  ; yet  the  equanimity  with  which 
he  bore  it,  the  conftant  flow  of  good  fpirits  which 
continued  to  the  lafl  hour,  and*a  cheerful  refignation 
to  his  fate,  afforded  them  fome  confolation.  It  ms 
impofftble  not  to  feel  a more  than  common  degteeof 
compaffion  for  a perfon,  whofe  life  had  been  a con- 
tinued feene  of  thofe  difficulties  and  hardfhips,  to 
which  a lcaman’s  occupation  is  fubjetR,  and  under 
which  he  at  laft  funk.  He  was  brought  up  to  the 
navy  from  his  earleU  youth,  and  had  been  in  feveral 
a<flions  in  the  begining  of  the  war  in  1756,  particu- 
larly in  that  between  the  Bellonaand  Courageux,  where 
being  Rationed  in  the  mizen-top,  he  was  carried  over- 
board with  the  mart,  but  was  taken  up  without 
having  received  any  hurt-.  He  was  midfhipmania 
the  Dolphin,  comma!  rded  by  Commodore  Byron, 
on  her  tirff  voyage  round  the  world,  and  afterwards 
ferved  on  the  American  Ration. 

In  1768,  he  made  his  fecond  voyage  round  the 
world,  in  the  Endeavour,  as  mailer’s  mate,  and  by 
the  promotion,  which  took  placed  during  the  expe- 
dition, he  returned  a lieutenant.  His  third  voyate 
round  the  world  was  in  the  Kefolution,  of  which  he 
was  appointed  the  fecond  lieutenant  ; and  Coon  after 
his  return,  in  1775,  he  was  promoted  to  the  ranko* 
mailer  and  commander.  When  the  prefent  expe- 
dition  was  ordered  to  be  fitted  out,  he  was  appointed 
to  the  Difcovery,  to  accompany  Capt.  Cook  ;and  by 
the  death  of  the  latter,  fucceeded,  as  has  been  al- 
ready mentioned,  to  the  chief  command. 
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It  would  be  doing  his  memory  extreme  injuftice 
mot  to  fay,  that  during  the  fhort  time  the  expedition 
was  under  his  direction,  he  was  mod  zealous  and 
anxious  for  its  fuccefs.  His  health,  about  the  time 
the  principal  command  devolved  upon  him,  began 
to  decline  very  rapidly,  and  was  every  way  unequal 
to  encounter  the  rigours  of  a high  Northern  climate. 
But  the  vigour  and  aflivity  of  his  mind  had,  in  no 
ihape,  fuffered  by  his  body  ; and  though  he  knew, 
that  by  delaying  his  return  to  a warmer  climate,  he 
was  giving  up  the  only  chance  that  remained  for  his  re- 
covery, yet,  careful  and  jealous  to  the  laft  degiec,  thac 
a regard  to  his  own  frtuation  fliould  never  bias  his 
judgment  to  the  prejudice  of  the  fervice,  he  perfever- 
ed  in  the  fearch  of  a paifage,  till  it  was  the  opinion 
fo  every  officer  in  both  Ihips,  that  it  was  impracticable, 
and  that  any  further  attempts  would  not  only  be  fruit- 
Jefk,  but  dangerous. 

On  the  24th,  the  Refolution  entred  the  harbour  of 
St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul,  wit!)  the  enfign  Half  half  up, 
on  account  of  their  carrying  the  body  of  their  late 
Captain.  The  Difcovery  followed  foon  after. 

We  had  no  fooner  anchored,  than  out  old  friend, 
the  ferjeant,  v\  ho  was  flill  the  Commander  of  the 
place,  came  on  board  with  a prefen t of  benies,  in- 
tended for  our  poor  deceafed  Captain.  He  was  ex- 
tremely alfecled  when  we  told  him  of  his  death,  and 
lhewed  him  the  coffin  that  contained  his  body, 
And  as  it  was  Captain  Clerke’s  particular  requeft  to 
be  buried  on  ftiore,  and,  if  polfiblc,  in  the  church  of 
Paratounca,  we  took  the  prefent  opportunity  of  ex- 
plaining this  matter  to  the  Serjeant,  and  confuting 
with  him  about  the  proper  Heps  to  be  taken  on  tire 
occafion  In  the  courfe  of  our  converfation,  which, 
for  want  of  an  interpreter,  was  carried  on  but  imper- 
fe&ly,  we  learned  that  Profellor  dc  1*1  He,  and  fevc- 
n\  Ruffian  gentlemen,  who  died  here,  had  been  bu- 
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xied  in  the  ground  near  the  barracks,  at  the  Oftreg 
of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul’s ; and  that  this  place 
would  be  preferable  to  Paratounca,  as  the  church 
was  to  be  removed  thither  the  next  year.  It  was 
therefore  determined,  that  we  fhould  wait  for  the 
arrival  of  the  Pried  of  Paratounca,  whom  the  fer- 
jeant  advifed  us  to  fend  for,  as  the  only  perfon  that 
could  fatisfy  our  enquiries  on  this  fubjetd. 

In  the  morning  of  the  25th,  Capt.  Gore  made  out 
the  new  commidions,  in  confequence  of  Capt. 
Clerke's  death;  appointing  himfelf  to  the  command 
of  the  Refolution,  and  me  to  the  command  of  the 
iDifcovery.  The  fame  day  we  were  vifited  by  the 
Pope  Romanoff  Verefhagcn,  the  worthy  Pried  of 
Paratounca.  He  exprelled  his  forrow  at  the  death 
of  Capt.  Cierke  in  a mariner  that  did  honour  to  ha 
feelings,  and  confirmed  the  account  given  by  the 
Serjeant  refpedling  the  intended  removal  of  the 
church  to  the  harbour ; adding,  that  the  timber  was 
actually  preparing,  but  leaving  the  choice  of  either 
place  entirely  to  Capt-  Gore. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  19th,  the  lad  offices  weie 
paid  to  Capt.  Cierke.  The  officers  and  men  of 
both  fhips  walked  in  procedion  to  the  grave,  whilfl 
the  fhips  fired  minute-guns  ; and  the  fcivice  being 
ended,  the  marines  fired  three  vollies.  He  was  in- 
terred under  a tree,  which  Hands  on  a riling  ground, 
in  the  valley  to  the  North  fide  of  the  harbour, 
where  the  hofpital  a;nd  dore-houfes  are  fituated ; 
Capt.  Gore  having  judged  this  fituaiion  mod  agree- 
able to  the  lad  wiihes  of  the  deceafed,  for  the  id- 
iom above-mentioned  ; and  the  Pried  of  Paratounca 
halving  pointed  out  a fpot  for  his  gtave,  which,  lie 
faid,  would  be  as  near  as  he  could  guefs,  in  the 
centre  of  the  new  church.  This  revered  Pallor 
walked  in  the  procedion,  along  with  the  gentleman 
who  read  the  fervice;  and  all  the  Ruffians  in  the 
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garrifon  were  affemblcd,  and  attended  with  great  re- 
fpetff  and  folemnity. 

On  the  30th  of  September,  Capt.  Gore  went  to 
Paratounca,  to  put  up  in  the  church  there  an  efcut- 
cheon,  prepared  by  Mr.  Webber,  with  an  infcrip- 
tion  upon  it,  fetting  forth,  Capt.  Clerke’s  age  and 
rank,  and  the  objetff  of  the  expedition  in  which  he 
was  engaged  at  the  time  of  his  deceafe.  A board, 
with  an  infcription  upon  it  to  the  fame  effetff,  was 
alfo  affixed  to  the  tree  under  which  he  was  buried. 

Its  herp  proper  to  obferve,  that  from  the  24th  of 
Augud,  when  the  fhips  firlt  entered  the  harbour  of 
St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul,  to  the  19th  of  Ckff.  when 
they  finally  cleared  Awatfka  bay,  was  employed  in 
the  neceflary  repairs  of  both  fhips,  in  the  procuring 
of  a.  proper  fupply  of  provifions  and  naval  ftores,  and 
occafionally,  in  various  amufements  on  fiiorc,  and 
the  reciprocal  exchange  of  civilities  between  the 
Captains  of  the  two  (hips,  and  the  new  commander 
of  Bolcheretfk.  Before  we  proceed  on  the  voyage, 
it  mud  be  farther  noticed,  that  the  indruCtions  from 
the  Board  of  Admiralty  having  left  a diferetionary 
power  with  the  commanding  officer  of  the  expedi- 
tion, in  cafe  of  failure  in  feafeh  of  a PafTage  from  the 
Pacific  into  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  to  return  to  Eng- 
land, by  whatever  route  he  fhould  think  bed  for  the 
farther  improvement  of  Geography;  Capt-  Gore 
demanded  of  the  principal  officers  their  fentiments, 
in  writing,  refpe&ing  the  manner  in  which  thefe  or- 
ders might  mod  effectually  be  obeyed.  The  refult 
of  their  opinions,  which  he  had  the  fatisfadion  to 
find  unanimous,  and  entirely  coinciding  with  his 
own,  was  that  the  condition  of  the  (hips,  as  well  as 
rhe  fails  and  cordage,  made  it  unfafe  to  attempt,  at? 
fo  advanced  a feafon  of  the  year,  to  navigate  the  fea 
between  Japan  and  Afia,  which  would  otherwife 
fcavc  afford  the  largeft  field  for  difeovery;  tlwt  it 
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was  therefore  advifcable  to  keep  to  the  Eaftwardof 
< liat  ifland,  and  in  the  way  thither  to  run  along  the 
Kuriles,  and  examine  more  particularly  the  iilands 
that . lie  neared  the  northern  coaft  of  Japan,  which 
are  reprefented  as  of  a confiderable  fize,  and  inde- 
pendanc  of  the  Ruffians  and  Japanefe  governments. 
If  fo  fortunate  as  to  find  in  thefe  any  fafe  and  com- 
modious harbour,  it  was  conceived  they  might  be  of 
importance,  either  as  places  of  ihelter  for  any  fu- 
ture navigators,  who  may  be  employed  in  exploring 
the  feas,  or  as  the  means  of  opening  a commerical 
intercourfe  among  the  neighbouring  dominions  of 
the  two  empires.  The  next  objetft  was  to  fqrvey  the 
coaft  of  the  Japanefe  iilands,  and  afterward  to  make 
the  coaft  of  China  as  far  to  the  Northward  as  poffihle, 
and  to  run  along  it  to  Macao.  ' 

This  plan  being  adopted,  Capt.  King  received  or- 
ders from  Capt.  Gore,  in  cafe  of  feparation,  to  pro- 
ceed to  Macao  ; and  at  fix  o’clock  in  the  evening  of 
the  gth  of  Otftober,  as  before  obferved,  having 
cleared  the  entrance  of  Awatfka  Bay,  they  fleered  to 
the  South,  along  the  coaft  of  Kamtfchatka. 

On  the  i 2th  they  came  in  fight  of  Cape  Lopatk3, 
the  fouthermofl  extremity  of  Kamtfchatka , lying  in 
lat.  51  deg.  long.  156  deg,  45  min.  At  the  fame 
time,  they  faw  the  firft  of  the  Kurile  Iflands,  called 
Shoomalka,  and,  on  the  13th,  the  fecond,  named 
Paramoufir,  which  is  the  latgeft  of  the  Kuriles  under 
the  dominions  of  the  Ruffians.  On  the  1 4th  and 
15th,  the  wind  blowing  ffeadily  and  frelh  from  ibe 
Weftward,  they  were  obliged  to  ffand  to  the  South- 
ward, and  consequently  prevented  from  feeing  any 
mote  of  the  Kurile  Iflands. 

This  chain  of  iilands,  running  in  a South  Well  di- 
rection, fiotn  the  fouthern  promontory  of  Kamt- 
fchatlka  to  Japan,  extending  from  lat.  51  deg.  to  45 
min.  is  called  the  Kuriles,  from  the  inhabitants  of  the 
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.neighbourhood"  of  Lopatka,  gave  their  own  name  to- 
ilu*fe  illands  on  lit  (l  becoming  acquainted  with 
therti.  They  are,  according  to  Soanberg,  twenty- 
two  in  number;  without  reckoning  the  very  fmali 
ones.  The  Not  thci  nmoft,  called  Shoomfk,  is  not 
more  than  three  leagues  from  the  promontory  Lo- 
patka, and  its  inhabitants  are  a mixture  of  natives 
and  Kamtfci'adales.  The  next  to  the  South,  called 
Paramoulir,  is  inhabited  by  the  true  natives ; theia? 
anceftors,  according  to  a tradition  among  them,  hav- 
ing come  from  an  ifland,  a little  farther  to  the  South,, 
called  Onecutan. 

Thofc  two  ifland  were  firft  vifited  by  the  Ruffians 
in  1713,  and  at  the  fame  time  brought  under  their 
dominion-  The  others  in  order,  are  at  prefent  made 
tributary  down  to  Oolhefheer  inclufive,  as  Mr.  King 
was  informed  by  the  worthy  paQor  of  Paratounca, 
who  is  their  milfionary,  and  vifits  them  once  in 
three  years,  and  fpeaks  of  the  iflanders  in  terms  of 
the  higheft  commendation,  representing  them  as  a 
friendly,  hofpitable,  generous,  humane  race  of  peo- 
ple, and  excelling  their  Kamtfchadale  neighbours, 
not  lefs  in  the  formation  of  their  bodies,  than  in.  do- 
cility and  quickncfs  of  underHanding.  Though 
Oofhcfheer  is  the  fouthernmofl  illaud  that  the  Ruf- 
fians have  yet  brought  under  their  dominions,  yet 
they  trade  to  Ooroop,  which  is  the  eighteenth;  and 
where  there  is  a good  harbour  for  H ips  of  burthen. 
Beyond  this,  to  the  South,  lies  Nadc-egfda,  which 
was  reprelcnted  by  the  Ruffians,  as  inhabited  by  a 
race  of  men  remaikably  hairy,  and  who,  like  ihofe 
of  Ooroop,  live  in  a lime  of  en'ire  independence. 

In  the  fame  direction,  but  inclining  fomewha* 
more  to  the  VVeftward,  lie  a group  of  illands,  which 
the  Japancfe  call  Jefo,  a name  which  they  alfo  give 
to  the  whole  chain  of  illands  between  Kamtfchatka 
and  Japan.  The  fouthernmoft,  called  Matmai,  has 
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been  long  fubjcct  to  the  Japanefe,  and  is  formed  and 
garrifoqed  on  the  fide  towards  the  continent*  The 
two  iflands  to  the  N.  E.  of  Matmai,  Kunachir,  and 
Zcllany,  and  likewife  the  three  ftill  farther  to  the 
N.  E.  called  the  Three  Sifters,  are  perfedlly  inde- 
pendent. 

From  this  account  of  the  Kurile  iflands,  it  was  a 
great  mortification  to  our  navigators,  to  find  thetn- 
felves  obliged,  on  the  24th,  to  give  up  all  farthet 
thoughts  of  difeovery  to  the  north  cf  Japan  ; the 
wind  for  fomc  days  part  having  continued  quite  un- 
favourable to  their  views.  Capt.  King,  however, 
has  enriched  his  account  of  this  part  of  their  tran- 
fa&ions,  with  feveral  obfervationi  on  the  errors  of 
former  geographers. 

In  confequence  of  this  difappointment,  Capt  Gore 
fhaped  his  courfe  Weft  South  Weft  for  the  North 
part  of  Japan.  At  day-bieak,  on  the  26th,  they  had 
the  pleafure  of  feeing  high  land  to  the  Weftward, 
which  proved  to  be  that  ifland  ; along  the  Eaft  coajft 
of  which  they  run.  (experiencing  fome  unexpedled 
effedls  of  the  currents)  till  the  sd  of  November, 
when  the  threatening  appearances  of  a fudden  and 
fevere  gale  made  it  prudent  to  leave  the  Ihore,  and 
ftand  oft'lo  the  Eaft  ward,  to  prevent  being  entangled 
with  the  land.  Nor  were  our  prognoflications  wrong; 
for  it  foon  afterwards  began,  and  continued  till 
next  day  to  blow  a heavy  gale,  accompanied  with 
hazy  and  rany  weather. 

In  the  morning  of  the  third,  we  found  ourfelves, 
by  our  reckoning,  upwards  of  fifty  leagues  from  the 
land,  which  circumftance,  together  with  the  venr 
extraordinary  effedl  of  currents  before-mentioned, 
the  late  feafon  of  the  year,  the  unfettled  ftate  of  the 
weather,  and  the  little  likelihood  of  any  chance  for 
the  better,  made  Capt.  Gore  refolve  to  leave  Japan 
altogether,  and  profecute  our  voyage  to  China; 
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hoping,  that  as  the  track  he  meant  to  purfue  had  ne- 
ver yet  been  explored,  lie  ihould  be  able  to  make 
amends  by  fome  new  difcovery,  for  the  difappoint- 
ments  we  had  met  with  on  thiscoafl. 

If  the  reader  fliould  be  of  opinion  that  we  quitted 
this  objetfl  too.haftily,  in  addition  to  the  fa£ls  already 
Rated,  it  ought  to  be  remarked,  that  Karmpfer  dc- 
fcribes  the  coaft  of  Japan  as  the  moll  dangerous  in 
the  whole  world ; and  that  it  would  have  been 
equally  dangerous,  in  cafe  of  diftrefs,  to  run  into  any 
of  their  harbours;  where  we  know,  from  the  belt  au- 
thorities, that  the  averfion  of  the  inhabitants  to  anv 
intercourfe  with  flrangeis,  has  led  them  to  commit 
the  mod  atrocious  barbarities;  that  our  (hips  were 
in  a leaky  condition  ; that  our  fails  were  worn  out, 
and  unable  to  ftand  a gale  of  wind;  and  that  the  rig- 
ging was  fo  rotten  as  to  require  conltant  and  perpetual 
repairs. 

On  the  14th,  they  difcovered  an  ifland,  about  five 
miles  long,  lying  in  lat.  24  deg.  48  min.  long.  14  l 
deg.  12  min.  On  the  South  point  ofthisjsa  high 
barren  hill,  which  evidently  prefented  a volcanic 
crater.  The  earth,  rock,  or  fand,  (for  it  was  not 
eafy  to  diftinguilh  of  which  its  furface  is  compofed) 
exhibited  various  colours;  and  a confiderable  part 
was  conjetflured  to  be  fulphur,  both  from  its  appear- 
ance to  the  eye,  and  the  ftrong  fulphurous  fmell, 
perceived  as  they  approached  the  point ; and  fome 
thought  they  faw  fleams  rifing  from  the  top  of  the 
hill.  From  thefe  circumftances  Capt.  Gore  gave 
it  the  name  of  Sulphur  Ifland.  Two  other  iflands 
were  likewife  difcovered  ; the  one  to  the  N-  and  the 
other  to  the  South  of  Sulphur  ifland. 

Capt.  Gore  now  fleered  his  courfe  for  the  Bafhee 
iflands.  Thefe  they  milfed,  and  on  the  28th,  pafled 
the  ifland  of  Praia.  On  the  30th,  they  ran  along  the 
Lcma  ifles,  of  which  they  had  the  fame  view  as  re- 
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prefented  in  a plate  of  Lord  Anfons  voyage-  They 
alfo  paiied  the  rock  marked  R.  in  Lord  Anfom 
plate  ; but  inftcad  of  hauling  up  to  the  Northward 
of  the  Grand  Ladrone  illand,  as  was  done  by  the 
Centurion,  they  proceeded  to  leeward,  a courfe 
againft  which  Capt-  King  has  cautioned  the  ma- 
riners. 

Two  Chinefe  pilots  were  now  taken  on  board  the 
Refolution  ; and  they  finally  anchored  in  the  Typa, 
near  the  road  of  Macao,  on  the  sd  of  Dec.  Here 
we  received  the  firff  intelligence  of  the  war.  Hencet 
onthcitth,  Capt.  King  took  paffage,  not  without 
many  previous  difficulties,  to  Canton,  in  order  to 
expedite  a fupply  of  naval  (fores  for  the  fhips.  Al- 
though he  arrived  here  on  the  18th,  various  delays 
prevented  the  accomplifhment  of  this  bufinefs  till 
the  26th. 

On  the  27th  he  left  Canton,  and  took  a paffage 
down  the  river  Tygris  to  Macao,  where  he  arrived 
the  next  day.  Belides  a handfome  prefent  of  tea, 
which  Capt.  King  received  from  the  Englilh  fuper- 
cargoes  at  Canton,  he  mentions  as  a valuable  acqui- 
fition,  a large  colleflion  of  our  periodical  publica- 
tions, which  both  ferved  to  amufe  their  impatience 
during  their  tedious  voyage  home,  and  enabled  them 
to  return  no  total  (hangers  to  what  had  been  tranfad- 
ing  in  their  native  country. 

While  the  (hips  lay  in  the  Typa,  Capt-  King  was 
(hewn,  in  a garden  belonging  loan  Englifli  gentle- 
man at  Macao,  the  rock,  under  which,  as  the  tra- 
dition there  goes,  the  poet  Camoens  ufed  to  fit  and 
compofe  hjs  Lufud-  It  is  a lofty  arch  of  one  folid 
hone,  and  forms  the  entrance  of  a grotto  dug  out  of 
the  rifiug  ground  behind  it.  The  rock  is  over- 
fhadowed  by  large  fpreading  trees,  and  commands 
an  extenfive  and  magnificent  view  *f  the  fea,  and  the 
interfperfed  iflands. 
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‘Capt.  Gore,  previous  to  his  departure  from  Ma- 
*cao,  put  both  the  (hips  in  a very  rcfpe£bbie  ftate  of 
•defence,  but  having  received  undoubted  intelligence, 
that  orders  had  been  ifTued  by  the  French  court,  and 
alfo  by  the  American  Congrefs,  to  all  their  com- 
manders, not  to  moled  the  (hips  that  failed  under 
Capt.  Cook,  he  thought  himfelf  bound,  in  return,  to 
obfervean  exatft  neutrality  during  the  remainder  of 
the  voyage. 

On  the  13th  of  Jan.  1780,  Capt,  Gore  left  the 
Typa,  and  on  the  t6lh,  pafl'ed  the  ifland  of  Sapata. 
On  the  20th,  they  anchored  in  an  harbour  on  the 
S.  W.  end  of  the  ifland  Condore,  in  order  to  pro- 
cure a fupply  of  wood  and  provifions.  He*e  it  was 
found  advifeabie  that  a party  fhould  go  in  the  boat 
and  land-  While  fome  of  the  men  remained  with 
Capt.  Gore,  in  the  boat,  Capt.  King  and  an  armed 
paTty  proceeded  through  the  woods  till  they  came 
near  two  huts.  On  approaching  them,  they  were 
deferied  by  two  men,  who  immediately  ran  away, 
not  wilhftanding  all  the  peaceable  and  fupplicating 
geftures  that  could  be  devifed. 

On  reaching  the  huts,  I ordered  the  party  to  ftay 
without,  left  the  fight  of  fo  many  armed  men  fhould 
terrify  the  inhabitants,  whilft  I entered,  and  recon- 
noitred alone.  I found  in  one  of  the  huts  an  elderly 
man,  who  was  in  a great  fright,  and  preparing  to 
make  off  with  the  moft  valuable  of  his  effetfts  that 
he  could  carry.  However,  I was  fortunate  enough, 
in  a very  little  time,  fo  entirely  to  difpel  his  fearsr, 
that  he  came  out,  and  called  to  the  two  men  who 
were  running  away  to  return.  The  old  man  and  I 
foon  came  to  a perfect  underftanding.  A few  figns, 
particularly  that  moft  fignificant  one  ofholding  out 
a handful  of  dollars,  and  then  pointing  to  a herd  of 
buffaloes,  and  the  fowls  that  were  running  about  the 
huts  in  great  numbers,  left  him  without  any  doubts 
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as  to  the  real  objefls  of  my  vifit.  He  pointed  to- 
wards  a place  where  the  town  flood,  and  made  me

wrto  had  fled,  were  returned,  and  the  old  man  or- 
dered one  of  them  to  conduft  me  to  the  town,  as  foon 
as  an  obflacie  fhould  be  removed,  of  which  we  were 
not  aware  On  our  hrfl  coining  out  of  the  wood,  a 
hcid  of  bu Haloes,  to  the  number  of  twenty  at  leal), 
came  running  towards  us,  tolling  up  their  heads, 
lnuHing  the  air,  and  roaring  in  a hideous  manner. 
1 hey  had  followed  us  to  the  huts,  and  flood  drawn 
up  m a body,  at  a little  difhnce : and  the  old  man 
made  us  underftand,  that  it  would  be  exceeding  dan- 
gerous for  us  to  move,  till  they  were  driven  into  the 
woods;  but  fo  enraged  were  the  animals  grown  at 
the  light  of  us,  that  this  was  not  effeff cd  without! 
.great  deal  of  time  and  difficulty-  The  men,  not 
being  able  to  accomplilh  it,  we  were  furptifed  to  fee 
them  call  to  their  alliflance  a few  Jittle  boys,  who 
foon  drove  them  out  of  light. 

Afterward  we  had  occafton  to  obferve,  that  in 
driving  thefe  animals,  and  fecuting  them,  which  is 
done  by  putting  a rope  through  a hole  which  is  made 
in  their  noflrils,  little  boys  weje  always  employed, 
who  could  ftroke  and  handle  them  with  impunity, 
at  times  when  the  men  durfl  not  approach  them. 

Our  vifit  to  the  town  ended  in  the  purchafe  of  a 
number  of  buffaloes.  Early  in  the  morning  of  the 
23d,  the  launches  of  both  Drips  were  fent  to  the 
town,  to  fetch  the  buffaloes  we  had  purchafed  ; but 
they  were  obliged  to  waif  till  it  was  high  water,  as 
they  could  at  no  other  time  get  through  the  opening 
at  the  head  of  the  hatbour.  On  their  arrival  at  the 
village,  they  found  the  furf  breaking  on  the  beach 
with  fuch  force,  that  it  was  with  the  uimoft  difficulty 
each  launch  brought  a buffalo  on  beard  in  the 
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evening;  and  the  officers,  who  were  fent  on  the  fer- 
vice,  gave  it  as  their  opinion,  that  between  the  vio- 
lence of  the  furf,  and  the  fiercenef*  of  the  buffaloes, 
it  would  be  extremely  imprudent  to  attempt  bringing 
any  more  off  in  this  way.  * We  had  purchafed  eight, 
and  were  now  at  a lofs  in  what  manner  to  proceed  to 
get  them  on  board.  We  could  kill  no  more  than 
what  was  juft  neceffary  for  the  confumption  of  one 
day,  as  in  this  climate  meat  will  not  keep  till  the 
next.  At  laft  it  was  concluded,  that  the  remainder 
fhould  be  driven  through  the  wood,  and  over  the 
Jiill  down  to  the  bay,  where  Uapt.  Gore  and  I had 
landed  the  day  before,  which  being  Iheltered  from 
the  wind,  was  more  free  from  furf.  This  plan  was 
accordingly  put  in  execution : but  the  untra&able 
and  prodigious  ftrength  of  the  buffaloes,  tendered  it 
a tedious  and  difficult  operation. 

The  method  of  conducing  them  was,  by  palling 
ropes  through  their  noftrils,  and  round  their  horn's; 
but  having  been  once  enraged  at  the  light  of  our 
men,  they  became  fo  furious,  that  they  fometimes 
broke  the  trees,  to  which  we  were  often  under  the 
neceffity  of  tying  them  ; fometimes  they  tore  afun- 
der  the  cartilage  of  the  noflril,  through  which  the 
ropes  ran,  and  got  loofe. 

Ontbefe  occafions,  all  the  exertions  of  our  men, 
to  recover  them,  would  have  been  ineffeffual,  with- 


out the  affiftance  of  fome  young  boys,  whom  thefe 
animals  would  permit  to  approach  them,  and  by 
whofe  little  managements  their  rage  was  foon  ap- 
pealed. And  when  at  length  they  were  got  down 
to  the  beach  it  was  by  their  aid,  in  twilling  ropes 
round  their  legs,  in  the  manner  they  were  directed , 
that  we  were  enabled  to  throw  them  down,  and  by 
that  means  to  get  them  into  the  boats. 

A circumftance,  refpc&ing  thefe  anjmals  which  I 
thought  no  lefs  lingular  than  this  gcntlenefs  toward, 
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and,  as  it  would  feem,  affection  for  little  children, 
was,  that  they  had  not  been  24  hours  on  board,  be- 
fore  they  became  the  tameft  o t all  creatures.  I kept 
two  of  them,  a male  and  female,  fora  confiderable 
time,  which  became  great  favourites  with  the  failort, 
and  thinking  that  a brood  of  animals  of  fuch  ftrength 
and  lize,  feme  of  them  weighing,  when  drefl'ed,  7001b. 
would  be  a valuable  acquifitiun,  I was  inclined  to  have 
brought  them  with  me  to  England  ; but  my  intention 
was  fruftrated  by  an  incurable  hurt  that  one  of  them 
received  at  fea. 

Capt.  Gore  left  Pulo  Cunder  on  the  28th,  and 
fleered  for  Pulo  Timoun,  which  he  palled  on  the 
31ft,  and  the  ftraits  of  Sunda  on  the  8th  of  February. 
They  afterwards  touched  for  water  at  the  i Hand  of 
Cracatoa,  and  on  the  13th  of  April  came  to  anchor  at 
the  Cape  of  Good  Hope. 

They  remained  at  the  Cape  till  the  gth  of  May, 
and  on  the  lath  of  June  palled  the  equator  for  the 
fourth  time  during  this  voyage.  On  the  t2th  of 
Auguft  we  made  the  Weftern  coaft  of  Ireland,  and 
after  a fruitlefs  attempt  to  get  into  Port  Galway, 
were  obliged,  by  ftrong  foutherly  winds,  to  fleer  to 
the  Northward.  The  next  objeft  was  to  put  into 
Lough  Swilly,  but  the  wind  continuing  in  the  fafflt 
quarter,  we  flood  on  to  the  Northward  of  Lewes 
Ilhnd  ; and  on  the  22d  of  Auguft,  both  (hips came 
to  an  anchor  at  Stromnefs.  From  hence  Cap: 
King  was  difpatched,  to  acquaint  the  Admiralty  with 
their  arrival;  and  on  the  4th  of  Oft.  the  (hips  arrived 
fafe  at  the  Nore,  after  ah  abfen.ee  of  four  yeais,  two 
months,  and  twenty. two  days. 

Capt.  King  concludes  his. narration  with  the  fol- 
lowing inteielllng  refleftions ; On  quitting  the  Dtf 
covery  at  Stromnefs,  I lnd  the  fatisfaftjan  of  leaving 
the  whole  cfew  in  perfeft  health  ; and  at  the  lame 
time,  the  number  of  convalefccnts  on  board  the 
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Refutation,  did  not  exceed  two  or  three,  of  whom 
only  one  was  incapable  of  fervice.  Jn  the  courfe  of 
our  voyage,  the  Refolution  loft  but  live  men  by  ftck- 
nefs,  three  of  whom  were  in  a precarious  ftate  of 
health  at  our  departure  from  England  ; the  Difco 
very  did  not  loefe  a man.  An  unremitting  atten- 
tion to  the  regulations  eftablilhed  by  Capt.  Cook 
with  which  the  world  is  already  acquainted,  maybe 
juflly  confidered  as  the  principal  caufe,  under  the 
blelftng  of  Divine  Providence,  of  this  lingular  fuc- 
ccfs.  But  the  baneful  excels  of  fait  provifions  might 
perhaps,  in  the  end,  have  bc^fiPfclt,  notwithftandintj 
thefe  falutary  precautions,  if  we  had  not  alliftcd 
them,  by  availing  ourfelvcs  of  every  fubftitutc  our 
lituation  at  various  times  afforded.  Thefe  frequently 
confiding  of  articles,  which  our  people  had  not  been 
ufed  to  conlidcr  as  food  for  men,  and  being  fomc- 
times  exceedingly  naufeous,  it  required  the  joint  aid 
of  perfualion,  authority,  and  example  to  conquer  their 
prejudices  and  difgufts. 

The  preventives  we  principally  relied  on,  were 
four  krout  and  portable  foup.  As  to  the  antifeor- 
butic  remedies,  with  which  we  were  amply  fupplied, 
we  had  no  opportunity  of  trying  their  effecls,  as  there 
did  no  tappear  the  llighteft  fymptoms  of  the  feurvy, 
in  either  ihips,  during  the  whole  voyage.  Our  malt 
and  hops  had  alfo  been  kept  as  a rcfouice,  in  cafe  of 
atftual  ficknefs,  and  on  examination  at  the  Cape  of 
G-ood  Hope,  were  found  entirely  fpoiled.  A bout  die 
fame  time  were  opened,  fome  calks  of  bifeuit,  flour, 
malt,  peafe,  oatmeal,  and  groats,  which,  by  way 
of  experiment,  had  been  put  up  in  fmall  calks,  lined 
with  tin-frail,  and  found  all,  except  the  peafe,  in 
a much  better  ftate,  than  could  have  been  expetfted 
in  the  ufual  manner  of  package.  • 

I.  cannot  neglecft  this  opportunity  of  recommend- 
ing to  the  confidcration  of  government,  the  neceflity 
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of  allowing  a fufficient  quantity  of  Peruvian  hart, 
to  fuch  of  his  Majefly’s  ihips  as  may  be  expofed  to 
the  influence  of  unwholcfome  climates.  It  happened 
very  fortunate  in  the  Difcovery,  that  only  one  of  the 
men  that  had  fevers  in  the  ft  rails  of  Sunda,  flood  in 
need  of  this  medicine,  as  he  alone  confumed  the 
whole  quantity  ufually  carried  out  by  furgeons  in 
fuch  veifels  as  ours.  Had  more  been  affedied  in  the 
fame  manner,  they  would  probably  all  have  perifhed, 
from  the  want  of  the  only  remedy  capable  of  afford- 
ing them  effectual  relief- 

Another  circumftance  attertding  this  voyage,  which 
if  we  confider  its  duration,  and  the  nature  of  the  fer- 
vice  in  which  we  we  e engaged,  will  appear  fcarcc- 
ly  lefs  fingular  than  the  extraordinary  healthinefs  of 
the  crews,  was,  that  the  two  fhips  never  loft  fight  of 
each  other  for  a day  together,  except  twice;  which 
was  owing,  the  firft  time,  to  an  accident  that  happen- 
ed to  the  Difcovery  off  the  coaft  of  Owhyhee  ; and 
the  fecond,  to  the  fogs  we  met  with  at  the  entrance  of 
Awatfka  Bay. 

A ftronger  proof  cannot  be  given  of  the  fkill  and 
vigilance  to  our  fubaltern  officers,  to  whom  this  fhar 
of  merit  almoft  entirely  belongs. 


End  of  the  Third  VOYAGE 
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DESCRIPTION

The  account  which  Capt.  Cook  has  given  of  Botany  Bay , being 
very  Jhort , we  hope  the  following  defaiption  of  it,  with  the 
reception  of  Governor  Phillips,  will  be  acceptable  to  our 
readers,  which  we  fhall give  in  the  words  of  an  officer  who 
Jailed  with  him,  on  the  expedition  - 

GOVERNOR  Phillip  embarked  fromPortfmouth, 
on  the  13th  of  May  1787,  with  his  Majefty's 
fhips  Sirius,  Hyena,  and  Supply,  three  vi&ualers,  and 
fix  Tranfports,  with  troops  and  convi&s.  In  the 
tranfports  were  embarked  four  captains,  twelve  fub- 
alterns,  twenty-four  ferjeants  and  corporals,  eight 
drummers,  and  one  hundred  and  fixty  private  mari- 
nes, making  the  whole  of  the  military  force,  including 
the  Major  Commandant  and  Staff  on  board  the  Sirius, 
to  confift  of  two  hundred  and  twelve  perfons,  of  whom 
two  hundred  and  ten  were  volunteers.  The  num- 
ber of  convi$s  was  five  hundred  and  fixty-five  men, 
one  hundred  and  ninety-two  women,  and  eighteen 
children;  the  major  part  of  the  prifoners  were  me- 
chanics and  hufbandmen,  fele&cd  on  purpofe  by  or- 
der of  Government. 

After  a paffage  of  exa&ly  thirty-fix  weeks  from 
Portfmouth,  we  happily  effc&ed  our  arduous  under- 
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taking,  with  fuch  a train  of  unexampled  blefling*  as 
hardly  ever  attended  a fleet  in  a like  predicament. 
Of  two  hundred  and  twelve  marines  we  loft  only  one; 
and  of  leven  hundred  and  feventy -five  convi&s,  put 
onboard  in  England,  but  twenty-four  perifhed  in  out 
route. 


CHAP-  i.; 

From  the  Fleet's  Arrival  at  Botany  Bay,  to  the  Evacuation  of  it; 
and  taking  p>[[efJion  of  Port  Jackfon.  Interviews  with  the 

Natives;  and  an  Account  of  the  Country  about  Botany  Bay- 

* # 

WE  had  fcarccly  bid  each  other  welcome  on  our 
arrival,  whenan  expedition  up  the  Bay  wasun- 
dertaken  by  the  Governor  and  Lieutenant-Governor, 
in  order  to  explore  the  nature  of  the  country, and  fixon 
a fpot  to  begin  our  operations  upon-  None,  how 
ever,  which  could  be  deemed  very  eligible,  being dif- 
covered,  his  Excellency  proceeded  in  a boat  to  examine 
the  opening,  to  which  Mr-  Cook  had  given  the  name 
of  Port  Jackfon,  on  an  idea  that  a flicker  for  flopping 
within  it  might  be  found.  The  boat  returned  cn  the 
evening  of  the  23d,  with  fuch  an  account  of  the  har- 
bour and  advantages  attending  the  place,  that  it  wai 
determined  the  evacuation  of  Botany  Bay  fhouid  cent- 
. xnence  the  next  morning. 

In  coiifcqutnce  of  this  dccifion,  the  few  feamen  anti 
marines  who  had  been  landed  from  thefquadron,  tyerr 
inftantly  reimbarked,  and  every  preparation  made  to 
bid  adieu  to  a port  which  had  fo  long  been  the  fub- 
jetft  of  our  convention ; which  but  three  days  be- 
fore we  had  entered  with  fo  many  fentimentsof  fatis - 
faction  ; and  in  which,  as  we  had  believed,  fo  many 
pf  our  future  hours  were  to  be  pailed.  The  thought* 
of  removal  banilhed  deep,  fo  that  I rpfe  at  the  firP. 
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dawn  of  the  morning.  But  judge  of  my  furprize  on 
hearing  from  a ferjeant,  who  ran  down  almoft  brealh- 
lef*  to  the  cabin  where  I was  dreffing,  that  a fl.ip  wa* 
feen  off  the  harbour's  mouth.  At  firft  I only  laugh- 
ed, but  knowing  the  man  who  fpoke  to  ine  to  be  of 
great  veracity,  and  hearing  him  repeat  his  information, 

I flew  upon  deck,  on  which  I had  barely  fet  my  foot, 
when  the  cry  of  “ another  fail”  ftruck  on  my  aftonifh- 
ed  ear.  Confounded  by  a thoufand  ideas  which  ar<51e 
in  my  mind  in  an  inftant,  I fprang  upon  the  barri- 
cado,  and  plainly  defcried  two  (hips  of  confiderable 
lize,  (landing  in  for  the  mouth  of  the  Bay.  By  this 
time  the  alarm  had  become  general,  and  every  one  ap- 
peared loft  in  conjecture.  Now  they  were  Dutchmen 
lent  to  difpolfefs  us,  and  the  moment  after,  ftorefhips 
from  England,  with  fupplies  for  the  fettlement.  The 
improbabilities  which  attended  both  thefe  conclu- 
fions,  were  funk  in  the  agitation  of  the  moment.  It 
was  by  Governor  Phillip,  that  this  myftery  was  at 
length  unravelled,  and  the  caufe  of  the  alarm  pro- 
nounced to  be  two  French  fhips,  which,  it  was  now 
recollc&cd,  were  on  a voyage  ofdifcovery  in  the  fouth- 
ern  hemifphere-  Thus  were  our  doubts  cleared  up, 
and  our  apprehenfions  banillied ; it  was,  however, 
judged  expedient  to  postpone  our  removal  to  Port 
Jackfon,  until  a complete  confirmation  of  our  con- 
jectures could  be  procured. 

Had  the  fea  breeze  fet  in,  the  ftrange  fhips  would 
have  been  at  anchor  in  the  Bay  by  eight  o’clock  in  the 
morning,  but  the  wind  blowing  out,  they  were  driven 
by  a ftrong  lee  current  to  the  louthward  of  the  port. 
On  the  following  day  th'ey  re-appeared  in  their  former 
fitualion,  and  a boat  was  fent  to  them,  with  a lieu- 
tenant of  the  navy  in  her,  to  offer  afltftance,  and  point 
out  the  nccellary  marks  for  entering  the  harbour.  In 
the  courfe  of  the  day  the  officer  returned,  and  brought 
intelligence  that  the  fhips  werethe  Bouilbleand  Aftro- 
Ube,  lent  out  by  order  of  the  King  of  France,  and  un- 
der 
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der  the  command  of  Monlieur  De  Perroufe.  The 
aftonilhmentof  the  French  at  feeing  us,  had  not  equall- 
ed that  we  had  experienced,  for  it  appeared,  that  in 
the  courfe  of  their  voyage  they  had  touched  at  Katn- 
fchatka,  and  by  that  means  learnt  that  our  expedition 
was  in  contemplation,  They  dropped  anchor  the 
next  morning,  juft  as  we  had  got  under  weigh  to  work 
out  of  the  Bay,  fo  that  for  the  prefent  nothing  mote 
than  falutations  could  pafs  between  us. 

Before  I quit  Botany  Bay,  I (hall  relate  the  obler* 
vations  we  were  enabled  to  make  during  our  fhort  flay 
there;  as  well  as  thofe  which  our  fubfequent  vifits  to 
it  from  Portjackfon  enabled  us  to  complete. 

Botany  Bay  is  very  open,  and  greatly  expof- 
ed  to  the  fury  of  the  S.  E.  winds,  which,  when 
they  blow,  caufea  heavy  and  dangerous  fwell.  It  it 
of  prodigious  extent,  the  principal  arm,  which  takes* 
S.  YV.  direction  being  not  lefs  than  twenty  four  miles 
from  the  capes,  which  from  the  entrance.  * At  the 
diftance  of  a league  from  the  harbour’s  mouth  is  a bar, 
on  which,  at  low  water,  not  more  than  fifteen  feet  arc 
to  be  found.  Within  this  bar,  for  many  miles  up  the 
S-  W.  arm,  is  a haven,  equal  in  every  refpe<ft  to  3ity 
hitherto  known,  and  in  which  any  number  of  Ihips 
might  anchor,  fecured  from  all  winds. 

The  natives  were  found  much  more  numerous  than 
was  expected,  for  on  Governor  Phillips’s  arrival  in 
xheBay,  more  than  forty  perfons  wete  ailemblcd  on 
the  beach  of  the  fouth  fhore,  lhouting,  and  making 
many  uncouth  figns  and  geftures- 

A boat  in  which  the  Governor  was,  rowed  up  the 
harbour,  clofe  to  the  land,  for  fome  diftance,  the  In- 
dians keeping  pace  with  her  on  the  beach,  an  oiheer 
on  board  making  figns  of  \\2at  of  water,  the  natives 
perfectly  underltood  him,  and  pointed  to  a fpot  where 
water  could  be  procured,  when  a landing  immedi- 
ately took  place- 

The  Indians,  though  timerous,  {hewed  no  fign*  of 
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refentment  on  the  landing  of  the  Englifti  ; an  inter-* 
view  took  place,  in  which  the  conduct  of  both  parties 
pl'eafed  each  other  fo  much,  that  a better  opinion  was 
entertained  of  the  natives  than  before  had  been. 

Owing  to  the  latenefs  of  our  arrival,  it  was  not  our 
good  fortune  to  go  on  fhore  until  three  days  after  this 
had  happened,  when  we  went  with  a party  to  the 
fouth  fide  of  the  harbour,  and  had  fcarcely  landed  five 
minutes,  when  we  were  met  by  a dozen  Indians,  nak- 
ed as  at  the  moment  of  their  birth,  walking  along  the 
beach-  Eager  to  come  to  a conference,  and  yet  afraid, 
of  giving  offence,  we  advanced  with  caution  towards 
them,  nor  would  they,  at  firft,  approach  nearer  to  us 
than  the  difiance  of  fome  paces.  Both  parties  were 
armed ; yet  an  attack  feemed  as  unlikely  on  their  part,  • 
as  we  knew  it  to  be  on  our  own.  Several  more  now 
came  up,  to  whom  we  made  various  p re  ferns,  but  our 
toys  feemed  not  to  be  regarded  as  very  valuable  ; nor 
would  they  for  a long  time  make  any  returns  to  them, 
though  before  we  parted,  a large  club,  with  a head  al- 
moft  fufficient  to  fell  an  ox,  was  obtained  in  exchange 
for  a looking  glafs.  Thefe  people  feemed  at  a lols  to 
know  (probably  from  our  want  of  beards  of  what  fex 
we  were,  which  having  underftood,  they  burft  into 
the  moft  immoderate  fits  of  laughter,  talking  to  each 
other  at  the  fame  time  with  fuch  rapidity  and  vocife- 
ration as  I had  never  before  heard.  After  nearly  an 
hour’s  converfation  by  figns  and  geftures,  they  repeat- 
ed feveral  time  the  word  whurra , which  fignifies,  be- 
gone, and  walked  away  from  us  to  the  head  of  the  Bay. 

The  natives  being  departed,  we  fet  out  to  obferve 
the  country,  which,  on  infpeftion,  rather  difappoint- 
ed  our  hopes,  being  invariable  fandy  and  unpromifing 
for  the  purpofes  of  cultivation,  though  the  trees  and 
grafs  flourifh  in  great  luxuriancy.  Clofe  to  us  was  thp 
fpring  at  which  Mr.  Cook  watered,  but  did  not  think 
the  water  very  excellent,  nor  did  it  run  freely.  In  the 
evening  we  returned  on  board,  not  greatly  pleafed 
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with  the  latter  part  of  our  difcoveries,  as  it  indicated 
an  increafe  of  thofe  difficulties,  which  before  feemed 
fufficiently  numerous. 

Between  this  and  our  departure  we  had  feveral  more 
interviews  with  the  natives,  which  ended. in  fo  friend- 
ly a manner,  that  we  began  to  entertain  ftrong  hopes 
of  bringing  about  a connexion  with  them.  Our  firft, 
object  was  to  win  their  affe&ions,  and  our  next  to 
convince  them  of  the  fuperiority  we  poiielfed : for 
without  the  latter,  the  former  we  knew  would  be  of 
little  importance.  An  officer  one  day  prevailed  on  one 
of  them  to  place  a target,  made  of  bark,  againfl  a tree, 
which  he  tired  at  with  a piftol,  at  the  difiance  of  fome 
paces.  The  Indians,  though  terrified  at  the  report,  did 
not  run  away,  but  their  aftonithment  exceeded  their 
alarm,  on  looking  at  the  fhield  which  the  ball  had  per- 
forated. As  this  produced  a little  ihynefs,  the  officer, 
to  diffipate  their  fears  and  remove  theirjealoufy,  whiff- 
led the  air-of  Malbrook,  which  they  appeared  highly 
charmed  with,  and  imitated  him  with  equal  pleafure 
and  readinefs.  I cannot  help  remarking  here,  what 
I was  afterwards  told  by  Monfieur  De  Perroufe, 
that  the  natives  of  California,  and  throughout  all  the 
ifiands  of  the  Pacific  Ocean,  and  in  fhort  whereverht 
had  been,  feeraed  equally  touched  and  delighted  with 
this  little  plantive  air. 
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CHAP.  II. 

The  taking  Pojfeffm  of  Port  Jock]  on.  With  the  Di [embarkation 
of  the  Marines  and  ConvMs. 

OU  R paflTage  to  Port  Jackfon  took  up  but  few 
hours,  and  thofe  were  fpent  far  from  unpleafant- 
ly.  The  evening  was  bright,  and  the  profpedl  before 
us  fuch  as  might  juftify  fanguine  expectation.  Having 
palled  between  the  capes  which  form  its  entrance,  we 
found  ourfclvesin  a port  fuperior,  in  extent  and  excel- 
lency, to  all  we  had  feen  before.  We  continued  to 
run  up  the  harbour  about  four  miles,  in  a weflerly  di- 
rection, enjoying  the  luxuriant  profpect  of  its  fliores, 
covered  with  trees  to  the  water’s  edge,  among  which 
many  of  the  Indians  were  frequently  feen,  till  we  ar- 
rived at  a fmall  fnug  cove  on  the  fouthern  fide,  on 
whofe  banks  the  plan  of  our  operations  was  deftined  to 
commence. 

The  landing  of  a part  of  the  marines  and  ctmvifls 
took  place  the  next  day,  and  on  the  following,  the 
remainder  was  difembarked.  Bufinefs  now  fat  on 
every  brow,  and  the  feene,  to  an  indifferent  (peculator, 
at  leafure  to  contemplate,  it  would  have  been  high- 
ly picfhuefque  and  amufiug.  In  one  place,  a party 
cutting  down  the  woods  , a fccond,  felling  up  a bjack- 
fmith’s  forge  ; a third,  dragging  a long  a load  of  ftoncs 
or  provifions  ; here  an  officer  pitching  his  marquee,, 
with  a detachment  of  troops  parading  on  one  fide  of 
him,  and  a cook's  hre  blazing  up  on  the  other- 
Though  the  unwearied  diligence  ol  ttiofe  at  the  head 
of  the  diffeientdepartmeros.  regulariiy  was  however, 
foon  introduced,  and,  as  far  as  the  unfettled  Hate 
of  matters  would  allow,  confufion  gave  place  to 
/yflem. 

Into  the  head  of  the  cove,  on  which  our  eflablifh- 
s q 4 E merit 
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ment  i*  fixed,  runs  a fmall  ftreain  of  frefh  water, 
which  ferves  to  divide  the  adjacent  country  to  a little 
diftance,  in  the  direction  of  north  and  fouth.  On  the 
eaflern  fide  of  this  rivulet  the  Governor  fixed  his  place 
of  refidence,  with  a large  body  of  convi&s  encamped 
near  him  ; and  on  the  weftern  fide  was  difpofed  the 
remaining  part  of  thefe  people,  near  the  marine  en- 
campment. From  this  lall  two  guards,  confiding  of 
two  fubal terns,  as  many  ferj earns,  four  corporal 
two  drummers,  and  forty  two  private  men,  under  the 
orders  of  a Captain  of  the  day,  to  whom  all  reports 
were  made,  daily  mounted  for  the  public  fecurity, 
with  fuch  diredions  to  ufe  force,  in  cafe  of  neceffny, 
as  left  no  room  for  thofe  who  were  the  objeft  of  the 
order,  but  to  remain  peaceable,  or  perifh  by  the  bay- 
onet- 

But  as  feverity  alone  was  known  to  be  inadequate 
at  once  to  chaftize  and  reform,  no  opportunity  was 
omitted  to  allure  the  convifts,  that  by  their  good  be- 
haviour and  fubmilfive  deportment,  every  claim  to 
prefent  diftin&ion  and  future  favour  was  tobe  earned 
That  this  caution  was  not  attended  with  all  the  good 
cffe&s  which  were  hoped  from  it,  I have  only  to  la- 
ment ; that  it  operated  in  fome  cafes  is  indifputable; 
nor  will  a candid  and  humane  mind  fail  to  confidci 
and  allow  for  the  fituation  thefe  unfortunate  beings fo 
peculiarly  flood  in.  While  they  were  on  board  ailiip, 
the  two  (exes  had  been  kept  mod  rigoroufly  apait 
but,  when  landed,  their  reparation  became  imprarftio- 
ble,  and  would  have  been,  perhaps,  wrong.  Lkw- 
tioufnefs  was  the  unavoidable  confequence,  and  thw 
old  habits  of  depravity  were  beginnings  recur.  Vfbtf 
was  to  be  attempted  ? To  prevent  their  intercourse 
was  impoflible  ; and  to  palliate  its  evils  only  remain?* 
Marriage  was  recommended,  and  fuch  advantages 
out  to  thofe  who  aimed  at  reformation,  as  havegreat ) 
contributed  to  the  tranquility  of  the  fettlement. 

On  the  funday  after  our  landing  divine  fcrvicetf*1 
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performed  under  a great  tree,  by  the  Rev-  Mr- John- 
fon,  Chaplain  of  the  Settlement,  in  the  prefence  of 
the  troops  and  conviXs,  whofe  behaviour  on  the  occa- 
fion  was  equally  regular  and  attentive.  In  the  courfe 
of  our  pallage  this  had  been  repeated  every  Sunday, 
while  the  fhips  were  in  port  ; and  in  addition  to  it, 
Mr.  Johnfon  had  furnifhed  them  with  books,  at  odce 
tending  to  promote  inftruXion  and  piety. 

The  Indians  for  a little  while  after  our  arrival  paid  us 
frequent  vilits,  but  in  a few  days  they  were  obferved  to 
be  more  fhy  ofour  company.  For  what  caufe  their  dif- 
tafte  arofe  we  never  could  trace,  as  we  had  made  it  our 
ftudy,  on  thefe  occalions,  to  treat  them  with  kindnefs, 
and  load  them  with  prefents.  No  quarrel  had  hap- 
pened, and  we  had  flattered  ourfelves,  from  Governor 
Phillip's  firft  reception  among  them,  that  fuch  a con- 
nexion might  be  eftablilhed  as  would  tend  to  the  in- 
tereft  of  both  parties.  It  feems,  that  on  that  occafion, 
they  not  only  received  our  people  with  great  cordiality, 
but  fo  far  acknowledged  their  authority  as  to  fubmit, 
that  a boundery,  during  their  firft  interview,  might 
be  drawn  on  the  fand,  which  they  attempted  not  to 
infringe,  and  appeared  to  be  fatisfied  with. 
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CHAP.  III. 

The  reading  of  the  Commiffion , and  taking  Puffe/fion  of  the  Set- 
tlement i in  form..  With  an  Account  oj  the  Courts  of  Law , and 
Mode  of  admini Jlering  Public  JuJlice  in  this  Country. 

OWING  to  the  multiplicity  of  preffing  bufinefs 
neceiiary  to  be  perfoimed  immediately  after  land- 
ing, it  was  found  impoffible  to  read  public  commiffi- 
ons  and  take  poieffion  of  the  Colony  in  form,  until 
the  7th  of  February.  On  that  day  all  the  officers  of 
guard  took  port  in  the  marine  battalion,  which  was 
drawn  up,  and  marched  off  the  parade  witlr  mufk 
playing,  and  colours  flying,  to  an  adjoining  ground, 
which  had  been  clcascd  for  the  occafion,  whereon  the 
convitfls  were  a lie  muled  to  hear  His  Majefly’s  com- 
miffion  read,  appointing  his  Excellency  Arthur  Phil- 
lip, Efq.  Governor  and  Captain  General  in  and  over 
the  territory  ofNcw  South  Wales,  and  in  dependen- 
cies : together  with  the  A&  of  Parliament  for  eflablitli-r 
ing  trials  by  law  within  the  fame-;  and  the  patents 
under  the  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain,  for  holding  the 
civil  and  crirnin  rl  courts  of  judicature,  by  which  all 
cafes  of  life  and  death,  as  well  as  matters  of  property, 
were  to  be  decided.  When  the  Judge  Advocate  bad 
finilhed  reading,  his  Excellency  addrelfcd  himfelfto 
the  convicts  in  a pointed  and  judiciousfpeech,  inform- 
ing them  of  his  future  intentions,  which  were  invari- 
ably to  cheerith  and  render  happy  thofe  who  flic  wed 
a difpofition  to  amendment  ; and  to  let  the  rigour  of 
the  iaw  take  its  coutfe  jgainfl  fuch  as  might  uareto 
tranlgrefs  the  bounds  prescribed.  At  the  clofe  three 
vol lies  were  tired  in  honour  of  the  occafion,' and  the 
battalion  marched  back  to  tlieir  parade,  where  they 
were  reviewed  by  the  Governor,  who  was  icceived 
with  all  the  honours  due  to  his  rank.  His  Excellency 
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Was  afterwards  pleafed  to  thank  them  ; in  public  or- 
ders, for  their  behaviour  from  the  time  of  their  em- 
barkation ; and  to  afk  the  officers  to  partake  of  a cold 
collation,  at  which  it  is  fcarce  neceffary  to  obferve, 
that  many  loyal  and  public  toads  were  drank  in  com- 
memoration of  the  day. 

In  the  Governor’s  commiffion,  the  extent  of  this 
authority  is  defined  to  reach  from  the  latitude  of  43 
deg-  49  min.  fouth,  to  the  latitude  of  10  deg.  37  min. 
foutli,  being  the  northern  and  fouthern  extremities  of 
the  continent  of  New  Holland.  It  commences  again 
at  1 35th  degrees  of  longitude  eafi  of  Greenwich,  and, 
proceeding  in  an  eaderly  direction,  includes  ail  iflartds 
within  the  limits  of  the  above  fpecihcd  latitudes  in  the 
Pacinc  Ocean.  By  this  partition  it  may  be  fairly 
prefumed,  that  every  fource  of  future  litigation  be- 
tween the  Dutch  and  us  will  be  for  ever  cut  off,  as 
the  dil'coveries  of  Englih  navigators  alone  arc  com- 
prized in  this  territory. 

Nor  have  Government  been  more  backward  in 
arming  Mr  Phillip  with  plenitude  of  power,  than 
extent  of  dominion.  No  mention  is  made  of  a Coun- 
cil to  be  appointed,  fo  that  he  is  left  to  aft  entiiely 
from  his  own  judgment.  And  as  no  ftated  time 
of  alicmblirtg  the  Courts  of  Jurtice  is  pointed  out, 
firnilar  to  the  affizes  and  gaol  deliveries  of  England, 
the  duratioo  of  imprifonment  is  altogethcrin  his  hands. 
The  power  of  lummoning  General  Courts  Martial  to 
meet,  he  isalfo  inverted  with,  but  the  infertion  in  the 
marine1  mutiny  aft,  of  a fmaller  numbei  of  officers 
than  thiitecn  being  able  to  compofe  fuch  a tribunal, 
has  been  neglefted  : fo  that  a militaty  couit,  fliould 
detachments  be  made  from  head-quartets,  or  fickneh 
prevail,  may  not  always  be  found  prafticable  to  be 
obtained,  unlefs  the  number  of  oiticcis,  at  prefent  in 
the  Settlement,  (hall  be  iiiLteafed. 

Should  the  Governor  fee  caufc,  lie  is  enabled  to 
**  grant  pardons  to  offenders  conviftcd,  in  all  cafes 
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“ wliatcveri  treafon  and  wilful  murder  excepted,1' 
and  even  in  thefe,  has  authority  to  flay  the  execution 
of  the,  law,  until  the  King’s  pleafure  fhall  be  fignified. 
In  cafe  of  the  Governor’s  death,  the  Lieutenant  Go- 
vernor takes  his  place;  and  on  his  demife,  thefenior 
officer  on  the  fpot  is  authorifed  to  afTumc  the  reins  of 
power. 

Notwithftanding  the  proitiifes  made  on  one  fide, 
and  the  forbearance  (hewn  on  the  other,  joined  to  the 
impending  rod  of  juftice,  it  was  with  infinite  regret 
thaj  every  one  faw,  in  four  days  afterwards,  the  need- 
fity  of  affcmbling  a Criminal  Court,  which  was  ac- 
cordingly convened  by  warrant  from  the  Governor, 
and  confided  of  the  Judge  Advocate,  who  preiided, 
three  naval,  and  three  marine  officers. 

The  number  of  members,  including  the  Judge  Ad- 
vocate, » limited,  by  Aft  of  Parliament,  to  feven,  who 
are  exprefly  ordered  to  be  officers,  either  of  His  Mi- 
jefty’s  fea  or  land  forces.  The  court  being  met,  com* 
p’etely  arrayed  and  armed  as  at  a military  tribunal, 
the  Judge  Advocate  proceeds  to  adminifter  the  ufual 
oaths  taken  by  jurymen  in  England  to  each  member; 
one  of  whom  afterwards  fwears  him  in  a like  manner. 
This  ceremony  being  adjufled,  the  crime  laid  to  the 
prifoncr’s  charge  is  read  to  him,  and  the  queftion  of 
Guilty,  or  Not  guilty,  put-  No  law  officer  on  the 
lide  of  the  crown  being  appointed,  (for  I prefume  the 
head  of  the  court  ought  hardly  to  conGder  himfelf  10 
that  light,  notwiihftanding  the  title  he  bears)  to  pro- 
fecutc  the  criminal  is  left  entirely  to  the  party,  at 
whofe  fuit  he  is  tried.  All  the  witnefle*  are  examined 
on  oath,  and  the  decifton  is  direfted  to  be  given  ac- 
cording to  the  laws  of  England,  “or  as  nearly  as  may 
“ be,  allowing  for  the  circumftances  and  fituationof 
“ the  fettlement,'’  by  a majority  of  votes,  beginning 
with  the  youngeft  member,  and  ending  with  the  prf* 
fidenlof  the  court.  In  cafes,  however,  of  a capital 
nature,  no  verdift  can  be  given,  unlefi  five,  at  Icafl, 
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of  the  feven  members  prefent  concur  therein.  The 
evidence  on  both  ftdes  being  finifhed,  qnd  the  prifo- 
ner's  defence  heard,  the  court  is  cleared,  and,  on  the 
judgment  being  fettled,  is  thrown  open  again,  and  fen- 
tcnce  pronounced.  During  the  time  the  court  fits,  the 
place  in  which  it  is  affembled  isdireXed  to  be  furround- 
ed  by  a guard  under  arms,  and  admiflion  to  every 
one  who  may  choofe  to  enter  it,  granted.  Of  late, 
however,  our  colonills  are  fuppofed  to  be  in  fuch  a 
train  of  fubordination,  as  to  make  the  prefence  of  fo 
large  a military  force  unneceflary  ; and  two  centinels, 
in  addition  to  the  Provoft  Martial  are  confidered  as 
fufheient. 

It  would  be  as  needlefs,  as  impertinent,  to  anticipate 
the  reflexions,  which  will  arife  in  reading  the  above 
account,  wherein  a regard  to  accuracy  only  has  been 
confulted.  By  comparing  it  with  the  mode  ofadminif- 
tering  juftice  in  the  bnglilh  courts  of  law,  it  will  be 
found  to  differ  in  many  points  very  eflentially.  And 
if  we  turn  our  eyes  to  the  ufage  of  military  tribunals, 
it  no  lefs  departs  from  the  cuftoms  obferved  in  them. 
Let  not  the  novelty  of  it,  however,  prejudice  any 
one  fo  far  as  to  difpute  its  efficacy,  and  the  ncccffity  of 
the  cafe  which  gave  it  birth. 

The  court,  whofe  meeting  is  already  fpoken  of,  pro- 
ceeded to  the  trial  of  three  conviXs,  one  of  whom  was 
conviXed  of  having  flruck  a marine  with  a cooper’s 
adze,  and  otherwife  behaving  in  a very  riotous  and 
fcandalous  manner,  for  which  he  was  fentenced  to  re- 
ceiveone  hundred  and  fifty  lafhes,  beinga  fmaller  pun- 
ifhment  than  a foldier  in  a like  cafe  would  have  fuffer- 
cd  from  the  judgment  of  a court  martial,  A fccond, 
for  having  committed  a petty  theft,  was  fern  to  a fmali 
barren  ifland,  and  kept  thereon  bread  and  water  only, 
fora  week.  And  the  third  was  fentenced  to  receive 
fifty  lafhes,  but  was  recommended  by  the  court  to  the 
Governor,  and  forgiven. 

Hitherto,  however,  [February j nothing  of  a very 
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atrocious  nature  had  appeared.  But  the  day  tvas  at 
hand,  on  which  the  viotation  of  public  fecur it y could 
no  longer  be  retrained,  by  the  infliction  of  temporary 
puni  hment.  A fet  ot  defpeiate  and  hardened  villains 
leagued  themfelves  for  t be  purpofes  of  depiedaiion,  and 
as  it  generally  happens,  had  art  enough  to  perfuade 
fome others,  lefs deeply  veiled  in  iniquity,  to  be  the  in- 
ftruments  for  carrying  it  on.  Fortunately  the  progrefs 
tothele  mifereants  was  not  of  iongduration.  They  were 
detected  in  ftealing  a large  quantity  of  provilions  at  the 
time  of  iiiuing  them.  And  on  being  apprehended,  one 
of  the  tools  of  the  fuperiors  impeached  the  reft,  and 
difclofed  the  fcheme.  > The  trial  came  on  the  28th  of 
the  month,  and  of  four  who  were  arraigned  for  the 
offence,  three  were  condemned  to  die,  and  the  fourth 
to  receive  a very  levere  corporal  puniihment.  In  hopes 
that  his  lenity  would  not  beabufed,  his  Excellency 
was,  however,  pleafed  to  order  one.  only  for  execu- 
tion, which  took,  placea  little  before  fun-fet  the  fame 
day.  The  name  of  the  unhappy  wretch  was  Thomas 
Barret,  an  old  and  defperate  offender,  who  died  with 
that  hardy  fpitit,  which  too  often  is  found  in  the  worll 
and  mod  abandoned  clafs  of  men.  During  the  exe- 
cution the  battalion  of  marines  was  under  arms,  and 
the  whole  of  the  con vitfts  obliged  to  be  prefent.  The 
two  affociates  of  the  fufferer  were  ordered  to  be  kept 
clofc  prifoners,  until  an  eligible  place  to  baniiii  them 
to  could  be  fixed  on  ; as  were  alfo  two  more,  who  on 
the  following  day  were  condemned  to  die  for  a fimilar 
offence. 

Befides  the  Criminal  court,  there  is  an  inferior  one 
compoled  of  the  Judge  Advocate,  and  one  or  more 
ju 0 ices  of  the  peace,  for  the  dial  of  fmall  mifdemean* 
ours.  This  coutt  is  like  wife  empowered  to  decide 
all  law  fuits,  and  itsverdiff  is  finalv  except  where  the 
fum  in  dilpuie  amounts  to  more  than  three  hundred 
pound;,  in  which  cafe  an  appeal  to  England  can  be 
made  from  its  decree.  Should  neceffny  warrant  ir. 
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mi  Admiralty  court,  of  which  Lieutenant  Governor 
Rofsisjudge,  (.an  alfo  be  fummoned,  for  the  trial  gf 
offences  committed  on  the  high  feas. 


C H A P.  IV. 

A Defcription  of  the  Na'ives  of  New  South  Wales,  and  cur 
Tranfacluns  with  than • 

f"1  ROM  their  eafy  reception  of  us  in  the  beginning, 
many  wereinduced  tocall  inqueftiontheaccounis 
which  Mr.  Cook,  had  given  of  thispmple.  That  cele- 
brated navigator,  we  were  willing  to  believe,  had  fome- 
how  by  his  condu<ff  offended  them,  which  prevented 
the  intercourfe  that  would  otherwife  have  taken  place. 
The  refult,  however,  ofour  repeated  endeavours  to  in- 
duce them  to  come  among  us  has  been  fuch  as  to  con- 
firm me  in  an  opinion,  that  they  either  fear  or  difpife 
us  too  much,  to  be  anxious  for  a ciofer  connexion. 
And  we  beg  leave  at  once,  to  apprize  the  reader,  that 
all  that  can  here,  or  in  my  future  part  of  this  work, 
relate  with  fidelity  of  the  natives  of  New  South 
Wales,  muft  be  made  up  of  detached  obfervations, 
taken  at  different  times,  and  not  from  a regular  feries 
of  kn  wledge  of  the  cufloms  and  manners  of  a peo- 
ple, with  whom  opportunities  of  communication  are 
fo  fcarce,  as  to  have  been  fcldom  obtained. 

In  their  perfons,  they  are  far  from  being  a flout 
race  of  men,  though  nimble,  fprightly  and  vigorous. 
The  deficiency  of  one  of  the  tore  teeth  of  the  upper 
jaw,  mentioned  by  Dampier.  we  have  feen  in  almoft 
the  whole  of  the  men  ; but  their  organs  of  fight, 
fo  far  from  being  defedivc,  as  that  author  mentions 
thofeoflhe  inhabitants  of  the  weftern  fide  of  the  con- 
tinent to  be,  are  remarkably  quick  and  pien-ing.

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Their  colour,  Mr.  Cook  is  inclined  to  think  rather 
H deep  chocolate,  than  an  abfolute  black,  though  he 
confeffes,  they  have  the  appearance  of  the  latter,  which 
he  attributes  to  the  greafy  filth  their  fkins  are  loaded 
with-  Of  their  want  of  cleanlinefs  we  have  had  fuf- 
ficienr  proofs,  but  I am  of  opinion,  all  the  waihingin 
the  world  would  not  render  them  two  degrees  lefs  black 
than  an  African  negro-  At  fome  of  our  firft  interviews 
we  had  feveral  droll  inftances  of  their  miftaking  the 
the  Aft  icans  we  brought  with  us  for  their  own  country- 
men. 

NotwithQanding  thedifregard  they  have  invatiably 
fhewn  for  all  the  finery  we  could  deckthem  with,  they 
are  fond  of  adorning  themfelves  with  fears,  which  in- 
creafed  their  natural  hideoufnefs.  it  is  hardly  pofftble 
to  fee  any  thing  in  human  fhape  more  ugly,  than  one 
of  thefc  favages  thus  fcarihed,  and  farther  ornamented 
with  a filh  bone  ftruck  through  the  griftleof  thenofe. 
The  cuftom  of  daubing  themfelves  with  white  earth 
is  alfo  frequent  among  both  fexes:  but,  unlike  the  in- 
habitants of  the  iflands  in  the  Pacific  Ocean,  they  rcjeck 
the  beautiful  feathers  which  the  birds  of  their  country 
a fiord. 

Exclufive  of  their  weapons  of  offence,  and  a few 
ilone  hatchets  very  rudely  fafhioned,  their  ingenuity 
is  confined  tomanufatfturing  fmailnets,  in  which  they 
put  the  fifh  they  catch,  and  to  filh-hooks  made  of  bone 
neither  of  which  are  unlkilfully  executed.  On  many  of 
the  rocks  are  alfo  to  be  found  dclineationsof  theiigurct 
of  men  and  birds,  very  poorly  cut. 

Of  the  ufe  or  benefit  of  clothing,  thefe  people  ap- 
pear to  haveno  comprehenfion,  though  theii  fullering} 
from  the  climate  they  live  in,  ftrongly  point  out  the 
neceffity  of  a covering  from  the  rigour  of  the  feafon. 
Both  fexes,  and  thofe  of  all  ages,  arc  invarible  found 
naked.  But  it  mud  not  be  inferred  from  this,  that 
cuftom  fo  inures  them  to  changes  of  the  elements,  as 
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to  make  them  bear  with  indifference  the  exiremeof 
heat  and  cold  ; for  we  have  had  vifiblc  and  repeated 
proofs,  that  the  latter  affedis  them  fevercly,  when  they 
are  feen  fhivering.and  huddlingthemfeives  up  in  heaps 
in  their  huts,  or  caverns  of  the  rocks,  until  a fire  can 
be  kindled. 

Than  thefe  huts  nothing  more  rude  in  conftruffion, 
or  deficient  in  conveniency,  can  be  imagined.  They 
confift  only  of  pieces  of  bark  laid  together  in  the  form 
of  an  oven,  open  at  one  end,  and  very  low,  though 
long  enough  for  a man  to  lie  at  full  length  in.  There 
is  rcafon,  however,  to  believe,  that  they  depend  lefs 
on  them  for  fhelter,  than  on  the  caverns  with  which 
the  rocks  abound- 

To  cultivation  of  the  ground  they  are  utter  ft  rangers 
and  wholly  depend  for  food  on  the  few  fruits  they  ga- 
ther ; the  roots  they  dig  up  in  the  fwamps  ; and  the 
fiih  they  pick  up  along  fhore,  or  contrive  to  ftrike  from 
their  canoes  with  fpears.  Filhing,  indeed,  feems  to 
engrofs  nearly  the  whole  of  their  time,  probably  from 
its  forming  the  chief  part  of  a fubfiftence,  which  ob- 
fervation  has  convinced  us,  nothing  fhort  of  the 
mod  painful  labour,  and  unwearied  aftiduity  can  pro- 
cure. When  fifh  are  fcarce,  which  frequently  happens, 
they  often  watch  the  moment  of  our  hauling  the 
feine,  and  have  more  than  once  been  known  to  plun-* 
■der  its  contents,  in  fpite  of  the  oppofition  of  thofe  on 
the  fpot  to  guard  it : and  this  even  afrer  having  receiv- 
ed a part  of  what  had  been  caught.  The  only  refource 
at  thefe  times  is  to  Ihcw  a muiquet,  and  if  the  bare 
fight  is  not  futficient,  to  hre  it  over  their  heads,  which 
has  feldom  failed  ofdifperfing  them  hitherto,  but  how 
long  the  terror  which  it  excites  may  continue  is  doubt- 
ful. 

The  canoes  in  which  they  fifli  are  as  defpicable  as 
their  huts,  being  nothing  more  than  a large  piece  of 
bark  tied  up  at  both  ends  with  vines.  Their  dexterous 
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management  of  them,  added  to  the  fwiftnefs  with 
which  they  paddle,  and  the  boldnefs  that  leads  them 
fever.il  miles  in  the  open  fea,  are,  ncverthelefs,  highly 
deletving  of  admiration.  A canoe  is  feldom  feen  with- 
out a fire  in  it,  to  drefs  the  fills  by,  as  foon  as  caught; 
fire  they  procure  by  attrition. 

From  their  manner  of  difpofing  of  thofe  who  die, 
■which  will  be  mentioned  heieafter,  as  well  as  from 
every  other  oblervation,  there  feems  no  reafon  to  fup- 
pnfe  thefe  people  cannibals ; nor  do  they  ever  cat  ani- 
mal fubdance  in  a raw  Itaie,  unlefs  preiled  by  extreme 
hunger,  but  indifcriminateiy  broil  them,  an.J  their  ve- 
getables, on  a hre,  winch  renders  thefe  lad  an  inno- 
cent food,  though  in  their  raw  date  many  of  them  are 
of  a poifonous  quality;  as  a poor  convid  who  un- 
guardedly eat  of  them  experienced,  by  falling  a faciihce 
in  twenty-four  hours  afterwards.  If  bread  be  given 
to  the  Indians,  they  chew  and  fpit  it  out  again,  feldom 
chooling  to  fwallow  it-  Salt  beef  and  pork  they  like 
Tathcr  better,  but  fpirits  they  never  could  be  brought 
to  tade  a fecond  time. 

The  only  domedic  animal  they  have  is  the  dog, 
which  in  their  language  is  called  Diugo,  and  a good 
deal  refembles  die  fox  dog  of  England.  Thefe  animali 
are  equally  ihy  of  us,  and  attached  to  the  natives.  One 
of  them  is  now  in  the  poilellion  of  the  Governor,  and 
tolerably  well  reconciled  to  his  new  mallei  As  the 
Indians  fee  the  dillike  of  the  dogs  to  us,  they  are 
fomeumes  mifcliievous  enough  to  fet  them  on  Angle 
perfons  whom  they  chance  to  meet  in  the  woods-  A 
furly  fello-v  was  one  day  out  lliooting,  when  the  na- 
tives attempted  to  die  ert  rhemfelvrs  in  this  manner 
at  his  expence.  The  man  bore  the  tejzing  and  gnaw- 
ing ofthe  dog  at  his  heels  for  fome  time,  but  appre- 
hending at  length , that  his  patience  might  embolden 
them  to  ufe  did  tarther  liberties,  he  turned  round  and 
{hot  poor  Dingo  dead  on  the  fp  »t  : the  owners  oJ  him 
fet  off  with  the  utmod  expedition, 
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There  is  no  part  of  the  behaviour  of  thefe  people, 
that  has  puzzled  us  more,  than  that  which  relates  to 
their  women.  Comparatively  fpeaking  we  have  feen 
but  few  of  them,  and  thofe  have  been  fomciimes 
kept  back  with  every  fymptom  of  jealous  fenfibifity  ; 
and  fometimes  offered  with  every  appearance  of  cour- 
teous familiarity.  Cautious  however,  of  alarming  the 
feelings  of  the  men  on  fo  tender  a point,  we  have 
conftantly  made  a rule  of  treating  the  females  with 
that  diftanceand  referve,  which  we  judged  mod  likely 
to  remove  any  impreflion  they  might  have  received  of 
our  intending  aught,  which  could  give  offence  on  fo 
delicate  a lubjetf.  And  fo  fucttlsful  have  our  endea- 
vours been,  that  a quarrel  on  this  head  has  in  no  in- 
ftance,  that  1 know  of,  happened.  The  tone  of  voice 
of  the  women,  which  is  pleafingly  foft  and  feminine, 
forms  a ft  liking  contrail  to  the  rough  guttural  pro- 
nunciation of  the  men.  Of  the  other  charms  of  the 
ladies  I ihail  be  filent,  though  juflice  obliges  me  to 
mention,  that,  in  the  opinion  of  fome  amongft  us, 
they  Ihew  a degree  of  timidity  and  bafhfulnels,  which 
are,  perhaps,  infeparable  from  the  female  chara&er  in 
its  rudefl  (late.  It  is  not  a little  lingular,  that  the 
cudom  of  cutting  off  the  two  lower  joints  of  the  little 
linger  of  the  left  hand,  obferved  in  the  Society  lllands, 
is  found  here  among  the  women,  who  have  for  the 
mod  part  undergone  this  amputation.  Hitheito  we 
have  not  been  able  to  trace  out  the  caufe  of  this  ufage. 
At  firft  wc  fuppofed  it  to  be  peculiar  to  the  married 
women  or  thofe  who  had  borne  children;  but  this 
conclufion  mull  have  been  erroneous,  as  we  have  no 
right  to  believe  that  celibacy  prevails  in  any  inftance, 
and  fome  of  the  oldeft  of  the  women  are  without  this 
diftin&ion  ; and  girls  of  a very  tender  age  are  marked 
by  it. 

On  firft  fetting  foot  in  the  country,  we  were  in- 
clined to  hold  the  fpears  of  the  natives  very  cheap. 
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Pmz\  experience  has,  however,  convinced  us,  that  the 
wound  in  Aisled  by  this  weapon  is  not  a trivial  one;  and 
that  the  Acill  of  the  Indians  in  throwing  it,  is  far  from 
defpicablc.  Beiides  more  than  a dozen  convifls  who 
have  unaccountably  difappeared,  we  know  that  two, 
who  were  employed  as  rufh  cutters  up  the  harbour, 
were  (from  what  caufc  we  are  yet  ignorant)  moll  dread- 
fully mangled  and  butchered  by  the  natives.  A fpear 
had  palfed  entirely  through  the  thickeff  part  of  the 
body  of  one  of  them,  though  a very  robuft  man,  and 
the  Ikull  of  the  other  was  beaten  in.  Their  tools 
■were  taken  away,  but  fomc  provifions  which  they 
had  with  them  at  the  time  of  the  murder,  and  their 
clothes,  were  left  untouched.  In  addition  to  this 
misfortune,  two  more  convidts,  who  were  peaceably 
engaged  in  picking  of  greens,  on  a fpot  very  remote 
from  that  where  their  comrades  fuffered,  were  una- 
wares attacked  by  a party  of  Indians,  and  before  they 
could  etfedt  their  efcape,  one  of  them  was  pierced  by 
a fpear  in  the  hip,  after  which  they  knocked  him 
down,  and  plundered  his  clothes.  The  poor  wretch,' 
though  dreadfully  wounded,  made  fhift  to  crawl  off, 
but  his  companion  was  carried  away  by  thefe  barbari- 
ans, and  his  fate  doubtful,  until  a foldier,  a few  days 
afterwards,  picked  up  his  jacket  and  hat  in  a native's 
hut,  the  latter  pierced  through  by  a fpear.  We  have 
found  that  thefe  fpcarsare  not  made  invariably  alike, 
fome  of  them  being  barbed  like  a filh  gig,  and  others 
Amply  pointed.  In  repairing  them  they  are  no  lefs 
dexterous  than  in  throwing  them.  A broken  one 
being  given  by  a gentleman  to  an  Indian,  he  tnAantJy 
fnatched  up  an  oyller-lhell,  and  converted  it  with  his 
teeth  into  a tool,  with  which  he  prefently  falhioned 
the  fpear,  and  rendered  it  fit  for  ufc  : in  performing 
this  operation,  the  foie  of  his  foot  ferved  him  as  a 
work-board.  Nor  are  their  weapons  of  offence  con- 
fined to  the  fpear  only,  for  they  have  befides  lot»§ 
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wooden  fwords,  fhaped  like  a fibre,  capable  of  in- 
flicting a mortal  wound,  and  clubs  of  an  immenfc  fize. 
Small  targets,  made  of  the  bark  of  trees,  aie  like- 
wife,  now  and  then  to  be  feen  among  them. 

From  circumftances  which  have  been  obfetved,  we 
have  fometimes  been  inclined  to  believe  thefc  people 
at  war  with  each  other-  They  have  more  than  once 
been  feen  alfemblcd,  as  if  bent  on  an  expedition.  An 
officer  one  day  met  fourteen  of  them  marching  along 
in  a regular  Indian  file  through  the  woods,  each  man 
armed  with  a fpear  in  his  right  hand,  and  a large  fh;nc 
in  his  left;  at  their  head  appeared  a chief,  who  was 
diflinguilhed  by  being  painted.  Though  in  the  pro- 
portion of  five  to  one  of  our  people  they  palled  peace- 
ably on. 

That  their  ikill  in  throwing  the  fpear  fometimes 
enables  them  to  kill  the  kangaroo  we  have  no  right  u> 
doubt,  as  a long  fplimer  of  this  weapon  was  taken 
out  of  the  thigh  of  one  of  thefe  animals,  over  which 
t lie  flelh  had  completely  clofed  i but  we  have  never 
difeovered  that  they  have  any  method  of  enfnariog 
them,  or  that  they  know  any  other  beads  but  the 
kangaroo  and  dog.  Whatever  animal  is  Ihcwn  them, 
a dog  excepted,  they  call  kangaroo  : a ftrong preemp- 
tion that  the  wild  animals  of  the  country  are  very  few. 

Soon  after  our  arrival  at  Port  Jackfon,  I was  walk- 
ing out  near  a place  where  I oblcrved  a party  of  In- 
dians, bufiiy  employed  in  looking  at  fome  lheep  in 
an  inclofurc,  and  icpcatedly  ciying  out,  Kangatoo, 
kangaroo  As  this  fecined  to  aficid  them  plcafure,  f 
was  willing  to  inceafe  it  by  pointing  out  the  horfes  and 
cows,  which  were  at  no  great  difiance.  But  unluckily, 
at  the  moment,  iome  female  convids,  employed 
near  the  place,  made  their  appearance,  and  all  my  en- 
deavours to  divert  their  attention  frotn  the  laJies  be- 
came fiuitlefs-  They  attempted  not,  however,  to 
offer  them  the  lead  degree  of  violence  cr  injury,  but 
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flood  at  the  diftance  of  feveral  paces,  exprefling  very 
fignificantly  the  manner  they  were  attracted . 

It  would  be  trefpafling  on  the  reader’s  indulgence 
were  I to  impofe  on  him  on  account  of  any  civil  regu- 
lations, or  ordinances,  which  may  poflibly  exift  among 
this  people.  I declare  to  him,  that  I knew  not  of  any, 
and  chat  excepting  a little  tributary  refpecl  which  the 
younger  part  appear  to  pay  thofc  more  advanced 
in  years,  I nevet  could  obleive  any  degrees  of  fub- 
ordination  among  them.  To  their  religious  rights 
and  opinions  I am  equally  a (hanger.  Had  an  op- 
portunity otieied  of  leeing  the  ceremonies  obferv- 
ed  at  difpoftng  of  the  dead,  perhaps,  forne  inCght 
might  have  been  gained  ; but  alt  that  we  at  prefent 
know  with  certainty  is,  that  they  burn  thecorpfe,  and 
afterwards  heap  up  the  earth  around  it,  fomewhat  in 
the  manner  of  the  fmall  tumuli,  found  in  many  coun- 
ties of  England. 

I have  already  hinted, that  the  country  is  more  popu- 
lousthan  it  was  generally  believed  to  he  in  Europe  at  the 
time  of  our  failing.  But  this  remark  is  not  meant  to  be 
extended  to  the  interior  parts  of  the  continent,  which 
there  is  every  reafon  to  conclude  from  our  refearchcs. 
as  well  at  from  the  manner  of  living  pradtifed  by  the 
natives,  to  be  uninhabited.  It  appears  as  if  fome  of 
the  Indian  families  confined  their  fociety  and  connec- 
tions within  their  own  pale  ; but  that  this  cannot  al- 
ways be  the  cafe  we  know ; for  on  the  north-weft  arm 
of  Botany  Bay  (lands  a village,  which  contains  more 
than  a dozen  houfes,  and  perhaps  five  times  that  num- 
ber of  people  ; being  the  moll  confiderable  eflablilh- 
ment  that  we  are  acquainted  with  in  the  country  As 
a (hiking  pioof,  belides,  of  the  numeroufnefs  of  the 
natives,  I 'beg  leave  to  ftate,  that  Governor  Phillip, 
when  on  an  excuifion  between  the  head  of  this  harbour 
and  that  of  Botany  Bay,  once  fell  in  with  a party 
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Which  confided  of  more  than  three  hundred  perforfs, 
two  hundred  and  twelve  of  whom  were  men  ; this 
happened  only  one  day  following  the  murder  of  the 
two  convict  rulh  cutters,  before  noticed,  and  his 
Excellency  was  at  the  very  time  in  fearch  of  the  mur- 
derers, on  whom,  could  they  have  been  found’,  he  in- 
tended to  inflict  a memorable  and  exemplary  punifh- 
ment.  The  meeting  was  unexpected  to  both  parties; 
and  confidering  the  critical  fituation  of  affairs,  perhaps 
not  very  pleating  to  our  ficle,  which  confided  hut  of 
twelve  perfons,  until  the  peaceably  difpofition  of  the 
Indians  was  manifeft.  After  the  flricleft  fearch,  the 
Governor  was  obliged  to  return  without  having  gain- 
ed any  information.  The  laudable  perfeveiarice  of 
his  Excellency  to  throw  every  light  on  this  unhappy 
and  myfterious  bufmefs  did  not,  however,  flop  here, 
for  he  inflituled  the  mofl  rigorous  inquiry  to  find  out, 
if  poffible,  whether  the  convicts  had  at  any  time  ill 
treated  or  killed  any  of  the  natives  ; and  farther,  iffu- 
ed  a proclamation,  offering  the  mofl  tempting  of  all 
rewards,  a flate  of  freedom,  to  him  who  Ihould  point 
out  the  murderer,  in  cafe  fucli  an  one  exifted. 

Some  young  gentlemen  belonging  to  the  Sirius  one 
day  met  a native,  an  old  man,  in  the  woods;  he  had 
a beard  of  con/iderable  length,  which  his  new  ac- 
quaintance gave  him  to  undo  Hand , by  fignals,  they 
would  rid  him  of  it,  if  he  pleated;  fi  making  their 
chins,  and  (hewing  him  the  fmoothnefs  01  them  ac  the 
fame  time  ; at  length  the  old  Indian  contented,  and 
one  of  the  youngflers  taking  a penknife  from  his 
packet,  and  making  ufe  ofthe  belt  fubfl ir ute  for  lathei 
he  could  find,  performed  the  operation  with  great  fuc- 
cefs,  and,  as  it  proved,  much  to  the  liking  of  the  old 
man,  who  in  a few  days  after  icpofed  a coniidencc 
in  us,  of  which  wc  had' hitherto  known  no  example, 
by  paddling  along-fide  the  Sirius  in  his  canoe,  and 
pointing  to  his  beard.  Various  arts  were  ineffectually 
t t ied  to  induce  him  to  enter  the  fliip  ; but  as  he  con- 
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tinued  to  decline  the  invitation,  a barber  wds  Tent  down 
into  the  boat  along-fide  the  canoe,  from  whence, 
leaning  over  the  gunnel,  he  complied  with  the  wifh  of 
the  old  beau,  to  his  infinite  fatisfa&ion.  In  addition 
to  the  confequences  which  our  fanguine  hopes  led  us 
to  expeft  from  this  dawning  of  cordiality,  it  affords 
proof,  that  the  beard  is  confidered  by  this  people 
more  as  an  incumbrance  than  a mark  of  dignity. 


CHAP.  V. 


Tranjatliom  at  Port  JackJon,  in  the  Months  oj  April  and 

Maj . . 


AS  winter  was  faff  approaching,  it  became  necef- 
fary  to  fecure  ourfelvcs  in  quarters,  which  might 
fhield  us  from  the  cold  we  were  taught  to  expeft  in 
this  hemifphere,  though  in  fo  low  a latitude.  The 
ere&ion  of  barracks  for  the  foldiers  was  prnjeCied,  and 
the  private  men  of  each  company  undertook  to  build 
for  themfelves  two  wooden  houfes,  of  fixty-eight  feet 
in  length,  and  twenty-three  in  breadth.  To  forward 
the  defign,  feveral  faw-pits  were  immediately  fet  to 
work, and  four  fliip carpenters  attached  to  the  battalion, 
for  the  purpofe  of  directing  and  completing  this  ne- 
ceifary  undertaking.  In  profecuting  it,  however,  fo 
many  difficulties  occurred,  that  we  were  fain  to  cir- 
cumferibe  our  original  intention  ; and,  inftead  of  eight 
houfes,  content  ourfelvcs  with  four.  And  even  theft, 
from  the  badnefsof  the  timber,  the  fcarcity  of  artifi- 
cers,and  other  impediments,  are,  at  the  day,  on  which 
I write,  fo  little  advanced,  that  it  will  be  well,  ifat 
the  clofe  of  the  year  1788,  we  (hall  be  eflablifhed  in 
them.  In  the  mean  while  the  married  people,  by 
proceeding  on  a more  contracted  fcalc,  were  foon  un- 
der comfortable  fliel ter.  Nor  were  the  convifls  for- 
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•gottnn  ; and  as  leifure  was  frequently  afforded  them 
for  the  purpofe,  little  edifices  quickly  multiplied  on 
the  ground  alloted  them  to  build  upon. 

But  as  thefe  habitations  were  intended  by  Gover- 
nor Phillip  to  anfwer  only  the  exigency  of  the  mo- 
ment, the  plain  of  the  town  was  drawn,  and  the 
ground  on  which  it  is  hereafter  to  Hand  furveyed,  and 
marked  out.  To  proceed  on  a narrow,  confined  fcale 
•in  a country  of  the  extenfive  limits  we  poffefs,  would 
be  unpardonable  ; extent  of  empire  demands  grandeur 
ofdefign.  That  this  has  been  our  view  will  be  rea- 
dily believed,  when  I tell  the  reader,  that  the  princi- 
pal ftreet  in  our  projected  city  will  be,  when  complet- 
ed, agreeable  to  the  plan  laid  down,  two  hundred 
feet  in  breadth,  and  all  the  reft  of  a correfponding  pro- 
portion. How  far  this  will  be  accompanied  with  ade- 
quate difpatch,  is  another  queftion,  as  the  incredulous 
among  us  are  fometimes  hardy  enough  to  declare,  that 
ten  times  our  firength  would  not  be  able  to  finilh  it 
in  as  many  years. 

Invariably  intent  on  exploring  a country,  from 
which  curiofity  promifes  fo  many  gratifications,  hrs 
Excellency  about  this  time  undertook  an  expedition 
into  the  interior  parts  of  the  continent.  His  party 
confified  of  eleven  perfons,  who,  after  being  conveyed 
by  water  to  the  head  of  the  harbour,  proceeded  in  a 
wefterly  dire&ion,  to  reach  a chain  of  mountains, 
which  in  clear  weather  are  difcernible,  though  at  an 
•immenfe  difiance,  from  fomc  heights  near  our  en- 
campment. With  unwearied  induftry  they  conti- 
nued to  penetrate  the  country  for  four  days ; but  at 
the  end  of  that  time,  finding  the  bafe  of  the  mountain 
to  be  yet  at  the  diftance  of  more  than  twenty  miles, 
and  provifions  growing  fcatce,  it  was  judged  prudent 
to  return,  without  having  accomplifhed  the  end  for 
which  the  expedition  had  been  undertaken.  To  re- 
ward their  toils,  our  adventures  had,  however,  the 
.plcafure  of'difeovering  and  traverfing  an  extenfive  tratfi 
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of  ground,  which  they  had  rcafon  to  believe,  front 
the  obfervations  they  were  enabled  to  make,  capable 
of  producing  every  thing,  which  a happy  foil  and 
genial  climate  can  bring  forth.  In  addition  to  this 
flattering  appearance,  the  face  of  the  country  is  fuch, 
as  to  promilc  fuccefs  whenever  it  lhall  be  cultivated, 
the  trees  being,  at  a confiderable  diftance  from  each 
other,  and  the  intermediate  fpace  filled,  not  with  un- 
derwood, but  a thick,  rich  grafs,  growing  in  the  ut- 
moll  luxuriancy.  I muft  not,  however,  conceal, 
that  in  this  long  march,  our  gentlemen  found  not  a 
ftngle  rivulet,  but  were  under  a neceffity  of  fupplying 
themfelves  with  water  from  Handing  pools,  which  they 
met  with  in  the  vallies,  fuppofed  to  be  formed  by  the 
rains  that  fall  at  particular  feafons  of  the  year.  Nor 
had  they  the  good  fortune  to  fee  anyquadrupeds  worth 
notice,  except  a few  kangaroos.  To  their  great  fur- 
prife,  they  obferved  indifputable  tracks  of  the  nativei 
having  been  lately  there,  though  in  their  whole  route 
none  of  them  were  to  be  feen  ; nor  any  means  to  be 
traced,  by  which  they  could  procure  fubfiflenccfo 
far  from  the  fea  fhore. 

On  the  fish  of  May,  the  Supply  failed  for  Lord 
Howe  Illand,  to  take  onboard  turtle  for  the  fettle- 
ment  ; but  after  waiting  there  feveral  days  was  obliged 
to  return  without  having  feen  one,  owing  we  appre- 
hended to  the  advanced  feafon  of  the  year.  Threeof 
the  tranfports  alfo,  which  were  engaged  by  the  Eail 
India  Company  to  proceed  to  China,  to  take  on  board 
a lading  of  tea,  f iled  about  this  time  for  Canton. 

The  unfutcefsful  return  of  the  Supply  cafl  a general 
damp  on  our  fpirits,  for  by  this  time  frelh  provifions 
were  become  fcarcer  than  in  a blockaded  town.  The 
little  live  flock,  which  with  fo  hea  y an  ex  pence,  and 
through  fo  many  difficulties,  we  had  brought  on  fhore, 
prudence  foi bade  us  to  ufe  ; and  hlh,  which  on  our 
arrival,  and  for  a fliort  lime  after  had  been  tolerable 
plenty,  were  become  fo  fcarce,  as  to  be  rarely  feen  at 
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.the  tables  of  the  firft  among  us.  Had  it  not  been  for 
a ftray  kangaroo,  which  fortune  now  and  then  threw 
in  our  way,  we  Ihould  have  been  utter  ftrangers  to 
the  tafte  of  frefli  food. 

Thus  fituated,  the  fcurvy  began  its  ufual  ravages, 
and  extended  its  baneful  influence,  more  or  lefs, 
through  all  defcriptions  of  perfons.  Unfortunately 
the  efculent  vegetable  productions  of  the  country  are 
neither  plentiful,  nor  tend  very  effectually  to  remove 
this  difeafe.  And  the  gtound  we  had  turned  up  and  . 
planted  with  garden  feeds,  either  from  the  nature  of 
the  foil,  or  which  is  more  probable,  the  latencfs  of 
thefeafon,  yielded  but  a fcanty  and  infulficient  fupply 
of  what  we  flood  fo  greatly  in  need  of. 

During  the  period  I am  defcribing,  few  enormous 
offences  were  perpetrated  by  the  conviCl*.  A petty 
theft  was  now  and  then  heard  of,  and  a fpirit  of  re- 
fraCiory  fullennefs  broke  out  at  times  in  fomc  indivi- 
duals ; one  execution  only,  however,  took  place.  The 
fufferer,  who  was  a very  young  man,  was  conviCted 
of  a burglary,  and  met  his  fate  with  a hardincfs  and 
jnfenfibility,  which  the  grollefl  ignorance,  and  moft 
deplorable  want  of  feeling,  alone  could  fupply. 
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CHAP.  VI. 

-rom  the  bcguming  of  June,  to  the  Departure  of  the  Jhips  jar 

Europe. 

HOURS  of  feftivity,  which  under  happier 
Ikies  pa fs  away  unregarded,  and  are  foon  con- 
figed  to  oblivion,  acquire  in  this  forlorn  and  diftant 
circle  a fuperior  degree  of  acceptable  importance. 

On  the  anniverfary  of  the  King’s  birthday  all  the 
officers  not  on  duty,  both  of  the  garrifon  and  his  Ma- 
jefty’s  fhips,  dined  with  the  Governor.  On  fo  joyful 
an  occafion,  the  firft  too  ever  celebrated  in  our  new  fet- 
telment,  it  were  needlefs  to  fay,  that  loyal  conviviality 
dictated  every  fentiment,  and  infpired  every  guelf 
Among  other  public  toafts  drank,  was,  Profperityto 
Sydney  Cove,  in  Cumberland  country,  now  named 
fo  by  authority.  At  day-light  in  the  morning  the  Ihips 
of  war  had  fired  twenty  one  guns  each,  which  was  re- 
peated at  noon  and  anfwered  by  three  vollies  from  the 
battalion  of  marines. 

. Nor  were  the  officers  alone  partakers  of  the  general 
relaxation.  The  four  unhappy  wretches  labouring  un- 
der fentance.of  baniihment  were  freed  from  their  fetters, 
to  rejoin  their  former  fociety  ; and  three  days  givens* 
holidays  to  every  convict  in  the  colony.  Hofpitality 
too,  which  ever  acquires  a double  relilh  by  being  ex- 
tended, was  not  forgotten  on  the  4th  of  June,  when 
each  prifoner,  male  and  female,  received  an  allowance 
of  grog  ; and  every  non-commiffioned  officer  arid  pri- 
vate foldier  had  the  honour  of  drinking  profperity  to  hi 
royal  raafter,  in  a poiut  of  porter,  ferved  out  at  the 
flag  fl  afif,  in  addition  to  the  cuftomary  allowance  of 
fpirits.  Bonfires  concluded  the  evening,  and  I am 
fcappy  to  fay,  that  excepting  a Angle  infiance  which 
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Hull  be  taken  notice  of  hereafter,  no  bad'  confiquence, 
or  unpleafant  remembrance,  flowed  from  an  indulgence 
fo  amply  beftowed. 

About  this  time  [June]  an  accident  happened,  which 
I record  with  much  regret.  The  whole  of  our  black 
cattle,  confifting  of  five  cows  and  a bull,  either  from 
not  being  properly  fecured,  ot  from  the  negligence  of 
thofe  appointed  to  take  care  of  them,  ftrayed  into  the 
woods,  and  in  fpite  of  all  the  fearch  we  have  been  able 
to  make,  are  not  yet  found.  As  a convitfl  of  the  name 
of  Corbit,  who  was  accufed  of  a thefr,  eloped  nearly 
at  the  fame  time,  it  was  at  flrft  believed,  that  he  had 
taken  the  defperate  meafurc  ofdriving  off  thecattie,  in 
order  to  fubftU  on  them  as  long  as  poffible  ; or  perhaps 
to  deliver  them  to  the  natives.  In  this  uncertainty,  par- 
ties to  fearch  were  fent  out  in  diffetent  directions  ; and 
the  fugitive  declared  an  outlaw,  in  cafe  of  not  returning 
by  a fixed  day.  After  much  anxiety  and  fatigue,  thofe 
who  had  undertaken  the  talk  returned  without  finding 
the  cattle.  But  on  the  21ft  of  the  month,  Corbit  made 
his  appearance  near  a farm  belonging  to  the  Governor, 
and  entreated  a convift,  who  happened  to  be  on  the 
fpot,  to  give. him  fome  food,  as  he  was  perifhing  with 
hunger.  The  man  apployed  to,  underpretence  offetch- 
ing  what  be  atked  for,  went  away  and  immediately 
gave  the  neceflaryinformation,  inconfequenceof  which 
a party  underarms  was  fent  out  and  apprehended  him- 
When  the  poor  wretch  was  brought  in,  he  was  greatly 
emaciated  and  almofl  familhed  ; but  on  proper  reflo- 
ratives  being  adminiflered,  lie  was  fo  far  recovered  by 
the  24th,  as  to  be  able  to  hand  his  trial,  when  he 
, pleaded  Guilty  to  therobbciy  with  which  he  flood 
charged,  and  received  fcntance  of  death.  In  the  couifc 
of  repeated  examinations  it  plainly  appeared,  he  was 
an  utter  ftranger  to  the  place  where  the  cattle  might 
be,  and  was  in  no  fliape  concerned  in  having  driven- 
them  off. 

Samuel  Peyton,  convict,  for  having  on  the  evening 
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of  theKittg’s  birth-day  bn-ke  open  an  officer’s  marquee, 
with  an  intent  to  commit  a rubbery,  of  which  he  was 
fuliy  convicted,  had  lenience  of  death  palled  on  him  at 
the  fame  time  as  Garbet  ; and  on  the  following  day 
they  were  executed,  confeifing  the  juflnefs  of  their 
fate,  and  imploring  the  lorgivenefs  of  thofe  whom 
they  had  injuied.  Peyton,  at  the  time  of  his  bufferings, 
was  but  twenty  years  of  age,  lire  greateft  part  of  which 
had  been  invariably  pailed  in  the  commilfion  of  crimes, 
that  at  length  terminated  in  his  ignominous  end-  The 
following  letter,  written  by  a lellow  convict  to  the 
buffer's  unhappy  mother,  1 ihall  make  no  apology  for 
prefenting  to  the  reader ; it  affords  a melancholy  proof, 
that  not  the  ignorant  and  untaught  only  have  pro- 
voked thejuliiceof  their  country  to  banilh  them  to 
this  remote  region. 

“My  dear  and  honoured  mother  ! 

“With  a heart  opprelfed  by  the  kceneft  fenfe  ofan- 
guifh,  and  too  much  agitated  by  the  idea  of  my  very  me- 
lancholy condition,  to  exprels  my  own  fentiment,  1 
have  pervailed  on  the  goodnefs  of  a commiferahng 
friend,  to  do  me  the  laft  fad  office  of  acquainting  you 
with  the  dreadful  fate  that  awaits  me- 

“ My  dear  mother  ! with  what  agony  of  foul  do  f 
dedicate  the  few  la  ft  moments  of  tny  life,  to  bid  you 
an  eternal  adeu  ! my  doom  being  irrevocably  fixed, 
and  ere  this  hour  to-morrow  I Ihall  have  quitted  this 
vale  of  wretchednefs,  to  enter  into  an  unknown  and 
endlcfs  eternity-  I will  not  diffrefs  your  render  ma- 
ternal feelings  by  any  long  comment  on  the  caufe  of 
my  preferit  misfortune.  Let  it  therefore  fulfice  to  fay, 
that  impelled  by  that  flrong  profpenfity  to  evil,  which 
neither  the  virtuous  precepts  nor  example  of  the  belt 
of  parents  could  eradicate,  1 have  at  length  fallen  an 
unhappy,  though  juft , \icfim  to  my  own  follies. 

“ Too  late  I regret  my  inattention,  to  your  admo- 
nitions, and  feel  myf  ,1  fenfibiy  aue&ed  by  the  remern* 
biance  of  the  many  anxious  moments  you  have  pafled 
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«n  my  account.  For  thcfe,  and  all  my  other  tranfgref* 
/ions,  however  great,  I fupplicate  the  Divine  forgiv~ 
nefs ; and  encouraged  by  the  promifes  of  that  Saviour 
who  died  for  us  all,  I truft  to  receive  that  mercy  in  the 
world  to  come,  which  my  offences  have  deprived  me 
of  all  hope,  or  expectation  of,  in  this.  The  affliction 
which  this  will  coft  you,  I hope  the  Almighty  will 
enable  you  to  bear.  Banifh  from  your  memory  all 
my  former  indifcretions,  and  let  the  cheering  hope 
of  a happy  meeting  hereafter,  confole  you  for  my  lofs. 
Sincerly  penitent  formy  fins  ; fenfible  of  the  jufticc  of 
my  conviCtion  and  fentence,  and  firmely  relying  on. 
the  merits  ofaBleffed  Redeemer,  lam  at perfeCt  peace 
with  all  mankind, and  truft  I /hall  yet  experience  that 
peace,  which  this  world  cannot  give.  Commend 
my  foul  to  the  Divine  mercy.  I bid  you  an  eternal 
farewell.

The  contents  of  the  fol- 
lowing chapters  could  not,  I conceive,  be  fo  properly 
interwoven  in  the  body  of  the  work  ; I have,  there- 
fore, affigned  them  a place  by  themfelves,  with  a view 
that  the  conclu/ions  adopted  in  them  may  be  more 
ftrongly  enforced  on  the  minds  of  thofe,  to  whom  they 
ar^raore  particularly  addreffcd. 
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CHAP.  VII. 


fhe  Face oj the  country  ; its  Produf lions,  Climate,  be. 

TO  the  geographical  knowledge  of  this  country, 
fupplied  by  Captain  Cook,  and  Captain  Furne- 
aux,  we  are  able  to  add  nothing.  The  latter  explored 
the  coaft  form  Van  Diemen’s  Land  to  the  latitude  of 
39  deg  fouth  ; and  Cook  from  point  Hicks,  which 
lies  in  37  deg.  58  min.  to  Endeavour  Streights.  The 
intermediate  fpace  between  the  end  of  Furneaux's  dif* 
covery  and  Point  Hicks,  is,  therefore,  the  only  pan 
of  the  fouth-eaft  coaft  unknown,  and  it  fo  happened  on 
our  paffage  thither,  owing  to  the  weather,  which  for- 
bade any  part  of  the  fhips  engaging  with  the  fho.e, 
that  we  are  unable  to  pronounce  whether,  or  not,  a 
freight  interfetfts  the  continet  hereabouts  ; though  I • 
beg  leave  to  fay,  that  I have  been  informed  by  a naval 
friend,  that  when  the  fleet  wasoflf  this  part  of  the  coaft 
a flrong  fet-ofF  {bore  was  plainly  felt. 

At  the  diftance  of  60  miles  inland,  a prodigious 
chain  of  lofty  mountains  runs  nearly  in  a north  and 
fouth  direct ion,  further  than  the  eye  can  trace  them.  , 
Should  nothing  intervene  to  prevent  it,  the  Governor 
entends,  fhortly,  to  explore  theirfummits ; and  I think 
there  can  be  little  doubt,  that  his  curiofity  will  not  go 
unrewarded.  If  large  rivers  do  exift  in  the  country, 
which  fome  of  us  are  aimoft  fceptical  enough 
to  doubt,  their  fcource  mult  arife  amidft  thefe 
hills;  and  the  direction  they  run  in,  fora  confi- 
derable diftance,  muftbe  either  due  north,  ordue fouth. 
JFor  it  is  ftrikingly  Angular  that  three  fuch  noble  har- 
bours as  Botany  Bay,  Port  Jackfon,  and  Broken  Bay, 
alike  end  in  {hallows  and  fwamps,  filled  with  man- 
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being  diverfified  with  gentle  afcents,  and  little  wind- 
ing vallies,  covered  for  the  mofl  part  with  large  fpread- 
ing  trees,  which  afford  a fucceflion  of  leaves  in  all  lea- 
fons.  In  thofe  places  where  trees  are  fcarce,  a variety 
of  flowering  fhrubs  abound,  mofl  of  them  entirely  new 
to  an  European,  and  furpafling  in  beauty,  fragrance, 
and  number,  all  I ever  faw  in  an  uncultivated  ftate  ; 
among  thefe,  a tall  fhrub,  bearing  an  elegant  white 
flower,  which  fmells  like  Englifh  may,  is  particular- 
ly delightful,  and  perfumes  the  air  around  to  a great 
diftance.  The  fpecies  of  trees  are  few,  and,  l am  con- 
cerned to  add,  the  wood  univarfally  of  fo  bad  a grain, 
asalmofl  to  preclude  a poflibility  of  ufing  it  : the  in- 
creafe  of  labour  occafionedby  this  in  our  buildings  has 
been  fuch,  as  nearly  to  exceed  belief-  Thefe  trees  yield 
a profufion  of  thick  red  gum  (not  unlike  the  fanguis 
draconis)  which  is  found  fcrviceable  in  medicine,  par- 
ticularly in  dyfenteric  complaints,  where  it  has  fome- 
timesfucceeded,  when  all  other  preparations  have  fail- 
ed. To  blunt  its  acrid  qualities,  it  is  ufual  to  combine 
it  with  other  opiate. 

The  nature  of  the  foil  is  various.  That  immediately 
round  Sydney  Cove  is  fandy,  with  here  and  there  a 
flratum  of  clay.  From  the  fand  we  have  yet  been  able 
to  draw  very  little  ; but  there  feems  no  reafon  to 
doubt,  that  many  large  trafts  of  land  around  us  will 
bring  to  perfe&ion  whatever  fhall  be  fown  in  them. 
To  give  this  matter  a fair  trial,  fome  pratflical  farmers 
capable  of  fuch  an  undertaking  fhould  be  fent  out;  for 
the  fpots  wehave  chofen  for  experiments  in  agriculture, 
in  which  we  can  fcarce  be  fuppofed  adapts,  have  hi- 
therto but  ill  repaid  our  toil,  which  maybe  imputable 
to  our  having  chofcn  fuch  as  are  unfavourable  for  our 
purpofe- 

Except  from  the  fize  of  the  trees,  the  difficulties  of 
clearing  the  land  are  not  numerous,  underwood  being 
rarely  found,  though  the  country  is  not  abfolutely 
without  ic.  Ofthe  natural  meadows  which  Mr-  Cook 
mentioned  near  Botany  Bay,  we  can  give  no  account : 
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none  fuch  exift  about  Port  Jackfon.  Grafs, 
however,  grows  in  every  place  but  the  fwamps  with 
thegreatell  vigour  and  luxurancy,  though  it  is  not  of 
the  hneft  quality,  and  is  found  to  agice  better  with 
horfesand  cows  thanfheep.  A few  wild  fruits  are  fome- 
tipies  procured,  among  which  isthe  fmall  purple  apple 
mentioned  by  Cook,  and  a fruit,  which  has  theappear- 
ance  of  a grape,  though  in  tafte  more  like  a green goofe 
berry,  being  cxceffively  four  : probably  were  it  melio- 
rated by  cultivation,  it  would  become  more  palatable- 

Frelh  water;  as  I have  faid  before,  is  found  but  in 
inco'nfiderable  quantities.  For  the  common  purpofc* 
of  life  there  is  generally  enough  ; but  we  know  of  no 
itream  in  the  country  capable  of  turning  a mill  : and 
the  remark  made  by  Mr.  Anderfon,  of  the  diynefs 
of  the  country  round  Adventure  Bay,  extends  with- 
out exception  to  every  part  of  it  which  we  have  pene- 
trated. 

Previous  to  leaving  England  I remember  to  have 
frequently  heard  it  alferted,  that  thedifeovery  of  mines 
was  one  of  the  fecondary  objeds  of  the  expedition. 
Perhaps  there  are  mines;  but  as  no  perfon  competent 
to  form  a decifion  is  to  be  found  among  us,  1 wifh 
no  one  to  adopt  an  idea,  that  I mean  to  imprefs  him 
with  fuch  a belief,  when  I ftate,  that  individuals, 
•wbofe  judgmemsare  not  defpicable.are  willing  to  think 
favourably  ofthisconjedure,  from  fpecimensof ore  fecn 
in  manyofthe  flones  picked  up,  here-  I cannot  quit  this 
fubjed  without  regreting,  that  feme  one  capable  of 
throwing  a better  light  on  it,  is  notin  the  colony.  Nor 
can  I hclpbcing  equally  concerned,  that  an  experienced 
botanift  was  not  lent  out,  for  the  purpofe  of  colleding 
and  deferibing  the  rare  and  beautiful  plants,  with 
which  the  country  abounds.  Indeed,  wc  flattered 
ourfelves,  when  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  that  Ma- 
fon,  the  King's  botanical  gardener,  who  was  employ- 
ed there  in  collcding  for  the  royal  nurfery  at  Kew, 
would  have  joined. us,  but  it  feems  his  orders  and  en- 
gagement* 
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gagements  prevented  him  from  quitting  that  bcateu 
track,  to  enter  on  this  feene  of  novelty  and  variety. 

To  the  naturalift,  this  country  holds  out  many  invi- 
tations.— Birds,  though  not  remarkably^numerous, 
are  in  great  variety,,  and  of  the  moft  exquifite  beauty 
of  plumage,  among  which  are  the  cockatoo,  lory  and 
parroquet ; but  the  bird  which  principally  claims  at- 
tention is,  a fpecies  ofoftrich,  approaching  nearer  to 
the  emu  of  South  America  than  any  other  we  know 
of.  One  of  them  waslhot,  at  a confidcrable  difiance, 
with  a Angle  ball,  by  a convitfi  employed  for  that  pur- 
pofe  by  the  Governor;  its  weight,  when  complete,  was 
fevemy  pounds,  and  its  length  from  the  end  of  the  toe 
to  the  tip  of  the  beak,  feven  feet  two  inches,  though 
there  was  reafon  to  believe  it  had  not  attained  its  full 
growth.  On  difletflion  many  anatomical  Angularities 
obferved  ; the  gall-bladder  was  remarkably  large,  the 
liver  not  bigger  than  that  of  a barn  door  fowl,  and 
after  theftritfleft  fearch  no  gizzard  could  be  found  ; the 
legs,  which  were  of  a vail  length,  were  covered  with 
thick,  firong,  feales,  plainly  indicating  the  animal  to 
be  formed  for  living  amidfi  deferts ; and  the  foot  dif- 
fered from  an  oftrich’s  by  forming  a triangle,  inftead 
of  being  cloven.  Goldfmith,  whofe  account  of  the 
emu  is  the  only  one  I can  refer  to,  fays,  " that  it  is 
covered  from  the  back  and  rump  with  long  feathers, 
which  fall  backward,  and  cover  the  anus;  thefc  fea- 
thers are  grey  on  the  back,  and  white,  on  the  belly.” 

The  wings  are  fo  fmall  as  hardly  to  deferve  the  name, 
and  are  unfurnilhed  with  thofe  beautiful  ornaments 
which  adorn  tite  wings  of  the  oftrich  : all  the  feathers  4 
are  extremely  coarfe,  but  the  conftruifiion  of  them  dc- 
ierves  notice — they  grow  in  pairs  from  a Angle  fhaft, 
a Angularity  which  the  author  I have  quoted  has 
omitted  to  remark.  It  may  be  prefumed,  that  thefc 
birds  are  not  very  fcarce,  as  feveral  have  been  feen, 
fome  of  them  immenfely  large,  but  they  are  fo  wild, 
as  to  make  fhooting  them  a matter  of  great  difficulty. 

Though  incapable  of  flying,  they  run  with  fuch  fwift- 
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ncfs,  that  our  flccteft  greyhounds  are  left  far  behind 
in  every  attempt  to  catch  them.  The  flelh  was  eaten, 
-and  tailed  like  beef. 

Befides  the  emu,  many  birds  of  prodigious  fize  have 
been  feen,  which  promife  to  increafe  the  number  of 
thofc  deferibed  by  naturalifts,  whenever  we  lhall  be 
fortunate  enough  to  obtain  them  ; but  among  thtfe 
.the  bat  of  the  Endeavour  river  is  not  to  be  found.  In 
the  woods  arc  various  little  fongfters,  whofe  notes  are 
equally  fweet  and  plaintive. 

Of  quadrupeds,  except  the  kangaroo,  I have  little 
to  fay.  The  few  met  with  are  almofl  invariablyof 
the  opoflum  tribe,  but  even  thefe  do  not  abound. 
To  beafts  of  prey  we  are  utter  ft  rangers,  nor  have  we 
yet  any  caufe  to  believe  that  they  exift  in  the  country 
And  luppy  it  is  for  us  that  they  do  not,  as  their  pre- 
fence would  deprive  us  of  the  only  frefh  meals  the  fet- 
tleraent  affords,  the  flefh  of  the  kangaroo.  Thisfin- 
gular  animal  is  already  known  in  Europe  by  the 
drawing  and  deferiptjon  of  Mr.  Cook.  To  the  draw- 
ing nothing  can  be  objected  but  the  polition  of  the 
claws  of  the  hinder  leg,  which  are  mixed  together  like 
thofe  ofadog,  whereas  no  fuch  indiftindhiefs  is  to  be 
found  in  the  animal  I am  deferibing.  It  was  the  Che- 
valier De  Perroufe  who  pointed  out  this  to  me,  while 
we  were  comparing  a kangaroo  with  the  plate,  which, 
as  he  juftly  obferved,  is  correct  enough  to  give  the 
world  in  general  a good  idea  of  the  animal,  but  not 
iafhciently  accurate  for  the  man  of  fcicncc. 

Of  the  natural  hiftory  of  the  kangaroo  we  are  fliH 
very  ignorant.  VVe  may,  however,  venture  to  pro- 
nounce this  animal,  a new  fpecies  ofopolfum,  the  fe- 
male being  furniihed  with  a bag,  in  which  the  young 
is  contained  , and  in  which  the  teats  arc  found.  Thefe 
Uft  arc  only  two  in  number,  a ftrong  prefumptive 
proof,  had  we  no  other  evidence,  than  the  kangaroo 
brings  forth  rarely  more  than  one  at  a birth.  But  this 
is  fettled  beyond  a doubt,  from  more  than  a dozen  ft* 
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males  having  been  killed,  which  had  invariably  but 
one  formed  in  the  pouch-  Notwithftanding  this,  the 
animal  may  be  looked  on  as  prolific,  from  the  eaily 
age  it  begins  to  breed  at,  kangaroos  with  young  having 
been  taken  of  not  more  than  thirty  pounds  weight  ; 
and  there  is  room  to  believe  that  when  at  their  utmofi 
growth,  they  weigh  not  lefs  than  one  hundred  and 
fifty  pounds.  A male  of  one  hundred  and  thirty 
pounds  weight  has  been  killed,  whofe  dimenfions ' 
were  as  follows ;

After  this  perhaps  Ifhall  hardly  be  credited,  when  I 
aflirm  that  the  kangaroo  on  being  brought  forth  is  not 
larger  than  an  Englifh  moufe.  It  is,  however,  in  my 
power  to  fpeak  pofitively  on  this  head,  as  I have  fecn 
more  than  one  inftance  of  it. 

In  running,  this  animal  confines  himfelf  entirely  to 
his  hinder  legs,  which  are  poffeffed  with  an  extraordi- 
nary mufcular  power.  Their  fpeed  is  very  great, 
though  not  in  general  quite  equal  to  that  of  a grey- 
hound ; but  when  the  greyhounds  aie  fo  fortunate  as 
to  felze  them,  they  are  incapable  of  retaining  theic 
hold,  from  the  amazing  (haggles  of  the  animal.  The 
bound  of  the  kangaroo,  when  not  hard  prefTcd,  has 
been  meafured,  and  found  to  exceed  twenty  feet. 

At  what  time  of  the  year  they  copulate,  and  in 
what  manner,  we  knew  not;  the  teflicles  of  the  male 
are  placed  contrary  to  the  ufual  order  of  nature. 

YVhen  young  the  kangaroo  eats  tender  and  well  fla- 
voured, tailing  like  veal,  but  the  old  ones  are  more 
tough  and  llringy  than  bull-beef.  They  are  not  car- 
nivorous, and  fubfift  altogether  on  particulr  flowers 
and  grafs.  Their  bleat  is  mournful,  and  very  diffe- 
rent 
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rent  from  that  of  any  other  animal ; it  is,  however, 
feldom  heard  blit  in  the  young-ones- 

Fifh,  which  our  fanguine  hopes  led  us  to  expe$  in 
great  quantities,  do  not  abound-  In  fummer  the*1  are- 
tolerably  plentiful,  but  for  fortie  months  pgfl  very  few 
have  been  taken.  Botany  Bay  in  this  refpfesft  exceeds 
Port  Jackfon.  The  French  Once  caught  near  'two 
thoufand  fifh  in  one  day,  of  a fpecies  of  grouper,'  to 
which,  from  the  form  of  a bone  in  the  head  refem- 
bling  a helmet,  we  have  given  the  name  of  light  horfe- 
man.  To  this  may  be  added  bafs,  mullets,  ikait,  foies, 
leather-jackefs,  and  many  other,,  fpecies,  all  fo  good 
in  their  kind,  as  to  doubTe  our  regret  at  their  not  fac- 
ing more  numerous.  Sharks  of  an  enormous  (ize  arc 
found  Here.  One ‘of  th'efe  yt^as  caught  by  the  people 
<?n  board  the  Sirius,  which  meafured  at  the  (houlders 
fix  feet  and  a half  in  circumference.  His-  liver 
yielded  twenty-four  gallons  of  oil ; and  in  his  ftomach 
was  found  the  head  of  a (hark,  which  had  been  thrown 
overboard  from  the  fame  fhip.  The  Indians,  proba- 
bly from  having  felt  the  effects  of  their  voracious  fury*, 
tefiify  the  utinoft  horror  on  feeing  thefe  terrible  fifii, 
Venomous  animals  and  reptiles  are  rarely  feen- 
Large  fnakes  beautifully  variegated  have  been  killed, 
but  of  the  effeft  of  their  bites  we  are  happily  ignorant. 
Infers,  though  numerous,  are  by  no  means,  even  in 
fummer,  fo  troublefome  as  I have  found  them  irt 
America,  the  Weft  Indies,  and  other  countries.' 

The  climate  is  undoubtedly  very  defirable  to  live 
in.,  In  fummer  the  heats  are  ufually  moderated  by 
the  Tea  breeze,  which  fets  in  early;  and  in  wifurfr  the 
degree  of  cold  is  fo  flight  as  to  occafion  no  inconveni- 
ence ; once  or  twice  we  have  had  hoar  frdfts,  and 
hail,  but  no  appearance  of  fnow.  The  thermometer 
has  never  rifen  beyond  84,  nor  fallen  lower  than  35’, 
Jn  general  it  -flood  in  the  beginning  of  February  at  be- 
tween 7 land  74  at  noon.  Nor  is  the  temperature  of 
the  air- left  healthy  than  pleafatrt.  Thole  dreadful

putrid  fevers  by  which  flew  countries  are  fo  often  rat- 
vaged,  are  unknown  to  us:  and  excepting  a flight  diar- 
rhoea, which  prevailed  foots  after  w«  had  landed,  and 
was  hital  in  very  few  inftances,  we  are  ftrangers  to  epi- 
demic difeafes. 

. On  the  whole,  (thunder  florins  in  the  hot  months 
excepted)  I know  not  any  climate  equal  to  this  I write 
in.  ftre  we  had  been  a fortnight  on  Chore  we  experi- 
enced fome  florins  of  thunder  accompanied  with  rain, 
than  which  nothing  can  be  conceived  more  violent 
tremendous,  and  their  repetition  for  feveral  days, 

i'oined  to  the  damage"  they  did  by  killing  feveral  of  our 
heep,  led  us  to  draw  prefages  of  an  unpleafant  nature. 
^Happily,  however,  for  many  months  we  have  efcaped 
any  iimiliar  vifitations. 
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rj'fie  Progrtfs  made  in  the  Settlement  ; and  iht  StmUon  9f Affair*

XT' OR  the  puhpofe  of  expediting  thepffitulic  Wdf'k  . tlic 
X1  male  con  rids  havc'bteHdivided  into  gangs,  over 
each  of  which  a perfoii^ffet^^edfVvom.\nitona  therhfetVe* 
is  placed  It  is  to  be  regretred;  that  Covenimeot  did 
hot  take  this  matter  into  confideration  'before 'We  left 
England,  and  appoint  proper  perfom  with  reafonablfc 
ialariesto  execute  the  office  of  overfeers;  as  the  con- 
fequcnce  of  our  prefen t imperfed  plan  is  fuch,  as  t© 
defeat  in  a great  meafure  the  purpofes  for  which  the 
prifoners  were  fent  out.  The  fetnaie  convkls  have 
hitherto  lived  in  a flate  of  total  idlencfs  except  a few 
who  arc  kept  at  work  in  making  pegs  for  tiles,  and 
picking  up  Shells  for  burning  into  lime.  For  the  laft 
time  I repeat,  that  the  behaviour  of  all  claffies  of  thefe 
people  fince  our  arrival  in  the  fettlement  has  been  bet- 
ter than  could,  I think,  have  been  expe&ed  front 
them. 

Temporary  wooden  fiorehoufes  covered  with  thatch 
or  lhingles,  in  which  the  caigoes  of  all  the  fhips  have 
teen  lodged,  ate  completed  ; and  an  hofpital  is  erc<fted. 
Barracks  for  the  military  are  confiderably  advanced  ; 
and  little  huts  to  ferve,  until  fomething  more  perma- 
nent can  be  finiihed,  have  been  raifed  on  all  Gd«- 
Notwithflanding  this,  the  encampments  of  the  marines 
and  convicts  are  ftill  kept  up:  and  to  fccure  their 
owners  from  the  eoldnefs  of  the  nights,  are  covered 
%hh  bwffies,  and  thatched  over. 

Tlie  plan  ofa  town  1 hive  already  faid  is  mtrked 
out.  And  as  free-&one  of  an  excellent  quality  abounds* 
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one  rcquiiitc  towards  d*c  ..um.plenon  of  ms  attained. 
Only  two  houles  or  (tone  are  yet  begun,  syhicli'aie  m.- 
tcuaed  for  the  Govern,  »r  and  Lieutenant  Governor. 
One  of.  thc.grcat.eQ  impediments  we  meet  with  is  a

In  enuinci.iting  the  pub!;*  buildings,  I find  I have 
been  fo  remits  as  to  omit  an  oblcrvatory,  which  is 
creeled  at  a fjfatl  ui:ia:..  ■ from  the  encampments.  It 
is  nearly  cgipp  tied,  ana  jyben  fitted  up  with. t.h'c  tclc- 
fci'pes  and  other  altron miic.il  mRruments  lent  out  by 
the  Koaui  ot  Longitude,  will  afford  a dc  (liable  retreat

The  latitude  of  the  obferyatory,  fjom  the  refuh  of 
iliore  than  three  hundred  o'bfer  yaiions, . is  fixed  at 
33  deg.  52  min.  30  lec.  fbuth.,  and  the  longitude  at 
131  deg-  16. min  30  fee.  ca ft  of  Greenwich.  The  lati- 
tude of  the  foudi  head  width  forms  the, entrance  of 
the  harbour,  33  deg.  51  min  and  that  of  the  north 
head  oppofue  to  it  at  33  deg.  pj  mb.^LJ1[ec*fouth 

Since  landing  here  our  military  Force  lias  fufFertd  a 
diminution  of  only  three  p^rfons,  a ferjeaut  and  two 
privates.  Of  the  conv.cis  tifiy  four  have  pciimcd, 
inemding  the  executions.  Amtdd  the  cauTcs  of  "this 
mortality . exceflive  toii  and  a fcarcity  of  food  arc  not 
lobe  numbered,  as  the  reader  will  calily  conceive, 
when  informed,  that  they  have  the  fame  allowance  of 
pro vilions  as  ev  ery  officer  and  foldicr  in  the  gairifon  ; 
and  are  indulged  by  being,  exempted  fiom  labour 
every  Saturday 'afternoon  and  Sunday.  On  the  latter 
of  ilY>f$idays  they  are  expc&ed  to  attend  divinefervice, 
which- is  performed  either  within  one  of  the  Qorc- 
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houfc*,  or  under  a great  tree  in  the  open  air,  until  a 
church  can  jf>e  built. 

Amidft  our  public  labours,  that  no  fortified  poll,  of 
place  of  fecurity,  I'  yet  begun,  may  be  a matter  of  fun- 
prife.  Were  an  emergency  in  the  night  tti  happen,  it 
is  not  ea(y  to  fay  vyhat  might  not  take  place  befoit 
troops,  fcattered  about  in  an  extenfive  encampment, 
could  be  formed,  foasto  aft.  An  event  that  hap. 
pened  a few  evenings  iince  may,  perhaps,  be  the  means 
of  forwarding  this  neceffary  work.  In  Hie  dead  of 
night  the  centinels  on  the  eaftern  fide  of  the  cove 
-were  alarmed  by  the  voices  of  the  Indiana,  talking 
near  their  polls.  The  foldiers  on  this'oceafion  afted 
with  ufoaj  firmnefs,  and  without  creating  a difiur- 
bance,  acquainted  the  officer  of  the  guard  With  the 
circumfiance,  who  immediately  took  every  precaution 
to  preyent  an  attack,  and  at  the  fame  tiftfc  gave  orders 
that  no  moleliation,  while  they  Continued  peaceable, 
fhould  be  offered  them-  From  the  darknefs  of  the 
night,  and  the  diftance  they  kept  at,  it  was  not  eafy  to 
afeertain  their  number,  but  from  the  found  of  the 
voices  and  other  rircum fiances,  it  was  calculated  at 
near  thirty.  To  their  intentions  \n  hbnouring  o* 
with  this  vifit  the  only  one  we  have  had  from  them 
in  the  laft  five  months  we  are  grangers,  (hough  xnoft 
probably  it  was  either  with  a view  to  pilfer,  or  to  af- 
eertain in  what  fecurity  we  flept,  arid  the  precautions 
we  ufed  in  the  night.  When  the  bells  pf  tfiie  fbi{W 
in  the  harbour  ilruck  the  hour  of  the  night,  and  the 
centinels  called  out  on  their  polls  "All’s  well,"  they 
obferved  a 4ead  filence,  and  continued  it  for  foine 
minutes,  though  taking  with  the  greateft  earnpflpefs 
and  vociferation  but  the  moment  before.  After  b*v' 
ing  remained  a confiderable  time  they  departed  with- 
out interchanging  a fyliable  with  our  people.

there  be  corifurtiVrs  erroiigh:;heYe  to  rake  thett  oflF'His 
hands,  for  fo  great  a length  of  time  to  come,  as  I lhall 
not  be  at  the  trouble  of  computing. 

Should  then  anyone,  induced  by thisaccount,  emi- 
grate hither,  let  him,  before  he  quits  England,  provide 
all  his  wearing-apparelfor  himfelf,  family,  and  fervants; 
his  furniture,  tools  of  every  kind,  and  implements  of 
hufbandry  (among  which  a plow  need  not  be  included, 
as  we  make  ufe  ofthe  hoe) , lor  he  will  touch  at  no  place 
where  they  can  be  purchafed  to  advantage.  If  his  Iheep 
and  hogs  are  Engliih  alfo,  it  will  be  better.  For  wines, 
fpirits,  tobacco,  fugar,  coffee,  tea,  rice,  poultry,  and 
many  other  articles,  he  may  venture  to  rely  on  at  Te- 
neriffe  or  Madeira,  the  Brazils  and  Cape  of  Good. 
Hope.  It  will  not  be  his  intereft  to  draw  bills  on  his 
voyage  out,  as  the  exchange  of  money  will  be  found  in- 
variably againft  him,  and  a large  discount  alfo  deduc- 
ed. Drafts  on  the  place  he  is  to  touch  at,  or.cafh  (dol  • 
lars  if  poffible),  will  beft  anfwer  his  end. 

To  men  of  defperate  fortune  and  the  loweft  clafTes 
ofthe  people,  unlefs  they  can  procure  a paffage  as  in- 
dented fervants,  fimilar  to  the  cufiom  praflifed  of 
emigrating  to  America,  this  part  ofthe  world  offers  no 
temptation  ; for  it  can  hardly  be  fuppofed,  that  Go- 
vernment will  be  fond  of  maintaining  them  here  until 
they  can  be  fettled, and  withoutfuch  fupport  they  muff 
ftarve. 

Of  the  Governor’s  inftru£lions  and  intentions  rela- 
tive j<^the4difpofal  of  the  convitfis,  when  the  term  of 
their  tranfportation  (hall  be  expired,  I am  ignorant. 

They 
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They  wiU  then  be  free  men,  and  at  liberty,  I appre- 
hend, eifcer  to  fettle  in  the  country,  or  to  return  t* 
Europe.  The  former  will  be  attended  with  fome  pub- 
lic expence ; and  the  latter,  except  in  particular  cafes, 
will  be  difficult  to  accompliffiment,  from  the  num- 
berlefs  caufe*  which  prevent  a frequent  communica- 
tion between  England  and  this  continent.  ,

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POSTSCRIPT. 

Sydney  Cove,  Port  Jackfon,  New  South  Wales 
OCtober  lft,  1788. 

LITTLE  mateiial  has  occurred  in  this  colony  fince 
the  dep  rtureof  the  (hips  for  England,  on  the 
14th  of  July  laft.  On  the  20th  of  that  month  his  Ma- 
jesty's (hip  Supply,  Captain  Ball,  failed  for  Norfolk 
Jfland,  and  returned  on  the. 26th  of  Auguft.  Our  ac- 
counts from  hence  are  more  favourable  than  were 
expected.  The  foil  proves  admirably  adapted  to  pro- 
duce alt  kinds  of  grain,  and  European  vegetables.  But 
the  difeovery  which  con  ft  it  utes  its  value  is  the  New 
Zealand  flax,  plants  of  which  are  found  growing  in 
every  part  of  the  ifland,  in  the  utmort  luxui  iancy  and 
abundance.  This  will,  beyond  doubt,  appear  ftiange 
to  the  reader  after  what  has  been  related  in  the  for- 
mer part  of  my  work;  and  infuluie,  letlhc  credit  of  the 
teftimony  be  as  highasitmay,  Thall  nevervvithout  dif- 
fidence and  hefitation  prefume  to  contradichhe  narra- 
tions of  Mr.  Cook.  The  truth  is,  that  thofe  fent  to 
fettle  and  explore  the  ifland  kney  not  the  form  in 
which  the  plant  grows,  and  were  unfuinilhcd  with 
every  particular  which  could  lead  to  a knowledge  of 
it.  Unaccountable  as  this  may  found,  it  is,  nevetthe- 
Ipfs,  Jnconteflably  true.  Captain  Ball  brought  away 
with  him  feveral  fpecimens  for  infpeCtion,  and,  on 
trial,  by  fome  flax-dreflers  among  us,  the  threads  pro- 
duced from  them,  though  coat fe,  are  pronounced  to 
be  (hunger,  more  likely  to  be  durable,  and  fitter  for 
every  purpofe  of  manufacturing  cordage,  than  any 
they  ever  before  drefled. 

Every  refcarch  has  been  made  by  thofe  on  the  ifland 
to  find  a landing-  place,  whence  it  might  be  practica- 
ble to  (hip  off  the  timber  growing  there,  but  h’itherto 
none  has  been  difeovered.  A plan,  however,  for 
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making  one  has  been  laid  before  the  Governor,  and 
iiat  prefent  un’dcr  fonfideration,  though  (incite  opi- 
nion of  many  here)  it1  is  not  fuch  an  one  as  “will  be 
found  to  anfwer  the  end  propofed. 

♦ Lieut.  King  and  his  little  garrifon  were  well  when 
the  Supply  left  them:  but  lam  forry  to  add,  that, 
from  cafualties,  their  number  is  already  five  lefs  than 
it  originally  was.  A fhip  from  hence  is  ready  to  fail/ 
with  an  encreafe  of  force,  befides  many  convifts  for  the 
purpofe  offa  wingup  timber,  and  turning  the  flax-plant 
to  advantage. 

So  much  for  Norfolk.  In  Port  Jackfon  all  is  quiet 
and  flupid  as  could  be  wilhed.  We  generally  hear  the 
lie  of  the  day  as  foon  as  the  beating  of  the  Reveille  an- 
nounces the  return  of  it ; find  it  contradicted  by 
breakfaff  rime  ; and  purfue  a'  fecond  through  all  its 
varieties,  oniil  night,  welcome  as  to  a lover,  gives  us  to 
ficep  and  drCam  ourfelves  tranfported  to  happier  climes. 

Let  me  nor,  however,  neglect  felling  you  the  little 
Trews  which  prefents  itfelf.  All  deferiptions  of  men 
enjoy  the  higheft  ftate  of  healthjand  th^conviClsconti- 
nu'e  to  behave  extremely  well.  Aging  ofone  hundredof 
them,  guarded  by  a captain,  two  fubahers,  and  go 
marines,  is  about  to  be  fent  up  to  the  head  of  the  har- 
bour, at  the  diftance  of  3 leagues,  in  a weflerly  direc- 
tion, from  Sydney  Cove,  for  the  purpofe  of  eftablifh- 
ing  a fettlemeftt  there.  The  convicts  aVe  to  be  em- 
ployed in  putting  the  iand  around  into  cultivation,  as 
it  appears  to  be  of  a more  promifing  nature  than  that 
hear  the  encampment  Indeed  this  lafl  hitherto  fuc- 
ceeds  but  very  indifferently,  though  I do  not  yet  def- 
pair,  that  when  good  feeds  can  be  procured,  our  toil  1 
will  be  better  rewarded.
